The  government  having  determined  to  fettle  Nova  Scotia,  with  a  view,  as  I  apprehended,  of 
making  it  an  equivalent  for  the  lafs  of  C  ape  Breton,  I  have  font  you  the  copy  of  a  letter  from 
a  correfpondcnt  in  New  England,  which  difeovers  the  fentiments  of  the  Gentlemen  there  on  this 
important  point,  and  which  may  he  the  more  agreeable  to  the  public,  as  it  comes  from  a  colony  fa 
immediately  interefted  in  its  fuccefs.  I  am.  See. 


Dear  Sir,  Bofton,  OH.  17,  1748. 

H  E  news  of  a  general  peace  was  not  re¬ 
ceived  here  very  cordially,  as  it  is  to  be 
followed  with  the  furrender  of  Cape  Breton  to 
the  Trench  ;  nor  is  it  to  be  wondered  at,  when 
we  confider  what  little  moleftation  our  trade 
and  filhery  has  met  with  (ince  its  redu&ion  ; 
and  (horrid  it  be  delivered  up  to  them,  it  may 
prove  very  fatal  to  us  in  a  future  war,  unlefs 
the  government  can  be  prevailed  upon  to  forti¬ 
fy  and  fettle  Nova  Scotia.  This  would,  in  a 
great  mcafure,  compcnfate  the  lofs  of  LouiJ- 
bcurg,  as  it  would  be  a  barrier  to  all  the  nor¬ 
thern  provinces,  and,  in  time,  be  of  more  fer- 
vice  to  the  nation,  than  half  the  colonies  al¬ 
ready  fettled  :  Neva  Scotia  has  a  very  large 
extent  of  fea-coaft,  abounding  with  fine  rivers, 
bays,  and  harbours,  and  is  furrounded  with 
fuch  fiihing  banks  for  cod  and  other  fil h,  as 
are  to  be  found  in  no  other  part  of  the  world, 
with  vail  quantities  of  timber,  and  good  foil  ; 
that  it  will,  if  properly  fettled,  be  the  greateft 
feminary  for  l'eamen  of  any  we  have  ;  which 
mull,  in  my  opinion,  be  of  the  greateft  con< 


cern  to  the  kingdom,  as  France,  byincreafing 
its  trade,  will  raife  fuch  numbers  of  feamen, 
as  will  in  time  give  them  the  fuperiority. 

Should  this  fettlement  be  attempted,  as  I 
fincerely  wilh  it  may,  at  a  conjuncture  in 
which  fo  many  loldiers  and  feamen  mull  be 
dilbanded,  it  will  not  only  afford  them  an  am¬ 
ple  fupport,  but  render  it  highly  beneficial  to 
its  mother-country. 

This  will  be  very  different  from  the  fettling 
of  Georgia,  and  fome  other  colonies,  that  have 
not  been  attended  with  fuccefs  $  for  it  has 
long  been  found  to  be  a  healthy  and  agreeable 
climate,  perfectly  adapted  to  Englifh  conftitu- 
tions,  and  will  want  but  little  encouragement 
more  than  a  proper  protection,  under  a  form  of 
civil  government,  and  under  a  kind  humane 
Governor  ;  and,  in  a  few  years,  will  probably  . 
add  a  conliderable  weight  to  our  commercial 
interell,  and  greatly  enrich  his  Majefty’s  do¬ 
minions. 

Very  little  provifion  will  be  wanting  to  fub- 
filt  the  inhabitants  after  the  find  year  j  for 
where  there  is  water,  there  is  commonly  pien- 
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ty  of  filh  ;  and  a  man  may  eafily  catch  more 
in  two  hours,  than  he  can  .cat  in  a  week.  This 
is  a  juft  account  of  that  fine  country,  which, 
if  properly  fettled  and  protedled,  may  be  cfteem- 
eJ  one  of  the  richcft  jewels  in  the  crown,  and 
of  the  higheft  importance  to  the  kingdom.

Peterjburgb,  March  22.  The  affair  of  re¬ 
gulating  the  limits  between  this  empire  and 
Sweden,  is  again  brought  upon  the  carpet. 
The  Commill'aries  of  the  Emprels  are  furnilh- 
ed  with  inftruftions  and  powers  to  regulate  this 
affair  upon  the  footing  of  former  declarations  ; 
her  Imperial  Majefty  not  thinking  herfelf  un¬ 
der  any  neceflity  to  give  up  thofe  advantages, 
which  Ihe  obtained  by  the  fuccefs  of  her  arms, 
and  the  conditions  of  the  treaty  of  peace  con¬ 
cluded  at  Abo.  The  Swedes  on  their  fide  re- 
prefent,  that  by  the  ceffion  of  the  province  of 
Nyland,  they  have  fcarce  any  frontier  left,  and 
that  their  country  is  quite  open  ;  to  which  it 
has  been  anfwered  on  the  part  of  the  Emprels, 
that  this  was  a  thing  which  ought  not  to  give 
Sweden  any  uneafinefs,  fo  long  as  they  rclol- 
ved  to  maintain  a  good  underftanding  and 
friend/hip,  which  they  might  be  allured  her 
Imperial  Majefty  would  never  be  the  firft  to 
break  in  upon.  So  the  regulation  of  the  li¬ 
mits  is  in  lcveral  refpefts  ftill  in  a  paftivc  fitu- 
ation.

Governor  and  Lieutenant-general  of  the  illands 
of  Marti nice,  Gaurdahupc,  Grande  and  Petite 
Terre,  DeJcada,  Mary  Gallant ,  th e  Saints,  Do¬ 
minica,  St.  Lucia,  Sr.  Vincent,  Bcqtiia,  Cana¬ 
dian,  Cairiouacou,  Grenade,  and  of  all  the  if¬ 
lands  and  iflets  commonly  called  the  Grer.adil- 
los,  Tobago,  St.  Bartholomew!,  St.  Martin, 
Cayan,  and  the  Continent  comprehended  be¬ 
tween  the  rivers  of  the  Amazons  and  Oreno- 
quc. 

The  ifland  of  Tobago,  commonly  called  To¬ 
bacco,  one  of  thofe  under  our  government,  in- 
difputably  belonging  to  his  Majefty,  and  the 
property  which  he  has  in  it  having  been  au¬ 
thentically  acknowledged  by  treaties,  and  no 
Prince  or  Sovereign  power  whatloever  laid  a- 
ny  pretention  to  the  l'overeignty  or  dominion 
of  the  fame  ,  has  obliged  us  to  give  ntr  credit 


to  an  information  we  have  received,  That  a 
fmall  frigate,  ftiling  herfelf  Englijh,  and  au- 
thorifed  by  certain  pretended  powers  ifl'ued  from 
the  Governor  of  Barbadoes,  fhould  have  been 
about  a  month  fince,  at  the  laid  ifland  of  To¬ 
bago,  and  there  clandeftinely  ftuck  up  to  trees, 
in  different  parts  of  the  fame,  a  pretended  pro¬ 
clamation,  importing,  that  Mr.  Greenville, 
Governor  of  Barbadoes,  who  in  the  fame  pro¬ 
clamation  calls  himfelf,  without  any  founda¬ 
tion,  Governor  of  St.  Lucia,  Dominica,  St, 
Vincent,  and  Tobago,  together  with  all  the 
other  illands,  colonies,  and  plantations  in  A- 
merica,  commonly  called  or  known  by  the 
name  of,  the  Gr/vMrz-iflands  (which  illands 
and  plantations,  ncverthelefs,  belonged  in- 
dil’putably  to  his  Majefty)  had  ordered  the 
inhabitants  of  Tobago,  who  are  all  fhbjefts  to 
his  Majefty,  to  quit  the  fame  in  the  fpace  of 
thirty  days,  giving  them  to  underftand,  that 
thev  muft  expedl  military  execution  in 
calc  of  their  non-compliance  ;  the  nature  of 
futh  an  aft,  and  the  terms  in  which-it  is  con¬ 
ceived,  puts  it  out  of  all  doubt  that  it  could 
never  have  proceeded  from  the  Governor  of 
Barbadoes,  but  is  the  work  of  i’ome  evil  dif- 
pofed  perfon,  and  determines  us  to  W'ave  the 
demanding  any  latisfaftion  from  the  pretended 
author  of  it,  who  in  all  probability,  had  no 
hand  in  it. 

Neverthelefs,  it  being  neceflary  to  hinder  a- 
nv  perfon,  of  what  quality,  condition,  and  na¬ 
tion  foever  they  may  be,  from  falling  into  the 
fnare  laid  for  them  :  We  declare  to  all  the 
lubje&s  of  his  Majefty,  who  are  fettled  upon 
the  faid  if.and  of  Tobago,  as  well  whites  as 
Indians,  negroes,  mulattocs,  mcftces,  and  all 
others  that  it  may  concern,  That  we  will  de¬ 
fend  them  againft  the  attempts  that  any  nati¬ 
on,  ftrangers  to  us,  may  form  againft  the  faid 
illand  ;  and  that  we  will  fend  them  fuch  a 
quantity  of  ammunition  and  provifions  as  they 
may  ftand  in  need  of. 

We  prohibit  their  having  any  correfpon- 
dence  or  dealing  with  the  neighbouring  colo¬ 
nies,  belonging  either  to  th zEngiijh,  Dutch,  or 
Danes,  nor  to  fufter  any  of  them  to  continue 
among  them,  or  to  permit  their  coming  on 
Ihore  in  the  faid  illand  of  Tobago,  until  fuch 
time  as  we  lhall  have  fent  a  commanding  Of¬ 
ficer  with  regular  troops,  for  their  protection 
and  defence. 

It  is  our  will,  that  thefe  prefents  be  read, 
publilhed,  and  let  up  in  all  the  quarters  of  the 
faid  illand  of  Tobago,  that  no  perfon  whate¬ 
ver  may  plead  ignorance  of  the  fame.

contained  between  the  parallels  of  7  8  0  an  440 
north  latitude.  The  capitals  of  thefe  fettle- 
ments  were  to  have  been  built  at  a  hundred 
miles  diftance  from  each  other,  and  extend 
one  hundred  miles  back  into  the  country  5 
and  confequently  each  colony  was  to  be  a 
fquare  diftrift  whofe  fide  was  one  hundred 
miles.  Had  this  intention  been  followed, 
we  Ihould  have  had,  between  the  Gulph  of 
St.  Laurence  and  Cape  Fear,  feven  colonies 
of  equal  dimenfions;  whereas  at  prefent  we 
have,  within  thefe  limits,  about  twelve  co¬ 
lonies,  of  very  unequal  dimenfions,  the  lands 
having  been  granted  at  different  times,  and 
fome  of  them  have  no  bounds  to  the  weft- 
ward. 

Thefe  companies  did  not  long  continue  ; 
the  fettlements  they  made  not  anfwering 
what  was  expe&ed  from  them,  they  furren- 
dered  their  patents.  The  Dutch  did  not 
negledl  fo  fair  an  opportunity;  they  fettled 
on  fome  of  the  lands  abandoned  by  the  com¬ 
panies,  and  kept  poffeffion  of  them  almoft 
threefcore  years.  The  Englilh  however  did 
not  totally  leave  America  ;  many  continu¬ 
ed,  and  in  procefs  of  time  greatly  increafed. 

Having  premifed  this  fhoit  account  of 
the  difcovery  and  firft  fettlement  of  our 
American  colonies,  we  fhall  proceed  to 
give  a  particular  defcription  of  them,  be¬ 
ginning  with  the  moft  powerful  of  the  Eng- 
lifh  colonies  on  the  continent  of  North 
America,  called 

NEW-EN  GLAND. 

'T'HIS  large  country  is  bounded  on  the 
eaft  and  fouth-eaft  by  the  Atlantic 
ocean,  on  the  north-eaft  by  Nova  Scotia  or 
Acadia,  on  the  north  by  the  Indian  nations, 
on  the  weft  by  part  of  Canada  and  New- 
York,  and  on  the  fouth  and  fouth-weft 
by  New- York  and  Long-Ifland.  It  is  about 
three  hundred  and  fifty  miles  in  length 
along  the  fea-coaft,  and  its  mean  breadth 
about  one  hundred  and  fixty-five. 

The  fummer-feafon  he  e  is  warmer,  tho* 
fhorter  than  ours,  and  generally  accompa¬ 
nied  for  two  months  with  a  clear  fky,  which 
renders  the  country  fo  wholefome,  that

called  North  and  South  Ame- 
rica,  on  the  former  of  which 
the  Englifh  colonies  are  fituated. 

This  large  country  was  wholly  unknown 
to  the  inhabitants  of  Europe  till  the  year 
34.92,  when  Chriftopher  Columbus,  a  Ge- 
noefe,  in  the  fervice  of  Ferdinand  and  Ifa- 
bella,  king  and  queen  of  Spain,  difcovered 
it,  though  he  had  not  the  honour  of  giving 
his  own  name  to  this  continent,  which  ac¬ 
quired  the  name  of  America  from  one  Ame- 
ricus  Vefpufius,  a  Florentine,  who  was  fent 
in  1497,  by  Emanuel  king  of  Portugal,  to 
extend  the  difcoveries  of  Columbus. 

Sebaftiun  Cabot,  commiffioned  by  Hen¬ 
ry  VII.  of  England,  to  difcover  a  north- 
weft  pafiage  to  China  and  the  Eaft  Indies, 
difcovered  and  took  poffefTton  of,  in  the 
year  1497,  all  the  eartern  coaft  of  North 
America,  from  the  Polar  Circle  to  Cape  Flo¬ 
rida,  in  the  name  of  the  crown  of  England. 
But  though  Sebaftian  and  John  Cabot  had  a 
royal  grant  of  the  property  of  all  the  lands 
they  fhould  difcover  and  fettle,  to  the  weft- 
ward  of  Europe,  they  made  no  fettlement. 

Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  in  the  year  H84, 
fent,  by  order  of  queen  Elizabeth,  two  vef- 
fels  to  North  America,  to  make  a  fettlement 
there.  Accordingly  he  landed  his  people 
on  the  ifiand  of  Roanoake,  near  the  mouth 
of  Albemarle  river,  in  North  Carolina, 
where  they  began  a  plantation,  but  did  not 
continue  long,  for  fir  Francis  Drake  touch¬ 
ing  there  in  the  year  1586,  moft  of  them 
returned  with  him  to  England.  Raleigh 
gave  the  name  of  Virginia  to  all  this  part 
of  America,  in  honour  of  the  queen;  and 
a  continual,  though  fmall  trade,  was  car¬ 
ried  on  to  thefe  countries  from  England. 

James  I.  incorporated,  in  the  year  1  606, 
two  companies,  called  the  South  and  North 
Virginia  companies.  The  country  granted 
to  the  former  extended  from  340  to  38° 
north  latitude,  and  ftill  retains  the  name  of 
Virginia  :  and  the  lands  granted  to  the  latter, 
called  alfo  the  Weft- country  company,  were 
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Defcription  and  Produce  of  New-Encland. 

none  of  our  plantations  fuit  an  Engli/h 
conftitution  better  than  this  ;  yet  in  their 
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winters,  which  are  longer  and  feverer  than 
ours,  the  winds  are  often  very  boifterous, 
and  the  air  lharper  than  in  Old  England. 
June,  July,  and  Auguft  are  their  hotted 
months,  during  which  the  mufketoes,  bugs, 
and  other  infedts  are  very  troublefome. 

This  country,  when  fir  ft  vifited  by  the 
Englilh,  was  one  continued  foreft,  the  In¬ 
dians  having  cleared  only  a  few  fmall  fpots  of 
ground  for  planting  corn,  but  our  country¬ 
men  found  many  fruitful  valhes  watered 
with  rivers.  The  land  next  the  fea  is  in 
general  low,  and  in  fome  parts  marfhy  ; 
but  farther  up  it  rifes  into  hills,  and  on  the 
north-eaft  is  rocky  and  mountainous.  The 
foil  is  in  general  very  good,  efpecially  in 
the  vallies,  where  the  firft  planters  found 
the  grafs  above  an  ell  in  height. 

Few  countries  are  better  watered  with 
fprings,  rivers,  and  lakes,  though  the  lat¬ 
ter  are  not  fo  large  as  thofe  in  the  north 
and  weft.  It  has  feven  navigable  rivers, 
the  Connedlicut,  the  Thames,  the  Patuxet, 
the  Merrimack,  the  Pifcatawy,  the  Saco, 
and  the  Cafco. 

To  this  conveniency  of  fo  many  fine  ri¬ 
vers,  the  great  number  of  large  populous 
towns  is  doubtlefs  owing  ;  and  in  the  tradls 
between  the  rivers  there  are  fo  many  brooks 
and  fprings,  that  there  is  hardly  a  place 
where  frelh  water  may  not  be  had,  by 
finking  a  well,  within  ten  or  twelve  feet  of 
the  furface. 

Here  are  fome  few  copper-mines  in  the 
country,  but  the  ore  is  fo  poor,  that  it  is 
not  worth  digging,  efpecially  as  they  lie  far 
from  the  fea. 

The  woods  and  fwamps  abound  with 
good  timber,  but  fo  much  has  been  cut 
within  ten  or  twelve  miles  from  the  fea,  that 
the  greateft  part  is  now  taken  down.  Oak, 
elm,  afh,  cyprefs,  pine,  chefnut,  walnut, 
cedar,  beech,  afpin,  faflafras,  are  common 
here,  as  are  alfo  fpruce  and  fir-trees,  which 
are  of  an  extraordinary  growth,  producing 
mails,  yards,  and  planks,  as  the  oak  does 
the  other  fhip-timber  $  fo  that  more  fhips 
have  been  built  in  this  province,  than  in  all 
the  other  parts  of  America.  All  forts  of  gar¬ 
den  and  orchard-trees  thrive  here  fo  well, 
that  raoft  planters  make  an  hundred  hog- 
Iheads  of  cyder  in  a  feafon  ;  and  the  export 
of  apples  to  the  fugar-iflands  is  a  conftant 
article  in  its  commerce. 

They  have  as  good  hemp  and  flax  as  any 
in  the  Baltic,  great  plenty  of  all  forts  of 
roots,  as  turneps,  parfnips,  carrots,  ra- 
dilhes,  onions,  &c.  ' 

They  had  a  great  variety  of  fruits  of 
their  own  growth  before  the  Englilh  arrived 


ere,  particularly  grapes,  currans,  ftraw- 
berries,  rafberries,  hurtleberries,  chefnuts, 
walnuts,  fmallnuts,  philberts,  and  many 
others.  Their  peaches  and  other  wall- 
fruits  are  much  larger  and  finer  than  ours. 

Indian  corn,  or  maiz,  is  produced  in 
great  plenty  here.  This  gratrpneous  plant 
has  an  ear  a  fpan  in  length,  containing  eight 
or  more  rows  of  grain,  according  to  the 
goodnefs  of  the  foil,  and  about  thirty 
grains  in  a  row  ;  it  is  of  various  colours  in 
the  fame  field,  and  even  in  the  fame  ear, 
but  the  moft  common  is  the  white  and  yel¬ 
low.  The  ftaiks  grow  fix  or  eight  feet 
high,  are  jointed  like  a  cane,  with  lo  ng  flag- 
leaves  at  each  joint,  yielding  a  juice  like 
the  fugar-cane,  and  at  the  top  is  a  clufter 
of  flowers  refembling  rye-blofloms.  The 
general  time  of  planting  it  is  from  the 
middle  of  April  to  the  middle  of  May  $ 
though  in  the  northern  parts  it  is  not  plant¬ 
ed  till  the  middle  of  June.  The  manner 
of  planting  the  maiz  is  in  rows  of  five  or 
fix  feet  diftance  every  way.  The  earth  is 
to  be  opened  four  inches  deep,  with  a  ho  e, 
and  then  four  or  five  grains  are  thrown  in  - 
to  it,  about  the  breadth  of  the  hoe  from 
one  another  ;  after  which  they  are  covered 
with  earth,  which  is  weeded  as  often  as 
there  is  occafion.  When  the  ftalk  begins 
to  grow  high,  and  to  fhoot  forth  the  ear, 
they  draw  earth  about  the  bottom  of  it  like 
hop-hills.  It  is  ripe  about  the  middle  o£ 
September,  and  ftripped  as  foon  as  gather¬ 
ed,  or  fpread  out  very  thin,  to  prevent  its 
fprouting  or  being  mouldy.  The  Englilh 
now  often  plant  it  by  means  of  the  plough  j 
in  order  to  which  they  turn  up  the  furrows 
fix  feet  afunder,  then  plough  a-crofs  at  the 
fame  diftance,  throw  in  the  corn  where  they 
interfeft  each  other,  and  either  cover  ic 
with  a  hoe,  or  run  another  furrow  over 
it  with  the  plow. 

The  Indians,  after  boiling  it  till  it  is 
tender,  eat  it  with  fifh  and  venifon  inftead 
of  bread  ;  and  fometimes  they  previoufly 
bruife  it  in  a  mortar.  But  the  moft  com¬ 
mon  way  is  to  parch  it  in  albes,  ftirring  it 
fo  as  to  make  it  very  tender  without  burning 
it.  This  they  pound  and  fift  into  fine  meal, 
which  they  eat  either  dry  or  mixed  with 
water.  The  Englilh  knead  it  into  dough, 
which  they  bake  about  twelve  hours* 
They  alfo  make  good  beer  of  it,  by  malt¬ 
ing  it  in  the  fame  manner  as  barley. 

There  is  hardly  a  greater  variety  of  fowl 
any  where  than  in  this  country,  as  tur-- 
kies,  partridges,  geefe,  ducks,  herons 
puans,  widgeons,  dap 
and  great  variety  oj 


ftorks,  heathcocks, 
pers,  blackbirds, 
others.

5^3  Defcription  of  New-EnglanI).  —  Poetical  Eflays. 


Beafts,  both  tame  and  wild,  are  here  in 
great  plenty.  Among  the  former  are  conies, 
(heep,  goats,  hogs,  and  horfes,  all  brought 
originally  from  England.  As  for  beafts  of  the 
foreft,  there  are  all  forts,  as  deer,  elks,  ra¬ 
coons,  bears,  wolves,  ounces,  foxes,  hares, 
rabbits,  fables,  beavers,  otters,  fquirrels,  &c. 
but  the  moft  uncommon  and  valuable  crea¬ 
ture  is  the  moufe-deer,  called  by  the  In¬ 
dians  wampoofe.  It  is  about  twelve  feet 
high,  with  broad  palms  and  four  horns, 
twelve  feet  diftant  from  the  tip  of  one  to 
that  of  the  other,  and  the  body  about  the 
fize  of  a  bull ;  his  neck  refembles  that  of  a 
flag,  his  ears  large  and  eredt,  and  his 
tail  fomething  longer  than  that  of  a  buck. 

Since  this  country  has  been  planted,  great 
part  of  the  venomous  creatures  are  deftroy- 
ed,  or  retired  to  the  diftant  forefls  for  fhel- 
ter.  The  rattle-fnake  is  found  here,  but 
not  fo  common  as  in  Virginia. 

There  is  no  fort  of  Britifh  manufacture, 
either  for  ufe,  ornament,  or  luxury,  but 
what  is  imported  into  New-England  ;  fo 
that  fome  of  the  moft  experienced  traders 
in  thcfc  parts  have  computed  the  value  of 


the  goods  exported  from  England  to  thf* 
Colony,  at  three  hundred  thoufand  pounds 
a  year.  The  imports  from  thence  are 
equally  beneficial  to  this  kingdom,  parti¬ 
cularly  mads,  pitch,  tar,  turpentine,  rofin, 
plank,  knees  for  fhips,  and  other  fpecies  of 
timber  for  various  ufes.  Other  articles 
might  be  mentioned,  as  whale-oil  and  finsj 
which  are  yearly  imported  from  New- 
England  in  no  contemptible  quantities. 

It  was  fome  years  firtce  computed,  that 
NeW-England  contained  about  three  hun¬ 
dred  thoufand  fouls,  and  that  of  thofe  about 
fixty  thoufand  were  effective  men,  from  fix. 
teen  to  fixty  years  of  age. 

The  whole  government  of  New-England 
contains  in  it  twelve  counties,  fixty-one 
market-towns,  twenty-fevcn  fortified  places, 
above  a  hundred  places  for  divine  worfhip, 
and  two  colleges  ;  and  Is  fuppofed  to  have 
above  a  thoufand  fail  of  fhips  belonging  to 
it,  including  ketches  and  (loops,  many  of 
which  are  from  fixty  to  one  hundred  and 
twenty  tons  burden.

N  Thurfday  came  to  Kingfton  the 

O  *21  Pr*vateer  ^00P  Thurloe,  belonging 
C"  tA  to  St.  Chriftopher’s,  mounting  four- 
teen  carriage-guns,  with  eighty- 
rj  ?  ^  four  men,  Robert  Mantle  com¬ 
mander.  Captain  Mantle  left  Port-royal  the 
12th  inftant,  in  company  with  his  majefty’s 
/hip  Augufta  ;  and  on  Sunday  the  j  cth,  about 
eight  in  the  morning,  parted  from  the  man  of 
■war  oft  CapeTiberoon  :  at  ten  the  fame  morn¬ 
ing  faw  a  (loop  to  the  eaftward,  which  proved 
to  be  a  French  privateer,  called  the  Deux  Amis, 
captain  Felix,  of  ten  carriage-guDS  and  ninety- 
eight  men,  belonging  to  Port  Louis,  who  bore 
down  on  the  Thurloe  ;  which  being  obferved 
by  captain  Mantle,  and  fufpefting  her  to  be  a 
French  privateer,  he  prepared  to  receive  her  :  at 
one  P.  M.  the  Frenchman  came  very  near,  on 
which  the  Thurloe  gave  him  a  broad-fide 
'with  great  and  fmall  guns,  which  he  returned, 
and  then  made  all  the  fail  (be could  to  get  oft';1 
'but  the  intrepid  captain  Mantle  was  refolvcd 
not  to  part  fo  eafily,  and  immediately  gave 
chace,  and  foon  ranged  her  alongfide,  when  the 
Frenchman  refolutely  boarded  the  Thurloe  on 
her  bow  ;  and  now  began  the  moft  obftinate 
and  bloody  engagement  that  has  been  known 
in  thefe  parts  for  many  years  pail,  both  Tides 
being  determined  to  conquer  or  die :  this  bloody 
conflitt  lafted  near  three  hours,  with  piftols, 
fwords,  granadoes,  powder-fiafks,  &c.  and  that 
in  fuch  quantities,  that  captain  Mantle,  during 
the  arftion,  expended  near  three  hundred  pow¬ 
der- ftalks,  feventy  two  hand- (link-pots,  be- 
fides  eleven  rounds  of  great  and  fmall  guns.  On 
board  the  Thurloe  were  ten  men  killed  and 
twenty-five  wounded  ;  but  on  board  the  Deux 
Amis  it  was  a  mete  (laughter-houfe  ;  for 
when  the  gallant  captain  Felix  (Truck,  there 
were  not  more  than  ten  men  capable  of  conti¬ 
nuing  the  battle.  The  extraordinary  courage 
(hewn  by  captain  Mantle  on  this  rjccafion,  and 
the  advantage  it  will  be,  both  to  the  trading 
and  planting  part  of  this  ifland,  cannot  be  luf- 
ficiently  extolled. 

As  his  majefty’s  (hip  Blandford  was  convoy¬ 
ing  the  Molly,  Simnu  n’s,  and  the  Adventure, 
Jackfon,  both  of  Liverpool,  and  the  Trjall, 
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of  Briftol,  through  the  Windward- paflage,  (he 
gave  chace  to  fix  large  Dutch /hips,  homeward 
bound  from  St.  Domingo,  took  four  of  them, 
and  carried  them  with  her  for  Jamaica:  capt. 
Simmonds  gave  chace  to  the  other  two  (hips 
that  efcaped,  came  up  with  them,  and  took 
one  of  them,  of  about  three'  hundred  tons  bur¬ 
then  ;  but  night  coming  on  before  he  had  time 
to  board  her,  (he  efcaped  from  him. 

Ni  w-York,  March  I?. 

The  troops  were  not  marched  lad  week 
from  Albany,  when  genera!  Abercrombie  left 
that  place,  which  makes  us  conje&ure  that 
expedition  is  laid  afide  at  prefent ;  though 
fume  fay  it  is  ftill  to  go  on,  and  that  by  the  poft 
we  (hall  hear  lord  Howe  is  marched.  Two 
men  of  war  arrived  here  lately  with  diloatchej 
for  general  Abercrombie,  who  fucceeds  lord 
Loudon  as  commander  in  chief  of  his  majefty’s 
forces  in  America.  General  Abercrombie  made 
no  delay  at  Albany* but  fet  out  for  this  place 
the  day  after  he  received  his  difpatches,  and 
got  here  laft  Monday.  He  has  been  extreme¬ 
ly  bufy  ever  fince.  It  is  expefted  by  the  mini- 
ftry,  that  the  northern  colonies  (hall  raife 
twenty  thoufand  provincials  to  join  a  body  of 
the  king’s  forces  intended  to  invade  Canada, 
and  to  carry  the  war  into  the  heart  of  the  ene¬ 
my’s  pofteflions-  The  aflembly  of  this  pro¬ 
vince  have  voted  two  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
eighty  men,  Mafl'achufets  feven  thoufand ; 
w  hat  Ncw-Hampftiire,  Rkode-Ifiand,  Connec¬ 
ticut  and  Jcrfeys  will  do,  is  not  yet  known  ; 
but  it  is  the  general  opinion  the  feveral  pro¬ 
vinces  will  at  leaft  make  up  the  number  to 
eiehteen  thoufand.  A  meft  noble  fpirit  at  pre¬ 
lent  prevails  over  the  whole  continent.  Some 
of  the  principal  gentlemen  of  the  city  have  en¬ 
tered  into  the  lervice,  which  will  be  a  great 
inducement  to  the  common  people  to  enlilr. 
Five  regiments  of  the  king’s  troops  are  to 
march  with  thefe  provincials  to  the  north¬ 
ward  ;  a  great  number  of  treops  are  going  ta 
the  eaftward  ;  fome  to  the  fouthvvard  :  fo  that 
there  are  thiee  expeditions  intended  to  be  carri¬ 
ed  on  at  one  and  the  fame  time.  This  fummer 
I  hope  will  put  an  end  to  the  war  in  this  part 
of  die  world. 


Extract  of  a  Letterfrom  Rear  Admiral  Cotes 
If  to  Mr.  Clevland,  dated  on  Board  His  Ma- 
jefty’s  Ship  the  Marlborough,  the  9th  of 
November  1757,  in  Port-Royal  Harbour. 
The  25th  of  lad  month,  Capt.  Forreft,  in 
Ms  majefty’s  fhip  the  Augufta,  with  the 
Dreadnought  and  Edinburgh  under  his  com¬ 
mand,  returned  from  their  cruize  off  Cape 
Francois.  Captain  Forreft  gives  me  the  fol¬ 
lowing  account  of  an  aftion  that  happened 
the  2 1  ft,  between  the  (hips  under  his  com¬ 
mand,  and  feven  French  (hips  of  war. 

‘  At  feven  in  the  morning  the  Dreadnought 

*  made  the  fignal  for  feeing  the  enemy’s  fleet 

*  coming  out  of  Cape  Francois ;  we  made 
‘  fail  to  difcover  them  plain  $  and  at  half  paft 

*  eight  made  feven  fail  of  large  (hips,  a 
‘  (Schooner  and  a  pilot  boat.  '  I  then  madethe 

*  fignal  for  the  line  a-head,  and  ftiortned  fail, 
‘  to  let  the  enemy  come  up,  and  to  preferve 

*  the  weather-gage.  At  noon  favv  with 
‘  great  certainty  they  were  four  (hips  of  the 
‘  line,  and  three  large  frigates.  1  then  made 
‘  the  fignal  for  the  captains  Suckling  and 

*  Langdon,  who  agreed  with  me  to  engage 

*  them  :  accordingly  we  bore  down,  and 
‘  about  twenty  minutes  after*three  the  attion 

*  began  with  great  britknefs  on  both  fide*, 

*  and  continued  for  two  hours  and  a  half, 

*  when  the  French  commodore  made  a  fignal, 
c  and  one  of  the  frigates  immediately  came 

*  to  tdw  him  out  of  the  line,  and  the  reft  of 

*  the  French  (hips  followed  him.  Our  (hips 

*  had  fuffered  fo  much  in  their  malls,  fails 
‘  and  rigging,  that  we  were  in  no  condition 

*  to  purfue  them.  Both  officers  and  feamen 

*  behaved  with  the  greateft  refolution  the 

*  whole  time  of  the  aftion,  and  were  un- 

*  happy  at  the  conclufton-of  it,  that  the  (hips 

*  were  no  t  in  a  condition  to  follow  the  F reach. 


jwho  had  frigates  to  tow  them  off.  I  am 
e  informed  the  French,  on  this  occafion,  haft 
"*  put  on  board  the  Sceptre  her  full  comple- 
‘  ment  of  guns,  either  from  the  (JaoTe,  or 
out  of  the  India  (hip  ;  and  had  alfo  mounted 
‘  the  Outdare  ftorefhip  with  her  full  propor- 
e  tion  of  guns  ;  and  had  taken  not  only  the 

*  men  out  of  the  merchant  (hips,  but  foldiers 
‘  from  the  garrifon,  in  hopes  their  appearance 
‘  would  frighten  our  fmall  fquadron,  and 

*  oblige  them  to  leave  their  coaft  clear  for 
‘  them  to  carry  out  their  large  convoy  of 
‘  merchant  (hips  ;  but  our  captains  were  too 
‘  gallant  to  be  terrified  at  their  formidable  an- 
‘  pearance ;  and  fo  far  from  avoiding  them, 
‘  that  they  bore  down,  and  engaged  with  the 
‘  greateft  refolution  and  good  conduit.  And 
‘  I  have  the  pleafure  to  acquaint  their  lord- 
‘  fnips,  that  the  captains,  officers,  feamen 

*  and  marines,  have  done  their  duty  on  this 

*  occjfion,  much  to  their  honour ;  and  I 
‘  hope  their  good  behaviour  will  be  approved 
‘  by  their  lordlhips.’  [London  Gazette. 

Kingfton  in  Jamaica, «Nov.  26. 
Sunday  iaft  arrived  here  Capt,  Cunningham 
in  a  flag  of  truce  from  Cape  Francois,  by 
whom  we  have  the  following  account  of  the 
condition  of  the  French  fquadron  that  en¬ 
gaged  the  three  Englifii  men  of  war. 

Line  of  battle.  Intrepid,  M.  de  Kerfin, 
in  the  van  of  the  line  of  battle  ;  her  mizen- 
maft  and  main-top-maft  were  fo  much 
wounded  by  (hot,  that  they  were  both 
changed  ;  he  was  thrice  fet  on  fire  by  his  own 
powder,  and  fo  much  damaged  in  his  rigging 
and  fails,  that  he  could  .  not  work  his  fhip 
till  other  fails  were  bent,  and  his  rigging  put 
in  order.- 

Opiniatre,  M.  'de  Molean,  the  third  (hip 
in  the  line,  as  the  Sceptre  was  leaving  it,  fha 

Cooia- 


took  her  place  5  difmafted  ;  nothing  /landing 
but  the  flump  of  her  mizen  mail,  and  was 
tow’d  in  by  one  of  the  frigates  ;  her  hull  was 
alfo  much  damaged. 

Greenwich,  M.  Faucault,  the  fecond  in 
the  line  ;  her  yards  and  malts  much  damaged, 
obl'ged  to  get  her  foremaft  on  Ihore,  and  fore 
and  main-yards  alfo,  her  hull  very  much  da¬ 
maged,  /he  receiving  from  twenty  to  thirty 
/hot  between  wind  and  water. 

Sceptre,  M.  Clavau,  fo  much  damaged  that 
/he  was  obliged  to  quit  the  line  after  the  Edin¬ 
burgh’s  fecond  broadfide. 

There  is  no  account  of  what  damage  the 
frigates  received. 

Thefe  /hips  were  all  richly  loaded  with  the 
returns  of  the  India  /hip’s  cargo,  computed 
at  eight  millions  of  French  livres,  befides  a 
gn.?at  quantity  of  effects  on  their  own  ac¬ 
count,  the  Pillage  of  M.  Kerfin  on  the  coaft 
of  Ciuiney.  There  were  alfo  on  board  many 
paflengers  and  volunteers  on  their  paffage 
home. 

The  /hatter’d  and  deplorable  condition  in 
which  they  return’d  into  the  Cape  the  next 
day  after  the  engagement,  is  hardly  to  be  de- 
fcribed,  having  had  about  coo  men  kill’d  and 
wounded  j  among  the  laft  M.  Kerfin,  com¬ 
modore,  was  much  hurt,  M.  de  Molean  dan- 
geroufly  wounded,  and  his  fecond  captain’s 
calf  of  his  leg  /hot  away  ;  feveral  o/ficers  of 
diftinttion  wounded  ;  the  major  of  the  fqua- 
dron  kill’d  and  feveral  other  officers. 

M.  Delbrook  (a  gentleman  we  believe  very 
well  remembered,  for  the  extraordinary  favour 
and  countenance  he  received  from  all  the  great 
people  in  this  ifiand,  afled  on  board  the  Green¬ 
wich  as  a  volunteer  lieutenant,  by  virtue  of  a 
warrant,  and  offered  his  fervice  to  the  com¬ 
modore  to  go  out,  and  reconnoitre  the  force  of 
our  fleet,  which  he  completed,  difguifed  in  a 
little  fchooner,  pretending  to  barter  ground 
provifions  for  fait)  had  the  misfortune  to  be 
/hot  right  in  two  by  a  grape  /hot. 

Their  damage  was  repaired  with  all  poffible 
diligence,  the  crews  and  carpenters  of  all  the 
merchant  lhips  were  continually  employed  night 
and  day  in  affifting  them,  and  very  fortunately 
the  India  /hip’s  mafts,  yards,  &c.  fuited  the 
Opiniatre,  and  in  every  thing  elfe  they  did  as 
well  as  their  circumftances  would  permit,  to 
make  all  poffible  difpatch  to  get  to  fea  with 
the  king’s  /hips  and  merchantmen,  /hiving  to 
get  clear  of  the  ifiand  before  any  of  our  Eng- 
li/h  men  of  war  fhould  be  fent  up  to  them, 
whofe  courage,  bravery,  and  gallantry,  they 
had  too  lately  experienced,  to  defire  any  more 
of  their  vifits;  and  notwithftanding  the  natu¬ 
ral  vanity  and  gafeonading  of  thefe  people,  the 
force  of  truth  obliges  them  to  confefs,  they 
never  remember  to  have  been  fo  roughly  handled 
by  three  /hips  agalnft  feven  5  and  are  as  laviffi  in 
the  praifes  of  thefe  three  gallant  comm  nders, 
s  though  the  glorv  were  their  own.

On  the  13  th  inftant  the  fleet,  confifting  0f 
about  40  fail  of  merchant  /hips,  all  richly 
laden  with  .white  fugar,  indigo,  and  coffee, 
failed  for  Old  France,  under  convoy  of  the 
forementioned  men  of  war. 

St.  John’s  in  Antigua,  Nov.  p. 

On  Friday  the  28th  of  Oftober  laft  capt. 
CJiarles  White,  late  commander  of  the  private 
/loop  of  war  Tyger,  Nathaniel  Flin,  Thomas 
Cole,  Elias  Atkins,  and  Michael  M'Carroll, 
were  tried  at  the  court-houfe,  in  the  town  of 
St.  John,  for  piratically  and  felonioufiy  enter¬ 
ing  a  certain  Spani/h  fnow,  on  the  2d  of  Janu¬ 
ary  laft,  about  /our  leagues  from  the  ifiand  of 
Mona,  and  for  piratically  and  felonioufiy  deal¬ 
ing,  and  carrying  away,  from  on  board  the 
faid  fnow,  divers  goods  and  merchandizes  of 
confiderabie  value  ;  when,  unfortunately  for 
the  prifoners,  the  evidence  turned  out  fo  full 
againft  them,  that  the  judge,  without  much 
hefitation,  fentenced  them  to  be  hanged,  and 
capt.  White’s  body  to  be  hung  in  chains  ;  and 
on  Thurfday  they  all  fuff'ered  accordingly,  ex¬ 
cept  Elias  Atkins,  who  was  reprieved  by  his 
excellency  the  general.

Our  lateft  accounts  from  Albany  are  of 
Tuefday  laft,  which  pofitively  affure  us,  that 
a  body  of  about  300  Indians,  and  100  French¬ 
men,  had  a ftually  fallen  on  that  part  of  the 
German  Flats,  fituated  on  the  north  fide  of 
the  Mohawk’s  river,  and  burned  and  deftroyed 
every  houfe  and  barn  they  came  to,  killed  and 
fealped  about  ten  or  twelve  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  carried  away  captives,  at  leaft  no  more 
(men,  women,  and  children),  befides  cattle, 
killing  fiich  beafts  as  they  could  not  carry  with 
them  ;  that  fome  of  the  Indians  continued  at 
the  Flat  near  three  days,  laying  wafte  the 
country;  and  that  one  of  the  captives  made 
his  efcape  from  the  enemy,  and  reports,  that 
the  French  were  very  bufy  in  landing  cannon, 
in  order,  as  he  imagined,  to  erett  a  fortifica¬ 
tion,  either  on  the  lake  Oneyda,  or  fomewhere 
on  Wood  Creek.

About  twelve  days  ago  capt.  Wallace,  in 
the  King  George,  belonging  to  Briftol,  arrived 
in  Virginia,  who  took  up  at  fea,  in  lat.  34. 
about  153  leagues  to  the  eaftward  of  Bermuda, 
fix  men,  being  the  whole  crew  of  the  fchooner 
Nancy,  belonging  to  Bofton,  one  Govian  maf- 
ter,  bound  from  Pifcataque  for  Surinam,  with 
horfes  ;  whofe  prefervation  was  very  remark¬ 
able  :  on  the  9th  of  September,  in  a  very 
hard  gale,  fhe  overfet,  and  loft  all  her  horfes, 
but  after  they  cut  away  her  main-maft,  /he 
righted  ;  foon  after  a  fea  ftruck  her  on  the 
counter,  and  beat  her  ftern  in ;  and  having  a 
quantity  of  bricks  abaft,  her  ftern  funk,  and 
her  head  ftuck  upright,  and  the  people  got  on 
her  bow.  After  the  ftorrn  abated,  they  got 
fome  msckrel  cut  of  her,  and  an  iron  inftru- 
ment  to  ftnke  fi/h  ;  and  having  made  a  little 
P  awning 
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awning  of  part  of  one  of  the  fails,  which  they  g 
fixed  to  the  bowfpnt  over  their  heads,  they 
lived  there  (if  it  may  be  culled  living)  for 
forty-fix  days,  when  capt.  Wallace  t  ok.  them 
up  ;  having  nothing  elfe  to  liipport  themielves 
but  the  fait  mackrel,  and  what  dolphins  and 
pilot- filh  they  (truck,  the  latter  being  plenty 
about  them,  and  whole  blood  they  fucked  for 
drink.  One  of  the  men  died  fonn  after  he 
was  taken  up  ;  and  two  others  of  them  are 
deprived  of  their  fenfes. 

Extracts  of  two  letters  from  vice-admiral.  Cotes, 
commander  in  chief  of  his  majefty’s  lhips  at 
Jamaica,  to  Mr.  Clevland,  dated  the  5th 
and  31ft  of  December,  1757. 

“  The  20th  of  November  his  majefty’s  (hip 
Afliftance  chafed  a  French  privateer  of  1 8  guns, 
and  a  fchooner  privateer  with  a  prize,  into 
Tiberoon  Bay,  on  the  weft:  end  of  Hifpap.iola, 
where  the  French  had  a  battery  of  five  guns. 
The  veftels  hauled  clofe  to  the  (horc,  under 
cover  of  the  battery  ;  but  it  falling  calm,  cap¬ 
tain  WelTr  was  obliged  to  tow  in  with  his 
boats.  The  2rft  he  burnt  the  fnow  and 
fchooner,  funk  the  prize,  and  difmounted  all 
the  guns  on  the  fhore.  He  had  two  men  killed 
in  the  aftion,  and  his  marts  and  rigging  much 
damaged.  The  privateer  fnow  was  late  the 
duke  pacquet,  taken  in  January  laft,  ccm- 
manded  b>  one  Palanqui,  who  has  done  great 
prejudice  to  our  trade  in  this  and  die  laft  war. 

“  The  2  ih  of  November,  the  Princefs 
Mary  returned  from  cruizing  off  Monto  Clirifti, 
and  brought  in  a  Dutch  fnip  loaded  with  fugar, 
coffee,  and  indigo,  one  of  the  fleet  that  failed 
from  'Cape  Francois,  under  convoy  of  the 
French  (hips,  on  the  13th  of  November.  It 
appears  by  the  contrition  of  her  men,  that  (he 
carried  cut  from  Holland  to  Cape  Francois, 
cannon,  powder,  (hot,  and  other  military 
(tore-,  and  was  returning  freighted  with  their 
produce.  I  have  ordered  her  to  be  tried  in  the 
admiralty  court. 


“  I  failed  from  Port  Royal  the  6th  of  De¬ 
cember,  with  his  majefty’s  (hips  the  Auguffa 
and  Princefs  Mary.  The  13  h  I  made  the 
Augufta’s  figrr.il  to  chace  oft’  Cape  Tibeioon, 
who  took  a  fmall  French  (loop  haded  with 
fugar;  and  theFiench  fet  fire  to  a  large  (hip 
in  the  Bay,  to  p- event  her  falling  into  our 
hands.  She  blew  up  before  the  Augufta’s  boat 
could  get  on  board.  I  have  fince  been  informed 
(he  mounted  16  guns,  and  had  65  men  on 
board. 

“  The  14th  we  took  two  French  privateers 
with  out  boats,  one  of  8  carnage  and  I2fwivel 
guns,  the  other  of  4  cirriageand  8  fvvivels. 
Mod  of  their  men  (warn  alhore. 

“  By  the  piil'oners  I' was  informed,  that  a 
rich  fleet  was  leady  to  fail  from  Port  au  Prince, 
under  convoy  of  two  armed  merchant  (hips  of 
24  guns  each.  I  direftly  fent  a  good  failing 
fmall  (loop,  that  I  have  hired  for  a  tender,  to 
look  into  that  port  ;  who  returned  with  an  ac¬ 
count,  that  eight  loaded  (hips  were  come  out 
of  the  harbour  into  the  road,  and  lay  with 
their  mizen  top-fails  loofe  unmoored.  I  im¬ 
mediately  ordered  the  Augufta  to  ftretch  to  the 
fouthward,  to  guard  the  paflage  between  the 
ifland  of  Guanava  and  Petit  Gaava,  and  I  kept 
to  the  nerthward  with  the  Princefs  Mary  be¬ 
tween  the  Guanava  and  Cape  Nicholau.  The 
21th  in  the  night,  the  Augufta  fell  in  with 
the  French  fleet,  confiding  of  eight  (hips,  a 
fnow,  and  a  brigantine,  and  by  noon  next  day 
had  taken  the  eight  (hips  and  brigantine  ;  the 
fnow  on!y  efcaped.  I  have  font  capt.  Forreft: 
with  the  prizes  to  Jamaica,  with  order-,  to 
return  to  me  direftly,  as  I  hope  to  meet  the 
fleet  that  is  expefted  at  Cape  Francois  from 
Europe,  The  priibners  lay,  the  (hips  we  have 
taken,  are  the  richeft  that  ever  failed  from  Port 
au  Prince. 

“  The  Hornet  (loop  has  drove  alhore  and 
deftroved  a  French  fnow  of  12  carriage  guns  ; 
and  taken  a  fmall  fchooner  privateer  off  Cape 
Rofa,” 
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Kin  C'Ton,  in  Jamaica,.  Dec.  24,  1757. 

On  Saturday  lafl:  came  to  Port-R  oyal,  capt. 
James  Gregg,,  late  rnafter  of  the  floop  Red- 
Htafell,  who,  in  his  paffage  from  Gibraltar 
and  Madeira,  bound  to  this  if]  ind,  foundered 
at  lea,  on  the  3d  of  December,  in  lat.  16  and 
a  half,  150  leagues  to  the  weflward  of  the 
ifland  of  Martinico..  Gregg’s  veffclhad  fud- 
denly  fprung  a  leak,  and  the- water  gained  fo 
fall  upon  them,  that,  in  lefs  than  four  hours,  die 
had  five  feet  and  a  half  water  in  her  hold. 
Night  coming  on,  they  got  out  the  boat,  and 
the  captain  and  feven  feamen  had  juft  time  to 
get  in,  with  a  fmall  calk  of  water,  a  bag  of 
bread,,  and  a  fmall  quantity  of  other  provifions, 
befoie  the  veflbl  funk.  When  morning  ap¬ 
peared,  they  found  the  boat  fo  deep,  with  the 
weight  of  the  people  and  provisions,  that  they 
were  obliged  to  throw  every  thing  out  but  the 
water  and  bread,  which  was  fo  wet,  by  the 
water  fhe  took  in,  that  it  was  almoft  unfervice- 
able.  Captain  Gregg  having  by  accident  a 
fmall  piece  of  canvas  in  the  boat,  made  a  fail, 
and  with  that,  and  the  help  of  the  oars,  at 
the  end  of  feven  days  got  in  with  Alta  Valla, 
an  iflrnd  on  the  coaft  of  Hifganiola,  where 
they  hauled  up  their  boat,  in  order  to  get  a 
little  reft,  and  in  hopes  of  meeting  with  fonic 
relief ;  but  could  not  get  any  thing  except 
waier  After  flaying  there  two  days  (in  whiah. 
time  they  refitted  their  boat)  they  put  to  fea, 
intending  for  Jaquamalla,  it  being  the  neareft 
French  lettlement ;  but  after  getting  about  fix 
leagues  from  the  ifland,  the  wind  and  current 
being  againft  them,  they  could  gain  but  little 
a-head  for  the  fpaee  of  three  days  ;  in  which- 
time,  what  little  bread  they  had  was  almoft  ex¬ 
pended,  having  only  fubftllence  for  about  24, 
j,  hours  more  ;  nor  could  they  pofliblv  eet  in. 
with  the  ftiore  ;  fo  that  they  were  almoft  at 
the  brink  of  defpair  ;  capt.  Gregg  (landing  up 
on  the  thought,  to  fee  if  they  gained  anything 
towards  the  land,  faw  a  fail  to  leeward  ;  they 
row’d  down  for  the  veflcl  with  all  their  ftrength. 
and  in  an  hour  and  a  half  came  along-fide  of 
her,  and  inftantly  entered  her.  They  found 
her  to  be  an  Englifh  brig,  taken  by  a  French 
letter,  of  marque,  fix  weeks  before.  The 
Frenchmen  on  board  feeing  Gregg  and  his 
crew  coming  down  on  them  in  the  boat,  took 
them  for  an  Englifh- privateer,-  and  hoifted  out 
the  brig’s  boat  ;  and  leaving  two  Englifhmen 
on  board,  forfock  the  veffel,  laying  fome  di- 
ftance  aftern  on  their  oais,  to  know  the  event. 


whether  they  were  friends  or  enemies  in  the 
boat  that  came  on  board.  Providentially  a 
fmall  brerze  of  wind  fpringing  up  at  the  very 
inftant  of  their  boarding,  capt.  Gregg  and  hiy 
people,  with  the  two  Engliflimen,  agreed  not 
to  fufler  the  Frenchmen  to  come  on  board  if 
they  fliould  return,  but  made  fail  and  flood 
for  the  offing,  which  the  Frenchmen  perceiv¬ 
ing,  made  the  bed  of  their  way  for  the  ftiore. 
The  brig’s  fails  being  much  tore,  and  rigging 
out  of  order,  by  the  negledt  of  the  French¬ 
men  ;  when  they  were  got  about  10  leagues 
diftancc  from  the  fhcre,  thev  mended  their 
fails,  and  put  things  in  fucli  order,,  that  in 
‘  three 

three  days  after  they  arrived  fafe  at  Port-Royal. 
The  brig’s  name  isthe  Nancy,  and  when  taken, 
in  lat.  40  deg.  10  m.  was  commanded  by  John 
•Gough,  going  from  North-Carolina,  bound 
to>  Hull.  _ 

letter  dated  on  board  the  Cambridge  man 
of  v/ar  otf  Martinico,  the  29th  of  Jan.  laft, 
advifes  that  the  ifland  had  been  blocked  tip  for 
about  a  month  by  the  Englifh,  who,  on  the 
aSth  of  the  month  cannonaded  a  fort  on  it  for 
fix  hours,  and  beatit  quite  down,  and  »lfocut 
out  the  veffels  in  the  harbour,  being  only  four, 
viz.  two  privateers,  and  two  merchant  men, 
with  the.  Jofs  only  of  fix  men  killed,  and  fix- 
teen  wounded. 

Ch ab les-Town,  South-CarolLna,  Jan.  sd. 

Yefterday  arrived  in  town  the  Wolf  King, 
a  Creek  chief  (of  great  note,  and  remarkably 
well-dlfpofed  towards  the  Englifti)  with  feve- 
ral  other  headmen  of  that  nation,  and  imme¬ 
diately  had  an  audience  of  the  governor  in  the 
council  chamber;  being  conduced  thither  by 
the  Charles-Town  troop  ofborfc,  and  received 
there  by  the  hon.  col.  Montgomery’s  company 
of  grenadiers.  Some  Cherokee  Headmen  have 
alfo  lately  been  in  town.  And,  to  all  appear¬ 
ance,  both  nations  are  at  this  time  in  a  tem¬ 
per  very  advantageous  to  his  majefty’s  interefts 
in  America. 

Charles-Town,  Jan.  31. 

The  Cherokees  have  now  fairly  and  openly 
-declared  againft  the  French  ;  they  have  killed 
an  officer  and  five  foldiers  at  a  foit  the  French 
are  now  building  on  the  river  Tanife,  and 
"brought  about  twenty  fealps  and  fome  prifeners 
to  Fort  Loudon  ;  fo  we  may  believe  they  are 
in  earnelt.  1  he  Highland  battalion  that  is 
here,  they  fay,  is  ordered  ’to  go  to  Lord  Lou¬ 
don  •  hut-  fheCeerders  have  not  yet  come  to  hand. 


Charlxs-Town,  Feb.  2.  17s  7 
Laft  Sunday  night  arrived  an  exprefs  from 
Fort  Loudon,  at  Tenefce,  in  the  Upper  Che- 
rokees,  with  the  agreeable  news  that  tho’  the 
Little  Carpenter  had  been  unfuccefsful  in  two 
former  expeditions  againft  the  French,  yet  he 
was  returning  from  a  third,  with  undoubted 
proofs  of  valour  andof  his  firm  attachment  to 
our  intereft,  having  got  no  lefs  than  twelve 
fealps  and  three  prifoners.  It  teems,  he  went 
towards  a  French  fort  (faid  to  be  lately  erefted, 
and  fuppofed  to  be  fituare  either  where  the 
Ohio  or  Cherokee  riverfalls  into  theMiffifippiJ 
within  two  miles  whereof  his  firft  adventure 
was  ;  there  fall ing in  with  a  French  lieutenant 
and  five  foldiers,  all  which  he  killed,  and 
fealped  them  ;  after  this  he  proceeded  near  the 
fort,  fo  as  to  be  able  to  give  a  good  account  of 
its  form  and  ftrength,  and  there  took  two 
Frenchmen  prifor.ers  :  where  he  got  the  other 
prifoncr  and  the  reft  of  the  fealps,  is  not  men¬ 
tioned.  On  his  return,  he  met  with  a  party 
of  our  very  good  friends  the  Chickefaws,  with 
whom  the  Cnerokees  had  lately  a  mifunder- 
ftanding,  w  hich  was  on  the  point  of  producing 
an  open  war  between  them  ;  with  thefehc  ne¬ 
gotiated  a  peace,  and  to  ratify  it,  gave  them 
two  of  the  fealps  he  had  taken  j  aod  as  a  fur¬ 
ther  token  of  his  regard  for  (hem  as  our  friends, 
and  hearty  aft'eftion  for  us,  he  alfo  gave  them 
a  red  hatchet  he  had  received  here,  recom¬ 
mending  them  to  ufe  it  in  concert  with  the 
Cherokees.

Forreft  tacked  and  flood  after  them,  and  about 
eleven  o'clock  came  up  with  the  le  Mars,  who 
ftruck  upon  receipt  of  the  firft  broadfide,  the 
whole  fleet  foon  after  following  her  example. 

Thcfe  {hips  were  bound  from  Port  Prince  to 
Old  France,  and  were  going  I  hro’ the  gulph. 
They  are  all  richly  laden  with  fugar,  indigo, 
cotton,  coffee,  frc.  and  their  cargoes  coft  at 
Port  Prince  270,000  L 

The  fame  day  arrived  here  his  Majefty’  a 
(loop  of  war  the  Hornet,  who  brought  in  a 
fmall  French  privateer  of  4  carriage  and  tofwi- 
vel  guns, which  {he  took  on  the  north  fide  of  Hif- 
panieda,  where  Ihealfo  drove  on  (horeanddeftroy* 
ed  aFrench  privateer  fnow  of  24  carriage  guns.

plantations  abroad.  I  was  eafily  cajoled

•{boner  got,  than  they  conduced  me  be¬ 
tween  the  decks,  to  fome  others  they  had 
kidnapped  in  the  fame  manner.  At  that 
time,  I  had  no  fenfe  of  the  fate  that  was 
detained  for  me,  and  fpent  the  time  in 
cl'.ildifh  amufements  with  my  fellow  fuf- 
ferers  in  the  fteerage,  being  never  fuffered 
to  go  upon  deck  whilft  the  velTel  lay  in  the 
harbour;  which  was  till  fuch  time  as  they 
had  got  in  their  loading,  with  a  compli¬ 
ment  of  unhappy  youths  for  carrying  on

In  about  a  month’s  time  the  (hip  fet  fail 
for  America.  When  arrived  at  Philadel 
phia,  the  capital  of  Penfylvania,  thecapta; 
had  foon  people  enough  who  came  to  y 
us.  He  fold  us  at  about  1 6 1 .  per  head. 
What  became  of  my  unhappy  companions, 
I  never  knew  ;  but  it  was  my  lot  to  be 
fold  lor  the  term  of  feven  years,  to  one  of 
■ny  countrymen,  a  North  Briton,  who  had 
in  his  youth  undergone  the  fame  fate  as  my- 
felf  ;  having  been  kidnapped  from  St.  John- 
ftoun,  in  Scotland. 

Happy  was  my  lot  in  falling  into  my 
countryman's  power.  Having  no  childten 
of:  is  own,  and  commiferating  my  unhap¬ 
py  condition,  he  took  great  care  of  me 
t>H  I  was  fit  for  bufinefs;  and  about  the 
r  -  til  year  of  my  age  fet  me  about  little 
trifles  ;  in  which  (late  T  continued  till  my 
'ourteenth  year,  when  I  was  fitforhatder 
’•  oik.  During  fuch  my  idle  (fate,  feeing 
tv. /fellow  fervants  often  reading  and  writ¬ 
ing,  it  excited  in  me  an  inclination  to  learn, 
which  1  intimated  to  my  mafter,  telling 
him,  I  lhould  be  very  willing  to  ferve  a 
year  longer  than  the  contradl  by  which  I 
was  bound  obliged  me,  if  he  would  indulge 
me  in  going  tofchool  ;  this  he  readily  agreed 
to,  faying,  Thar  winter  would  be  the  beft 
time.  It  being  then  fummer,  I  waited  with 
impatience  for  the  other  fcafon  ;  but  to  make 
feme  progrefs  in  my  defign,  I  got  a  primer 
and  learnt  as  much  from  my  fellow  fervants 
a.  I  could.  Atfchool,  where  I  went  every 
winter  for  five  years,  I  made  a  tolerable 
proficiency,  and  have  ever  fince  been  im¬ 
proving  myfelf  at  leifure  hours.  With 
this  good  mafler,  I  continued  till  I  was  fe- 
•  nteen  years  old,  when  he  died,  and,  as  a 
rc-vard  for  my  faithful  fervice,  left  me  two 
hundred  pounds  currency,  which  was  then 
about  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds  fter- 
'  ng,  his  beft  horfe,  faddle,  and  all  his  wear¬ 
ing  apparel. 

Being  now  my  own  mtfter,  having  mo- 
«e  y  in  my  pocket,  and  all  other  necufaries. 


of  Peter  Williamson, 

I  employed  myfelf  in  jobbing  about  th£ 
country,  working  for  any  that  would  err 
ploy  me,  for  near  feven  years  ;  when  think¬ 
ing  I  had  money  fufficient  to  follow  fome 
better  way  of  life,  I  refolved  to  fettle,  and 
married  the  daughter  of  a  fubftantial  planter. 
My  father-in-law,  in  order  to  eftablifh 
us  in  the  world,  in  an  eafy,  if  not  affluent 
manner,  made  me  a  deed  of  gift  of  a 
trail  of  land  that  lay  (unhappily  for 
me,  as  it  has- fince  proved)  on  the  fron¬ 
tiers  of  the  province  of  Penfylvania,  near 
the  forks  of  Delaware,  in  Berks  county,  con¬ 
taining  about  two  hundred  acres,  thirty  of 
which  were  well  cleared  and  fit  for  imme¬ 
diate  ufe,  whereon  was  a  good  houfe  and 
barn.  The  place  pleafing  me  well,  I  fet¬ 
tled  on  it ;  and  though  it  cod  me  the  major 
part  of  my  money  in  buying  flock,  houlhold 
furniture,  and  implements  for  out-door 
work  ;  and  happy  as  I  was  in  a  good  wife, 
yet  did  my  felicity  lart  me  not  long  :  for 
in  the  year  1754,  the  Indians,  in  the  French 
intereft,  who  had  for  a  long  time  before 
ravaged  and  deftroyed  other  parts  of  Ame¬ 
rica,  unmolefted,  I  may  very  properly  fay, 
began  now  to  be  very  troublefome  on  the 
frontiers  of  our  province,  where  they  ge¬ 
nerally  appeared  in  Anal!  (kulking  parties, 
committing  great  devaftations.  The  Pen- 
fylvanians  little  imagined  at  firft,  that  the 
Indians  guilty  of  fuch  outrages  and  vio¬ 
lences  were  fome  of  thofe  who  pretended 
to  be  in  the  Englilh  intereft  ;  which,  alas  ! 
proved  to  be  too  true  to  many  of  us  :  for 
like  the  French  in  Europe,  without  regard 
to  ftith  of  treaties,  they  fuddenly  break 
out  into  rapid  outrages  and  devaftations, 
but  foon  retire  precipitately,  having  no 
(lores  or  provifions  but  what  they  meet 
vyith  in  their  incurfions  ;  fome  indeed  carry 
a  bag  with  bifeuit,  or  Indian  corn  therein; 
but  not  unlefs  they  have  a  long  march  to 
their  deftined  place  of  aflion.  And  thofe 
French,  who  were  fent  to  difpoflefs  us  in 
that  part  of  the  world,  being  indefatigable 
in  their  duty,  and  continually  contriving, 
and  ufing  all  manner  of  ways  and  means  to 
win  the  Indians  to  their  intereft,  many  of 
whom  had  been  too  negligent,  and  fome- 
times,  1  may  fay,  cruelly  treated  by  thofe 
who  pretended  to  be  their  protedlors  and 
friends,  found  it  no  very  difficult  matter  to 
get  over  to  their  intereft,  many  who  be¬ 
longed  to  thofe  nations  in  amity  with  us  : 
efpecially  as  the  rewards  they  gave  them 
were  fo  great  ;  they  paying  for  every  fcalp 
of  an  Engliffi  perfon  fifteen  pounds  fter- 
ling. 

Terrible  and  (hocking  to  human  nature, 
were  the  barbarities  daily  committed  by  the 
Cavagts,  and  ape  not  to  be  paralleled  in  all 
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jke  volumes  of  hiftory  !  Scarce  did  a  day 
pafs  but  fome  unhappy  family  or  other  fell 
vittims  to  French  chicanery  and  favage 
cruelty.  Terrible,  indeed,  it  proved  to  me 
as  well  as  to  many  others ;  I  that  was  now 
happy  in  an  eafy  (late  of  life,  blefled  with 
an  affedlionate  and  tender  wife,  became  on 
a  fudden  one  of  the  moll  unhappy  of  man¬ 
kind  :  fcarce  can  I  fuftain  the  fliock  which 
for  ever  recoils  on  me,  at  thinking  on  the 
fatal  fecond  of  Odlober,  1754..  My  wife 
that  day  went  from  home,  to  vifit  fome  of 
her  relations  j  as  l  ftaid  up  later  than  ufual, 
expefting  her  return,  none  being  in  the 
houfe  befides  myfelf,  how  great  was  my 
furprize  and  terror,  when  about  eleven 
o’clock  at  night,  I  heard  the  difmal  war- 
cry,  or  war-whoop  of  the  favages,  which 
they  make  on  fuch  occafions,  and  may  be 
exprefied,  woach,  woach,  ha,  ha,  hach, 
woach,  and  to  my  inexpreflible  grief,  foon 
found  my  houfe  was  attacked  by  them.  I 
flew  to  my  chamber-window,  and  perceiv¬ 
ed  them  to  be  twelve  in  number.  They 
making  feveral  attempts  to  come  in,  I 
alked  them  what  they  wanted  ?  They  gave 
me  no  anfwer,  but  continued  beating,  and 
trying  to  get  the  door  open.  Judge  then 
the  condition  I  mult  be  in,  knowing  the 
mercilefs  difpofition  of  thofe  favages,  (hould 
J  fall  into  their  hands.  To  efcape  which 
dreadful  misfortune,  having  my  gun  loaded 
in  my  hand,  I  threatened  them  with  death, 
if  they  (hould  not  defift,  But  how  vain 
and  fruitlefs  are  the  efforts  of  one  man 
againft  the  united  force  of  fo  many  !  and 
of  fuch  blood-thirfly  monflers  as  I  had  here 
to  deal  with.  One  of  them  that  could  fpeak 
a  little  Englifh,  threatened  me  in  return, 

‘  That  if  I  did  not  come  out,  they  would 
‘  burn  me  alive  in  the  houfe.’  Te'lingme 
farther,  what  I  unhappily  perceived  ;  ‘  That 
*  they  were  no  friends  to  the  Englilh,  but 
‘  if  I  would  come  out  and  furrender  my- 
‘  felf  prifoner,  they  would  not  kill  me.’ 
My  terror  and  diftraftion  at  hearing  this 
is  not  to  be  exprelfed  by  words,  nor 
eafily  imagined  by  any  perfon,  unlefs  in 
the  fame  condition.  Diftradled  as  J  was 
in  fuch  deplorable  circumflancts,  1  chofe 
to  rely  on  the  uncertainty  of  their  promifes, 
rather  than  meet  with  certain  death  by  re¬ 
jecting  them  ;  and  accordingly  went  out  of 
the  houfe,  with  my  gun  in  my  hand,  not 
knowing  what  I  did,  or  that  I  had  it.  Im¬ 
mediately  on  my  approach  they  rufhed  on 


me  like  fo  many  tygers,  and  inftantly  dis¬ 
armed  me.  Having  me  thus  in  their  power, 
the  mercHefs  villains  bound  me  to  a  tree 
near  the  door  ;  they  then  went  into  the 
houfe  and  plundered  and  deftroyed  every 
thing  there  was  in  it,  carrying  off  what 
moveables  they  could  ;  the  reft,  together 
with  the  houfe,  which  they  fet  fire  to,  was 
confumed  before  my  eyes.  The  Barbarians 
not  fatisfied  with  this,  fet  fire  to  my  barn, 
ftable,  and  outhoufes,  wherein  ware  about 
two  hundred  bulhels  of  wheat,  fix  cows, 
four  horfes,  and  five  (heep,  which  under¬ 
went  the  fame  fare,  being  all  inti  rely  cop- 
fumed  to  afhes.  During  the  conflagration, 
to  deferibe  the  thoughts,  the  fears,  and  nu- 
fery  that  I  felt,  is  utterly  impofiible,  as  it 
is  even  no.w  to  mention  what  I  feel  at  the 
remembrance  thereof. 

Having  thus  finiflied  the  execrable  bufi- 
nefs,  about  which  they  came,  one  of  the 
monfters  came  to  me  with  a  tomahawk(i) 
in  his  hand  threatening  me  with  the  worft 
of  deaths  if  I  would  not  willingly  go  with 
them,  and  be  contented  with  their  way  of 
living.  This  I  feemingly  agreed  to,  promi- 
fing  to  do  every  thing  for  them  that  lay  in 
my  power  ;  trufting  to  providence  for  the 
time  when  I  might  be  delivered  out  of  their 
hands.  Upon  this  they  untied  me,  and 
gave  me  a  great  load  to  carry,  under  which 
I  travelled  all  that  night  with  them,  full  of 
the  moll  terrible  apprebenfions,  and  op- 
prefled  with  the  greateft  anxiety  of  mind, 
left  my  unhappy  wife  (hould  likewife  have 
fallen  a  prey  to  thtfe  cruel  monfters.  At 
day-break,  my  infernal  mailers  ordered 
me  to  lay  down  my  load,  when  tying  my 
hands  again  round  a  tree  with  a  fmall  cord, 
they  forced  the  blood  out  at  my  fingers 
ends.  They  then  kindled  a  fire  near  the 
tree  whoreto  I  was  bound,  which  filled  me 
with  the  mod  dreadful  agonies,  concluding 
1  was  going  to  be  made  a  (aerifice  to  their 
barbarity. 

Tlie  fire  being  made,  they  for  fome  time 
danced  round  me  alter  their  manner,  with 
various  odd  motions  and  antic  gefturcs, 
whooping,  hollowing,  and  crying,  in  a 
frightful  manner,  as  is  tbcit  cuftorn.  Hav¬ 
ing  fatisfied  themfelves  in  this  fort  of  their 
mirth,  they  proceeded  in  a  more  tragical 
manner;  taking  the  bu;  nittg  coals  and  flicks, 
flaming  with  fire  at  the  ends,  holding  them 
to  my  face,  head,  hands,  and  feet,  with 
monftrous  pleafu.e  and  fansfachon  :  ana 


(l)  A  tomahawk  is  a  kind  of  hatchet,  made  fomething  I  ke  our  pla'fterers.  hammers,  about 
two  feet  long,  handle  and  ail.  To  take  up  the  hatchet,  (or  tomahawk)  among  them,  is  to 
declare  war.  They  generally  nfe  it  after  firing  their  guns,  by  nilhing  on  their  enemies, 
anu  Iradluting  or  cle.  ving  their  ("culls  with  it,  and  very  leldom  fail  of  killing  at  the  firft 
blew. 
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at  the  fame  time  threatening  to  burn  me 
entirely  if  I  made  the  leaft  noife  or  cried 
out :  thus  tortured  as  I  was,  almoft  to 
death,  I  fuffered  their  brutal  pleafure  with¬ 
out  being  allowed  to  vent  my  inexpreflible 
znguifh  otherwife  than  by  (bedding  filent 
tears  ;  even  which  when  thefe  inhuman 
tormentors  obferved,  with  a  (hocking  plea¬ 
fure  and  alacrity,  they  would  take  frefh 
coals,  and  apply  near  my  eyes,  telling  me 
my  face  was  wet,  and  that  they  would 
dry  it  for  me,  which  indeed  they  cruel¬ 
ly  did.  How  I  underwent  thefe  tor¬ 
tures  I  have  here  faintly  deferibed.  has 
been  matter  of  wonder  to  me  many  times; 
but  God  enabled  me  to  wait  with  more  than 
common  patience  for  a  deliverance  I  daily 
prayed  for. 

At  length  they  fat  down  round  the  fire, 
and  roafied  their  meat,  of  which  they  had 
robbed  my  dwelling.  When  they  had  pre¬ 
pared  it  and  fatisfied  their  voracious  appe¬ 
tites,  they  offered  fome  to  me  :  tho’  it  is 
eafily  imagined  I  had  but  little  appetite  to 
eat  after  the  tortures  and  miferics  I  had  un¬ 
dergone;  yet  was  I  forced  to  feem  pleafed 
■with  what  they  offered  me,  led  by  refufing 
it,  they  had  again  reaffumed  their  hellifh 
praftices.  What  I  could  not  eat,  I  con¬ 
trived  to  get  between  the  bark  and  the  tree 
where  I  was  fixed,  they  having  unbound 
my  hands  till  they  imagined  I  had  eat  all 
they  gave  me;  but  then  they  again  bound 
me  as  before;  in  which  deplorable  condi¬ 
tion  was  I  forced  to  continue  all  that  day. 
When  the  fun  was  fet,  they  put  out  the 
fire  and  covered  the  afhes  with  leaves,  as  is 
their  ufu.  1  cuftom,  that  the  white  people 
might  not  difeover  any  traces  or  figns  of 
their  having  been  there. 

Going  from  thence  along  by  the  river 
Sufquehana,  for  the  fpace  of  fix  miles, 
loaded  as  l  was  before,  wc  arrived  at  a 
fpot  near  the  Apal2tian  mountains,  or  Blue 
Hills,  where  they  hid  their  plunder  under 
logs  <jf  wood.  From  thence  did  thefe  mon¬ 
gers  proceed  to  a  neighbouring  houfe  occu¬ 
pied  by  one  Jacob  Snider  and  his  unhappy 
family,  confiding  of  his  wife,  five  children, 
and  a  young  man  his  fervant.  They  foon 
got  admittance  into  the  unfortunate  man's 
houfe,  where  they  immediately,  without 
the  leaft  remorfe,  fcalped(2)  both  parents 


and  children  :  nor  could  the  tears,  the 
fhrieks,  or  cries  of  thefe  unhappy  vi<9ims 
prevent  their  horrid  mafiacre :  for  having 
thus  fealped  them,  and  plundered  the  houfe 
of  every  thing  that  was  moveable,  they  fet 
fire  to  the  fame,  where  the  poor  creatures 
met  their  final  doom  amidft  the  flames, 
the  hellifli  mifereants  Handing  at  the  door, 
or  as  near  the  houfe  as  the  flames  would 
permit  them,  rejoicing  and  echoing  back  in 
their  diabolical  manner,  the  piercing  cries, 
heart-rending  groans,  and  parental  and  af¬ 
fectionate  foothings,  which  iffued  from  this 
moll  horrid  facrifice  of  an  innocent  family. 
Sacrifice  !  I  think  I  may  properly  call  it, 
to  the  aggrandizing  the  ambition  of  a  king, 
who  wrongly  (files  himfelf  Mojl  Cirjlian. 
For,  had  thefe  favages  been  never  tempted 
with  the  alluring  bait  of  all-powerful  gold, 
rflyfelf,  as  well  as  hundreds  of  others,  might 
ftill  have  lived  moft  happily  in  our  ftations. 
If  chriftians  countenance,  nay,  hire  thofe 
wretches,  to  live  in  a  continual  repetition 
of  plunder,  rapine,  murder,  and  conflagra¬ 
tion,  in  vain  are  miflionaries  fent,  or  fums 
expended  for  the  propagation  of  the  gof- 
pel.  But  thefe  fentiments,  with  many 
others,  muft  before  the  end  of  this  narra¬ 
tive  occur  to  every  humane  heart.  There¬ 
fore  to  proceed  ;  not  contented  with  what 
thefe  infernals  had  already  done,  they  ftill 
continued  their  inordinate  villainy,  in  mak¬ 
ing  a  general  conflagration  of  the  barn  and 
ftables,  together  with  all  the  corn,  horfes, 
cows,  and  every  thing  on  the  place. 

Thinking  the  young  man  belonging  to 
this  unhappy  family,  would  be  of  fome 
fervice  to  them,  in  carrying  part  of  their 
plunder,  they  fpared  his  life,  and  loaded 
him  and  myfclf  with  what  they  had  here 
got,  and  again  marched  to  the  Blue-Hills, 
where  they  flowed  their  goods  as  before. 
My  fellow  fufferer  could  not  long  bear  the 
cruel  treatment  which  we  were  both  oblig¬ 
ed  to  fuffer,  and  complaining  bitterly  to 
me  of  his  being  unable  to  proceed  any  far¬ 
ther,  1  endeavoured  to  confole  him  as  much 
as  lay  in  my  power,  to  bear  up  under  his 
affhdlions,  and  wait  with  patience  till  by 
the  divine  afliftance,  wc  fhould  be  deliveied 
out  of  their  clutches  ;  but  all  in  vain,  for 
he  ftill  continued  his  moans  and  tears, 
which  one  of  the  favages  perceiving,  as  we 


(z)  Scalping,  is  taking  oft'  the  (kin  from  the  top  of  the  head  ;  which  they  perform  with 
a  long  knife  that  they  hang  round  rheir  neck,  and  always  carry  with  them.  T  hey  cut  the 
fkin  round  as  much  of  the  head  as  they  think  proper,  fometimes  quite  round  from  the  neck 
and  forehead,  then  take  it  In  their  fingers  and  pluck  it  off,  and  often  leave  the  unhappy  cra- 
tures  fo  lerved  to  die  in  a  moft  miferablc  manner.  Some  who  are  not  cut  too  deep  in  the 
temples  or  lciill,  live  in  horrid  torments  many  hours,  and  fgmetimes  a  day  or  two  after.  The 
fealps,  or  (kins  thus  taken  off,  they  preferve  and  carry  home  in  triumph,  where  they  receive, 
as  is  laid  before,  a  cqnfiderable  (urn  for  each  of  them. 

travelled 
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travelled  on,  indantly  came  up  to  us,  and 
with  his  tomahawk  gave  him  a  blow  on  the 
head,  which  fell’d  the  unhappy  youth  to  the 
ground,  where  they  immediately  fcalped 
and  left  him.  The  fuddennefsof  this  mur¬ 
der,  fhocked  me  to  that  degree,  that  1  was 
in  a  manner  like  a  ftatue,  being  quite  mo- 
tionlefs,  expedfing  my  fate  would  foon  be 
the  fame  :  however,  recovering  my  diffrac¬ 
ted  thoughts,  I  dillembled  the  uneafinefs 
and  anguifh  which  I  felt  as  well  as  I  could 
from  the  Barbarians  ;  but  Bill,  fuch  was 
the  terror  I  was  under,  that  for  fome  time 
I  fcarce  knew  the  days  of  the  week,  or 
what  I  did. 

They  Bill  kept  on  their  courfe  near  the 
mountains,  where  they  lay  fkulking  four 
or  five  days,  rejoicing  at  the  plunder  and 
dore  they  had  got.  When  provifions  be¬ 
came  fcarce,  they  made  their  way  towards 
Sufquehana  ;  where,  ft:  11  to  add  to  the 
many  barbarities  they  had  already  commit¬ 
ted,  palfing  near  another  houfe,  inhabited 
by  an  old  man,  whofe  name  was  John 
Adams,  with  his  wife  and  four  fmall 
children  ;  and  meeting  with  no  refinance, 
they  immediately  fcalped  the  unhappy  mo¬ 
ther  and  her  children  before  the  unhappy 
old  man’s  eyes.  Inhuman  and  horrid  as 
this  was,  it  did  not  fatiate  them  ;  for  when 
they  had  murdered  the  poor  woman,  they 
aided  with  her  in  fuch  a  brutal  manner  as 
decency,  or  the  remembrance  o:  the  crime, 
will  not  permit  me  to  mention  ;  and  this 
even  before  the  unhappy  hufband ;  who, 
not  being  able  to  avoid  the  fight,  and  in¬ 
capable  of  affording  her  the  leaf!  relief, 
intreated  them  to  put  an  end  to  his  mife- 
rable  being  ;  but  they  were  as  deaf  and  re- 
gardlefs  to  the  tears,  prayers,  and  intreaties 
of  this  venerable  fufferer  as  they  had  been 
to  thofe  of  the  others,  and  proceeded  in 
their  hellifh  purpofe  of  burning  and  de- 
firoying  his  houfe,  barn,  corn,  hay,  cat¬ 
tle,  and  every  thing  the  poor  man,  a  few 
hours  before,  was  mafterof.  Having  fa- 
ved  what  they  thought  proper  from  the 
fiarpes,  they  gave  the  old  man,  feeble,  weak, 
and  in  the  miferable  condition  he  then  was, 
as  well  as  myfelf,  burthens  to  carry,  and 
loading  therrfelves  likewife  with  bread  and 
meat,  purfued  their  journey  on  towards 
the  Great  Swamp  ;  where,  being  arrived, 
they  lay  for  eight  or  nine  days,  fometimes 
diverting  themfelves  in  exercifing  the  mod 
barbarous  cruelties  on  their  unhappy  vidlim, 
the  old  man  :  fometimes  they  would  ff  rip 
him  naked,  and  paint  him  all  over  with 
various  forts  of  colours,  which  they  ex¬ 
tracted  or  made  from  herbs  and  roots :  at 
other  times  they’d  pluck  the  white  hairs 
from  his  venerable  head,  and  tauntingly 


tell  him,  *  He  was  a  fool  for  living  fo  long, 

‘  and  that  they  fhould  fhew  him  kindnefs 
‘  in  putting  him  out  of  the  world  ;’  to  all 
which  the  poor  creature  could  only  vent 
his  fighs,  his  tears,  his  moans,  and  intrea¬ 
ties,  that  to  my  affrighted  imagination,  were 
enough  to  penetrate  a  heart  of  adamant, 
and  foften  the  mod  obdurate  favage.  In 
vain,  alas  !  were  all  his  tears,  for  daily  did 
they  tire  themfelves  with  the  various  means 
they  tried  to  torment  him;  fometimes  ty¬ 
ing  him  to  a  tree,  and  whipping  him,  at 
others,  fcorching  his  furrowed  cheeks,  with 
red  hot  coals,  and  burning  his  legs,  quite 
to  the  knees:  but  the  good  old  foul  indead 
of  repining,  or  wickedly  arraigning  the 
divine  judice,  like  many  others  in  fuch 
cafes,  even  in  the  greated  agonies,  incef- 
fantiy  offered  up  his  prayers  to  the  Al¬ 
mighty,  with  the  mod  fervent  thankfgivings 
for  his  former  mercies,  and  hoping  the 
dames,  then  furrounding  and  burning  his 
aged  limbs,  would  foon  fend  him  to  the 
blifsful  manfions  of  thejud,  to  be  a  par¬ 
taker  of  the  blefifmgs  there.  And,  during 
fuch  his  pious  ejaculations,  his  infernal 
plagues  would  come  round  him,  mimick¬ 
ing  his  heart-rending  groans,  and  piteous, 
wailings.  One  night  after  he  had  been 
thus  tormented,  whild  he  and  I  were  fit¬ 
ting  together,  condoling  each  other  at  the 
misfortunes  and  mlferies  we  daily  fuffered, 
twenty-five  other  Indians  arrive’,  bring¬ 
ing  with  them  twenty  fcalps  and  three  pri- 
foners,  who  had  unhappily  fallen  into  their 
hands  in  Cannocojigge,  a  fmall  town  near 
the  river  Sufquehanna,  chiefly  inhabited  by 
the  Irifh.  Thefe  prifoners  gave  us  fome 
(hocking  accounts  of  the  murders  and  de- 
vadations  committed  in  their  parts.  The 
various  and  complicated  aftions  of  thefe 
Barbarians  would  intirely  fill  a  large  vo¬ 
lume  ;  but  what  I  have  already  written,  with 
a'few  other  indances  which  I  (hall  feled  from 
their  information,  will  enable  the  reader 
to  guefs  at  the  horrid  treatment  the  Eng- 
lifh,  and  Indians  in  their  intered,  have  fuf¬ 
fered  for  years  pad.  I  (hall  therefore  only 
mention  in  a  brief  manner  thofe  that  fuf¬ 
fered  near  the  fame  time  with  myfelf.  This 
party,  who  now  joined  us,  had  it  not,  I 
found,  in  their  power  to  begin  their  wi&- 
kednefs  as  foon  as  thofe  who  vifited  my 
habitation  ;  the  fird  of  their  tragedies  be¬ 
ing  on  the  25th  day  of  OClober,  17  4, 
when  John  Lewis,  with  his  wife  and  three 
fmall  children,  fell  facrifices  to  their  cruelty, 
and  were  miferably  fcalped  and  murdered  ; 
his  houfe,  barn,  and  every  thing  he  poffef- 
fjd  being  burnt  and  dedroyed.  On  the 
28th,  Jacob  Miller,  with  his  wife  and  fix 
of  his  family,  together  with  every  thing  on 
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his  plantation,  underwent  the  fame  fate. 
The  30th,  the  houfe,  mill,  barn,  twenty 
head  of  cattle,  two  teems  of  horfes,  and 
every  thing  belonging  to  the  unhappy 
George  Folke,  met  with  the  like  treatment, 
himfelf,  wife,  and  all  his  miferable  family, 
confiding  of  nine  in  number,  being  inhu¬ 
manly  fcalped,  then  cut  in  pieces,  and 
given  to  the  fwine,  which  devoured  them. 
I  fhall  give  another  indance  of  the  num- 
berlefs  and  unheard-of  barbarities  they  re¬ 
lated  of  thefe  favages,  and  proceed  to  their 
own  tragical  end.  In  Ihort  ;  one  of  the 
fubdantial  traders,  belonging  to  the  pro¬ 
vince,  having  bufmefs  that  called  him  foine 
miles  up  the  country,  fell  into  the  hands  of 
thefe  devils,  who  not  only  fcalped  him,  but 
immediately  roaded  him  before  he  was 
dead  ;  then  like  ranibals,  for  want  of  other 
food,  eat  his  whole  body,  and  of  his  head 
made,  what  they  called,  an  Indian  pud¬ 
ding. 

From  thefe  few  indances  of  favage  cruel¬ 
ty,  the  deplorable  fituatioi*  of  the  defence- 
lefs  inhabitants,  and  what  they  hourly  dif¬ 
fered  in  that  part  of  the  globe,  mud  drike 
the  utmod  horror  to  a  humane  foul,  and 
caufe  in  every  bread  the  utmod  detedation, 
not  only  againd  the  authors  of  fuch  tragic 
fcenes,  but  againd  thofe  who,  thro’  per¬ 
fidy,  inattention,  or  pulillanimous  and  er¬ 
roneous  principles,  differed  thefe  favages  at 
find,  unrepellcd,  or  evfen  unrnoleded,  to 
commit  fucli  outrages  and  incredible  depre¬ 
dations  and  murders.  For  no  torments, 
no  barbarities  tiiat  can  be  exercifed  on  the 
human  facrifices  they  get  in  their  power 
are  left  untried. 

The  three  prifohers  that  were  brought 
with  thefe  additional  forces,  condantly  re¬ 
pining  at  their  lot,  and  almod  dead  with 
theirexceflive  hard  treatment,  contrived  at 
lad  to  make  their  efcape  ;  but  being  far 
from  their  own  fettlements,  and  not  know¬ 
ing  the  country,  were  foon  after  met  by 
fome  others  of  the  tribes,  or  nations  at  war 
with  us,  and  brought  back.  The  poor 
creatures,  almod  famifhed  for  want  of 
fudenance,  having  had  none  during  the  time 
cf  their  elopement,  were  no  fooner'in  the 
clutches  of  the  Baibarians,  than  two  of 
them  were  tied  to  a  tree,  and  a  great  fire 
made  round  them,  where  they  remained 
till  they  were  terribly  fcorcbed  and  burnt; 
when  one  of  the  villains  with  his  Icaiping 
knife,  ript  open  their  bellies,  took  out  their 
entrails,  and  burnt  them  before  their  eyes, 
whild  the  others  were  cutting,  piercing, 


and  tearing  the  flelh  from  their  breaftJ, 
hands,  arms,  and  legs,  with  red-hot  irons, 
till  they  were  dead.  The  third  unhappy 
vidtim  was  rtferved  a  few  hours  longer, 
to  be,  if  poffible,  facrificed  in  a  more  cruel 
manner  ;  his  arms  were  tied  clofe  to  his 
body,  and  a  hole  being  dug,  deep  enough 
for  him  to  dand  upright,  he  was  put  there¬ 
in,  arid  earth  rammed  and  beat  in,  all 
round  his  body  up  to  his  neck,  fo  that  his 
head  only  appeared  above  ground  ;  they 
then  fcalped  him,  and  there  let  Him  remain 
for  three  orfour  hours,  in  the  grtated  ago¬ 
nies  ;  after  which  they  made  a  fmall  fire 
near  his  head,  caufing  him  to  fufter  the 
mod  excruciating  torments  imaginable  ; 
whild  the  poor  creature  could  only  cry  for 
mercy  in  killing  him  immediately,  for  his 
brains  were  boiling  in  his  head  :  inexora¬ 
ble  to  all  his  plaints,  they  continued  the 
fire,  whild,  (blocking  to  behold !  his  eyes 
gullied  out  of  their  fockets  ;  and  fuch  ago¬ 
nizing  torments  did  the  unhappy  creature 
fuffer  for  near  two  hours,  till  he  was  quite 
dead.  They  then  cut  off  his  head  and  bu¬ 
ried  it  with  the  other  bodies  ;  my  talk  being 
to  dig  the  graves,  which  feeble  and  terri¬ 
fied  as  I  was,  the  dread  of  differing  the 
fame  fate  enabled  me  to  do. 

A  great  fnow  now  falling,  the  Baiba¬ 
rians  were  a  little  fearful,  led  the  white 
people  fhould  by  their  traces,  find  out  their 
lkulking  retreats,  which  obliged  them  to 
make  the  bed  of  their  way  to  their  win¬ 
ter-quarters,  about  two  hundred  miles  far¬ 
ther  from  any  plantations  or  inhabitants  ; 
where,  after  a  long  and  painful  journey,  be¬ 
ing  almod  darved,  I  arrived  with  this  in¬ 
fernal  crew.  The  place  where  we  were  to 
red,  in  their  tongue  is  called  Alamingo. 
There  I  found  a  number  of  Wigwams(3), 
full  of  their  women  and  children.  Dancing, 
finging,  and  (hooting,  were  their  general 
amufements.  And  in  all  their  fedivals  and 
dances  they  relate  what  fucceffes  they  have 
had,  and  what  damages  they  have  fudained 
in  their  expeditions  :  in  which  I  now  un¬ 
happily  became  part  of  their  theme.  The 
feverity-  of  the  cold  increafing,  they  dript 
me  of  my  cloaths  for  their  own  ufe,  and 
gave  me  fuch  as  they  ufually  wore  them- 
felves,  being  a  piece  of  blanket,  and  a  pair 
of  mogganes,  or  (hoes,  with  a  yard  of 
coarfe  cloth,  to  put  round  me  indead  of 
breeches. 

At  Alarpingo  was  I  kept  near  two 
months,  till  the  fnow  was  off  the  ground. 
A  long  time  to  be  amongd  fuch  creatures., 


( ■-;)  Wigwams  are  the  names  they  give  their  houfes,  which  are  no  more  than  lit'le  huts,  made 
wi  h  rhreeorfonrfo1kedd3k.es,  drove  into  the  grcunJ,  an  J  covered  with  deer  or  other  (kins  ; 
<.r  f  r  w.-rtef  them,  with  large  leaves  and  earth, 
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8nd  naked  as  I  almoft  was  !  Whatever 
thoughts  I  might  have  of  making  my  efcape, 
to  carry  them  into  execution  was  impracti¬ 
cable,  being  fo  far  from  any  plantations  or 
white  people,  and  the  fevere  weather  ren¬ 
dering  my  limbs  in  a  manner  quite  ftiff  and 
motionlefs  :  however,  I  contrived  to  de¬ 
fend  myfelf  againft  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather  as  well  as  I  could,  by  making  my¬ 
felf  a  little  wigwam  with  the  bark  of  the 
trees,  covering  the  fame  with  earth,  which 
made  it  refemble  a  cave  :  and  to  prevent 
the  ill  effefts  of  the  cold  which  penetrated 
into  it,  I  was  forced  to  keep  a  good  fire 
always  near  the  door. 

Thus  did  I  for  near  two  months  endure 
fuch  hardlhips  of  cold  and  hunger  as  had 
hitherto  been  unknown  to  me.  My  liber¬ 
ty  of  going  about,  was,  indeed,  more  than 
I  could  have  expedted,  but  they  well  knew 
the  impracticability  of  my  eloping  from 
them.  Seeing  me  outwardly  eafy  and  fub- 
miflive,  they  would  fometimes  give  me  a 
little  meat,  but  my  chief  food  was  Indian 
corn,  dreffed  as  1  have  above  defcribed. 
Notwithftanding  fuch  their  civility,  the 
time  part  fo  tedioufiy  on,  that  I  almoft  be¬ 
gan  to  defpair  of  ever  regaining  my  liber¬ 
ty,  or  feeing  my  few  relations  again  ;  which 
with  the  anxiety  and  pain  I  fuffered  on  ac¬ 
count  of  my  dear  wife,  often  gave  me  in- 
exprefiible  concern. 

At  length  the  time  arrived  when  they 
were  preparing  themfelves  for  another  ex¬ 
pedition  againft  the  planters  and  white  peo¬ 
ple  ;  but  before  they  fet  out,  they  were 
joined  by  many  other  Indians,  from  fort 
Du  Quefne,  well  ftored  with  powder  and 
ball  they  had  received  of  the  French. 

As  foon  as  the  fnow  was  quite  gone,  and 
no  traces  of  their  footfteps  could  be  per¬ 
ceived,  they  fet  forth  on  their  journey  to¬ 
wards  the  back  parts  of  the  province  of 
Penfylvania ;  all  leaving  their  wives  and 
children  behind  in  their  wigwams.  They 
were  now  a  formidable  body,  amounting 
to  near  150.  My  duty  was  to  carry  what 
they  thought  proper  to  load  me  with,  but 
they  never  intrufted  me  with  a  gun.  We 
marched  on  feveral  days  without  any  thing 
particular  occurring,  almoft  famifhed  for 
j  want  of  provifions  ;  for  my  part,  I  had  no¬ 
thing  bur  a  few  ftalks  of  Indian  corn,  which 
I  was  glad  to  eat  dry:  nor  did  the  Indians 
1  themfelves  fare  much  better,  for  as  we  drew 
rear  the  plantations  they  were  afraid  to  kill 
any  game,  left  the  noife  of  their  gur.s 
fhould  alarm  the  inhabitants. 

When  we  again  arrived  at  the  Blue- 
Hills,  about  thirty  miles  from  Canncco- 
jigge,  the  lrifh  fettlement  before-men¬ 
tioned,  we  encamped  for  three  days,  ths’ 
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God  knows  we  had  neither  tents  nor  any 
thing  elfe  to  defend  us  from  the  inclemency 
of  the  air,  having  nothing  to  lie  on  by 
night  but  the  grafs.  Their  ufual  method 
of  lodging,  pitching,  or  encamping,  by 
night,  being  in  parcels  of  ten  or  twelve 
men  to  a  fire,  where  they  lie  upon  the 
grafs  or  brufh,  wrapt  up  in  a  blanket,  with 
their  feet  to  the  fire. 

During  our  ftay  here,  a  fort  of  council 
of  war  was  held,  when  it  was  agreed  to 
divide  themfelves  into  companies  of  about 
twenty  men  each  ;  after  which  every  cap¬ 
tain  marched  with  his  party  where,  hti 
thought  proper.  I  ftill  belonged  to  my  old 
mafters,  but  was  left  behind  on  the  moun¬ 
tains  with  ten  Indians,  to  ftay  till  the  reft 
fhould  return ;  not  thinking  it  proper  to 
carry  me  nearer  to  Cannocojigge,  or  the 
other  plantations. 

Here  being  left,  I  began  to  meditate  on 
my  efcape,  and  tho’  I  knew  the  country 
round  extremely  well,  yet  was  I  very  cau¬ 
tious  of  giving  the  leaft  fufpicion  of  fuch 
my  intentions.  However,  the  third  day 
after  the  grand  body  had  left  us,  my  com¬ 
panions,  or  keepers,  thought  proper  to 
vifit  the  mountains,  in  fearch  of  game  fot 
their  fubfiftance,  leaving  me  bound  in  fuch 
a  manner  that  I  could  not  efcape  :  at  night 
when  they  returned,  having  unbound  me, 
we  all  fat  down  together  to  fupper  on  what 
they  had  killed,  and  foon  after  (being  great¬ 
ly  fatigued  with  1  heir  day’s  excurfion)  they 
compofed  themfelves  to  reft,  as  ufual.  I 
now  tried  various  ways  to  fee  whether  it 
was  a  fcheme  to  prove  my  intentions  or 
not;  but  afier  making  a  noife  and  walking 
about,  fometimes  touching  them  with  my 
feet,  I  found  there  was  no  fallacy.  My 
heart  then  exulted  with  joy  at  feeing  a 
time  come  that  I  might  in  all  probability  be 
delivered  from  my  captivity  :  but  this  joy 
was  foon  damped  by  the  dread  of  being 
difeovered  by  them,  or  taken  by  any  other 
ftraggling  parties.  To  prevent  which  I 
refolved,  if  poffible,  to  get  one  of  their 
guns,  and  if  difeovered,  to  die  in  my  de¬ 
fence,  rather  than  be  taken  :  for  that  pur- 
pofe  I  made  various  efforts  to  get  one  from 
under  their  heads,  (where  they  always  fe- 
cured  them)  but  in  vain.  Fruftrated  in  this 
my  firft  effay  towards  regaining  my  liberty, 

I  dreaded  the  thoughts  of  carrying  my  de- 
fign  into  execution  :  yet  after  a  little  con- 
fiderarion,  and  trufting  myfelf  to  the  divine 
protection,  1  fet  forwards  naked  and  de- 
fenceleft  as  I  was.  A  ralh  and  dangerous 
enterprize  !  Such  was  my  terror  ho.vever, 
that  in  going  from  them  I  halte  I  and 
paufed  every  four  or  five  yards,  looking 
fearfully  towards  the  fpoc  where  I  had  left 
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them,  left  they  fhould  awake  and  mifs  me  ; 
but  when  I  was  two  hundred  yards  from 
them  I  mended  my  pace,  and  made  as  much 
hafte  as  I  pofiibiy  could  to  the  foot  of  the 
mountains  ;  when,  on  a  fudden,  I  was 
(truck  with  the  greateft  terror  and  amaze, 
at  hearing  the  wood  cry,  as  it  is  called,  and 
may  be  expreffed  Jo-hau  !  Jo-hau  !  which 
the  favages  I  had  left  were  making,  accom¬ 
panied  with  the  molt  hideouscrie;  and  how- 
lings  they  could  utter.  The  bellowing  of 
lions,  the  (hrieks  of  hyaenas,  or  the  Froar- 
ing  of  tygers,  would  have  been  mufic  to 
my  ears  in  comparifon  to  the  founds  that 
then  faiuted  them.  They  having  now  mif¬ 
fed  their  charge,  I  concluded  that  they  would 
foon  feparate  themfelves  and  hie  in  queft  of 
me.  The  more  my  terror  increafed  the 
(after  did  I  pu(h  on,  and,  fcarce  knowing 
where  1  trod,  drove  thro’  the  woods  with 
the  utmoft  precipitation,  fometimes  falling 
and  bruif.r.g  myfelf,  cutting  my  feet  and 
legs  againft  the  ftones  in  a  miferable  man¬ 
ner.  But  though  Taint  and  maimed  as  I 
was  I  continued  my  flight  till  brtak  of  day, 
when,  without  having  any  thing  to  fuftain 
nature,  but  a  little  corn  left,  I  crept  into  a 
hollow  tree,  in  which  I  lay  very  fnug,  and 
returned  my  prayers  and  thanks  to  the  di¬ 
vine  being,  that  had  thus  far  favoured  my 
efcape.  But  my  repofe  was  in  a  few  hours 
deftroyed,  at  hearing  the  voices  of  the  fa¬ 
vages  near  the  place  where  I  was  hid,  threa¬ 
tening  and  talking  how  they  would  ufe  me, 
if  they  got  me  again.  However  they  at 
laft  left  the  fpot,  where  I  heard  them,  and 
I  remained  tn  my  circular  afylum  all  that 
day  without  further  moleftation. 

At  night  I  ventured  forwards  again, 
frightened,  and  trembling  at  every  buffi  1 
palfed,  thinking  each  twig  that  touched  me 
to  be  a  favage.  The  third  day  I  concealed 
myfelf  in  the  like  manner,  and  at  night  I 
travelled  on  in  the  fame  deplorable  condi¬ 
tion,  keeping  off  the  main  road,  ufed  by 
the  Indians,  as  much  as  poffible,  which 
made  my  journey  many  miles  longer,  and 
more  painful  and  irkfome  than  I  can  ex- 
prefs.  But  how  (hall  I  deferibe  the  fear, 
terror,  and  (hock  that  I  felt  on  the  fourth 
night,  when,  by  the  ruftling  1  made  among 
the  leaves,  a  parry  of  Indians,  that  lay 
round  a  finall  fire,  which  I  did  not  per- 
cejve,  ftarted  from  the  ground,  and  feizing 
their  arms,  run  from  the  fire  amongrt  the 
woods.  Whether  to  move  forwards,  or 
reft  where  1  was,  I  knew  not,  fo  diftradled 
was  my  imagination.  In  this  melancholy 
ltate  revolving  in  my  thoughts  the  now  in¬ 
evitable  fate  I  thought  wailed  on  me,  to 
my  great  confternation  and  joy  1  was  re¬ 
lieved  by  a  parcel  of  fwine  that  made  to¬ 


wards  the  place^  where  I  gueffed  the  favages 
to  be;  who,  on  feeing  the  hogs, conjedlured 
that  theiralarm  had  been  occafioned  by  them 
and  very  merrily  returned  to  the  fire  and 
lay  down  to  deep,  as  before.  As  foon  as 
I  perceived  my  enemies  fo  difpofed  of,  with 
more  cautious  ftep  and  filent  tread,  I  pur- 
fued  my  courfe,  fweating  (tho’  winter, 
and  fevereiy  cold)  with  the  fear  I  had  been 
juft  relieved  from.  Bruifed,  cut,  mangled, 
and  terrified  as  I  was,  I  ftill,  thro’  the  di¬ 
vine  afiiftance,  was  enabled  to  puifue  my 
journey  till  break  of  day,  when  thinking 
myfelf  far  off  from  any  of  the  rtlifereants 
I  fo  much  dreaded,  I  lay  down  under  a 
great  log,  and  dept  undifturbed  til T  about 
noon,  when,  getting  up,  I  reached  the 
fummit  of  a  great  hill,  with  fome  difficulty, 
and  looking  out  if  I  could  fpy  any  habita¬ 
tions  of  white  people,  to  my  unutterable 
joy  I  faw  fome,  which  I  gueffed  to  be  about 
ten  miles  diftance. 

This  pleafure  was  in  fome  meafure  abated, 
by  not  being  able  to  get  among  them  that 
night.  Therefore,  when  evening  approach¬ 
ed,  I  again  recommended  myfelf  to  the  Al¬ 
mighty,  and  compofed  my  wearied  mang¬ 
led  limbs  to  reft.  In  the  morning,  as  foon 
as  I  awoke,  1  continued  my  journey  to¬ 
wards  the  neareft  cleared  lands  I  had  feen 
the  day  before,  and  about  four  o’clock  in 
the  afternoon  arrived  at  the  houfe  of  John 
Bell,  an  old  acquaintance,  where  knocking 
at  the  door,  his  wife,  who  opened  it,  fee¬ 
ing  me  in  fuch  a  frightful  condition,  flew 
from  me  like  lightning,  fereaming  into  the 
houfe.  This  alarmed  the  whole  family, 
who  immediately  fled  to  their  arms,  and  I 
was  foon  accofted  by  the  mafter  with  his 
gun  in  his  hand.  But  on  my  alluring  him 
of  my  innocence,  as  to  any  wicked  inten¬ 
tions,  and  making  myfelf  known,  (for  he 
before  took  me  to  be  an  Indian)  he  immedi¬ 
ately  careffed  me,  as  did  all  his  family,  with  a 
deal  of  friendlhip  at  finding  me  alive  ;  they 
having  all  been  informed  of  my  being  mur¬ 
dered  by  the  favages  fome  months  before. 
No  longer  nowabje  to  fuppott  my  fatigued 
and  worn  out  fpirits,  I  fainted  and  fell  to 
the  ground.  From  which  (late  having  re¬ 
covered  me,  and  perceiving  the  weak  and 
famiffied  condition  I  then  was  in,  they  foon 
gave  me  fome  refreffiment,  but  let  me  par¬ 
take  of  it  very  fparingly,  fearing  the  ill 
effefls  rco  much  at  once  would  have  on 
me.  They  for  two  days  and  nights  very 
affeflionately  fupplied  me  with  all  necef- 
faries,  and  carefully  attended  me  till  my 
fpirits  and  limbs  were  pretty  well  recruited, 
and  I  thought  myfelf  able  to  ride,  when  I 
borrowed  of  thefe  good  people  (whofe  !.'  -d- 
nefs  merits  my  moft  grateful  ref  >  ■  a 
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horfe  and  fame  doaths,  and  fet  forward 
for  my  father-in-law's  houfe  in  Chefter 
county,  about  one  hundred  and  forty 
miles  from  thence,  where  I  arrived  on  the 
fourth  day  of  January,  1755,  but  fcarce 
one  of  the  family  could  credit  their  eyes, 
believing  with  the  people  I  had  lately  left, 
that  I  had  fallen  a  prey  to  the  Indians.  )  L< 
Great  was  the  joy  and  fatisfadlion  where¬ 
with  I  was  received  and  embraced  by  the 
whole  family  ;  but  oh,  what  wqs  my  an- 
guifh  and  trouble,  when  on  enquiring  for 
my  dear  wife,  I  found  fhe  had  been  dead 
two  months  !  This  fatal  news,  as  every 
humane  reader  muft  imagine,  greatly  letfen- 
ed  the  joy  and  rapture  I  otherwife  lhould 
have  felt  at  my  deliverance  from  the  dread¬ 
ful  ftate  and  company  I  had  been  in. 
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news  of  my  happy  arrival  at 
T  fatller'in-]aw’s  houfe,  after 

f  \  fo  long  and  flrange  an  abfence, 
was  foon  fpreaa  round  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  plantations  by  the  country  people, 
who  continually  vjfited  me,  being  very  de- 
firous  of  hearing,  and  eagerly  enquiring  an 
account  of  my  treatment,  and  manner  of 
living  among  the  Indians :  in  all  which  J 
fatisfied  them.  Soon  after  this  my  arrival, 

I  was  fent  for  by  his  excellency  Mr,  Mor¬ 
ris,  the  governor,  who  examined  me  very 
particularly,  as  to  all  incidents  relating  to 
my  captivity,  and  efpecially  in  regard  to 
the  Indians  who  bad  at  firft  taken  me  away, 
whether  they  were  French  or  Englifh  par¬ 
ties  ?  I  allured  his  excellency  they  were 
of  thofe  who  profeffed  themfelves  to  be 
friends  of  the  latter  ;  and  informed  him 
of  the  many  barbarous  and  inhuman  ac¬ 
tions  I  had  been  witnefs  to,  among  (hem, 
on  the  frontiers  of  the  province  ;  and  alfo, 
that  they  were  daily  increafing  by  others  of 
our  pretended  friends  joining  them  ;  that 
they  were  all  well  fupplied  by  the  French 
with  arms  and  ammunition,  and  greatly  en¬ 
couraged  by  them  in  their  continual  excur- 
fions  and  barbiritjes,  not  only  in  having 
extraordinary  premiums  for  fuch  ftalps  as 
they  fhould  take  and  carry  home  with  them 
at  their  return,  but  great  prefents  of  all 
kinds,  befides  lum,  powder,  and  ball,  &c. 
before  they  Tallied  forth.  Having  fatisfied 
his  excellency  in  fuch  particulars  as  he  re¬ 
queued,  the  fame  being  put  into  writing, 

I  fvvore  to  the  contents  thereof  ;  as  maybe 
feen  by  thofe  who  doubt  of  my  veracity,  in 
the  public  papers  of  that  time,  as  well  in 
England  as  in  Philadelphia.  Having  done 
with  me,  Mr.  Morris  gave  me  three  guineas, 
and  Tent  the  affidavit  to  the  affembly. 

Now  returned,  and  once  more  at  liberty 
to  purfuemy  own  inclinations,  I  was  per- 
fuaded  by  my  father-in-law  and  friends  to 
Lila  —  follow 
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follow  Come  employment  or  other  :  but  the 
plantation  from  whence  I  was  taken,  tho’ 
an  exceeding  good  one,  could  not  tempt  me 
to  fettle  on  it  again.  What  my  fate  would 
have  been  if  I  had,  may  eafily  be  conceived. 
And  there  being  at  this  time  a  neceffity  for 
raifing  men  to  check  thofe  barbarians  in 
their  ravaging  depredations,  I  inlifted  my- 
felf  as  one,  with  the  greateft  alacrity  and 
mod  determined  refolution  to  exert  the  ut- 
mofl  of  my  power,  in  being  revenged  on 
the  hellifh  authors  of  my  ruin. 

Into  a  regiment  immediately  under  the 
command  of  general  Shirley,  and  in  his  fon 
captain  Shirley’s  company,  was  it  my  lot  to 
be  placed  for  three  years.  This  regiment 
was  intended  for  the  frontiers,  todeftroy  the 
forts  ereflcd  by  the  French,  as  foon  as  it 
fhould  be  completely  furni.'hed  with  arms, 
&c.  at  Bofton,  in  New  England,  where  it 
was  ordered  for  that  purpofe.  Being  then 
very  weak  and  infirm  in  body,  though  pof- 
fefled  of  my  ufual  refolution,  it  was  thought 
advifeable  to  leave  me  for  two  months  in 
winter  quarters.  At  the  end  of  which,  be¬ 
ing  pretty  well  recruited  in  firength,  I  fet 
out  for  Bnfton,  to  join  the  regiment,  with 
fome  others  likewife  left  behind  $  and  after 
crofiing  the  river  Delaware,  we  arrived  at 
New-Jerfey,  and  from  thence  proceeded 
through  the  fame  by  New-York,  Middle- 
town,  Mendon  in  Connetfticut,  to  Bofton, 
where  we  arrived  about  the  End  of  March, 
and  found  the  regiment  ready  to  receive  us. 

In  this  city,  learning  military  difcipline, 
and  waiting  for  an  opportunity  of  carrying 
our  fchemes  into  execution,  we  lay  till  the 
ift  of  July  :  during  all  which  time  great 
outrages  and  devaluations  were  committed 
by  the  favages  in  the  back  parts  of  the  pro¬ 
vince.  One  inftance  of  which  in  particular 
I  (hall  rtlate,  as  being  concerned  in  reward¬ 
ing,  according  to  defert,  the  wicked  authors 
thereof. 

Jofeph  Long,  efq.  a  gentleman  of  large 
fortune  in  thefe  parts,  who  had  formerly 
been  a  great  warrior  among  the  Indians, 
and  frequently  joined  in  expeditions  wuh 
thofe  in  our  intereft  againft  the  others. 
His  many  exploits  and  great  influence 
among  feveral  of  the  nations  were  too  well 
known  to  pafs  unrevenged  by  the  favages, 
againft  whom  he  had  exerted  his  abilities. 
Accordingly,  in  April  1756,  a  body  of 
them  came  down  on  his  plantation,  about 
thirty  miles  from  Bofton,  and  fkulking  in 
the  woods  for  fome  time,  at  laft  feized  an 
opportunity  to  attack  his  houfe,  in  which, 
unhappily  proving  fuccefsful,  they  fcalped, 
mangled,  ar.d  cut  to  pieces,  the  unfortu¬ 
nate  gentleman,  his  wife,  and  nine  fer- 
vants,  gnd  then  a  general  conflagra¬ 


tion  of  his  houfes,  barns,  cattle,  and  ever^ 
thing  he  poflefifed,  with  the  mangled  bodies. 
All  fuffered  together  in  one  great  blaze  !  but 
his  more  unfortunate  fon  and  daughter  were 
made  prifoners  and  carried  off  by  them,  to 
be  referved  for  greater  tortures.  Alarmed 
and  terrified  at  this  inhuman  butchery,  the 
neighbourhood,  as  well  as  the  people  of 
Bofton,  quickly  afiembled  themfelves,  to 
thin k  of  proper  meafures  to  be  revenged  on 
thefe  execrable  monfters.  Among  the  firft 
of  thofe  who  offered  themfelves  to  go  againft 
the  favages,  was  James  Crawford,  efq. 
who  was  then  at  Bofton,  and  heard  of  this 
tragedy  :  he  vyas  a  young  gentleman,  who 
had  for  fome  years  paid  his  addrefies  to  mifs 
Long,  and  was  in  a  very  little  time  to  have 
been  married  to  her.  Di  if  railed  raving, 
and  /hocked  as  he  was,  he  'oft  r.o  time,  hue 
inftantly  raifed  an  hundred  refolute  and  bold 
young  fellows,  to  go  in  queft  of  the  vil¬ 
lains.  As  I  had  been  fo  long  among  them, 
and  pretty  well  acquainted  with  their  man¬ 
ners  and  cuftoms,  and  particularly  their 
fkulking  places  in  the  woods,  I  was  recom¬ 
mended  to  him  as  one  proper  for  his  expe¬ 
dition  ;  he  immediately  applied  to  my  offi¬ 
cers,  and  got  liberty  for  me.  Never  did  I 
go  on  any  enterprize  with  half  that  alacri¬ 
ty  and  chearfulnefs  I  now  went  with  this 
party.  My  wrongs  and  fufferings  were  too 
recent  in  my  memory,  to  lufferme  to  hpfi- 
tate  a  moment  in  taking  art  opportunity  of 
being  revenged  to  the  utmofl  of  my  power. 

Being  quickly  armed  and  provided,  we 
haftened  forward  for  Mr.  Long’s  plantation, 
the  9th,  and  after  travelling  the  ntoft  remote 
and  intricate  paths  thro’  the  woods,  arrived 
there  the  2d  of  May,  dubious  of  our  fuc- 
cefs,  and  almoft  defpairing  of  meeting  with 
the  favages,  as  we  had  heard  or  could  dif- 
cover  nothing  of  them  in  our  march.  In 
the  afternoon  fome  of  our  men  being  fent 
to  the  top  of  a  hill  to  look  out  for  them, 
foon  perceived  a  great  fmoke  in  a  part  of 
the  low  grounds.  This  we  immediately 
and  rightly  conjedfured  to  proceed  from  a 
fire  made  by  them.  We  accordingly  put 
ourfelves  into  regular  order,  and  marched 
forwards,  refolved,  let  their  number  have 
been  what  it  might,  to  give  them  battle. 

Arriving  within  a  mile  of  the  place,  cap¬ 
tain  Crawford,  whofe  anxiety  and  pain 
made  him  quicker  fighred  than  any  of  the 
reft,  foon  perceived  them,  and  gueffed  their 
number  to  be  about  fifty.  Upon  this  we 
halted,  and  fecreted  ourfelves  as  well  as  we 
could  till  twelve  o’clock  at  night.  At  which 
time,  fuppofing  them  to  be  at  reft,  we  di¬ 
vided  our  men  into  two  divjfions,  fifty  in 
each,  and  marched  on  ;  when,  coming 
■within  twenty  yards  of  them,  the  captain 
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fired  his  gun,  which  was  immediately  fol¬ 
lowed  by  both  divifions  in  fuceeflion,  who, 
inftantly  ruffing  on  them  with  bayonets 
fixed,  killed  every  man  of  them. 

Great  as  our  joy  was,  and  fluffed  with 
fuccefs  as  we  were,  at  this  fudden  vittory, 
no  heart  among  us  but  what  was  ready  to 
burft  at  the  fight  of  the  unhappy  young 
lady.  Whatmuft  the  thoughts,  torments, 
and  fenfations  of  our  brave  captain  then  be, 
if  even  we,  who  knew  her  not,  were  fo 
ftinfibly  affedled  ?  for,  oh  1  what  bread, 
though  of  the  brutal  favage  race  we  had  juft 
deftroyed,  could,  without  feeling  the  moft 
exquifite  grief  and  pain,  behold  in  fuch  in¬ 
fernal  power,  a  lady  in  the  bloom  of  youth, 
bleffed  with  every  female  accomplifhment 
that  could  fet  off  the  moft  exquifite  beauty  ! 
beauty  which  rendered  her  the  envy  of  her 
own  fex,  and  the  delight  of  ours,  finking 
under  the  moftir.human  barbarities  1  Behold 
one  nuriured  in  the  moft  tender  manner,  and 
by  the  moft  indulgent  parents,  quite  naked, 
and  in  the  open  woods,  encircling  with  her 
alabafter  arms  and  hands  a  cold  rough  tree, 
whereto  fhe  was  bound  with  cords  fo  ftraitly 
pulled,  that  the  blood  trickled  from  her  fingers 
ends  !  Her  tender  body  and  delicate  limbs 
cut,  bruifed,  and  torn  with  ftones  and 
boughs  of  trees,  as  fhe  had  been  dragged 
along,  and  all  befmeared  with  blood  !  what 
heart  can  even  now,  -unmoved,  think  of 
her  diftrefs,  in  fuch  a  deplorable  condition  ! 
having  no  creature  with  the  leaft  fenfations 
of  humanity  near  to  fuccour  or  relieve  her, 
or  even  pity  or  regard  her  flowing  tears  and 
lamentable  wailings  1 

The  very  remembrance  of  the  fight  has 
at  this'inftant  fuch  an  effeft  upon  me,  that 
I  almoft  want  words  to  go  on. — Such  then 
was  the  condition  in  which  we  found  this 
wretched  fair  ;  but  faint  and  fpeechlefs  with 
the  fhock  our  firing  had  given  her  tender 
frame.  The  captain  for  a  long  time  could 
do  nothing  but  gaze  upon,  and  clafp  her  to 
his  bofom,  crying,  raving,  and  tearing  his 
hair  like  one  bereft  of  his  fenfes  ;  nor  did 
he  for  fome  time  perceive  the  lifelefs  condi¬ 
tion  fhe  was  in,  till  one  of  the  men  had  un¬ 
tied  her  mangled  arms,  and  fhe  fell  to  the 
ground.  Finding  among  the  villains  plun¬ 
der  the  unhappy  lady’s  cloaths,  he  gently 
put  fome  of  them  about  her,  and,  after  va¬ 
rious  trials  and  much  time  fpent,  recovered 
her  diftipated  fpirits,  the  re-poffefTion  cf 
which  fhe  firft  manifefted  by  eagerly  fixing 
her  eyes  on  her  dear  deliverer,  and  bleffmg 
the  Almighty  and  him  for  her  miraculous 
deliverance. 

During  this  pleafing  painful  interview, 
our  men  were  bufily  employed  in  cutting, 
hacking,  and  fcalping  the  dead  Indian*  j 
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and  fo  c^efirous  was  every  man  to  have  a 
fhare  in  r-eaking  his  revenge  on  them,  that 
difputes  happened  among  ourfelves,  who 
fhould  be  the  inftruments  of  further  (hew¬ 
ing  it  on  their  lifelefs  trunks,  there  not  be¬ 
ing  enough  for  every  man  to  have  one 
wherewith  to  fatiate  himfelf  :  the  captain 
obferving  the  animofity  between  us  on 
this  occafion,  ordered  that  the  two  divifions 
fhould  cart  lots  for  this  bloody  though, 
agreeable  piece  of  work  ;  which  being  ac¬ 
cordingly  done,  the  party  whofe  lot  it  was 
to  be  excluded  from  this  bufinefs,  ftocd  by 
with  half-p!eafed  countenances,  looking  on 
the  reft  ;  who,  with  the  utmoft  chearfulnefs 
and  aftivity  purfued  their  revenge  in  fcalping 
ancf  otherwife  treating  their  dead  bodies  as 
the  moft  inveterate  hatred  and  deteftation 
could  fuggeft. 

This  work  being  done,  we  thought  of 
fleering  homewards  triumphant  with  the 
fifty  fcalps  ;  but  how  to  get  the  lady  for¬ 
wards,  who  was  in  fuch  a  condition  as 
rendered  her  incapable  of  walking  further, 
gave  us  fome  pain,  and  retarded  us  a  little, 
till  we  made  a  fort  of  carriage  to  feat  her 
on;  and  then,  with  the  greateft  readinefs, 
we  took  our  turns,  four  at  a  time,  and  car¬ 
ried  her  along.  This,  in  fome  meafure, 
made  the  captain  chearfu),  who  all  the  way 
endeavoured  to  comfort  and  revive  his  de- 
fponding  affiidted  miftrefs  :  but,  alas  !  in 
vain  ;  for  the  miferies  fhe  had  lately  felt, 
and  the  terrible  fate  of  her  poor  brother,  of 
whom,  I  doubt  not  but  the  tender-hearted 
reader  is  anxious  to  hear,  rendered  even  her 
moft  pleafing  thoughts,  notwithft'anding  his 
foothing  words,  corroding  and  infufferable. 

The  account  fhe  gave  of  their  difaftrous 
fate  and  dire  cataftrophe,  befides  what  I 
have  already  mentioned,  was.  That  the  ra¬ 
vages  had  no  fooner  feen  all  confumed,  but 
they  hurried  off  with  her  and  her  brother, 
puffing  and  fometimes  dragging  them  on, 
for  four  or  five  miles,  when  they  flopped  ; 
and  dripping  her  naked,  treated  her  in  a 
(hocking  manner,  whilft  others  where  ftrip- 
ing  and  cruelly  whipping  her  unhappy  bro¬ 
ther.  After  which,  they  in  the  fame  man¬ 
ner  purfued  their  journey,  regardlefs  of  the 
tears,  prayers,  or  entreaties  of  this  wretch¬ 
ed  pair  ;  but,  with  the  moft  infernal  plea- 
fure,  laughed  and  rejoiced  at  the  calamities 
and  diflreffes  they  had  brought  them  to, 
and  favv  them  fuffer,  till  they  arrived  at 
the  place  we  found  them  ;  where  they  had 
that  day  butchered  her  beloved  brother  in 
the  following  execrable  and  cruel  manner  : 
they  firft  fealped  him  alive,  and,  after 
mocking  his  agonizing  groans  and  torments 
for  fome  hours,  ripped  open  his  belly,  into 
which  they  put  fplinters  and  chips  of  pine- 
8  trees. 


*> 
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frees,  and  fet  fire  thereto  ;  the  fame  (on 
account  of  the  turpentine  wherewith  thefe 
trees  abound)  burnt  with  great  quicknefs 
and  fury  for  a  little  time,  during  which  he 
remained  in  a  manner  alive,  and  fhe  could 
fometimes  perceive  him  to  move  his  head 
and  groan  :  they  then  piled  a  great  quanti¬ 
ty  of  wood  round  his  body,  and  coniumed 
it  to  afl’.es. 

Thus  did  thefe  barbarians  put  an  end  to 
the  being  of  this  unhappy  young  gentle¬ 
man,  who  was  only  twenty-two  years  of 
age  when  he  met  his  calamitous  fate. 

She  continued  het  relation  by  acquainting 
us,  that  the  next  day  was  to  have  feen  her 
peri (h  in  the  like  manner,  after  fuffering 
worfe  than  even  fuch  a  terrible  death,  the 
fatisfying  tlrcfa  diabolical  mifcreants  in  their 
brutal  luft.  But  it  pleafed  the  almighty  to 
permit  us  to  relate  her,  and  entirely  extir¬ 
pate  this  crew  of  , devils  ! 

Marching  eafily  on  her  account,  we 
returned  to  the  captain's  plantation  the 
6th  of  May,  where,  as  well  as  at  Bollon, 
we  were  joyfully,  received,  and  rewarded 
handfomely  for  the  fealps  of  thofe  favages 
we  had  brought  with  us.  Mr.  Crawford 
and  mifs  I.ong  were  foon  after  married  ; 
and,  in  gratitude  to  the  fervices  we  had 
done  them,  the  whole  party  were  invited  to 
the  wedding,  and  nobly  entertained,  but  no 
riotous  or  noify  mitlh  was  allowed,  the 
young  lady,  as  we  may  well  imagine,  be¬ 
ing  flill  under  great  affliction,  and  in  a 
weak  date  of  health. 

Nothing  farther  material,  that  I  now  re¬ 
member,  happened  during  my  day  at  Bof- 
•  ton  :  to  proceed,  therefore,  with  the  con¬ 
tinuation  of  our  intended  expedition. 

On  the  id,  of  July,  the  regiment  began, 
their  march  for  Ofwego.  The  2  id,  we  ar¬ 
rived  at  Albany  in  New-Yotk,  through 
Cambridge,  Northampton,  and  Hadfield  in 
New-England.  From  thence,  marching 
about  twenty  miles  further,  we  encamped 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Mohawk  River,  by 
a  town  called  Scheneftady,  not  far  from 
the  Endlefs  Mountains.  Here  did  we  lie 
fome  time,  till  batteaux  (a  fort  of  flat- 
bottomed  boats,  very  fmall,  and  fflarp  at 
both  ends)  could  be  got  to  carry  our  dores 
and  ptovifions  to  Ofwego  ;  each  of  which 
would  contain  about  fix  barrels  of  pork,  or 
in  proportion  thereto.  Two  men  belonged 
to  every  batteau,  who  made  ufe  of  ftiong 
feutting  poles,  with  iron  at  the  ends,  to 
prevent  their  being  too  foon  dedroyed  by 
the  dones  in  the  river  (one  of  the  fources 
of  the  Ohio)  which  abounded  with  many 
and  large  ones,  and  in  fome  places  was  fo 
{hallow,  that  the  men  were  forced  to  wade 
and  drag  their  batteaux  after  them  :  which, 


together  with  fome  cataradfs,  or  great  fails 
of  water,  rendered  this  duty  very  harej  and 
fatiguing,  not  being  able  to  travel  more 
than  feven  or  eight  Englhh  miles  a  day, 
till  they  came  to  the  Great  Carrying-place 
at  Wood’s  Creek,  where  the  provifions  and 
batteaux  were  taken  out,  and  carried  about 
four  miles,  to  Alliganey,  or  Ohio  great  ri¬ 
ver,  that  ran  quite  to  Ofwego,  to  which 
place  general  Shirley  got  with  part  of  the 
forces  on  the  8th  of  Augufl. 

We  are  now  at  Ofwego,  the  principal 
objeift  that  gave  at  that  time  any  concern  to 
the  Americans.  We  had  been  here  but  a 
fmall  time  before  provifions  began  to  be  very 
fcarce  ;  and  ihe  king’s  allowance  being  dill 
delayed,  the  provincial  dores  were  foon 
exhauded,  and  we  were  in  danger  of  being 
foon  familhed,  being  on  lefs  than  half¬ 
allowance.  The  men  being  hkewife  worn 
out  and  fatigued  with  the  long  march  they 
had  differed,  and  being  without  rum  (or 
allowed  none  at  lead)  and  other  proper  nu¬ 
triment,  many  fell  fick  of  lie  flux  and  died, 
fo  that  our  regiment  was  greatly  reduced 
in  fix  weeks  time  :  a  party  that  we  left  at 
the  important  carrying-place  at  Wood’s 
Creek,  being  abfolutely  obliged  to  defertit 
for  want  of  neceffaries. 

Sicknefs,  death,  and  defertion  had  at 
length  fo  far  reduced  us,  that  we  had  fcarce 
men  enough  to  perform  duty,  and  piotcfl 
thofe  who  were  daily  at  work.  The  In¬ 
dians  keeping  a  drift  look-out,  rendered 
every  one  whopaffed  the  out-guaids  or  cen- 
tinels,  in  danger  of  being  fealped  or  mur¬ 
dered.  To  prevent  conferences  like  theff, 
a  captain's  guard  of  fixty  men,  with  two 
lieutenants,  two  ferjeants,  two  coiporals, 
and  one  drum;  befides  two  flank  guards 
of  n  feijeant,  corporal,  and  twelve  men,  in 
each,  v  a  e  daily  mounted,  and  did  duty  as 
well  as  able.  Scorning  parties  were  hke¬ 
wife  fent  out  every  day  :  but  the  ficknefs 
dill  continuing,  and  having  three  hundred 
men  at  work,  we  were  obliged  to  leffen 
our  guards  till  general  Pepperell’s  regiment 
joined  us. 

On  the, 24th  of  Offober  we  were  prepar¬ 
ing  to  attack  Niagara  ;  though  (notwith- 
danding  we  bad  taken  all  the  provifions  we 
could  find  at  Ofwego,  and  had  left  the  gar- 
rifon  behind  with  fcarce  enough  for  three 
days)  the  fleet  had  not  provifions  fufficient 
on  board  to  carry  them  within  fight  a f  the 
enemy,  and  fupplies  were  not  to  be  got 
within  three  hundred  miles  of  the  place  we 
were  going  againd.  However,  the  im- 
prafficability  of  fucceeding  in  an  expedition 
undertaken  without  viffuals,  was  difeover- 
ed  time  enougli  to  prevent  our  march,  or 
embarkation,  or  whatever  it  may  be  callec) ; 
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feat  not  before  nine  batteaux,  laden  with'1 
officer’s  baggage,  were  lent  forwards,  four 
men  in  each  batteau,  in  one  of  which  it 
was  my  lot  to  be.  The  men  being  weak  and 
low  in  fpirits,  with  continual  harraffing  and 
low  feeding,  rendered  our  progrefs  very 
tedious  and  difficult.  Add  to  this,  the 
places  we  had  to  pafs  and  afcend  ;  for,  in 
many  parts,  the  cataradls  or  falls  of  water, 
which  defcended  near  the  head  of  the  river 
Onondaga  (in  fome  places  near  an  hundred 
feet  perpendicular),  rendered  it  almoft  im- 
poffible  for  us  to  proceed  ;  for  the  current 
running  from  the  bottom,  was  fo  rapid,  that 
the  efforts  of  twenty  or  thirty  men  were 
fometimes  required  to  drag  the  boats  along, 
and  efpecially  to  get  them  up  the  hills  or 
cataradls,  which  we  were  forced  to  do  with 
ropes  :  fometimes,  when  with  great  labour 
and  difficulty,  we  had  got  them  up,  we  car¬ 
ried  them  by  land  near  a  quarter  of  a  mile, 
before  we  came  to  any  water.  In  fhort,  we 
found  four  men  to  a  batteau  inefficient ; 
for  the  men  belonging  to  one  batteau,  were 
fo  fatigued  and  worn  out,  that  they  could 
not  manage  her,  fo  that  file  lay  behind  al- 
moft  a  league. 

The  captain  that  was  with  us,  obferving 
this,  as  foon  as  we  had  got  the  others 
over  the  mod  difficult  falls,  ordered  two 
befides  myfeif  to  go  and  help  her  forwards  : 
accordingly  I  got  into  her,  in  order  to  fleer 
her,  whiift  my  two  comrades  and  her  own 
crew  dragged  her  along.  When  we  got  to 
any  cataradls,  I  remained  in  her  to  fatten 
the  ropes  and  keep  all  fafe,  while  they 
hauled  her  up ;  but  drawing  her  to  tlfe 
fummit  of  the  laft  cataradt,  the  ropes  gave 
way,  and  down  fhe  fell"  into  a  very  rapid 
and  boitterous  ttream  ;  where,  not  being 
able  by  myfeif  to  work  her,  fhe  ttove  to 
pieces  on  a  fmall  rock,  on  which,  fome 
part  of  her  remaining  till  morning,  I  mi- 
raculoufly  faved  myfeif.  Never  was  my 
life  in  greater  danger  than  in  thisfituation  5 
the  night  being  quite  dark,  and  no  affift- 
ance  to  be  obtained  from  any  of  my  com¬ 
rades  ;  though  many  of  them,  as  I  after¬ 
wards  learned,  made  diligent  fearch  for 
me  ;  but  the  fall  of  the  waters  rendered 
the  noife  that  they,  as  well  as  myfeif  made) 
to  be  heard  by  one  another,  quite  ineffec¬ 
tual. 

In  the  morning  they  -indeed  found  me, 
but  in  a  wretched  condition,  quite  benumb¬ 
ed,  and  almoft  dead  with  the  cold,  having 
nothing  on  but  my  fhirt. 

After  various  efforts,  having  with  great 
difficulty  got  me  up,  they  uled  all  proper 
means  to  recover  my  worn  out  fpirits  :  but 
the  fire  had  a  fatal  effedl  to  what  they  in¬ 
tended,  for  my  ftefh  fwelled  all  over  my

■'body  and  limbs,  and  caufed  fuch  a  depri¬ 
vation  of  my  fenfes,  that  I  fainted,  and 
was  thought  by  all  to  be  dead.  However, 
after  fome’ time,  they  pretty  well  recovered 
my  fcattered  fenfes  and  fatigued  body  ;  and, 
with  proper  care,  conduced  me,  with, 
fome  others  (who  were  weak  and  ill  of  the 
flux),  to  Albany,  where  the  hofpital  re¬ 
ceived  our  poor  debilitated  bodies. 

The  reft,  not  able  to  proceed,  or  being 
countermanded,  bent  their  courfe  back  again 
to  Ofwego  :  where  a  friendly  ftorm  pre¬ 
venting  an  embarkation,  when  a  ftock  of 
provifions  was  got  together  (fufficient  to 
prevent  them  from  eating  one  another  dur¬ 
ing  the  firft  twelve  days),  all  thoughts  of 
attacking  Niagara  were  laid  afide. 

The  general  continued  inadtive  from  the 
time  he  left  Ofwego  to  March  17  56,  when 
he  was  about  to  refume  the  execution  o£ 
his  fcheme  to  attack  Frontenac  and  Niaga¬ 
ra.  What  would  have  been  the  iffiae  of 
this  projedl,  neither  myfeif,  nor  any  other 
perfon,  can  now  pretend  to  fay,  for  juft  at 
this  crifis  he  received  orders  from  England, 
to  attempt  nothing  till  lord  Loudon  fliouid 
arrive,  which  was  faid  fhould  be  early  m 
thefpfing.  However,  his  iordfiiip  did  not 
get  there  till  the  middle  of  July  ;  fo  that 
by  this  delay,  time  was  given  to  the  mar¬ 
quis  de  Montcalm  (major-general  D.efkau’s 
fucceffor)  to  arrive  from  France  at  Canada, 
with  three  rboufand  regular  forces,  and 
take  the  field  before  us. 

When  I  was  pretty  well  recovered  again, 
I  embarked  on  board  a  veffei  from  Albany 
for  New- York  ;  where,  when  I  arrived,  S 
found,  to  my  forrow,  my  captain,  Mr.  Shir¬ 
ley,  the  general’s  fon,  had  been  dead  for 
fome  time  ;  he  was  a  very  promifing  worthy- 
young  gentleman,  and  univerfally  regretted. 
His  company  was  given  to  major  James 
Kinnair,  who  ordered  that  none  of  his 
men  fhould  go  out  on  the  recruiting  par¬ 
ties,  as  was  at  firft  intended  by  his  prede- 
ceffor  ;  but  that  the  private  men  fhould 
either  return  to  Ofwego,  or  do  duty  in  the 
fort  at  New-York.  Not  liking  my  ftation 
here,  I  entreated  the  general,  who  was 
now  arrived,  for  afurlow,  to  fee  my  friends 
in  Pennfylvania,  which  he,  having  then  no 
great  occafion  tor  me  at  New-York,  granted 
for  three  months. 

Having  obtained  my  furlow,  I  immedi¬ 
ately  fet  out  for  Pennfylvania,  and  arriving 
at  Phiiacelph  a,  found  the  confternation 
and  terror  of  the  inhabitants  was  greatly 
increafed  to  what  it  was  when  I  left  them. 
They  had  made  feveral  treaties  of  frier.d- 
fiiip  with  the  Indians,  who,  when  well 
fupplied  with  arms,  ammunition,  c'oaths, 
and  other  ncceffaries,  afte.  wards  revolted 
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to  the  French,  and  committed  great  outrages 
on  the  back  parts  of  the  province,  deftroy- 
ing  and  maffacring  men,  women,  and  chil¬ 
dren,  and  every  thing  that  unhappily  lay  in 
their  way.  . 

About  the  middle  of  Odlober  a  large 
body  of  Indians,  chiefly  Shawonefe,  Dela¬ 
wares,  &c.  fell  upon  this  province,  from 
feveral  quarters,  almoft  at  the  fame  inftant, 
murdering,  burning,  and  laying  wafte  all 
wherever  they  came ;  fo  that  in  the  five 
counties  of  Cumberland,  York,  Lancarter, 
Berks,  and  Northampton,  which  compofe 
more  than  half  the  province,  nothing  but 
fcenes  of  dirtra&ion  and  defolation  were  to 
be  feen. 

The  damages  which  thefe  counties  had 
Curtained  by  the  defertion  of  plantations,  is 
not  to  be  reckoned  up  ;  nor  the  miferies  of 
the  poor  inhabitants  to  be  defcribed,  many 
of  whom,  though  efcaping  with  life,  were, 
without  a  moment’s  warning,  driven  from 
thofe  habitations  where  they  enjoyed  every 
necelfary  of  life,  and  were  then  expofed  to 
all  the  feverity  of  a  hard  winter,  and  ob¬ 
liged  to  follicit  their  very  bread  at  the  cold 
hand  of  charity,  oc  periih  with  hunger  un¬ 
der  the  inclement  air. 

To  thefe  barbarities  I  have  already  men¬ 
tioned,  I  cannot  pafs  over  the  following. 

At  Gnadenhutten,  a  fmall  Moravian 
fettlement  in  Northampton  county,  the  poor 
unhappy  fuflferers  were  fitting  round  their 
peaceful  fupper,  when  the  inhuman  mur¬ 
derers,  muffled  in  the  ffiades  of  night,  dark 
and  horrid  as  the  infernal  purpofes  of  their 
diabolical  fouls,  ftole  upon  them,  butchered 
them,  fealped  them,  and  confumed  their 
bodies,  together  with  their  horfes,  their 
flock,  and  upwards  of  fixty  head  of  fat 
cattle  (intended  for  the  fubfiftence  of  the 
brethren  at  Ee'hlthem)  all  in  one  general 
flame:  fo  that  next  morning  furnifhed  only 
a  melancholy  fpe&acle  of  their  mingled 
a  flies. 

At  the  Great  Cove  in  Cumberland,  at 
Tulpehockin  in  Berks,  and  in  feveral  other 
places,  their  barbarities  were  (fill  greater, 
if  pcffible.  Men,  women,  children,  and 
hearts  (hared  one  common  deftruction  ; 
ar.d  where  they  were  not  burnt  to  allies, 
their  mangled  limbs  were  found  pro- 
mifeuoufly  rtrewed  upon  the  ground,  thofe 
appertaining  to  ihe  human  form  fcarce  to 
be  diftinguifhed  from  the  brute  ! 

But  of  all  the  inftances  of  the  barbarities 
I  heard  of,  in  thefe  parts,  I  could  not  help 
being  moll  affefled  with  the  following.  — 
One  family,  confiding  of  the  hufband,  his 
wife,  and  a  child  only  a  few  hours  old, 


were  all  found  murdered  and  fealped  in  tin# 
manner:  the  mother  ftretched  on  the  bed, 
with  her  new-born  child, horribly  mangled, 
and  put  under  her  head  for  a  pillow,  while 
the  hufband  lay  on  the  ground  hard-by, 
with  his  body  ripped  up,  and  his  bowels 
laid  open. 

In  another  place,  a  woman  with  her 
fucking  child,  finding  that  (he  had  fallen 
into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  fell  flat  on 
her  face,  prompted  by  the  flrong  call  of 
nature,  to  cover  and  fhelter  her  innocenc 
child  with  her  own  body.  The  accurfed 
favage  ruffled  from  his  lurking  place,  ftruck 
her  in  the  head  with  his  tomohawk,  tore  off 
her  fcalp,  and  fcoured  back  into  the  woods, 
without  obferving  the  child,  being  appre- 
henfive  that  he  was  difeovered.  The  child 
was  found  fame  time  afterwards  under  the 
body  of  its  mother,  and  was  then  alive. 

Many  of  their  young  women  werecarri- 
ried  by  the  favages  into  captivity,  referved 
perhaps  for  a  vvorfe  fate  than  thofe  who  Cof¬ 
fered  death  in  all  its  horrid  fhapes ;  and  no 
wonder,  fince  they  were  referved  by  favages, 
whofe  tender  mercies  might  be  accounted 
mote  cruel  than  their  very  cruelty  itfelf. 

Thus  flood  our  affairs  on  the  fide  of  the 
Ohio,  when  at  length  theaffembly  of  Pcnn- 
fylvania  thought  it  expedient  to  pafs  the 
militia  and  money  bills.  By  virtue  of  the 
former,  the  freemen  of  the  province  were 
enabled  to  form  themfelves  into  companies, 
and  each  company,  by  a  majority  of  votes 
by  way  of  ballot,  to  chufe  its  own  officers, 
viz.  a  captain,  lieutenant,  and  enfign,  who, 
if  approved  of,  were  to  be  commiffioned  by 
the  governor.  They  accordingly  formed 
themfelves  into  companies  ;  the  governor 
figning  to  all  gentlemen  qualified,  who  had 
been  regularly  ballotted,  commiflions  for 
that  purpofe. 

Captain  Davis  was  one  of  the  firft  who 
had  a  company  ;  and  being  defirous  of  my. 
fervice,  in  order  to  inftrudl  the  irregulars 
in  their  difeipline,  obtained  from  the  go¬ 
vernor  a  certificate  to  indemnify  me  from 
any  punifhment  which  might  be  adjudged 
by  the  regiment  to  which  I  already  belong¬ 
ed  j  for  without  that  I  had  not  gone.  Our 
company,  which  confided  of  an  hundred 
men,  was  not  completed  till  the  24th  of  De¬ 
cember  1755,  when,  lofing  no  time,  we  next 
morning  marched  from  Philadelphia  in  high 
fpirits,  refolving  to  fliew  as  little  quarter  to 
the  favages,  as  they  had  to  many  of  us. 

[The  Remainder,  together  with  the  Atterta- 

tion  of  the  Cenuinentfs  of  Mr.  William- 

fon’s  Story,  (hall  be  inferted  in  our  next.] 
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E  arrived  the  26th  of  De- 
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cember  at  Bethlehem,  in  the 
forks  of  the  river  Delaware  ; 
where,  being  kindly  received 
by  the  Moravians,  we  load¬ 
ed  fix  waggons  with  provi- 
fions,  and  proceeded  on  to  the  Apalatian 
Mountains,  or  Blue  Hills,  to  a  town  called 
K.ennor:onhead,  which  the  Moravians  had 
deferred  on  account  of  the  Indians.  Fifty 
of  our  men,  of  whom  I  made  one,  were 
ordered  before  the  reft,  to  fee  whether  the 
town  was  deftroyed  or  not.  Difpofing  them 
to  the  beft  advantage,  we  marched  on,  till 
v/e  came  within  'five  miles  of  the  place, 
which  we  found  ftanding  entire. 

Having  a  very  uneven  rugged  road  to  get 
to  it,  and  not  above  four  men  able  to  go  a- 
breaft,  we  were  on  a  fudd?n  alarmed  by  the 

firing 
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firing  of  the  flank-guards, which  were  a  little  exprefs  was  immediately  fent  to  the  go¬ 
on  the  rear  of  our  van.  The  favages  brifkly  vernor  ;  who  ordered  flxteen  hundred  men 
returned  our  fire,  and  killed  the  enfign  and  to  march  the  next  morning  for  the  fame 


ten  of  the  men,  and  wounded  l'everal 
others. 

Finding  this,  I  being  chief  in  command 
(having  afted  as  lieutenant,  and  received 
pay  as  fuch  from  my  firit  entrance,  for  my 
trouble  and  duty  in  teaching  the  company), 
ordered  the  men  to  march  on  with  all  ex¬ 
pedition  to  the  town,  and  all  the  way  to 
keep  a  running  fire  on  the  enemy,  as  they 
had  fallen  on  our  rear. 

We  Ihould  have  got  there  in  very  good 
order,  had  it  not  been  for  a  river  we  had  to 
crofs ;  and  the  weather  being  fo  exceflive 
cold,  our  cloaths  froze  to  our  bodies  asfoon 
as  we  got  out  of  the  water.  However, 
with  great  difficulty  we  reached  the  town, 
and  got  into  the  church,  with  the  lofs  of 
twenty-feVen  men.  There  we  made  as  good 
preparation  for  our  defence  as  poffibly  we 
could,  making  a  great  fire  of  the  benches, 
feats,  and  what  we  could  find  therein,  to 
dry  our  cloaths,  not  efteeming  it  the  lead; 
facrilege  or  crime,  upon  fuch  an  emer¬ 
gency. 

The  Indians  foon  followed  us  into  the 
town,  and,  furrounding  us,  tried  all  me¬ 
thods  to  burn  the  church  ;  but  our  conti¬ 
nual  firing  kept  them  off  for  about  fix 
hours,  till  our  powder  and  ball  were  all  ex¬ 
pended.  In  the  night  they  fet  feveral 
houfes  on  fire  ;  and  we,  dreading  the  con- 
fequence  of  being  detained  there,  refolved 
to  make  one  bold  effort,  and  pufli  ourfelves 
through  the  favages  forces,  which  was  ac¬ 
cordingly  done  with  the  moll  undaunted 
courage.  The  enemy  fired  continually  on 
us  during  our  retreat,  and  ktjled  many  of 
our  men,  but  in  their  confufion  many  of 
theml'elves  alfo  ;  it  being  fo  very  dark, 
that  we  were  not  well  able  to  difcern  our 
own  party  ;  fo  that  only  five  of  us  kept  to¬ 
gether,  and  got  into  the  woods  ;  the  reft, 
whom  we  left  behind,  I  doubt  fell  facri- 
fices  to  the  favages. 

The  night  being  fo  exceffive  cold,  and 
having  but  few  cloaths  with  us  out  of  the 
church,  two  cf  my  comrades  froze  to  death 
before  we  could  reach  any  inhabited  place. 
In  fhort  we  did  not  get  any  relief  till 
four  o’  clock  in  the  morning,  when  we  ar¬ 
rived  at  a  houfe  that  lay  in  the  gap  of  the 
Blue  hills,  where  our  captain  had  arrived 
with  the  remainder  of  the  men  and  wag¬ 
gons  the  day  before. 

On  my  giving  the  captain  the  melancholy 
detail  of  our  unfortunate  expedition,  an 

*  The  celebrated  Benjamin  Franklin,  efq.  i 
>lofophical  writings  j  and  well  known  for  his 


place,  under  the  command  of  general  Frank¬ 
lin  *,  not  only  to  bury  the  dead  and  build  a 
fort  there,  but  to  extirpate  the  favages  who 
infefted  thefe  parts,  and  were  too  power¬ 
ful  for  the  fmall  number,  under  captain 
Davis. 

On  the  9th  of  January  1756,  we  were 
reinforced  by  general  Franklin  and  his  body, 
and  the  next  day  fet  out  again  for  Kinnor- 
ton  head  ;  where,  when  we  arrived,  to  our 
great  confternation,  we  found  little  occa- 
fion  to  bury  our  unhappy  comrades,  the 
fwine  (which  in  that  country  are  vaftly  nu¬ 
merous  in  the  woods)  having  devoured 
their  bodies,  and  nothing  but  bones  ftrew- 
ed  up  and  down  were  to  be  feen.  We  there 
builc  a  fort  in  the  place  where  the  old 
church  had  ftood,  and  gave  it  the  name  of  Fort 
Allen  ;  this  was  finiffied  in  fix  days,  and  in 
fo  good  a  manner,  that  a  hundred  men 
could  make  retiftance  againft  a  much  greater 
number  of  Indians. 

On  the  j  Sth,  fourteen  hundred  of  us  were 
ordered  about  fifteen  miles  diftant  from 
thence,  on  the  frontiers  of  the  province, 
where  we  built  another  fort,  called  Fort 
Norris.  In  our  way  thither  we  found  fix 
men  fealped  and  murdered  in  a  mod  cruel 
manner  :  by  what  we  could  difcern,  they 
had  made  a  vigorous  defence,  the  barrels 
and  flocks  of  their  guns  being  broke  in 
pieces,  and  themfelves  cut  and  mangled  in 
a  terrible  manner. 

From  thence  we  were  ordered  to  march 
towards  a  place  called  the  Minnifinkes, 
but  this  journey  proved  longer  than  we 
were  aware  of.  The  Indians  committed 
great  outrages  in  thefe  parts,  having  burnt 
and  deftroyed  all  the  houfes,  &c.  in  our 
way.  Thefe  tragic  aftions  caufed  us  to 
divide  ourfelves  into  feveral  parties,  who 
were  ordered  divers  ways,  to  cut  off  as 
many  of  thefe  favages  as  poffible. 

The  day  after  this  fcheme  was  put  into 
execution,  we  met  with  a  fmall  party, 
which  we  put  to  the  rout,  killing  fourteen 
of  them.  We  then  made  all  poffible  dif- 
patch  to  fave  fome  houfes  we  favv  on  fire, 
but  cn  our  nearer  approach,  found  our  en¬ 
deavours  in  vain  j  John  Swilher,  and  his 
family,  having  been  before  fealped  and  burnt 
to  afhes  in  his  own  houfe.  On  the  follow¬ 
ing  night,  the  houfe  of  James  Wallis  un¬ 
derwent  the  fame  fate  ;  himfelf,  wife,  fe- 
ven  children,  and  the  reft  of  his  family  be¬ 
ing  fealped  ar.d  burnt  therein.  The  houfes 

of  Philadelphia,  author  of  feveral  ingenious  phi- 
curioiit  experiments  in  electricity. 
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and  families  of  Philip  Green  and  Abraham 
Nairn  fufferea  in  the  like  manner.  Nor 
did  the  cruelty  of  thefe  barbarians  flop  here, 
but  attacked  the  dwelling-houfe  of  George 
Hunter,  efq.  a  gentleman  of  confiderable 
worth,  and  a  juftice  of  the  peace,  who  made 
a  brave  refiftance,  and  rather  than  fall  into 
the  hands  ot  thefe  mifcreants,  chofoto  meet 
death  in  the  flames  ;  which  he,  his  wife, 
and  all  his  houfhold,  confiding  of  fixteen 
in  number,  did  with  the  utinoft  bravery, 
before  any  affiftance  could  be  received  from 
cur  general,  who  had  difpatched  five  hun¬ 
dred  of  us  for  that  purpofe,  on  an  exprefs 
being  fent  Vo  him  that  morning. 

From  thence  we  marched  to  the  Minni- 
finkes,  and  built  Fort  Morris.  On  the  9th 
of  March  we  fet  cut  with  a  thoufand  men 
to  the  head  of  the  Minnifinkes,  and  built  an¬ 
other  fort,  which  we  named  Fort  Franklin, 
in  honour  of  our  general.  All  which  forts 
we  garrifoned  with  as  many  men  as  we 
could  poflibly  fpare. 

Nolwithflanding  our  vigilance,  thefe  vil¬ 
lains,  on  the  1  5th  attacked  the  houfe  of 
James  Graham,  but  by  Providence,  he  with 
his  wife,  who  had  juft  lain  in,  and  her 
young  infant  in  her  arms  (with  nothing 
about  her  but  her  fhift),  made  their  efcape 
to  Fort  Allen,  about  fifteen  miles  diftant. 
The  child  perilhed  by  the  way,  and  it  was 
matter  of  wonder  to  the  whole  garrifon  to 
find  either  of  them  alive  ;  indeed  they  were 
in  a  deplorable  condition,  and  we  imagined 
they  would  expire  every  moment.  The 
Wife,  however,  to  our  great  aftonifhment, 
recovered  ;  but  the  hufband  did  not  furvive 
above  fix  hours  afrer  their  arrival. 

The  houfe  of  Ifaac  Cook  fuffcred  by  the 
flames,  himfelf,  his  wife,  and  eight  chil¬ 
dren  being  fcalped  and  burnt  in  it. 

Tedious  and  (hocking  would  it  be  to  enu¬ 
merate  half  the  murders,  conflagrations, 
and  outrages,  committed  by  thefe  hellifh 
infidels,  bet  it  fuffice  therefore,  that  from 
the  year  1753,  when  they  firft  began  their 
barbarities,  they  had  murdered,  burnt, 
fcalped,  and  deftroyed  above  three  thoufand 
five  hundred  fouls,  above  a  thoufand  where¬ 
of  were  unhappy  inhabitants  of  the  weftern 
parts  of  Philadelphia.  Men,  women,  and 
children  fell  alike  a  prey  to  thefe  favages  j 
no  regard  being  had  by  them  to  the  tender 
entreaties  of  an  afiedfionate  parent  for  a 
beloved  child,  or  the  infant’s  prayers  in  be¬ 
half  of  his  aged  father  and  mother.  Such 
are  the  miferable  calamities  attendant  on 
fchemes  for  gratifying  the  ambition  of  a  ty¬ 
rannic  monarch  like  Louis,  or  the  weak 
conti  ivances  and  indolent  meafures  of  blun¬ 
dering  minifters  and  negotiators. 
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The  time  of  my  furlow  at  length  explf* 
'nSj  l  prepared  to  fet  out  for  my  regiment. 
Having  a  recommendatory  letter  from  ge¬ 
neral  Franklin  to  major  Kinnair,  as  to  my 
fervices,  I  marched  forward  for  New- York  5 
where  being  arrived,  I  waited  on  the  ma¬ 
jor  j  and,  after  giving  him  an  account  of 
all  our  tranfadlions,  and  the  hardfhips  and 
labours  we  had  gone  through,  I  was  dif- 
milfed. 

I  (hall  not  trouble  the  reader  with  an 
an  account  of  a  long  march  )  had  to  take 
from  New  York  to  Ofwego,  to  join  my 
regiment,  fufike  it  therefore  that  1  arrived 
there  about  the  middle  of  July  ;  but  in  my 
march  thither  with  feme  recruits,  we  join¬ 
ed  colonel  Broadftreet  at  Albany  :  and  on 
the  6th  of  May,  at  the  Great  Carrying-place, 
had  a  ikirmifh  with  the  French  and  Indians, 
wherein  feveral  were  killed  and  wounded 
on  both  fides  ;  of  the  latter  I  made  one.  Re¬ 
ceiving  a  (hot  through  my  left-hand,  which 
entirely  difabled  my  third  and  fourth  fin¬ 
gers,  and  having  no  hofpital,  or  any  con¬ 
veniences  for  the  fick  there,  1  was,  after 
having  my  hand  dreffed  in  a  wretched  man¬ 
ner,  fent  with  the  next  batteaux  to  Albany, 
to  get  it  cured. 

As  foon  as  I  was  well,  I  fet  forward  for 
Ofwego.  A  day  or  two  after  my  arrival 
there,  the  fort  was  alarmed  by  hearing  a 
firing  ;  when,  on  difpatching  proper  fcouts, 
it  was  found  to  be  the  French  and  Indians 
engaging  the  batteau-men  and  failors  con¬ 
veying  the  provifions  to  Ofwego,  from  one 
river  to  another.  On  this  a  detachment 
of  five  hundred  men  were  ordered  out  in 
purfuit  of  them,  whereof  I  was  one.  We 
had  a  narrow  pafs  in  the  woods  to  go 
through,  where  we  were  attacked  by  a 
great  number  of  Indians,  when  a  defperate 
fight  began  on  both  fides,  which  lafted  above 
two  hours.  However,  at  laft,  we  gained 
a  complete  viftory,  and  put  them  entirely 
to  the  rout,  killing  fourteen  of  them,  and 
wounding  about  forty.  On  our  fide  we  had 
but  two  men  killed  and  fix  wounded. 
Many  more  would  have  been  killed  of  both 
parties,  had  it  not  been  for  the  thicknefs  of 
the  woods. 

I  cannot  here  omit  recounting  a  molt  lin¬ 
gular  tranfaftion  that  happened  during  this 
my  fecond  time  of  being  there,  which, 
though  fcarce  credible,  is  abfolutely  true, 
and  can  be  teftified  by  hundreds,  who 
knew  and  have  often  feen  the  man. 
One  of  the  fiftieth  regiment,  an  Irifhman, 
being  placed  as  centinel  over  the  rum  which 
had  arrived,  and  being  curious  to  know  its 
goodnefs,  pierced  the  cafk,  and  drank  till 
he  was  quite  intoxicated}  when,  not  know- 
S  ir.jf 
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ing  what  he  did,  he  rambled  from  his  port, 
and  fell  alleep  a  good  way  from  the  gar- 
rifon.  An  Indian  fcouling  that  way  for 
prey  (as  is  conjeftured),  met  him,  and 
made  free  with  his  fcalp,  which  he  plucked 
and  carried  off.  The  ferjeant  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  finding  him  proftrate  on  his  face,  and 
feeing  his  fcalp  off,  imagined  him  to  be 
dead  ;  but  on  his  nearer  approach,  and 
raifing  him  from  the  ground,  the  fellow 
awaked  from  the  found  deep  he  had  been 
in,  and  afked  the  ferjeant  what  he  wanted. 
The  ferjeant,  quite  furprifed  at  the  ftrange 
behaviour  of  the  fellow,  interrogated  him, 
how  he  came  there  in  that  condition  ?  he  re¬ 
plied,  “  He  could  not  tell ;  but  that  he  got 
“  very  drunk,  and  rambled  he  knew  not 
“  whither.”  The  ferjeant  advifed  him  to 
prepare  for  death,  not  having  many  hours 
to  live,  as  he  had  loft  his  fcalp.  “  Arrah 
“  my  dear,  now  (cries  he),  and  are  you 
“  joking  me  ?  ”  for  he  really  knew  nothing 
of  his  being  ferved  in  the  manner  he  was, 
and  would  not  believe  any  accident  had  hap¬ 
pened  to  him,  till  feeing  his  cloaths  bloody 
lie  felt  his  head,  and  found  it  to  be  too  true, 
as  well  as  having  a  cut  from  his  mouth  to 
his  ear.  He  was  immediately  carried  before 
the  governor,  who  afking  him  how  he  came 
to  leave  his  port  ?  he  replied,  “  That  being 
“  verythirfty,  he  had  broached  a  cafk  ofrum 
“  and  drank  about  a  pint,  which  made  him 
“  drunk  ;  but  if  his  honour  would  forgive 
“  him,  he  would  never  be  guilty  of  the  like 
“  again.”  The  governor  told  him,  it  was 
very  probable  he  never  would,  as  he  was 
now  no  better  than  a  dead  man.  How¬ 
ever,  the  furgeons  drafted  his  head  there  as 
well  as  they  could,  and  then  fent  him  in  a 
batteau  to  Albany,  where  he  was  perfeflly 
cured  ;  and,  to  the  great  furprize  of  every 
body,  was  living  when  I  left  the  country. 
This,  though  fo  extraordinary  and  unpa¬ 
ralleled  an  affair,  I  aver  to  be  true;  having 
feveral  times  feen  the  man  after  this  acci¬ 
dent  happened  to  him.  How  his  life  was 
preferved  feems  a  miracle, as  no  inftance  of 
the  like  was  ever  known. 

Going  up  the  river  Onondaga  towards 
Ofwego,  the  batteau-men  were,  on  the 
29th  of  June,  attacked  near  the  Fails,  about 
nine  miles  from  Ofwego,  by  five  hundred 
French  and  Indians,  who  killed  and  wound¬ 
ed  feventy-four  of  our  men  before  we  could 
get  on  fhore,  which  as  foon  as  we  did,  the 
French  were  routed  with  the  lofs  of  one 
hundred  and  thirty  men  killed,  and  feveral 
wounded,  whom  we  took  prifoners. 

[Here  our  author  gives  a  circumftantial  nar¬ 
rative  of  the  firge  and  lofs  of  Ofwego  ;  the 
particulars  of  which  being  already  too  well 
teiown,  we  need  not  repeat  :  we  (kail  therefore 
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pafs  them  over,  ar.d  refume  the  thread  of  his 
adventures  at  the  place  where  he  mentions  the 
manner  in  which  the  conquerors  obferved  the 
terms  of  the  capitulation .] 

To  deferibe  the  plunder  (fays  he),  ha- 
vock,  and  devaluation  made  by  the  French 
as  well  as  the  favages,  who  rufhed  in  by 
thoufands,  is  impoftible.  For  notwithftand- 
ing  the  Cliriftian  promife  made  by  the  ge¬ 
neral  of  his  moft  Cliriftian  majefty,  they 
all  behaved  more  like  infernal  beings  than 
creatures  in  human  fhape.  In  fhort,  they 
fcalped  and  killed  all  the  fick  and  wounded 
in  the  hofpitals  ;  mangling,  butchering, 
cutting,  and  chopping  off  their  heads,  arms, 
legs,  &c.  with  fpades,  hatchets,  and  other 
fuch  diabolical  inftruments  ;  treating  the 
whole  garrifon  with  the  utmoft  cruelty,  not- 
withftanding  the  repeated  interceffions  of 
the  defencelefs  fick  and  wounded  for  mercy, 
which  were  indeed  piteous  enough  to  have 
foftened  any  heart  poffefTed  of  the  minuteii 
particle  of  humanity  ! 

Auguft  the  t6t!i,  175^,  they  began  to 
remove  us :  the  officers  were  firft  fent  in 
batteaux,  and  two  hundred  foldiers  a  day 
afterwards,  till  the  whole  were  gone,  being 
carried  firft  to  Montreal,  and  from  thencs 
to  Quebec. 

Our  party  arriving  at  Montreal,  in  Ca¬ 
nada,  on  the  aSth,  we  were  that  night  fe- 
cured  in  the  fort,  as  were  the  reft  as  they 
came  in.  The  French  ufed  various  means 
to  win  fome  of  our  troops  to  their  intereft, 
or  at  leaft  to  do  their  work  in  the  fields  5 
which  many  refufed,  among  whom  was  my- 
felf,  who  were  then  conducted  on  board  a 
fliip  and  fent  to  Quebec  ;  where,  on  arriving 
the  5th  of  September,  we  were  lodged  in  a 
jail,  and  kept  there  for  the  fpace  of  one 
month. 

During  this  our  captivity,  many  of  our 
men,  rather  than  lie  in  prifi  n,  went  out 
to  work  and  affift  the  French  in  getting  in 
their  harveft,  they  having  then  fcarce  any 
people  left  in  that  country,  but  old  men, 
women,  and  children,  fo  that  the  corn  was 
continually  falling  into  the  ftuhble  for  want 
of  hands  to  reap  it  :  but  thofe  who  did  go 
out,  in  two  or  three  days  chofe  confinement 
again,  rather  than  liberty  on  fuch  terms, 
being  almaft  ftarved.,  having  nothing  in  the 
country  to  live  on  but  dry  bread,  whereas 
we  in  the  prifon  were  each  of  us  allowed 
two  pounds  of  bread  and  half  a  pound  of 
meat  a  day,  and  otherwife  treated  with  a 
good  deal  of  humanity. 

Eighteen  foldiers  were  all  the  guard  they 
had  to  place  over  us,  who  being  greatly 
fatigued  with  hard  duty,  and  dreading  our 
rifing  on  them  (which,  had  we  had  any 
arms,  we  might  eafily  have  done,  and  ra- 
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'•aged  the  country  round,  as.it  was  then  en¬ 
tirely  defenceless),  and  the  town’s  people 
tliemfelves  fearing  the  confequence  of  hav¬ 
ing  fuch  a  number  of  men  in  a  place  where 
provifions  were  at  that  time  very  fcarce  and 
dear,  they  thought  fending  us  away  the  moil 
elegible  method  of  keeping  themfelves  from 
famine,  and  accordingly  put  five  hundred 
of  us  on  board  the  Renomme,  a  French 
pacquet-boat,  captain  Dennis  Vitree  com¬ 
mander,  for  England. 

We  failed  under  a  flag  of  truce,  and  tho’ 
the  French  behaved  with  a  good  deal  of  po- 
litenefs,  yet  we  were  almofi  Starved  for 
want  of  provisions  :  one  bifeuit  and  two 
ounces  of  pork  a  day,  being  all  our  allow¬ 
ance  ;  and  half-dead  with  cold,  having  but 
few  eloaths,  and  the  veffel  being  fo  fmall, 
that  the  major  part  of  us  was  obliged  to 
be  upon  deck  in  all  weathers.  After  a  paf- 
fage  of  fix  weeks,  we  at  lart,  to  our  great 
joy,  arrived  at  Plymouth  on  the  6th  of  No¬ 
vember  17^6.  But  there  our  troubles  and 
hardlhips  were  not,  as  we  expefted,  put 
a  period  to  for  fome  time  ;  for  Scruples 
arifing  to  the  commiiSaries  and  admiral 
there,  about  taking  us  aflrorc,  as  there  was 
no  cartel  agreed  on  between  the  French  and 
Englilh,  we  were  dill  confined  on  board, 
till  the  determination  of  the  lords  of  the 
admiralty  fhould  be  known:  lying  there 
in  a  mifcrable  condition  feven  or  eight  days 
before  we  received  orders  to  difembark, 
which  when  we  were  permitted  to  do,  be¬ 
ing  ordered  from  thence,  in  different  par¬ 
ties,  to  Totnefs,  Kingfbridge,  Newton- 
Bulhel,  and  Newton-Abbot,  in  Dcvonfhire, 

I  was  happy  in  being  quartered  at  Kingf- 
bridge,  where  I  met  with  fuch  civility  and 
entertainment,  as  I  had  for  a  long  time 
been  a  Granger  to. 

In  about  four  months,  we  were  again  or¬ 
dered  to  Piymouth-dock,  to  be  draughted 
into  other  regiments ;  where,  being  in- 
Ipedled,  I  was,  on  account  of  the  wound 
I  had  received  in  my  hand,  difeharged  as 
incapable  of  further  Service. 

‘lo  the  foregoing  nve  Jhall  fubjoin  the  follow 
:*»  Litter  and  Attestation,  -which 
came  to  our  handt  inclojed  in  a  letter  from  Pe¬ 
ter  Williamson  himfef,  dated  at  New- 
callle,  Auguft  15,  1758.  If'e  undcrjland by 
Mr.  Williamfon’s  Letter,  that  he  intends  to 
be  at  Lo  don  very  foon,  in  order  to  print  a 
new  edition  of  his  Narrative ;  which  he 
hopes  the  public  will  encourage,  in  com¬ 
panion  to  the  Sufferings  of  an  unfortunate 
fellow  Subject. 

To  the  Author  of  the  Grand  Magazine. 

S  I  R, 

HE  Strength  and  riches  of  GreatBritain 
are  fo  clofely  connefted  with  the  flou¬ 


rishing  Bate  of  our  colonies  abroad,  that 
one  fhould  think  every  friend  to  their  coun¬ 
try  would  embrace  the  opportunity  of  con¬ 
tributing  their  mite  towards  protefling  our 
Settlements,  or  routing  a  Spirit  of  indigna¬ 
tion  and  refentment  againft  all  unjuft  in¬ 
vasion  of  them,  or  cruel  ufage  exercifed 
upon  adventurers  from  the  Britilli  ides, 
who,  by  pufhing  their  fortunes  in  America, 
add  to  the  wealth  and  grandeur  of  their 
native  country. 

W  ith  this  view,  the  author  of  a  late 
narrative,  entitled  French  and  Indian  Cruelty , 
publilhed  a  plain  account  of  the  Savage 
condutt  of  our  foes  in  that  quarter  of  the 
globe  :  describing  what  he  felt,  and  what  he 
was  an  eye-witnefs  of.  But  neither  the 
ftrange  viciflitudes  of  his  own  fortune,  che¬ 
quered  with  uncommon  calamities;  nor  the 
good  intention  of  his  performance,  could 
proteft  him  from  the  refentment  of  fome 
merchants  of  Aberdeen,  near  the  place  of 
his  nativity,  where  he  went  in  queft  of  his 
relations  ;  becaufe,  in  the  introdudlion  of  his 
little  work,  he  had  narrated  the  manner 
in  which,  at  eight  years  of  age,  he  was 
feized,  when  amufing  himfelf  on  the  quay 
of  that  fea-port  town,  hurried  on  Ship¬ 
board,  and  fold  for  a  Slave.  Hard  fate  to 
Suffer  this  !  harder  Still,  to  be  punifhed  for 
telling  the  interesting  tale  !  The  author 
fays,  “  Such  was  for  fome  years  the  prac- 
“  tice  of  fome  traders  there.”  Be  that  as 
it  will,  he  named  none:  he  is  Sure  of  his 
own  misfortunes,  and  that  of  feveral  other 
unhappy  boys,  unwarrantably  carried  off  in 
the  fame  Ship,  and  with  him  left  to  perith 
when  the  (hip  ltruck  aground  on  the  coaft  of 
America.  He  is  not  knowing  enough  to  fay 
whether  it  was  an  infringement  of  the  liber¬ 
ty  of  the  prefs,  topublifh  his  own  cafe,  for 
which  publication  he  was  imprifoned ;  but 
muft  lament  that  the  dread  of  confinement 
(before  he  had  found  out  any  of  his  friends, 
and  after  upwards  of  three  hundred  and  fifty 
of  his  books,  the  only  immediate  means  of 
his  Support,  were  feized)  fhould  induce  him 
to  Sign  a  paper  prefented  to  him  (declaiming 
two  or  three  pages  of  his  book)  which  has 
been  Since  carefully  inferred  in  the  Aberdeen 
Journal.  And  it  is  Submitted  to  every  im¬ 
partial  perfon,  whether  or  no  the  thoughts 
of  being  detained  prifoner,  without  the  be¬ 
nefit  of  bail,  by  the  magiftrates  of  Aber¬ 
deen,  might  not  be  the  Sole  motive  for  his 
Signing  any  paper  they  tendered  to  him,  in 
order  to  procure  his  enlargement,  efpecially 
as  he  had  not  then  found  out  his  relations, 
nor  could  confequently  prove  the  identity 
of  his  perfon.  However,  as  foon  as  he  had 
his  liberty,  he  went  in  queft  of  his  relations, 
found  fome  of  them  in  the  fame  county, 
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and  got  the  attentions  of  fome,  and  the  af¬ 
fidavits  of  others,  proving  that  he  was  the 
perfon,  who  had  been  taken  away,  as  repre- 
fented  in  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  pages 
of  his  work  ;  before  one  of  his  majefty’s 
chief  juftices  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of 
Aberdeen,  who  certifies  the  truth  thereof, 
in  manner  under -written. 

The  Atteflation  of  Sir  Archibald  Grant  of 
Monymufk,  with  regard  to  the  truth  of 
Peter  Wiliiamfon,  the  Author,  his  being 
carried  off  from  Aberdeen  :  taken  before 
that  gentleman,  a  juftice  of  the  peace, 
after  he  was  releafed  from  prifon. 

At  Monymufk-houfe,  in  the  county 
of  Aberdeen,  North-Britain,  this 
third  day  of  July,  one  thoufand  fe- 
ven  hundred  and  fifty-eight  years. 
OMP5ARED  before  me,  fir  Archibald 
Grant,  of  Monymufk,  baronet,  one  of 
his  majefty’s  juftices  of  the  peace  for  the 
faid  county,  Pete.-  Wiliiamfon,  late  of  the 
province  of  Pennfylvania  in  America,  and 
fometime  a  foldier  in  the  king  s  fervice 
there,  and  laft  in  the  king’s  royal  regiment 
of  Scots,  from  which  he  was  difeharged,  as 
appears  by  his  difeharge  from  general  James 
Sinclair,  under  his  hand  and  feal,  which  he 
produced  to  me  for  verification  thereof,  and 
reprefented,  that  whereas  fome  malicious 
perfens  had  threatened  to  difturb  him  as  a 
vagrant,  alledging  that  he  was  not  a  native 
of  this  county,  nor  had  any  relations  or 
connexions  in  it ;  which  might  prove  in¬ 
convenient  to  him,  whilft  he  remained  with 
his  friends  in  the  country,  as  alfo  in  other 
countries  where  his  occafions  might  require 
him  to  go;  he  intending  to  return  to  Eng¬ 
land,  to  prepare  for  and  get  his  paffage 
back  to  Pennfylvania,  where  he  hath  the 
property  of  fome  land,  from  which  he  was 
taken  by  the  Indians,  in  the  year  one  thou¬ 
fand,  feven  hundred,  and  fifty-four.  And 
therefore  defired  that  he  might  have  a  cer¬ 
tificate  from  a  juftice  of  the  peace,  of  the 
place  of  his  nativity,  and  being  defeended 
of  honeft  parents,  upon  his  producing  pro¬ 
per  evidence  thereof,  and  that  he  was  re¬ 
puted  a  man  againlt  whom  there  was  no 
legal  objeftions. 

For  the  verification  of  the  above,  befides 
the  difeharge  from  general  Sinclair  above- 
mentioned,  he  produced  a  certificate  from 
the  reverend  Mr.  James  Forfyth,  minifter 
of  the  parilh  of  Aboyne,  in  this  county  ; 
narrating  the  time  of  his  birth,  extrafled 
from  that  parilh-regifter,  and  of  his  being 
defeended  of  honeft  parents  then  refiding 
there,  his  father  being  then  a  farmer  in  that 
parilh  :  and  alfo  delivered  to  me  a  letter 
Irons  Robert  Chalmers  cf  Balnactaige,  efq. 


and  likewife  another  letter  from  Francis 
Frafer,  of  Findrach,  efq.  both  of  them 
gentlemen  of  eftates  in  this  county,  and 
both  of  them  attefting  that  he  was  the  fon 
of  James  Wiliiamfon,  mentioned  in  the 
forefaid  minifter  of  Aboyne’s  atteflation  ; 
and  that  two  brothers  of  his  had  been  in 
their  fervice,  who  had  behaved  themfelves 
unexceptionably,  one  of  them  nowin  colo¬ 
nel  Montgomery’s  Highland  regiment,  now 
in  America,  and  the  other  ftill  living  in  the 
eftate  of  Findrach  ;  and  that  they  knew  or 
were  well  informed  of  Peter  having  feveral 
other  relations,  of  good  charafler  in  the  coun¬ 
try,  all  of  whom  own  him  as  their  relation, 
and  as  one  of  whomthey  had  never  heard  any 
thing  blameable  :  and  that  they  were  alfo 
well  informed,  that  Peter,  when  about  eight 
years  of  age,  was  carried  off",  or  went  off,  to 
America,  and  had  fince  obtained  fome  fettle- 
ment  in  Pennfylvania.  And  he  further  pro¬ 
duced  before  me,  John  Wilfon,  in  the  pa- 
rifh  of  Lumphanan,  and  Alexander  Wil¬ 
iiamfon,  in  the  parilh  of  Kincardine,  both 
in  this  county,  who  made  affidavit,  that 
they  knew  Peter  and  his  parents,  as  above- 
mentioned  ;  and  that  about  eigtheen  year$ 
ago  he  left  the  country,  to  go  to  Aberdeen, 
to  a  coufin  ;  and  that  they  knew  him  to  be 
the  fame  perfon  upon  his  return  now. 

Wherefore,  I  hereby  certify  the  truth  of 
all  the  above.  Witnefs  my  hand  and  feal, 
time  and  place  above-mentioned.

American  Indians. 

In  a  Series  of  Letters  written  from  North 
America,  in  the  year  1756,  by  a  gen¬ 
tleman  then  in  the  fervice  of  the  go¬ 
vernment,  butflncedeceafed. 

LETTER  I. 

E*c  remora  indigene t  Fauni  Nymphaque  tenc - 

bant, 

Cenfque  Firum  tru  ncis  et  dura  roborc  rata, 

Sign  neque  mos  ncque  ca/ius  erat,  nee  jungere

old  proper  inhabitants  of  Arne- 
rica,  whom  we  call  the  Indians, 
and  the  French  the  Savages,  ne- 
ceffarily  obtrude  themfelves  on  the 
attention  of  all  new-comers  who  have  any 
portion  of  curiofity.  Thefe  Indians  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  Aboriginals;  and,  excepting 
the  alterations  produced  by  our  intercourfe 
with  them,  challenge  the  charafter  of  a 
genuine  and  unmixt,  or  to  ufe  fafhionable 
terms,  of  a  pure  and  uncorrupted,  people. 
Nor  is  it,  in  my  opinion  at  lead,  among 
the  flendereft  of  proofs,  that  their  manners 
bear  fo  furprizing  a  refemblance  to  thofe 
of  the  Germans  (at  the  entrance  of  the 
Romans  into  Germany)  as  noticed  by  Ta¬ 
citus,  who  were  alfofuppofed  “  indigena;  ; 
“  ipfe  eoi  urn  opinionibus  accedo  qui  Ger- 
u  manice  populos,  nullis  aliarum  nrtionum 
“  connubiis  infe&os,  prepriam  &  finceram 
“  et  tantum  fui  fimilem  gentem  exftitilfe 
tc  arbitrantur.”  Tacit.  De  Mor.  German. 

4.  It  is  indeed  infuperably  difficult  to 
a.'count  how  indigence,  or  aboriginals,  come 
to  be  at  all,  to  fuch  as  will  not  believe  that 
the  widely-varied  Europeans,  Africans,  and 
Americans,  proceed  from  the  fame  original 
pair :  for  Tacitus's  origin  of  the  Germans 
by  no  means  fquares  with  the  prefent  phi- 
lofophy  ;  “  Tu.ftonem  dsum,  terra  editum, 
“  et  (ilium  Mannum  originem  gentis  con- 
“  ditorefque.  §  2.  As  the  animalcular 
fyftem  feems  one  of  the  beft  eftablifhed , 
may  we  venture  to  fuppofe  accordingly, 
that  the  air  and  atmofphere  is  replete  with 
the  ova  of  all  poffible  fpecies  of  terreftrial 
exiftences,  which  whenever  they  meet  with 
their  proper  nidus,  their  fpecific  propor¬ 
tions  of  heat  and  moifture,  fail  not  to  dif- 
clofe  the  individuals  ?  Can  we  better  explain 
(what  is  an  uncontroverted  faft  in  Ame¬ 
rica,  and  to  be  obferved  doubtlefs  elfe- 
where)  how  any  colieftion  of  vacant  waters 


fhall  in  due  time  conftantly  exhibit  (perch 
or  other)  its  proper  fiffi  :  or  how  the  de¬ 
gree  of  heat  ufual  in  the  Weft  Indies,  if  it 
happen  for  a  time  in  England,  lhould  pro¬ 
duce  the  fame  fand  flies  and  mofquitos  as 
torment  the  inhabitants  there;  which  I  have 
more  than  once  had  occafion  to  remark  ? 

This  people  are  of  a  reddifh  or  copper- 
colour’d  complexion  ;  and  make  one  of  the 
three  grand  fubdivifions  of  the  human  fpe¬ 
cies  that  we  are  acquainted  with  ;  though 
in  proportion  and  figure  they  approximate 
more  to  the  Whites  than  the  Blacks  ;  and 
in  fagacity  alfo,  holding  the  Negroes  in  fuch 
inferiority  and  contempt  as  to  drive  them 
from  hoftile  plantations  to  fale,  like  cat¬ 
tle  ;  whereas  they  ingenuoufly  acknowlege 
in  many  things  the  apparent  fuperiority  of 
the  Europeans,  and  manifeft  a  confequen- 
tial  veneration  for  them. 

The  moft  natural  origin  of  civil  govern¬ 
ment  is,  I  think,  fir,  to  be  found  in  the  pa¬ 
rental  influence;  for  the  efteem  due  to  ex¬ 
perienced  virtues,  the  gratitude  arifing 
from  repeated  obligations,  the  veneration 
paid  to  thofe  vchom  we  confider  in  a  man¬ 
ner  as  the  authors  of  our  exiftence,  efta- 
blifh  an  authority  folid  enough  for  the 
batis  of  a  large  fociety,  while  their  govern  - 
nors  continue  to  be  looked  on  as  common 
parents  ;  and  in  whofe  aid,  when  the  op- 
pofite  convidtion  is  palpable,  it  becomes 
neceffary  to  employ  aftual  power.  The 
Paterfamilias,  the  father  of  a  family,  for 
women  univerfally  fubmit  to  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  men  (a  proof  that  the  inferiority 
of  their  genius  isnot  lefs  than  that  of  their 
ftrength)  commences  then  the  Legiflaior 
of  his  little  citizens  ;  and  their  Magiftrate, 
or  the  enforcer  of  obedience  to  his  laws, 
by  proper  reward  and  punifhment :  and  he 
muft  be  alfo  their  Captain,  or  defender  by 
courage  and  art  againft  external  violence  ; 
as  well  as  their  Prieft,  or  the  conduftor  of 
their  fuperftition.  A  prolific  and  fuccefs- 
ful  family  forms  in  a  few  generations  a 
tribe,  or  that  fmall  Nation  or  State,  which, 
as  it  is  the  molt  common,  fhould  be  the 
moft  natural,  effort  of  the  focial  iaftinCt 
in  mankind  :  for  it'is  not  to  be  forgotten, 
that  men  are  influenced  by  an  inftindtive 
impulfe  to  fociety,  as  well  as  all  other  gre¬ 
garious  animals.  And  it  appears  accord 
ingly  in  a  Hiftory  of  great  antiquity  (the, 
it  muft  be  confelfed  of  no  great  authorit 
in  this  knowing  age)  that  the  Patriarchi 
government  was  prior  to  the  Regal  ;  ar 
that,  after  the  Patriarch  had  gotten  “  Roc' 

“  and  herds,  and  ftjver  and  gold,  and  m< 

“  fervants  and  maid  fervants,  and  cam 
“  and  affes  j”  and  could  arm  three  hi 
died  warriors,  and  over-match  four  of 
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then  Kings  ;  the  Canaanites  (with  whom  he  true  that  Property  is  Power,  it  is  alfo  no 
fojourned)  treated  him  very  properly  and  lefs  true  that  Power  is  Property, 
jurtly,  when  they  addrefied  him  with,  The  North -American  Indians  are  divided 
“  Hear  us,  my  Lord,  thou  art  a  mighty  ^  into  fmall  nations  or  tribes,  whofe  civil 


“  Prince  amongft  us.”  If  a  mere  mili¬ 
tary  fpirit  be  introduced  into  a  flourilhing 
tribe  by  martial  leaders  (as  often  happens) 
as  it  will  make  no  other  ufe  of  conqueR 
than  extirpation,  it  can  fcarcely  fail  of 
being  cut  off  in  a  Ihort  time  by  the  com¬ 
mon  accidents  and  hardlhips  of  however 
fuccefsful  war.  But  if,  by  a  fucceflion  of 
men  of  genius,  Policy  be  fuperadded  to  Mi¬ 
litary  prowefs  (which  rarely  happens)  and 
the  Vidlors  learn  to  fubjeft  as  well  as  to 
fubdue  (as  was  in  both  infiances  the  cafe 
of  the  Romans)  and  encreafe  thereby  con¬ 
tinually  their  proper  ftrength,  inftead  of 
diminifhing  it ;  they  will  then,  in  length 
of  time  (and  a  progrefs  of  this  fort  is  very 
accurately  purfued  by  the  hiflorica!  Ynca 
of  Peru)  create  the  artificial  Leviathan, 
or  one  of  thofevaft  Rates  which  are  only 
to  be  deftroyed  by  their  own  immenfity  ; 
for  there  is  no  foundation  in  nature  for  the 
apprehenfion  of  an  Univerfal  Monarchy, 
the  devil  oPModern  Politics;  and,  if  prac¬ 
ticable,  it  were  indeed  to  be  wilhed,  as  it 
would  certainly  put  an  end  to  the  defla¬ 
tions  of  war,  one  of  the  greateft  of  human 
miferies.  I  (hall  however  be  candid  enough 
to  own  that  this  hypothefis  feems  liable  to 
an  objeflion  of  the  moral  kind,  as  it 
threatens  to  refolveall  right  ultimately  into 
Powdr  ;  lince  that  the  parental  authority 
itfelf  is  not  only  founded  on  power,  but 
frequently  enforced  by  aftual  violence  ; 
(and  fometimes  inverted  too,  when  the 
impatience  of  a  young  Jupiter,  breaking 
through  the  common  ties  of  nature,  de¬ 
thrones  his  parent  Saturn  ;  or  an  Arjacidan 
Orodes  aflaffinates  his  father  Phrahates ;) 
fince  that  mighty  Nimrods  will  occafionally 
arife  and  enllave  even  hereditarily  their  kin¬ 
dred  tribes  ;  and  fince  that  Conqueft  has 
no  pretention  to  other  right  than  that  of 
Force,  war  being  no  more  than  an  appeal 
to  fuccefs,  “  Vi&rix  caufa  Deis  placuir.” 
There  may  be  alfo  pofiibly  political  objec¬ 
tions  thereto  ;  for  the  now  Great,  who  afl 
fo  implicitly  up  to  Harrington’s  difeove- 
ry,  of  Property’s  being  Power,  as  literally 
to  fulfill  the  fcriptural  prophecy  that  “  unto 
“  every  one  that  hath  (hall  be  given,  and 
“  he  /hall  have  abundance  ;  but  from  him 
“  that  hath  not,  thall  he  taken  away  even 
“  that  which  he  hath  may  not  probably 
be  pleafed  to  have  that  divulged  of  which 
they  are,  perhaps,  experimentally  convin¬ 
ced,  viz.  that  the  terms  of  that  famous 
propofition  reciprocate,  and  that  if  it  be 


government  is  moftly  Patriarchal ;  but  the 
general  bent  of  thefe  people  being  martial, 
fuch  as  fignalize  themfelves  in  war  acquire 
great  weight  among  them  ;  and  fingle  Chiefs 
often  po fiefs  by  thefe  means  fuch  an  autho¬ 
rity  in  their  nations  as  amounts  to  fome- 
thing  like  fovereignty  :  tho’  they  govern 
always,  as  Tacitus  writes  of  the  German 
generals,  “  Exemplo  potius  quamimperio  ; 
“  fi  prompti,  fi  confpicui,  fi  ante  aciem 
“  agant,  admiratione  prsfunt,”  §  7. 

Priefts  thefe  Indians  have  none,  nor  in¬ 
deed  have  they  any  apparent  worfhip  ;  on 
the  contrary  they  feem  wholly  untindured 
with  religious  hopes  and  fears;  which 
makes  it  probable  that  the  religious  infti- 
tution6  throughout  America  owe  their  rife 
to  the  policy  of  founders  of  kingdoms,  as 
thofe  of  the  Peruvian  empire  inconteftably 
do.  The  emperors  of  Peru,  ’tis  true,  ex¬ 
tended  at  lift  their  dominion  beyond  the 
bounds  of  their  local  religion  ;  they  fet 
out  with  their  arms  and  fuperftition  from  a 
country  where  the  Sun  was  very  welcome, 
and  impofed  the  worfhip  of  their  father 
the  Sun  (for  they  afierted  themfelves  his 
children)  on  all  the  nations  they  fubdued, 
with  great  fuccefs  as  long  as  Sun-worfhip 
held  good  :  but  at  length  they  came  to  a 
people  who,  fituated  on  a  rocky  coaft  in  a 
fultry  climate,  could  not  in  confcience  fub- 
mit  to  adore  a  Being  infupportable  and 
odious  to  them  ;  and  humbly  propofed  to 
their  conquerors  to  quit  their  irrational 
idolatry,  and  worfhip  with  them  their  mo¬ 
ther  the  Sea,  the  inexhaufted  giver  of  good 
things.  The  pious  credulity  of  fame  of 
our  miflionaries,  I  know,  has  beftowed 
precipitately  a  Natural  Religion  on  the 
Indians,  from  their  diverting  themfelves 
by  moonlight ;  as  juftly  as  from  their  dan¬ 
cing  fometimes  with  fnakes  they  have  in¬ 
ferred,  that  the  Indians  had  a  knowlege  of 
the  Mofaic  fall  of  man  ;  and  at  other  times 
with  olive  boughs,  their  being  apprifed  of 
the  circumRances  of  Noah’s  deluge.  But 
the  Englifh  miffionaries  have  in  truth  fmall 
acquaintance  with  thefe  fav2ges  ;  as  they 
generally  take  care  to  eftablifh  themfelves 
in  the  capital  of  fome  province.  Where 
they  live  quietly  on  their  allowance,  and 
Rare  at  them  with  the  reR  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  when  at  any  time  they  come  down  to 
receive  prefent3.  Yeti  was  once  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  an  Englifh  Laic,  who  impelled  as 
he  thought  fupernaturally,  went  far  on  a 
miflieo  am«ng  the  Cherokees,  a  people 
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contiguous  to  South  Carolina  ;  on  which 
account  he  was  treated  as  a  lunatic  by  his 
countrymen  (though  confpicuoufly  above 
the  common  fize  of  underftanding  inordi¬ 
nary  affairs)  and  (filed  the  Bifhop  of  the 
Cherokees.  This  man  ftrenuoufly  pre¬ 
tended  to  Miraculous  Powers,  of  which 
doubtlefs  it  was  not  the  lead,  that  he  con¬ 
verted  many  Indians  (as  he  aliened),  though 
he  preached  to  them  in  Englifh  always,  a 
language  they  did  not  underltand :  one  Pro- 
felyte  we  know  he  brought  away,  it  was 
of  the  female  kind,  and  continued  ftedfall 
with  him  till  her  death.  The  bifhop  ufed 
notwithftanding  to  difallow,  and  occafion- 
ally  fneer  at,  the  miracles  of  the  — f — dians, 
for  they  too  had  fuch  pretenfions ;  and 
two  of  thefe  being  quoted  when  I  was  by, 
the  one  that  of  a  man  and  his  family,  who, 
being  loft  in  the  woods,  were  preferved 
from  perifhing  by  hunger,  by  the  arrival 
of  a  deer,  which,  after  a  very  fervent 
prayer,  delivered  itfelfinto  his  hands:  and 
the  other,  that  of  a  pious  old  woman  (who 
bad  been  appointed  a  deaconefs  by  thefe 
faints)  that  profelfed  to  cure  herfeif  of  any 
difeafe  fhe  fhould  be  affli&ed  with  by  per- 
vicacious  prayer  :  this  Cherokee  miflionary 
made  anfwer,  that  he  could  not  heartily 
give  his  affent  to  the  firft  miracle,  becaufe 
the  deer  did  not  (by  the  account)  come 
ready  roafted  ;  which  would  have  been  a 
comfortable  circumftance  to  the  famifhed 
■wretch,  and  have  coft  Omnipotence  no 
more  :  nor  indeed  at  all  to  the  fecond,  for 
that  he  well  remembered  the  time  (he  hav¬ 
ing  formerly  commanded  a  merchant  fhip) 
when  he  could  himfelf  have  given  the  lady 
a  difeafe,  which  all  the  prayers  of  all  the 
Saints  could  not  have  cured  her  of,  with¬ 
out  the  aftiftance  of  a  furgeon.  If  how¬ 
ever  our  miflionaries  ’’are  inaftive  with  re- 
fpeff  to  the  falvation  of  the  Indians,  there 
is  no  complaint  of  that  fort  againft  them 
in  regard  to  the  plantation  Negroes  ;  for 
of  thefe  they  make,  where  the  owners 
will  permit  it,  fuch  good  Chrifiians,  that 
there  fhall  fcarcely  be  one  found  in  a  whole 
gang  who  had  not  at  any  time  much  ra¬ 
ther  pray  than  work.

(&£)  HERE  are  fome  philofophers  who 
are  inclined  to  confider  mankind  as 
( D%7q)  an  heteroclite  produftion,  or  an  ir¬ 
regular  one  at  leaft,  and  of  later 
date  than  the  generality  of  animals  :  thefe 
abftradfed  gentlemen,  having  framed  hy¬ 
pothetic  calculations  of  the  pcffible  in- 
creafe  of  the  human  mind,  and  made  dif- 
paflionate  obfervations  how  it  expands  it- 
felf  over  the  face  of  the  earth,  to  the  de- 
ftruftion  not  only  of  infinite  individuals, 
but  even  of  many  a  fpecies  ;  aware  too  of 
its  advantages  over  other  animals  by  means 
of  its  upright  pollute,  fuperior  rationality, 
and  the  artifice  of  fociety  ;  are  with  fome 
feeming  reafon  in  pain  for  the  fsppofed 
concatenation  of  the  fyitems  of  creatures, 
and  find  themfelves  a£luated  by  a  fellow- 
feeling  for  animals,  by  a  concern  for  the 
welfare  of  the  genus  they  belong  to.  But 
the  apprehended  danger  of  fuch  an  over- 
increafe  of  the  human  fpecies  is  fuffic  ent- 
ly  guarded  againft  by  the  irafcible  inftin&s 
implanted  in  it,  which  never  fail  indivi¬ 
dually  and  colledlively  to  find  out  objedts  ; 
as  our  poor  Indians  glaringly  evidence, 
who  are  all  of  the  fpider  kind,  and  con 
flantly  deftroying  one  another  :  and  though 
they  have  not  mines  of  geld,  nor  the 
richer  ones  of  commerce,  to  conteft  ;  yet 
the  right  to  a  hunting  ground  on  the  con¬ 
tinent,  where  land  may  be  had  for  look¬ 
ing  for,  joined  to  a  homicidal  chevy  chace 
glory,  continually  occafion  the  difperfion 
and  extirpation  of  nations  5  pugna  eft  de 
paupere  regno.  The  Indian  warriors  pre¬ 
fer  ftratagem  to  manhood  ;  fo  that  it  may 
be  faid  of  them,  as  Tacitus  affirms  of  a 
German  nation  •*  alios  ad  proelium  ire 
“  videas,  Cattos  ad  bellum,  §.  3c.”  that 
other  people  go  out  to  fight,  but  the  In¬ 


dians  to  war  :  and  moll  probably  their 
manner  of  waging  war  was  primarily 
hinted  to  them  by  the  nature  of  their  coun¬ 
try,  which  being  an  endlefs  wildernefs,  is 
confequently  one  continued  am'oufcade. 
The  American  countries  indeed  fight  for 
themfelves  ;  and  you  will  accordingly  find, 
fir.  that  the  afiailants,  though  powerful, 
will  on  moil  occafions  be  the  fufferers. 
General  Oglethorpe  repelled  the  Spanilh 
invafion  o‘f  Georgia  and  South  Carolina 
with  as  much  facility  as  the  Spaniards 
had  before  driven  him  from  Aug'iftine  ; 
and  the  colonifts  defeated  baron  Diefkau’s 
inroad  as  reputably  and  unexpetfiedly  as 
the  French  routed  the  unadvifed  Braddock. 
The  Indians  are  dexterous  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  fire  arms  (very  few  of  them,  that 
we  fee,  retaining  their  primitive  bows  and 
arrow's)  and  have  a  fmall  hatchet  of  their 
own  for  clofe-quarters.  They  alfo  carry 
with  them  a  fealping  knife,  to  the  free 
ufe  of  which  they  are  incited  by  the  Eu¬ 
ropean  commanders  :  I  have  feen  a  decla¬ 
ration  of  war  by  an  Englilh  governor 
againft  an  Indian  nation,  which  had,  as  an 
appendix-,  an  encouraging  lift  of  different 
premiums  to  be  given  for  a  warrior’s  fcalp, 
that  of  an  old  man,  of  a  child,  or  a  wo¬ 
man.  Scalping  confifts  in  taking  off  the 
hair  together  with  the  fiefh  from  the  (kull, 
and  is  by  no  means  a  mortal  operation;  many 
perfons,  Who  (with  the  fagacity  of  fpiders, 
and  fome  other  infedls)  counterfeited  death 
the  while,  having  furvived  it  :  but  as  few 
are  poffefled  of  fuch  a  degree  of  patience, 
a  fcalp  is  almoft  taken  as  evidence  of  the 
ffaughter  of  an  enemy  :  in  like  manner  as 
was  to  Saul  and  the  Paleftine  Jews  the  ex¬ 
hibition  of  a  forefkin. 

Savage  as  the  Indians  are,  they  have  no 
notion  of  the  Orang-outang  defence  of 
hands ;  and  would  be  held  very  cheap  in 
point  of  manhood  by  our  bruifers  ;  yet 
are  their  warriors  fufficiently  bold  in  their 
way.  When  the  Spaniards  penetrated 
into  Georgia,  half  a  dozen  Indians,  who 
joined  the  Englilh  forces  later  than  the  reft 
of  their  countrymen,  being  reproached  for 
not  having  bloodied  themfelves  (in  their 
own  phrafeology)  pallid  into  the  Spanilh 
camp,  got  in  the  night  to  the  enemy’s  head 
quarters  which  were  in  an  Englilh  houfe, 
fired  into  the  room  where  their  principal 
officers  were  fitting,  killed  and  wounded 
feme  of  them  ;  and  had  the  luck  to  el- 
cape  back  again  unhurt  to  their  Britilh 
allies. 

The  Indians  take  the  field  (or  to  fpeak 
locally,  take  the  .wood)  in  fmall  numbers  ; 
and  choofe  to  return  home  when  they  have 
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expended  the  war  diet  (their  gladiatorial 
coliphia)  that  they  carry  out  with  them  ; 
they  fire  fingly,  and  flee  while  they  load’ 
again  :  the  important  ufe  they  are  of 
to  our  troops,  when  they  join  them, 
confifts  in  their  knowledge  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  and  in  their  detefting  and  dreffing  of 
ambufhes.  Thefe  heroes  adorn  and  paint 
themfelves  as  much  at  leaft,  though  not 
quite  in  fo  much  tafte,  as  the  Afiatics  ;  and 
have  always  in  the  Sarcina  Belli  that  Specu¬ 
lum,  which,  even  in  luxurious  times, 
brought  fuch  violent  exclamations  from  a 
Roman  fatirift,  who  furely  did  not  recol- 
ledl  that  male  finery  is  probably  of  military 
inftitution,  that  Achilles  is  reprefented  by 
Homer  as  the  heft  dreft  man  in  the  two 
armies,  and  that  Hercules  himfelf  wore  his 
lion  fur  for  ornament  doubtlefs  as  well  as 
defence. 

The  primitive  Indians  inverted  them¬ 
felves  wiih  fkins  in  cold  weather,  and  mofs 
in  hot  ;  but  we  have  now,  much  to  our 
emolument,  covered  them  with  blankets, 
almort  as  elegantly  as  were  the  Romans; 
fo  that  they  are  equally  with  them,  gens 
togata,  though  not  equally  rerum  domini. 
Their  hair,  naturally  black  and  long,  the 
different  tribes,  cut  into  various  charac- 
teriftic  ffiapes:  they  paint  their  faces,  in  a 
grotefque  manner,  with  vermilion  and  other 
colours  ;  and  the  men,  by  means  of  a  pre¬ 
ternatural  elongation  of  the  exterior  car¬ 
tilage  of  the  concha  of  the  ear,  which 
they  ftuff  with  fhells,  birds  heads,  and 
baubles,  flaunt  in  mod  magnificent  and 
enviable  ear-vings,  that  happy  ornament 
which  is  equally  the  favourite  of  the  civi¬ 
lized  and  the  barbarian,  of  the  rough  war¬ 
rior  and  the  fine  lady,  and  gives  unne- 
ceffary  luftre  to  the  neck  of  a  Hendric  and 
a  Coventry.  But  thefe  people  differ  widely 
from  the  reft  of  mankind,  in  that  they 
divert  their  women,  by  an  unheard  of 
fumptuary,  of  the  ornaments  of  drefs,  and 
then  felf-appropriate  them  :  a  young  man, 
among  the  Indians,  is  dreffed  with  vifible 
attention  ;  a  warrior  is  accomode,  painted, 
ear-ringed,  in  a  word,  a  furious  beau  ; 
and  a  woman,  the  European,  the  Afiatic, 
the  African  doll, 

(Sidonian  pidto  chlamydem  circundata 
limbo; 

Cui  pharetra  ex  auro,  crines  nodantur  in 
aurum, 

Aurea  purpuream  fubneflit  fibula  veftem  :) 
is  with  them  a  neglefted  fquat  animal, 
whofe  hair  is  ftroked  over  thofe  handfome 
eyes  it  dare  not  lift  up,  and  who  feldom 
makes  any  ufe  of  its  afpen  tongue,  and 
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when  it  does  is  fcarcely  loud  enough  to  bo 
heard.  When  we  reproach  the  Indians  on 
this  head,  they  point  to  their  animated 
woods,  and  tell  us,  “  That  they  fee  not 
whence  we  picked  up  a  contrary  doc- 
“  tr‘ne>  but  that  they  have  learnt  their 
“  lefton  from  whatever  moves  around 
“  them,  from  the  birds  and  the  hearts, 
whofe  males  are  lavifhly  adorned  in 
“  denudation  of  their  females,  from  the 
“  plcmage  of  the  turky-cock,  and  the  or- 
“  nament-ioaded  head  of  the  flag.”  And 
truely  on  an  accurate  and  impartial  furvey 
of  animals,  you  will  find  this  odd  Indian 
difeovery,  fir,  fupported  by  more  fa&s 
than  one  would  at  firft  fufpeft ;  for  among 
birds  itisfo  undoubtedly,  almort  without 
an  exception,  from  the  peacock  to  the 
cock-fparrow ;  and  the  lion,  the  bull,  the 
ftone-horfe,  are  among  innumerable  its 
evidences  with  hearts ;  with  fiih  indeed  it 
is  far  from  being  obvious  ;  and  with  fome 
infers,  as  bees,  and  fpiders,  it  is  appa¬ 
rently  inverted  in  favour  of  the  female: 
yet  of  hair,  the  only  ornament  nature  has 
vouchfafed  to  beftow  on  the  human  fpecies, 
men  have  certainly  a  much  larger  fliare 
than  women.  Nor  will  the  ufe  of  this 
phenomenon  be  difficult  to  be  affigned  by 
the  final  philofophers,  who  will  allow  it 
probable,  that  extraordinary  natural  orna¬ 
ment  may  be  largeffed  to  one  fex  of  a  fpe¬ 
cies  as  an  incentive  to  the  appetite  of  ge¬ 
neration  in  the  other :  more  efpeciaily  if 
the  females  in  general  appear  to  be  com¬ 
paratively  deficient  in  this  appetite :  and 
it  will  be  a  crucial  experiment  to  obferve 
with  precifion,  whether  the  degrees  of  or¬ 
nament  in  the  males,  and  of  the  deficiency 
in  the  females,  are  proportionate,  or  the 
ornament  redundant  in  the  fame  propor¬ 
tion  as  the  appetite  is  weak  ;  certainly  the 
males  of  thechafte  monogamous  doves  and 
fwans  are  hardly  diftingujffiable ;  while 
the  fuperb  and  libidinous  cocks  and  pea¬ 
cocks  feem  of  a  different  fpecies  from  their 
ferail  of  prudiffi  unadorned  hens  :  the  fong 
of  birds  too  muft  be  confidered  as  mere 
ornament  ;  (for  it  will  be  very  difficult  to 
affign  its  ufe  ;')  and  this  is  again  lavifhed 
on  the  males,  and  almort:  denied  the  fe¬ 
males  :  let  me  add,  that  the  feathered  he’s 
appear  to  be  in  the  fecret,  and  in  court- 
fhip  palpably  employ  the  oftentatious  ex- 
panfion  of  their  gaudy  plumes,  and  the 
melodious  induftry  of  their  warbling 
throats.  \i>

^  E  great  Bacon  opines,  that 
^  T  ^  love  is  the  firft  of  human 
W  V  P'ea^ures  >  and  intoxication 
the  fecond ;  the  former  of 
which  pofitions  feems  lefs  controver¬ 
tible  than  the  laft,  even  in  thofe  coun¬ 
tries  where  to  the  pleafing  ftupefaftion, 
and  joyous  elevation,  effected  by  thong 
liquors,  the  delights  of  friendmip  and 
free  converfation  are  fuperadded.  The 
produ&ion  of  the  means  of  ebriety  is  in¬ 
deed  very  artificial ;  yet  is  it  not  there¬ 
fore  to  be  accounted  an  unnatural  appe¬ 
tite,  no  more  than  that  of  the  reptile 
fnake  for  aerial  birds ;  and  lefs  fo  furely 
than  that  of  dread-water  cats  for  fifh  ; 
and  we  practically  find,  that  fcarcely  has 
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a  people  exifted  without  procuring  fome 
fuccedaneum  to  wine;  as  Tacitus  ob- 
ferves  (very  emphatically  I  think)  of 
the  Germans,  that  they  had,  “  potui 
humor  ex  ordio  aut  frumento  in  quan- 
damfimilitudinem  vini  corruptus.”  (Sedt. 
2}.)  You  may  pleafe  to  recoiled!,  fir, 
that  I  never  joined  the  late  general  out¬ 
cry  againft  fpirituous  liquors  :  becaufe 
I  have  known  (and  fo  have  half  the 
(helves  in  the  apothecary’s  (hops  too) 
many  good  effedts  from  a  judicious  em¬ 
ployment  of  them,  and  owe  myfelf  my 
limbs,  if  not  my  life,  to  a  very  free  uie 
of  them  during  a  fnow-llorm  of  near 
eight  days,  that  I  met  with  in  the  nor¬ 
thern  latitudes  ;  and  becaufe  I  can’t  think 
the  fuppofed  proof  of  their  malignancy 
fairly  deduced.  For  experiments  made 
on  dead  flefh  out  of  the  ftomach  bear 
little  analogy  to  what  paffes  in  the 
“  dudtus  alimentalis”  of  a  living  ani¬ 
mal  ;  where  even  the  potent  poilons  of 
the  ferpentine  fpecies,  which  mortally 
affedt  the  nerves  in  an  inftant  from  widr- 
out,  may  be  fo  diluted  and  altered  as 
to  become  but  little  noxious ;  fudtion 
being  the  beft  fpecific  for  till  envenomed 
wounds  ;  though  I  wou’d  always  recom¬ 
mend  previously  guarding  the  mouth 
with  oil,  and  (pitting  out  the  poifon 
immediately  :  which  precaution  would, 
I  believe,  render  the  operation  wholly 
innocent. 

The  Indians  of  North- America  diffent 
from  the  philofophy  of  Bacon,  and 
hold  intoxication  to  be  the  greateft  of 
all  pleafures  ;  this  they  fo  honeftly  con- 
fefs,  that  when  the  portion  of  allotted 
or  procured  liquor  appears  to  them  in- 
fufficient  to  inebriate  their  whole  com¬ 
pany,  they  fagely  agree  among  them-' 
(elves  to  debar  from  any  fhare  in  it 
•a  neceflary  number,  who  acquiefce  ac¬ 
cordingly,  and  entitle  themfelves  there¬ 
by  to  fure  uncontroverted  drunkennefs 
the  next  opportunity.  I  remember  when 
I  was  once  of  a  committee  that  gave  au¬ 
dience  to  a  party  of  friendly  Indians 
who  came  down  to  vift  us,  that,  upon 
fettling  their  daily  allowance  for  the 
time  they  were  to  day  with  us,  they 
made  a  demand  of  half  a  pound  of 
rice,  a  pound  of  beef,  and  two  quarts 
of  rum,  per  man ;  which  made  me 
laugh,  and  did  not  fail  to  bring  Fal- 
ftaff  s  reckoning  to  m.nd  ;  and  an  Indian 
profelyte,  who  had  been  admitted  (radii y 
enough  perhaps)  to  a  participation  of 
the  enriftian  myfteries,  being  asked 
what  he  thought  of  the  holy  rite, 
had  no  tiling  to  anfwer,  but  that  he 
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fhould  have  liked  it  better  had  they 
given  him  rum.  And  I  mull  fay  (with 
ibrrow)  that  I  have  never,  myielt,  re¬ 
marked  an  Indian  to  have  a  properer  in¬ 
ducement  to  proteftantifm  than  his 
paffion  for  fpirituous  liquors  ;  the  initia¬ 
tion  into  our  firil  facrament  being  made 
an  affair  of  jollity  (as  the  apoftle  Paul 
reproaches  the  Corinthian  church  with 
abiding  of  the  fecond)  wherein  the  adult 
infant  largely  partakes  ;  and  thofe  of 
our  miffionaries  who  baptize  in  water 
having  little  practice,  while  fuch  as 
chriften  in  punch  meet  with  good  fuc- 
cefs,  but  thofe  who  do  in  (heer  rum 
have  the  greateft  of  all.  Our  Indiaa 
traders  prevent,  in  a  good  meafure,  by 
plentifully  diluting  their  (pints  wfth 
water  (in  a  charitable  and  pious  inten¬ 
tion,  to  be  fure)  the  ravage  this  pro- 
penfity  of  the  favages  might  make 
among  them ;  and  which,  as  it  is  af- 
furedly  our  bidinefs  to  thin  their  con¬ 
tinent  of  them,-  in  order  to  make  room 
for  ourfelves,  were  we  to  take  the  word 
of  a  mafter  in  politics,  we  (hould  in- 
duftrioufly  promote  ;  for  Tacitus,  hav¬ 
ing  noticed  the  intemperate  fondnefs  of 
the  Germans  for  wine,  remarks  thereon, 
“  Si  indulleris  ebrietati  fuggerendo  quan- 
“  turn  concupifcunt,  baud  minus  facile 
“  vitiis,  quam  armis,  vincentur.”  (SedL 

23.) . 

Animals  in  general  defire  to  copulate, 
not  to  propagate  ;  but  our  Indians  feem 
to  reverfe  this  maxim,  by  their  coid 
negligent  treatment  of  their  wives  on 
all  occalions,  notwithftanding  their  ex- 
cefiive  love  for  their  offspring,  which 
predominates  to  fuch  a  degree  with, 
them,  as  to  replace  their  loft  children 
by  the  adoption  of  captive  enemies,  the 
whites  not  excepted  :  their  women  are 
confequently  very  prone  to  European 
attachments,  where  diey  are  agreeably 
furprifed  with  an  indulgence  and  dal¬ 
liance  which  the  fex  are  fonder  of  than 
even  of  enjoyment  itfelf.  The  favage 
girls  before  marriage  are  mercenarily 
free  of  their  perfons ;  for  the  Indians, 
whether  wifely  or  carcleily  I  know  not 
“  (quserere  diftuli,  nec  feire  fas  eft 
“  omnia)”  make  no  buftle  about,  much 
lefs  have  any  eftablifhed  or  fuppofed 
teft  of,  virginity  ;  a  criterion  which  cer¬ 
tainly,  from  the  different  make  of  wo¬ 
men,  muff  be  very  faliblle,  by  which 
the  guilty  will  take  care  never  to  be 
detected,  and  from  which  the  innocent 
may  fometimes  fuffer.  But  if  the  cop¬ 
per  laffes  play  thefe  Dutch  tricks  while 
Single,  they,  “  en  revenche,”  when  once 

they 
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they  have  di-pofiid  of  themfclvcs,  be-  yto  perfecute  and  hunt  down  fuch  among 
have  as  well  as  the  Dutch  wives,  with  b  them  as  ficknefs,  old  age,  or  accident, 
exemplary  conjugal  fidelity.  An  offi¬ 
cer  of  diltmction  with  general  Braddock 
having  contracted  with  a  pretty  Indian 
girl  an  engagement,  which  ihe  conlider- 
cd .  as  matrimonial,  though  he  did  no¬ 
thing  lels  ;  and  having  promised  her 
laft  favour  to  an  intimate,  after  he 
had  often  tried  in  vain  perfuafiort,  and 
<once  narrowly  efcaped  let! ling  by  her  in 
-eJ laying  violence,  was  at  lait  forced,  ©n 
this  ftratagem  to  cuckold  himfelf :  he 
placed  his  friend  under  the  bed,  in 
which  he  was  himfelf  with  his  obftirate 
fpoule  ;  and  pretending  to  fall  out  of  it 
■by  accident,  changed  places  with  him  : 
and  thus  ingenioully  triumphed  over  the 
virtue  of  the  innocent  fquah.

In  this  ncgledt  of  their  women  the  In¬ 
dians  differ  from  the  generality  of  na¬ 
tions,  and  wholly  from  the  aboriginal 
'Germans,  of  whom  Tacitus  fays,  “  in- 
**  effe  (femicis)  l'mctum  illiquid  &  pro- 
**  vidirm  putanr ;  nec  aut  conlilia  carum 
“  afpernantur,  aut  refponfa  negligent  : 

41  vidimus  fub-div©  Vefpafiano  vclledara 
diu  ar  id  plercfquc  numinis  loco  habi- 
“  tarn  :  fed  Sc  dim  auriniam  &  complu-

priied,  fir,  at  the  Indians  not  marefeft- 
>ng  a  proper  cordiality  for  their  wives, 
w  ien  I  fhail  have  informed  you  that 
they  are  obifinately  guilty  of  the  fin  of 
jo  >erafly ;  and  my  Cherokee  miffionary 
tells  me,  that  having  once  taken  great 
pains  to  convince  an  intelligent  lavage 
of  the  redtitude  of  punching,  evencapi-  man 
tiily,  fuch  crimes,  the  Indian  infiited 
not  with  Handing  to  the  laft,  that  putting 
a  man  to  death  for  pederafty  W23  like 
putting  out  an  eye  for  fquinting. 

It  has  not  douotlefs  efcaped  your  ob- 
fei  ration,  fir,  that  the  brutes  combine 


has  vifibl-y  diftrefled  ;  and  in  this  they 
are  vicioufly  copied  by  the  Indians ; 
youth,  health,  and  vigour  are  with  thefe 
much  valued  and  relpedted ;  while  in¬ 
curable  dileafes  or  wounds  and  the  bur¬ 
then  of  years  (circumftanccs  thatftrongly 
plead  elfewhere  for  alleviation,  or  pity 
at  leaft)  are  the  obiedts  of  their  undii- 
fembled  diflike  and  ill  uiage.  There 
are  -people,  it  is  .laid,  who,  to  exempt 
their  relations  and  friends  from  the  other- 
wife  inevitable  miferies  of  old  age,  by  a 
miftaken  bindnefs  difpatch  them  ;  but 
our  lavages,  with  tenfold  cruelty,  pre- 
ferve  theirs  alive,  to  endure  the  fcorn 
and  mal-treatment  of  •tkemfelvcs  and 
others  :  paffionately  fond  as  they  are 
of  thofe  to  whom  they  give  life,  they 
fliew  but  fmall  affedtion  for  them  at 
whofe  hands  they  have  received  it ;  and 
prove  that  natural  affection  with  them 
(as  the  fee-fimple  with  the  lawyers) 
though  it  defends  to  the  offspring, 
yet  does  not  neceffarily  re-afeend  to  the 
parent.  Pope  has  given  cards  as  a  paf- 
time  to  the  veteran  females  of  civilized 
Europe,  and  Rochefoucault  more  juftly 
has  affigned  them  devotion  for  an  em¬ 
ployment  ;  one  thing,  however,  that 
alone  continues  to  make  women  fuffi- 
cientiy  neccff'ary,  and  therefore  Valuable, 
to  us  after  their  prime  occupation  is 
gone,  and  fecures  them  admittance  every 
where  (the  camp  even  not  excepted) 
but  aboard  ffiips  of  war,  is  their  having, 
politically  enough ,  appropriated  to  them- 
felves  the  fuperintendeney  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  that  ir.dilpenlible  (Economical 
article,  the  linen  :  but  an  Indian  old  wo- 
who,  by  becoming  barren,  has 
loft  the  fmall  hold  ihe  had  on  her  huf- 
ban.d’s  affedtion,  and  who  is  in  no  fhape 
neccff'ary,  and  little  ufefui  in  any,  is  a 
very  wretch  indeed.

Obfervations  concerning  the  North 
American  Indians. 

^LETTER  IV.  and  lafb  fromNoRTH- 
America,  concerning  the  Indians. 


^ON QU E S T  and purchafe 
^  being  the  means  of  ob- 
c  }>  •  taining  the  poffeflion  of 
(i*.  lands  already  in  occupan- 

cy,  we  have  hitherto  made 
ufe  of  the  land  on  the  Ame¬ 
rican  continent,  and  chofe  rather  to 
treat  its  natives  as  allies,  than  as  ene¬ 
mies  ;  which  we  the  more  readily  come 
into,  as  our  acquifitions,  tho’  very  va¬ 
luable,  coft  but  little.  For  the  ufual 
method  of  buying  a  province  is  only  to 
get  the  pot-hooks  of  a  fcore  of  Indians 
(Sachems  or  Kings  to  be  fure  on  this  oc- 
cafion)  to  a  deed  of  gift ;  after  having 
prefented  them  withfome  ftrouds,  fire¬ 
arms,  and  kettles,  and  hume&ed  them 
with  rum ;  and  thefe  potentates,  even 
when  they  underlland  the  purport  of 
their  figning,  which  is  not  perhaps  al¬ 
ways  the  cafe,  willingly  enough  transfer 
what  right  they  may  fuppol’e  themfelves 
to  have  to  the  lands  on  which  they  fo- 
journ,  in  a  country  where  there  is  ground 
enough  to  fpare.  King  Tomo  Chachi, 
whom  Mr.  Oglethorpe  brought  to  the 
F.ngliih  court,  was  an  Indian  of  a  con- 
fiderable  influence  with  a  fmall  tribe  of 
about  forty  or  fifty  families,  called  the 
Yamacraws,  who.  were  fettled  on  a  bluff 
near  where  the  town  of  Savannah  now 
Hands ;  the  myfterious  policy  of  this 
general  referred  for  the  hunting  grounds 
of  thefe  favages  all  the  feu  iflands  along 
the  coaft  of  Georgia,  after  having  in¬ 
tercepted  their  communication  with 
them-,  by  the  purchafe  of  the  interme¬ 
diate  iand,  for  above  an  hundred  miles 
in  depth.  But  if  our  original  grants  are 
cheaply  obtained,  the  manner  of  keep¬ 
ing'  the  gfanters,  and  their  fuccefl’ors, 
in  temper  by  reiterated  prefents  is  fuf- 


ficiently  expenfive  ;  and  makes'  a  con- 
fiderable  part  of  the  charges  of  our 
frontier  colonies  ;  and  it  is  pretty  plain 
after  all,  by  their  manner  of  demanding 
and  accepting  thefe  prefents,  that,  how¬ 
ever  fpecioufly  we  may  chriften  them, 
the  Indians  look  on  them  as  little  more 
than  exadted  tribute.  Few  of  our  pro¬ 
vincial  governments  indeed  reap  all  the 
advantage  they  might  from  their  fur- 
rounding  Indians,  or  adt  with  refpedt  to 
them  fyftematically ;  (unlefs  negledting 
them  when  quiet,  and  prelenting  them 
when  unruly,  may  be  called  a  lyftem) 
though  every  generation  of  thefe  fa¬ 
vages  appears  to  refine  the  policy  of 
their  condudt  toward  the  Europeans  : 
the  father  of  the  late  Malatchee,  an 
Indian  chief  of  fuch  authority  among 
the  Lower  Creeks  as  to  be  mifcalled  by 
us  their  emperor,  gave  as  his  laft  advice 
to  his  three  Ions,  that  they  fhould  each 
of  them,  without  coming  to  a  difagree- 
ment  among  themfelves,  cultivate  a  fe- 
parate  intereft  with  the  Englifh,  French, 
and  Spaniards  ;  the  contending  powers 
of  Europe  about  them  :  emperor  Malat¬ 
chee,  who  furvived  his  brothers,  found 
out  the  way,  by  trimming  occafionally, 
to  adt  alone  the  parts  of  all  three  ;  and 
it  failed  not  to  turn  to  his  account .  A 
governor  of  one  of  the  moil  confider- 
able  northern  provinces  allured  me  once, 
that  liis  government  perfedtly-  under- 
ftood  the  management  of  the  circumja¬ 
cent  favages,  and  had  formed  an  In¬ 
dian  fyftem  ;  a  very  fallible  one  it 
feems,  for  in  about  a  year  afterwards 
that  colony  loft  entirely  the  fr.tendfhip 
of  the  many  powerful  Indian  neigh¬ 
bours,  who  threw  themfelves  wholly 
into  the  French  alliance. 

Without  doubt  you  muft  hav  heard, 
fir,  of  the  rhetoric  of  the  Indians ; 
and  feen  many  of  their  pretenoed  ora¬ 
tions  :  but  be  not  amazed  when  !  affirm, 
that  they  are  not,  nor  can  be,  eloquent, 
for  their  ideas  are  few',  nor  are 
they  poffeft  of  curiofity  enouga  much 
to  encreafe  them  ;  and  their  language  is 
unpleafingly  guttural,  and  extraordi¬ 
narily  barren  ;  they  ufing  one  word  for 
a  genus,  of  which  they  explain  the 
feveral  fpecies  by  different  geftures ; 
the  Indians,  for  example,  have  one 
term  for  iron  in  general ;  and  if  they 
fpeak  of  a  hook,  they  will  fay  that 
word  and  at  the  lame  time  crook  one 
of  their  fingers  ;  if  they  fhould  want  to 
mention  a  fpit,  they  would  point  a  fin¬ 
ger  out  ftrait,  andifamafs,  they  clutch 
one  or  both  of  their  fills.  This  of  ne-

cefTity  throws  the  Indians  into  that  vehe- fo¬ 
ment  gefticulation,  which  is  of  a  truth 
the  parent  of  the  artificial  and  graceful 
action  that  conilitutes  a  part  of  oratory ; 
and  is  accordingly  miftaken  by  audiences 
who  are  ignorant  of  |the  matter  they 
deliver.  The  interpreters  of  their  lan¬ 
guage  too,  who  are  the  pack-horfe  men 
that  carry  the  European  goods  up  into 
the  Indian  country,  mult  be  confeffed 
to  be  mighty  incompetent  reporters  of 
eloquence  :  belides  that  the  tongue  va¬ 
ries  fomewhat  in  every  tribe-;  fo  that 
I  have  heard  two  fworn  druggermen 
(through  ignorance,  or  unfaithfulnefs, 
or  both)  give  a  very  oppofite  account 
of  the  meaning  of  the  fame  Indian  ha¬ 
rangue.  Poetry  (without  fome  fpecies 
of  which  I  believe  no  people  ever  yet 
exifted)  I  am  tdld  thefe  favages  have ; 
and  that  it,  for  the  moft  part,  confifts 
of  hiflorical  fongs  relative  to  martial 
tranfaftions  :  but  the  poem  I  have  now 
before  me  is  of  a  moral  turn  ;  it  is  the 
complaint  of  an  old  Indian,  and  (if  the 
tranflator  may  be  trailed)  its  fentiments 
and  expreflions  are  not  unpoetical :  he 
obferves,  “  that  in  the  days  of  his  hap¬ 
py  youth  he  was  loved  and  feared  by 
all ;  that  he  could  tomohawk  his  ene¬ 
my,  and  could  not  mifs  his  game ;  that 
every  river  was  then  an  inn  to  him,  and 
every  fquah  he  met  a  wife :  but  that 
now  he  was  grown  old,  every  one,  he 
£new  not  why,  hated  andfcomed  him ; 
that  the  deer  bounded  away  from  his 
ineffectual  aim,  and  the  girls  covered 
themfelves,  if  at  any  time  he  approach¬ 
ed  them;  nor  might  he  any  longer 
paint  to  deck  the  glorious  file  of  war 
and  he  concluded  with  ardently  wilhing, 
“  that  either  nature  had  never  difclofed 
him,  or  had  gifted  him  with  that  power 
of  renovation  which  was  fo  improperly 
lavifhed  on  the  pernicious  fnake.” 

Thus  upon  the  whole  you  fee,  fir, 
that  the  Indians  of  North  America  live 
in  a  Hate  of  nature ;  nor  are  the  inno¬ 
vations  that  the  Europeans  have  intro¬ 
duced  among  them  very  great ;  for  we 
have  done  little  more  than  imparted  to 
them  the  luxuries  of  blankets  and  ket¬ 
tles,  and  fumiihed  them  with  fire-arms 
and  the  means  of  intoxication  ;  that  our 
trade  might  have  the  advantage  of  fup- 
plying  thefe  factitious  wants,  in  return 
for  thofe  furrs  and  skins  which  were 
before  almolt  ufelefs  to  the  favages. 
And  to  do  them  full  juftice,  I  am  to 
acquaint  you,  that  thele  people  poflefs 
the  bleffings  of  eafe  and  freedom  in  a 
rery  eminent  degree ;  fo  that,  not  only 


'our  outlaws  and  vagrants,  but  even  fome 
of  the  out-fettlers  and  lower  traders 
fometimes  defert  our  fociety,  and  natu¬ 
ralize  themfelves  among  the  Indians. 
For  their  wants,  of  which  nutrition  is 
the  main,  are  fatisfied  without  much 
labour  or  care  in  a  thinly-inhabited 
country,  where  the  birds  fly  againfl: 
your  fhot,  and  the  fifh  joftle  for  your 
hook;  and  liberty  cannot  be  better 
eftablifhed  than  with  thofe  who  are  ab- 
folute  in  private,  and  in  public  rather 
perfuaded  than  commanded ;  excepting 
only  among  a  free  fenlible  people,  that 
are  governed  by  equitable  laws  of  their 
own  making.  Yet  thofe  Indians  are 
notwithllanding  they  who  have  cured 
me  of  many  prejudices  that  I  had 
formed  againfl:  civilifed  or  artificial  life, 
and  in  favour  of  the  unartificial  or  na-  - 
tural  one :  for  furely  there  can  be  no 
hefitation  about  the  preference  of  the 
European  fcavoir-vivre  to  the  Ameri¬ 
can.  Is  not  indeed  the  difference  im- 
menfe  between  the  ranging  of  the 
woods  for  cafual  prey,  the  intemperate 
gorging  and  drunkennefs  of  the  In¬ 
dians,  their  joylefs  propagation,  and 
homicidal  warfare ;  and  the  tafteful 
amulements  of  Europe,  the  delicious 
feafls  and  focial  cups,  the  tranfports  of 
love,  and  glorious  atchievements  of  be¬ 
nevolent  ambition  ?  Not  to  mention 
(what  alone  is  decilive)  the  godlike  pur- 
fuit  and  attainment  ofknowlege,  by  the 
opportunities  that  civil  fociety  affords 
for  the  exertion  of  thofe  intellectual 
faculties  which  thefe  poor  favages  neither 
improve  nor  enjoy.  The  vices  too  of 
thefe  uncorrupted  mortals,  if  lefs  nu¬ 
merous,  are  not  lefs  atrocious  than  our 
own;  but  their  virtues  are  much  fewer, 
nor  rife  by  any  means  to  equal  heights. 
And  juft  fuch  as  thefe  are  the  aboriginal 
Germans  defcribed  to  be  by  Tacitus  : 

“  Quotiens  bella  non  ineunt,  non  mul- 
tum  venatibus,  plus  per  otium  tranfi- 
gunt,  dediti  fomno  ciboque  :  fortiflimus 
quifque  ac  bellicoiiflimus  nihil  agens, 
delegata  domus  et  penatium  &  agrorum 
cura  feminis  fenibufque  et  infirmiflimo 
cuique  ex  familia,  ipfi  hebent;  mira 
diverfitate  naturse,  cum  iidem  homines 
fie  ament  inertiam,  &  oderint  quietem.” 
SeCt.  ij.  Yet  this  is  the  life  of  which 
not  only  poets,  but  hiftorians  andphilo- 
fophers,  have  fabled  fo  advantageoully : 

“  Ante  (enim)  fceptram  DiClari  regis, 
et  ante 

“  Impia  quam  cells  gens  eft  epulata 
ju  vends, 

*  “  Aureus' 
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the  renewal  of  a  life  of  affluence  and 

honour,  even  amidll:  the  degenerate  I  am  Sir  &c 
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Courteous  Reader, 

4?’T,*f'44?HAVE  heard  that  nothing  gives 
^  an  author  fo  great  pleafure,  as  to 

»t-  -*•  find  his  works  refpedffully  quoted 

by  other  learned  authors.  This 
pleafure  I  have  feldom  enjoyed  ;  for  tho’  I 
have  been,  if  I  may  fay  it  without  vanity, 
an  eminent  Author  (of  Almanacs)  annually 
now  a  full  quarter  of  a  century,  my  bro¬ 
ther  authors  in  the  fame  way,  for  what  rea- 
fon  1  know  not,  have  ever  been  very  fpa- 
ring  in  their  applaufes ;  and  no  other  au¬ 
thor  has  taken  the  leaft  notice  of  me,  fo 
that  did  not  my  writings  produce  me  fome 
folid  Pudding,  the  great  deficiency  of  Praife 
would  have  quite  difcouraged  me. 

I  concluded  at  length,  that  the  people  were 
the  beft  judges  of  my  merit  ;  for  they  buy 
my  works  ;  and  befides,  in  my  rambles, 
where  I  am  not  perfonally  known,  I  have 
frequently  heard  one  or  other  of  my  adage* 
repeated,  with,  as  poor  Richard  fays,  at 
the  end  on’t ;  this  gave  me  fome  fatisfac- 
tion,  as  it  Ihovved  not  only  that  my  inftruc- 
tions  were  regarded,  but  difcovered  like- 
wife  fome  refpeil  for  my  authority  j  and  I 
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own,  that  to  encourage  the  praftice  of  re- 
membring  and  repeating  thofe  wife  fenten- 
ces,  I  have  fometirnes  quoted  myfelf  with 
great  gravity. 

Judge  then  how  much  I  mud  have  been 
gratified  by  an  incident  I  am  going  to  relate 
to  you.  I  ftopt  my  horfe  lately  where  a 
great  number  of  people  were  colleded  at  a 
vendue  of  merchant’s  goods.  The  hour  of 
fale  not  being  come,  they  were  converfing 
on  the  badnefs  of  the  times,  and  one  of  the 
company  called  to  a  plain  clean  old  man, 
with  white  locks,  ‘  Pray,  father  Abraham, 

*  what  think  you  of  the  times  ?  Won’t  thefe 
‘  heavy  taxes  quite  ruin  the  country  ?  How 

*  fhall  we  be  ever  able  to  pay  them  ?  What 

*  would  you  advife  us  to  ?  ’  —  Father  Abra¬ 
ham  flood  up,  and  replied,  ‘  If  you'd  have 

*  my  advice,  I’ll  give  it  you  in  fhort,  fora 

*  word  to  the  wife  is  enough,  and  many 

*  words  won’t  fill  a  bufhel,’  as  poor  Ri¬ 
chard  fays.  They  joined  in  defiring  him 
to  fpeak  his  mind,  and  gathering  round 
him,  he  proceeded  as  follows  : 

Friends,  fays  he,  and  neighbours,  the 
taxes  are  indeed  very  heavy,  and  if  thofe 
laid  on  by  the  government  were  the  only 
ones  we  had  to  pay,  we  might  more  eafi- 
Jy  difcharge  them ;  but  we  have  many 
others,  and  much  more  grievous  to  fome 
of  us.  We  are  taxed  twice  as  much  by 
our  Idlenefs,  three  times  as  much  by  our 
Pride,  and  four  times  as  much  by  our 
Folly,  and  from  thefe  taxes  the  commif- 
fioners  cannot  cafe  or  deliver  us  by  al¬ 
lowing  an  abatement.  However,  let  us 
hearken  to  good  advice,  and  fomething 
may  be  done  for  us  j  ’  God  helps  them 
‘  that  help  themfelves,’  as  poor  Richard 
fays,  in  his  Almanack  of  1733.’ 

It  would  be  thought  a  hard  government 
that  fhould  tax  its  people  one  tenth  part  of 
their  Time,  to  be  employed  in  its  fervice. 
But  Idl  nets  taxes  many  of  us  much  more,  if 
we  reckon  all  that  is  fpent  in  abfolute  Sloth, 
or  doing  of  nothing,  with  that  which  is  fpent 
in  idle  employments  or  amufements,  that  a- 
mount  to  nothing.  Sloth,  by  bringing  on 
d.feafes,  abfolutely  fhortens  life.  ‘  Sloth, 

*  like  rufl,  confumes  fader  than  labour 
‘  wears,  while  the  ufed  key  is  always 
‘  bright,’  as  poor  Richard  fays.  But  doft 
‘  thou  love  life,  then  do  not  fquander  time, 

*  for  that’s  the  duff  life  is  made  of,’  as  poor 

*  Richard  fays.  —  How  much  more  than  is 
neceflary  do  we  fpend  in  deep!  forgetting 
that  ‘  the  deeping  fox  catches  no  poultry, 

‘  and  that  there  will  be  fleeping  enough  in  the 

*  grave,’  as  poor  Richard  fays.  ‘  If  time  be 
4  of  all  things  the  mod  precious,  wading 
‘  time  mull  be,  as  poor  Richard  fays,  the 
4  greateft  prodigality,’  fince  as  he  elfevvhere 
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tells  us,  c  Loft  time  is  never  found  again  j 
‘  and  what  we  call  time-enough,  always 
‘  proves  little  enough  :’  Let  us  then  up  and 
be  doing,  and  doing  to  the  purpofe  ;  fo  by 
diligence  fhall  we  do  more  with  lefs  per¬ 
plexity.  ‘  Sloth  makes  all  things  difficult,  but 
‘  induftry  alleafy,*  as  poor  Richard  fays;  and 
‘  He  that  rifeth  late,  muft  trot  all  day,  and 

*  fhall  fcarce  overtake  his  bufinefs  at  night. 
‘  While  lazinefs  travels  fo  flowly,  that  po- 

*  verty  foon  overtakes  him,’  as  we  read  in 
poor  Richard,  who  adds,  *  Drive  thy  bufi- 
‘  nefs,  let  not  that  drive  thee  ;  and  early 

*  to  bed,  and  early  to  rife,  makes  a  man 
‘  healthy,  wealthy  and  wife.’ 

So  what  dgnifies  wifhing  and  hoping  for 
better  times  ?  We  may  make  thefe  times 
better  if  we  beftir  ourfelves.  ‘  Induftry 

*  need  not  wiffi,’  as  poor  Richard  fays, 
‘  and  he  that  lives  upon  hope  will  die  fafl- 
‘  ing.  There  are  no  gains,  without  pains  ; 
‘  then  help  hands,  for  I  have  no  lands,’  or 
if  I  have,  they  are  fmartly  taxed.  And,  as 
poor  Richard  likewife  obferves,  ‘  He  that 

*  hath  a  trade  hath  an  eftate,  and  he  that 
4  hath  a  calling  hath  an  office  of  profit  and 
‘honour;’  but  then  the  Trade  muft  be 
worked  at,  and  the  Calling  well  followed, 
or  neither  the  Eftate,  nor  the  Office,  will 

enable  us  to  pay  our  taxes. - If  we  are  in- 

duftrious  we  fhall  never  ftarve ;  for,  as 
poor  Richard  fays,  ‘  At  the  working  man’s 
‘  houfe  hunger  looks  in,  but  dares  not  en- 
‘  ter.’  Nor  will  the  bailiff  or  the  conflable 
enter,  for  ‘  Induftry  pays  debts,  while  de- 
‘  fpair  encreafeth  them,’  fays  poor  Ri¬ 
chard. . What  though  you  have  found  no, 

treafure,  nor  lias  any  rich  relation  left  you 
a  legacy,  ‘  Diligence  is  the  mother  of  good- 
‘  luck,’  as  poor  Richard  fays,  ‘  and  God 
‘  gives  all  things  to  induftry.  Then  plough 
‘  deep,  while  fluggards  fleep,  and  you  fhall 

*  have  corn  to  fell  and  to  keep,’  fays  poor 
Dick.  Work  while  it  is  called  to  -day,  for 
you  know  not  how  much  you  may  b* 
hindered  to-morrow,  which  makes  poor 
Richaid  fay,x  One  to-day  is  worth  two  to- 
‘  morrows  ;’  and  farther,  *  Have  you  fome- 

*  what  to  do  to-morrow,  do  it  to-day.’  If 
you  were  a  fervant,  would  you  not  be  a- 
fhamed  that  a  good  mailer  fhould  catch  you 
idle  ?  Are  you  then  your  own  mailer,  ‘  be 
‘  affiamed  to  catch  yourfelf  idle,’  as  poor 
Dick  fays.  When  there  is  fo  much  to  be 
done  for  yourfelf,  your  family,  your  coun¬ 
try,  and  your  gracious  king,  be  up  by  peep 
of  day  ;  ‘  Let  not  the  fun  look  down  and 
‘  fay,  Inglorious  here  he  lies.’  Handle 
your  tools  without  mittens ;  remember  that 
‘  the  cat  in  gloves  catches  no  mice,’  as 
poor  Richard  fays.  ’Tis  true  theie  is 
much  to  be  done,  and'  perhaps  you  are 

weak- 
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weak  handed,  but  flick -to  it  fteadily,  and 
you  will  fee  great  effedls,  for  ‘  conllant 
‘  dropping  wears  away  flones,  and  by  di- 
‘  ligence  and  patience  the  moufe  ate  into 
‘  the  cable  ;  and  little  flrokes  fell  great 
‘  oaks,’  as  poor  Richard  fays  in  his  alma¬ 
nac,  the  year  I  cannot  juft  now  remember. 

Methinks  I  hear  fome  of  you  fay,  ‘  Muft 
‘  a  man  afford  himfelf  no  leifure  ?’ —  I  will 
tell  thee,  my  friend,  what  poor  Richard 
fays,  ‘  Employ  thy  time  well  if  thou  mean- 
‘  eft  to  gain  leifure  ;  and,  fince  thou  art 
‘  not  fure  of  a  minute,  throw  not  away  an 
‘  hour.’  Leifure,  is  time  for  doing  fome- 
thing  ufeful  ;  this  leifure  the  diligent  man 
will  obtain,  but  the  lazy  man  never;  fothat, 
as  poor  Richard  fays,  ‘  A  life  of  leifure  and 
‘  a  life  of  lazinefs  are  two  things.’  Do 
you  imagine  that  (loth  will  afford  you  more 
Comfort  than  labour  ?  No,  for  as  poor  Ri¬ 
chard  fays,  ‘  Trouble  fprings  from  idlenefs, 
‘  and  grievous  toil  from  needlefs  eafe.  Ma- 
‘  ny  without  labour,  would  live  by  their 

*  wits  only,  but  they  break  for  want  of 
‘  dock.’  Whereas  induftry  gives  comfort, 
and  plenty,  and  refpedt :  ‘  Fly  pleafures, 

‘  and  they’ll  follow  you.  The  diligent 
‘  fpinner  has  a  large  drift  ;  and  now  I  have 
‘  a  (heep  and  a  cow,  every  body  bids  me 
‘  good  morrow;’  all  which  is  well  faid  by 
poor  Richard. 

But  with  our  induftry,  we  muft  like- 
wife  be  fteady,  fettled,  and  careful,  and 
overfee  our  own  affairs  with  our  own  eyes, 
and  not  truft  too  much  to  others ;  for,  as 
poor  Richard  fays, 

‘  1  never  faw  an  oft  removed  tree, 

‘  Nor  yet  an  oft  removed  family, 

‘  That  throve  fo  well  as  thofe  that  fet- 
‘  tied  be.’ 

And  again,  ‘  Three  removes  is  as  bad  as 
‘  a  fire  ;’  and  again,  ‘  Keep  thy  diop,  and 
‘  thy  (hop  will  keep  thee  ;’  and  again,  ‘  If 
‘  you  would  have  your  bufmefs  done,  go  ; 
‘  if  not,  lend.’  And  again, 

‘  He  that  by  the  plough  would  thrive, 

‘  Himfelf  rnuft  either  hold  or  drive.’ 

And  again,  ‘  The  eye  of  a  mafter  will  do 

*  more  work  than  both  his  hands  ;’  and  a- 
gain,  ‘  Want  of  care  does  us  more  damage 
‘  than  want  of  knowledge  ;’  and  again, 
‘  Not  to  overfee  workmen,  is  to  leave 
‘  them  your  purfe  open.’  Trufting  too 
much  to  others  care  is  the  ruin  of  many  ; 
.for,  as  the  Almanac  fays,  ‘  In  the  affairs 
‘  of  this  world,  men  are  faved,  not  by 
‘  faith,  but  by  the  want  of  it ;’  but  a  man’s 
own  care  is  profitable  ;  for  faith  poor  Dick, 
‘  Learning  is  to  the  ftudious,  and  riches  to 

*  the  careful,  as  well  as  ^ower  to  the  bold, 
‘  and  heaven  to  the  virtuous.’  And  farther, 
‘  If  you  would  have  a  faithful  fervant,  and 
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‘  one  that  you  like,  ferve  yourfelf.’  And 
again,  he  advileth  to  circumfpedlion  and 
care,  even  in  the  fmalleft  matters,  becaufe 
fometimes  ‘  a  littlp  pegledl  may  breed  great 
*  mifchief ;’  adding,  *  For  want  of  a  nail 
‘  the  (hoe  was  loft  ;  for  want  of  a  (hoe  the 
‘  horfe  was  loft  ;  and  for  want  of  a  horfe 
‘  the  rider  was  loft,’  being  overtaken  and 
(lain  by  the  enemy,  all  for  want  of  care 
about  a  horfe-fhoe  nail. 

So  much  for  induftry,  my  friends,  and 
attention  to  one’s  own  bufmefs  ;  but  to 
thefe  we  muft  add  Frugality,  if  we  would 
make  our  Induftry  more  certainly  fuccefs- 
ful.  A  man  may,  if  he  knows  not  how  to 
fave  as  he  gets,  ‘  keep  his  nofe  all  his 
‘  life  to  the  grindftone,’  and  die  not  worth 
a  Groat  at  iaft.  c  A  fat  kitchen  makes  a 
‘  lean  will,’  as  poor  Richard  fays  ;  and, 

‘  Many  eftates  are  fpent  in  the  getting, 

*  Since  women  for  tea  forlbok  fpinning 
.5  *  and  knitting, 

:  1  ‘  And  men  for  punch  forfookhewing  and 
‘  fplitting. 

‘  If  you  would  be  wealthy,’  fays  he,  in  a- 
nother  Almanac,  ‘  think  of  faving  as  well 
‘  as  of  getting  :  The  Indies  have  not  made 
‘  Spain  rich,  becaufe  her  outgoes  are  greater 
‘  than  her  incomes.’  Away  then  with  your 
expensive  follies,  and  you  will  not  have  fo 
much  caufe  to  complain  of  hard  times,  hea¬ 
vy  taxes,  and  chargeable  families  ;  for,  as 
poor  Dick  fays, 

‘  Women  and  wine,  game  and  deceit, 

‘  Make  the  wealth  fmall,  and  the  wants 
*  great.’ 

And  farther,  ‘  What  maintains  one  vice, 

‘  would  bring  up  two  children.’  You  may 
think  perhaps,  that  a  little  tea,  or  a  little 
punch  now  and  then,  diet  a  little  more  coft- 
ly,  clothes  a  little  finer,  and  a  little  enter¬ 
tainment  now  and  then,  can  be  no  great 
matter;  but  remember  what  poor  Richard 
fays,  ‘  Many  a  little  makes  a  mickle  ;’  and 
farther,  ‘  Beware  of  little  expeaces ;  a 
‘  fmall  leak  will  fink  a  great  (hip  ;’  and 
again,  ‘  Who  dainties  love,  fliail  beggars 
‘prove;’  and  moreover,  ‘Fools  make 
‘  feafts,  and  wife  men  eat  them.’ 

Here  you  are  all  got  together  at  this  ven¬ 
due  of  Fineries  and  Knicknacks.  You  call 
them  Goods,  but  if  you  do  not  take  care, 
they  will  prove  Evils  to  fome  of  you.  You 
expeft  they  will  be  fold  cheap,  and  perhaps 
they  may  for  lefs  than  they  coft  ;  but  if  you 
have  no  occafion  for  them,  they  muft  be 
dear  to  you.  Remember  what  poor  Ri¬ 
chard  fays,  ‘  Buy  what  thou  baft  no  need 
‘  of,  and  ere  long  thou  (halt  fell  thy  necef- 
‘  faries.*  And  again,  ‘At  a  great  penny- 
‘  vmrth  paufe  a  while :’  He  means,  that 
perhaps  the  cheapnefs  is  apparent  only,  and 
S  not 
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rot  real  ;  or  the  bargain,  by  ftraitning 
thee  in  thy  bufinefs,  may  do  thee  more 
harm  than  good.  For  in  another  place  he 
fays,  ‘  Many  have  been  ruined  by  buying 
4  good  pennyworths.’  Again,  poor  Ri¬ 
chard  fays,  ‘  ’Tis  foolilh  to  lay  out  money 
‘  in  a  purchafs  of  repentance  and  yet  this 
folly  is  pradHfed  every  day  at  vendues,  for 
want  of  minding  the  Almanac.  ‘  Wife 
‘  men,’  as  poor  Dick  fays,  4  learn  by  others 
4  harms,  fools  fcarcely  by  their  own  ;  but, 

*  felix  quern  faciunt  aliena  pericula  cau- 
‘  turn.’  Many  a  one  for  the  fake  of  finery 
on  the  back,  have  gone  with  a  hungry  bel¬ 
ly,  and  half  flarved  their  families  ;  4  Silks 
4  and  fattins,  fcarlet  and  velvets,’  as  poor 
Richard  fays,  ‘  put  out  the  kitchen  fire.’ 
Thefe  are  not  the  Necelfaries  of  life  ;  they 
can  fcarcely  be  called  the  Conveniences, 
and  yet  only  becaufe  they  look  pretty,  how 
many  want  to  have  them  ?  The  artificial 
wants  of  mankind  thus  become  more  nu¬ 
merous  than  the  natural  ;  and,  as  poor  Dick 
fays,  ‘  For  one  poor  perfon,  there  are  an 
4  hundred  indigent.’  By  thefe,  and  other 
extravagancies,  file  genteel  are  reduced  to 
poverty,  and  forced  to  borrow  of  thofe 
whom  they  formerly  defpifed,  but  who 
through  Induftry  and  Frugality  have  main¬ 
tained  their  Handing  ;  in  which  cafe  it  ap¬ 
pears  plainly,  that  a  4  ploughman  on  his 
4  legs  is  higher  than  a  gentleman  on  his 
‘  knees,’  as  poor  Richard  fays.  Perhaps 
they  have  had  a  fmall  eftate  left  them  which 
they  knew  not  the  getting  of ;  they  think 
‘  ’tis  day,  and  will  never  be  night ;’  that  a 
little  to  be  fpent  out  of  fo  much,  is  not 
worth  minding ;  4  (a  child  and  a  fool,  as 
poor  Richard  fays,  ‘  imagine  twenty  fhil- 
‘  ling,  and  twenty  yeats  can  never  be  fpent) 

‘  bu“,  always  taking  out  of  the  meal-tub, 
4  and  never  putting  in,  foon  comes  to  the 
‘  bottom  ;’  then,  as  poor  Dick  fays,  ‘  When 
1  the  well  is  dry,  they  know  the  worth 
‘  of  water.’  But  this  they  might  have 
known  before,  if  they  had  taken  his  advice: 

•  ]f  you  uould  know  the  value  of  money, 
'  go  and  try  to  borrow  feme  ;  for,  he  that 
4  goes  a  borrowing  goes  a  forrowing  ;’  and 
indeed  fo  does  he  that  lends  to  fuch  people, 
when  he  goes  to  get  it  in  again. --Poor  Dick 
farther  advifes,  and  fays, 

‘  Fond  pride  of  drefs,  is  fure  a  very  curfe; 

«  E’er  fancy  you  confult,  confult  your 
4  purfe.’ 

And  again,  *  Pride  is  as  loud  a  beggar  as 
4.  want,  and  a  great  deal  more  faucy.' 
When  you  have  bought  one  fine  thing  you 
muft  buy  ten  more,  that  your  appearance 
may  be  all  of  a  piece  ;  but  poor  Dick  fays, 
4  ’Tis  eafier  to  fupprefs  the  firft  defire,  than 
4  to  falisfy  all  that  follows  it.’  And  ’tis  as 


truly  folly  for  the  poor  to  ape  the  rich,  as 
the  frog  to  fvvell,  in  order  to  equal  the  Ox. 

*  Great  eftates  may  venture  more, 

‘  But  little  boats  fhould  keep  near  fhore.’ 
’Tis  however  a  folly  foon  punifhed  ;  for 
4  pride  that  dines  on  vanity  fups  on  con- 
4  tempt,’  as  poor  Richard  fays.  And  in  a- 
nother  plr.ee,  *  Pride  breakfafted  with  plen- 
‘  ty,  dined  with  poverty,  and  fupped  with 
4  infamy.’  And  after  all,  of  what  ufe  is 
this  Pride  of  Appearance,  for  which  fo 
much  is  rificed,  fo  much  is  fuffered  ?  It  can¬ 
not  promote  health,  or  eafe  pain  ;  it  makes 
no  increafe  of  merit  in  the  perfon,  it  cre¬ 
ates  envy,  it  haflens  misfortune. 

<  What  is  a  butterfly  ?  At  beft 

*  He’s  but  a  caterpillar  dreft. 

4  The  gaudy  fop’s  his  pidlure  juft, 
as  poor  Richard  fays. 

But  what  madnefs  mud  it  be  to  run  in 
Debt  for  thefe  fupcrftuities  1  We  ate  offered, 
by  the  terms  of  this  vendue.  Six  Months 
Credit  ;  and  that  perhaps  has  induced  fome 
of  us  to  attend  it,  becaufe  we  cannot  fpare 
the  ready  money,  and  hope  now  to  be  fine 
without  it.  But  ah,  think  what  you  do 
when  you  lun  in  debt;  you  give  to  ano¬ 
ther  power  over  your  liberty.  If  you  can¬ 
not  pay  at  the  time,  you  will  be  afhamed 
to  fee  your  creditor;  you  will  be  in  fear 
when  you  fpeak  to  him  ;  you  will  make 
poor  pitiful  fneaking  excufes,  and  by  de¬ 
grees  come  to  lofe  your  veracity,  and  fink 
into  the  bafe  downright  lying  ;  lor  as  poor 
Richard  fays,  4  The  fecond  vice  is  lying, 

4  the  firft  is  running  in  debt.’  And  again, 
to  the  fame  purpofe,  4  Lying  rides  upon 
4  debt’s  back.’  Whereas  a  freeborn  En* 
glifhman  ought  not  to  be  afhamed  or  afraid 
to  fee  or  fpeak  to  any  man  living.  But  po¬ 
verty  often  deprives  a  man  of  all  fpirit  and 
virtue :  4  ’Tis  hard  for  an  empty  bag  to 
4  ftand  upright,’  as  poor  Richard  truly  fays. 
What  would  you  think  of  that  prince,  or  that 
government,  who  fhould  iffue  an  edift  for¬ 
bidding  you  to  drefs  like  a  gentleman  or  a 
gentlewoman,  on  pain  of  imprifonment  or 
fervitude  ?  Would  you  not  fay,  that  you 
are  free,  have  a  right  to  drefs  as  you  pleafe, 
and  that  fucli  an  edifl  would  be  a  breach  of 
your  privileges,  and  fuch  a  government  ty¬ 
rannical  ?  And  yet  you  are  about  to  put 
yourfelf  under  that  tyranny  when  you  run 
in  debt  for  fuch  drefs  1  Your  creditor  has  au¬ 
thority  at  his  p'.cafure  to  deprive  you  of  your 
liberty,  by  confining  you  in  gaol  for  life,  or 
by  felling  you  for  a  lervant,  if  you  fhould 
not  be  able  to  pay  him.  When  you  have 
got  your  bargain,  you  may,  perhaps,  think 
little  of  payment  :  but 4  Creditors,’  poor  Ri¬ 
chard  t|lls  us,  4  have  better  memories  than 
‘debtors;’  and  in  another  place  fays. 

4  Cre- 
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*  Creditors  are  a  fuperftitious  feft,  great 

*  obferversof  fet  days  and  times.’  The  day 
comes  round  before  you  are  aware,  and  the 
demand  is  made  before  you  are  prepared  to 
fatisfy  it.  Or  if  you  bear  your  debt  in  mind, 
the  term  which  at  firft  feemed  fo  long, 
will,  as  it  leffens,  appear  extreamly  Ihort. 
Time  will  feem  to  have  added  wings  to  his 
heels  as  well  as  fhoulders.  ‘  Thofe  have  a 

*  fhort  Lent,’  faith  poor  Richard,  ‘  who  owe 
‘  money  to  be  paid  at  Eafter.’  Then  fince, 
as  he  fays,  *  The  borrower  is  a  Have  to 
‘  the  lender,  and  the  debtor  to  the  credi- 
‘  tor,’  difdain  the  chain,  preferve  your  free¬ 
dom  ;  and  maintain  your  independency  : 
be  induftrious  and  free  ;  be  frugal  and  free. 
At  prefent,  perhaps,  you  may  think  your- 
felf  in  thriving  circumllances,  and  that  you 
can  bear  a  little  extravagance  without  in¬ 
jury;  but, 

4  For  age  and  want,  fave  while  you  may; 

4  No  morning  fun  lafls  a  whole  day,’ 
as  poor  Richard  fays.  — Gain  may  be  tem¬ 
porary  and  uncertain,  but  ever  while  you 
live,  expence  is  conftant  and  certain  ;  and 
4  ’tis  eafier  to  build  two  chimneys  than  to 
4  keep  one  in  fuel,’  as  poor  Richard  fays.  So 

*  rather  goto  bedfupperlefs  than  rife  in  debt. 

4  Get  what  you  can,  and  what  you  get 
4  hold  ; 

‘  ’Tis  the  ftone  that  will  turn  all  your 
4  lead  into  gold,’ 

as  poor  Robin  fays.  And  when  you  have 
got  the  philofopher’s  llone,  fure  you  will 
no  longer  complain  of  bad  times,  or  the 
difficulty  of  paying  taxes. 

This  doftrine,  my  friends,  is  Reafon  and 
Wifdom  ;  but  after  all,  do  not  depend  too 
much  upon  your  own  Induftry,  and  Fru¬ 
gality,  and  Prudence,  though  excellent 
things,  for  they  may  all  be  blafted  without 
the  bleffing  of  heaven  ;  and  therefore  alk 
that  bleffing  humbly,  and  be  not  unchari¬ 
table  to  thofe  that  at  prefent  feem  to  want 
it,  but  comfort  and  help  them.  Kemember 
Job  fuffered,  and  was  afterwards  profperous. 

And  now  to  conclude,  ‘  Experience  keeps 
‘  a  dear  fchool,  but  fools  will  learn  in  no 
4  other,  and  fcarce  in  that ;  for  it  is  true, 

4  we  may  give  advice  but  we  cannot  give 
4  condutt,’  as  poor  Richard  fays  :  how¬ 
ever  remember  this,  ‘  They  that  won’t  be 
4  counfelled,  can’t  be  helped,’  as  poor  Ri¬ 
chard  fays  :  and  farther,  ‘  That  if  you  will 
4  not  hear  reafon,  lhe’11  furely  rap  your 
‘  knuckles.’ 

Thus  the  old  gentleman  ended  his  ha¬ 
rangue.  The  people  heard  it,  and  ap¬ 
proved  the  do&rine,  and  immediately  prac- 
tifed  the  contrary,  juft  as  if  it  had  been  a 
common  fermon  ;  for  the  vendue  opened, 
and  they  began  to  buy  extravagantly,  not- 
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Withftanding  all  his  cautions,  and  theic 
own  fear  of  taxes.  — I  found  the  good  man 
had  thoroughly  ftudied  my  Almanacs,  and 
digefted  all  I  had  dropt  on  thofe  topicks 
during  the  courfe  of  five-and-twenty  years. 
The  frequent  mention  he  made  of  me  muft 
have  tired  any  one  elfe,  but  my  vanity  was 
wonderfully  delighted  with  it,  though  I 
was  confcious  that  not  a  tenth  part  of  the 
wifdom  was  my  own  which  he  aferibed  to 
me,  but  rather  the  Gleanings  I  had  made  of 
the  fenfe  of  all  ages  and  nations.  How¬ 
ever,  I  refolved  to  be  the  better  for  the 
echo  of  it  ;  and  though  I  had  at  firft  de¬ 
termined  to  buy  fluff  for  a  new  coat,  I 
went  away  refolved  to  wear  my  old  one  a 
little  longer.  Reader,  if  thou  wilt  do  the 
fame,  thy  profit  will  be  as  great  as  mine.

The  Revolutions  of  Cape  Br  eton. 

HOUGH  neither  the  climate 
cfo  }>  nor  foil  of  Cape  Breton  is  the 
«(<§|T&>  mo(*  agreeable  to  the  Eu- 
s,  ropeans  that  refide  on  it,  yet 
the  many  druggies  for  it  be¬ 
twixt  Great  Britain  and 
trance,  fhew  that  both  nations  ever  deemed 
the  pofiefTion  of  it  to  be  of  the  utmoft  confe- 
quence.  It  appears,  that  ftnce  the  firft  difco- 
very  of  Nova  Scotia  (of  which  Cape  Breton 
was  always  reckoned  a  part)  by  Sebaftian  Ca¬ 
bot,  who  landed  here,  and  brought  off  fome 
of  the  natives  to  our  king  Henry  VII.  this 
country  has  changed  its  matters  at  lcafl  fe- 
venteen  times. . 

The  French  having  fettled  on  it  in  the 
years  1604  and  1606,  were  turned  out  cf 
it  in  16  1S,  by  fir  Samuel  Argali,  then  go¬ 
vernor  of  Virginia,  who  took  it  for  grant¬ 
ed,  that  as  the  patent  granted  to  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  company,  included  all  the  north 
continent  beyond  Florida,  it  therefore  be¬ 
longed  to  his  emplo>ers. 

In  1  fn ,,  king  Charles  I.  created  the  order 
t>f  baronets  in  Scotland,  called  tile  Knights 
of  Nova  Scotia,  to  whom  his  majefty  grant¬ 
ed  lands  there  for  them  to  cultivate.  But 
after  the  Scots  colony  had  kept  polTeflion  cf 
it  about  two  vears,  that  king,  by  his  mar* 

Vot,  I. 


riage-treaty  with  Henrietta  Maria  of  France, 
ordered  it  to  be  reftored  to  the  French. 

In  1  628,  the  faid  king  being  at  war  with 
Lewis  XIII.  granted  a  commiffion  to  fir 
William  Alexander,  afterwards  earl  of  Stir¬ 
ling,  who  fubdued  this  country  ;  and  we 
find  that  foon  after  this  the  French  acknow- 
leged  Nova  Scotia  to  be  a  Britifh  acquifi- 
tion,  by  contrafting  to  pay  the  money  for 
the  forts  they  had  conquered  here,  but  they 
(lever  paid  it;  becaufe,  in  March  1632,  a 
peace  was  made  between  England  and 
France,  by  which  king  Charles  agreed  to 
relfore  this  country  to  the  French. 

In  1654,  Oliver  Cromwell  reduced  the 
forts  of  Nova  Scotia  to  the  poffeffion  of  the 
Englifh  ;  and  although  upon  the  peace  con¬ 
cluded  next  year  with  France,  the  French 
minifler  often  demanded  reftitution  of  rhofe 
forts,  Oliver,  who  did  not  ufe  to  part  with 
any  thing  he  thought  worth  keeping,  would 
not  fuffer  his  ambaffador  in  France  to  give 
the  ieall  ear  to  their  follicitations  ;  and  he 
infilled  upon  it  by  his  treaty,  that  this 
country  was  the  ancient  inheritance  of  the 
crown  of  England  ;  by  which  word  ancient 
he  no  doubt  referred  to  Cabot’s  landing  and 
taking  feifin  of  it  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII. 
It  was  indeed  fiipulated  by  the  treaty,  that 
commifiioners  fhould  meet  For  determining 
the  controverfy  in  three  months ;  but  the 
French  commifiioners  were  never  fent,  fo 
that  the  title  of  the  Britifh  crown  to  this 
country,  remained  firm  and  juft.  It  ap¬ 
pearing  afterwards  to  the  proteftor,  that 
one  Mr.  de  la  Tour,  a  proteflant  of  the  houfe 
of  Bouillon,  had  bought  Nova  Scotia  fairly 
of  the  earl  of  Stirling,  Cromwell  cohfented 
that  he  fhould  enjoy  it.  But  he  afterwards 
fold  it  to  fir  Thomas  Temple,  who  at  the 
reftoration  was  both  proprietor  and  gover¬ 
nor.  Neverthelefs,  foon  after  this,  king 
Charles  II.  futfered  the  French  to  repolfefs 
themfelves  of  thife  country  by  the  treaty  of 
Breda  in  1667  ;  which  we  are  not  to  won¬ 
der  at,  confidering  that  he  was  a  penfioner 
of  France.  Very  rare  indeed  were  the  at¬ 
tempts  made  by  any  of  cur  mohatclis,  from 
the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth  to  the  glorious 
revolution,  for  recovering  either  the  coun¬ 
tries  or  commerce  taken  from  the  Englifh  ; 
which  is  the  more  furprifing,  becaufe  this 
fettlement  of  the  French  was  fo  near  ours 
in  New-England,  &c.  that  in  all  cafes  of 
a  rupture  it  lay  convenient  for  incommod¬ 
ing  them  ;  and  therefore  it  was  the  more 
fhameful  for  us  to  give  up  Nova  Scotia  in 
complacency  to  the  French,  2s  was  done  in 
the  reign  jufl  now  mentioned  of  Charles  II. 
a  reign  that  was  more  favourable  to  theif 
nation  than  we,  or  our  pofterity,  I  hope* 
Ihail  ever  find  another, 

N  n  n  The 
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The  French  remained  here  undiftuibed 
till  1690,  when  it  was  taken  by  a  fleet  and 
forces  from  New-England,  under  fir  Wil¬ 
liam  Phipps  its  governor,  who  placed  an 
Englilh  governor  here;  and  after  having 
taken  ar.  oath  of  allegiance  from  the  inha¬ 
bitants  to  king  William  and  queen  Mary, 
and  demolilhed  the  French  forts  on  both 
fides  of  Funda  Bay,  he  fent  the  garrifon  of 
Port-Royal  to  Canada,  and  then  returned 
to  his  neighbouring  government.  —  The 
Englilh  here,  being  about  two  thoufand, 

.  molt  of  them  proteftants,  carried  on  a  very 
beneficial  trade  with  the  natives  for  furs,  in 
which  for  a  while  they  under-fold  the 
French,  and  took  fuch  meafures  as  in  time 
were  likely  to  drive  the  latter  out  of  that 
trade. 

But  this  country  was  afterwards  given  up 
again  to  the  French  by  the  treaty  of  Ryf- 
wick  ;  though  it  is  not  to  be  underftood 
that  either  king  Charles  II.  or  king  Wil¬ 
liam  III.  gave  up  the  claims  of  the  Englifh 
to  it  by  their  (aid  treaties,  nor  did  the 
French  fo  underftand  it;  but  their  poflef- 
fion  was  only  permitted,  becaufe,  as  affairs 
were  then  circumftanced,  the  Enghfh  were 
unwilling  to  conteft  it,  and  contented  thefn- 
felves  with  their  old  title  to  this  country 
(which  the  French  now  call  Acadia)  with¬ 
out  any  endeavours  to  regain  it. 

In  1710,  it  was  taken  by  the  Englifh  un¬ 
der  colonel  Nicholfon,  who  happily  came 
hither  before  there  was  any  rumour  in 
America  of  a  change  in  the  Englifh  miniftry 
in  favour  of  France,  and  when  the  French 
garrifon  was  in  an  ill  ftate  of  defence  ,  and 
the  colonel,  on  his  return  home,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  governor  of  Nova  Scotia  and  Anna¬ 
polis  Royal,  which  was  now  the  name  for 
Port  Royal. 

The  French  king  having,  by  the  treaty  of 
Utrecht,  yielded  to  the  queen  of  England  and 
her  fucceflors  for  ever  all  Nova  Scotia,  with 
all  the  ancient  boundaries,  and  all  other 
things  in  thofe  parts,  which  depend  on 
lands  and  iflands  ;  together  with  the  domi¬ 
nion,  property,  and  poficflion  thereof,  and 
all  right  whatfoever  obtained  by  treaties  or 
otherwife,  it  was  not  doubted  but  the  re- 
ftitution  of  the  ifland  of  Cape  Breton  was 
implied  in  the  terms  of  that  article,  as  well 
as  the  reftitution  of  Nova  Scotia,  in  which 


it  was  always  included  by  the  patents  ;  bat 
though  queen  Anne,  in  her  inftrudtions  to 
the  then  duke  of  Shrewfbury,  when  he 
went  ambalfador  to  France,  declared  that 
(he  looked  upon  Cape  Breton  as  a  pait  of 
the  ancient  territory  of  Nova  Scotia,  yet  by 
the  thirteenth  article  of  the  faid  treaty  the 
Englifh  were  tricked  out  of  this  important 
place,  which  was  treacheroufly  given  up 
to  the  French,  who  were  fuffered  to  keep  it 
till  1745. 

Then  it  was  taken  by  the  New-England 
forces  under  general  Pepperel,  afiifted  by 
the  fleet  of  admiral  Warren. 

In  1748,  the  Englilh  furrendered  Cape 
Breton  again  to  the  French,  by  the  treaty 
©f  peace  at  Aix  la  Chapelle.  And, 

In  July  1758,  the  Englifh  forces,  com¬ 
manded  by  general  Amherft,  recovered  it 
from  the  French,  with  the  affiftance  of  the 
fleet  under  admiral  Bofcawen.—  May  no  fu¬ 
ture  treaty  ever  oblige  us  to  fart  again  -with  this 
valuable  fart  of  our  North- American  fojfeffons  ! 

By  our  keeping  Cape  Breton  (as  the 
Monitor-)-  obferves)  “  France  is  depriv¬ 
ed  of  the  key  to  her  North  American  trade, 
apd  of  the  means  to  infult  and  encroach 
upon  our  fettlements;  and  is  difabled  from 
ever  carrying  into  execution  the  projedl 
of  conquering  or  at  leaft  of  confining  our 
colonies  within  fuch  narrow  bounds  as  fhould 
cut  them  off  from  all  commerce  and  traffic 
with  the  Indians.  By  this  her  fifh  trade,  the 
nuifery  of  the  French  navy,  and  a  lucrative 
branch  in  their  merchandize,  is  entirely 
knocked  up,  and  all  their  expectations  from 
the  furs,  &c.  brought  down  the  river  St. 
Laurence,  almoft  as  far  back  as  I-Iudfon’sBay, 
are  made  abortive.  And  by  this,  not  only 
the  peace  of  our  plantations  imifl  be  eftab- 
lifhed,  but  the  deftrudfion  it  has  made  in 
the  French  navy,  cannot  fail  of  adding 
great  influence  towards  forcing  their  mini¬ 
ftry  to  accept  of  fuch  terms,  as  may  pre¬ 
vent  thofe  frequent  efFufions  of  blood  and 
treafure,  which  has  of  late  years  been  oc- 
cafioned  by  diverting  the  natural  ftrength 
and  method  of  making  war,  from  the  fea 
and  our  fleets,  to  numerous-  and  mercenary 
armies  by  land. 

The  conqueft  of  Cape  Breton  (continues 
the  Monitor)  has  not  only  defeated  the 
grand  defigns  of  our  enemies  againft  oftr  t 


•(■  This  paper  has  been  carried  on  with  very  unequal  (pirit.  Some  eflays  have  appeared  in  lt;

t-:ue  an d  plantationsJ-"but  crufhed  them 
fo  erfeftually,  that  they  never  more  will  be 
able  to  make  head  in  thofe  parts  agamft 
our  imereft,  This  wilf  (ecu re  and  extend 
our  fiih  trade,  and  improve  our  navigation 
to  all  the  fouthern  provinces  of  Europe, 
v/hcfe  markets  were  hitherto  ferved  with 
fcacslao  by  the  French  bankers.  -  'This 
v  til  deter  and  prevent  them  from  attempt¬ 
ing  their  intended  encroachments  upon 
O'  ■  north-weft  trade  ;  and  by  confining 
the  in.-  trade  to  Britifii  bottoms,  it  will  re¬ 
flate  to  this  ifland  the  valuable  manufafture 
c:  hats,  which  hao  been,  fir.ce  the  treaty  of 
Utrecht,  fo  induftrioufly  improved  by  the 
French,  under  the  protection  of  their  power 
upon  Cape  Breton,  that  the'y  are  already 
able  to  underfell  us  in  all  foreign  markets. 
This  will  puc  an  end  to  the  difputes  about 
the  limits  of  the  province  of  Nova  Scotia, 
and  deliver  the  other  colonies,  •  far  as 
Cape  Florida,  from  the  continual  apprehen- 
fions  of  infults  and  hoflilities  from  that 
Dunkirk  of  North  America.  And  here  the 
larger!  (hips  in  the  Britilh  navy  may  ride 
with  fafety,  if  required  in  thofe  feas  ;  and 
our  merchants  will  always  find  a  fecure 
harbour  in  time  of  diftrefs.” 


Fort  -  Cumberland,  (Chigne&o)  July 

4,  1758. 

THE  28th  of  June  at  night,  the  enemy 
carried  off  from  Mr.  Allen,  futler,  nine 
bullocks;  and  next  morning,  colonel  James 
ordered  out  lieut.  Meech  of  the  ranging  com¬ 
pany,  with  fifty-five  rangers,  in  five  whale¬ 
boats,  to  fail  up  the  river  Pithpuajack,  in  or¬ 
der  to  intercept  the  enemy’s  eroding  the  river 
with  the  bullocks  at  low  water  that  night. 
That  night  Mr.  Meech  parted  with  two  of  his 
boats  in  a  gale  of  wind.  On  the  30th  in  the 
morning  he  went  up  the  river  with  three  boats, 
and  landed  with  thirty^fix  men  on  the  north- 
eaft  fhore,  and  marched  along  the  river  till  he 
difeovered  a  body  of  about  forty  of  the  enemy, 
and  advanced  to  attack  them,  upon  which 
they  made  off.  Mr.  Meech  purfued,  but  not 
being  able  to  come  up  with  them,  he  returned 
in  quell  of  the  boats  that  parted  with  him  the 
night  before.  As  he  was  coming  down  the 
river,  he  met  the  boats,  capt.  Danks,  lieut. 
Walker, .  of  the  ranging  company,  with  a 
ferjeant,  corporal,  and  twelve  man  of  the 
forty-third  regiment,  and  forty  rangers  in  an 
armed  (loop,  which  col.  James  fent  out  that 
morning,  in  order  to  cover  and  fupport  lieut. 
Meech.  When  captain  Danks  had  joined  his 
party,  he  failed  up  the  river,  and  came  to  an 
anchor  that  night.  On  the  firft  of  July  in  the 
morning  capt.  Danks,  lieutenants  Walker  and 
Meech,  with  l'eventy-five  men,  landed  and 
went  into  the  woods,  ordering  the  (loop  to 
fail  up  the  river,  clofe  to  the  north-eaft  fhore, 


with  fame  regulars  and  rangers,  in  order  to 
decoy  the  enemy  to  attack  them,  which  an- 
fwered  their  expectations ;  for,  about  twelve 
o’clock,  thirty  of  the  enemy  fired  upon  the 
Hoop  ;  capt.  Danks,  with  the  party,  who  were 
on  the  fhore,  hearing  the  fire,  marched  down, 
lurrounded  them,  took  nine  prifoners,  one 
fcalp,  drove  fourteen  into  the  river,  ten  of 
whom  were  drowned,  four  fwam  acrofs  the 
rivey ;  the  reft  made  their  efcape  under  toe 
cover^cf  a  large  dike  in  the  marlh.  As  foon 
as  capt.  Danks  had  fccured  his  prifoners  and 
nineteen  (lands  of  arms  belonging  to  them, 
he  returned  with  his  men  aboard  the  Hoop,  and 
Jay  at  anchor  that  night;  next  day  (July  2) 
he  failed  up  the  river,  and  was  fired  upon  from 
both  fides.  Eieuts.  Walker  and  Meech  about 
ten  o’clock  landed  with  fixty  men ;  upon 
which  the  enemy  ran  off,  and  the  party  march¬ 
ed  to  a  village,  which  they  burnt,  w  ith  feve- 
ral  barrels  of  wheat  and  pork,  deftroyed  the  r 
gardens,  brought  off  their  houfhold  furniture, 
forty  fhceo  and  lamb',  twenty-two  pigs,  killed 
three  bullocks  and  five  horffs ;  after  which 
the  party  went  aboard  with  their  plunder. 
The  afternoon  of  the  fame  day  cap'.  Danks 
and  lieut.  Meech  with  feventv  men  landed  on 
the  ft*  h-weftlhorc,  went  up  the  i.vei  three 
rmles,  took  a  tour  into  the  country,  but 
could  not  diicover  any  thine;  upon  which 
they  returned  on  board  the  (loop,  and  got  to 
Fort  Cumberland  on  the  4th,  with  all  his 
party  and  prifoners,  and  not  one  of  the  parly 
even  wounded. 


AMERICAN  AFFAIRS. 


Whitehall,  Auguft  18. 

HIS  morning  captain  Ec'gecumbe  and 
captian  Amherff  arrived  exprefs  from 
gdmiral  Bofcawen  and  major-general  Amherfr, 
with  the  following  account  of  the  fiege  and 
furrender  of  Louilbourg  on  the  26th  of  July. 

Journal  of  the  Landing  of  his  Majefty’s  Forces 
on  the  llland  of  Cape  Breton,  and  of  the 
Siege  of  Louifoourg.  Extiafled  frorri  Major- 
genera  lAmhetft’s  Leteis  to  the  right  hen. 
Mr.  Secretary  Pitt,  dated  June  u,  and  23, 
and  July  6,  23,  and  27. 

N  the  28th  of  May,  I  had  the  good  for¬ 
tune  to  meet  admiral  Bofcawen,  with 


the  fleet  and  the  troops  coming  out  of  the  har¬ 
bour  of  Halifax.  Lieutenant-general  Bragg’s 
regiment,  from  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  joined  the 
fleet  this  day. 

The  29th  we  had  fine  weather ;  the  Ihips 
kept  well  together  :  the  whole  con  filled  of  one 
hundredandfiity-fevenfail.  The  Dublin  [which 
carried  over  general  Amherff  J  went  very  ficldy 
into  Halifax. 

The  30th,  the  wind  blew  hard  in  the  after¬ 
noon  ;  the  Ihips  were  greatly  difperfed. 

The  31ft,  the  wind  fometimes  contrary,  ob¬ 
liged  us  to  tack,  and  it  blew  frefii. 

The  firft  of  June,  capt.  Rous,  in  the  Su¬ 
therland,  came  from  off  the  harbour  of  Louif- 

bourg. 
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bourg,  and  faid,  two  /hips  had  got  in  the  30th  ; 
and  that  there  were  thirteen  fail  in  the  harbour. 
We  faw  the  entrance  of  Gabarus  at  night. 

The  ad,  it  was  foggy  in  the  morning  ;  about 
twelve  faw  Louifbourg  and  the  ihips  in  the  har¬ 
bour.  The  fleet,  with  about  a  third  of  the 
troops,  anchored  in  Gabarus  Bay  :  and  this 
evening,  with  biigadier-generals  Laurence  and 
Wolfe,  I  reconnoitered  the  ihore,  as  near  as  we 
could,  and  made  a  difpoiition  for  landing  in 
three  places  the  next  morning,  in  cafe  the 
troops  arrived. 

The  enemy  had  a  chain  of  ports  from  Cape 
Noir  to  the  Flat  Point,  and  irregulars  from 
thence  to  the  bottom  of  the  bay  ;  lome  works 
thrown  up  at  the  places  which  appeared  pradti- 
cable  to  land  at,  and  fome  batteries. 

On  the  3d,  mod  of  the  tranfports  came  in 
this  morning,  all  was  prepared  for  landing; 
but  the  fu rtf  on  Ihore  was  fo  great,  it  was  im- 
poflibie  to  land.  This  day  brigadier-general 
Whitmore  arrived  from  Halifax,  at  which  place 
I  have  left  colonel  Monckton  to  command. 
As  one  bay  was  found  to  have  lei's  furff  than 
the  others,  a  difpofition  was  made  to  land  the 
next  morning  in  one  place  inftead  of  three. 

The  4th,  the  wind  and  furff"  were  fo  very- 
high,  that  admiral  Bofcawen  told  me  it  was  im¬ 
practicable  to  land. 

The  5th,  a  great  fwell  and  fog  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  and  the  admiral  declared  it  Hill  imprac¬ 
ticable  to  land. 

The  6th,  an  appearance  of  change  of  wea¬ 
ther,  in  the  morning  early  :  I  was  rTolved  to 
feize  the  fi  ft  opportunity;  thefignal  was  made 
to  prepare  to  land  betweeo  five  and  fix  o'  clock, 
and  at  eight  all  the  men  were  in  the  boats  :  the 
fog  came  on  again,  and  the  fwell  increafed  dur- 
jngthe  time  the  men  were  getting  into  thebo3ts, 
and  the  admiral  again  declared  it  impracticable 
to  land.  I  ordered  the  troops  on  board  their 
refpeflive  flaps,  firft  acquainting  them  with 
the  reafon  for  fo  doing. 

The  - th,  the  weather  bad  in  the  morning; 
in  the  afternoon  the  fwell  rather  deciealed,  and 
gave  us  great  hopes  of  landing  at  day  break  the 
next  morning,  for  which  orders  were  given  ; 
and  Bragg’s  regiment,  who.  were  in  a  number 
of  floops,  to  tail  under  convoy,  by  the  mouth 
of  the  harbour,  to  Lorembec  ;■  fending,  at  the 
fame  time,  a  pr  portion  of  artillery  detained  for 
the  Light- houfe  Point,  with  orders  to  make  all 
the  drew  they  could  of  landing,  but  not  to  land 
till  further  orders,  intending  to  draw  the  ene¬ 
my’s  attention  on  that  fide. 

From  the  ad  to  this  time,  the  enemy  has 
been  reinfcrcing  their  polls,  adding  to  their 
works,  cannonading  and  throwing  fliells  at  the 
Alias,  and  making  all  the  preparations  they  can 
to  oppofe  our  lending.  Seven  tranfports  were 
now  miffing  with  troops  on  board,  three  of 
which  came  in  at  night.  The  admiral  gave  all 
neceffiiry  orders  for  the  frigatts  to  cover  our 
lan  ijig 

On  the  Sch,  the  troops  were  aflembled  inthe 
boats  be:’ore  break  of  day,  in  three  divilions ; 
and  commodore  Durell  having  view-ed  the  coaft 
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by  order  of  the  admiral,  and  given  me  his  opi¬ 
nion  the  troops  m  ght  land,  without  danger 
from  the  furff,  in  the  bay  on  our  left,  the  Ken- 
nington  and  Halifax  fnow  began  the  fire  on  the 
left,  fupported  by  the  Grammont,  Diana,  and 
Shannon  frigates  in  the  center,  and  the  Suther¬ 
land  and  Squirrel  upon  the  right.  Vv* hen  the 
fire  had  continued  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour, 
the  boats  upon  the  left  rowed  in  to  the  fhore, 
under  the  command  of  brigadier-general  Wolfe, 
whofe  detachment  was  compofed  of  the  four 
eldeft  companies  of  grenadiers,  followed  by  the 
light  infantry  (a  corps  of  five  hundred  and  fifty 
men,  chofen  as  markfmen  from  the  different 
regiments  ;  they  ferve  as  irregulars,  and  are 
commanded  by  major  Scott,  who  was  major  ot 
brigade),  and  the  company  of  rangers,  fup¬ 
ported  by  the  Highland  regiment,  and  thofe 
by  the  eight  remaining  companies  of  gre¬ 
nadiers. 

The  divifion  on  the  right,  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  brigadier- general  Whitmore,  confided 
of  the  Royal,  Lafcelles’s,  Monckton,  Forbes’s, 
Anftrutlier’s,  and  Webb’s,  and  rowed  to  our 
right  by  the  White  Point,  as  if  intending  to 
force  a  landing  there. 

The  center  divifion,  under  the  command  of 
brigadier-general  Lawrence,  was  form’d  ot  Am- 
herft’s,  Kupion’s,  Otvvay’s,\Vhitmore’s,  Law¬ 
rence’s,  and  Warburton’s,  and  made,  at  the 
fame  time  a  fhew  of  landing  at  the  FrethWatcr 
Cove.  This  drew  the  enemy’s  attention  to 
every  part,  and  prevented  the  troops,  polled 
along  the  coeft,  from  joining  thofe  on  their 
right- 

The  enemy  afted  very  wifely  ;  they  did  not 
throw  away  a  fhot  till  the  boats  were  near  in 
fhore;  and  then  ditefted  the  whole  fire  of  their 
cannon  and  mufqaetrv  upon  them.  The  furff 
wasfo  gteat,  that  a  place  could  hardly  be  found 
to  get  a  boat  on  fhore.  Notwithftanding  the 
fire  of  the  enemy,  and  the  violence  of  the  furff", 
brigadier  Wolfe  purfued  his  point,  and  landed 
juft  at  their  left  cf  the  cove,  took  port,  attack¬ 
ed  the  enemy,  and  forced  them  to  retreat. 
Many  boats  ovtrfet,  feveral  broke  to  pieces,  ar.d 
all  the  men  jumped  into  the  water  to  get  on 
fhore. 

So  foon  as  the  left  divifion  was  landed,  the 
firft  detachments  ot  the  center  rowed  at  a  pro¬ 
per  time  to  the  left,  and  followed  ;  then  the 
remainder  of  the  center  divifion,  as  faft /as 
the  boats  could  fetch  them  from  the  (hips;  and 
the  right  divifion  followed  the  center  in  like 
manner. 

It  took  up  a  great  deal  of  time  to  land  the 
troops.  The  enemy’s  retreat,  or  rather  flight, 
was  through  the  rougheft  and  wotff  ground  I 
ever  faw  ;  and  the  purfuit  ended  with  a  canno¬ 
nading  from  the  town,  which  was  lo  far  of  ufe, 
that  it  printed  out  how  near  I  could  encamp 
to  inveil:  it :  on  which  the  regiments  marched 
to  their  ground,  and  lay  on  their  arms.  The 
v.-ind  increafed,  and  we  could  not  get  any  thing 
on  fhore. 

The  lofs  .of  his  maiefty's  troops  at  landipg 
is,  captain  B.uiite  and  lreut,  Cuthberr,  ot  the 
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Highland  regiment ;  lieut.  Nicholfon  of  mine  ; 
four  ferjeants,  one  corporal,  and  thirty-eignt 
men  killed  ;  twenty-one  were  of  my  regiment 
rthe  grenadiers)  of  which  eight  were  Ihot,  and 
the  reft  drowned  in  trying  to  get  on  fhore. 

Five  lieutenants,  two  leijeants,  one  corpo¬ 
ral,  and  fifty-one  men  wounded  ;  and  of  the 
five  companies  of  rangers,  one  enfign  and  three 
private  men  killed, one  wounded,andone  milling. 

On  the  enemy's  fide,  two  captains  of  grena¬ 
diers,  and  two  lieutenants,  are  prifoners  ;  one 
officer  killed,  and  an  Indian  chief 5  feveral 
men  likewife  killed;  and,  I  imagine,  about 
feventy  men  taken  prifoners  :  they  were  fent 
on  board  as  fall  as  poffible.  By  fome  of  the 
pjrifoners  1  had  intelligence,  that  M.  St  Julien, 
colonel,  commanded  in  the  Cove:  that  there 
were  five  battalions  in  the  town,  nafnely, 
Bourgogne,  Artois,  Royal  Marine,  Cambife, 
and  Volontaires  Etrangers,  with  about  feven 
hundred  Canadians.  1  he  three  firft  regiments 
wintered  in  Louilbourg;  Volontaires  Elrangers 
came  there  not  lone  fince,  with  part  of  the  fleet, 
and  Cambife  the  night  before  we  landed. 

We  tooktrom  the  enemy  three  twenty-four- 
pounders,  feven  nine-pounders,  and  feven  fix- 
pounders,  two  mortars,  and  fourteen  fwivels  ; 
all  which  were  placed  along  the  fhore,  to  pre¬ 
vent  our  landing  ;  with  ammunition  tools,  and 
fiores  of  all  kinds. 

The  9th,  lieutenant-general  Bragg’s  regi- 
men!  returned  in  their  (loops  from  Lorembec. 
The  weather  continued  extremely  bad  ;  the 
furff  fo  great  that  we  cou-d  get  only  fome  of 
our  tents  on  fhore  in  the  afternoon. 

The  10th,  the  furff  ftill  continued,  and  it 
was  with  great  difficulty  that  we  got  any  thing 
on  fhore 

The  nth,  the  weather  grew  clear  and  bet¬ 
ter,  and  the  light  fix-pounders,  which  I  had 
ordered  on  fhoie  immediately  after  the  troops, 
were  now  only  landed,  and  fome  artillery-ftores 
with  them. 

On  the  12th,  from  intelligence  I  had  re¬ 
ceived,  that  the  enemy  had  deftroyed  the 
Grand  Battery,  and  called  in  their  out  pofts,  I 
detached  brigadier  Wolfe,  with  twelve  hundred 
men,  four  companies  of  grenadiers,  three  com¬ 
panies  of  rangers,  and  fome  light  infantry, 
round  the  N.  E.  Harbour  to  the  Light-houfe 
Point,  with  an  intention  to  filence  the  Ifland 
Battery,  and  aL  the  fame  time  to  attempt  to 
deftroy  the  (hips  in  the  harbour;  fending  at  the 
fame  time  by  fea  tre  proportion  of  artillery, 
tools,  &c.  that  had  been  ordered  for  this  fer- 
yice. 

I  received  this  day  a  report  from  brigadier 
Wolfe,  that  he  had  taken  pofl'cffion  of  the 
Light-houfe  Point,  and  all  the  pofts  on  that 
fide  of  the  harbour,  which  the  enemy  had 
abandoned,  leaving  feveral  cannon,  which 
were  r  nderei  ufelefs,  ttols,  &c.  and  a  great 
quantity  of  fifh  at  Lorembec.  The  weather 
ern*  nued  ex  mely  bad  ;  but  we  got  fome 
tco  on  lhore  this  night,  fo  that,  on  the  13th, 
vreb  g'.n  o  make  a  co  1  munication  from  the 
fight  to  the  left  in  front  of  the  camp ;  and 
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I  ordered  three  redoutes  on  the  meft  advantage¬ 
ous  ground  in  the  front.  A  party  of  the  ene¬ 
my  came  out  this  day  towards  our  camp,  but 
were  foon  beat  back  by  the  light  infantry,-  be¬ 
fore  two  picquets  could  well  get  up  to  their  af- 
fiftance.  Wc  worked  at  three  redoutes  in  front 
all  night. 

The  14th,  the  enemy  cannonaded  us  a  great 
part  of  the  day.  The  furff  (til!  continued  fo 
great,  that  it  was  with  the  greateft  difficulty 
we  could  land  any  thing.  The  fleet,  under  the 
command  of  fir  Charles  Hardy,  which  appear¬ 
ed  yefterday  for  the  firft  time,  was  in  the  night 
blown  off  to  fea. 

The  1  rth,  I  fent  four  more  mortars  in  a 
floop  to  the  Light-houfe,  but  we  could  not  get 
any  artillery  landed  on  this  fhore.  At  night 
two  deferters  from  the  Volontaires  Etrangers 
came  in :  they  laid,  they  had  five  killed  and 
forty  wounded  in  the  fkirmifh  on  the  13th. 

The  l6th,  the  firft  fine  weather  ;  we  landed 
twelve  days  provifion,  and  got  many  things  on 
fhore,  but  could  not  yet  land  any  artillery. 

On  the  17th,  I  got  col.  Baftids  I  the  chief 
engineer]  on  horfeback,  and,  with  colonel 
Williamfon  and  major  M‘Keliar,  we  lecon- 
noitred  the  whole  ground  as  far  as  we  could  : 
and  colonel  Baftide  was  determined  in  his  opi¬ 
nion  of  making  approaches  by  the  Green  Hill, 
and  confining  the  deftruftion  of  the  fhips  in  the 
harbour  to  the  Light-houfe  Point  and  the  bat¬ 
teries  on  that  fide.  I  added  two  eight-inch 
mortars  and  three  Royals  to  the  Light-houfe 
batteries, 

The  1 8th,  we  had  fine  weather.  Some  In¬ 
dians  took  three  of  the  tranfports  men  at  the 
bottom  of  Gabarus  Bay,  who  landed  there 
contrary  to  orders.  The  road  for  the  artillery 
was  pufhed  on  as  faft  as  poffible.  We  got  three 
twenty -four-pounders  on  (here,  though  the  fuiff 
was  great  the  beginning  of  the  day. 

The  19th,  the  batteries  of  the  Light-houfe 
were  intended  to  have  been  opened  this  night, 
but  could  not  be  got  ready  fo  foon.  L’Echo,  a. 

French  frigate  of  thirty-two  guns,  was  brought 
in  to-day  ;  flie  had  got  out  of  the  harbour  the 
13th  at  night,  and  was  bound  to  Quebec  :  by 
her  we  have  intelligence,  that  the  Bizane  got 
out  the  day  we  landed;  and  the  Comette  fince 
our  arrival  off  the  harbour. 

The  20th,  the  ifland  Battery  and  fhips  fired 
at  the  batteries  on  the  fhore,  who  began  their 
laft  fire  this  night.  The  enemy  burnt  an  old 
(hip  at  the  bottom  of  the  harbour. 

Theaift,  very  bad  weather,  and  the  furff 
high.  The  enemy  difeovered  us  making  the 
road  for  the  artillery,  and  cannonaded  us  ; 
threw  fome  (hot  into  the  left  of  tire  camp,  but 
did  not  oblige  me  to  decamp  any  part.  An 
advanced  redoute  towards  the  Green  Hill  was 
thrown  up  this  night. 

The  2.2d,  the  bad  weather  continued  ;  we 
were  employed  on  the  roads,  and  getting  up  a 
block-houfe  on  the  left,  by  the  Miray  Road, 
to  lecure  the  communication  to  the  N.  E.  Har¬ 
bour  and  Light-houfe,  and  to  hinder  any  par¬ 
ties  from  going  into  the  town. 

The 
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The  23d,  the  admiral  afiured  me  there  were 
above  an  hundred  boats  loft  in  landing  the 
troops  and  provisions.  This  day  fine  weather ; 
and  we  now  have  on  ihore  twelve  twenty-four 
pounders,  and  fix  twelve -pounders.  The  ene¬ 
my  fir'd  a  great  deal  from  their  flapping  and 
Ifiand  Battery,  and  they  threw  fome  {hot  into 
the  left  of  the  camp.  Colonel  Meflervey,  and 
inoft  of  his  carpenters,  taken  ill  of  the  fmall- 
pox,  which  is  a  very  great  lofs  to  the  army. 
Gabions  and  fafcines  are  landed,  and  carried 
forward  as  faft  as  poflible,  to  make  an  epaule- 
ment  to  Green  Hill.  The  batteries  at  the 
Light-houfe  fire  with  fuccefs  againft  the  Illand 
Battery,  and  I  hope  will  foon  filence  it. 

On  the  :4th,  the  enemy  fired  on  the  Light- 
houfe  batteries  from  the  town  ajid  {hipping ; 
and  on  our  advanced  redoute,  which  was  finilh- 
ed,  they  fired  from  the  town.  Cok  Baftide  re¬ 
mained  fixed  in  his  opinion  of  advancing  by 
Green  Hill.  We  had  this  day  in  the  park  of 
artillery  thirteen  twenty-four-pounders,  and 
fcven  twelve-pounders. 

The  25th,  the  cannonading  continued  night 
and  day  :  in  the  evening  the  Ifiand  Battery 
was  filenced  ;  their  own  fire  had  helped  to 
break  down  part  of  their  works.  Fafcines  and 
gibicns  were  forwarded  to  Green  Hill  as  faft  as 
pofiible.  All  the  men  employed  at  work,  and 
making  the  necefiary  communications.  The 
enemy  fired  a  good  deal  at  our  advanced  re¬ 
doute. 

The  26th,  a  fmall  alarm  on  the  left,  of  a 
party  that  had  advanced  from  the  town,  had 
got  up  to  the  block-houfc,  which  was  not 
quite  finifhed.  They  had  with  them  a  bar¬ 
rel  of  pitch  to  fet  it  on  fire :  the  guard  on  it 
was  not  fufficient  to  oppofe  a  large  party  ;  but 
a  detachment  was  fent  out  fo  quick,  that  they 
were  forced  to  retreat  without  effecting  their 
defign,  though  two  of  the  men  had  been  in  the 
block-houfe,  and  they  were  drove  back  into 
the  town  very  faft.  Three  hundred  pioneers 
ordered  to  Green  Hill-  Admiral  Bofcawen 
landed  two  hundred  marines,  and  took  the 
poll  at  Kennington  Cove,  which  is  a  great  eafe 
to  the  army.  I  defiled  of  the  admiral  four 
thirty-two-pounders  and  two  twenty-four- 
pounders,  to  leave  at  the  Light-houfe,  to  keep 
the  Ifiand  Battery  in  ruin,  that  with  a  pro¬ 
per  number  of  men  entrenched  there,  briga¬ 
dier  Wolfe  with  his  detachment,  might  be 
2ble  to  come  round  the  harbour,  bringing  his 
artillery  with  him ;  and  to  try  to  deftroy 
the  (hipping,  and  to  advance  towards  the  Weft 
gate. 

The  27th,  a  braf6  twenty-four-pounder  was 
loft  in  twelve  fathom  water,  by  flipping  off  the 
catamaran,  as  they  were  coming  from  the  /hip 
to  land  it.  The  cannotf  I  afked  of  the  admiral 
were  landed  this  night  at  the  Light-houfe. 

The  28th,  a  great  many  popping  fhots  and 
cannonading.  As  the  port  at  Green  Hill  was 
covered,  we  began  the  road  over  the  bog,  and 
throwing  up  an  epaulement.  Col.  Mefiervey 
and  his  fon  both  died  this  day :  and  of  his 
company  of  carpenters,  of  one  hundred  and 


eight  men,  all  but  fixteen  in  the  fmall  pO)fj 
who  are  nuries  to  the  fick.  This  is  particu¬ 
larly  unlucky  at  this  time. 

The  29th,  cannonading  continued  ;  the  fri¬ 
gate  fired  conftantly  at  the  epaulement  ;  we 
purfued  working  at  the  road,  which  coft  a  great 
deal  of  labour  :  at  night  the  enemy  funk  four 
(hips  in  the  harbour’s  mouth  ;  the  Apollo,  a 
two-decked  one,  la  Fidelle,  of  thirty-fix  gur 
la  Chevre,  and  la  Biche,  of  fixteen  guns  eac  , 
and  they  cut  off  mod  of  their  mafts.  Rem:  .n 
in  the  harbour  five  of  the  line  of  battle,  :■  id 
a  frigate  of  thirty-fix  guns. 

The  31th,  at  night,  fome  firing  at  Ken¬ 
nington  Cove :  the  marines  thought  they  faw 
Indians :  thefrigate fired  all  nightattheepaule- 
ment,  as  the  men  worked  in  the  night  time.' 

The  iff  of  |uly,  the  enemy  creeped  out  in 
the  morning,  to  get  feme  old  pallifades  and 
wood.  Brigadier  Wolfe  and  major  Scott’s  light 
infantry  pufhed  them  in  with  a  very  bride  fir''  ; 
and  the  brigadier  took  poft  on  the  hills,  from 
whence  it  was  intended  to  try  to  demolilh  the 
(hipping  :  we  marched  forward  on  the  right, 
forced  the  enemy  back  to  Cape  Noir  with  a 
fmart  file. 

The  2d,  the  epaulement  and  road  went  on 
heavily,  from  the  extreme  badnefs  of  the 
ground  :  the  enemy  continued  their  cannonad¬ 
ing,  and  threw  fome  {hells  ;  we  flcirmiffied  all 
day  with  parties  out  of  the  town. 

The  3d,  a  great  cannonading  from  the  town 
and  (hipping  on  the  batteries.  BrigadierWolfe 
was  making  an  advanced  work  on  the  right, 
thrown  up  at  fix  hundred  and  fifty  yards  from 
the  covered  way,  with  intention  of  eredling  a 
battery  to  deftroy  the  defences  of  the  place,  it 
being  pretty  well  on  the  capital  of  the  citadcl- 
baflion  ;  and  the  falling  of  the  ground  from 
this  place  towards  the  works,  would  hinder  dif- 
covcring  as  much  of  the  works  as  would  be  ne- 
cefl'ary  to  do  them  any  confiderablc  damage. 
In  the  evening  the  fca  officers  thought  fome 
of  the  (hips  would  try  t@  get  out  of  the  harbour. 
The  batteries  on  the  left  immediately  played 
on  them,  but  it  grew  fo  dark  they  could  not 
continue. 

.  The  4th  a  great  fog ;  when  there  were  glares 
of  light  the  cannonading  began ;  joo  men  kept 
continually  making  fafcines. 

The  5th  very  bad  weather ;  the  epaulement 
was  haftened  on  as  much  as  pofiible,  it  fwal- 
lowed  up  an  immenfe  number  of  fafcines,  coft 
fome  men,  as  the  frigate  cannonaded  on  it 
without  ceafing. 

The  gth  a  (loop  failed  out  of  the  harbour 
with  a  flag  of  truce  to  fir  Charles  Hardy,  to 
carry  fome  things  to  their  wounded  officers  and 
prifoners. 

The  many  difficulties  of  landing  every  thing 
in  almoft  a  continual  furff,  the  making  of 
roads,  draining  and  pafling  of  bogs,  and  put¬ 
ting  ourfelves  under  cover,  render  our  approach 
to  the  place  much  longer  than  I  could  wifti. 

On  the  7th  we  had  very  foggy  weather; 
cannonading  continued  all  day,  and  a  good 
deal  of  popping  (hots  from  the  advanced  pofts. 

The 
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The  Sth  I  intended  an  attack  on  fome  ad¬ 
vanced  ports  at  Cape  Noir,  but  it  did  net  take 
place.  Col.  Baftide  got  a  contuflon  by  a  muf- 
ket  ball  on  his  boot,  which  laid  him  up  in  the 
gout. 

The  9th,  in  the  night,  the  enemy  made  a 
fortie  [fally]  where  brigadier  Lawrence  com¬ 
manded  ;  they  came  from  Cape  Ncir,  and  tho’ 
drunk,  I  am  afraid  rather  furprifed  a  com¬ 
pany  of  grenadiers  of  Forbes’s,  commanded 
by  Lord  Dundonald,  who  were  ported  in  a 
fieecke  on  the  right.  Major  Murray,  who 
commanded  three  companies  of  grenadiers, 
immediately  detach’d  one,  and  drove  tire  ene¬ 
my  back  very  eafily.  Whitmore’s  and  Bragg’s 
grenadiers  behaved  very  well  on  this  occnfion. 
Lord  Dundonald  was  kill’d,  Lieutenant  Tew 
wounded  and  taken  prifoner.  Captain  Bontein 
of  the  engineers  taken  prifoner,  I  corporal 
and  3  men  killed,  I  fcijeant  and  t  r  men  mi/f- 
ing,  17  men  wounded  :  The  fortie  was  of  5 
picquets,  fupported  by  600  men;  a  captain, 
chevalier  de  Chauvelin,  was  killed,  a  lieute¬ 
nant  wounded  and  taken  prifoner,  17  men  ' 
killed,  4  wounded  and  brought  oft'  prifoners, 
befides  what  wounded  they  carried  into  the 
town,  one  of  which,  a  captain,  died  imme¬ 
diately.  The  enemy  fent  out  a  flag  of  truce 
to  bury  their  dead,  which  when  over,  the 
cannonading  began  again.  The  frigate  was  fo 
hurt,  fhe  hauled  clofe  to  the  town  ;  the  ihips 
Bred  very  much  againft  brigadier  Wolfe’s  bat¬ 
teries. 

The  roth  the  road  at  the  epaulement  went 
on  a  little  better ;  the  enemy  fired  a  great  deal, 
and  threw  many  /hells. 

The  1  ith  a  waggoner  was  taken  off  by  fome 
Indians  between  the  BIock-Houfe  and  the  left 
at  the  north-eaft  harbour. 

The  nth  it  rained  very  hard  all  night;  not 
a  man  in  the  detachment  could  have  a  dry 
thread  on  ;  we  made  an  advanced  work  to 
Green-Hill ;  at  night  the  waggoner  who  had 
been  taken,  luckily  made  his  efcape  :  he  faid, 
they  were  250  Canadians.  The  citadel  bafiion 
Bred  very  lmartly. 

The  13th  the  enemy  threw  a  great  many 
/hells ;  we  perfefted  our  works  as  fart  as  we 
could  ;  bad  rainy  weather  ;  the  enemy  was  at 
work  at  Cape  Ncir,  to  hinder  us  taking  pof- 
feffion  near  that  point,  which  is  of  no  confe¬ 
rence  ;  tome  defenses  came  in,  faid  a  fioop 
from  Miray  put  in  three  days  ago. 

The  14th;  the  batteries  were  traced  out  laft 
night,  with  an  intention  to  place  twenty  24 
poundgrs,  divided  in  four  different  batteries,  to 
deftroy  the  defences,  and  a  battery  of  feven 
mortars,  with  fome  12  pounders,  to  ricochet 
the  works  and  the  town. 

The  15th  the  cannonading  and  firing  con¬ 
tinued;  the  enemy  tried  to  throw  fome  ihells 
into  camp,  fuppefed  to  be  intended  2gair.ft  cur 
powder  magazine  :  at  ten  at  nieht  the  Light- 
Houfe  battery  fired  fome  rockets  as  a  fignal  of 
/hips  failing  out  of  the  harbour ;  fir  Charles 
Hardy  anfwered  it  ;  the  frigate  got  out,  and 
fir  Charles  Kardy’s  fleet  got  under  fail,  and 


went  to  fea.  Before  day-break  capt.  Suther¬ 
land  ported  at  the  end  of  the  nort.i-eaft  har¬ 
bour,  was  attacked,  and  there  was  a  great  deal 
of  firing;  the  grenadiers  of  brigadier  Wolfe's 
corps  marched  to  fuftain  him,  and  aid  the  light 
infantry  ;  it  was  over  before  they  could  get  up, 
and,  by  a  deferter  from  the  enemy,  they  were 
only  100  men  come  from  Miray,  where  they 
left  Monf.  de  Boifiaare,  who  hat,  on  the  other 
fide  the  water,  300  men  with  boais  to  pafs. 
Major  Scott,  with  the  light  infantry,  purfued, 
but  could  not  get  up  with  them,  i  encamped 
a  corps  forward. 

The  16th,  towards  night,  brigadier  Wolfe 
pnflted  rn  a  corps,  and  took  polfeffion  of  the 
hills  in  the  front  of  the  Baraioy,,  where  we 
made  a  lodgement;  the  enemy  fired  very  brifk-> 
ly  from  the  town  and  /hipping. 

The  17th  a  great  fire  continued  from  the 
town  and /hipping  ;  we  refolved  to  extend  the 
parallel  from  the  right  to  the  left.  The  fleet 
returned. 

Tire  )S’h;  all  laft  night  the  enemy  fired 
mulketry  from  the  covert  way,  and  tried  to 
throw  (hells  into  the  camp. 

The  19  h  1  relieved  the  trenches  by  batta¬ 
lions,  the  J4  battalions  forming  three  brigades; 
a  lmart  fire  from  the  covert  way ;  the  bat.eries 
on  the  left  fired  againft  the  Baition  Dauphine 
with  great  fuccefs. 

The  2 1  ft  one  of  the  /hips  in  the  harbour  had 
fome  powder  blown  up  in  her,  made  a  great 
explofion,  and  let  the  /hip  on  fire,  which  fooa 
caught  the  fails  of  two  more;  they  burned 
very  fart,  and  we  kept  firing  on  them  the 
whole  time,  to  try  to  hinder  the  boats  and 
people  fiom  the  town  to  get  to  their  alii/lance  ; 
the  Entreprenant,  C,  piicieux,  and  Superb, 
were  the  three  burned  (hips  ;  the  Prudent  and 
Bienfaifant  remained. 

The  2 2d,  two  batteries  cn  the  right  opened 
with  thirteen  24  pounders,  and  another  of 
feven  mo.  tars,  and  fired  with  great  fuccels  ; 
the  enemy  fired  very  well  from  the  town  for 
fome  time,  and  threw  their  ihells  into  our 
works.  Our  /hells  put  the  citadel  in  flames. 

I  or  lered  colonel  Williamfon  to  confine  his 
fire  as  much  as  he  could  to  the  defences  of  the 
place,  that  we  mieht  not  deftroy  the  houfcs. 
A  lieutenant  of  the  Royal  Americans,  going 
his  rounds  cn  an  advanced  port,  loft  his  way, 
and  was  taken  prifoner  near  cape  Noir.  A 
battery  was  begun  on  the  left  for  four  24  poun¬ 
ders. 

The  23  1,  the  cohorns  were  ufed  at  night, 
and  the  French  mortars  fent  to  throw  /tones 
from  the  trenches.  The  enemy  fired  a.l  for.s 
of  old  iron,  and  any  fluff  they  could  pick  up. 
Colonel  B.iitide  was  out  to-day  for  the  nr  ft 
time  fincc  he  receiveA-the  contufion.  Our  bat¬ 
teries  fired  with  great  i.iccefs.  This  night  the 
fheiis  let  fire  to  the  barracks,  and  they  burnt 
with  great  violence. 

On  the  24th,  the  fire  was  very  hrifle  on  our 
fide,  and  the  enemy’s  d,cieaied.  The  Ad¬ 
miral  gave  me  .  00  feamen  to  help  to  work  aC 
the  batteries,  Ac.  and  too  mineis  added  to  a 

I  i  i  corps 


V.  The  fame  care  lhall  be  taken  of  the  ficfe 
and  wounded  that  are  in  the  hofpita-ls,  as  of 
thofe  belonging  to  ills  Britannic  majelty. 

VI.  The  merchants  and _their  clerks,  that 
have  not  carried  arms,  lhall  be  lent  to  France, 
in  luch  manner  as  the  admiral  lhall  think  pro¬ 
per.

-6  July,  17^8.  Le  Chevalier  de  Drucour, 

The  27th,  three  companies  of  grenadiers, 
under  the  command  of  major  Farquhar,  took 
polfelTion  of  the  Weft  gate  ;  and  I  fent  in 
brigadier-general  Whitmore  to  fee  the  garrifon 
lay  down  their  arms,  and  port  the  neceffary 
guards  in  the  town,  on  the  (lores,  magazines, 
&c.  And  I  had  the  artns  brought  out  of  the 
town,  and  eleven  colours,  which  I  fend  you 
under  the  care  of  capt.  William  Amherft.  “As 
I  have  given  in  orders,  that  I  defired  every  com¬ 
manding  officer  of  a  corps  would  acquaint  the 
officers  and  men,  that  1  was  greatly  pleafed 
with  the  brave  and  good  behaviour  of  the  troops, 
which  has,  and  always  mult  infure  fuccefs  ;  I 
am  to  acquaint  you,  fir,  that  I  toolp  the  liber¬ 
ty  to  add  to  it,  that  I  would  report  it  to  the 
king.” 

State  of  the  Garrifon  of  Louilbourg,  the  26th 
of  July,  1758,  when  it  capitulated. 
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corps  of  100  already  eftablifhed,  that  we 
might  make  quick  work  of  it ;  and  they  were 
immediately  employed.  The  four  gun  battery 
opened,  and  another  of  five  ereftine.  One  of 
tlu-  men  of  war  in  the  harbour,  theBienfaifant, 
fired  at  our  trenches  at  high-water,  and  the 
Citadel  and  Ballion  Dauphine  fired  againft  the 
lour  gun  battery ;  but  our  men  firing  fmall 
arms  into  the  embrazures,  beat  the  enemy  off 
their  guns. 

The  25th,  the  batteries  fired  with  great  fac- 
cefs.  The  admiral  ftnt  me  word,  he  intended 
to  fend  in  boats  with  fioo  men,  to  take  or  de- 
ffroy  the  Prudent  and  Bienfaifant  in  the  har¬ 
bour.  I  ordered  all  the  batteries  at  night  to 
fire  into  the  works  as  much  as  poffible,  to  keep 
the  enemies  attention  to  theland.  The  miners 
and  woikmen  went  on  very  well  with  their 
appioachcs  to  the  covered  way,  though  th  y 
had  a  continued  and  very  fmart  fire  from  it, 
and  grape  lh-  t,  and  all  forts  of  old  iron  from 
the  guns  of  the  ramparts.  We  continued  our 
fire  w  ithout  ceafing,ana  a  ricochet :  The  boats 
go:  to  the  (hips  at  one  in  the  morning,  and  took 
them  both  :  They  were  obliged  to  burn  the 
Prudent,  as  fhe  was  a-ground;  and  they  tow  ed 
oft  the  Bienfaifant  to  the  N.  E.  harbour. 

The  26th,  the  admiral  came  alhore,  and  told 
me  he  propofed  fending  fix  (hips  into  the  har¬ 
bour  the  next  day.  Juft  at  this  time  I  receiv¬ 
ed  a  letter  from  the  governor^  oftering  to  capi¬ 
tulate,  and  the  following  a. tides  were  agreed 
upon  The  troops  remained  in  the  trenches 
this  night  as  ufual.

All  the  artillery,  ammunition,  provl- 
fions,  as  well  as  the  arms  of  any  kind  whatfo- 
ever,  which  are  at  prefent  in  the  town  of 
Louilbourg,  the  lllands  of  Cape  Breton  and  St. 

Jcdin,  and  their  apourtenances  lhall  be  deliver¬ 
ed  without  tire  lead  damage,  to  l’uch  commif- 
far  es  as  (hall  be  appointed  to  receive  them,  for 
the  ufe  of  his  Britannic  majelty. 

The  governor  lhall  give  his  orders,  that 
the  troops  which  are  in  the  Ifiand  of  St.  John, 
and  its  apurtenances,  lhall  go  on  board  fuch 
ft  in  of  war  as  the  admiral  lhall  lend  to  receive 
them. 

The  gate  called  Port  Dauphine,  lhall 
he  1  iven  up  to  the  troops  of  his  Britannic  ma- 
jefiy,  to-morrow,  at  eight  o’  clock  in  the 
morning  ;  and  the  garrifon,  including  all  thofe 
lua:  carry  arms,  drawn  up  at  noon,  on  the  ef- 
p  -  trade,  w  here  they  lhall  lay  downtheir  arms, 
c.  nr  implements,  and  ornaments  of  war: 
and  thegarrilon  lhall  goon  board,  in  order  to 
Le  carried  to  England  in  a  convenient  time.

Extradb  of  a  letter  from  Admiral  Bcfcawen  to 

the  Right  Hon.  Mr.  Secretary  Pitt,  dated 
Namur,  Gabreufe  Bay,  26th  of  July,  1758. 

I  will  not  trouble  you  with  a  particular  de¬ 
tail  of  the  landing  and  ftege,  but  cannot  help 
mentioning  a  particular  gallant  adficn  n  the 
night  between  the  25th  and  :6thinftant:  The 
boats  of  the  fquadron  were  in  two  divifions  de¬ 
tached  under  the  commands  of  captains  La- 
forcy  and  Balfour,  to  endeavour  either  to  take 
or  bum  the  Prudent  of  74  guns,  and  t  e  B'en- 
failant  o!  64,  the  only  remaining  French  fl.ins 
in  the  harbour ;  in  which  they  fucceeded  fo 
well,  as  to  burn  the  former,  {he  being  agrounr:, 
and  take  the  latter,  and  tow  her  into  the  N  E. 
harbour,  notwithftanding  they  were  expofed 
to  the  fire  of  the  cannon  and  mufkrtry  of  the 
Ifland  battery.  Point  Rochfort,  and  the  town, 
being  favoured  with  a  dark  night.  Our  lofs 
was  inconfiderable,  feven  men  killed,  and  nine 
,  woiindqd.

Extrafb  of  a  letter  from  Major  General  Aber- 
cremby  to  the  Right  Hon.  Mr.  Secretary 
Pitt,  dated  at  camp  at  Lake  George,  July 
12,  1758. 

The  embarkation  of  the  artillery,  ftores, 
and  previfions  being  compleated  on  the  evening 
of  the  4th  inftant,  next  morn  ng  at  break  of 
day  the  tents  were  ftruck,  and  all  the  troeps, 
amounting  to  6367  regulars,  officers,  light  in¬ 
fantry,  and  rangers  included,  and  cca).  pro¬ 
vincials,  including  officers  and  batteau  men, 
embarked  in  about  900  batteaux  and  1 7  y  whale 
boats,  the  artillery,  to  cover  our  landing,  be¬ 
ing  mounted  cn  rafts. 

At  five  in  the  evening,  readhed  Sabbath  Day 
Point  (23  miles  down  the  lake)  where  we 
halted  till  ten,  then  got  under  way  agqin,  and 
proceeded  to  the  landing- place  (a  cove  lead'p.g 
to  the  Fiench  advanced  guard)  which  vve  reach¬ 
ed  eaily  next  morning,  the  6th. 

On  our  arrival,  fent  out  a  reconnoitring  par¬ 
ty-,  and  having  met  with  no  opposition,  land-  • 
ed  the  troops,  formed  them  in  four  columns, 

I  i  i  1  regulars 
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regulars  in  the  tenter,  and  provincials  on  the 
flanks,  and  marched  t  wards  the  energy's  ad¬ 
vanced  guard,  cempofed  of  one  battalion,  pofl- 
e  I  in  a  log  ed  camp,  which,  on  our  approach, 
they  deferted,  fjrft  lctring  fire  to  their  tents, 
an  d'ftrcyina  every  thing  they  could  :  but  ;s 
the.r  retreat  was  very  precipitate,  they  left  fe- 
vy  1  things  be. find,  which  they  had  not  time 
eiuiyr  to  burn  or  carry  off.  in  this  camp 
y/e  iikewife  found  one  prifoner  and  a  dead 
man. 

l  he  army  in  the  foregoing  order  continued 
their  march  through  the  wood,  on  the  wft 
fide,  with  a.defign  io  invert  Titondcroga  ;  but 
t.ie  wood,  b-’ing  very  thick,  importable  with 
any:  regubu-y  to  (uch  a  body  of  men,  and  the 
guices  unfkilful,  the  troops  were  bewildered, 
and  'he  columns  broke,  falling  in  one  upon 
another. 

Led  Howe,  at  the  head  of  the  right  centefi 
column,  fupported  by  the  light  infantry,  be¬ 
ing  advanced,  fell  in  with  a  French  party, 
fuppofcd  to  confift  of  about  400  regulars,  and 
a  tew  Indians,  who  had  Iikewife  loft  them- 
felves  in  their  retreat  from  toe  advanced  guard  ; 
of  thefeour  fbnkers  killed  a  great  many,  and 
took  148  prifoners,  among  whom  were  five 
officers  and  three  cadets. 

But  this  fmall  fuccefs  coft  us  very  detr,  not 
as  to  the  iofs  of  numbers,  hr  we  had  only 
two  officers  killed,  but  as  to  confequence,  his 
Lordfbip  being  the  firft  man  that  fell  in  this 
fk'rmirti  ;  and  as  he  was,  very  defervcd'lv 
umverfally  beloved  and  refpedbed  throughout 
t  .e  whole  army,  it.is  eafy  to  conceive  the  grief 
a  d  con!’.'  rnation  his  untimely  fall  occafioned  : 
for  my  part,  I  cannot  help  owning  that  I  file  it 
mod  heavily,  and  lament  him  as  fincerely. 

The  7th,  the  troops  being  greatly  fatigued 
7  haymg  been  one  whole  night  on  the  water, 
tne  following  day  cor.ftantly  on  foot,  and  the 
n:xt  night  underarms,  adeed  to  them  being  in 
want  of  provsficn,  having  droned  what  they 
hal  brought  with  them,  in  Trder  to  lighten 
them 'elves,  it  was  thought  moil  advifeable  to 
r.  turn  to  me  landing-plate,  which  we  accord¬ 
ingly  am  about  eight  that  morning. 

About  eleven  in  the  forenoon,  font  offi  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Colonel  Brsdfrreet,  with  the  44th  regi- 
meat,  fix  companies  of  the  ift  battalion  V 
n.al  Americans,  the  batteau  men,  ;  nd  a  body 
ot  rangers  and  provincials,  to  take  peffieffien  of 
the  Saw-n.iJ.’,  within  two  miies  of  Ticunde 
mga,  which  be  foon  effedhd,  as  the  enemy 
who  were  ported  there,  after  dertreying  the 
nul),  ana  brean.ng  down  their  bridge,  had  re- 
t  red  fome  time  before. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Bradrtreet  having  laid 
another  bridge  acrcfs,  and  having  fent  m=e  no-

accordingly  marched  thither 'with  the  rrcops 
and  we  look  up  our  quarters  there  that  night.  *

in  their  repeats,  tost  the  French  had  eigh.  bat- 
tahono,  Lire  Canadians  and  colony  troops,  in 
a  1  about  6000,  encamped  before  their  foit, 

who  were  intrenching  themfclvss,  and  throw - 
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ing  up  a  breaft-work,  and  that  they  expedled 
a  reinforcement  of  3000  Canadians,  befides  In¬ 
dians,  who  had  been  detached  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  monf.  de  Levy,  to  make  a  diverfioni 
on  the  fide  ot  the  Mohawk  river,  but  upon  in¬ 
telligence  of  our  preparations,  and  near  ap¬ 
proach,  had  been  repeatedly  recalled,  and  was 
hourly  expefted ,  it  was  thought  moft  advifeable 
to  lofe  no  time  in  making  the  attack  ;  where, 
fore  early  ifrthe  morning  of  the  8th,  I  fent  Mr. 
Clerk,  trie  engineer,  acrcfs  the  river  on  the 
oppofite  fide  of  the  fort,  in  order  to  reconnoitre 
the  enemy’s  retrenchments. 

Upon  his  return,  and  favourable  report  of 
the  prafticability  of  carrying  thofe  works,  if 
attacked  before  they  were  finifhed,  it  wasagreed 
to  ftorm  them  that  very  day:  accordingly  the 
rangers,  light  infantry,  and  the  right  wing  of 
provincials  were  ordered  immediately  to  march, 
and  poll  themfelves  in  a  line  oui  of  cannon-fhoC 
or  the  intrenchments ;  the  right  extending  to 
Lake  George,  and  their  left  to  Lake  Cham¬ 
plain,  in  order  that  the  regular  troops,  deftined 
tor  the  attack  of  the  intrenchments,  might 
form  on  the  rear. 

The  picquets  were  to  begin  the  attack,  fuf- 
tained  by  the  grenadiers,  and  they  by  the  bat¬ 
talions  :  the  whole  were  ordered  £0  march  up 
brifkly,  rurtt  upon  the  enemy’s  fire,  and  not  to 
give  theirs,  till  they  were  within  the  enemy’s 
breaft-work. 

After  thefe  orders  iffiued,  the  whole  army, 
except  what  had  been  left  at  the  landing-place 
to  cover  and  guard  the  batteaux  and  whale¬ 
boats,  and  a  provincial  regiment  at  the  Saw- 
rrii]],  were  put  into  motion,  and  advanced  to 
Ticonderoga,  where  unfortunately  they  found 
the  intrenchments,  not  only  much  ftronger, 
than  had  been  reprefanted,and  the  breart-work 
at  lcaft  eight  or  nine  feet  high ;  but  Iikewife 
the  ground  before  it  covered  with  felled  trees 
the  branches  pointing  outwards,  which  fo  fa- 
t.gued  and  retarded  the  advancing  of  the  troops, 
that  notwithstanding  all  their  intrepidity  and 
bravery,  which  I  cannot  Efficiently  commend, 
we  fuftained  fo  confiderable  a  lofs,  without 
any  profpedt  of  better  fuccefs,  that  it  was  no 
longer  prudent  to  remain  before  it  ;  and  it  was 
therefore  judged  neeefiary,  for  the  preferva- 
tion  of  the  remainder  of  fo  many  brave  men, 
and  to  prevent  a  total  defeat,  that  we  ffiould 
make  the  belt  retreat  poffible:  accordingly,  af¬ 
ter  feveral_  repeated  attacks,  which  lafted  up¬ 
wards  of  four  hours,  under  the  moft  difadvan- 
tageous  circumftances,  and  with  the  lofs  of  464 
regulars  killed,  29  miffing,  1117  wounded; 
and  87  provincials  killed,  8  miffing,  and  239 
wounded,  officers  of  both  included,  I  retired 
to  the  camp  we  occupied  the  night  before,  with 
t  :e  broken  remains  of  feveral  corps,  fending 
away  all  the  wounded  to  the  batteaux,  about 
3  miles  diftunce  j  and  ea.lv  the  next  morning 
we  arrived  there  ourselves,  embarked  and 
reached  this  in  the  evening  of  the  ninth!  Im¬ 
mediately  after  my  return  here,  I  fent  the 
wounded  officers  and  men,  that  cwmld  be 
moved,  to  fen  Edward  and  Albany,  j

Vt  General  Amhc-rft,  in  order  to  procure  a 
timely  fupply  of  battoemen,  for  his  fer¬ 
vice,  .theenfuing  campaign,  publifhed  at  New 
York  the  following  propofals  for  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  fuch  perfons  as  are  inclined  to  enter 
into  his  majefty’s  fervice,  viz.  “  That  they  be 
formed  into  companies  of  50  men  each,  w  ith  a 
captain  and  one  lieutenant;  the  captain  10s. 
per  day,  the  lieutenant  6s.  per  day,  and  each 
private  man  3s.  per  day,  New-York  currency, 
with  twenty  days  advance  pay,  to  be  paid  the 
10th  day  of  March  next,  at  Boflon,  Rhode- 
Illand,  Hartford,  New-York,  Elizabeth- 
Town,  and  Philadelphia,  and  to  be  found  in 
provifions  agreeable  to  the  practice  of  the  ar¬ 
my.  Every  fit  man  for  a  captain  that  raifes 
thirty  men,  (hall  have  the  commiffion  ;  likt- 
wife  every  fit  man  for  a  lieutenant,  that  raifes 
twenty  men,  fhall  have  the  commiffion  ;  and 
every  man  is  to  be  well-cloathcd,  and  be  fur- 
nifhed  with  a  good  firelock,  powder  -horn,  fhot- 
bag,  and  cover  for  the  lock  of  his  gun,  and  a 
good  blanket.  The  whole  to  be  at  Albany 
the  20th  of  March  next,  without  fail,  there  to 
be  reviewed  by  proper  officers  ;  and  no  man 
will  be  accepted  in  this  fervice,  but  young, 
ftrong,  aflive  men,  accuftomed  to  hardfhips, 
and  the  ufe  of  a  gun,  and  to  remain  in  the 
fervice  during  the  campaign,  and  no  longer. 
Ail  perfons  who  intend  to  engage  in  the  above 
fervice,  as  captains,  arc  to  fend  their  names  and 
places  of  abode,  lo  Col.  BruJflrect,  at  Albany, 
as  foon  as  poffible.”' 

"According  to  letters  from  Philadelphia,  Ge¬ 
neral  Forbes  hath  left  at  Fort  Duquefne  two 
hundred  of  the  Pennfylvania  troops,  and  a  pro¬ 
portionable  number  of  Virginians  and  Mgry- 
landers  to  protett  the  country.  He  hath  alfo 
built  a  biockhoufe  and  a  faw-mill  upon  the 
Kifkemonitas  near  Loyal-hanning  ;  which 
will  be  of  the  utmoft  conference  to  Penn- 
fylvania. 


Extratt  of  a  letter  from  Albany,  March  12. 
“  "O  Y  an  exprefs  from  Fort  Edward,  laft  Sa- 
2  &  Jj[3  turday  night,  we  have  an  account, 
that  major  Rogers  was  on  his  return  from  a 
grand  fcout,  with  upwards  of  three  hundred 
men  ;  that  he  has  taken-five  prifoners  and  fix 
fealps,  and  killed  about  thirty  of  the  enemy  ; 
our  lofs,  it  is  Paid,  is  three  men  killed,  one 
Mohawk  wounded,  and  about  fourteen  men 
froft-bitten.  The  prifoners  give  an  account, 
that  feventy  French  Indians  were  fent  out  from 
Ticonderoga  to  cut  off  our  convoys  between 
Stillwater  and  Saraghtoga.  All  the  polls  above 
Albany  are  put  upon  their  guard  ;  fo  that  it 
is  to  be  hoped  no  mifehief  will  enfue  from 
thefe  favages.”  !

Major  Rogers  marched  from  fort  Edward 
the  10th  infiant,  with  about  180  men,  and 
on  the  13th  following,  about  three  o’clock  in 
the  afternoon,  five  miles  weft  of  Ticonderoga, 
was  attacked  by  about  300  of  the  enemy, 
moflly  favages.  Our  people  foon  killed  40  of 
them,  the  greateft  part  Indians,  and  obliged 
them  to  retire,  and  imagining  they  were,  only 
a  fcouting  patty',  began  to  try  their  dexterity 
at  fealping,  expefling  their  bufinefs  was  done; 
but  the  French  being  reinforced  from  their 
fort,  attacked  the  major  a  fecond  time,  and 
were  b-avely  repulfed  ;  but  numbers  increaiing 
again!!  our  people,  they  were  obliged  at  laft, 
being  overpowered,  to  give  way,  left  they 
fhould  be  furrounded  by  the  enemy,  who 
were  700  ftrong  ;  leaving  behind  them  capt. 
Bulkley,  lieutenants  Moore  and  Pottinger, 
enfigns  Rofs,  M'Daniel,  Campbell,  and  White, 
all  of  the  renters,  killed  :  Enfign  Belford, 
and  three  volunteers,  of  the  regulars,  killed  ; 
lieut.  Philips,  capt.  Pringle,  lieut.  Roach, 
and  one  volunteer,  taken  prifoners,  fcclides 
many  others ;  in  the  whole  about  137  men. 
Major  Rogers,  lieut.  Crofton,  and  enfign 
Waits  are  returned.  The  engagement  lafted 
from  three  o’clock  P.  M.  till  half  an  hour 
aftr-  four  ;  and  it  is  agreeJ  bv  all  thole  that 
eliap-n,  that  our  people  behaved  with  the 
great-,  ft  calmnefs  and  bravery  during  the  whole 
attion  ;  and  that  the  enemy  could  not  have 
loft  lefs  than  1  50  men.

fore,  and  of  81.  as.  to'* fuch  as  have  ferved 
in  any  of  the  former  campaigns  this  prefent 
war  ;  the  faid  number  to  be  compleated  by  a 
draught  from  the  militia  on  the  6th  of  April 
next,  if  the  whole  number  fhould  not  infill 
before.  \ 

The  general  afiembly  of  the  province  of 
New  lerfey,  caine  to  a  refolutjon  to  raffs  a 
thoufand  men,  to  aft  in  conjunftion  with  his 
^  majefty’s  regular  forces  the  enfuing  campaign  ; 
that  the  faid  number  of  men  fhall  confift  of 
volunteers  only;  and  that,  for  an  encourage¬ 
ment  to  the  faid  volunteers  to  enter,  there  be 
allowed  a  bounty  of  12  I.  to  each. 

We  are  ..fibred  from  gQod  authority,  that  the 
province  of  Penfylvania  have  voted  an  hun¬ 
dred  thoufand  pounds  for  his  majefty’s  fervice 
the  enfuing  campaign  ;  and  that  it  was  gene¬ 
rally  thought  there  would  be  two  thoufand  fe- 
1  ven  hundred  men  railed  in  that  province,  being 
I  the  fame  number  as  was  railed  iaft  year. 

So  good  a  look-out  has  lately  been  kept  off 
St.  Euftatia,  as  to  have  prevented  any  provi- 
fions  going  from  thence  to  the  French  for  a 
long  while,  whereby  upwards  of  four  thou¬ 
fand  barrels  of  beef,  that  were  to  have  been 
tranfoorted  from  thence  at  all  events  to  Mar- 
cinico,  had  putrilied  and  become  ufelefs. 

Annapoi  js  in  Maryland,  March  23. 
ft-  Laft  night,  at  two  minutes  before  ten, 
when  the  air  was  very  dear  and  ferene,  we 
had  here  a  very  confidcrable  ihock  of  an 
earthquake  ;  but,  through  God’s  mercy,  it  has 
done  no  damage  that  we  have  yet  heard  of. 

1  For  about  three  quarters,  of  a  minute  before 
the  {hock,  there  was  a  rumbling  noife,  not 
unlike  that  of  carriage  wheels  on  pavements 
or  frozen  ground,  at  a  diftance,  w'hich  in- 
I  creafed  till  the  lhaking,  and  that  lafted  about 
half  a  minute.  Ft  was  likewife  very  fenfibly

We  have  advice  from  Halifax,  that  Sir 
Charles  Hardy,  in  the  Captain  of  64  guns, 
with  the  Terrible  of  74;  Northumberland, 
64  ;  Orfcrd,  64  ;  Somerfet,  64  ;  Kingfton, 
6c  ;  Defiance,  60  ;  Sutherland,  30  ;  and  Bo¬ 
reas  frigate  ;  fail’d  from  Ihence  twelve  days 
ago,  and  were  cruifing  off  Louifbourg,  ex¬ 
pecting  the  fquadron  from  England  under  ad¬ 
min!  Bofcawen. 


The  Prince  Frederick  arrived  at  Halifax  the 
ift  inftant,  having  loft  all  her  mate  in  very- 
hard  gales  of  wind  ;  and  they  were  taking 
out  the  mafts  of  the  Arc-en-ciei,  in  order  to 
refit  the  Prince  Frederick. 

Winchester,  in  Virginia,  April  tS. 

An  unlucky  accident  lately  happened  in  this 
neighbourhood.  On  Sunday  the  9th  inftant, 
a  countryman  was  fired  at  from  behind  fome 
rocks  near  the  houfe  of  Aaron  Jenkins,  about 
iS  miles  from  Winchefter  ;  fome  of  the  coun¬ 
try  people  going  out  afterwards,  faw  two  men, 
painted  and  drelfed  like  Indians,  who  on  per¬ 
ceiving  them,  ran  oft’  with  great  precipitation. 
The  neighbours  being  greatly  alarmed  at  this, 
went  to  Pattifon’s  fort,  to  inform  the  com¬ 
manding  offi,  er  therewith  ;  on  which  enfign 
Chew  was  ordered  out  with  a  party  of  men  ; 
lie  loon  fell  upon  their  tracks,  and  continued 
on  them  till  he  had  crofted  the  North  Moun¬ 
tain,  where  he  found  a  beef,  with  part  of  the 
hind  quarters  taken  oft",  and  the  tongue  cut 
out  in  the  Indian  manner :  About  a  mile 
from  thence  he  faw  two  men  at  a  fire  ;  he 
advanced  within  a  few  yards  of  them,  and 
intended  to  have  made  them  rrifoners,  but  one 
of  his  foldiers  firing,  difeovered  him  to  the 
men,  who  immediately  endeavoured  to  lay 
hold  of  their  guns  5  Mr.  Chew  theny  fearing 
that  fome  of  his  party  might  lofe  their  lives, 
fired-  upon  them,  and  his  men  followed  his 
exam  le  fo  effectually,  that  l’carce  one  bullet 
miffed  the  objeft  it  was  aimed  at.  The  per- 
fons  proved  to  be  'the  famous  Jacob  Lane, 
killed  on  she  fpot,  and  James  Cox,  who  tho’ 
mortally  wounded,  lived  long  enough  to  tell 
the  foldiers  they  h->d  done  their  duty,  and  that 
Lane  and  himfclf  defers  ed  what  they  had  met 
with.  They  were  both  painted  and  dreffed  fo 
like  Indians,  even  to  the  cut  of  their  hair, 
that  their  mod  intimate  acquaintances  could 
not  diftmguifh  them.  It  is  not  ealy  to  affign 
the  reafons  that  induced  thofe  unhappy  penbns, 
who  had  acquired  great  reputation  by  their 
fignal  fervices,  to  a£I  in  the  manner  they  did. 

New-York,  April  16. 

Sir  William  Johnfon  is  gone  up  to  the  Up¬ 
per  Mohawk  caftie  at  Canajohary,  to  hold  a 
congrefs  with. the  Five  Nations  of  Indians’, 
where  a  great  number  of  them  are  expe&ed 
to  meet,  and  there  is  a  profpedl  of  Sir  Wil¬ 
liam’s  carrying  a  large  body  of  them  into  the 
field  next  campaign. 

Our  accounts  from  Philadelphia  are,  that  re¬ 
boot  twenty-five  days  fin.ee,  col.  Mercer,  of 


the  Virginian  Provincials,  with  an  hundred 
Highlanders,  two  hundred  Royal  Americans 
and  Virginians,  and  about  fifty  Indians,  were 
marched  with  two  mortars  and  one  haubitzer, 
to  attack  a  French  fort  called  Wenango,  dif- 
tant  about  eighty  miles  north  from  Pitfburgh, 
formerly  Fort  Du  Quefne,  on  the  river  Ohio  ; 
and  from  the  intelligence  of  a  French  priloner, 
lately  taken  near  that  fort  by  one  of  our  fcout- 
ing  parties,  we  have  reafon  to  believa  col. 
Mercer  will  fucceed.  *•/ « 

4y  New-York,  April  Jo.  I'lSV1’ 

They  write  from  Albany,  that  Sir  William 
Johnfon  has  had  a  meeting  at  Bonnojohary, 
with  between  4  or  600  Indians,  among!! 
whom  were  deputies  from  four  other  nations 
befides  thofe  of  the  Six  Nations.  They  have 
all  declared  their  intentions  of  joining  with  the 
Englifh  .againft  the  French  y  appear  to  be  fin- 
cerely  difpofed  to  afiift  us  in  the  approaching 
campaign  ;  and  are  very  earned:  that  we  fliould 
go  againft  Niagara:  and  it  is  confidently  faid 
here,  that  in  fuch  cafe  Sir  William  would  be 
able  to  mufter  and  march  with  near  1000  In¬ 
dians.  They  brought  down,  and  delivered  at 
this  meeting,  feveral  Englifh  prifoners  ;  and 
have  promifed  to  deliver  the  reft  they  have 
amongft  them,  to  the  governor  of  Penfylvania. 
We  hear  alfo,  that  a  confiderable  body  of  the 
moft  remote  Seneca  Indians  are  coming  down 
to  Sir  William’s  houfe  from  the  meeting,  in 
order  to  go  out  againft  the  enemy  immediately, 
Boston,  April  24.  , -j s-Cq  —  q 

By  a  letter  from  Halifax  we  Jearn,  that  on 
the  8th  inftant  the  Juno  frigate,  with  feveral 
of  the  tranfports  which  caire  out  under  con¬ 
voy  of  the  Prince  Frederick  and  Juno,  arrived 
there  that  day  :  that  one  of  the  tranfports 
founder’d  at  fea ;  the  people  were  taken  oil 
board  the  Juno. 

We  alfo  hear  from  Halifax  that  capt.  Rous 
had  taken  a  large  French  vefi'el  of  16  guns, 
bound  to  Cape-Breton  from  Ereft,  with  ord¬ 
nance  ftores  ;  which  gave  him  an  account, 
that  a  large  French  ftore-lhip  was  confined  in 
the  ice,  which  he  went  in  queft  of :  That  the 
Boreas  frigate  had  taken  a  French  Brig  of  14 
guns,  together  with  a  prize  ihe  re’ook  bound 
to  New-York,  upwards  of  500  tons,  faid  to 
be  loaded  with  provifions  j  the  brig  was  com¬ 
ing  from  Martinico  to  be  fitted  out  at  Louif- 
burg,  in  order  to  cruife  upon  our  coafts.  It 
was  rumoured  that  captain  Rous  in  the  Su- 
theiland,  went  to  the  mouth  of  the  harbour, 


hoifted  French  colours,  and  fired  for  a  pilot, 
when  two  came  out,  which  he  took,  and  they 
gave  an  account  that  the  fpotted  fever  rages 
violently  among  tho  froops,  and  that  provifi- 
ons  were  fo  fcarce,  that  they  had  begun  to  kill 
their  horfes  for  want  thereof :  And  that  the 
prifoners  taken  on  board  the  velTel  from  Breft, 
reported  that  a  large  fleet  of  men  of  war  w'C-re 
to  fail  for  Louifburg  in  a  few  days  alter  them. 
It  is  alfo  rumoured  that  there  were  but  tlnee 
frigates  in  the  harbour.

On  Wednefday  laft  the  Young  Lieutenant, 
a  principal  warrior  of  the  Lower  Creeks,  with 
his  fon,  and  four  other  Creek  Indians,  arriv¬ 
ed  in  town  ;  and,  with  the  others,  received 
haiidi'ome  prefents,  both  from  the  public  and 
a  private  hand.  This  headfman  was  former¬ 
ly  in  the  French  intereft,  when  he  had,  and 
fiill  has,  great  influence  and  power  among 
Jiis  countrymen.  The  reafon  of  his  journey 
hither  was  to  attach  himfelf  to  the  Briiilh  in- 
tereft,  of  which  he  has  given  the  ftrongeft 
aflurances.  He  had  been  paying  a  friendly 
■vifit  to  the  Cherokees  and  Catawbas,  and  in¬ 
forms  us  that  the  Cherokees  had  fojiicited  him 
to  join  a  party  of  them  who  were  going  out 
againft  the  white  men,  to  revenge  the  deaths 


»f  fume  of  their  friends  killed  on  the  fronti¬ 
er;  0,  North-Cavolina  and  Virginia  about  18 
months  or  two  years  ago,  which  he  refufed, 
and  endeavoured  to  pcrl'uade  them  to  drop 
their  refentment  ;  but  they  informed  him  the 
quality  and  rank  of  thefe  k;lled  was  fuch  as 
rendered  it  imroflible  :  And  onFiiday  advices 
were  received  from  Saliftury,  in  the  Yadkin 
fettlemer.t,  in  Rowan  county,  North-Caro- 
Ijna,  that  a  party  of  Indians  had  come  into 
the  fettlements  about  the  Waxfaws,,and  com¬ 
mitted  JeveraJ  murders  :  The  militia  were 
railed,  and  on  fearching  the  houfes  where  the 
Indians  had  been,  eighteen  white  people  were 
found  killed,  and  eight  more  are  milling, 

Extrafft  of  a  letter  from  Albany,  dated  the 
i'i  13th  of  May.  l-Jjc),  ,3 

“  About  twelve  o’clock  on  Monday  the 
30th  of  April  laft,  an  Oneida  Indian  acquaint¬ 
ed  captain  Herchamer,  that' a  party  of  eighty 
Indians  aqd  feur  Frenchmen,  were  near  his 
fort,  and  would  certainly  come  down  and  at¬ 
tack  the  fettlements.  About  three  o'clock, 
moft  part  of  the  inhabitants  having  notice 
from  capt.  Herchamer,  aftembled  at  the  fort ; 
four  families,  that  had  fled  from  Henderfon’s 
purchafe  in  the  fpring,  for  fear  of  the  enemy, 
could  not  get  in,  and  had  in  their  houfes  two 
Indian  traders,  of  the  name  of  Clock,  and  fix 
waggoners,  that  were  carrying  capt.  Gage’s 
baggage  to  the  fort.  At  four  o’clock  the  houfes 
were  attacked :  and  the  waggoners  being  fur- 
prized,  ran  up  flairs,  the  better  to  defend 
-themfelves.  The  Indians  immediately  rufhed 
into  the  houfe,  and  killed  and  fealped  all  that 
were  below;  fome  of  them  attempted  the 
Hairs,  but  were  knocked  down  by  the  wag¬ 
goners  ;  they  then  fired  up  thro’  the  loft,  and 
foon  were  jomed  by  more  Indians,  who  fired 
many  (hot  quite  thro’  the  houfe,  and  propofed 
tp  fet  it  on  fire  ;  which  fo  intimidated  John 
Ehel,  a  waggoner,  that  he  leaped  cut  at  a 
window,  thinking  to  make  hi;  efcape,  but 
was  foon  killed  ;  the  other  five  defended  them- 
filves  with  great  intrepidity,  having  killed  one 
Indian,  until  they  were  relieved  by  a  party  of 
rangers,  who  came  to  their  affiftance  ;  and 
Oiler  exchanging  a  few  diet,  the  Indians  fled. 
Capt.  Herchamer  fays  he  law  four  or  five  of 
the,  Indians  drop,  but  were  carried  off".  In 
the  above  affair  thirty-three  of  the  Indians 
wepe  killed,  and  lieut.  Hair,  of  the  rangers, 
received  a  flight  wound  in  the  fireaft.  Next 
day  fome  Oneidas  came  down  to  trade,  and 
gnet  the  enemy  going  off",  who  told  them  they 
had  fix  of  their  company  killed,  and  nine 
wounded,”

We  have  accounts  from  Bridgwater,  about 
30  miles  S,  S.  F..  from  this  town,  that  on 
Thurfday  the  loth  inftant,  about  ten  o\  lock 
in  the  evening,  there  was  heard  a  very  un- 
ufual  noife  in  the  air  5  it  began  in  the  S.  W. 
firft  two  explosions  refembling  nine-pounders 
well-loaded  and  regularly  difchargcd  ;  then 
followed  three  reports  like  to  granado  lhelis, 
but  rather  quicker  than  the  former.  From 
the  beginning  there  was  a  rumbling  like  dil'- 
tant  thunder,  which  continued  after  the  ex- 
plofions  abonf  four  minutes,  and  feeir.ed  to 
moye  through  the  air  to  the  S,  E.  where  it 
ended. 

Immediately  after  the  rumbling  ceafed, 
there  came  a  breeze  of  air  very  much  like  a 
whirlwind,  which  carried  the  leaves  aloft  in 
a  furprifing  manner. 

We  alio  learn  that  the  like  noife  was  heard 
at  Providence,  Taunton,  and  Scituatc,  at  tha 
two  former  places  much  louder  than  at  Bridg¬ 
water. 

At  Rayham  in  Briftol  County,  it  feemed 
like  the  report  of  a  cannon  in  the  air,  fol¬ 
lowed  with  a  noife  like  a  great  number  of 
drums  beat  together  ;  it  came  from  the  N.W. 
and  palled  to  the  S,  E.  and  was  heard  five 
minutes. 

It  was  alfo  heard  in  the  counties  of  Wor- 
cefter,  Plymouth  and  Barnftaple. 

From  one  of  the  fartheft  towns  on  Cape 
Cod,  this  wonderful  phenomenon  was  feen  to 
pafs  over  the  ocean,  refembling  a  large  ball  of 
fire,  which,  when  it  went  off,  the  explofion 
made  a  noife  like  thedifeharge  of  a  great  num¬ 
ber  of  cannon  at  once. 

June  ii. 

On  Thurfday  began,  and  continued  till  the 
next  day  towards  the  evening,  the  fevereft 
N.  E  ftorm  of  wind  and  rain,  that  has  been 
known  for  many  years  at  this  feafon  :  The 
damage  done  by  it  that  we  have  already  heard 
of  is,  that  almoll  all  the  fhipping  at  Salem 
and  Mgrblehead  are  drove  aihore.  As  the 
wind  was  at  N.  E.  little  or  no  damage  was 
done  to  the  fhipping  in  this  harbour,  but  we 
are  in  pain  to  hear  from  the  fleet  which  fail¬ 
ed  from  hence  tor  Louifburgh  four  days  before 
the  ftorm  :  feveral  gardens  in  this  town  are  al¬ 
moll:  ruined,  and  a  great  many  fences,  &c. 
blown  down ;  2nd  in  the  country  a  great 
number  of  trees  were  torn  up  by  the  roots, 
and  feme;  of  iS  inches  or  two  feet  thick, 
broke  off  four  feet  above  the  ground.

Extratt  of  a  letter  from  Paris,  July  11. 

“  The  Comet  frigate  arrived  on  the  27th  at 
Port  Louis  from  Cape  Breton,  with  advice,  that 
on  the  ift  of  June  admiral  Bofcavfen  appeared 
in  the  Bay  of  Gabaras,  near  Louifbourg  ;  up¬ 
on  which  the  governor  reinforced  all  the  ports ; 
along  the  coaft.  On  the  2th,  at  four  in'The 
morning,  the  Englifh  began  the  attack  in  flat- 
bottomed  boats,  fupported  by  frigates,  on  the 
fide  of  the  Cormorandiere,  where  they  met 
with  a  warm  reception,  and  loft  near  1203 
men.  Meanwhile  a  part  of  the  enemy’s  barges 
took  fhelter  at  the  foot  of  fome  fteep  roqks  on 
the  right  of  the  Cormorandiere,  in  a  place 
which  was  thought  inacceflible,  and  got  to  the 
top  of  them  in  great  numbers  before  they  were 
obferved.  Our  troops  retired  to  Louifbourg, 
where  every  thing  was  prepared  for  a  vigorous 
defence,  the  place  being  well  fupplied  with  all 
necefiaries.”

This  morning  an  exprefs  arrived  here  from

“  Admiral  Saunders,  with  the  Jquadron 
under  his  command,  arrived  in  good  condi¬ 
tion  the  21  ft  of  April  off  Louifbourg,  but 
was  oblieed  to  bear  away  the  26th  for  Ha¬ 
lifax,  where  he  got  fafe  the  ift  ot  May. 
On  the  3d  of  May,  Admiral  Dufell  was  dif- 
patched  with  eight  fliipS  of  the  line  and  fome 
troops,  as  far  as  the  ifland  of  Coudrie,  to  pre¬ 
vent  fupplies  getting  to  Quebec.  Oh  Admi¬ 
ral  Saunders’s  arrival  the  14th  in  Louifbourg 
(whofe  harbour  had  been  but  a  few  days  open) 
the  Alcide  and  Sterling  Caftle  were  fent  to 
joifl  Admiral  DurelJ,  and  in  their  paflage 
took  two  ftorefhips  for  Quebec,  who  came 
out  in  company  with  twelve  fail  more  of 
the  like  veffels  laden  with  ammunition,  &c, 
under  the  convoy  of  four  /hips  of  the  line 
and  two  frigates,  all  which  had  feprated  but 
three  days  before  in  a  fog,  from  the  two 
prizes  fent  to  Louifbourg^  fo  that  there  is  a 
great  probability  of  thofe  /Trips  falling  into 
the  hands  of  Admiral  Durcll.  There  were 
alfo  fourteen  Spanifh  veffels  with  ftores  fob 
Canada,  one  of  which  is  fent  into  Halifax 
by  the  Richmond  f.  igate.

•y  AST  Saturday  a  Courier  arrived  from 
f  f ^Albany,  with  Advice^  That  Brigadier 
General  Prideaux  with  his  army  of  Regulars, 
and  the  New-York  Provincials,  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  7.00  Indians,  under  the  command  of 
Sir  William  Jo'nnfon,  fet  off  from  Ofwego_  in 
prder  to  attack  Niagara,  the  ift  in/t.  after 
leaving  1000  men,  under  the  command  of 
Lieut.  Col.  Haverland  of  the  Ini/killing  regi¬ 
ment,  to  garrifon  that  place ;  and  that  they 
were  to  be  joined  at  a  certain  point  in  Lake 
Ontario,  by  300  Indians  more: — That  in  a 
few  hours  after  the  Brigadier  had  marched,  a 
Swifs,  a  defetter  from  the  French,  came  to 
Col.  Haverland,  and  gave  an  account  that  a 
large  tody  of  French  and  Indians  (which  he 
£ippofed  to  be  1S00  at  leaft)  were  coming  jn 
prder  to  take  poffeftion  of  that  ground,  when 
he  immediately  put  them  in^as  good  a  pof- 
■  ture  of  defence  as  the  time  and  circumftances 
would  admit  of  :~That  on  the  ad  infant,  at 
five  o’clock,  the  enemy  appeared,  and  engaged 
them  in  a  formidable  manner,  in  order  to  force 
their  lines,  which  lafted  till  one  o’clock,  when 
they  were  repul  led  ;  and  about  three  o  clock 
the  fame  day  (after  refrelhing  themfelves,  or 
as  was  fufpefted,  burying  their  dead)  they  re¬ 
newed  the  attack,  which  lafted  till  eight  at 
night,  when  they  were  again  repulled  : — That 
on  the  jd  infant  they  again  renewed  their  at¬ 
tacks,  came  on  brifkly,  and  were  engaged 
from  nine  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  to  three  in 
the  afternoon,  when  they  were  beat  off  the 
field  and  fled  That  in  the  engagement  we 
had  but  one  man  killed  and  nine  wounded  ; 
but  the  lofs  of  the  enemy  was  uncertain,  tho’ 
it  is  thought  a  great  many,  as  we  recovered  a 
number  of  the  dead,  and  difeovered  many 
graves L— There  are  feveral  letters  in  town  cor- 
refpondmg  nearly  with  the  above  advice  $ 
from  one  of  which  we  have  this  alteration, 
“  That  it  is  fuppofed  the  enemy  were  at  leaft 
1500  ftrong  at  the  beginning  of  the  engage¬ 
ment,  but  we  believe  they  were  reduced  to 
1200:  our  lofs  dees  not  exceed  feven  killed 

and  eleven  wounded.” — That  an  exprefs  ar¬ 
rived  at  Albany  on  Thurfday,  the  12th  infant, 
from  Lake  George,  and  reported,  that  the  ar¬ 
my  continued  in  high  fpirits  p  and  every  thing 
was  preparing  for  a  fpeedy  cn  ffing  of  the  Lake  ;

AS  I  would  not  (lip  an  opportunity  of  con¬ 
veying  agreeable  news,  I  take  this,  by  a  mer¬ 
chant  (hip,  ready  to  fail  for  Briftol,  with  plea- 
fure  to  congratulate  you  on  the  fuccefs  of  his 
majefty’s  arms,  in  defeating  the  French  army, 
coming  to  the  relief  of  Niagara,  which 
brought  on  the  early  furrender  of  the  fort, 
whereby  the  moll  important  pafs  in  all  the  In¬ 
dian  countries  is  brought  under  his  majefty’s 
fubjeftion. 

The  army  defeated  was  made  up  by  troops 
drawn  from  Venango,  Beeve  River,  and 
Prefq’  ifte,  fo  that  thofe  parts  muft  in  a 
manner  Ue  open  to  brigadier  general  Stan-

wix ;  and  therefore  I  cannot  doubt  of  his  fuc¬ 
cefs. 

I  received  the  account  yefterday  afternoon  by 
exprefs  :  for  the  particulars  I  refer  to  the  in- 
clofed  relation  fent  me  by  lieut.  Coventry,  af- 
fiftant  deputy  quarter  mafter  general  at  Albany, 
which  contains  the  fubftance  of  the  intelli¬ 
gence  I  have  received. 

Copy  of  lieut.  Coventry’s  letter  to  lieutenant 
governor  De  Lancey. 

SIR,  Albany,  Aug.  z,  1759. 

I  have  this  moment  received  the  agreeable 
news  of  Niagara’s  furrendering  to  our  army 
on  the  25th  ult.  Six  hundred  and  fever,  pri- 
foners  are  on  their  way  from  Niagara  for  this 
place.  Lieut.  Moncrieff  brought  the  dif- 
patches,  and  fets  out  to-morrow  morning  for 
Ticonderoga.  If  col.  Amherft  be  not  failed, 
let  him  have  the  inclofed. 

Copy  of  the  account  of  the  defeat  of  the 
French  near  Niagara,  and  the  reduction  of 
the  fort,  inclofed  in  lieut.  Coventry’s  letter. 
THIS  day  lieut.  Moncrieff,  aid  de  camp  to 
the  late  gen.  Prideaux,  arrived  here  from  Nia¬ 
gara,  which  he  left  the  16th  inft,  in  his  way 

t® 
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to  gen.  Amherft.  From  the  faid  gentleman 
we  have  the  following  particulars ;  viz.  That, 
after  the  melancholy  accident  of  the  20th 
(brigadier  gen.  Prideaux  being  killed  by  the 
burftingof  a  cohorn)  the  command  of  the  ar¬ 
my  devolving  on  fir  William  Johnfon,  he  con¬ 
tinued  to  purfue  the  late  general’s  vigorous 
meafures,  and  erefted  his  third  battery  within 
1  o  yards  of  the  flag  baftion.  Having  intel¬ 
ligence  from  his  Indians  of  a  large  party  on 
their  march  from  the  falls,  to  relieve  the  fort, 
fir  William  made  a  difpofition  to  prevent 
them.  The  23d,  in  the  evening,  he  ordered 
the  light  infantry,  and  picquets  of  the  line, 
to  lie  near  the  road  on  our  left,  leading  from 
the  falls  to  the  fort.  Thefe  he  reinforced, 
in  the  morning  of  the  24th,  with  the  grena- 
di  ers,  and  part  of  the  46th  regiment,  all  un¬ 
der  the  command  of  lieut.  col.  Mafl'ey.  Lieut, 
col.  Farquhar,  with  the  4;th  battalion,  was 
ordered  to  the  tail  of  the  trenches,  to  fupport 
the  guard  of  the  trenches  commanded  by  ma¬ 
jor  Beckwith.  About  eight  in  the  morning, 
our  Indians  advanced  to  fpeak  to  the  French 
Indians,  which  the  enemy  declined.  The 
aflion  began  fcon  after,  with  the  fcrcam,  as 
ufurd,  from  the  enemy  ;  but  our  troops  were 
fo  well  difpofed  to  receive  them  in  front,  and 
®ur  Indians  on  their  flanks,  that,  inlefsthan 
an  hour’s  time,  the  whole  army  was  ruined. 
The  number  of  the  11  tin  was  not  afeertained, 
as  the  purfuit  continued  for  five  miles.  17 
officers  were  made  prilbners,  among  whom 
are  M.  d’Aubry,  chief  in  command,  wound¬ 
ed  3  M.  de  LIgnery,  fecond  in  command,  and 
wounded;  alfo  M.  Marin,  leader  of  the  In¬ 
dian';  M.  deVillie,  Repentini,  Xlartini,  Ba- 
fune,  all  captains ;  and  feveral  others.  After 
this  defeat,  which  was  in  fight  of  the  garrifon, 
lir  William  fent  major  Harvey  into  the  fort, 
with  a  lift  of  the  officers  taken,  recommend¬ 
ing  it  to  the  commanding  officer  to  furrender, 
before  more  blood  was  (bed,  and  while  he  had 
it  in  his  power  to  refixain  the  Indians.  The 
commanding  officer,  to  be  certain  of  fuch  a 
defeat,  fent  an  officer  of  his  to  fee  the  prifon- 
ers  :  they  were  (hewn  to  him  ;  and,  in  (hort, 
the  capitulation  was  finifhed  about  ten  at 
night  of  the  24th,  by  w'hich  the  garrifon  fur- 
rendered  with  the  honours  of  war;  which 
lieut.  Moncrieff  law  embarked  the  morning 
he  came  away,  to  the  number  of  607  private 
men,  exclufiveof  the  officers  and  their  ladies, 
and  thofe  taken  in  the  adlior..  We  expect 
them  here  n-morrow  on  their  way  to  New- 
'  York.

Whitxhau,  Sept.  10. 

On  Saturday  the  8th  inftant,  at  two  of 
the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  capt.  Prefcott  ar¬ 
rived  with  the  following  letter  from  major 
gen.  Amherft  to  Mr.  Secretary  Pitt,  dated 
Crown-Point,  Aug.  5,  1759. 

SIR, 

I  did  myfelf  the  honour  of  writing  to  you 
a  very  lhort  letter  on  the  27th  of  July,  as  I 
would  not  retard  lieut.  col.  Amherft  from  fet- 
ting  out,  that  he  might  acquaint  you  of  his 
majelly’s  troops  being  inpoJTcffion  of  the  fort 
and  lines  of  Ticonderoga  ;  and  1  now  fend 
capt.  Prefcott  with  this,  to  imform  you  of 
the  great  event  of  the  reduction  of  Niagara; 
and  at  the  fame  time  to  give  you  an  account  of 
my  arrival  here  with  a  part  of  the  army  undef 
my  immediate  command. 

The2ythof  July,  I  encamped  within  thtt 
lines,  and  began  to  level  the  trenches  and  bat* 
teries,  filled  up  the  road  I  had  made  from  lake 
Champlain  to  the  Saw-Mill  river  for  the  carry¬ 
ing  on  the  fiege,  encamped  four  battalions  of 
provincials  near  the  fort  for  repairing  the 
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vrotks,  fent  5C0  men  to  fort  George  for  pro- 
vifions,  &C.  ordered  all  the  French  boats  to  be 
fi/hed  up,  and  the  brig  and  boats  I  had  ordered 
to  be  built  for  carrying  guns,  to  befinilhed  in 
all  hafte,  that  I  may  be  fuperior  to  the  enemy’s 
floops  on  the  lake. 

28  th.  The  fire  was  not  totally  extinguilhed. 
I  forwarded  every  thing  asfaft  as  poffible,  that 
I  might  get  poffieffion  of  Crown  Point  without 
lofs  of  time.  In  the  afternoon  I  received  an 
account  of  a  mod  unlucky  accident,  the  death 
of  brigadier-general  Prideaux,  who  was  walk¬ 
ing  in  the  trenches  on  the  evening  of  the  19th  j 
the  gunner  carelefly  fired  a  cohorn  and  (hot 
him,  when  the  approaches  were  within  140 
yards  of  the  covered  way.  I  immediately  or¬ 
dered  brigadier-general  Gage  to  fet  out  for 
Ofivego,  to  take  on  him  the  command  of  that 
army. 

29th.  Five  companies  of  provincials  arrived 
this  day  from  the  provinces.  Intelligence  that 
the  enemy’s  troops,  which  were  encamped  on 
the  eaftern  fide  of  the  lake,  were  now  moved 
to  Crown  Point :  I  kept  fmall  parties  conftant- 
3y  looking  from  the  mountains  into  Crown 
Point,  their  two  (loops,  and  a  fchooner  there  : 
They  depend  on  my  not  getting  boats  over, 
and  that  I  (hall  be  obliged  to  build  fome  of 
force. 

30th,  It  rained  hard  lad  night,  and  this 
day,  which  put  a  great  flop  to  getting  the  bat- 
teaus  over  the  carrying-place. 

31ft.  I  ordered  the  fort  by  the  water-fide  to 
be  put  in  thorough  good  order,  and  to  be  corn- 
pleated,  as  the  enemy  had  not  quite  finiflied 
it  :  Ordered  the  fort  ot  Ticonderoga  to  be  re¬ 
paired  upon  the  fame  plan  as  the  enemy  had 
built  it,  which  will  fave  great  time  and  ex- 
pences,  as  it  is  but  a  fmall  part  of  the  whole 
that  is  ruined  :  The  cofts  the  enemy  has  been 
at  in  rebuilding  the  fort  and  houl'es  are  very 
great.  The  glacis  and  covered  way  quite  good  : 
the  counterfcarp  of  the  glacis,  mafonry  :  the 
coanterfcarp  of  the  ditch,  mafonry.  Two 
ravelins  of  mafonry  that  cover  the  only  front 
to  which  approaches  can  be  carried  on.  The 
fort,  a  fquare  with  four  bastions,  built  with 
logs  on  the  rocks,  which  are  covered  with  fome 
mafonry  to  level  the  foundation.  The  wood 
part  of  it  is  the  word  fini(hed.  One  baftion, 
and  a  part  of  two  courtins,  demohlhed,  but 
not  in  the  front  that  can  be  eafieft  attacked. 
The  cafements  are  good  ;  the  walls  of  the 
burnt  barracks  are  not  damaged.  Eleven 
good  ovens  have  helped  us  greatly.  As  the  fi- 
taation  of  the  fort  is  very  advantageous  for  the 
proteftion  of  his  majefty’s  dominions,  and  the 
approaches  may  be  rendered  as  difficult  to  the 
enemy,  as  they  have  been  ta  the  king’s  troops, 
and  that  there  is  no  fault  in  it  but  its  being 
fraall,  I  hive  thought  proper  to  have  it  re¬ 
paired,  which  I  hope  will  meet  with  your  ap¬ 
probation, 

1  (l  of  Auguft.  At  noon  a  fcouting  party 
came  in,  faid  the  enemy  had  abandoned  Crown 
Point 5  this  makes  no  alteration  in  my  mo¬ 
tions,  as  1  am  already  trying  all  I  can  to  get 
forward  ;  but  on  this,  I  fcp.t  away  major  Gra* 
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ham  with  all  expedition  to  command  the  ad 
battalion  of  the  royal  highland  regiment,  and 
to  march  them  to  Ofwego,  that  in  cafe,  from 
the  unfortunate  death  of  brigadier-general  Pri¬ 
deaux,  the  reduction  (hould  not  have  taken 
place,  brigadier-general  Gage  may  return  to 
the  attack,  with  the  utmoft  vigour  and  dis¬ 
patch,  and  to  purfue  the  ulterior  operations  of 
the  campaign. 

2d.  Very  rainy  weather  put  a  flop  entirely 
to  getting  boats  over  the  carrying-place  this 
day. 

3.  A  party  I  had  fent  to  Crown-Point, 
brought  in  a  deferter  from  late  Forbes’s  in  a 
French  coat,  one  that  I  had  pardoned  for  de- 
fertion  when  I  was  at  Fort  George.  I  thought 
rt  fo  neceflary  to  make  an  immediate  example, 
that  I  had  him  hanged  direflly.  Sent  200  ran¬ 
gers  thro’  the  woods  to  Crown- Point. 

4th.  The  General  at  two  in  the  morning, 
AJJembly  half  an  hour  after,  and  the  rangers,- 
light  infantry,  grenadiers,  and  two  brigades  of 
regulars,  were  foon  embarked,  except  the  royal 
highland  regiment  that  waited  for  boats,  which 
detained  me  fome  time.  I,  however,  arrived 
at  Crown-Point  before  the  evening,  landed  and 
polled  all  the  corp9  ;  fome  encamped  and  fome 
lay  on  their  arms.  At  night,  lieut.  Mon- 
crieff,  whom  I  had  fent  with  grigadier-ger.eral 
Prideaux,  arrived  with  a  letter  from  fir  Wil¬ 
liam  Johnfon,  tnclofing  the  capitulation  of 
Niagara,  both  which  I  have  the  fatisfaflion  to 
fend  to  you. 

5th.  J  ordered  lieutenant-colonel  Eyre  to 
trace  out  the  ground  for  a  fort,  which  I  will 
fet  about  with  all  poffible  expedition.  This 
pod  fecures  entirely  all  his  majelty’s  domi¬ 
nions  that  are  behind  it,  from  the  inroads  of 
the  enemy,  and  the  fealping  parties  that  have 
infefted  the  whole  country,  and  it  will  give 
great  peace  and  quiet  to  the  king’s  fubjefts,- 
who  will  now  fettle  in  their  habitations  from 
this  to  New-York.  I  (hall  take  faft  hold  of 
it,  and  notneglefb,  at  the  fame  time,  to  for¬ 
ward  every  meafure  I  can,  to  enable  me  to  pafs 
lake  Champlain  j  and  you  may  be  afiured,  fir, 
I  (hall,  tothebeftof  my  capacity,  try  to  pur - 
fue  every  thing  for  the  fuccefs  and  honour  of 
liis  majefty’s  arms.  I  am,  &c.

CiJ.y  of  a  Letter  from  Sir  William  Johnfon, 
Bart,  to  Major-General  Amherft,  dated  Nia- 
gara,  zyb  of  July,,  17  rg. 

“  Sir. 

I  HAVF  the  honour  to  acquaint  you  by 
lieutenant  Moncriefr,  Niagara  furrendeied  to 
his  majefly’s  arms  the  25th  inftant.  A  de¬ 
tachment  of  1 100  men,  w  ith  a  numbei  of  In¬ 
dians,  under  the  command  of  meffrs.  Aubry 
and  De  Ligncry,  collcdted  from  Detroit,  Ve¬ 
nango,  and  Prefqu’  ifle,  made  an  attempt  to 
icinfoice  the  garrifon  the  24th  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  ;  but,  as  1  had  intelligence  of  them,  I 
made  a  difpofition  to  intercept  them.  The 
evening  before,  1  ordered  the  light  infantry, 
and  picqucts  to  take  pod  on  the  road  upon  our 
left,  leading  from  Niagara  Falls  to  the  fort : 
In  the  morning,  I  reinforced  thefe  with  two 
companies  of  grenadiers,  and  part  of  rhe  46th 
regiment.  The  adtion  began  about  half  an 
hour  after  nine  ;  but  they  were  fo  well  receiv¬ 
ed  Ijy  the  troops  in  front,  and  the  Indians  on 
their  rlank,  that,  in  an  hour’s  time,  the 
whole  was  completely  ruined,  and  all  their  of¬ 
ficers  made  piifoners,  among  whom  arc  mor,f. 
Aubry,  De  Ligncry,  Marin,  Repcntini,  to  the 
number  of  17.  I  cannot  afeertain  the  num- 
nc  iot  killed,  they  arc  lo  difperfed  among  the 
woods,  but  their  lofs  is  great. 

As  this  happened  under  the  eyes  of  the.  gar¬ 
rifon,  I  thought  proper  to  fend  my  laft  fum- 
mons  to  the  commanding  officer  for  his  fur- 
Ttndering,  which  he  li/lened  to.  I  enclofe  you 
the  capitulation  j  Mr.  MoncrielT  will  inform 
you  of  the  (late  of  our  ammunition  and  pro- 
vilions  :  I  hope  care  will  be  taken  to  forward 
rn  immediate  fupply  of  botli  to  Ofwego.  As 
the  troops  that  were  defeated  yc/lerday  w'ere 
diawn  Irom  thofe  ports,  which  lie  in  general 
Stanwix’s  rout,  I  am  in  hopes  it  will  be  of  the 
utmoft  ccnfequc'nce  to  the  fiiccefs  of  his  expe- 
aition.  The  publick  /lores  of  the  garrifon, 
that  can  be  faved  from  the  Indians,-  I  (hall  or¬ 
der  the  affiftant  quarter- mailer-general  and 
the  clerk  of  /lores  to  take  an  account  of,  as 
foon  as  po/fible. 

As  all  my  attention  at  prefent  is  taken  up 
with  the  Indians,  that  the  capitulation  I  have 
agreed  to  may  be  obfetved,  your  excellency 
vail  excufe  my  not  being  more  particular. 

Permit  me  to  a/Iure  you,  in  the  whole  nro- 
gicfs  of  the  fiege,  which  was  fevere  and  pain¬ 
ful,  the  officers  aad  men  behaved  with  the 


utmoft  chearfulnefs  and  bravery.  I  have  only 
to  regret  the  lofs  of  general  Prideaux  and  co¬ 
lonel  Johnfon.  I  endeavour  to  purfue  the 
late  general’s  vigorous  meafures,  the  good  cf- 
fedls  of  which  he  deferved  to  enjoy. 

With  earned  good  wi/heS  for  your  fuccefs,  I 
have  the  honour  to  be,  &c.  Wm.  Johnson, 
Articles  of  Capitulation  granted  to  the  Garri¬ 
fon  of  Niagara,  inclofcd  in  Sir  William 
Johnfon’s  Letter  to  Major  General  Am¬ 
herft  of  the  25th  of  Julv,  1759. 

Art.  I.  The  garrifon  (hail  march  out  with 
their  arms  and  baggage,  drum  beating,  and 
match  lighted  at  both  ends,  and  a  final!  piece 
of  cannon,  to  embark  upon  fuch  vefiels  as 
the  commander  of  his  Britannick  majefty’s 
forces  /hail  furni/h  to  convey  them  to  New 
York,  by  the  /horteft  read,  and  in  the  /horteft 
manner.  Granted. 

Art.  II.  The  garrifon  /hall  lay  down  their 
arms  when  they  embark,  but  /hall  keep  their 
baggage.  Granted. 

Art.  III.  The  officers  /hall  keep  both  their 
arms  and  their  baggage.  Granted. 
t  Art.  IV.  The  French  ladies,  wuth  their 
children,  and  other  women,  as  well  as  the 
chaplain,  /hall  be  fent  to  Montreal,  and  the 
enmmanderof  his  Britannick  majefty’s  troops 
/hall  furni/h  them  with  vefiels  and  fubfi/fence 
necefiary  for  their  voyage  to  the  firft  Frtnch 
poft,  and  this  is  to  be  executed  as  foort  as  pof- 
fible ;  thofe  women  who  chufc  to  follow  their 
hu/bands  are  at  liberty  to  do  it.  Granted,  ex¬ 
cept  with  regard  to  thofe  icemen  who  are  bis  Bri- 
tenmek  mayfly  s  ftibjefis. 

Art.  V.  The.  lick  and  wounded,  who  are 
obliged  to  remain  in  the  fort,  /hall  have  liber¬ 
ty  to  depart  with  every  thing  that  belongs  to 
them,  and  (hall  be  condudlcd  in  fafety,  as 
foon  as  they  arc  able  to  fupport  the  faticues 
of  a  voyage  to  the  place  deftined  for  “the 
reft  of  the  garrifon  ;  in  the. mean  time  they 
arc  to  be  allowed  a  guard  for  their  fecurity. 
Granted. 

Art.  VI.  The  commanding  officer,  all  the 
other  officers  and  private  men,  who  are  in  the 
lerviceof  his  moll  chriftian  majefty,  /hall  quit 
the  fort  without  being  fubjedl  to  any  aft  of 
reprifals  wbatfoever.  Granted. 

Art.  VII.  An  inventory  /hall  be  made  of  all 
the  military  /lores  in  the  magazine,  which, 
with  the  artillery,  /hall  be  delivered  up,  bona 
fide,  as  well  as  all  other  effedls,  w  hich  are  the 
property  of  his  moft  chriftian  majefty,  and 
which  are  found  in  the  magazine  at  the  time 
of  the  capitulation.  The  vefiels  and  boats  are 
included  in  this  article. 

Art.  VIII.  The  foldiers  /hall  not  be  plun¬ 
dered  nor  feparated  from  their  officers.  Gran¬ 
ted. 

Art.  IX.  The  garrifon  /hall  be  conducted 
under  a  proper  efcort  to  the  place  deftined  for 
their  reception  :  The  general  /hall  exprefsly 
recommend  to  this  efcort  to  hinder  the  favages 
from  approaching  and  infulting  any  pcrfotis 
belonging  to  the  garrifon,  and  /hall  prevent 
their  being  pillaged  by  them,  when  they  quit 
tlie-ir  arms  tw  embarkation  }  and  the  fame  care

Art.  X.  An  exadl  lift  (hall  be  made  of  the 
names  and  firnames  of  the  different  troops,  as 
well  regulars  as  militia,  and  of  all  others 
who  are  employed  in  his  moll  chriftian  ma- 
jefty’s  fervice  ;  and  all  thofe  who  are  fo  em¬ 
ployed,  fhall  be  treated  in  the  fame  manner 
as  the  reft  of  the  garrifon.  Granted  in  tbcfrfl 
article.  , 

Art.  XI.  All  the  favages;  of  whatfoever 
nation  they  be,  who  are  found  in  the  garri- 
fon,  fhall  be  protefled  from  infult,  and  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  go  where  they  pleafe.  Granted,  but 
it  will  be  advifeable  for  them  to  depart  at  private¬ 
ly  at  pojjtble. 

Thefe  articles  being  accepted,  the  general 
of  his  Britannick  majefty’s  forces  fhall  be  put 
inpoffeffionof  a  gate  of  the  fort,  but  this  can¬ 
not  be  done  until  to-morrow.  To-morrow  at 
feven  o'clock  in  the  morning.

Copy  of  a  Letter  from  a  gentleman  in  the  ex¬ 
pedition  againft  Canada,  to  his  friend  in 

Bolton,  dated  Ifle-Coudre,  in  the  river  St. 

Lawrence,  July  io. 

“  I  am  juft  now  come  down  from  within  a 
little  better  than  a  miles  of  Quebeck,  city, 
where  I  have  had  a  full  profpeft  of  it.  Our 
army  has  been  landed  fome  days,  to  the  a- 
mount  of  about  80O0,  in  two  divifions,  viz. 
one  on  the  weftern  extremity  of  Orleans  Ifle, 
the  other  on  Point  Levi  [within  cannon  fhot 
of  the  city]  oi»  the  fouth  fhore.  The  day 
before  yefterday  4000  decamped  from  Orleans, 
and  landed  on  the  north  fhore  (whereon  (lands 
the  city)  and  without  oppofition,  as  I  am  in¬ 
formed,  tho’  the  French  have  two  large  camps 
on  the  fame  ground.  The  fame  day  much 
firing  was  made  by  our  frigates,  fome  (hells 
thrown  from  our  ketches,  tho’  with  little 
fuccefs,  faving  two,  which  I  faw  fall  in  their 
camp,  and  put  them  in  great  confufion ;  the 
reft,  being  about  feven,  burft  in  my  fight  in 
the  air,  and  the  pieces  fell  in  the  water.  The 
French  fired  fmartly  from  the  city  on  Point 
Levi,  where  we  were  erefting  a  battery  to 
play  on  the  city  ;  as  we  know  we  are  within 
the  range,  the  French  fhot  going  half  a  mi!e 
beyond  our  battery.  Admiral  Holmes  and 
Capt.  Rous  haulded  into  the  north  fhore  as 
near  as  their  keels  would  let  them,  and  began 
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firing  fmartly  ;  but,  I  believe,  the  whole  ha  * 
been  to  little  purpofe  as  yet  on  both  fides,  as 
the  French  fired  from  floating  batteries  of  20 
guns  on  a  quadrangular,  five  on  each  line. 
Their  camps  lie  on  high  ground  ;  and  it  is 
my  opinion  our  fhips  guns  cannot  touch  them  : 
they  are  faid  to  be  14,0*0  flrong,  4  or  5000 
of  regulars. 

“  On  the  27th  of  June  we  had  a  violent 
ftorm  for  about  fourteen  hours,  which  put 
many  tranfports  adrift,  d.fmafted  others,  tore 
away  their  heads,  even  down  to  the  water,  by 
running  foul  of  others,  lofing  their  bovfprits, 
many  anchors  loft  ;  five  or  fix  veffels,  as  fhips, 
fnows,  brigs,  and  fchooners  put  on  fhore  on 
Orleans,  feveral  of  them  condemned,  though 
I  know  none  fave  on  Nickerfon,  who  lives  in 
Hicklings-ally.  Much  devaftation  was  made 
among  the  boats,  and  fome  people  drowned  in 
them  that  could  not  reach  their  fhips;  the  fc-a 
was  mighty  great ;  I  never  faw  fo  much  dif- 
trefs  among  (hipping  in  my  whole  life,  never- 
thelefs  we  met  with  no  great  damage. — The 
night  fucceding  the  ftorm,  the  French,  think¬ 
ing  we  were  diftreffed,  fent  down  the  river, 
with  a  fair  wind  and  rapid  ebb,  feven  fire-fhips 
completely  in  flames ;  but  they  were,  by  the 
vigilance  of  our  feamen,  towed  clear  of  every 
fhip  in  the  fleet,  and  grounded  on  the  fhore, 
where  they  finiflied  ;  our  feamen  went  to  the 
windward  of  the  flames,  and  threw  grappl- 
ings,  with  long  chains  to  them,  into  the  fire- 
fhips,  and  thereby  towed  them  with  ropes  to 
the  end  of  the  chains. 

Where  I  am  now  is  about  18  leagues  from 
Quebec  city.  I  expedt  fome  pufh  has  been 
made  fince  the  firing  began  that  I  mentioned 
above,  as  I  was  then  near  under  fail  for  this 
place  ;  fo  I  hope,  on  my  return  up  the  river, 
to  be  capable  of  making  fome  judgment  how 
matters  may  terminate.” 

Boston,  July  23. 

The  following  is  a  particular  account  of  a 
furprizing  whirlwind  which  happened  at  Leice- 
fter,  on  Tuefday,  July  10.  Ic  is  fuppofed  to 
have  begun  in  Spencer,  net  exceeding  two 
miles  near  S.  W.  from  Mr.  David  Lynde’s,  at 
the  laft  houfe  in  Leicefter,  next  to  Spencer. 
The  main  force  of  the  wind  feems  to  have 
been  confined  to  about  the  breadth  of  40 
rods  ;  but  little  eftedts  of  its  violence  were 
difeovered  out  of  that  extent,  during  its  courfe 
which  continued  with  the  utmoft  violence 
from  S.  W.  to  N.  E.  near  about  fix  miles. 
The  greateft  damage  done  by  it  was  at  David' 
Lynde’s  houfe,  which  flood  open  to  the  S.  W. 
diredlly  in  the  wind’s  courfe.  Immediately 
upon  the  wind’s  ftriking  the  houfe,  and  before 
the  people  (ra  in  number)  had  time  to  fhut 
the  doors,  it  was  in  an  inftant  taken  up,  and 
carried  off,  leaving  nothing  behind  but  the 
fills  and  part  of  the  lower  floor,  and  the  peo¬ 
ple  in  it  moftly  hurried  away.  Two  or  three 
were  found  lying  on  that  part  of  the  lower 
floor  that  was  left  behind,  and  in  the  cellar¬ 
way:  thofe  that  were  carried  oft’  with  the. 
building  were  fcattered  and  dropt  at  different 
diftances  round  where  the  houfe  flood.  A 
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young  girl  was  found  at  the  diflance  of  go  or 
40  rods  in  the  woods,  with  her  collar  bone 
broke,  and  fome  grown  perfons  at  6  or  8  r  ds 
diftance.  The  ftrongeft  timbers  of  the  houfe 
are  rent  and  fplit  to  pieces  as  tho’  by  lightning. 
Some  parts  of  the  houfe,  and  fome  of  the 
cloathing,  were  carried  5  miles  diftance,  and 
fome  papers  taken  up  at  8  miles.  For  near 
half  a  mde  from  where  the  houfe  ftooc!,  in 
the  ccurfe  of  the  wind,  the  ground  is  ftrevv- 
ed  with  the  Ihivered  pieces  of  the  houfe  ;  and 
multitudes  a-e  ftipking  in  the  ground,  till  you 
come  to  a  pond  that  is  covered  with  the  ruins 
of  the  houfe  and  furniture  (a  few  fmall  arti¬ 
cles  only  of  the  latter  have  as  yet  been  found) 
full  half  a  mile  diftant  from  the  place  it  flood 
pn.  We  could  not  find  one  piece  of  timber 
whole,  or  one  buard  but  what  was  fplit  to 
pieces  of  the  whole  building  ;  befides  5C0'  of 
new  boa'ds  taken  out  of  the  yard,  all  which 
y/ere  ftove  into  fhivers  unfit  for  any  ufe.  The 
pewter,  iron  pots  and  kettles  cannot  be  found 
at  all,  except  one  plate,  one  difh,  and  one  iron 
pot.  Some  of  the  beds  that  were  found, 
were  hanging  on  high  trees  at  a  diftance. 
Nails  thaf  were  in  a  calk  in  the  houfe,  were 
driven  with  fuch  force  into  diftant  trees,  as 
not  eafily  to  be  drawn  by  the  ftrength  of 
men’s  fingers.  Thoufands  of  large  trees  taken 
up  by  the  toots.  Apple  trees  in  the  orchard 
adjoining,  taken  up  and  brought  nigh  the 
place  where  the  houfe  flood.  A  heavy  log, 
more  than  two  feet  diameter,  in  which  hung 
a  latee  grindfione,  taken  and  carried  over  the 
wall  into  the  garden.  One  of  the  fpars  of  thp 
hi  ule  carried  into  a  neighbour’s  houfe  about 
50  reds,  and  ftnick  oft"  the  cap  of  his  door, 
and  beat  a  hole  into  the  houfe.  TJie  timbers 
pf  the  houfe  were  carried  with  fuch  force  into 
the  air,  that  when  they  fell,  fome  were  found 
flicking  2  feet,  or  2  and  a  half  into  the 
ground.  Not  only  the  houfe,  but  the  barn 
and  all  the  out-houfes  are  entirely  demolifti- 
ed  :  and  tho’  the  manner  of  their  demolition 
is  very  extraordinary,  yet  it  is  very  remark¬ 
able,  that  out  of  12  perfons  flying  among  the 
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wrecks  of  all  thefe  buil  lings,  but  one  ftiould 
be  yet  dead ;  a  Negro  was  taken  up  after  it 
was  all  over,  his  thighs,  back  and  arm  all 
broken,  who  prefently  expired  in  extreme  mi- 
fery  ;  it  is  thought  he  was  in  the  chamber 
when  the  gale  took  the  houfe,  and  was  hurl¬ 
ed  in  an  almoft  contrary  diredtion  from  the 
courfe  of  the  wind,  near  8  rods.  The  man 
of  the  houfe  dangeroufly  hurt.  A  child  was 
taken  out  of  the  ruins  alive  ;  and  the  ftones 
and  rubbilh  witjj  which  it  was  furrounded 
and  covered,  were  fituated  in  fuch  a  manner 
as  if  done  by  art.  Divers  of  perfons  in  the 
houfe  elcaped  with  little  or  no  hurt,  tho’  it 
is  hardly  poflible  to  conceive  how  they  Ihould 
efcape  an  immediate  deftruftion;  fuch  was 
the  fudden  and  amazing  ruin  of  the  houfe 
where  they  were.  Two  horfes,  were  killed, 
one  ftandir.g  at  the  door,  another  in  the  paf- 
ture  at  fome  diftance  from  the  houfe.  Old  logs 
of  two  or  three  feet  diameter,  lying  in  moift 
land  and  conliderably  funk  in  the  ground,  fo 
large  and  heavy  that  6  or  8  men  could  hardly 
have  rolled  them  over  with  leavers,  were  rolled 
out  of  their  beds,  and  canned  fome  rods  before 
the  wind.  There  was  a  moft  amazing  noife 
attending  this  tempeft,  which  lafted  not  more 
than  2  or  3  minutes  in  all.  The  neighbours 
fay  the  earth  feemed  to  tremble,  and  fuch  an 
unufual  motion  in  the  clouds  and  heavens,  as 
tho’  they  were  falling  on  the  earth  ;  attended 
with  rain  and  an  ./Egyptian  darknefs.  Limbs 
of  trees,  mud,  dirt  and  pieces  of  fences  were 
flying  in  the  air,  apd  clafhing  together;  which 
thofe  at  a  little  diftance  and  out  of  the  wind 
could  perfectly  obferve.  There  is  no  other 
building  that  fell  fo  directly  in  the  center  of 
the  force  of  that  gale,  that  has  been  heard  cf ; 
fo  that  it  is  poflible  it  began  to  abate  as  foon  as 
it  pafled  this  houfe.  It  is  evident,  from  the 
twi  fling  of  the  trees,  and  the  fluttered  pieces 
of  the  building  which  lay  all  round  every 
way,  that  it  was  a  whirlwind,  or  that  it  run 
in  a  fort  of  eddy,  tho"  keeping  nigh  a  ftrait 
courfe.

Batteries  of  mortars  and  cannon 
tioops,  all  the  Canadians  able  to  bear  arms,  were  erefled  on  point  Levi,  to  play  on  the 
and  feveral  nations  of  Savages,  were  advan-  works  of  the  town,  and  deftroy  the  maga- 
tageoufly  ported  and  entrenched  in  every  ac-  zipes  ;  which  the  enemy  perceiving  parted  the 
ctiiible  place  along  the  ihore  at  Beauforf,  from  river  with  1600  men  ;  who  fell  into  confufion 

the  nver  St,  Charles  to  the  falls  of  Monti  and  went  back  ag  in  :  thofe  batteries  entirely 
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deftroyed  the  Lower  Town  and  confiderably 
damaged  the  Upper.  In  the  night  of  July  19, 
our  troops  paffed  the  North  Channel,  and  en¬ 
camped  near  the  enemy’s  left  with  the  river 
Montmorenci  between  them.  The  next 
morning  Capt.  Danks’s  company  of  rangers 
were' attacked  and  defeated  in  an  adjacent 
wood,  by  a  body  of  Indians  ;  however  they 
were  in  their  turn  repulfed  by  the  neareft 

troops. - The  general  having  reconnoitered 

the  river  Montmorenci  difcovered  a  ford  about 
th"e  miles  up,  but  the  oppofite  ihore  was  too 
fteep  and  woody  to  be  attempted,  being  alfo 
fortified  with  entrenchments  :  The  Indians 
twice  attacked  the  efcOrt,  but  were  repulfed 
each  time :  On  our  part  were  40  (officers  and 
men)  killed  and  wounded. — July  18.  Two 
men  of  war,  two  Hoops,  and  two  tranfports 
with  troops  palled  by  the  town,  into  the  up¬ 
per  river :  upon  which  the  General  again  re¬ 
connoitred  the  country,  but  found  no  conve¬ 
nient  place  to  debark  the  troops,  except  at  St. 
Michael’s,  three  miles  above  the  town ;  and 
even  that  too  hazardous  to  venture  upon,  the 
enemy  having  brought  artillery  and  a  mortar 
to  defend  it,  and  which  they  could  encreafe 
at  pleafure  from  Quebec  :  which  determined 
him  todefift.  However  colonel  Carleton  land¬ 
ed  at  point  de  Tempe,  though  oppofed  by  a  body 
of  Indians,  whom  he  foon  drove  into  the 
woods  ;  and  having  fearched  for  magazines, 
though  to  no  purpofe,  brought  off  fome  pri- 
foners,  with  little  fofs  on  his  fide. — General 
■Wolfe  then  returned  to  Montmorenci,  where 
brigadier  Townihend  had,  by  a  fuperior  fire, 
prevented  the  enemy  from  eredling  batteries 
on  the  banks  of  that  river,  as  they  had  in¬ 
tended,  to  cannonade  our  camp. — The  ge¬ 
neral  then  propofed.  to  attack  a  detached  re¬ 
doubt,  near  the  water’s  edge,  under  the  pro- 
tedlion  of  two  light  tranfports  which  were  to 
be  run  a-ground,  to  favour  thedefeent  j  which 
redoubt  was  fuppofed  to  be  out  of  mufquet 
ffiot  of  the  intrenchments  on  the  hill  :  by 
which  means  he  hoped  to  bring  the  enemy  to 
an  engagement ;  or  at  leaft  be  enabled  to 
examine  their  fituation  more  exaftly. — July 
3 1.  in  the  morning,  the  boats  of  the  fleet 
took  on  board  the  grenadiers  and  a  part  of 
Monckton’s  brigade,  from  point  Levi ;  and 
the  two  brigades  of  Townihend  and  Murray 
were  ordered  to  be  in  readinefs  to  pafs  the 
ford,  when  neceffary  :  the  Centurion  was 
placed  in  the  channel,  to  check  the  fire  of  the 
lower  battery,  commanding  the  ford  ;  and 
was  of  great  ufe.  From  the  veffel  run  a- 
ground  neareft  in,  gen.  Wolfe  perceived  the 
redoubt  was  too  much  commanded  to  be  carried 
without  great  lofs :  but  the  enemy  appearing 
in  confufion,  he  thought  proper  to  attempt 
their  intrenchment.  On  the  fignal  being 
made,  the  boats  rowed  towards  Ihore,  but 
many  of  them  grounded  on  a  ledge  at  a  con- 
fiderable  diftance  from  it  ;  which  accident 
loft  fome  time :  while  the  boats  were  re¬ 
covering  their  diforder,  the  General,  affifted 
|>y  fome  naval  officers  difeoveted  a  proper  place 
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for  landing,  where  the  troops  were  ordered 
to  difembark.  Thirteen  companies  of  Gre¬ 
nadiers  and  two  hundred  of  the  Royal  Ameri¬ 
can  regiment  got  firft  on  Ihore ;  the  former 
of  whom  were  ordered  to  form  in  four  diftindt 
bodies,  and  begin  the  attack,  fupported  by 
Monckton’s  corps,  as  foon  as  the  troops  had 
paffed  the  ford,  and  were  at  hand  :  inftead  of 
which  they  ran  on  in  confufion  towards  the 
entrenchments  before  brigadier  Monckton  was 
landed,  or  brigadier  Townihend  could  come 
up,  who  was  however  upon  his  march  in 
good  order :  the  grenadiers  were  checked  by 
the  enemy’s  firft  fire,  and  forced  to  take 
Ihelter  in  the  redoubt,  which  had  been  aban¬ 
doned  by  the  French  on  their  approach.  By 
this  time  it  was  near  night,  a  ftorm  coming 
on,  and  the  tide  beginning  to  make,  induced 
general  Wolfe  to  defift  from  his  enterprize.— 
Immediately  after  this  check  brigadier  Murray 
was  detached  with  1200  men  above  the  town, 
with  a  view  of  aliifting  admiral  Holmes  in 
deftroying  the  French  Ihips,  if  pradticable, 
in  order  to  open  a  communication  with  general 
Amherft.  After  two  nnfuccelsful  attempt^ 
to  land  on  the  north  Ihore,  he  unexpeftedly 
landed  at  de  Chambaud,  and  burnt  a  maga-  " 
zine  there,  of  provifions,  ammunition,  ftores, 
cloathing,  arms,  and  baggage  belonging  to 
the  French  army.  But  not  being  able  to  get 
at  the  Ihips,  he  was  ordered  to  rejoin  the  army. 
—The  general  then  acquaints  Mr.  Pitt,  of  hia 
having  in  conjunffion  with  Admiral  Saunders 
examined  the  town,  and  confulted  the  chief 
engineer,  in  regard  to  a  general  affault  5  which 
he  had  reafon  to  fear  would  be  too  hazardous 
to  be. attempted,  as  the  army  could  receive  no 
afliftance  from  the  flopping  againft  the  bat¬ 
teries  of  the  upper  town.— He  then  recapi¬ 
tulates  the  obftacles  arifing  from  the  uncom¬ 
mon  ftrength  of  the  country  j  the  great  num¬ 
ber  of  floating  batteries  ;  the  vigilance  of  the 
Indian  parties,  round  our  different  ports  ;  and 
the  weaknefs  of  his  own  forces,  occafioned  by 
the  number  of  officers  (many  of  rank)  being 
difabled,  which  had  almolt  the  whole  force 
of  Canada  to  oppofe.  And  concludes,  “In  this 
fituation,  there  is  fuch  a  choice  of  difficulties, 
that  I  own  myfelf  at  a  lofs  how  to  determine. 
The  affairs  of  Great  Britain,  require  the  moft 
moil  vigorous  meafures;  but  then  the  courage 
of  a  handful  of  brave  men  (hould  be  exerted 
only  where  there  is  fome  hope  of  a  favour¬ 
able  event.  However,  you  may  be  affured.  Sir, 
that  the  fmall  part  of  the  campaign  which 
remains,  ftiall  be  employed,  as  far  as  I  am 
able,  for  the  honour  of  his  Majefty  and  the 
intereft  of  the  nation,  in  which  I  am  fure 
of  being  well  feconded  by  the  Admiral  and  by 
the  Generals,  &c.

The  letter  from  admiral  Saunders,  brought 
by  the  fame  exprefs,  contained  much  the  fame 
account  with  the  proceeding,  and  to  which  he 
refers  where  his  is  lefs  particular.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  extracts  relating  to  the  fleet  under  his 
command,  are  not  mentioned  in  general 
Wolfe’s. 

‘  On  the  28th  of  June,  at  midnight,  the 
enemy  fent  down  fromQuebec  feven  fircfhips  ; 
and  though  our  /hips  and  tranfports  were  fo 
numerous,  and  neceflarily  fpread  fo  great  a 
part  of  the  channel,  we  towed  them  all  clear 
and  a-ground,  without  receiving  the  leaf!  da¬ 
mage  from  them. 

On  the  17th  of  July,  I  ordered  captain 
Rous  of  the  Sutherland,  to  proceed,  with  the 
firft  fair  wind  and  night  tide,  above  the  town 
of  Quebec,  and  to  take  with  him  his  majefty’s 
/hips  Diana  and  Squirrel,  with  two  armed 
(loops,  and  two  catts  armed  and  loaded  with 
provifions.  On  the  18th  at  night  they  all 
got  up,  except  the  Diana.  On  the  28th,  at 
midnight,  the  enemy  fent  down  a  raft  of  fire 
ftages,  of  near  a  hundred  radeaux,  which 
fucceeded  no  better  than  the  fire- (hips. 

1  enclofc  you  the  prefent  difpofition  of  the 
(hips  under  my  command  :  twenty  of  the  vic¬ 
tuallers  that  failed  from  England  with  the 
Echo,  are  arrived  here,  one  unloaded  at  Lou- 
i (burgh,  having  received  damage  in  her  paf- 
fage  out,  and  another  I  have  heard  nothing 
of.  No  (hips  of  the  enemy  have  come  this 
way,  that  I  have  had  any  intelligence  of, 
fince  my  arrival  in  the  river,  except  one,  laden 
with  dour  and  brandy,  which  was  taken  by 
capt.  Drake  of  the  Lizard, 

*  Before 
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Before  admiral  Durell  got  into  the  river, 
three  frigates,  and  feventeen  fail,  with  provi¬ 
sions,  Stores,  and  a  few  recruits,  got  up,  and 
are  thofe  we  are  fo  anxious,  if  -po/Iible,  to 
destroy. 

Yefterday  I  received  a  letter  from  general 
Amherft  (to  whom  I  have  had  no  opportunity 
of  writing  Since  I  have  been  in  the  river) 
dated,  camp  of  Crown-Point,  Augufl  the  7th; 
wherein  he  defires  I  would  only  fend  tranf- 
ports  and  a  convoy  to  New-Yorlc,  to  carry  to 
England  607  prifoners  taken  at  the  furrender 
of  Niagara. 

I  Should  have  wrote  to  you  fooner  from 
hence,  but  while  my  difpatches  were  pre¬ 
paring,  Gen.  Wolfe  was  taken  very  ill ;  he 
has  been  better  Since,  but  is  Still  greatly  out  of 
order. 

I  Shall  very  foon  fend  home  the  great  Ships, 
and  have  the  honour  to  be,  with  the  greateft

Sir, 

HAVE  the  pleafure  to  aquaint  you,  that, 
on  the  13th  inftant,  his  Majefty’s  troops 
gained  a  very  fignal  viftory  over  the  French, 
a  little  above  the  town  of  Quebec.  General 
Wolfe,  exerting  himfelf  on  the  right  of  our 
line,  received  a  wound  pretty  early,  of  which 
he  died  foon  after,  and  I  had  myfelf  the  great 
misfortune  of  receiving  one  in  my  right  bread 
by  a  ball,  that  went  thro’  part  of  my  lungs, 
(and  which  has  been  cut  out  under  the  blade 
bone  of  my  Shoulder)  jud  as  the  French  were 
giving  way,  which  obliged  me  to  quit  the 
died.  I  have  therefore  Sir,  defired  General 
TownShend,  who  now  commands  the  troops 
before  the  town,  (and  of  which  I  am  in  hopes 
he  will  be  foon  in  poSTedion)  to  acquaint  you 
with  the  particulars  of  that  day,  and  of  the 
•perations  carrying  on.

Copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Hon.  Brigadier  General 
TownShend  to  the  Right  Hon.  Mr.  Secretary 
Pitt,  dated ,  Camp  before  Quebec,  Sept.  20, 
1759- 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  aquaint  you  with  the 
fuccefs  of  his  Majedy  arms,  on  the  13th  inft. 
in  an  aftion  witji  the  French,  on  the  heights 
to  the  Wedward  of  this  town. 

It  being  determined  to  carry  the  operations 
above  the  town,  the  pods  "at  Point  Levi,  and 


1’ fie  d’Otleans  being  fecured,  the  General 
marched,  with  the  remainder  of  the  force, 
from  Poiiyt  Levi,  the  5th  and  6th,  and  em¬ 
barked  them  in  tranfports,  which  had  paSTed 
the  town  for  that  purpofe.  On  the  7th,  8th, 
and  9th,  a  movement  of  the  (hips  was  made 
up,  by  Admiral  Holmes,  in  order  to  amufe 
the  enemy,  now  poded  along  the  North  Shore; 
but  the  tranfports  being  extremely  crowded, 
and  the  weather  very  bad,  the  General 
thought  proper  to  cantoon  half  his  troops  on 
the  South  Shore;  where  they  refreshed,  and 
reimbarked  upon  the  12th  at  one  in  the 
morning.  The  light  infantry,  commanded 
by  Col.  How,  the  regiments  of  Bragg,  Ken¬ 
nedy,  Lafcelles,  and  Andruther,  with  a  de¬ 
tachment  of  highlanders,  and  the  American 
grenadiers,  the  whole  being  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  Brigadiers  Monckton  and  MuriSy, 
were  put  into  the  flat-bottomed  boats,  and  af¬ 
ter  fome  movement  of  the  /hips,  made  by 
Admiral  Holmes,  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
enemy  above,  the  boats  fell  down  with  the 
tide,  and  landed  on  the  North  Shore,  within 
a  league  of  Cape  Diamond,  an  hour  before 
day-break.  The  rapidity  of  the  tide  of  ebb 
carried  them  a  little  below  the  intended  place 
of  attack,  which  obliged  the  light  infantry 
to  fcramble  up  a  woody  precipice,  in  order  ta 
fecure  the  landing  the  troops  by  di/lodging  a 
Captain’s  poft,  which  defended  the  fmall  in^ 
trenched  paths  the  troops  were  to  afeend. 
Alter  a  little  firing,  the  Light  Infantry  gain¬ 
ed  the  top  of  the  precipice,  and  difperfed  the 
Captain’s  poft  ;  by  which  means,  the  troops, 
with  a  very  little  lofs  from  a  few  Canadians 
and  Indians  in  the  wood,  got  up,  and  were 
immediately  formed,  The  boats  as  they  emp¬ 
tied  were  fent  back  for  the  fecond  embark¬ 
ation,  which  I  immediately  made.  Briga¬ 
dier  Murray,  who  had  been  detached  with 
Anftruther’s  Battalion  to  attack  the  four  gun 
battery  upon  the  left,  was  recalled  by  the 
General,  who  now  faw  the  French  army  crof- 
fing  the  river  St.  Charles.  General  Wolfe 
thereupon  begun  to  form  his  line,  having  his 
right  covered  by  the  Louilbourg  Grenadiers  ; 
on  the  right  of  thefe  again  he  afterwards 
brought  Otway’s ;  to  the  left  of  the  Grena¬ 
dier’s  were  Bragg’s,  Kennedy’s,  Lafcelles’s, 
Highlanders,  and  Anftruther’s ;  the  right  of 
this  body  was  commanded  by  Brig.  Monckton, 
and  the  left  by  Brig.  Murray ;  his  rear  and 
left  were  protected  by  Col.  Howe’s  light  In¬ 
fantry,  who  was  returned  from  the  four  gun 
battery  before  mentioned,  which  was  foon  a- 
bandoned  to  him.  Gen.  Montcalm  having 
colledted  the  whole  of  his  force  from  the 
Beauport  fide,  and  advancing,  Shewed  his  in¬ 
tention  to  flank  our  left,  where  I  was  im¬ 
mediately  ordered  with  Gen.  Amhenft's  Bat¬ 
talion,  which  I  formed  e r.  poten  e.  My  num¬ 
bers  were  foon  aft  r  increased  by  the  two  Bat- 
tallions  of  Royal  Americans ;  and  Webb’s 
was  drawn  up  by  the  General,  as  a  referve  in 
eight  Subdivisions  with  large  intervals.  The 
enemy  lined  the  bulhes  in  their  front  with 
1500  Indians  and  Canadians,  and  I  dare  fay 

had 
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had  placed  moft  of  their  heft  markfmen  there, 
who  kept  up  a  very  galling,  though  irregular, 
fire  upon  our  whole  line,  who  bore  it  with 
the  greateft  patience  and  good  order,  referving 
their  fire  for  the  main  body,  now  advancing. 
This  fire  of  the  enemy  was  however  checked 
by  our  polls  in  our  front,  which  protedled  the 
forming  our  own  line.  The  right  of  the 
enemy  was  compofed  of  half  of  the  troops  of 
the  colony,  the  battalions  of  La  Sarre,  Lan¬ 
guedoc,  and  the  remainder  of  their  Canadians 
and  Indians.  Their  center  was  a  column,  and 
formed  by  the  battalions  of  Bearn  and  Gui- 
enne.  Their  left  was  compofed  of  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  troops  of  the  colony,  and  the 
battalion  of  Royal  Roufillon.  This  was,  as 
near  as  I  can  guefs,  their  line  of  battle.  They 
brought  up  two  pieces  of  fmall  artillery  a- 
gainft  us,  and  we  had  been  able  to  bring  up  but 
ona  gun  ;  which  being  admirably  well  ferved, 
galled  their  column  exceedingly.  My  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  left  will  not  permit  me  to  be  very 
exaft  with  regard  to  every  circumflance  which 
ailed  in  the  center,  much  lefs  to  the  right  j 
uc  it  is  mod  certain,  that  the  enemy  formed 
in  good  order,  and  that  their  attack  was  very 
brilk  and  animated  on  that  fide.  Our  troops 
referved  their  fire,  till  within  forty  yards, 
which  was  fo  well  continued,  that  the  enemy 
every  where  gave  way.  It  was  then  our  Ge¬ 
neral  fell  at  the  head  of  Braggs’s,  and  the 
Louifburg  grenadi.rs,  advancing  with  their 
bayonets  :  about  the  fame  time  Brigadier 
General  Monkton  received  his  wound  at 
the  head  of  Lafcelles's.  In  the  frmt  of 
theoppofite  battalions  fell  alfo  M.  Montcalm, 
and  his  fccond  in  command  is  fince  dead  of 
his  wounds  on  board  our  fleet.  Part  of  the 
enemy  made  a  fecond  faint  attack.  Part  took 
to  fome  thick  copfe  wood,  and  feemed  to 
make  a  ftand.  It  was  at  this  moment,  that 
each  corps  feemed  in  a  manner  to  exert  it- 
felt,  with  a  view  to  its  own  peculiar  cha¬ 
racter.  The  grenadiers,  Bragg’s,  and  Laf- 
celles’s,  prefled  on  with  their  bayonets.  Brig. 
Murray,  advancing  with  the  troops  under  his 
command  brilkly,  compleated  the  route  on 
this  fide  j  when  the  Highlanders,  fupported 
by  Anftruther’s,  took  their  broad  fwords, 
and  drove  part  into  the  town,  part  to  the 
works  at  their  bridge  on  the  river  St. 
Charles. 

The  a£lion,  on  our  left  and  rear,  was  not 
fo  fevere.  The  houfes,  into  which  the  light 
infantry  were  thrown,  were  well  defended, 
being  fupported  by  Col.  Howe,  who  taking 
poll  with  two  companies  behind  a  fmall 
copfe,  and  frequently  fallying  upon  the  flanks 
of  the  enemy  during  their  attack,  drove  them 
often  intp  heaps,  againll  the  front  of  which 
body  I  advanced  platoons  of  Amherft’s  regi¬ 
ment,  which  totally  prevented  the  right  wing 
from  executing  their  firll  intention.  Before 
this,  one  of  the  Royal  American  battalions 
bad  been  detached  to  preferve  our  communi¬ 
cation  with  our  boats,  and  the  other  being 
fent  to  occupy  the  ground  which  Erig.  Mur- 
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ray’s  movement  had  left  open,  I  remained 
with  Amherll’s  to  fupport  this  difpolition* 
and  to  keep  the  enemy’s  right,  and  a  body 
of  their  Savages,  which  waited  (till  more  to¬ 
wards  our  rear,  oppofite  the  pods  of  our  light 
infantry,  waiting  for  an  opportunity  to  fall 
upon  our  rear. 

This,  Sir,  was  the  fituationof  things,  when 
I  was  told,  in  the  aftion,  that  I  command- 
ded  :  I  immediately  repaired  to  the  center, 
and  finding  the  purfuit  had  put  part  of  the 
troops  into  diforder,  I  formed  them  as  foon 
as  poflible.  Scarce  was  this  effeCled,  when 
M.  de  Bougainville,  with  his  corps  from  Cape 
Rouge,  of  2000  men,  appeared  in  our  rear. 
I  advanced  two  pieces  of  artillery,  and  two 
battalions,  towards  him  :  upon  which  he  re¬ 
tired.  You  will  not,  I  flatter  myfelf,  blame 
me  for  not  quitting  fuch  advantageous  ground, 
and  rilking  the  fate  of  fo  decifive  a-day  by 
feeking  a  frefh  enemy,  polled  perhaps  in  the 
very  kind  of  ground  he  could  wilh  for,  viz. 
woods  and  fwamps.  We  took  a  great  num¬ 
ber  of  French  officers  upon  the  field  of  battle, 
and  one  piece  of  cannon.  Their  lofs  is  com¬ 
puted  to  be  about  iioo  men,  which  fell 
chiefly  upon  their  regulars.  I  have  been  em¬ 
ployed  from  the  day  of  aflion,  to  that  of 
the  capitulation,  in  redoubting  our  camp  be¬ 
yond  infult,  in  making  a  road  up  the  pre¬ 
cipice  for  our  cannon,  in  getting  up  the  ar¬ 
tillery,  preparing  the  batteries,  and  cutting 
off  their  communication  with  their  country. 
The  17th  at  noon,  before  we  had  any  bat¬ 
tery  crefled,  or  could  have  any  for  two  or 
three  days,  a  flag  of  truce  came  out  with 
propofals  of  capitulation,  which,  I  fent  back 
again  to  the  town,  allowing  them  four  hours 
to  capitulate,  or  no  further  treaty.  The  Ad¬ 
miral  had,  at  this  time,  brought  up  his 
large  Ihips,  as  intending  to  attack  the  town. 
The  French  officer  returned  at  night  with 
terms  of  capitulation,  which,  with  the  Ad¬ 
miral,  were  confidered,  agreed  to,  and  figned 
at  eight  in  the  morning,  the  1 8th  inllant. 
The  terms  we  granted,  will,  I  flatter  myfelf, 
be  approved  of  by  his  Majelly,  confidering 
the  enemy  aflembling  in  our  rear,  and,  what 
is  far  more  formidable,  the  very  wet  and 
cold  fealon,  which  threatened  our  troops 
with  ficknefs,  and  the  fleet  with  fome  ac¬ 
cident  ;  it  had  made  our  road  fo  bad,  wc 
could  not  bring  up  a  gun  for  fome  time  ; 
add  to  this,  the  advantage  of  entering 
the  town,  with  the  walls  in  a  dcfenfible 
flate,  and  the  being  able  to  put  a  garrifoa 
there  ftrong  enough  to  prevent  all  furprizc. 
Thefe,  I  hope,  will  be  deemed  fufiicient  con- 
fiderations  for  granting  them  the  terms  I 
have  the  honour  to  tranfmit  to  y.  u.  The 
inhabitants  of  the  country  come  in  to  us  fall, 
bringing  in  their  arms,  and  taking  the  oaths 
of  fidelity,  until  a  general  peace  determines 
their  fituation. 

I  have  the  honour  to  inclofe  herewith  a 
lift  of  the  killed  and  wounded  $  a  lift  of  the 
prifoners  as  perfect  as  I  have  yet  been  able 

ta 
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to  get  it ;  and  a  lift  of  the  artillery  and 
ftores  in  town,  as  well  as  of  thofe  fallen 
into  our  hands  at'  Beauport  in  confequsnce 
of  the  vidtory.  By  deferters  we  learn,  that 
the  enemy  are  reaflembling  what  troops  they 
can,  behind  the  Cape  Rouge  ;  that  M.  de 
Levy  is  come  down  from  the  Montreal  fide 
to  command  them  ;  fome  fay,  he  has  brought 
two  battalions  with  him  ;  if  fo,  this  blow 
has  already  affifted  Gen.  Amherft.  By  other 
deferters  we  learn,  that  M.  de  Bougainville, 
with  800  men,  and  provifions,  was  on  his 
march  to  fling  himfelf  into  the  town  the 
l8th,  the  very  morning  it  capitulated,  on 
which  day  we  had  not  compleated  the  invef- 
titure  of  the  place,  as  they  had  broke  their 
bridge  of  boats,  and  had  detachments  in  very 
ftrong  works  on  the  other  fide  the  river  St. 
Charles. 

I  fhould  not  do  juftice  to  the  Admirals, 
and  the  naval  fervice,  if  I  negle&ed  this 
occafion  of  acknowledging  how  much  we  are 
indebted  for  our  fuccefs  to  the  conftant  affift- 
ance  and  fupport  received  from  them,  and  the 
perfett  harmony  and  correfpondence,  which 
has  prevailed  throughout  all  our  operations, 
in  the  uncommon  difficulties,  which  the  na¬ 
ture  of  this  country,  in  particular,  prefents 
military  operations  of  a  great  extent,  and 
which  no  army  can  itfelf  folely  fupply  ;  the 
immenfe  labour  in  artillery,  ftores,  and  pro¬ 
vifions  ;  the  long  watchings  and  attendance 
jn  boats  ;  the  drawing  up  our  artillery  by 
the  feamen,  even  in  the  heat  of  aftion ; 
jt  is  my  duty,  fhort  as  my  command  has 
been,  to  acknowledge,  for  that  time,  how 
great  a  /hare  the  navy  has  had  in  this  fuc- 
cefsful  campaign.

Articles  of  Capitulation  demanded  by  M.  de

Article  I.  M.  de  Ramfay  demands  the  ho¬ 
nours  of  warforhis  garrifon,  and  that  it  /hall  be 
conduced  back  to  the  army  in  fafety  by  the 
dhorteft  road,  with  their  arms,  baggage,  fix  pieces 
cf  brafs  cannon,  two  mortars  or  howitzers, 
;md  twelve  rounds. 

The  garrifon  of  the  town,  compofed  of  land 
forces,  marines,  and  failors,  full  march  out 
• with  their  arms  and  baggage ,  drums  beating, 
lighted  matches,  "with  tiuo  pieces  of  cannon, 
(tnd  twelve  rounds,  and  Jkall  be  embarked  as 
conveniently  as  pofjlble,  in  order  to  be  landed  at 
j the  firft  port  in  France. 

Art,  II.  That  the  inhabitants  /hall  be  main¬ 
tained  in  the  pofleffion  of  their  houfes,  goods, 
^fiedls  and  privileges. 

Granted,  provided  they  lay  down  their  arms. 
Art.  III.  That  the  laid  inhabitants  /hall 
Vot.  X|. 
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not  be  molefted  on  account  of  their  having 
borne  arms  for  the  defence  of  the  town,  as 
they  were  forced  to  if,  and  as  it  is  cuftomarv 
for  the  inhabitants  of  the  colonies  of  both 
crowns  to  ferve  as  militia.  Granted. 

Art.  IV.  That  theeffects  belonging  to  the  ab- 
fent  officers  or  inhabitants,  fliall  not  be  touch¬ 
ed.  Granted, 

Art.  V.  That  the  Laid  inhabitants  /hall  not 
be  removed  nor  obliged  to  quit  their  houles 
until  their  condition  /hall  be  fertled  by  a  defi¬ 
nitive  treaty  between  their  moft  Chriftian  and 
Britannick  Majefties.  Granted. 

Art.  VI.  That  the  exercife  of  the  catholick 
religion  fliall  be  preferved,  and  that  fife-guards 
/hall  be  granted  to  the  houfes  of  the  clergy, 
and  to  the  monafteries,  particularly  to  the 
Biihop  of  Quebec,  who,  animated  with  zeal 
for  religion,  and  charity  for  the  people  of 
his  diocefe,  defires  to  refide  conftantly  in  it, 
to  exercife  freely  and  with  that  decency  which 
his  character  anJ  the  facred  myfteries  of  the 
catholick  religion  require,  his  epifcopal  autho¬ 
rity  in  the  town  of  Quebec,  wherever  he  /hall 
think  it  proper,  until  the  polTeffion  of  Canada 
/hall  have  been  decided  by  a  treaty  between 
their  moft  Chriftian  and  Britannick  Majefties, 

T he  free  exercife  of  the  Catholic'  religion. 
Safe-guards  granted  to  all  religious  pefons,  as 
well  as  to  the  Bijhop,  who  Jhall  be  at  liberty 
to  come  and  exercife  freely  aud  with  decency  the 
functions  of  his  office  whenever  he  Jhall  think 
proper,  until  the  pojfeff  on  of  Canada  Jkall  have 
been  decided  between  their  Britannick  and  mojl 
Chriftian  Majefties, 

Art.  VII.  That  the  artillery  and  warlike 
ftores  /hall  be  delivered  up  bond  fide,  and  an  in¬ 
ventory  taken  thereof.  Granted. 

Art.  VIII.  That  the  lick,  wounded,  com- 
mifiaries,  chaplains,  phyficians,  furgeons,  apo¬ 
thecaries,  and  other  perfons  employed  in  the 
hofpitals,  (hall  be  treated  agreeable  to  the  car¬ 
tel  fettled  between  their  rr.oft  Chriftian  and  Bri¬ 
tannick  Majefties  on  the  6th  of  February, 
1759,  Granted. 

Art.  IX.  Th2t  before  delivering  up  the  gate, 
and  the  entrance  of  the  town,  to  the  EngJi/b 
forces,  their  General  will  be  pjeafed  to  fend 
fome  foldiers  to  be  placed  as  fafeguards  at  the 
churches,  convents,  and  chief  habitations. 
Granted. 

Art.  X.  That  the  Commander  of  the  city 
of  Quebec  /hall  be  permitted  to  fend  advice 
to  the  M  irquis  de  Vaudreuil,  Governor  Ge¬ 
neral,  of  die  reduction  of  the  town  j  as  alfo 
that  this  General  (hall  be  allowed  to  writ? 
to  the  French  Miniftry  to  inform  them  there¬ 
of.  Granted. 

Art.  XI.  That  the  prefent  capitulation  /hall 
be  executed  according  to  its  form  and  tenor,' 
without  being  liable  to  n<  n-execution  under 
pretence  of  reprifals,  or  the  non-execution  of 
any  preceding  capitulation.  Granted ■

Philadelphia,  Aug.  16. 

By  a  letter  from  Niagara,  of  the  21ft  ult. 
we  learn,  that  by  the  affiduity  and  influence 
of  Sir  William  Johnfon,  there  were  upwards 
of  eleven  hundred  Indians  convened  there, 
who,  by  their  good  behaviour,  have  juftly 
gained  the  efteem  of  the  whole  army  :  That 
Sir  William  being  informed  the  enemy  had 
buried  a  quantity  of  goods  on  an  ifland,  about 
20  miles  from  the  fort,  fent  a  number  of 
Indians  to  fearch  for  them,  who  found  to 
the  value  of  eight  thoufand  pounds,  and  were 
in  hopes  of  finding  more  :  And  that  a  French 
vefl'ei,  entirely  laden  with  beaver,  had  found¬ 
ered  on  the  Lake,  when  her  crew,  confifting 
iSf  41  men,  were  all  loft. 


AMERICAN  AFFAIRS. 


Barbadoes,  Auguft  23. 

Hurricane  happened  atfeven  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  and  lafted  till  three  in  the  after¬ 
noon,  from  N.  N.  W.  to  S.  S.  W.  during 
which  time  eight  fail  were  driven  on  fhorc,  two 
of  which,  his  majefty’s  (loop  Barbadoes,  capt. 
Middleton,  and  the  fchooner  Betfey,  belong¬ 
ing;  to  the  ifland,  were  got  off  again  ;  the 
Franlcland  privateer,  capt.  Roan  ;  the  Aurora, 
Campbell  ;  the  Jenny  and  Sally,  Bolton,  were 
all  to  pieces  ;  the  Rofe,  Elfmores,  of  Briftol, 
with  thirty  hogtheads  of  fugar  j  the  David  and 
Sufannah,  Bartlett  ;  and  the  Good  Intent, 
Tucker,  both  of  Pifcataqua,  were  bulged  ;  and 
alfo  all  the  fmall  craft  on  the  South-fide,  except 
two  fmall  lhallops.  They  had  l’ome  lcafonable 
rains  afterwards,  and  the  planters  were  planting 
again,  and  it  was  hoped  that  the  enfuing  crop 
would  not  be  very  bad. 

The  fame  hurricane  extended  to  the  other 
iflands  in  a  different  degree  ;  it  was  laid  at 
Barbadoes,  that  it  did  very  little  damage  ar  St. 
■Kit’s  ;  none  at  Antigua  ;  but  a  great  de  d  at 
Guardaloupc,  Martinico,  and  St.  E^ftatia. 


Philadelphia,  Sept  28. 

Yefterday  we  received  advice  from  the  weft- 
ward,  that  on  the  14th  inft.  there  was  a  fmart 
aftion  near  fort  Du  Quefne,  between  fome  of 
our  troops  and  the  French  and  their  Indians, 
The  bed  account  we  have  received  is  as  fol¬ 
lows  1 

Major  Grant,  with  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  men,  marched  from  Loyal  Hannon  on  the 
11th  inft.  towards  fort  Du  Qucfne,  and  conti¬ 
nued  his  march  till  he  arrived  within  eight 
miles  of  the  fort.  He  marched  with  the  greateft 
caution  and  beft  difpofition  imaginable  fo  far. 
Then  he  made  a  halt  of  thirty  hours,  and  fent 
an  officer  and  fome  Indians  to  reconnoitre  the 
enemy.  The  officer  lay  on  a  hill  nigh  the 
fort,  and  lav/  a  number  of  the  Indians  crofs 
the  Ohio  in  canoes.  Before  he  returned  ma¬ 
jor  Grant  began  his  march  again-  The  officer 
met  him,  and  informed  what  he  had  difeo- 
vered  :  notwithftanding  which  the  major  pro¬ 
ceeded  within  two  miles  of  the  fort,  wheie  he 
halted,  and  lclt  his  baggage  under  a  guard  r 
and  prepared  to  attack  an  encampment  s  the 
g  g  g-  j  night 
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ni  ht,  *hat  was  fuppofed  to  be  near  the  out- 
fide  of  the  fort.  They  all  put  on  white  (hirts 
over  their  cloaths,  and  were  to  attack  fword  in 
hand  ;  but  when  they  came  to  the  fort,  found 
none  out  of  it.  The  out-houfes  they  fet  fire 
to,  and  burnt.  Major  Lewis,  with  part  of 
the  provincials,  went  back  one  mile  and  a  half, 
and  ported  themfelves  as  if  they  intended  an 
ambufcade.  Major  Grant,  with  the  high¬ 
landers  and  part  of  the  provincials,  continued 
about  the  fort  till  morning,  then  (hewed  them- 
felves,  and  beat  their  drums  about  three  hun¬ 
dred  yards  from  the  fort.  The  French  (hewed 
po  appearance  of  coming  out  til!  the  fun  was 
an  hour  high,  when  they  opened  the  gates,  on 
which  a  thoufand  Indians,  with  feme  French, 
rufhed  out  •  part  of  them  went  to  furround,  and 
the  main  body  attacked  the  highlanders  in 
front.  Major  Lewis  hearing  the  fire,  and  no 
retreat  as  he  expefted,  left  captain  Bullet,  with 
one  hundred  men,  to  guard  the  baggage,  and 
ported  forward  to  the  aftion,  where  he  found 
our  people  almcft  defeated.  This  party  en¬ 
gaged  with  great  refolution,  but  the  officers 
foon  fell, [and  the  men  ret«e  ited  till  they  parted 
captain  Bullet,  who  drew  up  his  men  upon  an 
advantageous  piece  of  ground,  and  fought 
bravely  till  he  was  furrounded  and  drove  into 
the  river.  He  efcaped,  but  moft  of  his  men 
were  drowned.  The  enemy  purfued  about  fix 
miles  and  killed  the  wounded  and  wearied  of 
our  men.  The  foldiers  that  came  in  brought 
their  arms  with  them,  and  left  major  Grant 
alive  in  the  field,

Yefterday  a  mail  qrrived  from  New- York, 
with  letters  from  major-general  Aber- 
cromby,  to  the  right  honourable  Mr.  fe- 
cretary  Pitt,  dated  from  the  camp  at  Lake 
George,  the  8th  and  10th  part,  giving  an  ac¬ 
count,  that  lieutenant-colonel  Bradftreet,  hav¬ 
ing  propofed  a  plan  againft  Cadaraqui,  or  Fort 
Frontenac,  had  beep  detached  to  make  an  at¬ 
tempt  on  that  place,  with  a  body  of  men  con¬ 
fiding  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  regulars, 
two  thoufand  four  hundred  and  ninety-one  pro¬ 
vincials,  twenty-feven  of  the  royal  regiment  of 
artillery,  fixty-one  rangers,  three  hundred  bat- 
teau-men,  and  feventy  Indians,  in  all  three 
thoufand,  one  hundred,  and  three  men,  in¬ 
cluding  officers  :  and  the  following  copy  of  a 
letter  from  colonel  Bradftreet  to  major-general 
Abercromby,  dated  Ofwego,  Auguft  3 1,  con¬ 
tains  the  account  of  his  fuccefs  in  that  very 
difficult  and  moft  important  enterprize. 

“  I  landed  with  the  troopt  within  a  mile  of 
Fort  Frontenac,  without  oppofition,  the  35th  : 
the  garrifon  furrendered  prifoners  of  war  the 
37th,  between  feven  and  eight  in  the  morning. 
— It  was  a  fquare  fort  of  one  hundred  yards  the 
exterior  fide,  and  had  in  it  one  hundred  and  ten 
men,  fome  women,  children,  and  Indians  ; 
fixty  pieces  of  cannon  (half  of  which  was 
mounted) ;  fixteen  fmall  mortars  ;  with  an  im- 
menfe  quantity  of  provifions  and  goods,  to  be 
fent  to  the  troops  gone  to  oppole  brigadier- 
general  Forbes,  their  weftern  garrifons,  Indians, 
and  to  fupport  the  army  under  the  command  of 
M.  Levy,  on  his  intended  enterprise  againft  the 
Mohawk  River,  valued  by  the  French  at  eight 
hundred  thoufand  livres.  — ■  We  have  likewife; 
taken  nine  veffels,  from  eight  to  eighteen  guns, 
which  is  all  they  have  upon  the  Lake,  two 
of  which  I  have  brought  here  ;  one  richly  la¬ 
den  ;  and  the  reft  and  the  provifions  I  have 
burnt  and  deftroyed,  together  with  the  fort, 
artillery,  (lores,  &c.  agreeable  to  your  excel¬ 
lency’s  inftrudlions,  fhould  I  fucceed.  The 
garrifon  made  no  fcruple  of  faying,  that  their 
troops  to  the  fouthward  and  weftern  gaprifons 
will  fuller  greatly,  if  not  entirely  ftarve,  for 
want  of  the  provifions  and  veftels  we  have 
deftroyed,  as  they  had  not  any  thing  left  to 
bring  them  home  from  Niagara. 

“  The  terms  on  which  the  garrifon  furren¬ 
dered  were  prifoners  of  war  until  exchanged 
for  equal  numbers  and  rank." 


[-V5®!  will  not  differoble,  Sir.isuhat 
in  ’anfwer  to  all  thefe  reafons  and 
motives  for  reftoring  Canada,  I  have 
heard  one  that  appears  to  have  fome 
weight  on  the  other  fide  of  the  queftion. 
It  is  faid,  that  nations,  as  well  as  private 
perfons,  iliould,  for  their  honour’s  fake, 
take  care  to  prelerve  a  confjlence  of  cha¬ 
racter :  that  it  has  always  been  the 
character  of  the  Englifh  to  light  ltrong- 
ly,  and  negotiate  weakly;  generally 
agreeing  to  reftore,  at  a  peace,  what 
they  ought  to  have  kept,  and  to  keep 
what  they  had  better  have  reftored : 
then,  if  it  would  ready,  acceding  to 
the  preceding  reafons,  be  prudent  and 
right  to  reftore  Canada,  we  ought,  lay 
thefe  objedtors,  to  keep  it;  otherwile 
nee  fall  be  i-nconfftent  • with  ourf elves. 
I  (hall  not  take  upon  myfelf  to  weigh 
thefe  different  reafons,  but  offer  the 
whole  to  the  confideration  of ,  the  pub¬ 
lic.  Only  permit  me  to  fuggtft,  that 
there  is  one  method  of  avoiding  fairly 
all  future  difpute  about  the  propriety 
of  hyping  or  rejloring  Canada;  and 
that  is,  let  us  never  take  it.  The  French, 
ftill  hold  out  at  Montreal  and  Trois  Ri¬ 
vieres,  in  hopes  of  fuccour  from  France. 
Let  us  be  but  a  little  too  late  with  our 
fhips  in  the  river  St.  Laurence,  fo  that 
the  enemy  may  get  their  fupplies  up 
next  fpring,  as  they  did  the  laid,  with 
reinforcements  fufficient  to  enable  them 
to  recover  Quebec,  and  there  is  an  end 
of  the  queftion.  1  am,  Sir,  Yours,  &c.

1  have,  with  preat  industry,  bcenab'e 
to  procure  a  full  account  of  thofe  rea¬ 
sons,  and  fhall  make  no  fecret  of  them 
among  ourfelves.  Here  they  are. 

i.  We  fhould  reftore  Canada ;  becaufe 
an  uninterrupted  trade  with  the  lndian3 
throughout  a  vaft  country,  where  the 
communication  by  water  is  io  eafy,  would 
encreafe  ourcommerce,  already  too  great, 
and  occalion  a  large  additional  demand 
for  our  manufactures,  *  already  too 
dear. 

a  .  We  fhould  reftore  Canada,  that  we 
may  foon  have  a  new  war,  and  another 
opportunity  of  fpending  tw’0  or  three 
millions  a  year  in  America ;  there  being 
great  danger  of  our  growing  too  rich, 
our  European  expcnces  not  being  fufh- 
cient  to  drain  our  immenfe  treafures. 

3.  We  fhould  Feftoreit,  that  we  may 
have  occafion  conftantly  to  employ,  in 
time  of  war,  a  fleet  and  army  in  thofe 
parts ;  for  othepwife  we  might  be  too 
ftrong  at  home. 

4 .  We  fhould  reftoreit,  that  the  F rench 
may,  by  means  of  their  Indians,  carry 
on,  (as  they  have  done  for  thefe  ioo 
years  paft  even  in  times  of  peace  between 
thetwo  crowns)  a  conftant  fealping  war 
againft  out  colonies,  and  thereby  flint 
their  growth  ;  for,  otherwife,  the  chil¬ 
dren  might  in  time  be  as  tall  as  their 
mother. 

5.  What  tho’  the  blood  of  thoufands 
of  unarmed  Englifh  farmers,  furprized 
and  affaffinated  in  their  fields  ;  of  harm- 
Jefs  women  and  Children  murdered  in 
their  beds ;  doth  at  length  call  for  ven¬ 
geance  ; — what  tho’  the  Canadian  mea-

7.  Should  we  not  reftore  Canada,  it 
would  look  as  if  our  ilatefmen  had  cou¬ 
rage  as  well  as  our  foldiers  ;  but  what 
have  ftatefmen  to  do  with  courage  ? 
Their  proper  character  is  mifdom .  >y 

8.  What  can  be  braver,  than  to 
fliow  all  Europe  we  can  afford  to  lavifh 
our  belt  blood  as  well  as  our  treafure, 
in  conqueils  we  do  not  intend  to  keep  ? 
Have  we  not  plenty  of  Heines,  and 
Wolfes,  See.  &c.  &c.  in  every  regiment  ? 

9.  The  French  have  long  fince 
openly  declar’d,  ‘  que  les  Anglois  &  les 

4  Franqois  font  incompatible  dans  cette 

1  par  tie  de  l '  Amerique ;  ’  ‘  that  our  peo- 
‘  pie  and  theirs  were  incompatible  in 
‘  that  part  of  the  continent  of  Anae- 
‘  rica  ‘  que  rien  n  etoit  plus  impor- 
‘  tant  a  l  etat,  que  de  delivrer  leur  co- 
‘  lonie  dufacheux  voifinage  des  Anglois ;  ’ 

‘  that  nothing  was  of  more  importance

‘  from  the  troublefome  neighbourhood 

*  of  the  Englifli;’  to  which  end,  there 
was  an  avowed  projeCl  on  foot  ‘  pour

*  Englifh  in  the  fiill  place  out  of  the 

*  province  of  New  York;’  ‘  iy  apres

10.  Their hiflorian,  Charlevoix,  in  his 
IVth  book,  alfo  tells  us,  that  when  Ca¬ 
nada  was  formerly  taken  by  the  Eng¬ 
lifh,  it  was  a  queftion  at  the  court  of 
France,  whether  they  fhould  endeavour 
to  recover  it ;  for,  fays  he,  ‘  bien  de

reafons  were  given  why  it  was  fcarce

‘  of  Englijh  power,  was  more  than  iuffi- 

*  cient  to  engage  us  in  recovering  Que- 
‘  bee,  luhat  price  foever  it  might  cojl 
‘  usd  Here  we  fee  the  high  value  they 
put  on  that  country,  and  the  reafon  of 
the  r  valuing  it  fo  highly.  Let  us  then, 
oblige  them  in  this  (to  them)  fo  import¬ 
ant  an  article,  and  be  allured  they  will 
never  prove  ungratef  ul . 

Niw-York,  Oft.  28. 
ENERAL  Amherft’s  army  having 
fet  out  from  Crown  Point  on  an  expedi¬ 
tion  againft  the  Ifle  of  Aux  Noix  in  Lake 
Champlain,  was  prevented  from  proceeding 
farther  than  60  miles  by  contrary  winds,  and 
returned  to  Crown  Point  the  21ft  inft.  hav¬ 
ing  obliged  the  enemy  to  fink  two  of  their 
velTels,  and  run  a  third  on  ihore  ;  a  fourth 
made  ll-r  el'cape. 

Charles  Town,  South  Carolina, 
Oft.  3. 

Sunday  evening  an  exprefs  arrived  from  the 
Cherokees,  with  difpatches  from  the  com¬ 
manding  officers  at  Forts  Loudoun  and  Pr. 
George.  We  hear  that  the  Upper  Cherokees 
have  abfolutely  ftopt  the  communication  to 
Fort  Loudoun,  and  have  killed  arid  fealped 
two  ot  the  fo  diers  of  that  garrifon,  and  ano¬ 
ther  white  man.  The  pafies  are  ftrongly  guard¬ 
ed  by  different  parties  of  Indians.  All  the 
Traders  in  the  nation,  (except  one,  who  it  is 
feared  is  killed)  are  arrived  at  Fort  Pr.George, 
condufted  in  the  night  thro’  the  woods  by 
fome  friendly  Indians  ;  but  have  been  oblig¬ 
ed  to  leave  molt  of  their  goods  behind  them. 
The  Little  Carpenter  has  been  out  with  a  par¬ 
ty  fome  time,  laid  to  be  gone  againft  the 
French.  The  Judge’s  Friend,  another  head¬ 
man,  it  s  faid  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  prefent 
difturbance  5  he  came  down  to  Keowee  and 
demanded  the  ammunition  that  was  fa  pru¬ 
dently  ordered  to  be  ftopt  there,  but  received 
a  flat  denial . 

Laft  night  we  received  the  following  letter 
from  Saludy,  dated  Sept.  29. 

“  1  atr.  too  well  warranted  to  affure  you, 
that  the  whole  frontier  inhabitants  between 
Savannah  and  Saludy  Rivers,  have  betaken 


themfelves  to  forts  of  their  own  conftruftior)j 
containing  30  or  40  men  together ;  Capt.  Johrs 
Stuart  having  informed  them,  on  the  25th 
ult.  that  the  Cherokee  Indians  were  out  to 
cut  off  the  inhabitants  of  Saludy,  &c.  that 
they  might  afl'emblcin  bodies,  without  fpread- 
ing  the  panic.” 

“  Difpatches  have  been  fent  to  Gen.  Stan- 
wix,  the  Governors  of  Virginia,  N.  Crrolingj 
and  Georgia,  our  allies  the  Catawba  and  Chi- 
chefaw  Indians,  &c.  and  every  vigorous  mea- 
fure  will  be  purfued  to  ciufh  the  alarmiog  evil 
before  it  gathers  more  ftrength.  Fort  Pr. 
George  and  Fort  Loudoun  are  flocked  wi  h 
provifions  of  all  kinds,  fufficient  for  many 
months  ;  a  convoy  of  70  bullocks,  &c.  hap¬ 
pily  arrived  at  Fort  Loudoun,  juft  before  the 
the  two  foldiers  were  fealped.” 

Letters  from  Augufta  of  the  23d  ult.  fay, 
“  A  few  days  ago  paffed  by  this  place,  in  their 
way  to  vifit  Governor  Ellis  and  Mrs.  Boforn- 
worth,  leveral  headmen,  and  others,  to  the 
number  of  50,  from  the  Coweta  town  (in  the 
Creeks.)  They  deny  having  any  conneftion 
with  the  Cherokees.  Capt.  Stuart  is  gone  up 
to  the  Cherokee  country  j  we  have  great  hopes 
from  his  abilities,  and  knowledge  of  Indian 
affairs.” 

A  lift  of  the  towns,  &c.  of  the  Cherokee 
Indians,  makes  the  number  of  gunmen  in  the 
whole  nation,  not  to  exceed  2000  ;  fome  fay 
they  are  2500,  others  more.  The  nine  upper 
towns  where  Fort  Loudoun  is  fituated,  are  faid 
to  have  500  gunmen. 

The  independent  and  provincial  companies 
have  orders  to  hold  themfelves  in  readinefs  to 
march  on  an  hour’s  warning,  and  fimilar  or¬ 
ders  have  been  fent  to  the  militia  in  the  back 
fettlements.

AtBANY,  Oft.  I  5. 

S  to  any  thing  being  again  attempted 
againft  Ticonderoga  this  fall,  it  is  wholly 
Judafidej  but  there  has  been  a  great  prefs  for 
waggons  within  thefe  few  days,  which  are  now 
.gone  up  to  the  lake  to  bring  away  the  artillery, 
ftmes,  whale-boats,  baggage.  &c.  to  fort 
Edward. 

Dy  an  officer  who  has  lately  been  cut  on  a 
fcout  we  learn,  that  the  French  have  filled  the 
lake  fo  full  of  trees,  logs,  &c.  that  it  would 
not  be  practicable  for  any  body  of  men  to  land  ; 
and  he  fays  it  could  not  be  cleared  in  a  month 
by  2300  men  ;  and  they  have  left  only  a  (mail 
channel  for  a  Angle  battoe  to  oafs  and  repafs 
to  and  from  the  (here:  he  further  fays,  that 
if  ever  Ticonderoga  is  taken,  itmuftbebythe 
way  of  South  Bay.  He  faw  upwards  of  100  3 
camps  and  huts  on  the  outfide  of  the  fort ; 
they  have  greatly  added  to  the  ftrength  of  the 
fort,  having  made  three  trenches  one  within 
another,  which  extend  from  lake  to  lake  'as 
the  fort  (lands  on  a  point  of  land)  fo  conve¬ 
rsant.  that  if  they  (hould  be  drove  out  of  one 


trench  they  can  retreat  to  the  next,  and  fo  to 
the  third  j  and  each  of  them,  to  all  appear¬ 
ance,  very  ftrong. 

It  is  faid'fome  of  the  provincials  will  be  dis¬ 
charged  next  week,  or  as  foon  as  they  have 
got  their  (lores,  &c.  in  fort  Edward. 

Annapolis,  in  Maryland,  Oft.  5, 

Wk  hear  fiom  fort  Cumberland,  that  on 
Wednefday  the  27th  ult.  as  capt.  Sprigg  and 
Lukett  were  fearching  the  inward  maga¬ 
zine  for  'cent  cioaths,  to  make  better  provi- 
Aon  for  the  Ack,  it  blew  up,  and  let  the  foit 
on  Are  in  feveral  places,  particularly  in  two 
very  near  the  grand  magazine,  thedoors  of  which 
were  burit  open  ;  but  by  the  aftivity  and  re- 
folution  of  the  garrifon,  the  Are  was  happily 
extinguifhed,  and  the  place  faved,  with  the 
lofs  of  the  two  unfortunate  gentlemen,  andthe 
Acres  that  were  in  the  magazine. 

The  French  gave  quarter  to  all  that  would 
accept  :t,  at  the  late  defeat  which  major 
Grant  and  his  party  met  with  near  fort 
du  Qnefne,  on  the  fourteenth  of  SeDtember 

naft.  *

Our  accounts  from  the  weftward  fay,  that 
major  Grant  and  major  Lewis,  and  ten 
other  officers  with  about  forty  foldiei's,  were 
taken  prifoners  in  the  aeftion  of  Duqueine. 

Newport,  Rhode-Isi. and,  Oct.  i5. 

On  Saturday  laft  came  into  this  port,  from 
the  gold  coaft  of  Africa,  the  fnow  Fox.  Capt. 
Wanton,  who  came  in  her,  gave  us  the  fol¬ 
lowing  account,  that  the  count  St.  Florentine, 
defigned  for  a  man  of  war,  but  pupehafed  by 
fome  merchants  in  Bourdeaux,  commiffioned 
for  a  privateer,  mounted  with  60  guns,  man¬ 
ned  with  5  "O  men,  and  commanded  by  Monf. 
Montvit,  took  capt.  Earle  cf  Providence  on 
the  23d  of  June,  and  foon  after  drove  on  (bore 
•at  Cape  Mount,  a  fhip  of  200  tons,  which 
immediately  went  to  pieces.  She  proceeded 
down  the  coaft  to  Annamaboa,  where  fhe  ar¬ 
rived  the  23d  of  func,  and  took  capt.  Wan¬ 
ton,  in  the  (loop  King  of  Pruffia  ;  capt.  Buf- 
fum,  in  the  fnow  Annamaboa  of  this  port; 
and  capt.  Taylor,  of  New  London.  On  the 
28th  the  Harwich  of  fifty  guns,  commanded 
by  commodore  Marlh,  in  company  with  the 
Rye,  of  twenty  guns,  came  down  when  the 
privateer  was  at  an  anchor;  upon  which 
fhe  cut  her  cables,  and  endeavoured  to  make 
her  efcape  ;  but  finding  it  impofiible,  fhe  flood 
for  the  men  of  war,  and  an  engagement  im¬ 
mediately  enfued,  which  began  at  twelve 
o'clock,  and  continued  three  hours  in  fight. 
The  firft  of  Auguft  an  account  was  received 
from  the  Leeward  forts  that  fevcral  pieces  of 
doors,  gun  carriages,  fpunges,  rammers,  &c. 
having  Heurs  de  Lis  on  them,  were  found, 
which  made  it  conjectured  the  privateer  was 
either  taken  or  funk.

Extradl  of  a  Letter  from  Ray’s  Town, 
October  16. 

Yell erday  the  troops  fired  on  account  of  our 
fuccels  over  the  enemy,  who  attacked  our  ad¬ 
vanced  port  at  Loyal  Hanning,  the  12th  inft. 
Their  number,  by  the  information  of  a  pri- 
foner  taken,  was  about  uromen.  The  en¬ 
gagement  began  at  eleven  in  the  forenoon, 
and  laded  till  two.  They  renewed  the  attack 
thrice  j  bat  our  treops  flood  their  ground,  and 
behaved  -with  the  greateft  bravery  and  firmnefs 
at  their  different  ports,  repuifing  the  enemy 
each  time.  Notwithflanding  which  they  did 
not  quit  the  inveftment,  but  continued  filing 
random  ihots. 

This  facet's  has  put  our  troops  in  good 
fpirits.  The  accounts  are  hitherto  imper¬ 
fect,  which  obliged  the  general  to  fend  an 
officer  yefterday  to  Loyal  Hanning,  to  learn  a 
true  account  of  the  affair.  By  the  Information 
fent  to  the  general  the  enemy  took  only  one 
wounded  fchlier.  Nothing  is  (aid  of  the  num¬ 
ber  of  their  killed,  though  it  is  imagined  to 
ho  very  confiderable,  if  they  attacked  in  the 
open  manner  it  is  reported  they,  did.  Colonel 
Bouquet  was  at  Stonycteek,  with  700  men,  and 
*  detachment  of  artillery.  He  could  get  no 
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further,  on  account  of  the  roads,  which  indeed 
has  impeded  every  thing  greatly.  This  night 
or  to-morrow  a  fufficient  number  of  waggons 
will  be  up  with  provifioris.

Extradl  of  a  Letter  from  Loyal  Hanning, 
October  14. 

“  We  were  attacked  by  12x1  French,  and 
200  Indians,  commanded  by  M.  de  Vetri,  on 
1  hurlday  the  12th  current,  at  eleven  in  the 
forenoon,  with  great  fury,  until  three  in,  the 
afternoon,  when  1  had  the  pleafure  of  feeing 
viclory  attend  the  IBiitifh  arms.  The  enemy 
attempted  in  the  night  to  attack  us  a  lecond 
time  ;  but,  in  return  for  their  moll  melodious 
Indian  uiufiq  we  gave  them  a  number  cf 
fhells  from  our  mortars,  which  foon  made 
them  retreat.  Our  lofs  on  this  occafion  is 
only  62  men,  and  five  officers,  killed,  wound¬ 
ed,  and  miffing.  The  French  were  employed 
all  night  in  carrying  off  rheir  dead  and  wound¬ 
ed  ;  and,  1  believe,  carried  off  fome  of  our 
dead  thiough  nriftake.” 

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  an  Officer  at  Fort 
Cumberland,  dated  Odt.  17. 

“  On  Sunday  laft  an  exprefs  arrived  at  Ray’s 
Town  from  Loyal  Hanning,  w  ith  an  account 
of  a  body  of  the  enemy,  to  the  number  of 
12-0,  who  came  down  and  firft  fell  upon  the 
cattle  guard,  with  an  intention,  I  fuppofe,  to 
carry  them  oft’;  but  they  were  beat  off,  and 
the  cattle  preferred.  They  next  marched  up 
and*  attacked  the  breaft-w»rks,  which  they 
did  three  different  times,  and  were  as  often 
beat  back  with  great  lofs  ;  the  true  ftate  of 
which  is  not  yet  known,  there  being  different 
rcpqrts  made  of  it,  but  all  agree  it  was  con- 
fiderable.  . 

On  Monday  a  fecond  exprefs  came  to  the 
general,  on  receipt  of  which  there  was  a 
Feu  de  Joye  ordered  ;  from  which  it  was  ge¬ 
nerally  believed  we  had  given  them  a  hearty 
drubbing.”

On  Tuefday  laft  an  exprefs  arrived  here  from 

general  Forbes,  which  brings  the  following 

moll  agreeable  intelligence. 

Fort  du  Quesne,  November  26,  1758. 

I  have  now  the  pleafure  to  write  to  you 
from  the  ruins  of  the  fort.  On  the  24th  at 
night,  we  were  informed  by  one  of  our  In¬ 
dian  lcouts,  that  he  had  dilcovered  a  cloud  of 
fmoke  about  the  place  :  and  foon  after  an¬ 
other  came  in  with  certain  intelligence  that  it 
v'as  burnt  and  abandoned  by  the  enemy.  We 
were  then  about  fifteen  miles  from  it.  A  troop 
ofhorfewas  fent  forward  immediately,  to  ex- 
tingui/h  the  fire  ;  and  the  whole  army  follow¬ 
ed.  We  arrived  at  fix  o’clock  laft  night,  and 
found  it  in  a  great  mcafure  deflroyed. 

There  are  two  forts,  about  twenty  yards 
diftant,  the  one  built  with  immenfe  labour  ; 
fmall,  but  with  many  very  ftrong  w'orks  col¬ 
lected  into  little  room,  and  Handing  on  the 
point  of  a  narrow  neck  of  land  at  the  conflux 
ot  two  rivers ;  it  is  a  fquare,  and  has  two  ra¬ 
velins,  gabions  at  each  corner,  &c  — The  other 
fort  Hands  on  the  bank  of  the  Alleganv,  in  the 
form  of  a  parallelogram  j  but  nothing  lb  ftrong 
as  the  other  :  feveral  of  the  outworks  were 
lately  begun,  and  are  ftill  unfini/hed. 

.  There  are,  I  think,  thirty  Hacks  of  chimneys 
Hand  ng,  but  the  houfes  are  all  deflroyed.  The 
French  fprung  a  mine,  which  ruined  one  of 
their  magazines  j  in  the  other  we  found  fixteen 
barrels  ot  ammunition,  a  prodigious  quantity 
of  old  carriage  iron,  barrels  of  guns,  about  a 
a  cart-load  of  fealping  knives,  &c.  The 
French  went  oft' in  fo  much  hafle,  that  they 
could  not  make  quite  the  havock  of  their 
work  they  intended.  We  are  told  by  the  In¬ 
dians  that  the  French  lay  the  night  before  laH 
at  Beaver-creek,  about  forty  miles  down  the 
Ohio  from  here.  Whether  they  buried  their 
cannon  in  the  river,  or  carried  them  down  in 
their  battoes,  we  have  not  yet  learnt.  A  boy 
about  twelve  years  old,  who  has  been  their  pri- 
foner  abcut  two  years,  and  made  his  efcape  the 
2d  inftant,  tells  us,  they  had  carried  a  pro¬ 
digious  quantity  of  wood  into  the  fort ;  that 
they  had  burnt  five  of  the  prifoners  they  took 
with  major  Grant,  on  the  parade,  and  had 
delivered  others  to  the  Indians,  by  whom  they 
were  tomahawked  on  the  fpot.  We  found 
numbers  of  dead  bodies  within  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  of  the  fort,  unburied  j  fo  many  monu¬ 
ments  of  French  humanity. — A  great  many 
Indians,  moftly''  Delawares,  gathered  together 
©n  the  ifland  lafl  night  and  this  mornins,  to 
treat  with  the  general  j  and  we  are  making 
rafts  to  bring  them  over.  Whether  the  ge¬ 
neral  will  think  of  repairing  the  ruins,  and 
leaving  fome  of  the  troops  here,  I  have  not  yet 
learnt.  Mr,  Batie  is  appointed  to  preach  a 
thankfgiving  fermon  for  the  remarkable  fupe- 
riority  of  his  majefiy’s  arms. — We  left  all 
our  tents  at  Loyal-Manning,  and  every  conve- 
nienev,  except  a  blanket  and  a  knapfack. 

Another  letter  mentions,  that  about  two 
thoufand  five  hundred  picked  men  only  march¬ 
ed  from  Loyal  Hanning  ;  that  the-garrifon  c on* 
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fifled  of  about  four-hundred  men,  fome  of 
whom  went  down  the  Ohio,  one  hundred  by 
land,  fuppofed  to  Prefque-Ifle,  and  two  hun¬ 
dred  with  the  governor,  Monfieur  Deliejtier, 
to  Venango,  to  flay  there  till  the  fpring,  and 
then  return,  and  difpoffefs  our  people ;  and 
that  two  hundred  of  our  people  are  to  be  left 
at  Fort  du  Qirefne,  now  Pitt/burgh,  to  keep 
poflTeflion  of  the  ground,  a  hundred  of  the 
oJlefl  Virginians,  the  other  of  ouroldefl  Perr- 
fylvanians ;  and  that  the  new  railed  evies 
are  all  difeharged. 

For t  du  Quisne,  November  30. 

After  much  fatigue  and  labour,  we  have  at 
lafl  brought  the  artillery  to  this  place,  and 
found  the  French  had  left  us  nothing  to  do, 
having  on  the  24th  inftant  blown  up  their  ma¬ 
gazines,  and  burnt  their  fort  to  the  ground. 
Their  Indians  had,  either  through  fear,  or  to 
atone  for  their  many  barbarities,  deferred  them  ; 
and  as  they  depended  on  them  to  at  tackuS  in  the 
woods  (the  only  chance  they  had  of  beating 
us)  the  French  judged  rightly  in  abandoning  a 
fort,  the  front  of  whole  polygon  is  only  one 
hundred  and  fifty  feet,  and  which  our  /hells 
would  have  deflroyed  in  three  days  ;  we  have 
fired  fome  hawitzer  /hells  into  the  face  of  the 
work,  which  is  made  of  nine  inch  plank,  and 
rammed  between  with  earth  ;  and  found,  that 
in  firing  but  a  few  hours,  we  muft  have  de- 
ftroyed  the  intire  face. 

Other  letters  agree,  that  the  general  marched 
two  thoufand  five  hundred  picked  men  from 
Loyal-Hanning,  without  tents  or  baggage,  and 
a  light  train  of  artillery,  in  expe&ation  of 
meeting  the  enemy,  and  determining,  by  a 
battle,  who  /hould  pofiefs  the  country:  that 
their  rout  to  Fort  du  Quefne  was  of  about  fifty 
miles  ;  that  they  performed  it  in  five  days, 
which  was  reckoned  to  be  an  extraordinary 
march,  confidering  the  feafon  of  the  year,  the 
uncertainty  of  the  roads,  entirely  unknown, 
and  the  difficulty  of  making  them  pradticable 
for  the  artillery  :  that  the  enemy,  among 
other  things,  deflroyed  a  very  confidcrable 
quantity  of  Indian  goods :  that  the  garrifon 
cenfifted  of  about  four  hundred  men,  part  of 
which  went  down  the  Ohio,  one  hundred  by 
land,  fuppofed  to  Prefque  Ifle,  and  two  hun¬ 
dred  to  Venango,  with  the  governor,  M.  de 
Lignery :  that  this  fuccefsful  expedition  will 
be  of  great  fervice  to  the  colonies,  if  they  im¬ 
prove  it,  and  take  vigorous  methods  to  fupport 
theconqueft  :  that  theFrench,  by  being  obliged 
to  abandon  Fortdu  Quefne,  have  ioft  a  vaft 
trail  of  country,  and  the  various  tribes  of 
Indians  inhabiting  it,  feem,  in  a  certain 
manner,  reconciled  to  his  majefty’s  protec¬ 
tion  and  government  :  that  phe  Indians  who 
attacked,  with  the  French,  our  people  at  Loyal 
Hanning,  on  Oftobcr  J2  lafl,  were  tp  join  us  ; 
and  that  only  four  of  the  whole  ftuck  to 
and  went  oft"  with  il^e  enemy  :  that  a  baftion 
of  one  of  the  forts,  which  mounts  three  guns 
was  found  entire,  with  about  fifty  rounds  of 
twelve  pound  Hot,  fome  grape  (hot,  and  plenty 
of  mufquet  bail,

Thefe  letters  fay,  that  from  the  fituation  of 
the  place,  if  our  troops  had  befieged  it,  they 
mull  have  loft  a  great  many  men  as  their  fmall 
arms  would  have  been  of  very  little  fervice  to' 
them  :  that  the  general  was  to  make  a  fecure 
peace  with  all  the  Indians  on  the  Ohio  (who 
feemed  very  defirous  to  renew  their  antient 
friendlliip  With  us)  to  leave  a  ftrong  garrifon 
there,  and  immediately  to  begin  works  fuffi- 
cient  both  for  conveniency  and  fafety :  that 
Our  men  were  prodigioufly  Ihocked  at  the  light 
of  the  bodies  of  their  llaughter’d  friends  who 
fell  in  major  Grant’s  attack,  lying  unburied  at 
the  gates  of  Du  Quefne,  many  of  whom,  they 
were  well  informed,  were  cruelly  murdered  in 
cold  blood  by  the  French  :  and  that  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  cou.ltryis  moll  delightful,  as  the  beau¬ 
ties  of  nature  are  continually  to  be  feen  j  and 
that  it  is  capable  of  great  improvements. 

Boston,  Nov.  zy. 

Colonel  Stanwix  returned  to  Albany  Lift 
week  from  the  Great  Carrying  Place  up  Mo¬ 
hawk  river,  at  which  place  the  fort  is  finifhed; 
and,  it  is  faid,  is'as  well  planried  and  built 
as  any  in  North  America  :  part  of  colonel 
Frafer’s  regiment,  and  two  companies  of  ran¬ 
gers,  are  ftationed  thete  this  winter,  as  alfo 


feveral  companies  of  Highlanders  at  other 
places  between  Scheneflady  and  the  above 
fort. 

We  learn  by  perfons  from  the  weftward, 
that  the  French  "were  rebuilding  the  fort  at 
Cadaraqui  (Froritenac)  which  was  lately  de» 
ftreye'd  by  the  brave  col.  Bradftreet,  and  that 
they  had  alfo  got  two  new  veffels  on  the  ftocks 
there. 

Saturday  laft  capt.  Edwards,  in  a  large 
tranfport  of  700  tom,  arrived  here  in  eight 
days  from  St.  John’s 'river,  having  on  board 
the  remainder  of  the  artillefy,  and  about  forty 
matrolles. 

Yefterday  capt  Loring,  in  a  tranfport,  ar¬ 
rived  here  from  St.  John’s  river,  and  informs 
us,  that  a  number  of  our  forces  had  been  a 
great  diftanee  up  thatriver,  and  had  come  upon 
another  French  fettlcmcnt,  confifting  of  about 
forty  houfes,  before  the  inhabitants  had  time  to 
carry  off  their  goods,  which  our  people  de- 
ftroyed,  together  with  their  houles.  &c.  kil¬ 
led  a  great  number  of  cattle,  and  took  fome_ 
of  the  inhabitants  prifoners,  and  alfo  brought 
off  a  floop  and  a  fghoonef  which  the  neutral 
French  had  taken  from  us  fome  time  fince.

Wednefday  lait  captain  Miller  arrived  here 
in  li*  days  with  di (patches  from  our  forces  at 
St.John’s  River,  in  Nova  Scotia,  by  which 
we  iearn,  that  Brigadier-general  Monkton  had 
almoft  finiihed  a  flrong  fort,  juft  above  the 
entrance  of  that  river,  on  the  fame  lpot 
where  the  French,  fome  time  ago,  erefted  a 
fort,  which  they  afterwards  demoliihed. 
That  the  French  and  Indians  continue  to  re¬ 
tire  farther  up  as  our  rangers  advance  in  their 
fcouting,  in  which  they  have  dilcoverod  feveral 
of  their  huts  and  fields,  &c.  which  they  had 
deferted.  That  a  number  of  vellels  lay  ready 
to  carry  a  body  of  our  troops  as  far  up  the  river 
as  they  poffibly  could,  where,  it  is  faid,  the 
French  have  a  fmall  fort,  and  where  they  have 
got  up  two  velTels  that  were  taken  from  the 
Englifh  fome  time  ago  in  the  Bay  of  Fundy, 
and  afterwards  improved  as  cruizcrs.  That 
thefe  troops  were  to  proceed  as  loon  as  major 
Morris  had  joined  them  from  cape  Sable  ; 
from  which  place  they  had  an  exprefs  the  17th 
inftant,  with  an  account  that  major  Morris 
and  captain  Gorham,  w  ith  a  number  of  our 
forces,  had  taken  a  French  place  called  Ca- 
pelTe,  with  feventy  prifoners,  and  about  a 
hundred  head  of  cattle;  among  the  prifoners 
Was  a  French  prieft,  who  has  engaged,  upon 
granting  them  indemnity,  to  bring  in  two 
hundred  more  to  fubmit  themfelves ;  and  it 
is  faid  he  is  accordingly  gone  with  a  party  of 
our  troops,  with  a  flag  of  truce  for  that  pur- 
pofe. 

Extraft  of  a  letter  from  the  Oneida  Carrying- 
Place,  Odlober  13,  1758.  ;  -  r  1 

,c  The  grand  Sachem  of  the  Oneida  In¬ 
dians  was  with  us  at  the  taking  of  Frcntenac  ; 
he  was  one  of  the  meft  chriftian  Indians  I  ever 
favv  in  my  life,  conftantly  at  prayer,  talking 
of  heaven  and  a  future  ftate  ;  and  faid,  if  we 
go  on  praying  the  land  would  be  ours,  and  he 
would  help  us  all  that  he  could.  Friday  laft 
he  took  his  leave  of  us,  and  faid,  if  he  heard 
«f  any  thing  he  would  let  us  know  it:  at  one 
o’clock  he,  with  three  others,  bid  us  farewell, 
cut  before  he  got  half  a  mile  from  our  encamp¬ 
ment,  he  was  (hot  dead,  one  taken,  and  tha 
other  two  got  in  :  the  captains,  alarmed,  went 
out,  and  found  the  poor  king  ikalped,  and 
brought  him  into  the  fort,  but  could  not  come 
Up  with  the  enemy :  the  general  ordered  a 
coffin  to  be  made  for  him,  and  gave  his  wife 
White  linnen  to  lay  him  out  in  ;  and  on  Satur¬ 
day  in  the  afternoon  he  was  decently  buried  in 
the  North  “W eft  Baftion,  three  cannons  fired 


over  him,  and  the  Indians  performed  their  ce¬ 
remonies  by  drinking,  of  wine  ;  the  Oneidas 
are  determined  to  have  fatisfaftion  for  fo  great 
a  iofs  :  the  fame  afternoon  an  Indian,  who 
belonged  to  major  Ingerfol,  and  who  was 
taken  at  Lake  George,  1757,  came  in,  having 
made  his  efcape  from  the  party  who  had  killed 
the  king ;  he  fays  he  was  carried  to  Canada, 
and  has  lived  with  the  Indians  ever  fince  •  that 
the  party  confifted  of  one  hundred,  and 
only  five  Frenchmen  :  that  they  could  have 
killed  feveral  white  men,  but  did  not  want 
to  do  it,  as  they  had  got  the  perlon  they 
wanted.”  7V 

Perth- Am  boy  in  Ne  w-Jerse  y,  Oct.  28. 

This  day  his  excellency  the  governor  reu 
turned  trom  the  treaty  at  Eafton,  where  he 
had  been  attending  with  the  governor  of  Pen- 
fylvania,  near  three  weeks.  There  were 
pfelent  at  the  treaty  five  hundred  Indians, 
about  two  hundred  of  w'hich  were  chiefs  and 
warriors,  and  of  thirteen  different  nations, 
namely,  the  eight  confederate  nations,  viz. 
the  Mohawks,  Onondagoes,  Senecas,  Onei- 
does,  Cayugas,  Tulcaroras,  Nanticokes,  and 
Conoys,  now  united  into  one  ;  and  the  Tu- 
teloes  ;  and  five  nations  dependant  on  the  con¬ 
federates,  v’z.  the  Delawares,  Unamies,  Mini¬ 
finks,  Wapings,  and  Mohiccons.  There  were 
a)(o  prefent  two  Indian  mefiengeis  from  the 
Indians  fettled  on  the  Ohio,  who  brought  a 
ir.-eflage  in  writing  figned  by  fifteen  chiefs  of 
the  Ohio  Indians,  expreffing  their  defire  to 
have  peace  with  the  Englifh,  and  their  in¬ 
tention  to  accede  to  this  treaty. 

The  conferences  were  carried  on  with 
great  harmony.  The  Indians  folemnly  pro- 
mifed  to  return  all  the  Englifh  prifoners. 
A  meflage  was  fent  to  the  Ohio  Indians,  ac¬ 
companied  by  two  Englifh  officers,  a  chief  of 
the  confederates,  and  fevetal  other  Indians,  in¬ 
forming  them  what  had  been  done  at  this 
treaty,  and  inviting  them  to  accede  thereto. 
And  peace  was  folemnly  ratified  by  a  large  peace 
belt,  w'hich  was  delivered  by  the  two  gover¬ 
nors  to  the  confederate  chiefs,  and  by  them 
handed  round  to  all  the  Indians  prefent. 

In  the  courie  of  this  treaty,  his  excellency 
our  governor  fatisfied  all  the  Indians  that  had, 
or  pretended  to  have,  any  claim  of  lands  in  the 
province  of  New-Jerfey,  except  Englifh  or 
private  rights ;  and  releafes  thereof  were  exe¬ 
cuted  and  acknowledged  in  the  prefence  of  fe¬ 
deral  of  the  chiefs  of  the  confederate  na¬ 
tions,  who  attefted  the  fame,  and  were  after¬ 
wards  publifhed  in  open  council*:  and  his  ex¬ 
cellency,  governor  Bernard,  gave  a  large  belt 
to  the  confederate  chiefs,  to  be  a  perpetual 
memorial,  that  the  province  of  New-Jerfey 
was  now  wholly  difeharged  from  all  lnd' 
claims!

Majefty’s  aufpicious  reign  the  favourite 
sera  in  the  hiftory  of  Great  Britain. 

But  whilft  we  refledt  with  fnrprize 
and  gratitude  upon  this  laft  and  moft 
important  cor.queft,  permit  us,  gracious 
fovereign,  to  expreis  our  great  regret 
for  the  immenfe  (tbo’  almoft  only)  lofs 
which  has  attended  it,  in  the  death  of 
that  gallant  general,  v.hofe  abilities 
formed,  whofe  courage  attempted,  and 
whofe  condudt  happily  efFedled  the  glo¬ 
rious  ent<?rprize  in  which  he  fell,  leaving 
to  future  times  an  heroic  example  of 
military  /kill,  difcipline,  end  fortitude. 

Meafures  of  fuch  national  concern, 
fo  invariably  purified,  and  acquifidons  of 
fo  much  confequence  to  the  power  and 
trade  of  Great  Britain,  are  the  notrleft 
proofs  of  your  Majefty’s  paternal  affec* 
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tion,  and  regard  for  the  true  intereft 
of  your  kingdoms,  and  reflect  honour 
upon  thofe  whom  your  Majefty  has  been 
pleafed  to  admit  into  your  council,  or 
to  intruft  with  the  conduit  of  your  fleets 
and  armies. 

Thefe  will  ever  command  the  lives 
and  foi t  ines  of  a  free  and  crateful  peo¬ 
ple,  in  defence  of  your  Majefty’s  facred 
perfon,  and  Royal  Family,  againft  the 
attempts  of  all  your  enemies.  And  we 
humbly  truft,  that  Almighty  God  will 
blefs  your  Majefty’s  falutary  intentions 
with  a  continuance  of  fuccefs,  and  there¬ 
by  in  time  lead  us  to  a  fafe  and  ho¬ 
nourable  jpeace.

On  Saturday  morning  at  feven  o’clock  the 
Royal  William  fired  two  fignal  guns  for. the 
removal  of  the  remains  of  General  W’olfe. 
At  eight,  the  body  was  lowered  out  of  the 
ib ip  into  a  twelve-oar’d  barge,  towed  by  two 
twelve-oar’d  barges,  and  attended  by  12 
twelve-oar’d  barges  to  the  bottom  of  the  Point, 
in  a  train  of  gloomy,  frlent  pomp,  fuitable  to 
the  melancholy  cccafion,  minute  guns  were 
fired  from  the  /hips  at  Spithead  from  the  time 
of  the  body’s  leaving  the  fhip,  to  its  being 
landed,  which  was  one  hour :  the  regiment 
of  invalids,  and  a  company  of  the  train  in 
this  garrifon,  marched  to  the  bottom  of  the 
Point  to  receive  the  remains.  At  nine  the 
body  wjs  landed,  and  put  into  a  travelling 
hearle,  attended  by  a  mourning  coach,  and 
proceeded  through  the  garrifon :  the  colours 
on  our  fort  weie  ftruck  half  flag-ftaff;  our 
bells  were  muffled  and  rung  in  folemn  con¬ 
cert  with  the  march  ;  minute  guns  were  fired 
en  our  platform  at  the  entrance  of  the  corpfe 
to  the  end  of  the  proce/fnn;  the  Company  of 
the  train  led  the  van  with  their  arms  re- 
verfed  ;  the  corpfe  followed,  and  the  Invalid 
regiment  followed  the  hearfe,  tbeir  arms  re- 
verfed  ;  they  condu&ed  it  to  the  Land  port 
gates,  where,  the  tiain  opened  to  the  Right 
and  Left,  the  hearfe  proceeded  through  them- 
on  their  way  to  London.

A  JOR  General  Amherft,  in  a  letter  to 
Mr,  Secretary  Pitt,  dated  camp  at 
Crown-Point,  Oft.  22,  gives  an  account, 
that  the  General  had  learnt,  on  the  iGth  of 
Anguft,  that  the  enemy  had  retired  to  Ifleau 
Noix  at  the  other  end  of  Lake  Champlain, 
and  five  leagues  on  this  fide  St.  John’s:  That 
M.  Bourlemaque  was  encamped  at  Ifie  an 
Noix  with  three  battalions  and  five  pickets  of 
regulars,  with  Canadians  and  La  Marine, 
making  3500  men,  and  that  he  had  100  can¬ 
non  :  that  the  enemy  had  four  vefiels,  viz. 
a  fchooner  of  10  guns,  6  and  4  pounders  ;  a 
(k>jp  of  z  brafs  12  pounders,  and  6  iron  6 
pounders  ;  La  B  ochette  of  8  guns,  6  and  4 
pounders  ;  and  L’Efturgcon  of  8  guns,  6  and 
4  pounders,  befidcs  fwivels  mounted  in  all  ; 
that  M.  de  le  Bras  commanded  them,  with  M. 
Rigal,  and  other  fea  officers,  and  that  part  of 
the  pickets  of  Languedoc,  Bearn,  and  La 
Sarre,  were  on  board.  On  this  intelligence, 
the  General  fent  for  capt.  Loring,  who  was 
building  a  bright  Ticonderoga,  who  came  rhe 
next  day,  and  having  acquainted  him  with 
the  enemy’s  force,  the  captain  thought  the 
brig  would  not  be  of  fufficient  ftrength,  and 
concluded  on  building  a  Radcau,  to  ufeits  guns 
on  the  Lake,  as  well  as  to  tranfport  them  over 
the  fame.  That  on  Sept.  1,  the  General  hav¬ 
ing  learnt,  that  the  enemy  had  launched  a 
new  vefi'el  pierced  for  16  guns,  he  fent  for 
capt.  Loring,  that  a  fecond  vcfiel  might  be 
built,  if  it  could  be  done  without  retarding  the 
other,  as  it  appeared  the  enemy  was  trying  all 
they  could  to  have  a  fuperior  force  by  water  ; 
and  they  concluded  on  building  a  (loop  for  16 
guns  :  that  the  utmoft  diligence  was  ufed  in 
building  all  the  above  vefiels  :  that  on  Sept. 
29,  the  Radcau,  84  feet  in  length,  and  20  in 
breaJth,  to  carry  fix  24  pounders,  was  launch- 
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ed  ;  that  on  Oft.  10,  the  brigantine  arrived  at 
Crown  Point ;  ihe  has  fix  6  pounders,  tw'elve 
4  pounders,  and  20  fwivels,  70  Teamen,  and 
bo  marines  detached  from  the  troops  :  That 
on  the  1  ith,  the  Hoop  alfo  arrived  ;  file  has 
four  6  pounders,  twelve  4  pounders,  and  22 
fwivels,  60  feamen,  and  50  marines,  and  is 
commanded  by  lieut.  Grant  of  Montgomery’s: 
That  in  the  conrfe  of  that  very  day,  the  Ge¬ 
neral,  with  the  troops  under  his  command, 
embarked  in  batteaux  ;  the  fioop  and  brig  got 
out  ab  ut  four  o’clock,  failed  with  a  fair  wind, 
and  the  troops  followed  in  four  columns,  with 
a  light  hoifted  in  the  night  on  board  the  Ra- 
deau.  The  nth  at  day  break,  the  General 
heard  fome  guns;  Major  Gladuin  of  Gage’s 
fent  him  word  he  law  the  vefiels  engaged,  but 
fpon  after  found  his  miftake  ;  and  major 
Reid,  returning  with  fome  batteaux  of  the 
Royal  Highland  regiment,  reported,  the /loops 
had  fired  011  him  ;  he  had  loft  the  columns  in 
the  night,  followed  the  light  of  the  brig  for 
the  Radeau,  and  at  day  break  found  himfelf 
amongft  the  enemy’s  (loops  at  les  Ifies  au  quatre 
Vent :  they  fired  feveral  guns,  and  it  is  fup- 
pok-d  ftruck  one  batteaux,  as  they  took  one 
with  lieutenant  M‘K.ov,  one  ferjeant,  one 
corporal,  and  eighteen  men  :  foon  after  the 
General  law  the  enemy’s  Hoops  make  all  the 
fail  they  could  :  towards  night  bad  weather 
came  on,  and  the  General  ordered  the  troops 
into  a  hay  on  the  weftern  (hore  to  be  covered 
from  the  wind,  which  begun  to  blow  hard, 
fent  the  men  on  (hore  to  boil  the  pots,  and  re¬ 
lieve  themfelves  by  walking  about  ;  ordered 
the  rangers  on  an  ifiand,  and  Gage’s  advanced 
on  the  /hore.  The  13th  it  blew  a  ftorm,  and 
quite  conti ary  wind;  continued  fo  all  day. 
On  the  14th  the  General  had  letters  from 
capt.  Loring,  ar.d  capt.  Abercrombie  (whom 
he  had  put  on  board)  that,  on  the  12th  at  day

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break,  when  they  judged  they  were  forty  five  building  a  fort  at  Crown-Point,  is  the  heft  <5* 
milts  down  the  lake,  they  faw  the  fchooner,  tuation  he  has  feen  in  America  •  that  it  is  no 


gave  chace,  andunfo.tunately  ran  the  brig  and 
/loop  a-ground,  but  got  both  off  again,  and 
then  faw  the  enemy’s  {loops,  which  they  had 
paffed  in  the  night,  between  them  and  the 
army,  and  chaced  to  bring  them  to  aftlon  ; 
drove  them  into  a  bay  on  the  weftern  {hore, 
and  anchored  fo  as  ta  prevent  their  getting 
away.  The  next  day  they  fent  into  the  bay 
in  fe  rch  of  them,  and  found  they  had  funk 
two  of  tnerr,  in  five  fathom  water,  and  ran  the 
third  on  ground,  and  that  the  crews  were  ef- 
caped  ;  that  capt.  Loring  had  offered  capt. 
Grant  with  the  (loop,  to  try  to  fjvethe  veffel 
with  the  ftores,  guns,'  and  tigging  ;  and  that 
he  would  goto  his  Ration,  and  hoped  to  get 
between  the  Ichooner  and  Ifie  au  Noix.  The 
men,  who  brought  the  letter,  faid  cap:.  Loring 
was  about  thirty  miles  off,  and  that  it  wasim- 
poflible  fora  boat  to  get  back  while  the  wind 
continued.  The  15th  it  blew  a  ftorm  all 
night;  and  the  continuance  of  it  that  day 
made  the  lake  impaffablc  for  boats,  the  waves 
running  like  the  fea  in  a  gale  of  wind.  The 
j6th  it  froze  in  the  night ;  and  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  no  change  of  weather  :  the  General  re¬ 
mained  n  the  fame  place,  where  the  batteaux 
were  v  ry  luckily  covered  from  the  wind  The 
37th  the  fame  contrary  wind  continued  :  in 
the  afternoon,  two  wh  ile-boats,  which  the 
Genera!  hud  ci. patched  to  capt-  Loring  on  the 
13th,  come  hack  ;  the  crew  faid  they  had  been 
trying,  fince  th-.t  cay,  all  they  could  to  get 
down,  but  could  not,  and  were  forced  to  re¬ 
turn.  The  18th  the  wind  came  to  the  fouth- 
ward :  the  General  proceeded  immediately 
down  the  lake,  as  far  as  the  place  where  the 
French  {loops  were;  one  was  fo  far  repaired, 
that  (lie  failed  that  day  with  the  brig  and 
/loops.  The  G“neral  detached  zco  men  in 
whale-1  oats  to  affift  cap'ain  Loring  in  looking 
for  the  fehco'itr.  The  igth  the  wind  being 
northerly,  ri  d  contrary  ;  and  an  appearance 
of  winter  1,  .10  fit  in,  the  General  determined 
not  to  lofe  time  cn  the  lake  by  driving  to  get 
to  the  ifie  au  Niix,  where  he  {houll  arrive  too 
late  in  the  fcafon  to  force  the  enemy  from 
their  fixed  roft,  but  to  return  to  C.o  \ r-Point 
to  complete  the  works  there  as  much  as  ccfii- 
ble,  before  the  troops  go  into  their  winter 
quarters.  The  General  returned  with  the 
troops  to  the  :mc  bay  he  came  firm,  and,  on 
the  acth.  puiffcd  his  route,  and  got  within  iz 
miles  of  Crown-I’oint ;  fi:nt  tire  light  infantry 
and  grenadiers,  in  whale-boats,  on  to  that 
place,  and  left  the  rangers,  with  the  radeou 
and  boats  with  guns, 'which  could  not  con  e  on 
fo  fait.  On  the  2  iff  the  General  arrived  at 
Crown-Point.  The  Gen.ral  o.bfervcs,  that 
building  veffels  hud  been  a  tedious  bufinefs  : 
that  they  hav  now,  tho’  late,  the  entire  do¬ 
minion  of  Lake  Champlain,  and  he  imagines 
that  capt.  Loring  will  be  able  to  weigh  up  the 
two  {loops  which  are  funk,  and  rn.thc  has  di- 
refle-1  him  ro  do  as  he  judges  beft.  Gen.  Am- 
herft  fays,  that  the  repairs  at  Ticonderoga  are 
fipilhcd ;  that  the  ground,  on  which  he  is 


where  commanded,  2nd  has  all  the  advantages 
of  the  lake,  and  ftrength  of  ground,  that  can 
be  defired  ;  that  for  the  better  defence  of 
Crown-Point,  and  to  make  the  fortrefs  as  for¬ 
midable  as  he  can,  he  has  ordered  three  forts 
to  be  erefted,  which  he  has  named  the  Grena¬ 
dier  Fort,  Light  Infantry  Fort,  and  Gage’s 
L’ght  Infantry  Fort,  ordering  thofe  corps  to 
build  each  their  own  as  faft  as  poffible  ;  and 
tho’  the  fortrefs  and  dependant  forts  will  not 
be  fo  completely  Sniffed  as  he  intended  they 
ffould  be,  yet  he  thinks  he  may  allure,  that 
they  will  be  fo  refpeftable,  that  the  enemy  cart 
do  nothing  againft  them,  ffould  they  attempt 
it :  that  he  (hall  continue  the  works  at  Crown- 
Point  fo  long  as  hepofiibly  can,  and  ff  all  then 
try  to  difpofe  of  his  Majefty’s  troops  in  fuch 
quarters,  that  they  may  efte&ualiy  proteft  the 
country  from  any  inroads  of  the  enemy,  not 
neglefbingto  have  a  due  regard  to  the  care  and 
prefervation  of  the  health  of  the  men  :  that  a 
road  had  been  cut  from  the  village  to  join  one 
he  had  diredted  to  be  made  from  Ticonderoga 
for  driving  cattle,  &c.  and  that  another  road 
had  alfo  been  cut  77  miles  to  No.  4,  to  open  a 
communication  from  the  Maffachufets  and 
New  Hampff  ire  governments  to  Crown-Point  s 
that  the  works  he  has  been  carrying  on  have 
been  frequently  interrupted  by  the  wet  wea¬ 
ther,  there  having  been,  by  all  accounts,  more 
rain  this  fummer  than  any  people  remember  in 
the  country.  ,Gen.  Amherft  adds,  that  the 
Provincials  begin  to  grow  fick,  and  lofe  fome 
men  ;  that  they  are  excellent  ax-men  ;  that 
the  works  could  not  be  carried  on  without 
them  ;  and  that  the  zeal  and  activity  of  their 
colonels  is  of  the  greateft  afliflance  in  forward¬ 
ing  the  works. 

General  Amherft  further  mentions,  that,  on 
Aug.  4,  he  lent  major  Chrifti  to  ferve  as  depu¬ 
ty  quartcr-malfer  general  with  brigadier-gene¬ 
ral  Gage,  and  wrote  to  the  brigadier,  repeat¬ 
ing  what  he  had  before  ordered,  and  recom¬ 
mending  the  taking  poll  at  La  Galette,  as  of 
the  utrn.fi  confequence,  whereby  we  ffould  be 
entire  maflers  of  Lake  Ontario,  and  his  Ma¬ 
jefty’s  fubjedts  on  the  Mohawk  river  would  be 
theieby  as  efiedlually  freed  from  all  inroads 
and  fealping  parties  of  the  enemy,  as  the 
whole  country  from  Crown-Point  to  New 
York  is,  by  the  reduction  of  Ticonderoga,  and 
of  that  important  port.  That  on  Sept.  13, 
the  General  received  a  letter  from  brigadier- 
general  Gage,  dated  the  nth,  that  he  had 
been  obliged  to  give  over  the  thoughts  of  tak¬ 
ing  poft  at  La  Galette,  from  the  many  difficul¬ 
ties  and  irnpoffibilities  he  found  there  would 
be  in  erefting  a  poft  there  before  winter,  to 
which  the  General,  on  the  22d  of  September, 
wrote  an  anfw'er  in  the  following  terms,  viz. 
“  That  it  is  now  indeed  too  late  in  the  fea- 
“  fon,  or  will  be,  before  this  can  reach  you, 
“  to  make  any  alterations,  and  I  muft  give  0- 
“  ver  the  thoughts  of  that  very  advantageous 
poft  La  Galette,”

rsm  HE  uncommon  fuccefs  of  the 
&GJ  TSi  Britifh  arms  in  every  quarter 
W  (B  J  °f  the  g'-obe,  is  a  circumilance, 
which,  while  it  elates  our  fpi- 
rits,  ought  at  the  lame  time  to  infpire 
us  with  gratitude  towards  thofe  able 
patriots  who  planned,  and  thofe  intre¬ 
pid  warriors  who  executed,  fuch  fchemes 
Of  greatnefs. 

The  glorious  and  unexpected  reduc¬ 
tion  of  Quebec,  has  not  only,  in  effeCl, 
utterly  dellroyed  the  French  interelt  in 
America,  but  has  advanced  the  Britifh 
ftandard  to  the  zenith  of  power  and  re¬ 
putation. 

We  are  now  happily  in  a  capacity  to 
prefcribe  terms  of  peace,  and  we  may 
at  our  pleafuie  not  only  fupport  our 
claim  to  the  American  colonies,  accord¬ 
ing  to  our  own  conllruCtion,  but  we  may 
repay  ourfelves  for  the  lofs  and  injury 
we  have  fullained  in  defending  our 
title. 

We  are  happy  likewife  in  a  minifter 
of  fenfe  and  fpirit,  who  will  not  bafely 
Or  ignorantly  relign  with  the  pen,  what 
we  have  nobly  purchafed  with  the 
fword.  We  need  now  be  in  no  fear  of 
feeing  the  counterpart  of  the  lhameful 
treaty  of  Utrecht. ---A  treaty  which  has 
laid  the  foundation  of  this  bloody  con- 
tefl,  in  which  we  have  glorioully  and 
fortunately  proved  victors. 

France,  at  the  time  of  making  that 
treaty,  was  not  more  humbled  than  Ihe 
is  at  prefent.  The  minifters  of  thofe 
days  are  inexcufable  for  not  having  a- 
vailed  themfelves  of  her  diftrefs,  by  in¬ 
filling  on  terms  for  the  honour  and  in- 
terell  of  their  country,  inftead  of  con¬ 
cluding  an  ignominious  peace,  at  the 
expence  of  both. 

We  may  trull  that  the  llatefman  now 
at  the  helm,  will  make  a  better  ufe  of 
the  advantage  which  good  councils  and 
valiant  atchievements  have  procured  the 
nation.  Though  the  fire  and  activity  of 
his  genius  enable  him  to  Ihine  amidft 
the  tumult  of  war,  yet  there  is  room  to 
conclude  that  his  talents  are  equal  to 
♦he  rnora  calm  bufinefs  of  negotiation. 

The  moll  fanguine  defires  could  not 
wiih  a  campaign  to  clofe  more  glori- 


oufiy  than  with  the  acquifition  of  Ehie- 
bee.  The  critical  conjuncture  in  which 
it  fell  into  our  hands,  makes  it  doubly 
acceptable  ;  as  it  laves  the  nation  many 
millions,  which  mull  have  been  expend¬ 
ed  in  another  campaign. 

But  as  jt  is  not  the  lot  of  human  na¬ 
ture  to  enjoy  good  fortune,  without  an 
allay  of  bad,  fo  the  conquell  of  Que¬ 
bec  is  attended  with  a  lofs  truly  deplo¬ 
rable— That  of  the  death  of  the  brave 
General  Wolfe. 

The  lliot  which  killed  that  gallant 
commander,  may  be  truly  faid  to  have 
wounded  his  country.  His  fall  was  a 
national  misfortune  ;  and,  though  he 
expired  with  every  circumllance  of 
glory,  which  could  grace  a  foldier’s 
exit,  yet  we  cannot  forbear  weeping, 
that  he  did  not  furvive  to  enjoy  thofe 
honours,  which  his  great  merit  claimed. 

It  is  not  only  in  the  character  of  a 
warrior,  that  he  claims  our  admiration. 
In  his  laft  letter  to  Mr.  Pitt,  we  may 
difeover  the  fcholar,  the  philofopher, 
and  the  politician.  The  following  pa¬ 
ragraph,  with  which  he  clofes  his  letter, 
ought,  to  his  eternal  honour,  to  be  en¬ 
graven  on  his  monument. 

*  By  the  lift  of  difa'oled  officers  (many 
‘  of  whom  are  of  rank)  you  may  per- 

*  ceive,  fir,  that  the  army  is  much  weak- 

*  ened.  By  the  nature  of  the  river,  the 

*  moll  formidable  part  of  this  armament 

*  is  deprived  of  the  power  of  aCiing, 

*  yet  we  have  almoft  the  whole  force  of 
1  Canada  to  oppofe.  In  this  fituation,

*  determine.  The  affairs  of  Great  Bri-

‘  ertedonly  where  there  is  fome  hope  of  a 
‘  favourable  event.  However,  you  may 

*  be  affured,  fir,  that  the  fmall  part  of 
4  the  campaign  which  remains,  lhall  be 
‘  employed  (as  far  as  I  am  able)  for  the 
‘  honour  of  his  m  a  jelly  and  the  intereft 
‘  of  the  nation,  in  which  1  am  fure  of

*  and  the  generals.  Happy  if  our  ef- 

*  forts  here,  can  contribute  to  the  fuc- 

‘  cefs 
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‘  cefs  of  his  majefty’s  arms  in  any  other 
*  parts  of  America.’ 

What  moderation  !  what  modefty  ! 
what  compofure !  what  calm  fortitude  ! 
what  determined  bravery  !  we  may  per¬ 
ceive  in  thefe  well  penned  lines  4  How 
prudently  he  expreffes  his  knowledge 
of  the  various  difficulties  which  oppofed 
him-  without  difeovering  on  one  hand, 
any  prefumption  in  his  abilities  to  fur- 
mount  them,  or  teftifying  any  defpair 
of  conquering  them,  on  the  other. 

What  loyalty  to  his  fovereign,  what 
zeal  to  his  country,  what  perfeverance 
in  his  duty,  what  relignation  to  fortune, 
does  this  young  hero  dti'play  in  his  let¬ 
ter  !  and  how  nobly  has  his  condudl  an¬ 
swered,  nay  outftripped,  his  profcfiions  ! 

The  iaft  flroke  he  ftruck  in  the  fervice 
of  his  country,  clofed  the  fplendid  tri¬ 
umph  of  the  nation,  and  completed  the 
downfall  of  the  enemy.  He  died  in  the 
fpring  of  life,  but  in  the  full  bloom  of 
honour. 

This  poor  tribute  to  his  memory, 
however,  is  not  intended  to  diminish 
the  fame  of  any  of  thofe  gallant  fol- 
diers,  who  ffiared  with  him  the  glories 
of  a  dangerous,  difficult,  and  tedious 
campaign. 

There  are  ftill  furviving,  r.o  doubt, 
thofe  who  are  capable  of  fupplying  his 
place,  though  it  is  to  be  lamented  that  we 
ffiould  ftand  in  need  of  a  compenfation 
for  his  lofs.  It  is  happy,  however,  that 
that  after  being  deprived  of  fo  brave 
and  Skilful  a  commander  as  Wolfe ,  we 
can  yet  boaft  of  a  Motickto?!  and  a 
Tooi.'njhetid. 

Indeed,  to  the  confufion  of  our  ene¬ 
mies,  we  leem  to  have  fully  re-sftablilh- 
cd  our  character  for  military  flcill  and 
prowefs.  Our  officers,  both  by  fea  and 
land,  feme  very  few  excepted,  have 
given  moft  fignal  proofs  of  their  valour 
and  capacity. 

A  general  ardour  feems  to  infpirit 
the  whole  kingdom.  Every  one  is  for-> 
ward  to  teftify  his  zeal,  either  in  his 
perfon  or  by  his  purle  :  witr.efs  the 
numbers  of  faihion  and  fortune  who 
rank  in  the  militia,  and  the  numerous 
fubicriptions  which  have  been  railed  for 
the  public  fervice. 

As  our  power  encreafes  at  home,  our 
reputation  rifes  abroad.  All  Europe 
looks  with  aftoniffiment  on  the  happy 
change  of  our  affairs.  Our  enemies, 
who  derided  us  in  the  beginning  of  the 
v.-ar,  are  themfeives  become  the  objects 
of  contempt  and  derifion. 

But  let  us  be  cautious,  however,  how 
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we  defpife  them.  Let  us  not  forget 
that  they  may  triumph  in  their  turns. 
Though  their  power  is  depreffed,  it  is 
not  annihilated.  They  have  ftill  ftrength 
fufficient  to  alarm  us,  and  the  efforts  of 
defpair  are  always  to  be  dreaded. 

Though  their  menaces  of  invading  this 
kingdom,  need  not  fill  us  with  any 
painful  apprehenlions,  yet  let  us  remem¬ 
ber  that  our  colonies  are  not  impregna¬ 
ble.  Something  they  meditate,  and 
nuift  attempt,  in  order  to  prevent  a 
reverfe  of  fortune  on  our  fide,  let  us 
fuppofe  it  at  leaft  poffible,  that  their 
enterprize,  wherever  it  is  deftined,  may 
fucceed. 

In  ffiort,  let  us  remembeT  that  the 
characters,  as  well  as  the  fates  of  na¬ 
tions,  are  in  a  ftate  of  iluftuation  :  that 
the  French,  under  the  influence  of 
more  wife  and  juft  councils,  may  recover 
their  loft  reputation  ;  and  that  under 
fome  future  corrupt  adminiftration,  we 
may  fall  into  that  abjedt  and  diitreffed 
condition,  from  whence  we  have  been 
fo  lately  refeued. 

The  fpirit  and  virtue  of  aftatedepend 
entirely  on  the  abilities  and  integrity  of 
thofe  who  diredt  the  helm.  If  minifters 
are  able,  adtive,*  and  honeft,  foldiers  will 
be  brave  and  faithful,  citizens  will  be 
loyal  and  virtuous.

JMT  #'#-»[  N  the  midft  of  our  univer- 

#  r  #  fal,  well-founded,  joy  for 

#  1  #  the  reduction  of  Quebec ; 
k.  #  #  Ji  ,let  ever  be  remembered, 
as  an  humbling  confideraticn  to  humani¬ 
ty,  that  there  fell  the  young,  the  brave, 
the  virtuous  Major  Gen.  Wolfe  :  cut  off 
from  the  fummit  of  Public  glory,  and  all 
the  moll  flattering  profpeCts  of  domeftic 
felicity. 

To  draw  fuch  characters,  requires  a  < 
Raphael’s  pencil :  the  prelent  attempt 
is  an  outline  only,  but /ketch ’d  by  the 
hand  of  truth,  unbias’d  and  una/k’d. 

Gen.  Wolfe  feem’d  by  nature  formed 
for  military  greatnefs ;  his  memory  was 
retentive,  his  judgment  deep,  and  his 
comprehension  amazingly  quick,  and 
clear  :  his  conftitutional  courage  was  not 
only  uniform,  and  daring  perhaps  to  an 
extreme;  but  he  poffefled  that  higher 
fpecies  of  it  (if  I  may  be  allowed  the 
expreflion)  that  ftrength,  fteadinefs,  and 
activity  of  mind,  which  no  difficulties 
could  obftruCl,  nor  dangers  deter. 
With  an  unufual  liveliness,  almoft  to 
impetuofity  of  temper,  he  was- not  fub- 
jeCl  to  palEon  :  with  the  greatefl  inde¬ 
pendence  of  fpirit,  free  from  pride  : 
generous  almoft  to  profufion,  he  con¬ 
temned  every  little  art  for  the  acquilition 
of  wealth,  whilft  he  fearched  after  ob¬ 
jects  for  hi£  charity  and  beneficence ;  the 

deferv- 
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deferving  foldier  never  went  unreward¬ 
ed,  and  even  the  needy  inferior  officer 
'frequently  tailed  of  his  bounty.  Con- 
flant  and  diftinguifhing  in  his  attach¬ 
ments  ;  manly  and  unreferved,  yet 
gentle,  kind,  and  conciliating  in  his 
manners  ;  he  enjoyed  a  large  lhare  of 
the  friendlhip,  and  almofl  the  univerfal 
good-will  ot  mankind  :  and,  to  crown 
all,  finceiity  and  candour ;  a  true  feni'e 
of  honour,  juftice,  and  public  liberty, 
feemed  the  inherent  principles  of  his 
natnre,  and  the  uniform  rules  of  his 
conduct. 

He  betook  himfelf,  when  very  young, 
to  the  profeilion  of  arms  ;  and,  with 
fuch  talents,  joined  to  the  moll  unwea¬ 
ried  afliduity,  no  wonder  he  was  foon 
lingled  out  as  a  moil  riling  military  ge¬ 
nius  :  even  fo  early  as  the  battle  of  La- 
faldt,  when  fcarce  twenty  years  of  age, 
he  exerted  himfelf  in  fo  maiterly  a  man¬ 
ner,  at  a  very  critical  juncture,  that  it 
drew  the  higheft  encomiums  from  the 
great  officer  then  at  the  head  of  our 
army. 

During  the  whole  war  he  went  on, 
without  interruption,  forming  the  mili¬ 
tary  character  ;  was  prelent  at  every 
engagement,  and  never  parted  undlftin- 
guilhed  :  even  after  the  peace,  whilil 
others  lolled  on  plealure’s  downy  lap, 
he  was  cultivating  the  arts  of  war ;  he 
introduced  (without  one  ad!  of  inhuma¬ 
nity)  fuch  regularity  and  exadfnels  of 
difeipline  into  his  corps,  that  as  long  as 
the  fix  Britilh  battalions  on  the  plains  of 
Minden  are  recorded  in  the  annals  of 
Europe,  fo  long  will  Kinglley’s  Hand 
among!!  the  fotemoll  in  the  glory  of 
that  day. 

Of  that  regiment  he  continued  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel,  till  the  great  miniller, 
who  roufed  the  fieepirg  genius  of  his 
country,  called  him  forth  into  higher 
fpheres  of  aftion.  He  was  early  in  the 
moil  fecret  confultations  for  the  attack 
of  Rochfort ;  and  what  he  ‘would  have 
done  there,  and  what  he  afterwards  did 
do  at  Louilbourg,  are  frelh  in  every 
one’s  memory. 

He  was  fcarce  returned  from  thence, 
when  he  was  appointed  to  command 
the  important  expedition  again!!  Quebec. 
There  his  abilities  fhone  out  in  their 
brighteft  luftre ;  in  fg'te  of  many  unfore- 
feen  difficulties,  from  the  nature  of  the 


fituation,  from  great  fuperiority  of  num¬ 
bers,  the  ftrength  of  the  place  itfelf, 
and  his  own  badflate  of  health,  he  per- 
fevered,  with  unwearied  diligence,  prac¬ 
ticing  every  ftratagem  of  war  to  effedl 
his  purpofe  :  at  laft,  Jingly  and  alone  in 
opinion,  he  formed  and  executed,  that 
great,  that  dangerous,  yet  neceflary 
plan,  which  drew  out  the  Ftench  to  their 
defeat,  and  will  forever  denominate  him 
The  Conqueror  of  Canada :  but  there 
— Tears  flop  my  pen— -There,  when 
within  the  grafp  of  vidlory,  he  firf!  re¬ 
ceived  a  ball  through  his  writ!,  which, 
immediately  wrapping  up,  he  went  on, 
with  the  fame  alacrity,  animating  his 
troops  by  precept  and  example  :  but  a 
few  minutes  after,  a  fecond  ball  thro’ 
his  body  obliged  him  to  be  carried  off 
to  a  fmall  diftance  in  the  rear  :  where, 
roufed  from  fainting  in  the  laft  agonies, 
by  the  found  of,  They  run;  he  eagerly 
afked,  ‘  Who  run?’  And  being  told  the 
Breach,  and  that  they  were  defeated, 
he  faid,  ‘  Then  I  thank  God  ;  I  die  coa- 
‘  tented  ;’  and  almoft  inflantly  expired. 

Thus  to  die,  is  to  live  an  age  1  And 
though  the  furviving  in  command  omit¬ 
ted  (I  hope  it  was  no  more)  to  raife 
one  ftone  to  his  rivalled  merit,  his  own 
actions  have  eredted  a  lafting  monument 
of  gratitude  in  every  patriot  breafl. 

Britons,  and  fellow-foldiers,  let  not 
the  Public  fuffer  by  fuch  a  lofs !  Warm¬ 
ed  by  his  example,  let  us  learn  to  imi¬ 
tate  his  virtues  !  —  Then  a  Pitt  will  never 
be  without  a  Wolfe,  to  fight  the  battles 
of  his  coumry,  in  fupport  of  its  own 
independence,  and  of  the  rights  and  li¬ 
berties  of  mankind.  \/

having  reduced  Crown  Point  and 
Niagara. 

'  ■  r  to*  *  ’ 

^MR0WN  POINT, the firft 
Vjj  of  the  French  encroach - 
C  ments,  ftands  in  the  very 
itf  ww-ur  middle  between  Ncw-Eng- 
JC/SCMssL  land  and  New-York,  and 
moft  convenient  to  diftrefs  either.  It 
was  created  fince  the  year  1730,  on 
lands  too  that  belonged  to  us,  on  pur- 
pofe  to  annoy  and  attack  us,  whenever 
it  fhould  be  found  proper,  as  any  one 
might  have  perceived  at  firft  fight,  and 
as  the  confequences  have  but  too  fully 
proved,  it  is  here  that  the  French 
mufter  up  their  whole  force  in  Canada 
to  invade  our  colonies.  From  hence 
they  marched  out,  in  the  beginning  of 
the  laft  war,  Pack'd  and  burnt  the  fort 
of  Sarahtoga  in  New-York,  and  laid 
wafte  the  whole  frontiers  of  that  pro¬ 
vince,  which  feem  firft  to  have  made  us 
think  it  of  any  confequence. 

The  great  and  only  fecurity  of  this, 
and  other  forts  in  the  woods  of  Ameri¬ 
ca,  is  the.difficulty  of  getting  at  them, 
and  of  tranfporting  artillery  to  attack 
them  ;  for  which  and  other  reafons  the 
fituation  of  thofe  places  is  of  more  con¬ 
fequence  to  confider  than  their  ftrength- 
Crown  Point  ftands  on  the  head  of 
lake  Champlain,  a  large  lake  fourfcore 
miles  long,  by  which  there  is  a  navi¬ 
gation  to  it  from  all  parts  of  Canada. 
A  fm  til  point  of  land,  furroundtd  by 
this  lake  on  all  fides,  and  fecured  by  a 
mote  on  the  fide  of  the  land,  makes 
what  is  called  by  us  Crown  Point,  and 
by  the  French  Fort  Frederick.  This 
fort  lies  midway  between  Albany  and 
Montreal,  the  two  chief  places  on  our 
frontiers,  and  thofe  of  the  French,  It 


effectually  covers  all  Canada,  by  block - 
,  ing  up  our  paffage  into  that  country, 

■  while  it  leads  the  French  direftly  into 
New  England  and  New  York.  At  the 
fame  time  this  place  fecures  the  whole 
country  about  Lake  Champlain,  the  o- 
riginal  inheritance  of  the  Five  Nations 
of  Indians,  which  they  have  made  over 
to  the  Englilh  long  ago.  This  is  the 
moll  fruitful  country  in  all  thofe  parts 
of  America,  and  in  that  refpeft  worth 
all  Canada  perhaps  befides.  The  lands 
here  are  coveted  with  fugar  trees  and 
ginfeng,  tokens  of  the  richeft  lands  in 
America. 

This  place  then  is  both  a  nurferyand 
a  battery  of  the  French  againft  us,  and 
at  the  fime  time  a  fafeguard  to  them. 
If  it  had  not  been  for  this  place  alone, 
and  the  fecurity  it  gives  the  French  in 
Canada,  it  is  plain  they  durft  not  have 
attacked  us  any  where  in  America,  nor 
have  brought  the  nation  into  the  charge 
and  expence  it  has  incurred  on  that  ac¬ 
count.  Of  what  confequence  then  are 
thole  places  in  the  woods  and  defarts  of 
America,  as  fome  call  them,  when  they 
fall  into  the  hands  of  the  French  ! 

We  come  next  to  conlider  the  paffes 
to  the  Great  Lakes,  and  the  territories 
of  the  Six  Nations,  which  are  of  luch 
confequence  and  importance  in  all  our 
concerns  in  North  America  ;  while  we 
have  little  or  no  accels  to  them,  eipe- 
cially  fince  the  deftruftion  of  Ofwego. 
We  have  many  populous  colonies  in¬ 
deed  hereabouts,  and  the  chief  force  of 
the  nation  in  America,  in  New-Engiand, 
New-York,  and  Penfylvania,  is  by  its 
natural  fituation  convenient  to  thefe  ter¬ 
ritories,  and  inland  leas  ;  on  which  the 
fecurity  of  all  the  continent  of  North 
America  depends,  except  the  fmall  and 
narrow  part  that  we  are  pofteft  of  on 
the  fea-coall ;  while  in  our  preient  fitu¬ 
ation  we  have  hardly  any  way  to  come 
at  them-  This  we  are  precluded  from 
by  the  French  being  in  pofTellion  of 
Lake  Champlain,  and  Crown  Point  on 
one  hand,  with  many  large  and  almoft 
impaflable  ridges  of  mountains  on  the 
other  hand.  Thefe  mountains  arile  on 
the  banks  of  Hudfon’s  River  in  New- 
York,  beginning  at  the  Katlldll  Moun¬ 
tains  about  an  hundred  miles  from  the 
fea,  and  fpread  over  all  the  northern 
parts  of  Penfylvania :  by  which  that 
province  and  New  Jerfey,  which  lie  op- 
pofite  to  thefe  lakes  and  territories  of 
the  Six  Nations  on  the  fea-eoaft,  arc  de¬ 
prived  of  a  ready  paffage  to  them  ;  as

By  tills  means  we  have  no  good  paf-  power  and  intereft  is  very  confiderable, 
fage  to  the  Lakes  and  Six  Nations  from  and  extends  many  hundred  miles  all  a- 


the  fea,  but  thro’  the  province  ol  New- 
York,  between  Crown  Point  and  the  a- 
bove  mentioned  Endlels  Mountains,  as 
they  are  called.  It  is  by  this  means, 
that  the  proteflion  andlecurity  of  thofe 
important  territories  and  fpacious  lakes 
tome  to  have  devolved  almoft  entirely 
upon  that  fmall  province  of  New-York. 
But  here  the  paflage  to  them  is  as  con¬ 
venient,  as  it  is  difficult  in  other  places. 
By  the  eafy  navigation  of  Hudfon’s  ri¬ 
ver,  and  a  branch  of  it  called  the  Mo¬ 
hawk’s  River,  which  is  navigable  within 
four  or  five  miles  of  the  livers  that  fall 
into  Lake  Ontario,  at  Ofwego,  we  have 
a  ready  paflage  from  the  town  of  New- 
York  to  the  Lakes  by  water,  except  a- 
bout  twenty  miles  of  an  eafy  land  car¬ 
riage,  in  that  whole  didance,  which  is 
commonly  reckoned  370  miles  in  all, 
but  others  call  it  466. 

This  our  ready  and  convenient  paf- 
ftge  to  any  of  the  interior  parts  of 
Not  th  America  is  commanded  by  the 
town  of  Albany  at  one  end  of  it,  and  by 
Ofwego  at  the  other  ;  by  which  we  may 
Ice  the  importance  of  thefe  two  places, 
and  the  ule  of  fecuring  and  fortifying 
them.  Albany  again  not  only  defends 
this  pafs,  but  at  the  fame  time  it  is  a 
place  of  arms,  and  the  magazine  of  all 
our  flores,  as  well  as  the  chief  place 
upon  our  frontiers  there,  that  are  daily 
expofed  to  the  incurfiocs  of  an  enemy  ; 
upon  all  which  accounts  it  deferves  and 
requires  to  be  made  a  place  of  ftrength, 
before  any  one  place  we  have,  per¬ 
haps,  in  all  the  inland  parts  of  North 
America. 

Alter  Albany  we  fhould  not  forget 
Ofwego,  which  feems  to  be  the  next 
moft  important  place  of  any  we  are  pof- 
lelfed  of  in  thofe  inland  parts  of  Ame¬ 
rica.  It  not  only  commands  this  paf- 
fage  to  the  great  Lakes,  and  all  the  in¬ 
land  navigation  of  North  America  above 
deferibed,  but  it  is  the  only  place  we  have 
that  gives  us  any  accefs  to  that  conti¬ 
nent  beyond  the  precinfts  of  the  fea 
coaft  that  we  are  fettled  upon.  Add 
to  this,  that  it  is  the  chief  frontier 
place  both  of  New-York  and  Penfylva- 
Dia  ;  and  leads  both  the  French  and  the 
Indians  into  thefe  colonies,  if  it  remains 
in  their  hands.  It  Hands  in  the  country 
of  the  Six  Nations,  adjoining  to  and  in 
the  midft  of  their  principal  fettlemer.ts  ; 
lb  chat  whoever  are  pofleft  of  this  place 


round  them  to  moil  of  the  Datives  of 
North  America,  that  are  within  reach 
either  of  them  or  us.  Here  all  thofe 
Indians  from  the  remoteft  parts  of  North 
America,  even  from  Hudfon’s  bay,  and 
Lake  Supei  ior,  have  been  wont  to  come 
to  the  Engiifh  markets  for  almoft  all 
their  necefl'aries,  and  carried  on  a  con- 
fiderab'e  trade  with  us.  Ofwego  alfo 
leads  to  Niagara,  Fort  Frontenac,  and 
all  the  other  encroachments  of  the 
French,  and  ;s  the  only  place  almoft 
that  allows  us  any  acceis  to  them. 

But  the  principal  and  moft  import¬ 
ant  place  perhaps  of  any  in  all  the  in¬ 
land  parts  of  North  America  is  Niaga¬ 
ra,  which  {lands  in  the  midft  of  the 
country  of  the  Six  Nations,  between 
their  chief  fettlements,  and  their  main 
dependants  and  confederates,  and  in  a 
manner  entirely  commands  them  all. 
It  there  Hands  between  the  Mountains 
on  one  hand,  and  the  Great  Lakes  on 
the  other,  furrounded  by  one  or  other 
of  thefe  two,  with  the  whole  continent 
open  to  it  on  the  weft,  and  our  colonies 
on  the  eaft  ;  fo  that  none  can  pafs  that 
way,  or  ha^e  any  accefs  to  the  interior 
parts  of  North  America,  without  crof- 
ling  endlefs  mountains  on  one  hand,  or 
broad  ft-as  on  the  other,  but  by  the 
narrow  pafs  of  Niagara,  or  an  unknown 
and  unfrequented  way  by  the  heads  of 
the  river  Ohio.  Here  the  waters  of 
thofe  gieat  lakes,  that  fpread  over  the 
continent  far  and  nigh,  are  fo  narrow 
and  {hallow,  that  they  are  even  ford¬ 
able  for  paflengers  on  foot ;  whilft  on 
all  other  hands  they  form  feas,  nigh 
100  miles  broad,  and  1200  miles  long. 
By  this  means  Niagara  is  the  chief  and 
almoft  only  pafs  into  the  interior  parts 
of  North  America,  both  from  north  to 
fouth,  and  from  eaft  to  weft,  either 
from  the  French  fe'tlements  or  ours. 
At  the  fame  time  this  pafs  is  fo  fecur- 
ed  by  the  mountains  and  lakes,  that  it 
is  almoft  inacceflible  but  by  water ; 
which  was  the  realon  of  the  vigilance 
of  the  French  in  deftroying  our.  naval 
equipments  at  Ofwego,  left  we  fhould 
thereby  be  enabled  to  get  to  a  fmall 
fort  they  have  at  this  important  place. 
It  is  by  this  pafs,  and  this  alone,  that 
the  French  go  to  the  river  Ohio,  Fort 
du  Quefne,  Detroit,  the  Miflhipi,  and  all 
their  other  encroachments  onus,  except 
Crown  Point.  They  maintain  and  fup- 
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port  themfelves  in  thofe  encroachments  cate  with  one  another,  and  afford  an 
without  almoft  any  expence  or  charge  inland  navigation,  that  extends  over  the 
whatever,  only  by  means  of  the  Indi-  whole  continent  alrnoft  of  North  Arne- 
ans,  whom  they  haveacccfs  to,  andde-  rica,  as  appears  from  the  account  of  it 
bar  us  from  entirely,  by  means  of  this  above  given.  Whoever  then  are  maf- 
important  pafs.  It  is  by  this  place  a-  tevs  of  thefe  Lakes  mull  command  that 
lone  that  they  are  and  ever  will  be  able  continent,  looner  or  later,  fince  they 
to  over-run  and  annoy  our  colonies  in  have  fuch  an  eafy  accefs  to  it,  and 
the  manner  they  do,  fo  long  as  they  ready  paffage  over  it  all,  by  means  of 
hold  Niagara.  —  But  if  we  were  poffeffed  this  navigation;  whiift  thofe  who  are 
of  this  one  place,  we  might  be  free  from  only  fettled  on  the  fea-coaft  are  pre- 
them,  and  all  their  encroachments,  in-  eluded  from  a  paffage  to  the  inland

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their  fort  below  the  fall  to  the  ftore- 
houfe ;  the  diftance  between  which  is 
reckoned  twenty  miles.  Thefe  are  the 
only  fettlements  they  have  at  Niagara, 
where  the  country  is  mountainous  and 
barren,  unfit  for  culture  for  the  moll 
part  :  but  not  far  from  it  the  country 
is  more  fruitful  on  the  fades  of  the  Lakes 
Ontario  and  Erie.  Thefe  lakes  are 
here  about  36  miles  afunder,  to  wit,  8 
miles  from  lake  Ontario  to  the  fording 
place  in  the  river  of  Niagara,  and  as  far 
from  thence  to  the  great  fail  ;  from 
which  it  is  reckoned^so  or  22  miles  to 
lake  Erie,  and  ^he. river  is  navigable  the 
whole  way,  with  only  a  fmall  rippling 
nigh  the  entrance  of  the  lake.  Thefe 
accounts  I  have  from  fome  of  our  peo¬ 
ple  who  have  been  all  over  thofe  parts. 

But  at  Le  Detroit  the  French  have  a 
more  confiderable  fettlement,  ever  fierce 
they  ufurped  that  place  contrary  to  trea¬ 
ty  with  the  Indians  in  1700.  Some  of 
our  people  who  were  there  in  1 750  and 
51  report,  that  the  French  had  there  a- 
bout  thirty  or  forty  plantations  or 
farms,  in  a  fine  campaign  country,  with 
about  5  or  600  people,  and  three  villa¬ 
ges  of  Indians  ;  one  of  Hurons,  called 
by  our  people  Windoes ;  another  of 
Poutewatamis,  called  Pous ;  and  a  third 
of  Outawas,  or  Thawas.  The  nlmrber 
of  Indians  in  thofe  villages  was  uncer¬ 
tain,  as  they  were  fo  conftantly  out  on 
hunting  parties ;  they  judged  them  a- 
bout  3  or  400  fighting  men.  As  for 
their  fortifications  they  were  no  way 
confiderable,  being  at  fuch  a  diftance 
from  any  danger  of  an  attack,  but  from 
the  Indians;  aitho’  the  French  have 
lince  ftrengthened  this  place  no  doubt, 
as_  it  is  the  great  fupport  of  their  inter- 
ell  among  the  natives  of  all  thofe  wef- 
tern  parts  of  the  continent,  and  the 
centre  of  their  leveral  ftraggling  fettle¬ 
ments  among  them.

Taken  from  a  Pamphlet  juft  p>ubli(hed,  en¬ 
titled,  The  Conduct  of  a  Noble  Comman¬ 
der  in  America,  impartially  reviewed. 
With  the  genuine  Caufes  of  the  Difcon- 
tents  at  New-York  and  Hallifax.  And 
the  true  Occafion  of  the  Delays  in  that 
important  Expedition.  Including  a  re¬ 
gular  Account  of  all  the  Proceedings  and 
incidents  in  the  Order  of  Time  wherein 
they  happened. 

<£. HE  general  objeftion  to  this  Com- 
T*  rt  ntander’s  condudt  has  been,  “  That 
his  lordlhip  did  not  fufficiently 
pufh  the  fervice  ;  and  that  Louif- 
bourg  might  have  been  taken  with  the  force 
under  his  command.” — But  if  it  (hall  appear 
(fays  the  apologift)  by  the  following  fair 
detail  of  circumftances,  that  the  earl  of 
Loudon  laid  a  plan  of  operations,  equally 
for  the  glory  and  intereft  of  his  country  ; 
that  this  defign  received  the  fan&ion  of  the 
government  ;  and  himfelf,  its  author,  had 
the  honour  of  the  command  ;  that  the  mea- 
fures  by  which  he  purfued  this  purpofe,  were 
conformable  to  reafon,  and  the  nature  of 
the  fervice  ;  and  that  they  were  approved 
by  thofe  moft  immediately  concerned  ;  that 
the  expedition  was  pulhed  with  all  poffible 
vigour  by  his  lordfhip  ;  and  was  rendered 
impradticable  by  accident,  in  which  he  had 
no  concern  ;  we  have  reafon  to  hope  the 
candid  and  honeft  will  continue  to  pay  that 
regard  to  his  lordihip’s  great  qualities  with 
which  they  received  the  notice  of  his  being 
appointed  to  command  in  that  enterprize. — 
The  people  of  New-York  hated  lord  Lou¬ 
don  for  two  things  ;  his  quartering  the 
troops'upon  them,  and  the  embargo  on  their 
fhips  :  and  power  changed  hands  in  Eng¬ 
land.  The  enterprize  mifcarried,  as  half 
the  enterprizes  in  the  world  have  done, 
from  the  circumftances  of  things,  not  from 
any  fault  in  the  commanders  :  and  though 
we  fuffer,  no  one  is  to  blame.  This  is  the 
general  Bate  of  the  cafe  j  and  this  will  ap¬ 
pear  by  the  following  fafts. — 

Toward  the  la.tter  end  of  the  year  before 
laft,  the  earl  of  Loudon  laid  before  the  mi- 
niftry  his  fenfe  of  the  ftate  of  the  war.  The 
importance  of  North  America  needed  not 
to  be  infilled  on  ;  it  was  too  obvious  for 
argument :  the  little  fuccefs  of  our  forces 
there,  he  (hewed,  was  owing  to  their  having 
undertaken  little  ;  and  it  was  propofed  to 
attempt  Cape  Breton,  and  thence  all  Cana¬ 
da.  The  enterprize  was  great,  and  it  was 
therefore  fit  for  Britons.  The  thought  was 
worthy  of  a  hero  ;  and  with  the  propofitiou 
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this  nobleman  laid  down  the  means  and 
meafures  for  its  execution:  vaft  as  it  ap¬ 
peared,  he  (hewed  it  was  pra&icable  ;  and 
we  have  no  reafon  to  doubt  but  that  he 
would  have  proved  it  fo  in  the  execution. 
Perhaps  we  (hall  flill  fee  it  done  with  the 
fame  forces,  and  upon  the  fame  plan  :  and 
I  think  I  may  venture  to  fay,  that  in  this 
cafe  no  naan  will  be  more  rejoiced  at  his 
country’s  fuccefs  than  lord  Loudon,  or  more 
indifferent  whether  it  were  brought  about 
by  hi;  .felf,  or  by  another. — 

Three  points  demanded  great  confidera- 
ti  n.  Th6  preventing  the  enemy  from  re¬ 
ceiving  intelligence  of  his  defigns ;  the  pro¬ 
viding  an  uninterrupted  tranfponation  for 
the  troops ;  and  the  fecuring  the  frontiers  of 
the  feveral  colonies  moft  expofed  to  be  at¬ 
tacked  by  the  enemy,  while  the  main  force 
wasaCing  effedtuaily  on  the  greatfeheme. — 

The  meafures  by  which  this  general  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  execution  of  his  enterprize, 
and  the  defence  of  the  colonies,  though  they 
be  now  controverted,  were  once  approved  : 
they  (till  are  what  they  were,  and  it  feems 
plain  to  reafon  they  would  have  been  ap¬ 
proved  flill,  if  any  other  man  had  followed 
them.  Ke  was  in  a  command  that  autho¬ 
rized  his  taking  thefe  fteps  ;  and  he  was 
upon  the  fpor,  to  know,  though  we  are  nor, 
that  they  were  neceffary.  This  will  appear 
hereafter  :  and  it  Is  juft  it  fhould  be  believ¬ 
ed  now,  unlefs  fome  reafonable  caufe  be 
(hewn  to  doubt  it. 

In  the  colonies,  the  governors,  whom 
his  lordlhip  alfembled  on  that  occafion,  en¬ 
tered  into  ail  his  reafons,  approved  all  his 
propofitions,  and,  like  the  government  at 
home,  adopted  all  his  meafures  ;  and  by 
their  ready  concurrence  did  him  peculiar 
honour.  — 

When,  in  purfuance  of  his  lordfhip’s  plan, 
the  number  of  troops  to  be  fupplied  by  each 
colony  was  fettled,  and  the  places  of  their 
deftination  were  appointed,  according  to 
the  well- laid  and  well-underftood  plan  of 
general  defence ;  this  part  of  the  prepara¬ 
tion  was  accomplifhed  :  and  the  refpeC  the 
feveral  governors  paid  to  the  commander, 
and  the  unanimity  they  (hewed  among  one 
another,  gave  every  poffible  profpedi  of 
tranquillity. 

Thus  far  the  enemies  of  lord  Loudon 
muft  acknowlege  every  thing  was  conduc¬ 
ed  well. 

The  two  remaining  articles,  the  effe&ual 
conveyance  of  the  forces,  and  the  pteferv- 
ing  fecrecy  in  regard  to  the  enemy,  were  to 
be  provided  for,  one  way  and  only  one  ; 
this  was  by  laying  an  embargo  on  the  out¬ 
ward-bound  veffels.  Either  of  thefe  occa- 
fions  would  have  juftined  that  meafure  in 
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the  eye  of  reafon,  but  both  concurred  to  de¬ 
mand  it.  This  expedient  anfwered  both 
purpofes,  and  no  other  meafure  could  have 
anfwered  either. 

1  know  this  embargo  has  been  an  occa¬ 
sion  of  much  complaint  at  home,  for  fome 
caufe  of  dilfa:isfadfion  mult  be  aligned  j 
and  this  was  beft,  for  it  was  popular.  Far 
be  it  trom  thofe  who  intereft  themfelves  in 
lord  Loudon's  caufe,  to  endeavour  to  deny, 
to  extenuate,  or  even  to  excufe  this  pro¬ 
ceeding.  If  there  be  blame  laid  on  it,  what 
is  the  caufe  ?  was  it  not  necelfary  to  the 
lervice  ?  none  would  difpute  it,  that  would 
be  too  hardy  :  it  would  betray  an  ignorance 
no  man  would  charge  upon  himfelf.  Had 
he  not  a  right  and  juft  authority  to  do  it  ? 
there  is  no  queflion  but  he  had.  His  or¬ 
ders  were  abfolute  :  he  was  fuppofed  to  un- 
derftand  the  fervice  ;  he  was  confidered  as 
a  brave  and  an  honcft  man  :  and  he  will 
be  confidered  as  fuch  a  one,  when  even 
the  defoliation  fltall  ceafe,  which  will  long 
purluc  their  memories,  who  now  affect  to 
think  him  othcrwife. 

It  mult  be  owned  that  the  laying  an  em¬ 
bargo  on  the  outward-bound  veffels  was  a 
necelfary  meafure,  and  that  lord  Loudon  had 
jult  authority  to  do  it. — 

None  will  difpute  the  ncceflity  of  it  in 
this  initance.  At  the  fame  time  it  mult  be 
owned,  it  was  attended  with  particular  in¬ 
conveniences.  England  was  in  want  of  corn; 
at  leaf!  the  public  by  bad  men  were  made  to 
think  fo  ;  and  to  fuffer  as  much  as  if  the 
fcarcity  was  real ;  there  was  corn  in  the  co¬ 
lonies  that  could  be  fparcd  ;  and  the  em¬ 
bargo  prevented  for  the  time  its  exporta¬ 
tion.  The  circumllances  are  certain.  But 
did  lord  Loudon  create  thefe  circumllances? 
was  he  the  author  of  our  imaginary  famine, 
or  in  the  plan  of  his  enterprize  could  he 
forefee  it  ? 

It  is  allowed,  thofe  perfons  in  the  colo¬ 
nies  who  had  fhipped  corn  for  England,  lolt 
an  advantage  ;  but  it  was  a  ofs  that  could 
not  be  avoided  ;  and  if  thofe  who  have 
been  loudefl  in  complaints,  would  make  out 
a  fair  lilf  of  the  fufFerers,  the  quantity 
fhipped,  and  the  time  delayed,  it  would  be 
found  that  very  little  occalions,  when  it  is 
thought  convenient,  can  raife  great  cla¬ 
mours. 

Men,  whofe  own  hearts  had  taught  them 
to  fcek  bad  motives  for  the  conduit  ol  others, 
laboured  to  attribute  this  embargo  to  a  dif¬ 
ferent  caufe  :  and  there  were  not  wanting 
fome  weak  enough  to  imagine,  or  wicked 
enough  to  pretend  they  imagined  there, 
that  this  fcep  was  taken  to  favour  the  bar¬ 
gains  of  thofe  who  were  to  provide  for  the 
forces:  nor  did  we  wane  heie  men  who 
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were  impolitic  enough,  I  had  like  to  have 
fard  abfurd  enough,  to  adopt  the  opinion, 

I  fhall  net  here  enlarge  upon  the  private 
character  of  lord  Loudon  ;  but'  they  muff 
have  known  very  little  of  it,  who  could  fup- 
pofe  him  capable  of  being  influenced  by  fuch 
motives  ;'and  they  mud  have  furely  if  range 
heads  as  well  as  mort  abandoned  hearts, 
who,  when  the  nature  of  the  public  fervice 
fo  plainly  and  fo  needfully,  required  this 
mtafuie,  could  attribute  it  to  private  views 
and  perfohal  intereft. 

Thofe  who  were  upon  the  fpot  can  ac¬ 
quaint  the  incredulous,  that  it  was  not  till 
late  in  the  clamour,  that  this  accufation  was 
ijarted.  The  firft  complaints  were  of  the 
hardfhips  of  the  meafure  ;  the  unhappy 
flare  of  private  men,  who  niuft  be  oppreffed 
to  fei  ve  the  pub  ic  ;  and  the  ntceflities  of 
England.  Thefe  were  the  firft  expolfula- 
tions  ;  but  when  lord  Loudon  fteadily  op- 
pofed  the  public  caufe  to  thefe  private  hard- 
fhips  ;  and  though  he  was  concerned  to  fee 
them,  would  not  endanger  the  general  fer¬ 
vice  to  remove  them  ;  then  it  was  that  pri¬ 
vate  purpofes  were  pretended  ;  then  malice 
taught  the  fufFerers  to  invent  caufes,  which 
themfelves  did  not  believe  ;  and  thefe  were 
added  to  the  former  clamours. 

Lord  Loudon,  in  the  confcioufnefs  of  his 
own  innocence,  Hemmed  this  torrent  of  ca¬ 
lumny  there  ;  but  probably  he  did  not  ima¬ 
gine  it  ever  could  be  received  in  England. 

If  it  be  a  .crime  to  prefer  the  public  fer¬ 
vice  to  the  conveniencies  of  a  few  private 
perfons,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  lord  Lou¬ 
don  has  been  guilty.  If  the  care  of  thofe 
forces,  which  tore  expetfted  to  perform  the 
greateft  exploits,  be  criminal  in  their  com¬ 
mander,  this  nobleman  is  without  excufe. 
lie  had,  before  this  great  affair  of  the  em¬ 
bargo,  incurred  the  ill-will  of  fome  indivi¬ 
duals  on  this  account ;  and  it  muft  be  own¬ 
ed,  that  he  feems  on  that  firft  occaficn  to 
have  confidered  the  foldiery  not  only  as  va¬ 
luable  members  of  a  ftate,  but  as  human 
creatures.  Thefe  are  his  crimes  :  for  he  is 
not  accufed  of  others,  except  by  perfons  who 
are  too  low  for  anfwering  :  and  to  all  thefe 
1  believe  he  will  plead  guilty.  England  had 
refufed  to  give  quarters  to  the  Heflians, 
whom  fhe  had  called  over  for  her  immediate 
defence,  at  a  feafon  when  the  field  prefented 
only  death  to  them  ;  and  New-York,  faith¬ 
ful  to  the  difgraceful  example  of  the  mother- 
country,  would  have  expofed  to  death,  with 
as  littie  remorfe,  the  troops  this  govern¬ 
ment  fent  thither  for  her  proteflion  ;  and  for 
the  enterprize  dtfigned  by  this  commander,. 

The  people,  though  they  had  been  fenfible 
enough  of  thefe  dangers,  and  though  they 
looked  upon  their  tioops  as  deftined  for  their 
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lading  fecurity,  yet  would  have  treat¬ 
ed  them  with  a  rigour  difgraceful,  even  if 
Ihewn  toward  the  prifoners  of  an  ene¬ 
my  :  the  public  houfes  were  by  no  means 
fufficient  for  their  reception  ;  and  to  the 
mod  mild  remon (trances,  the  magiftra- 
cy  anfwered,  with  as  little  decency  as  feel¬ 
ing,  that  they  fhould  not  be  admitted  into 
private  ones.  The  commander  knew  equal¬ 
ly  his  power,  and  the  neceffity  of  the  fer- 
vice  ;  he  ordered  them  in  a  fair  and  equal 
diftribution  to  the  private  as  well  as  public 
houfes.  The  magiflracy  infilled  on  their 
rights  and  privileges  ;  to  which  lord  Lou¬ 
don  oppofed  his  authority,  and  the  necef¬ 
fity  of  the  fervice.  They  were  outrageous, 
and  he  was  refolute.  He  always  fpoke  with 
great  refpeft  of  their  natural  and  political 
rights  ;  but  he  would  not  facrifice  to  them 
the  lives  of  the  foldiers.  His  lordlhip  car¬ 
ried  his  point  ;  and  he  then  took  orders  for 
the  good  behaviour  of  the  foldiers.  In  this 
he  was  as  indefatigable  as  he  had  been  re¬ 
folute  in  giving  them  quarters  ;  and  it  will 
be  owned  at  New- York  for  ever,  in  fpite 
even  of  prejudice  itfelf,  that  the  foldiers  be¬ 
haved  with  fo  perfeft  regularity  and  decen¬ 
cy,  that  thofe  who  had  been  loudeft  in  the 
oppofition,  owned  afterwards  they  fuffered 
no  hardlhip. 

Let  us  now  fairly  review  thefe  two  ca¬ 
pital  incidents.  It  was  on  thefe  the  com¬ 
mander  full  loll  the  good-will  of  forne 
people  in  the  colonies  ;  and  thefe,  as  foon 
as  they  found  encouragement  from  England, 
fpread  the  moll  unjult  afperfions. 

Lord  Loudon  had  the  honour  to  be  en- 
trulled  with  the  Condufl  of  a  very  import¬ 
ant  enterprize  ;  and  he  manifelled  a  due 
care  and  a  becoming  fpirit  in  providing  in 
thefe  two  inllances  for  the  prefervation  of 
the  troops,  and  for  preventing  that  com¬ 
mon  fource  of  difappointmentin  Englilh  en- 
terprizes,  the  intelligence  of  the  enemy.  In 
each  of  thefe  cafes  feme  private  perfons  fuf¬ 
fered  inconveniencies :  and  there  are  mouths 
in  which  a  little  hardfiiip  will  make  a  loud 
complaint.  It  is  enough  to  fay,  that  the  dif¬ 
ad  vantages  in  each  cafe  were  the  lead  that 
could  be  expedled  ;  that,  with  a  determin¬ 
ed  care  for  the  fuccefs  of  the  enterprize,  all 
polfible  attention  was  (hewn  to  the  interefl 
of  the  people.  The  embargo  was  continued 
no  longer  than  the  necelfity  of  the  fervice  re¬ 
quired  :  and  the  people  fuffered  nothing 
from  receiving  their  deliverers  into  their 
houfes.  Perhaps  theyfaved  all  by  it.  The 
fchemes  and  purpofes  of  the  enemy  for  that 
year’s  campaign  are  now  known  ;  and  their 
difappointment  was  owing  folely  to  thefe 
fuccours  :  fo  that  it  is  not  too  much  to  fay, 
that  the  numbers  of  thefe  forces,  and  the 
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determined  fpirit  of  the  commander  in  chief, 
which  the  French  alfo  knew,  faved  thefe 
colonies  without  linking  a  blow.  If  they 
knew  what  it  is'for  a  country  to  be  the  feat 
of  war,' they  will -at  length  underiland  what 
are  thofe  fervices  of  a  force  which  deters 
the  enemy  from  attacking  them  :  and  they 
will  know,  what  thofe  who  are  fit  to  com¬ 
mand  armies  always  know,  that  much  more 
fervice  may  in  fuch  cafes  be  done  by  keeping 
the  forces  together,  than  even  by  gaining  a 
viftory. 

It  was  an  article  of  high  importance  in 
the  regulation  of  this  enterprize,  that  a  fleet 
of  confiderable  force  (liould  fail  from  Eng¬ 
land  at  fuch  a  feafon  as  to  join  its  influ¬ 
ence  in  the  aftion.  The  commander  in  chief 
of  the  forces  knew  very  well  at  what  time 
this  fleet  ought  to  fail  from  England  ;  and 
when  it  might  reafonably  be  expedled  in 
America.  His  lordlhip  computed  the  voy¬ 
age  as  accurately  as  fuch  circumllances  will 
admit  of  computations  q  for  a  voyage  to 
America  is  always  longer  than  one  from 
thence  to  England  ;  and  allowing  for  this, 
and  for  the  chance  of  winds,  he  computed 
that  they  might  be  expedled  the  firll  week 
in  June. 

The  tranfports  became  the  next  confidera- 
tion  ;  and  it  was  computed,  that  about  ninety 
would  be  fufficient  for  the  embarkation. 
Timely  care  was  taken  of  this  :  the  govern¬ 
ment  was  not  put  to  a  needlefs  expence,  by 
keeping  them  in  pay  a  long  while  before  they 
were  wanted  ;  nor  was  the  preparation  left 
to  the  la  ft  moment.  As  it  was  polfible  the 
fleet  from  England  might  arrive  fconcr  than 
the  computation,  ninety  veffels  for  this  fer¬ 
vice  were  ready  by  the  firll  week  in  May, 
and  were  got  together  at  New-York,  with 
orders  to  be  in  readinefs  to  receive  the 
forces. 

Lord  Loudon  held  all  things  thus  in  rea¬ 
dinefs  a  fortnight,  waiting  with  that  impa¬ 
tience  which  could  not  but  arife  in  the  breaft 
of  a  commander  who  loved  his  country, 
and  had  concerted  meafures  for  rendering 
her  the  moll  important  fervice,  for  the  ar¬ 
rival  of  the  fleet  from  England. 

Though  toward  theepd  of  May  they  were 
not  arrived  ;  as  every  day  brought  th;  ut- 
moll  limits  of  the  computation  nearer  and 
nearer,  the  forces  were  in  the  laft  week  of 
that  month  ordered  to  embark. 

This  was  done  with  good  order  and  due 
expedition.  They  arrived  at  Sandyhook  oil 
the  firll  day  of  June  ;  and  on  the  fifth  of 
that  month,  the  time  of  utmoft  computation 
for  the  arrital  of  the  Englilh  fleet,  lord  Lou¬ 
don  alfo  embarked,  that  he  might  be  in 
readinefs  to  fail  on  its  arriYal. 

Y  y 
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While  the  preparations  were  making  at 
New  York  for  our  trrops  embarking,  news 
came  that  the  French  had  a  fquadron  of 
fome  force  cruifing  off  Kallifax  :  that  they 
were  fix  (hips  of  war  five  of  them  of  the  line  ; 
and  that  they  were  deftined  to  Louilbourg. 
The  intelligence,  which  came  exprefs  from 
Bofton,  was  confirmed  by  the  crews  of 
fome  prizes  which  had  fallen  into  the  hands 
of  the  privateers  of  New  York;  their 
teftimony  relating  to  the  number  and  force 
of  the  fnips  concurring  with  the  account 
from  our  own'  people. 

The  fleet  from  England  eagerly  expetfted 
was  not  yet  arrived.  What  was  the  com¬ 
mander  of  the  land  forces  to  do  ?  could 
he  with  his  tranfports  and  the  fmall  fup- 
jiort  of  fnips  of  war  that  attended  them, 
proceed  againft  fuch  a  force  ?  there  is  none 
fo  rafh  or  ignorant  as  to  fay  it. 

All  that  could  be  done  was  done:  two 
fnips  of  war  were  fent  out  to  view  the 
coaft  ;  the  tranfports  remaining  at  anchor. 

The  year  was  now  advanced  toward 
the  latter  end  of  June:  and  the  fcafon  of 
the  campaign,  in  which  fo  much  was  to  be 
done,  became  contrafted  into  very  narrow 
limit-.  Lord  Loudon,  who  had  formed 
the  plan  ;  and  from  his  knowledge  of  all 
eircumftances,  had  fo  great  expectations 
from  it,  pafifed  the  bouts  employed  in  this 
necelfary  ftep  in  great  impatience:  at  length 
thefe  (hips  returned;  and  had  feen  nothing 
of  the  enemy. 

The  operations  of  the  campaign,  the 
hope  of  advantage  to  England  from  all  this 
preparation,  hung  now  almoft  upon  a  point 
of  time:  a  moment. 

To  fail  -was  not  without  hazard  ;  but  to 
delay  longer  was  to  give  up  all.  If  fuch  a 
force  of  the  enemy,  as  had  been  reprefent- 
ed,  fhould  have  fallen  in  with  the  tranf¬ 
ports,  the  event  mud  have  been  dreadful ; 
but  there  was  hope  they  might  not,  fince 
thefe  fhips  fent  out  on  purpofe  had  r.ot 
feen  them. 

Lord  Loudon,  urged  by  this  profpeCl  of 
fuccefs,  ar.d  by  the  certain  mifehief  of  a 
longer  delay,  failed  on  the  twentieth  of 
June ;  and  he  arrived  in  ten  days  at  Hal¬ 
ifax. 

Delays  in  England,  and  contrary  winds 
in  the  paftage,  kept  admiral  Holbourn  from 
North  America  till  the  fecond  week  in 
July.  I  do  not  know  that  there  is  any  ae- 
cufation  fairly  to  be  laid  againfl  tbofe  who 
were  expeCled  to  prevent  the  delay  at 
home  ;  and  certainly  the  winds  are  uncon- 
troulable :  but  whatfoever  prevented  this 
fleet  from  arriving  at  the  expected  time  in 
America,  prevented  aKo  the  fuccefsful  exe- 
<ution  of  the  project.  The  prefent  fleet 
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has  failed  under  more  happy  aufpices  :  it 
has  reached  the  deftination  more  than  two 
months  earlier  than  that  did  which  (hould 
have  fupported  the  operations  of  lord  Lou¬ 
don  ;  and  as  we  judge  with  reafon  that  the 
delay  of  that  fleet  prevented  our  fuccefs, 
we  may  with  equal  juftice  promife  our- 
felves  that  glory  from  the  prefent  expedi¬ 
tion,  which  it  was  impoflibie  to  reap  in  the 
other. 

Lord  Loudon  found  at  Hallifax  the  de- 
(lined  reinforcement  of  fhips  and  men  ; 
and  he  landed  his  foldiers,  and  encamped 
them,  on  an  advantageous  ground. 

All  this  time  the  eagerly  expected  fleet 
was  abfent.  His  lordfhip  kept  the  men 
employed  in  clearing  ground  for  a  parade, 
and  afterwards  in  regularly  exercifing  them 
upon  it,  and  in  making  every  other  prepa¬ 
ration  that  could  be  neceflary  or  ufeful  int 
the  fucceeding  time  of  aClion, 

At  left  the  fleet  arrived  ;  not  in  a  body, 
but  (hip  by  (hip,  as  the  winds  and  feas 
permitted.  July  was  wafting  faft ;  and 
every  motion  required  now  the  mod  pref- 
fing  haftc.  The  firft  ftep  toward  the  at¬ 
tack  of  Louifbourg  was  to  learn  the  ftate 
of  the  place  at  that  inftant,  the  force  and 
condition  of  the  enemy,  and  the  feveral 
eircumftances  which  might  give  light  into 
the  beft  method  of  attack. 

Vefiels  had  from  time  to  time  been  fent 
out  to  this  purpbfe  ;  and  now  fome  of  the 
beft  failing  ones  in  the  fleet,  with  the  mod 
experienced  pitots  on  broad,  were  dif- 
patched  with  the  two  great  inftruftion3,  a 
careful  examination,  and  a  quick  return. 

In  the  mean  time,  tire  care  lay  in  pre¬ 
paring  tile  land  force  for  the  attack.  The 
number  amounted  to  about  eleven  thou- 
fand  ;  but  a  great  part  of  thefe  were  new 
to  the  profeffion  of  arms,  and  ignorant  of 
the  duty. 

The  firft  buftnefs  had  been  to  give  them 
the  rudiments  of  their  inftrudtion  on  their 
landing  at  Hallifax  ;  and  they  were  now 
pratfticed  in  the  methods  of  attack  ;  and 
accuftcmed  to  the  fmell  of  powder,  by  re¬ 
peated  reprefentations  of  regular  fieges; 
in  which  every  incident  that  could  occur  in 
atftual  fervice  was  (hewn  them ;  and  alt 
thofe  things  which  might  have  thrown  them 
into  confufion  in  the  aflault,  by  their  no¬ 
velty,  were  rendered  familiar  by  the  exam¬ 
ples,  conduced  with  the  moft  perfetft  re¬ 
gularity  in  thefe  exercifes. 

This  was  the  employment  of  the  land 
force,  while  intelligence  was  fought  by  the 
(hips :  and  by  this  the  men  were  fo  well 
taught  their  duty,  and  fo  familiar  with 
every  article  in  the  attack  of  an  enemy, 
that  perhaps  from  a  body,  in  great  pare 
$  saw 
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raw  and  undifciplined,  they  were,  by  the 
end  of  that  thort  interval,  fuch  as  it  would 
be  difficult  to  equal  in  many  armies. 

If  it  could  be  charged  upon  lord  Loudon, 
that  he  protrafted  the  time  of  waiting  for 
this  intelligence,  and  that  he  had  omitted 
fuch  means  of  it  es  were  before  in  his 
power,  there  would  be  juft  ground  for  this 
cenfure  :  but  it  is  notorious  that  was  not 
the  cafe.  Our  attempts  for  intelligence 
were  unhappily  delayed  and  difappointed  ; 
but  thefe  mifchances  in  the  execution  can¬ 
not  lay  blame  upon  the  commander  who 
gave  the  orders.  This  and  this  only  is  the 
queftion  with  relation  to  his  lordihip  ;  did 
he  or  did  he  not  difpatch  vefiels  at  proper 
times,  and  with  proper  inftrudKons  on  this 
important  fervice  ?  It  is  mod  evident  that 
he  did  :  and  this  was  all  he  could  do.  We 
can  no  more  charge  upon  lord  Loudon  the 
ill  luck  of  thofe  he  fent  out  for  this  purpofe, 
than  the  delay  of  the  Engliffi  fleet. 

It  is  certain  that  fuch  a  fleet,  the  force 
and  deftination  of  which  were  fettled  fo 
long  before,  might  have  arrived  in  North 
America  at  a  much  earlier  period  ;  and  in 
that  cafe  the  time  neceflary  for  gaining  in¬ 
telligence  would  not  have  fwallowed  up 
the  feafon  fit  for  aftion  j  but  it  is  not  lord 
Loudon’s  fault  the  fleet  from  England  came 
fo  much  too  late.  He  could  do  no  more 
than  get  in  readinefs  to  a<ft  with  it  when  it 
fliould  arrive  ;  and  he  was  in  that  readinefs. 
The  time  of  gaining  intelligence  between 
the  arrival  of  the  fleet,  and  the  entering 
upon  action,  mult  be  allowed  as  a  neceflary 
period  of  delay,  by  all  who  weigh  the  ac¬ 
tion.  This  could  not  be  retrenched  by 
lord  Loudon ;  the  only  querticn,  which 
can  regard  his  lordffiip’s  conduct  is,  whether 
he  prolonged  it.  Let  this  be  examined 
Ari£Hy,  for  it  will  be  to  his  advantage  every 
article  ihould  be  fo  fcrutinized  ;  but  let  us 
fee  out  juflly.  The  time  was  prolonged 
beyond  all  expedition  ;  but  lord  Loudon 
no  more  prolonged  it,  than  he  delayed  the 
fleet. 

It  is  allowed,  intelligence  was  neceflary 
from  time  to  time,  and  molt  eflential  of 
all  before  the  entering  upon  aftion.  Lord 
Loudon  had  from  time  to  time  fought  and 
obtained  it,  and  juft  before  the  engaging  in 
the  fervice,  he  difpatched  fwift  failing  vef- 
fels,  and  good  pilots  to  obtain  it,  and  to 
make  a  fpeedy  return.  Some  time  muft 
elapfe  in  this  employment ;  and  during 
this  time,  his  lordihip  exercifed  and  ac- 
cuftomed  the  forces  to  the  intended  fervice. 
This  was  not  cenfured  :  far  otherwife  ;  it 
was  applauded.  But  the  time  of  waiting 
was  protrafled,  and  when  the  intelligence 
was  flow,  he  was  cenfured  as  if  he  had 
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been  the  caufe  ;  and  the  employment  of 
the  troops  in  mock  fights  and  counterfeit 
attacks  was  condemned  and  ridiculed  even 
by  thofe  who  had  before  applauded  it.  So 
light  is  human  nature. 

With  regard  to  the  delay  itfelf,  now  let 
the  impartial  hear  the  realor.s.  The  very 
day  the  commander  in  chief  came  to  Kal- 
hfax,  the  moft  experienced  pilot  of  the 
place,  captain  Go:  am,  wasfingled  out  for 
the  important  fervice  of  gaining  intelli¬ 
gence  of  the  enemy’s  flrength  and  condi¬ 
tion.  His  ctders  were  exprefs,  and  they 
implied  diligent  enquiry,  and  a  quick  re¬ 
turn.  He  found  in  the  harbour  of  Louif- 
bourg  fourteen  flhps  of  war  ;  ten  of  the 
line,  the  others  frigates  :  this  was  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  enemy  before  the  arrival  of 
the  Britifh  fleet :  and  I  fuppofe  the  moll 
fevere  accufer  of  this  general’s  conduft 
will  allow,  all  that  he  could  do  was  to 
gain  intelligence  of  it.  There  is  none 
who  would  have  had  him  enter  on  the  at¬ 
tack  agair.ft  this  force,  and  without  the 
fleet. 

The  time  of  waiting  for  the  Englilli 
fl'.ips  was  fo  confiderable,  that  great  altera¬ 
tions  in  the  ftate  of  the  enemy’s  affairs 
might  have  been  made  in  that  period: 
therefore  freffi  knowledge  of  their  flrength 
was  afterwards  neceflary.  Captain  Rous 
was  then  fent  out  in  the  Succefs,  and  two 
veffels  of  lefs  force,  with  one  of  the  tranf- 
ports,  the  belt:  failor  among  them.  Intelli¬ 
gence  from  this  fource  was  of  the  bigheft 
importance,  ar.d  the  defign  was  excellent 
for  obtaining  it.  The  tranfport  was  to  be 
fent  as  clofe  into  the  mouth  of  the  har¬ 
bour  as  poffible,  that  the  French  might 
take  her  for  a-  prise  :  this  would  naturally 
have  brought  out  a  pilot,  and  they  were 
to  have  come  back  with  him  to  the  general 
and  commander  of  the  fleet. 

If  this  failed,  and  he  fliould  be  chafed 
by  the  ffiips  of  war,  the  orders  were  for 
the  ffiips  in  the  offing  to  get  between  the 
enemy  and  land,  and  take  up  any  veflel 
they  ffiould  fee,  that  the  people  rqight 
be  examined  for  the  neceflary  intelli¬ 
gence. 

The  commandir  in  chief  can  have  no 
more  to  anfwer  for  than  this  plan  of  fer¬ 
vice,  and  thefe  orders.  We  know  the 
plan  was  not  executed,  and  the  orders  were 
not  punflually  followed  ;  but  this  lies  not 
at  his  door:  nor  indeed  at  any  man’s. 
There  feemed  a  better  opportunity  of  in¬ 
telligence  to  offer,  and  the  purfuit  of  that 
prevented  the  other. 

After  this  all  was  conducted  in  the  fame 
manner  :  and  the  latt  day  of  July  all  the 
tranfports  were  ordered  in  diviiions  to  the 
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■weft  fhore,  and  to  have  the  boats  ready 
for  receiving  tire  troops  ;  a  proper  number 
of  men  draughted  from  the  Hallifax  regi¬ 
ments  were  fcnt  on  board  the  men  of  war  ; 
and  the  whole  force  had  orders  to  be  ready 
for  e.i. barking  at  an  hour’s  notice.  The 
next  day  all  the  troops  vyere  embarked, 
councils  were  held  for  the  immediate  con¬ 
duct  of  the  enterprize,  and  a  floop  of  war 
was  difpatched  to  England  with  intelli¬ 
gence  of  all  that  had  paired. 

The  Succefs,  whcfe  captain  had  the  com- 
rr.ar.d  cf  the  fiiips  fcnt  out  for  intelligence 
a  full  fortnight  before,  thought  he  had 
fallen  in  with  readier  means  than  thofe 
contrived  for  this  purpofe :  two  veflels 
came  in  fight  as  he  failed  toward  Louif- 
bourg,  which  by  all  marks  and  charafters 
appeared  to  be  a  privateer  fchooner  of  the 
enemy,  with  a  frigate  of  Louifbourg.  The 
captain  put  himfelf  in  fuch  pofition,  that 
they  cculd  not  fcape  him  ;  and  while  he 
purfued  them,  difpatched  the  trar.fport 
l  ack  to  acquaint  the  governor  what  for¬ 
tune  had  thrown  in:o  his  way. 

When  he  came  up  with  thefe  veflels,  his 
hopes  of  inf'  .tion  vanifhed :  he  bad 
the  misfortune  to  find,  that  ali  his  zeal  and 
earreftn  fs  for  the  fervice  had  only  fcrvtd 
to  lead  him  into  an  error.  The  veflels 
were  an  Englifh  privateer  with  a  prize. 

What  added  to  this  ill  fortune  was,  that 
the  tranfpoi  t  being  gene,  it  was  impoflible 
for  him  to  execute  the  firft  intended  plan. 
He  fought  by  every  means  to  repair  the 
mifchancc,  and  fucceeded  fo  far,  as  to  take 
a  filhing  veflel  newly  come  from  Louifbcihg, 
which  he  carded  into  Hallifax. 

The  intelligence  thefe  people  gave, 
flreng; lined  the  refolution  of  immediately 
attacking  the  place,  and  gave  that  fpirit 
and  eager  expeffation  to  the  forces  which 
rife  from  certainty  of  fuccefs.  They  con¬ 
firmed  in  every  inftance  the  truth  of  cap¬ 
tain  Coram’s  firft  account,  as  to  the  ftate 
of  things  at  the  time  when  he  gave  it ; 
and  they  represented  them  in  a  yet  fairer 
light  for  our  enterprife  at  prefent.  The 
account  the  people  obtained  from  this  in- 
nlligence  was,  that  of  the  fourteen  (hips 
of  war  feen  there' by  captain  Goram,  one 
half  were  fcnt  to  Canada  :  the  enemy  not 
having  penetrated  into  the  fecret  of  our 
purpofes,  nor'knowing  where  we  deftined 
the  attack.  The  garrifon  of  Louifbourg, 
they  added,  was  not  more  than  three  thou- 
fand  men. 

All  now  confpired  to  animate  and  encou¬ 
rage  the  troops;  and  every  meafure  was 
taken  for  the  immediate  execution  of  the 
great  defign :  the  forces  were  embarked, 
the  veflels  ready,  and  Caberon  bay  near  the 
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harbour  of  Louifbourg  was  appointed  as 
the  rendezvous  in  cafe  of  feparation. 

I  fuppole  it  will  be  allowed,  that  the 
attacking  or  not  attacking  Louifbourg  muft 
have  been  in  reafon  determined  by  the  force 
there  :  what  our  own  ftrength  was  we  per- 
feftly  know  ;  and  upon  the  intelligence 
now  ftated,  there  was  fair  reafon  to  pro- 
mife  outfelves  fuccefs.  Under  thefe  cir- 
cumftanccs  the  attack  was  refolved  ;  and 
under  thefe  it  would  have  been  executed  t 
but  other  intelligence  arrived  the  next  day 
but  one  ;  and  neceflarily  occafioned  other 
meafures. 

Captain  Coram,  fcnt  out  a  fecond  time, 
was  not  yet  returned  ;  and  early,  on  the 
fourth  of  Auguft,  a  French  prize  was 
brought  in  :  fhe  had  been  fent  from  Louif¬ 
bourg,  and  was  bound  to  France ;  herbufi- 
nefs  was  to  catry  intelligence,  and  fhe  was 
taken,  with  her  papers. 

Thefe  gave  a  certain  and  a  true  account : 
a  fpy  might  be  deceived  ;  but  thofe  who 
wrote  home  an  account  of  the  ftate  and 
ftrength  of  the  place  muft  know  it.  This 
was  certain  intelligence,  the  reft  was  con- 
jefture.  By  this  it  appeared,  that  there 
were  then  in  the  hat  hour  of  Louifbourg 
twenty-nine  (hips  of  war,  feventeen  of 
them  of  the  line,  the  reft  frigates  ;  and 
that  the  forces  amounted  to  four  thoufand 
regulars,  befide  the  garrifon  of  three  tliou- 
fand  before-mentioned. 

This  changed  the  face  of  affairs  abfolute- 
ly,  and,  with  it,  changed  the  meafures  cf 
the  commander.  As  certain  as  it  had  been 
that  we  might  attempt  Louifbourg  with 
great  hopes  of  fuccefs,  according  to  the 
former  accounts  ;  fo  plain  it  was  that  we 
now  copld  not.— It  appears  that  lord  Lou-, 
don,  from  this  and  other  concurrent  tefti- 
monies,  found  the  place  too  well  fupport- 
ed  to  be  a?faiked  with  his  force  ;  and  he 
therefore  gave  up  the  defign  for  that  year  : 
leaving  the  glory  of  this  important  conqucft 
to  fome  fucceeding  and  more  favourable 
opportunity.  He  took  back  the  forces  ; 
diftributed  them  in  advantageous  ftations ; 
and  was  preparing  for  other  enterprizes, 
when  it  pleafed  the  government  to  give  til 
command  to  another. 

Thefe  are  the  faffs  relating  to  that  under¬ 
taking:  they  are  plain,  certain,  and  noto¬ 
rious :  there  is  nothing  new  to  the  reader 
in  this  ftate  of  them,  for  thofe  who  have 
before  from  time  to  time  recorded  them, 
have  done  it  juftly.  From  thefe  the  argu¬ 
ments  are  eafy,  and  the  conclufion  is  cer¬ 
tain  ;  that  lord  Loudon  has  afied  according 
to  the  power  entrufted  to  him,  like  a  brave 
and  wife  man  :  and  that  the  ftate  of  things 
determined  lnm  to  defer  that  enterprize, 
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in  which  there  is  no  profpeft  he  could  have 
fucceeded,  to  times  in  which  it  may  per¬ 
haps  be  accomplilhed  by  another.  Though 
whenever  it  is  done,  the  public  will  find, 
that  even  with  more  force,  and  more  ad¬ 
vantages,  the  ftruggle  will  be  defperate. 
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An  Account  of  Guardaloupe,  one  of  the  Carribee  Iflands;  lately  taken  by 
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IS  ifland  was difcovered by 
Columbus, who  called  it  Guar - 
*4  T  daloupe,from  the  refemb'ance 
of  its  mountains  to  thole  of 
<j*Tw*TT  fome  name  in  Spain,  but 
by  the  natives  it  was  called  Karukera  or 
Carriccura.  At  his  firft  landing  he  was 
attacked  by  a  Ihower  of  arrows  from  a 
company  of  women  ;  but  thele  the 
Spaniards  loon  dilperled  by  their  fire¬ 
arms,  after  which  they  plundered  and 
burnt  their  houfes,  where  they  found 
great  quantities  of  honey,  wax,  iron, 
bows  and  arrows,  cotton,  looms  for 
weaving  ;  together  with  a  great  variety 
of  fruits  and  ufeful  drugs. 

Guardaloupe  lies  about  15  miles  N.  W. 
of  Marigalante,  and  30  from  Martinico. 
It  is  one  of  the  largeft  and  belt  iflands 
the  French  enjoyed  in  America,  being, 
according  to  father  Tertre,.  near  100 
leagues  in  circuit.  It  is  divided  into 
two  parts  by  a  channel,  about  a  league 
and  a  half  over,  called  the  Salt  River, 
navigable  only  by  canoes,  running  north 
and  fouth,  and  communicating  by  the 
fea  on  both  lides  ;  and  each  mouth  of 
this  river  is  a  large  bay,  that  on  the 
north  called  Grand  Cul  de  Sac,  and 
that  on  the  fouth  Petit  Cul  de  Sac.  The 
eaft  part  of  the  ifland  is  called  Grand 
Terre,  and,  according  to  M.  Robbe, 
the  French  geographer,  is  about  50 
leagues  in  compafs.  The  weft  part. 
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which  is  properly  Guardaloupe,  is  fub- 
divided  by  a  ridge  of  mountains  into 
Cape  Terre  on  the  weft  and  Bafie  Terre 
on  the  eaft.  This  is  13  leagues  and  an 
half  fiom  north  to  fouth,  and  7  and  an 
half  where  broadeft,  and  45  leagues  in 
compafs.  Both  parts  would  be  joined 
by  an  ifthmus,  a  league  and  an  half  in 
breadth,  if  they  were  not  cut  in  two  by 
the  faid  canal.  Labat  lays,  the  French 
were  obliged  to  abandon  the  eaft  part  of 
the  ifland,  or  Grande  de  Terre,  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  frequent  depredations  of 
the  Englifh  from  Antigua  and  Mont- 
ferrat.  Befides,  this  part  is  deftitute  of 
frefh  water,  which  is  fo  plentiful  in  the 
weft  divifion,  that  it  has  fiifficient  to 
fupply  fome  of  the  neighbouring  iflands. 
He  makes  this  weft  divifion  33  leagues 
in  compafs,  and  that  of  the  two  about 
90.  The  Salt  River  is  by  his  account 
100  yards  over  at  its  mouth  towards  the 
great  Cul  de  Sac,  where  it  grows  more 
narrow,  fo  that  in  fome  places  it  is  not 
more  than  90  feet  over,  or  30  yards. 
Its  depth  is  unequal  as  its  breadth  ;  in 
fome  places  it  will  carry  a  veflel  of  300, 
in  others  not  more  than  30  tons.  It  is 
a  fmooth  large  ftream  from  either  extre¬ 
mity  of  the  two  Cul  de  Sacs,  fliaded  with 
mangroves. The  air  here  is  very  healthy, 
being  not  fo  hot  as  in  Martiniqo,  yet  the 
ifland  is  not  fo  populous.  The  French 
began  to  fend  colonies  to  it  in  the  year 
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1632,  but  it  made  no  great  figure  till 
the  prelent  century ;  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  which  it  is  vaftly  increafed,  It 
is  laid  to  contain  10,000  European  in¬ 
habitants,  50,000  negroes,  makes  more 
lugar  than  any  of  the  Britifh  fetdemeqts 
except  Jamaica  and  Barbadoes,  and  is 
flrongly  fortified  with  regular  forts,  and 
very  nearly  equals  the  produce  of  Mar- 
tinico  ;  the  annual  products  of  fugar  in 
Guardaloupe  may  be  at  a  medium  com¬ 
puted  to  be  about  50,000  hoglheads, 
of  fix  hundred  weight  each  hogf- 
head.  Here  is  found  the  copau  tree, 
famous  for  its  fanative  oil  ;  it  is  about 
20  feet  high,  with  a  leaf  like  that  of  the 
orange  tree,  yet  longer,  more  pointed, 
and  of  a  ftrong  aromatic  fmell ;  its 
wood  is  foft  and  white,  of  quick  growth, 
as  the  bark  is  always  riling.  Labat  fays 
jt  does  not  grow  hard  and  dry  like  the 
balfam  of  Peru  ;  and  commends  it  as  a 
Specific  againft  moft  maladies  internal  or 
external.  The  milk  fhrub  too  is  pro¬ 
duced  here  ;  its  leaf  refembles  the  lau¬ 
rel,  though  longer,  thicker,  and  fofter, 
yielding  from  its  fibres,  when  prefled, 
a  liquor  of  the  colour  and  fubftance  of 
milk.  The  blofibms  refembie  thofe  of 
the  jeflamin,  with  five  or  fix  flowers  on 
each,  containing  in  the  middle  an  oval 
bud,  which  inelofes  two  fmall  black 
grains  or  kernels,  the  feed  of  the  fhrub, 
and  which  thrives  very  well  from  flips. 
The  bark  is  of  a  pale  green,  and  white 
within,  and  its  pith  like  that  of  elder. 
The  item  of  the  leaves  is  about  an  inch 
long,  with  a  knot  at  the  end  where  it  is 
inferted  in  the  bark.  Here  is  the  mon¬ 
bane  tree,  which  bears  yellow  plums, 
with  which  they  fatten  hogs.  Alfo  the 
corbary,  a  tree  which  bears  fruit  in  a 
(hell,  containing  a  downy  pulp  of  faf- 
fron  colour,  and  yields  a  gum,  which 
being  hardened  in  tbe  fun  becomes  very 
clear ;  fo  that  the  native  Caribbees  ufe 
it  for  bracelets,  and  other  ornaments. 
The  chief  produdl  of  the  foil,  befides 
fugar  and  rum,  is  cotton,  indigo,  ginger, 
tobacco,  caifia,  bananas,  pine  apples,  rice 
in  abundance,  maize,  mandioca,  and 
potatoes.  The  mountains  are  overgrown 
with  trees,  at  the  feet  of  which  are  large 
plains,  watered  with  ftreams  of  very 
fweet  waters.  Among  the  mountains  is 
a  fort  of  volcano,  continually  fmoakirag, 
and  which  gives  a  fulphureous  tafte  to 
the  rivers  about  it.  Here  arc  feveral 
boiling  hot  fprings  (particularly  one  on 
the  weft  fide,  near  the  ifland  of  Goyaves) 
faid  to  be  good  for  the  dropfy,  and 
other  obftruftion*  from  cold.  The  two 
Vet.  11. 


gulphs,  Cul  de  Sacs,  abound  with  tor- 
toifes,  {harks,  pilots,  and  all  the  other 
forts  of  filh  common  to  thofe  feas,  with 
abundance  of  land  crabs,  and  fwarms  of 
mu/ketoes  and  gnats, 

The  forts  are  :  1.  Fort  Louis,  or  the 
Grand  Terre,  or  the  eaft  fide  of  th$ 
bay  called  Petit  CuT'de  Sac.  It  is  too 
high  to  defend  the  veffels  that  anchor  at 
the  bottom,  and  is  good  for  nothing 
more  than  its  fine  air  and  extenfive  prof? 
peff ;  for  this  reafon  the  French  have 
railed  a  redoubt  below  it,  with  a  battery 
of  fix  guns,  which  play  into  the  road. 
From  the  fort  above  may  be  feen  a 
great  number  of  fmall  iflands  ;  and  in 
fine  weather,  the  mountains  of  Domh 
nica.  2.  The  old  fort  at  the  fouth  end 
of  Ghardaloupe,  which  is  to  fecure  the 
coaft  hereabouts,  very  even,  has  good 
anchorage,  and  a  fmooth  water,  and  is 
therefore  more  liable  to  defeents  from 
2n  enemy  ;  who,  if  they  had  this  part 
of  the  ifland,  might  cut  off  the  com¬ 
munication  between  the  Cabes  Terre 
and  the  Bafle  Terre,  and  thus  make 
themfelves  mailers  of  the  whole.  The 
French  haye  therefore  planted  two  iron 
guns  at  the  point  to  give  an  alarm  ;  and 
in  thofe  called  the  fiflphur  mountains, 
there  is  a  redoubt,  palled  the  D’os 
D’afne,  or  Afs’s  back,  to  which  the 
French  on  fuch  defeents  fend  away  their 
heft  effefls.with  their  wives, children, &c. 
tho’  the  country  here  is  fo  full  of  woods 
and  precipices  that  a  handful  of  men 
might  keep  off  a  whole  army.  3.  The 
fort  at  the  town  of  Bafle  Terre,  which 
is  indeed  the  principal  ftrength  of  the 
ifland,  is  two  leagues  N.  from  the 
point  of  the  old  fort;  the  old  town 
was  deftroyed  by  inundation,  and  was 
afterwards  twice  burnt  by  the  Englifh 
in  1691,  and  again  in  1703,  together 
with  fort  Magdalen  and  others,  and 
twice  rebuilt.  It  ftands  higher  than 
the  town,  and  its  walls  are  wafhed  by 
the  river  of  the  Galleons  to  the  S.  E. 
On  the  N.W.  it  looks  towards  the  town 
and  the  mountains.  The  moft  con- 
fiderable  part  of  the  town  lies  be¬ 
twixt  the  fort  and  the  river  of  Herbs, 
which  part  is  properly  the  town  or 
Bafle  Terre  ;  that  part  which  extends 
from  the  river  to  the  brook  of  Billan 
is  called  the  town  of  St.  Francis,  from 
a  church  and  convent  of  Francifcan  Ca? 
puchins,  which  General  Codringtoa 
lodged  in  when  he  befieged  the  fort  In 
1691,  on  which  account  he  fpared  both 
thofe  and  the  jefuit’s  convent ;  but  his 
fon  in  1703  fet  fire  to  it  >vheo  he  went 
T  gway. 
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away.  The  father  miflionary  Labat 
lays,  that  the  houles  in  both  towns  in 
his  time  (1696)  were  no  more  than  260 
about  fixty  years  from  the  iirfl  fettle- 
ment  here  by  the  french,  which  way 
iu  1635. 

Betwixt  the  river  Bailiff  on  the  weft, 
and  the  great  river  of  Goyaves,  or  St. 

Charles  on  the  eaft,  are  the  ruins  of 
another  tonification,  which  was  de- 
lfroyed  by  the  Englifh  in  1691.  The 
river  of  Beaugendre  is  the  boundarv  of 
the  inhabitants  quarter,  fo  called  bc- 
caufe  in  the  rime  cf  the  full  company, 
all  who  had  lerved  tiie  term  of  three 
years  retired  hither  to  be  diitinguilhed 
from  thole  who  had  not.  Near  this  is 
the  creek,  called  Ance  a  la  Barque, 
where  the  Englifh  made  their  defeent 
in  1691,  being  the  moil  likely  place  to 
be  cut  in 'pieces  (if  the  French  oliicers 
had  behaved  well)  on  account  of  the 
many  defiles,  difficult  paft'es,  moun¬ 
tains  and  rivers,  betwixt  the  binding 
place  and  Bade  Terre.  As  to  the  natural 
curiofities  of  the  ifland,  wc  fit  all  only 
mention  the  abyfles  in  the  Grand  Terre, 
which  are  great  indentures  made  in  the 
land  by  the  lea,  which  affotd  fheher 
for  veffels,  where  inftead  of  anchoring 
they  are  moored  to  Palmetto  trees,  by 
whole  leaves  and  branches  they  are  in 
a  manner  covered  from  hurricanes  and 
the  enemy.  The  two  bays  called  the 
Cu!  de  Sacs,  the  former  of  which  is  in 
Baffc  Terre,  being  a  large  bafon  of  fix 
leagues  in  length,  three  where  it  is 
b  'oadeft.  and  one  in  the  narrow,  affords 
a  fafe  riding  for  (hips  of  all  rates.  Its 
length  is  taken  from  the  point  of  Gros 
Morne  in  the  Bade  Terre,  to  that  of 
Point  Antigua  in  the  Grand  Terre.  The 
other  Petit  Cu!  de  Sac  is  a  populous, 
well-cultivated,  trading  paiifn,  to  the 
north  of  the  parilh  of  Goyaves,  which 
with  the  Petit  Cul  are  the  Gabes  Terre. 

Here  is  a  conflux  of  eight  rivers,  be- 
lidc  brooks,  which  run  into  the  lea  in 
the  ip  ace  of  four  leagues,  betwixt  the 
River  of  Coin  (weft  of  the  Salt  River) 
and  the  Brick-kiln  River.  Ginger  grows 
very  plentifully  in  this  tradf,  which  is 
eaten,  even  when  it  is  green  by  the  in¬ 
habitants,  though  in  fo  hot  a  country, 
agreeing  with  them  perfectly  well  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  nioiftme  of  the  place.  This 
?rael  of  Cabes  Terre,  which  js  a  league 
by  the  lea  fhore,  and  three  from  the 
mount  which  feparates  the  Grand  Terre 
from  the  Bade  Terre,  was  by  the  late 
French  king  erected  into  a  marquifate, 
with  the  title  of  St.  Mary,  in  favour  of 


the  then  propiietors  M.  Houel,  and 
Meff.  Boifferet.  The  river  of  Cabes 
Terre  is  called  the  Gr^at  River,  being 
in  lome  places  180  feet  wide.  The  wa¬ 
ter  is  clear,  but  impaflable  by  reafon  of 
a  great  number  of  rocks.  The  next  river 
to  tire  loath  is  called  the  Grand  Corbet ; 
and  halt  a  league  further,  the  Grand 
Bananiers,  that  terminates  the  quarter 
called  Cabes  Terre,  which  is  by  much 
the  lineft  part  of  the  ifland.  For  front 
this  l  iver  to  the  Gros  Morne,  where  be¬ 
gins  the  Great  Cul  de  Stic  on  the  well 
fide,  it  is  a  very  even  country,  of  near 
twenty  leagues  in  extent  bythefea  fide, 
which  is  but  a  league  in  lome  places,  and 
at  moft  but  four  from  the  mountain. 
That  called  the  quarter  of  Frois  Ri¬ 
vieres,  or  Three  Rivers,  on  the  eaft  fide 
of  Guardaloupe,  is  four  miles  in  breadth, 
and  lias  a  good  foil  for  lligar-canes, 
with  feveral  confiderable  fe:  dements. 
Here  near  the  fourh-end  of  Guardaloupe 
lies  the  old  fort  before  mentioned.  The 
Birds  of  Paffage,  called  the  Devil-birds, 
repair  hither  ;  they  ltay  here  from  thq 
-beginning  of  Odtober  to  the  end  of 
November,  after  which  they  are  not  to 
be  feen  again  till  the  middle  of  January . 
and  then  only  Angle  ones  are  to  be  found 
in  the  holes  of  the  mountains,  which 
from  them  is  called  the  Devil's  Moun¬ 
tain,  to  which  they  repair  to  couple. 
Jay  their  eggs,  and  hatch  their  young  ; 
it  is  believed  to  be  the  fame  with  the 
Devil  Bird  feen  in  Virginia,  and  the 
neighbouring  countries  from  May  to 
O&ober.  ’Tis  about  the  iize  of  a  youag 
pullet,  as  black  as  a  raven,  with  wings 
Iona,  and  ftout,  liiort  legs,  wob-footed 
like  the  duck,  but  armed  with  ftrong 
claws.  Its  back  is  an  inch  and  a-ha'f  in 
length,  but  crooked,  (harp  pointed,  and 
extremely  hard,  its  eyes  are  large  and 
ice  heft  at  night,  at  which  time  this 
bird  takes  fill  in  the  lea  ;  but  if  it  be 
difturbed  in  the  day  time,  its  eyes  are 
dazzeied  with  the  light,  and  then  it  flies 
dircGl^  againft  every  obiedt  in  its  way, 
till  it  falls  to  the  ground. 

Here  too  isfeena  mountain  of  fufphur, 
whole  top  is  bare,  except  it  is  covered 
with  fern  and  flnubs  overgrown  with 
mofs-  The  proipedt  from  this  is  very 
extenfive,  for  from  the  top  of  it  one 
may  ice  Dominica,  the  Xaintes  Ifiands, 
Marigalantc,  nay,  Martinico,  Monferat, 
and  Nevis,  with  tire  neighbouring  illands. 
Here  are  ail  round  calcined  ftoncs,  and 
from  every  cliff  iflues  a  fulphureous 
flench  :  on  the  eaft  fide  there  are  two 
fulphur  pits,  or  mouths,  one  of  which 
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too  feet  in  itsgreateft  diameter,  whence 
are  emitted  thick  fmoke,  with  (parks  of 
fire.  There  is  another  large  mouth, 
but  not  fo  wide.  The  negroes  bring 
their  brimflone  for  fide  from  hence. 
Here  are  feveral  fulphureous  fprings  and 
pools  impregnated  w  thallum.  The  mid¬ 
dle  and  bottom  of  the  mountain  are  co¬ 
vered  with  verdure,  and  fhadecl  with 
abundance  of  fragrant  trees  and  Ihrubs. 
The  bees  here  differ  from  ethers  in  Eu¬ 
rope,  being  not  fo  large,  yet  blacker  and 
rounder;  their  honey  is  black,  nor  can 
it  be  cleared,  and  they  make  no  combs, 
only  depolit  their  honey  in  a  feries  of 
little  bags  or  bladders,  in  the  hollows  of 
trees,  and  it  is  always  liquid  like  oil,  and 
fomecimes  of  a  purulent  colour.  The 
fpiders  here  are  as  large  as  a  man’s  fill, 
but  the  French  are  camious  of  killing 
them,  becaule  they  deftroy  the  ravets, 
a  Rally  (linking  infecELke  may-bugs. 

The  French  began  their  fettlement 
here  in  1635,  under  the  direction  of  M. 
D’Olive,  their  Lieutenant-General  at 
St.  Chriftophers,  and  M.  Du  Plelhs,  who 
having  made  a  contraff  with  fome  mer¬ 
chants  at  Diep,  arrived  here  with  a  com- 
miffion  from  the  general  company  of  the 
Ameiican  illands  tit  Palis  to  plant  colo- 
lonies,  and  in  virtue  thereof  to  be  go¬ 
vernors  either  of  this  ifland,  Dominica, 
orMartinico.  They  brought  with  them 
400  men,  who  were  obliged  to  ferve 
them  three  years  for  their  pally ge,  be- 
fides.  four  Dominican  Friers,  for  whom 
Cardinal  Richlieu  obtained  great  privi¬ 
leges  from  Pope  Lb  ban  VIII.  Eighteen 
of  that  order  had  been  already  murdered 
here  by  the  natives  in  1603  and  1604. 
The  two  governors  landed  firft  at  Mar- 
tinico  in  May';  but  going  alhore  at  a 
very  dangerous  place,  where  thpy  dil- 
covered  a  great  number  of  ferpents  ; 
and  feeing  nothing  but  mountains  and 
precipices,  they  quitted  it,  and  came 
to  Guavdaloupe,  of  which  they  took 
pofTeflion  by  erebting  the  crofs  as  they 
bad  done  at  Martinico.  Soon  after  the 
two  governors  quarrelled  about  opinions 
or  precedence,  and  divided.  D’Olive 
built  a  fort,  which  he  called  St-  Peter’s, 
becaule  he  took  pofleffion  of  it  cn  that 
Hunt’s  day.  Tire  favages  at  full  were 
very  ufeful  to  them,  inltrudling  them  in 
feveral  things  relating  to  planting  to¬ 
bacco,  fifhing,  building  huts,  &c.  but 
at  length  having  no  provifions,  moll  of 
the  people  went  away  to  St.  Chrifto- 
phers ;  others  that  remained  were  forced 
to  eat  tortoife  without  bread  (having 
been  before  put  to  the  allowance  of  five 


ounces  per  day)  which  threw  many  of 
them  into  fluxes  whereof  feveral  died  ; 
1'oon  after  a  fhip  arrived  from  Diep,  but 
the  Captain  could  not  fparc  above  a 
month’s  provifion  :  at  lalt  the  famine 
was  fo  great,  that  they  were  reduced  to 
eat  dogs,  cats,  rats,  even  furgeons  oint¬ 
ment,  leather,  and  at  laft  one  another’s 
excrements ;  and  at  night  they  ranfacked 
the  graves  to  feed  on  the  dead  :  in  Ihort, 
the  people  were  hardly  reftrained  from 
lianging  or  drowning  themfelves  in  de- 
fpair.  Tills  famine,  which  lafted  five  * 
years,  was  followed  by  a  mortality, 
which  was  increaled  by  the  cruelty  of 
the  commanders,  who  treated  the  llarved 
inhabitants  worl'c  than  Haves  ;  fo  that 
fome,  who  had  actually  been  Haves  in 
Barbary,  died  under  their  tyranny,  and 
made  formal  vows  to  give  themfelves 
up  to  the  devil,  if  he  wotdd  deliver  them 
from  their  fufferings.  So  many  hands 
being  cut  off  by  the  famine  and  mortality 
at  a  time  when  numbers  were  wanting 
to  fell  the  trees  and  dear  the  lands  for 
fowing  peas,  mandiaco,  potatoes,  See. 
and  to  put  the  earth  in  a  date  fit  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  feeds,  and  ripen  the  fruit,  the 
two  governors  at  length  were  difeou- 
raged  to  the  laft  degree,  and  Du  Pleilis 
broke  his  heart. 

D’Olive  being  then  left  ablolute  mailer 
of  the  miferable  colony  began  an  unjufl 
war  againft  the  favages,  with  a  view  to 
get  fubliilence,  and  caufed  numbers  of 
them  to  be  maflacred,  on  which  the  fa¬ 
vages  cafcd  the  Caribbees  of  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  ifiands  to  their  affiftance,  who 
being  joined,  maffacred  a  great  number 
of  the  French;  fo  that,  what  with  the 
famine,  the  mortality,  and  this  war,  which 
was  carried  on  with  great  daughter  and 
cruelty  on  both  fides  from  January  1636 
to  1639,  the  colony  was  almoft  depo¬ 
pulated.  Mean  time  I>’Olive  wrote  for 
provifions,  which  were  fent;  but  as  if 
the  curfe  of  heaven  impended  over  the 
unhappy  refidue  of  this  moft  wretched 
ifland,  the  convoy  never  arrived  ;  upon 
which  fatal  mifearriage,  he  fent  a  de¬ 
tachment  of  the  bed  men  he  had  left  to 
St.  Chriftophers  to  bring  bread,  but  they 
were  never  more  heard  of. 

M.  D’Glive  then,  to  prevent  the  total 
ruin  of  the  colony,  fent  the  fuperiour 
of  the  Dominicans,  to  reprefent  their 
calamities  to  the  company  at  France,  and 
to  follicit  fpeedy  fuccours,  as  well  as  to 
excufe  his  own  conduct  to  which  all  thofe 
mi  feries  were  imputed;  yet  by  the  in- 
terert  of  Richlieu  he  was  continued  foie 
governor  by  the  company’s  commiflions

and  while  this  was  reading  publickly, 
the  church  and  houfe  of  the  Dominicans 
were  burnt,  with  all  their  ornaments, 
plate,  books,  paper,  &c.  The  people 
then  demanded  leave  to  return  to  France, 
threatning,  that  if  he  would  not  grant 
it,  to  take  it  of  their  own  accord.  The 
merchants  of  Diep  being  weary  of  ad¬ 
vancing  more  money,  refufed  to  fend 
him  either  men  or  money  ;  fo  that  he 
fell  into  a  phrenzy,  became  blind,  and 
going  to  St.  Chriftophers  for  alfiftance, 
Was  put  under  arreit,  for  having  quitted 
his  government  by  M.Poincy,  the  go¬ 
vernor,  who  prefering  Guardaloupe  to 
his  own  government  of  St.  Kit’s,  uftcl 
all  means  to  replace  that  colony,  and  to 
abandon  St.  Chriftophers,  forbidding  his 
people  to  plant  any  more  tobacco ;  fo 
that  132,  of  them  embarked  for  Guar- 
daloupe  Jan.  14,  1640  ;  which  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  Poincy’s  freeing  all  infolvent 
debtors,  and  fending  them  to  that  ifland. 
In  this  year  M.  Aubert  was  fent  over 
governor,  who  changed  thefaceof  affairs, 
made  a  peace  with  the  favages,  and  by 
that  meaps  reftored  commerce  with  them, 
to  the  great  advantage  of  the  colony, 
exchanging  wedges,  hocks,  knives,  &c. 
for  fwine,  lizards,  turtles,  and  other 
fifh.  To  the  want  of  this  addrefs,  and 
to  his  barbarous  violation  of  peace  with 
thefe  Carribec  favages,  was  owing  M. 
D'Olive's  infuperabie  calamities:  fo  that 
the  Caribbeans  were  purveyors  of  the 
French,  who,  in  the  mean  time,  tilled 
the  plantations  undifturbed, while  juftice, 
attended  with  peace  and  plenty,  revived 
in  the  colony  ;  the  report  of  which 
brought  fcveral  families  hither  to  fettle. 
Howel  fupplanted  him  in  the  govern - 
tiient,  being  fent  hither  in  1642  by  the 
French  Weft  India  company,  who  again 
reduced  the  colony  to  fitch  a  ftate  of 
ditbrder,  that  what  with  fome  violent 
hnnicanes,  joined  to  his  nrfcondudl,  the 
ifland  became  a  fc-:ne  of  deflation  and 
anarchy;  fo  that  when  Major-General 
Pen  arrived  hete  with  an  Englifh  fqua- 
dron,  he  did  not  think  it  worth  attack¬ 
ing.  Howel  incouraged  the  favages,  in 
preference  to/  the  colony,  and  armed 
them,  which  caufed  an  iniurredtion ;  for 
thefe  negroes  having  learned  the  ufe  of 
arms,  rofe.and  made  a  terrible  maffacre, 
having  let  up  two  kings  of  their  own 
nation  ;  and  expecting  ailiftance  from 
the  Angola  negroes,  and  thofe  of  Cape 
Verd,  were,  by  being dilappointed  in  the 
fiiccours,  defeated  ;  their,  kings  were 
quartered  alive;  and  thus  an  end  was 
put  to  this  mutiny,  which  was  loon 


fucceeded  by  another,  till  Tracy  and 
Poincy  interpofed  between  the  cruelty 
of  the  governor  Howel  and  the  indigna¬ 
tion  of  the  fuffering  people  ;  fo  that  at 
laft,  in  t66o,  a  peace  was  concluded  be¬ 
tween  the  French,  Englifh,  and  favages, 
in  the  Antilles  iflands. 

Mean  time  the  French  Weft -India 
Company,  that  was  eftabhfhed  by  Car¬ 
dinal  Richlieu,  being  overhead  and  ears 
in  debt,  made  a  fale  of  the  ifland  with 
thofe  of  Defirada,  Marigalante,  Xaintes, 
&c.  in  1660,  to  M.  Boiflerett ;  and  in 
1664  the  French  King  himfelf  made  a 
purchafe  of  them,  by  reimburfing  the 
proprietors  what  money  theyftiad  ex¬ 
pended  in  their  purchafe  and  improve¬ 
ments.  In  July  1664  the  king’s  troops 
entered  the  fort  of  the  B.iffe  Terre,  and 
M.  Du  Lion  was  appointed  the  firrt  go¬ 
vernor  in  the  French  king’s  name.  In 
1667  an  Englifh  fquadron  took  five  Dutch 
veffels,  and  plundered  fome  of  the  French 
plantations  in  the  Grand  Terre.  In  1691 
General  Codrington,  aflifted  by  a  fqua¬ 
dron  commandedbyCommodoreWright, 
landed  fome  troops  in  a  bay,  on  the 
weft  fide  of  Guardaloupe,  and,  after 
a  warm  difpute  with  a  body  of  French, 
marched  and  burnt  the  town  of  Baffe 
Terre,  and  had  begun  to  batter  two 
ftrong  forts  in  the  neighbourhood  ;  but 
on  the  approach  of  M.  de  Caffe’s  fqua¬ 
dron  from  Martinico,  the  Enftlifh  troops 
were  reimbarked  in  hafte,  and  fent  away 
to  Barbadoes. 

In  1703  the  ifland  was  attacked  by  \ 
fquadron  under  Commodore  Walker, 
and  fome  land  forces,  from  feveral  of 
our  plantations,  under  Col.  Codrington. 
The  firft  landing  was  at  a  place  cal'cd 
Lcs  Petits  Habitant,  where  they  de- 
ftroyed  fome  fcattered  fettlements  on 
the  N.W.  part  of  the  ifland,  together 
with  the  church  of  Goyaves,  and  after¬ 
wards  landed  in  a  bay  to  the  north  of  the 
town,  called  the  Bailiff,  wheVe  they  for¬ 
ced  the  French  from  their  breaft-workr, 
and  intrenchments  with  very  little  lofs 
and  took  the  town,  as  alfo  the  village 
of  St.  Francis  with  thejacobin’s  church, 
which  the  French  had  fortified,  and  de¬ 
fended  with  ten  pieces  of  cannon.  He 
afterwards  beat  tham  out  of  thejacobin’s 
river,  which  was  the  ftrongeft  the 
French  had  any  where  in  the  Weft- 
Indies. .  'I  hen  he  drove  them  out  of 
the  north  part  of  the  town  of  Baffe 
Terre,  where  he  ftayed  about  a  week, 
and  fent  out  parties  to  deftroy  their 
houfes,  fugar- works,  plantations,  and 
provifions ;  for  the  French  left  the 
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Country  quite  expofed  to  the  Englifh, 
retiring  to  the  fort  and  caftle  of  Bafle 
Terre,  to  which  the  Englifh  laid  clofe 
liege;  and  the  French  defended  them- 
i'elves  till  the  third  of  April,  when  they 
blew  up  their  works  and  retreated  to 
the  mountains.  But  by  a  licknefs  and 
a  difputc  between  the  commanders  the 
Englifh  quitted  it,  when  they  were  on 
the  point  of  being  mailers  of  the  ifland, 
after  they  had  burnt  the  town,  rafed  the 
fortifications, and  deftroy ’d  ail  their  guns. 


A  remarkable  old  American  Anecdote. 

5H  V 

IN  the  year  1636,  when  the  colony 
of  Gifadaloupe  was  in  its  earlieit  infancy, 
and  but  in  a  low,  diftrefled  condition, 
one  d’Olive,  being  governor  of  the  ifland, 
formed  a  projefl  of  making  war  on  the 
friendly  natives,  in  hopes  to  better  the 
circumltances  of  the  coloniits,  by  plun¬ 
derings  thofe  poor  people  of  their  manioc , 
and  other  provifions  ;  and,  indeed,  de¬ 
termining  to  dettroy  them  all.  He,  there¬ 
fore,  loft  no  time,  but  forming  the  minds 
of  the  few  people  that  remained  to  his 
purpofe,  he  began  to  make  war  upon  the 
favages,  January  26,  1636,  by  ordering 
lbme  of  them,  who  appeared  in  a  canoe 
making  for  the  fort,  to  be  cut  to  pieces 
the  moment  they  landed  :  but  they  pro¬ 
videntially  fteered  another  courfe.  Some 
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of  thefe  poor  wretches,  deftined  for 
/laughter,  having  carried  off  fome  cotton 
from  the  Cul-de-Sac,  to  which,  per¬ 
haps,  they  had  been  enticed  by  fome  of 
d’Olive’s  wicked  emiflhries,  though  they 
had  left  in  the  room  of  it  a  hoc,  and 
tome  fruit  really  more  in  value,  it  was 
thought  a  fufficient  motive  for  commenc¬ 
ing  hoftilities.  By  precaution,  however, 
one  Fontaine  was  difpatched  with  fifteen 
ltout  foldiers,  to  make  a  tour  round  the 
dland,  and  bring  off  by  fair  means  a  few 
F  rench,  who  had  for  two  or  three  months 
pait  fojourncd  among  the  lavages.  Thefe 
poor  people,  fufpe&ing  nothing,  received 
Fontaine  and  his  men  with  great  fatisfac- 
tion,  regaled  them  in  the  belt  manner 
they  could,  reltored  their  countrymen  to 
tnem,  and  warned  them  that  a  final! 
Fnglifii  veil  el  had  landed  fome  men  upon 
the  Aland,  who  had  viiited  them,  and 
j  ropofed  an  alliance  againft  the  French  ■ 
that  they  had  openly  rejefted  their  over¬ 
tures  ;  and  that  the  Englilh  were  now 
gone  up  the  country  in  fearch  of  game. 
Fontaine  made  fo  good  a  ufe  of  this  in¬ 
telligence,  that  he  took  the  Englilh  velfel 
and  brought  her  to  Fort  St.  Peter.  ’ 
Three  days  after  this  ailion  d’Oiive, 
with  iome  defperadoes,  inured  to  vil¬ 
lainy,  embarked  to  vifit  the  habitations 
of  the  favages  in  that  part  of  the  ifland 
where  now  ftands  Port  Royal,  reporting 
tnat  they  were  going  in  fearch  of  a  more 
convenient  fpot  than  that  which  they  at 
prefent  occupied.  The  favages,  having 
by  fome  means  or  other  been  advertiled 
of  *heii  ci  uel  intention,  had  abandoned  the 
pl-.ce,  carried  off  their  provifions,  and 
fet  fire  to  their  huts  ;  fo  that  when  d’Oiive 
landed,  he  found  only  an  old  man,  aged 
fixty-hx,  named  Yance,  with  two  of  his 
fans,  and  two  other  young  men,  who 
had  not  time  to  make  their  elcape.  Thefe 
people,  when  they  faw  the  French  ap¬ 
proach,  made  all  pofllble  figns  of  fubmif- 
fion,  crying  out,  “  France,  no  angry 
With  us  and  being  allured  no  hurt  was 
deligned  them,  they  fiirrendered  at  dif- 
cretion. 

D’Oiive  now  changed  both  his  looks 
and  dilcourfe,  and  with  a  ftern  counte¬ 
nance,  called^  the  old  man  villain  and 
traitor;  accuhng  him  of  confpirino  with 
other  natives  againft  the  coJony°  and 
agreeing  to  cut  all  the  throats  of  the 
French.  The  poor  man  denied  the  charge 
with  all  the  opennefs  and  honeft  afl'ur- 
ance  that  always  accompanies  truth  :  de¬ 
claring,  at  the  fame  time,  that  he  and  all 
kis  countrymen  were  fo  ftrongly  attached 


to  the  French,  that  they  would  leave  no¬ 
thing  undone  to  ferve  them  ;  'but  d’Oiive 
taking  a  watch  out  of  his  pocket,  /hewed 
p  LQ  hlm>  telling  him  it -was  the  devil  of 
F  rance  and  that  he  had  been  allured  by 
him  of  what  he  had  affirmed.  The  In- 
dian,  aftontfhed  at  the  noife  and  motion 
or  this  little  machine,  which  he  really 
uppofed  a  fpint,  and  the  author  of  the 
calumny,  exclaimed  againft  it  with  ftrong 
invectives  and  refenrment,  declaring  it  to 
he  an  impoftor  and  a  liar,  and  fwearing 
folemnly,  that  neither  he,  nor  any  of  his 
countrymen,  had  conceived  the  lead:  de- 
hgn  againft  the  French.  To  confirm  the 
tiuth  of  this  affeveration,  they  command¬ 
ed  him  to  order  the  women,  who  were  in 
ng!u,  to  come  in  and  furrender  ;  to  which 
he  readily  confented,  giving  a  com mi/fien 
tor  that  purpofe  to  one  of  his  fons  :  but 
the  young  man,  inftead  of  returning, 
took  his  flight  with  the  women. 

This  fo  enraged  d’Oiive,  that  dragging 
*  ance  and  his  other  fon  into  the  fhfliop* 
they  killed  the  young  man  with  their 
poniards,  in  fight  of  the  unhappy  father, 
whom  they  afterwards  ftabbed  in  fcveral 
paits  of  the  body,  and  then  flung  him 
into  the  fea,  where,  being  of  a  robuft 
conititution,  he  kept  himfelf  up  for  fome 
time  by  fwimming,  intreating  them  with 
tears,  and  the  moft  piteous  cries,  to  fave 
his  life,  but  in  vain,  for  thefe  m  -fiefs 
villains  knocked  him  on  the  hea  with 
their  oars.  The  two  other  your  men 
they  preferred  alive,  only  till  they  uould 
guide  them  to  the  retreat  of  the  women, 
in  the  way  to  which  one  of  them  took  an 
opportunity  of  leaping  from  a  precipice, 
and  though  he  was  much  bruifed,  he  made 
lhfit  to  travel  five  leagues  to  the  women, 
and  his  comrades,  whom  he  informed  of 
the  approach,  and  infatiate  cruelty  of  the 
rench.  On  this  they  haftily  retired  far¬ 
ther  up  the  country,  having  firft  grubbed 
up  all  the  manioc  ;  and  other  provifions  in 
the  ground,  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  when 
thefe  bloody  villains  arrived  here,  they 
flood  upon  the  relief  which  they  fought, 
without  knowing  it  to  be  lb  near.  The 
other  favage,  whom  rhey  had  preferved 
alive,  to  be  their  guide,  having  found  an 
opportunity  of  efcaping  in  the  night, 
they  were  forced  to  return  without  their 
errand.  $vV5>

the  regiment  were  encamped,  hot  have  not 
feen  him  my'elf  lately.  1  hear,  however,  fre¬ 
quently  of  him  and  from  him,  and  to-day  I 
fent  compliments  by  a  captain  A-kinfon,  of 
his  regiment,  who  was  going  to  Newark,  in 
the  Jerfeys,  sphere  a  detachment  of  the  army 
now  is,  lun’er  the  command  of  lord  Cornwal¬ 
lis,  who  is  driving  all  before  him.  The  co¬ 
lonel  has  not  been  in  the  jerfeys  above  three 
or  four  days  ;  whether  or  not  his  regiment 
returns  to  New  York  this  winter,  J  have  not 
been  able  to  Jearn.

number  of  men  now  able  to  bear  arms  in  all 
Not th -.America,  and  at  this  time,  1  am  of  op* 
nion,  they  cannot  aflcmble  thirty  thoufand  men. 

“  Lee,  with  a  parr  of  their  army,  is  at  tb.i 
p  ot  of  the  mountains,  at  the  drftauce  cfabout 
lorty  miles.”

o  ders  to  be  compleated  to  their  full  number 
of  men,  draughts  ate  to  be  made  From 
them  the  lattot  end  of  next  month  to  goto

In  Jerfev,  upon  the  arproach  of  the  van  of 
Lord  C01  nwdih-’s  corps  to  Brunfwrck  by  a 
forced  march,  on-the  iff  infl.  the  enemy  went 
off  mod.  precipitately  to  Pmce-Town;  and 
had  tftey  not  preven’ed  the  psffrge  of  the' 
Kariton,  by  breaking  a  part  of'  BruiifWick 
bridge,  fo  great  was  rheconfufion  among  them,' 
that  their  army  mull  inevitably  have  been  cat 
to  pieces. 

s  My  fir  ft  defign  extending  no  fa  ther  than  to 
get  and  keep  partiffion  of  Eaft-Jerfey,  Lord 
Cornwallis  haa  orders  not  to  advance  beyond 
Bronfwick^ which  occafioned  him  to  difeon- 
tinue  his  jplirluit ;  but  finding  the  advantages 
that  might  be  gained  by  pulhing  on  to  the 
Delaware,  and  the  polTibility  of  getting  to 
Philadelphia,  the  communication  leading  to 
Brunfwick  was  reinforced,  and  on  the  fixth  I 
joined  his  lordfhip  wirh  the  4th  brigade  of 
Britilh,  under  the  commanj  of  Major-general 
Grant.  On  the  7th  Lotd  Cornwallis’e  corps, 
the  guards  excepted,  who  were  left  a:  Brunf- 
•\vick ,  matched' to  Prince-Town,  which  the 
enemy  had  quitted  on  the  hmt  day.  This 
corps  marched  in  two  divifions  on  the  8th  ; 
the  firfl  advancing  to  Trenton  reacheJ  the  De¬ 
laware  fcon  after  the  enemy’f  near  guard  had 
eroded.  Their  main  army  having  parted  the 
preceding  day  and  night,  took  port  on  the 
other  fide  of  the  river.  I 
L  rd  Cornwallis,  with  the  rear  divifion, 
halted  at  Maidenhead,  fix  miles  from  Trcn- 
t  .n,  and  marched  at  one  o’clock  next  morn¬ 
ing  to  Corrfels-Fcrry,  thirteen  miles  higher  up 
the  Delaware,  in  fume  expedition  of  finding 
boats  there,  and  in  the  neighbourhood,  lnffi- 
cirnt  to  pafs  the  river;  but  in  this  he  was  dis¬ 
appointed,  the  enemy  having  taken  the  pre¬ 
caution  10  dertroy  or  to  ftcure  on  the  fouth 
fide,  all  the  boats  that  could  poffibly  be  em¬ 
ployed  for  this  pur.  efe. 

The  paffage  of  the  Delaware  being  thus  ren¬ 
dered  impracticable,  his  lordfhip  took  poft  as 
Pennington,  in  which  place  and  Trenton  the 
two'drvifions  remained  until  the  14th,  when 
t!.e  weather  having  become  too  fevere  to  keep 
the  field,  and  the  winter  cantchmems  being 
arrange  i,  the  troops  marched  from  both  places 
to  tioir  refpeflive  ftatiems.  The  chain,  X 
own,  is  rather  too  ex;enfive,  but  I  was  ini 
Jiiccrt  to  occupy  Burlington,  to -cover  the 
county  .of  'Monmouth,'  in  which  there  aje 
mar, v  loyal  ir.hab'tau's  ;  and  trnfting  t#  tf  e 
almofl  gsrcfrl  tbbjyiiffion  of  the  country  *othe 
fru  th  ward  of  tn  s  chain,  and  to  the  flrertgin 
of  the  corps  placed  in  the  advanced  ports,  f 
c-v-4.  con® 1 
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Conclude  the  troops  will  be  in  pefteft  fecurity. 
Lord  Cornwallis  having  defired  to  return  (o 
Britain,  the  command  in  Jerfey  is  given  to 
Major-general  Gtant,  in  whofe  approved  good 
conduit  i  place  the  greateil  confidence. 

1  cannot  ton  much  commend  Lord  Ccn 
Wallis’s  good  fetvices  duriB^  this  campaign, 
and  particularly  the  ability  and  conduit  he 
displayed  in  the  purfuit  of  the  enemy  from 
Fort-Lee  to  Trenton,  a  diflance  exceeding 
eighty  miles,  in  which  he  was  well  fuppoited 
by  the  ardour  of  his  corps,  who  cheai fully 
quitted  their  tents  and  heavy  baggrge,  as  im¬ 
pediments  to  their  march. 

By  prefTing  the  rebels  fo  clofe,  they  had  not 
time  !o  deflroy  the  country,  as  they  intended, 
or  to  remove  their  (lores ;  by  which  a  large 
quantity  of  provifions,  and  plenty  of  forage, 
have  been  fecurrd. 

During  Lord  Cornwallis’s  flay  at  Penning¬ 
ton,  a  patrole  of  thirty  dragoons  from  the 
1 6th  regiment,  was  fent  cut  to  gain  intelli¬ 
gence  of  a  corps  under  the  command  of  Ge¬ 
neral  Lee,  reported  to  be  in  Morris  county  on 
their  way  to  crofs  the  Delaware  at  Alexan¬ 
dria.  Lieutenant-colonel  Harcourt  defined  the 
dircflion  of  this  detachment,  and  learning,  as 
he  proceeded,  the  fituation  of  this  corps,  con¬ 
fiding  of  two  thoufand  men,  and  of  General 
Lee's  head -quarters,  he  contrived-  by  infinite 
addrefs  and  gallantry,  to  get  to  his  houfie  un- 
■  thfeovered  by  the  guard,  furrounded  it,  and, 
overcoming  all  their  refiftance,  made  tbe  ge¬ 
neral  prifoner. 

Being  confident  this  gallant  aflion  will  not 
efcape  his  majedy’s  gracious  attention,  it  is 
needlefs  for  me  to  recommend  Lieutenant- 
colonel  Harcourt  to  the  king’s  notice  upon  this 
occafion. 

I  mud  alfo  mention  the  fignal  fervices  of 
Sir  Wiil'am  Etlkinr,  in  his  department  of 
quarter-ma'ler-general,  whofe  indefatigable 
zeal  has  eminently  contiibmed  to  the  fuecefs 
of  this  campaign  ;  nor  mud  I  omit  Major 
Maitland,  of  the  corps  of  marines,  who  has 
the  command  of  the  fiecond  batta.i  m  of  light 
infantry,  in  which  he  has  dillinguilhed  himfelf 
much  to  his  honntir. 

■  The  time  of  fiervice,  for  which  mod  of  the 
enemy’s  troops  were  engaged,  heing  expired, 
their  prefent  firennth,  from  a  review  of  ihe 
Jated  inrelli,  rnce  received,  is  about  8000  on 
the  foulh  fide  of  the  Delaware  and  in  Phi¬ 
ladelphia ;  500  militia  embodied  in  Morriis- 
County.  New-Jeifiey,  and  about  3000  at 
Pecks  Kill,  North- Cadle,  and  the  finaller 
pods  in  th  s  province.  Major-general  Ro- 
bertfan,  who  ferved  the  campaign  by  his  ma- 
jt-fty  s  permifTion,  will  return  to  Britain  by  the 
eariied  opportunity.

Howe  to  Lord  George  Germain,  dated  New 

York,  Dec.  29,  1776. 

rtN  the  25'h  ind.  in  the  evening,  a  party  of 
^  the  enemy  att.ckcd  an  out-guard  from 


the  pod  of  Trenton,  where  Gol.  Rail  com¬ 
manded  with  three  battalions  of  He/fians,  fifty 
chafleurs,  and  twenty  light  dragoons,  having 
with  them  fix  field  pieces;  which  party  was 
bca'en  back.  On  the  fucceedirg  morning,  at 
fix  o'clock,  the  rebels  appeared  in  farce  with 
cannon,  evidently  intending  to  attack  th« 
pod.  t  olonel  Rail,  having  received  intelli¬ 
gence  of  their  defign,  had  the  troops  under 
:rms,  and  detached  his  own  regiment  to  fiup- 
port  an  advanced  picket.  This  picket  being 
forced,  and  falling  hack  upon  the  regiment, 
threw  it  into  feme  difiorder,  which  ocerfionerf 
them  tor.  lire  upon  the  ether  battalions  ;  no 
advantage  being  taken  of  this,  they  recovered 
themfielves,  and  the  whole  formed  in  front  of 
the  Village. 

The  rebels,  without  advancing,  cannonaded 
them  in  this  fituation,  and  Col.  Rail  moved 
forward  to  attack  them  with  the  regiments  of 
Lofi  berg  and  Rail  ;  in  which  attack  Colonel 
Rail  was  wounded,  and  the  regiments  were 
made  prisoners.  The  rebels  then  advinced  to 
the  regiment  of  Knyphatifen,  and  alfo  made 
that  corps  prifioners. 

Some  few  officers  and  about  two  hundred 
men  of  the  brigade,  with  the  chalicurs,  and 
a  party  of  dragoons,  retreated  to  Col.  Donop’s 
corps  at  Burdenton,  fix  miles  difhant.  Several 
officers  were  wounded,  and  about  forty  men 
killed  and  wounded. 

This  misfortune  feems  to  have  proceeded 
from  Col.  Rail’s  quitting  his  pofh,  and  ad¬ 
vancing  to  the  attack,  inflead  of  defending 
the  village. 

The  rebels  recroffed  the  river  Delaware 
immediately,  wiih  the  prifioners  and  cannon 
ihat  they  had  taken. 

Extrafl  of  a  letter  from  Genera]  S’r  Wil¬ 
liam  Howe,  to  Lord  George  Germaine, 
dated  IJew-Ycrk,  January  5 ,  1777. 

N  confequence  of  the  advantage  gained  by 
the  enemy  at  Trenton,  on  the  26th  of  laft 
month,  and  the  neceffity  of  an  alteration  in 
the  cantonments,  Lord  Cornwallis  deferring 
his  going  to  England  by  this  opportunity, 
went  from  hence  to  Jerfey  pn  the  1  ft  inflant, 
and  reached  Prince-Town  that  night,  to 
which  place  General  Grant  had  advanced, 
with  a  body  of  troops  from  Brunfwick  and 
Hillfborough,  upon  gaining  intelligence  that 
the  enemy,  on  receiving  reinforcements  from 
Virginia?  Maryland,  and  from  tire  militia 
of  Pennfylvania,  had  repafTed  the  Delaware 
into  Jerfey. 

On  the  2d  Lord  Cornwallis  having  received 
accounts  of  the  rebel  army  being  polled  at 
Trenton, advanced  thither,  leaving  the  4th  bri¬ 
gade  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant-colonel 
Mawhood,  at  Prince-Town,  and  the  ed  bri¬ 
gade  with  Brigadier-ger-eral  Leflie  at  Maiden¬ 
head.  On  'he  approach  of  the  Bntiffi  troops, 
the  enemy’s  forward  polls  were  driven  back 
upon  their  army,  which  was  formed  in  a  ftrong 
petition,  behind  a  creek  running  through 
Y  i  Trcnr 
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Trenton.  During  the  night  of  the  2d,  the 
enemy  quitted  this  fituatlon,  and  marching  by 
Allen ’s-Town,  and  from  thence  to  Prince- 
Town,  fell  in  on  the  morning  of  the  3d, 
with  the  17th  and  55th  regimenti,  on  their 
march  to  join  Brigadier- general  Leflie  at 
Maidenhead. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Mawhood,  not  Being  ap- 
prehenftve  of  the  enemy’s  ftrength,  attacked 
and  be<.t  back  the  troops  that  fird  prefented 
themfelves  to  him,  but  finding  them  at  length 
veryfupeiior  to  him  in  numbers,  he  pufhed 
forward  with  the  17th  regiment,  and  joined 
Brigadier-general  Leflie.  The  55th  regiment 
reiited,  by  the  way  of  Milllhorou^h  to  Brunf- 
syick,  and  the  enemy  proceeding  immediately 
to  Prince-Town,  the  40th  regiment  alfo  retired 
to  Brunfwick. 

The  lofs  upon  this  occafion  to  his  majeOy’a 
troops  is  17  killed,  and  nearly  aoo  wounded 
and  milling;  Captain  Leflie  of  the  17th  Is 
among  the  few  killed,  and  for  further  particu¬ 
lars  I  beg  leave  to  refer  your  lordlhtp  to  the 
inctofed  return.  Captain  Phillips,  of  the 
35th  grenadiers,  returning  from  hence  to  join 
his  company,  was  on  this  day  befet  between 
Brunfwick  and  Princc-Town  by  fume  lurking 
villians,  who  murdered  him  in  a  mod  barbar¬ 
ous  manner ;  which  is  a  mode  of  war  the 
enemy  fedm  from  feveral  late  inflances  to  have 
adopted,  with  a  degree  of  barbarity  that  fa- 
vaces  could  not  exceed. 

It  has  not  yet  come  to  my  knowledge 
how  much  the  enemy  has  fuffered,  bnt  it  is 
certain  there  were  many  killed  and  wounded, 
and  among  the  former  a  General  Mcrcerfrom 
Virginia. 

The  bravery  and  conduft  of  Lieutenant- 
colonel  Mawhood,  and  the  behaviour  of  the 
regiments  under  his  command,  particularly  the 
17th,  are  highly  commended  by  Lord  Corn¬ 
wallis.  His  lordlhtp  finding  the  enemy  had 
made  this  movement,  and  having  heard  the 
fire  occafioned  by  Colonel  MawBood’a  attack, 
returned  immediately  from  Trenton  ;  but  the 
enemy  being  fome  hours  march  in  front,  and 
keeping  the  advantage  by  an  immediate  depar¬ 
ture  from  Prince-Town,  retreated  by  King’s- 
Town,  breaking  down  the  bridge  behind  them, 
and  crofTcd  the  Milldone  river  at  a  bridge  un¬ 
der  Rocky-hill,  to  throw  themfelves  into  a 
flrong  country. 

Lord  Cornwallis  feeing  It  could  tjot  anfwer 
any  purpole  to  continue  h:s  purfuic,  returned 
with  iiis  whole  force  to  Brunfwick,  and  the 
troops  upon  the  right  being  aflembled  at 
Ellzabeth-Town,  Major-genetal  Vaughan  has 
that  command.

On  Friday  afternoon 
his  majedy’s  (hip  jEolus  gave  a  fignil  10  all 
the  outward  bound  Weft-Indiamen,  which,  as 
foon_  as  they  faw,  they  all  weighed  anchor, 
and  in  about  one  hour  all  failed  with  a  fine 
frelh  wind  at  call  and  by  north.

The  bill  for  regulating  the  affairs  of  the  Eaft- 
tndia  company  a*  well  in  Europe  as  in  India, 
fo  far  as  relates  to  altering  the  time  fur  the 
choice  of  directors. 

The  bill  for  the  more  eafy  and  fpeedy 
recovery  of  (mall  debts  in  the  town  of  Hali¬ 
fax. 

The  bill  to  enlarge  Mr.  Hartley’s  patent, 
for  his  invention  of  iron  plates  to  prevent  the 
fatal  confcquenccs  of  fires. 

The  bill  for  making  better  provifion  for  the 
poor  in  theparlfh  of  Jflington,  by  building  a 
workhoufe,  &c. 

And  alfo  to  feveral  road,  inclofuie,  natu¬ 
ralization,  and  private  bills. 

They  write  from  Paris,  that  Mr.  Silas 
Deane,  the  plenipotentiary  frum  the  Ameri¬ 
can  congreft,  left  that  capital  the  11ft  ult. 
and  was  gone  to  Leghorn,  from  which  place 
he  was  to  vifir  Venice,  and  other  of  the  Italian 
dates. 

The  court  of  admiralty,  at  Halifax,  have 
■ordered  the  didribution  of  prize  money  from 
the  fale  of  the  Ranger,  taken  In  June  lad, 
to  be  paid  to  the  officers  and  failors  of  his  ma¬ 
jefty’s  (hips  Orpheus,  See.  on  the  10th  of 
January  lad  ;  and  notice  of  it  is  advertifed 
in  the  New-York  paper.  If  they  continue 
thus  to  condemn  the  prizes  in  fix  months  af¬ 
ter  they  are  taken,  our  feamen  will  fooner 
leap  the  advantages  from  their  American  fta- 
tion  than  could  be  expeffed  from  the  piclcnt 
date  of  the  continent,

Extrafl  of  a  letter  from  Gla%ow,  March  9. 
«*  X  received  a  letter  by  an  acquaintance  this 
day,  who  has  juft  now  come  from  Greenock, 
and  he  brings  along  with  him  an  extrafl  of  a 
letter  from  New-York,  dated  February  3, 
brought  by  one  of  the  tranfports  yefterday 
morning  returned  to  Clyde. 

This  letter  fays,  “  The  rebels,  after  their 
fucccffes  on  December  26,  and  January  3, 
turned  forward,  fecure,  and  flighted  every  dan¬ 
ger  they  were  in  of  being  attacked. 

“  The  weather  turned  very  cold,  and  the 
rebels  being  obliged  to  lie  in  tents,  (their 
camp  being  fix  miles  from  Brunfwick)  fome 
few  of  their  private  men,  and  one  feijeant, 
deferted  to  our  army.  General  Howe  got 
information  from  them  of  the  ftrength,  num¬ 
ber,  and  cxjft  arrangement  of  their  army. 

He  called  a  council  of  war  on  the  28th 
of  January,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  attack 
ihould  be  made  on  the  29th. 

“  The  whole  army  having  taken  a  re- 
freffiment,  fet  out  at  five  in  the  morning, 
and  the  4zd  regiment  attacked  one  of  their 
out-pods  by  day  break.  This  regiment  made 
snore  ufe  of  their  fwords  than  their  fire¬ 
arms  in  this  fkirmilh ;  they  killed  many,  and 
took  almoft  the  whole  of  the  reft  prifoners^ 
The  rebels  did  not  yet  perceive  the  ftrength 
of  thofe  who  came  againlt  them,  and  fent  an 
advanced  party  to  fupport  the  attack  5  and,  by 
this  time,  the  general  alarm  was  beating 
through  their  camp. 

While  the  42d  regiment  were  thus  en¬ 
gaged,  two  Britifh  regiments  pafTed  them 
od  either  fide,  and  thefe  two  regiments  made 
the  enemy’s  breaft-works,  unperceived,  while 
their  camp  was  fecure,  and  the  42d  regiment 
deftroying  and  fecuring  the  party  they  had 
pafled.  Some  Britifh,  and  all  the  German 
iroops  they  had  with  them,  flopped  about  a 
mile  and  a  half  behind,  while  two  divifions 
of  horfe  guarded  both  wings.  Now  the  work 
began  ;  and  rile  advanced  parties,  leaping  over 
into  the  trenches,  flood,  and  fought  with  the 
greateft  vigour  againft  the  rebels,  as  they  came 
up  to  defend  their  works,  not  underftanding 
that  our  foldiers  had  got  within  them. 

“  The  daughter  was  very  great  among  the 
rebels ;  but  very  few  of  them  were  taken 
prifoners,  fave  thofe  the  42d  regiment  had 
taken,  owing  to  the  pofitive  orders  of  the 
commander  in  chief,  not  to  purfue  them  out 
of  their  camp. 

“  There  were  not  above  thirty  of  our 
army  killed,  and  toy  wounded,  duiing  the 
whole  engagement;  about  500  of  the  rebels 
were  taken  prifoners,  and  a  great  harock 
made  arnongft  the  reft.  All  the  rebels  can¬ 
non  and  provifions  were  taken  ;  and  had  it 
not  been  from  cbe  caution  of  General  Howe 
againft  ambufeades,  that  army  mull  have  been 
totally  deft  oyed. 

“  We  fent  out  parties  two  or  three  miles 
from  |the  rebel  camp,  who  brought  in  a  few 
ptifouers  j  nr.oft  of  them  were  wounded  men. 


We  (laid  there  that  night,  and  returned  to 
Brunfwick  next  day.” 

10.  His  Prulfian  raajefty  having  intimation 
that  feveral  Prudian  officers,  &c.  were  en¬ 
gaging  themfelves,  at  very  high  wages,  to  em¬ 
bark  for  America,  gave  pofitive  orders  for 
them  not  to  leave  his  dominions  on  pain  of 
death, 

11.  Orders  were  given  for  the  immediate 

embarkation,  at  Chatham,  of  one  hundred 
riflemen  for  Generel  Howe’s  army,  under  the 
command  of  Capt.  Fergufon,  of  the  70th  re¬ 
giment.  \ 

13.  Orders  were  fent  off  to  Cork  for  pro- 
vifions  to  be  got  ready  for  thirty  fail  of  traufi- 
ports,  which  are  to  be  difpatched  from  the  ri¬ 
ver  in  the  courfe  of  ten  days. 

14.  About  one  o'clock,  the  poll  for  New- 
caftle  waB  finally  elofed,  when  the  numbers 
were,

Majority  for  Sir  John  Trevylian,  95 
Whereupon  he  was  declared  duly  clefted. 

15.  A  draught  of  twenty  men  is  ordered  to 
be  made  from  every  regiment  in  Ireland,  (o 
reinforce  the  king’s  forces  in  America,  which 
are  to  be  replaced  by  recruits  to  be  raifed  im¬ 
mediately  for  that  purpofe. 

Yefterday  morning  arrived  at  Dover  the 
Hellefpont,  Capt.  Lefter,  a  tranfport  from 
New-York,  who  failed  twelve  days  after  the 
packet,  and  brings  the  following  account: 
that  the  tranfports  were  arrived  at  New- 
York  from  Rhode-liland,  with  2700  troops 
on  board,  and  that  the  continental  congrefs 
had  eftablifhed  an  order,  called  the  order  of 
independenoy ;  the  badges  which  ihe  members 
wear,  Is  a  green  ribbon,  with  a  ftar  of  fix 
points,  with  America  making  offerings  to  the 
fhrine  of  liberty  ;  and  that  they  have  likewife 
voted  Mr.  Wafnington  protector  of  the  United 
States.  And  this  morning  fome  frelh  dif- 
patches  were  received  at  Lord  George  Ger¬ 
maine’s  office,  from  General  Howe,  at  New- 
York,  which  are  dated  the  4th  of  February. 
We  do  not  learn  that  any  thing  particular  has 
happened  fince  the  laft  accounts,  only  the  fafe 
arrival  of  a  great  number  of  viftuallers  from 
London  and  Cork. 

1 6.  Was  taken  down  in  the  committee  room, 
at  the  Magdalen,  St.  George’s-Fields,  the  large 
piflure  of  the  unfortunate  Dr.  D - . 

A  letter  from  New  York,  dated  Jan.  16,

lg.Tbe  Swiallow  floop  of  war  is  arrived  at  Suez 
from  Madrafs,  with  difpa’ches  for  government 
from  Sir  Edward  Hughes,  commander  in  chief 
of  his  majefty’s  fquadron  in  the  Eaft-Indies. 
The  difpatcbcs  brought  by  this  conveyance 
have  been  forwarded  by  way  of  Marfeilles. 
Advices  are  by  the  fame  coeveyan.ee  received 
at  the  tndia-Houfe.  giving  an  account  of  the 
(fate  of  affairs  on  the  co.ft  of  Coromandel  to 
the  end  of  Off.  1776.  The  council  of  Ma¬ 
drafs,  it  is  sflerted,  found  it  nccclf.ry  to  fu- 
perfede  a  noble  lord  as  governor,  and  confine 
him  m  the  Fort  of  Cliingleput  till  the  diieffors 
fbould  pronounce  upon  him.  And  Mr.  Dal- 
jymplc,  a  member  of  council,  is  faid  to  be 
feat  home  on  the  part  of  Lord  Pigot  ;  Col. 
Capper  on  the  part  of  the  council  of  Madrafs; 
and  Mr.  Deighton  on  the  part  of  the  nabob. 
Th  fc  gentlemen  are  laid  to  be  at  Marlcilles 
performing  quarantine. 

22.  Gendal  Robtnfon  arrived  on  Thurfday 
night  at  Lord  George  Germaine’s  office,  brings 
letters  from  Sir  Wm.  Howe,  and  Lord  Corn¬ 
wallis  ;  the  particulars  that  have  tranfpired 
are,  that  all  bis  majefty’s  troops  are  in  good 
hc-dih,  with  plenty  cf  every  kind  of  pro- 
■vifjon;  that  Lord  Cornwallis’s  head  quar¬ 
ters  were  at  B/unfwlck,  and  that  of  General 
'Vaih'mgton’s  at  Morris-Town,  about  thirty 
Englilh  miles  diftant. 

'i  he  ftate  of  General  Wafh'ngton’s  new 
appoimmenr  is  this,  viz.  He  is  chofen  dic¬ 
tator  (limilar  to  what  is  here  underftood  by 
protrffor)  tor  fix  months,  with  a  council  of 
thirteen  for  civil  affairs.  The  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  congrefs  arc  returned  ro  their  re- 
fpeftive  homes,  to  aflift  locally  in  the  affairs 
of  their  f  veal  provinces:  hut  the  council 
remain  at  Philadelphia.  And  Mr.  Wadting- 
ton  has  now  rhe  whole  military  command  in 
h:s  own  hands.

IN  Oflobcr  laft  the  congrefs  refolved, 
That  eight  millions  of  dollars  be  mmedia'.cl* 
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borrowed  for  the  ufe  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  at  the  annual  intereft  of  4  per 
cent. 

The  following  is  the  mode,  as  publifhed 
by  the  congrefs,  adopted  for  raifing  the  faid 
firm. 

That,  for  the  convenience  of  the  lenders, 
a  loan  office  be  eftablifhed  in  each  of  the 
United  States;  and  a  commiftioner  to  fuper- 
infend  fuch  office,  be  appointed  by  the  faid 
Hates  refperftively.  who  are  to  be  refponlible 
for  the  faithful  difeharge  of  their  duty  in  the 
faid  office. 

That  the  bufinefs  of  the  faid  commiffioncra 
fhall  be  to  deliver  certificates  for  all  fuch,  fums 
of  moneyas  dial  I  be  brought  into  their  re- 
fpeflive  offires,  agreeable  to  thefe  refolutions, 
which  certificates  ftall  be  indented,  and  the 
checks  kept  in  the  faid  office;  to  keep  banks, 
in  which  regular  entries  fhall  be  made  of  the 
fums  borrowed,  and  of  the  time  when,  and 
of  the  names  of  the  perfons  by  whom  the 
faid  fums  were  lent ;  to  tranfmit  to  the  con¬ 
tinental  treafurer  once  a  month,  an  account  of 
the  calh  in  their  refpeOive  offices,  and  to  an- 
fivcr  all  drafts  of  the  treafurer,  to  the  amount 
of  the  cafh  which  they  lhall  at  anytime  have 
in  their  hands  asaforefaid. 

That  the  treafurer  of  the  United  States 
fhnll  fend  to  their  refpedlive  loan-offices  fuch 
a  number  of  certificates,  and  of  fuch  dtno- 
minations  as  fhall  be  ordeicd  by  the  commif- 
lioners  of  the  treafury. 

That  no  certificates  be  iffued  for  a  lefs  fum 
than  three  hundred  dollars. 

That  the  feveral  fums  of  money  to  be  bor- 
rowed,  fhall  be  repaid  at  the' office  where  the 
fame  was  lent,  at  the  expiration  of  three 
year*  ;  and  that  the  annual  intereft  fhall  likt- 
wife  be  pa'd  at  the  faid  office. 

That  the  faid  commiffioners  of  the  re- 
fpeftive  loan-offices  be  entitled  to  receive  of 
the  United  Sta’es  one-eighth  per  cent,  on  all 
monies  which  (hall  be  brought  into  their  re- 
fpedlive  loan-offices,  in  lieu  of  all  claims  and . 
demands  that  they  may  have  for  ttanfaAing  the 
bufinefs  of  their  Lid  office. 

Refolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the 
affemblies  and  conventions  of  the  United  Stair  s 
refptdftvely,  to  annex  fuch  penaliies  by  law 
to  the  crime  of  counterfeiting  the  bills  or 
notes  of  the  continental  loan-office,  as  arc  or 
(hall  be  annexed  to  the  crime  of  counterfeiting 
the  cont.netital  currency. 

Ordered,  That  the  foregoing  refolutions 
be  publifhed,  and  copies  thereof  fent  to  each 
of  the  United  Hates;  and  that  the  refpeftive 
dates  Jre  defired  to  fend  to  the  committee  of 
the  continental  treafury,  the  names  of  the 
commiffioners  by  them  appointed  in  conic- 
quence  of  the  laid  refolutions.

and  bounded;  that  he  had  no  officers  kihd, 
and  only  a  few  wounded.  He  added,  ‘hat  he 
was  much  indebted  to  the  fpirit  and  briV.ry  of 
his  troops,  and  particularly  f>  to  major  Stew¬ 
art,  who  had  diftinguifned  himfclf  in  a  mod 
confpicuous  manner  on  the  ocerfion.  This  too  I 
had  afterwards  explained  by  gencralApnew  and 
his  major  of  brigade  Lefslie,  who  informed  me 
that  Stewart,  with  about  ten  or  twelve  men- 
only,  milled  forward  into  the  enemy's  line, 
and  by  his  example,  anima'ed  the  reft  of  our 
troops  to  make  a  general  charge,  which  by 
that  time  was  become  abfolu’ely  necelfary 
from  a  want  of  ammunition,  dec. 

The  rebels,  it  feems,  had  contrived  in  the 
fpace  of  half  an  hour,  with  their  ufual  itiduft- 
ry,  to  cover  themfelves  with  a  kind  of  breeft, 
work,  oil  t Ire  ground  over  which  cur  troops 
irnili  pafs.  Lefslie  faid  that  the  e  could  no:  lie 
lefs  than  4000  barrels  of  beef  and  pork,  30C0 
barrels  of  flour,  and  above  50  puncheons  of 
rum,  deftroyed  in  the  whole,  befides  the  other 
articles  of  camp  ftores  and  cloating  above 
ment'oned.  That  a  great  part  of  thd’e  were 
found  in  the  churches  (at  Danbury  and  Ridge¬ 
field,  fome  in  boufrs,  and  fomein  the  woods; 
but  that  the  whole  was  difeovtr-d,  and  either 
ftived  or  burnt,  together  with  the  above  men¬ 
tioned  towns.  M.ijnr  Leislie  likewife  faid, 
that  he  thought  there  were  ahnvejoo  of  the  re¬ 
bels  deflroyed,  which  -ndecd  feemed  to  be  the 
general  opinion.  General  W'oorfter,  he  faid, 
was  ceita’nly  mortally  wounded  ;  that  Arnold 
efcaped  very*  narrowly  with  the  lofs  of  his 
h  rfe,  which  was  killed.  Every  body  fail, 
he  behaved  that  day  with  uncommon  refolu- 
tion,  as  to  perfonal  biavery,  but  did  not  give 
him  much  credit  for  his  judgment  ?s  a  gene¬ 
ral.  I  heard  that  about  170  prifoners  were 
brought  on  board,  but  do  not  recoiled!  at  what 
place,  or  in  what  manner  they  were  tak-n  be¬ 
ing  only  about  ten  minutes  on  board,  I  could 
not  poflibiy  collect  fo  many  particulars  as  I 
wilhed.

duplicates  of  my  Ld  difpatches,  in  cafe  of  an 
accident  happening  to  the  originals,  I  fend 
them  by  the  Mercury  packet,  with  orders  to 
flop  at  Rhode  Ifland  for  Jot d  Percy,  wh-ich 
will  caufc  very  little  delay  to  her  palfcge. 

Lord  Cornwallis,  ever  watchful  *0  fake  a<fi- 
vantage  of  the  enemy’  fnuation,  furprired  and 
defeated,  on  the  jjihinllant  at  break  of  day, 
a  corps  of  the  rebels  at  Bound  Brook,  killed 
30,  and  took  between  80  and  go  prifoners,  in¬ 
cluding  officers,  with  3  br»fs field  piccef.

Copy  of  a  Letter  from  Governor  Tryon  to 
Lord  George  Germaine. 

New-York,  Feb.  11,  1 777* 

My  Lord, 

THE  fuccivs  that  accompanied  my  endeavour 
to  unite  the  inhabitants  of  this  city,  by  an 
oath  of  allegiance  and  fidelity  to  his  majefty 
and  his  government  has  met  my  warmed  wifhes, 
2970  of  theinhabitafitshavingqualifiedthereto 
in  my  prefence.  The  mayor,  recorder,  and 
alderman  Waddle  were  employed  in  admini- 
deiing  the  oath. 

1  have  the  faiisfaflion  to  allure  your  lordlh'p, 
as  the  invitation  to  the  people  to  give  this  vo¬ 
luntary  tedimony  of  their  loyalty^to  his  majedy 
and  his  government  was  made  even  without  a 
In  dow  of  compuifion,  it  gave  me  peculiar  fatis- 
taflion  to  fee  the  chearfulnefs  with  which  they 
attended  the  fummons.  1  verily  believe  there  are 
not  occ  hundied  citizens  who  have  not  availed 
themfe.ves  ot  the  opportunity  of  thus  tedify- 
ing  their  attachment  to  government.  The 
mayor,  fince  1  went  through  thefeveral  wards, 
has  atteded  jo  more  men,  and  is  daily  adding 
to  the  number,  which  makes  the  whole  fworn 
in  the  city  3020,  which,  added  to  thofe  attefled 
on  Sraren-illand,  in  the  three  counties  of 
Lnng-llland,  and  in  Wed-Cheder  county, 
(all  which  amounted  to  upwards  of  2600.)

As  he  had  mentioned  the  place  of 
meeting,  fpics  were  properly  p'aced,  but  rone 
of  the  pirti'-s  came,  and  himfelf  was  traced 
to.'a  brothel.  On  his  next  day’s  attendance 
he  was  prefled  home  to  make  an  affidavit  of 
the  matter,  but  put  it  off  till  next  day,  and 
was  again  traced  to  the  brothel  ;  and  when 
he  waited  Lift  on  his  lordlhip,  his  fecretary  was 
prefent  ;  D'gnam  was  charged  with  his  bafe- 
nefs;  he  then  changed  countenance,  his  voice 
ffaultred,  he  was  convifled  and  Confounded,  and 
glad  to  leave  the  place.

The  following  is  an 
cxtrafl  of  a  letter  from  General  Walhingtott 
to  the  congrefs,  dated  Jan.  22,  1777.  “  My 
laft  was  on  the  20th  inftant  ;  fince  that  I 
have  the  pleafure  to  inform  you,  that  General 
Dickinfon,  wi  h  about  400  militia,  had  de¬ 
feated  a  foraging  party  of  the  enemy  of  an 
equal  number,  and  has  taken  forty  waggons, 
and  upwards  of  100  horfes,  moft  of  them  of 
the  Engliffi  draught  breed,  and  a  number  of 
ffieep  and  cattle  which  they  had  Collefhd. 

“  The  enemy  retreated  with  fo  much  preci¬ 
pitation,  that  General  Dickinfon  had  only  an 
opportunity  of  making  nine  prifoners  ;  they 
were  obbliged  to  carry  off  a  good  many  dead 
and  wounded  in  light  waggons  ” 

Philadelphia,  Feb.  13.  The  exprefs,  who 
arrived  here  yefterday  from  the  Head -quarters, 
gives,  the  following  intelligence,  viz.  That 
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when  he  came  off  with  the  difpatches  from 
General  Waftington,  General  Green  brought 
in  the  following  account,  that  300  of  our 
troops  were  fhtioned  at  Quibble- Town,  un¬ 
der  the  command  of  Colonel  Scott,  that  jcoo 
of  the  enemy  from  B'Unfwick  attacked  (hem, 
which  obliged  Col.  Scott  to  retreat  about  a 
xnile  and  a  haT,  that  being  reinforced  by  a 
part  of  Lord  Stirling’s  army,  with  four  pieces 
of  cannon,  they  renewed  the  engagement, 
obliged  the  enemy  to  retieat  with  the  Infs  of 
300  left  dead  on  the  field,  and  100  taken  pri- 
foners,  and  were  in  purfuit  of  them  when 
General  Green  came  away. 

New-Turk,  F,b.  17.  The  convention,  or 
eongref',  confining  of  fome  of  the  principal 
rebels  of  this  province,  is  lately  removed  from 
Fifh-Kill  to  lifopus.  They  find  the  people 
every  where  about  them  mod  heyrtily  tired  of 
the  rebellion  j  they  have  but  liitle  flock,  no 
trade,  and  lefs  credit. 

Lad  Wednefd..y,  in  the  n'gtit,  a  detach¬ 
ment  of  the  troops  under ltyajir  Gordon, 
puled  over  trom  Suten-lflandftd  (he  cedars  be¬ 
yond  SUndy-Hook,  and  furprifed  a  party  of 
rebels,  which  had  for  fome  tjpie  pad  infeded 
S'  rewfbury  and  the  adjacent  country.  They 
killed  rwenty-five  of  them,  and  took  feventy 
prifoners,  with  the  lofs  of  only  one  man.

WHEREAS  feveral  perfons,  inhabitants 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  induenced 
by  inimical  motives,  intimidated  by  the 
forests  ot  the  enemy,  or  deluded  by  a  pro¬ 
clamation  i (Tued  the  30th  of  November  lad, 
by  Loid  and  Geneta!  Howe,  (filed  the  king’s 
eommifTioners  for  granting  pardons,  &c. 
(now  at  open  war,  and  invading  thefe  dates) 
have  been  fo  lofl  to  the  inlereit  and  welfaie 
of  their  country,  as  to  repair  to  the  enemy, 
fign  a  declaration  of  fidelity,  and  in  fome 
indances  have  been  compelled  to  take  the 
oaths  of  allegiance,  and'  engaged  not  to 
take  up  arms,  or  encourage  otheis  fo  to  do, 
againft  the  King  of  Great-Britdn.— And 
whereas  it  has  become  neceflary  to  d  din- 
guifh  between  the  frends  of  America  and 
thofe  of  Greit-Britain,  inhabiun's  of  thefe 
dates;  and  (hat  every  man  who  receives 
proleflinn  from,  and  as  a  fubjift  of  any 
(tote  (not  being  confdentioufly  fcrupnlous 
atai:i!l  bearing  arms)  (hould  (land  ready  to 
d  fend  the  fame  againft  hod  le  invafion,  1  do 
therefore,  in  behalf  of  the  United  States, 
by  vir'Ue  of  the  powers  committed  to  me  by 
eon.;  cf«,  hereby  flri£f!y  command  and  re¬ 
quire  every  perfon,  having  lubferibed  fuch 
d  duration,  taken  f.ch  oa‘hs,  and  ac¬ 
cepted  fuch  p  "teflion  and  certificate,  to 
r.p  'r  to  Hear  quarters  or  to  the  quartets  of 
f*e  noted  jtne.al  officer  of  the  continental 


army,  cr  miiit'a,  (until  further  provision  ca* 
be  made  by  civil  authority)  and  there  deliver 
up  fuch  protection,  certificate,  and  paflports, 
and  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United 
States  of  America :  neverthelsfs  hereby  grant¬ 
ing  full  liberty  to  all  fuch  as  prefer  the  intereft 
and  protection  of  Great-Britain  to  the  free¬ 
dom  and  happinefs  of  their  country,  forth¬ 
with  to  withdraw  themfelves  and  families 
within  the  enemy’s  lines.  And  I  do  hereby 
declare,  that  all  and  every  perfon  who  may 
negleCt  or  refufe  ro  comply  with  this  order, 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  hereof,  will 
be  deemed  adherents  to  the  king  of  Great- 
Britain,  and  treated  as  common  enemies  M 
thefe  American  dates.

THE  Nonluch  arrived  heie  the  25’h  p.  ft, 
and  the  t'amcl  and  Bu  e  the  28th,  with  ail 
the  tranfports,  thtee  excepted,  of  the  con¬ 
voy  that  failed  at  the  fame  time  from  Portf- 
mourh.

But  the  Ifrs  and  Swift  did  not  atrive 
rill  the  7M1  inftant. 

On  the  31I  inft.  Captain  Ourry  arrived  in  the 
Somerfet,  with  the  tranfports  he  had  in  charge; 
but  the  Mercury  parted  company  the  third  day 
after  they  left  the  Brit'fl)  coaft.  The  troops 
by  both  thefe  con  voys  are  in  good  health. 

Captain  Mafon  arrived  here  On  the  7th  inft. 
in  the  D  fpatch,  with  the  Sp  ingfield  and  two 
more  tranfports,  part  of  the  convoy  that  failed 
from  England  under  the  charge  of  Capt.  On¬ 
flow.  As  the  feparation  happened  when  they 
were  not  more  than  130  leagues  from  this  port, 
the  arrival  or  the  St.  Alban's,  with  the  reft  of

T'R  attention  this  month  has  been  alrr.oj 7  entirely 
fired  upon  American  operations.  ‘The  taking 
of  Ticondcrogr  by  General  Burgoyne  has  been  fol¬ 
lowed  by  other  advantages,  which  will  le  found 
in  the  nenvs  par',  and  which  may  be  r eh  d  upon  as 
authentic.  An  alie  n,  it  is  [aid,  has  happened  be¬ 
tween  Ge  oral  Howe  and  Mr.  Vh ajhington,  in 
which  tie  former,  though  he  gained  a  great  ad¬ 
vantage,  was  unfortunately  wounded.  The  dif- 
f  futons  of  France  and  Spain  are  exablly  the  fame  as 
heretofore  with  regard  to  the  American  Rebels.  Our 
trade  to  Campeachy  feems,  however,  another  /tum¬ 
bling  block  to  the  general  tranquility  ;  but  prebaby 
fame  means  may  be  found  for  us  Hill  to  remain  in  poj 
fejfion  of  our  imall  efiablifoment  in  that  quarter. 
Ruffia  and  the  Porte  a-e  again  at  variance  ;  but 
as  it  is  net  iheintereft  of  the  latter  to  quarrel  about 
trifles,  wc  may  fuppe.fe  that  a  conciliation  is jiill  to 
be  cxpeEied.

Two  large  fhips,  as  letter  of  marques, 
are  now  fitting  out  in  the  river  Thames,  and 
are  to  mount  36  guns  each  ;  they  are  ordered 
to  be  got  ready  to  fail  with  the  Wcft-India 
flert  by  the  tertlh  of  next  Oflober,  at  far- 
thefl. 

12.  A  new  fort,  or  battery,  of  thirty  guns, 
is,  we  hra',  going  to  be  erefled  on  a  point 
above  Tilbury  fort,  oppofite  Gravcfcnd.  by  or¬ 
der  of  Lord  Townfhcnd,  mailer  general  of  the 
ordnance. 

13.  Our  commerce  with  the  Portuguese  is 
in  a  fair  way  of  being  much  more  extenfive 
than  in  the  late  reign,  and  in  fuch  a  manner 
as  mufl  ptove  highly  beneficial  to  at  lead  one 
of  the  two  nations.

14.  An  exprefs  arrived  from  Mr.  Adair, 
which  brought  an  account  that  his  royal  high- 
nefs  the  Dtlke  of  Gloucefter’s  diforder  had 
taken  a  favourable  turn,  and  that  his  royal 
highnefs  was  in  better  health  than  he  had  been 
for  three  months  pad. 

Four  of  the  Moorfields  rioters,  viz,  Madan, 
Hawes,  Arobus,  and  Lerop,  were  removed 
from  Mewgate  ;  the  two  former  to  New* 
Ptifon,  and  the  two  latter  to  Clerkenwell. 

Manebeflcr ,  St  fit.  15.  Ytftetday  morning, 
about  eleven  o’clock,  the  time  <  f  divine  fer* 
vice  ;  the  houfes  in  town  (hook  in  a  moft  vio* 
lent  manner,  attended  with  a  thundering  noilej 
the  windows  and  doors  flew  open,  and  fivetal 
chimnies,  & c.  wete  thrown  down.  There 
was  a  report,  that  moft  of  the  old  church 
was  fallen  in,  but  the  damage  done  to  it  was 
very  trifling.  Several  people  were  hurt  in  en¬ 
deavouring  to  get  out  of  the  church,  the 
cioud  being  fo  great,  but  no  lives  were  iofL 
This  (hock  was  felt  with  equal  violence  for 
twenty  miles  round,  but  no  t-ftnrution  has  IS 
yet  been  made  of  the  damage 

tS  Sunday  evening  the  e  was  a  violent  riot 
at  Clerkenwell  Bridewell.  The  prifonets  re¬ 
fused  to  be  locked  up,  but  on  funding  for  fe- 
veral  conftables,  and  other  tfliftance,  they 
were  at  length  (upprefl'ed,  but  not  till  a 
perfon  who  affiled  the  turnkeys  had  been 
wounded. 

17.  By  letters  receivtd  from  Glasgow  yef. 
terday,  whiefy  we  are  told  may  be  ‘elnd  on, 
we  learn  that  the  York,  Captain  M  .cvey  was 
arrived  at  that  p!ace  fr  m  Ncw-Yotk  ;  that 
(he  failed  from  thence  the  tenth  of  Auguft, 
at  which  time  no  official  advice  had  been 
received  from  Lord  or  General  Howe  of 
their  having  done  any  thing  new.  But  the 
preceding  day  a  brigantine  arrived  there,  which 
hid  (poke  with  the  grand  fleet  oil  Philadel- 
phia,  of  whom  he  learnt,  that  they  had  made 
feveral  feints  in  order  to  land,  which  had  haj 
the  defired  tftefl  ;  for  on  Auguft  »,  General 
Wafhingtnn  eroded  the  Delaware  with  all  his 
army,  and  marched  to  Philadelphia.  Lord 
Hove  with  his  fleet  flood  to  the  eafl,  fuppofed 
for  Bofton.  If  the  above  Intelligence  (hould 
prove  true,  it  will  turn  out,  that  Boflon  was 
the  chief  objefl  of  the  equipment  of  Lord 
Howe’s  fleet.  The  congrefs,  to  keep  up  the 
farce  among  the  vulgar,  have  been  at  no  fmall 
pains  to  fortify  that  harbour,  by  errfllog  bat- 
teties  on  the  feveral  iflands,  capes,  &c  about 
that  capacious  and  ex'enfive  bay,  which  they 
now  look  upon  as  impregnable ;  and  from 
thenpe  it  is  that  the  fwarm  qf  privateers  which 
hqve  fo  much  annoyed  our  trade  are  fitted  out, 
and  many  are  now  actually  on  the  flocks.  The 
ddtruftion  of  thefe  privateers  are  of  them* 
felyes  a  very  proper  objefl  of  fuch  an  equip¬ 
ment,  was  the  pofleflion  of  the  Internal  part 
of  the  province  out  of  the  quefljon.  But 
when  it  Is  confidered,  that  by  deflroying  the 
fortifications,  the  congrefs  will  have  their  old 
gagis  to  play  over  again,  of  procuring  guns

and  ammunition  from  their  good  friends  the 
French  and  the  Dutch,  there  cannot  remain  a 
doubt  but  that  Bofti.n  is  a  proper  objeft  for 
Lotd  Howe's  operations. 

Another  vtflcl  is  likevvife  arrived  at  the  fame 
place,  which  ieft  Quebec  the  14th  of  Auguft, 
after  a  very  fhort  p-fLge,  and  brings  advice, 
that  on  General  Kurgoyne’s  approach  wib  his 
army  to  Fort-fulward,  the  rebels  abandoned 
it,  and  fet  it  on  fire,  making  the  beft  of  their 
way  to  Albany,  and  that  the  General  was  in 
full  march  after  them. 

On  Sunday  the  14’ h  inft.  about  noon,  a 
fire  broke  out  at  a  cottage  at  Auburn,  in  Wilt- 
fhire  which,  in  a  few  hours,  communica'ed 
i'felf  to  more  than  two  thirds  of  the  town 
thehoufes  being  covered  with  thatch,  and  the 
wind  high,  before  the  evening  more  than  fifiy 
houfes  and  twen  y  barns  were  canfueued,  with 
every  thing  lhere:n  contained,  fo  that  the 
wretched  inhabi'ants  were  not  able  to  fave  a 
fingle  article  5  the  Newbury  waggon,  loaded, 
for  London,  chiefly  w  th  conon  candlewick, 
was  Lkevrife  burnt ;  and  the  flames  were  fo 
rapid,  that  there  was  learce  t  int  to  get  the 
horfes  out  of  the  liable:  he  confufion  was 
txceed  ngly  great  when  the  meff-nger  came 
away.

A  lett-r  Eom  a  gentleman  at  Sorel,  to  his 
friend  in  Aberdeen,  dated  July  19,  eight  day* 
later  than  the  date  of  General  Burgoyne’s 
difpatches  contains  the  following  particulars  : 
“  In  the  different  engagements  there  are 
two  hnndred  and  fifty  men  of  ours  killed, 
wounded,  and  miffing. 

“  Fourteen  hundred  killed,  wounded,  and 
miffing,  according  to  the  report  of  prifoners 
and  deferters  ;  among  whom  are  fome  general 
officers. 

•'  1 1 81  Rebel  prifoners,  of  which  igi  are 
employed  in  -repairing  Ticondeoga,  and  900, 
cha  ned  two  and  two,  carrying  the  gondolas 
and  batteaux  over  the  Carrying- Place  to  Lake 
George. 

“  The  quantity  of  ftores  and  provifions  is 
incredible. 

“  As  we  have  burnt  moft  of  their  bat- 
teaux  on  Lake  George,  they  are  now  mak¬ 
ing  their  retreat  by  ihe  fide  of  that  lake,  ?o 
crofs  at  the  head  of  it  ;  oilr  army  is  in  clof® 
purfuit  of  them  ;  the  reafon  of  their  making 
a  ftand  was  their  being  reinforced  with  fevtn 
thnufand  men.” 

The  greaieft  art  is  made  ufe  of  in  carry* 
ing  the  American  prizes  into  the  ports  of 
France.  The  veiLls  are  fold  frequently  be¬ 
fore  they  go  in,  and,  of  courle,  the  property 
changed,  and  in  two  or  three  inftances  they 
have  been  entered  as  coming  fioai  the  port 
they  cleared  from  in  England. 

On  Sunday  the  14'h  of  Sept,  about  eleven 
o’clock,  a  (hock,  of  an  earthquake  was  felt  at 
Derby  ;  and  we  are  web  informed  from  Leek, 
Alhborr.e,  Belprr,  and  other  places,  that  it 
was  felt  fn  a  much  (Longer  degree.

There  are  likewise  accounts  from  Nantwicb, 
Sec.  of  the  earthquake  being  felt  there. 

AMERICA. 

Philadelphia ,  June  14,  1777.  We  learn  from 
good  authority,  that  the  governor  of  New 
Orleans,  on  the  Miffiflippi,  has  feized  fo  r- 
teen  or  fifteen  fail  of  vedels  belonging  to 
Great-Britain,  by  way  of  reprifids,  for  feizing 
a  floop  on  Lake  Ponchartrain,  and  for  feveral 
o  her  infults offeied  to  the  Spanilh  government, 
p  rticularly  feiz  nga  number  of  American  vef- 
ie's  in  the  Mifiifftppi  laft  year.  The  governor 
has  aKo  o' dered  all  the  fubjedfs  of  George  o( 
Britain,  or,  as  they  are  termed  by  the  Spa- 
niards.  “  he  royalifis,”  to  d; pan.  his  govern¬ 
ment  immediately. 

Cbarles-Toiv*.  South  Carolina,  July  9.  Mon  -  , 
day  laft  the  Englilh  transport,  Ranuncullus, 
was  brought  inro  this  port  by  the  Reafonable 
privateer  of  18  guns;  her  cargo  c  nfids  of 
134  cohorn  mo  us,  47,865  cannon  balls, 
6558  bombs,  3511,000  charees,  245,000  muf 
ket  flints,  105,000  carbine  flints,  1017  quin¬ 
tals  of  yun  powder,  80  puiurals  of  matches, 
5517  muiktt-,  141  halberds,  4300  bandeliets, 
J7  wooden  chcfls,  406  iworfls,  and  530  belts. 

Kin/Jlon,  Jamaica,  J'.ly  iz.  A  gentleman 
who  w-s  pslivngeron  bo.rj  one  of  the  p.izes 
laft  fent  in,  mentions  upwards  of  twenty  fail 
of  private-rs  having  lately  been  fittpd  out  at 
the  port  i  f  Bofton,  for  the  avowed  purpofe  of 
intercepting  the  homeward  bound  trade  from 
this  ifland  ;  that  fcvcral  of  them  mounted  from 
twenty  to  tlvrty  guns  each,  were  full  manned, 
and  intended  to  cruize  in  conceit.  Sould  this 
piece  of  intelligence  even  p-ov;  true,  it  muft 
be  fome  conitflation  to  the  fnippc.s  from  this 
illand,  that  the  convoy  which  lately  failed  from 
hence  is  fo  well  p-cp:rid  to  receive  them. 

NtW'York,  July  zi.  The  people  called  j 
quakers,  of  this  province,  h  ve  fet  on  foot  a  1 
fubfeription  for  the  relief  of  thieir  diflrefied 
fellow  fubjefis,  at  the  head  of  which  is  the 
following  declaration,  viz. 

“  Mournfully  revolving  in  our  minds  the 
calamitous  circumlfacces  to  which  many  of 
our  fellow  c  eaturcs  are  neceffarily  reduced  in 
thefe  fad  days  of  public  flrife  and  contention, 
(of  which  we  heartily  pray  a  fpetdy  end)  and 
being  ever  deGrous  to  contribute  according  to 
our  ahi.ities,  to  the  relief  of  the  indigent,  and 
afford  comfort  to  the  diftrefl’ed  : 

“  We  the  fubferibers  make  the  following  do¬ 
nations,  fet  againfl  our  refpeftive  names  ; 
which  we  defire  may  be  applied  by  our  gover-  1 
nor  of  New-York,  in  fuch  proportions,  to] 
fucir  perfons,  and  lot  fuch  occalions,  as  to  him  j 


(hall  feem  m oft  fit  to  anfwer  the  end  bf  cuf 
con'ribution.” 

Albany  and  all  the  adjacent  country  is  aban- 
dotted  by  tliofe  who  brought  on  the  prefent 
rebellion,  and  many  of  the  poor  deluded  inha» 
bitanrs  left^o  fhift  for  therntelvcs. 

It  appears  that  General  Prefect,  when  taken, 
was  lome  mles  from  the  enejmpment,  and  ft> 
tar  from  being  appreherifive  of  danger,  had 
placed  only  a  Angle  centinel  at  the  door.

The  nominal  patriots,  wbetocr  font 
the  heat  of  the  weather,  or  the  warm  reception 
their  friends  met  with  at  7icor.de:  oga ,  have  tbiir 
v  fages  moft  amazingly  relaxed,  and  it  it  genet  ally 
believed,  they  will  not  be  again  I  raced  up,  even  by 
Chriftmas.  Upon  the  whole,  there  is  the  /Irongcfl 
reafon  to  believe  that  the  unfortunate  war  m  Ame¬ 
rica  will  come  to  a  fpcedy  conclufion ;  this  at  leaf 
is  the  hearty  w:Jh  of  every  mar.  who  has  the  gord 
cf  his  own  country  at  heart,  and  mufl  Jincerey  la¬ 
ment  thcjheddmg  of  Er.gli/h  blood

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fail'd  on  her  former  flation,  June  3,  for  two 
months,  off  Boffon  harbour. 

a.  They  write  from  Cork,  that  two  tranf- 
po.ts  are  loading  there  wi:h  fait  provtflon  on 
government  account,  for  Bermudas,  where  ma¬ 
gazines  are  to  be  kept  for  rh*  fupply  of  his 
majefly's  (hips  of  war  cruizing  in  the  At¬ 
lantic,  that  may  have  occafion  to  touch  at  that 
ifland,  and  be  in  want  thereof. 

4.  The  lords  of  the  admiia'ty  have  ordered 
a  new  fee  of  iignals  to  be  observed  by  the 
fllipe  that  arc  going  under  convoy  f om  Spit- 
head  to  America,  to  prevent  their  being  de¬ 
ceived  by  'he  Provincial  privateets,  who  a  e 
well  acquainted  with  the  fignds  ufually  prac- 
tifed  in  our  navy. 

11.  The  Court  of  Copenhagen  has  pub- 
liihed  a  pr-icla  mat  on,  forbidding  the  American 
priva  eers  from  entering  their  ports,  except  in 
cafe  of  diflrefs,  and  then  iq  depait  in  twenty- 
four  hours  after. 

1 1 .  Orders  have  been  given  to  the  artificers 
in  hi?  Majefly’s  dock  yard  at  Dtp  ford,  to 
work  double  tides,  in  build  ng  ten  final!  vcf- 
fels,  which  ate  to  carry  20  puns  each,  and  to 
Ciuize  againfl  the  Americans  ill  the  channel. 

The  Siates  General  have  at  laff,  after  va¬ 
rious  reptefentations  f.om  Sir  Jofeph  Yorke, 
the  Engliih  ambafludor,  published  a  pi  cart, 
ordering  fires  to  lie  kept  alight  in  the  light 
houfes  during  the  Summer  as  well  as  Wi  trr 
months  (which  was  not  cuflomaty)  for  the 
fafety  of  navigators  in  general. 

Letters  were  received  from  Admiral  Mann, 
on  the  Mediterranean  flaiion,  containing  an 
account  of  the  Avps  of  his  fquadron  having 
met  with  great  fuccefs  againfl  the  American 
privateers  and  merchantmen,  many  of  which 
he  has  taken.

“  Captain  Bateman,  of  the  Winchelfca  fri¬ 
gate,  met  with  a  large  merchantman  off 
Hilpaniola,  under  French  colours;  he  im¬ 
mediately  gave  chace,  and  form  cime  up 
whh  her,  and  lent  one  of  his  officers  on 
board  to  examine  where  fhe  was  bound  to, 
but  could  not  get  a  fatisfaftory  anfwcr,  till 
after  a  little  time  he  efpied  one  of  the  failors, 
whom  he  knew,  to  be  a  defertcr  from  his  ma¬ 
jefly’s  fervice  at  Portfmouth  ;  the  officer  im¬ 
mediately  fe  zed  the  fellow,  told  h;m  he 
was  his  prifoner,  and  unlcfs  he  acqininteo 
him  from  whence  the  (hip  came,  and  where 
Ihe  was  bound,  he  would  certainly  have  him 
hanged  for  dcfeition.  which  fo  intimidated  the 
fellow,  that  he  could  fcarcely  utter  a  fyllable 
more  than  to  beg  a  few  minutes  to  rrcol.'edl 
bimfelr.  which,  when  he  had  done,  he  told 
the  officer,  that  if  he  would  procure  his  par¬ 
don  he  would  anfwcr  his  queflions  ;  the  offi¬ 
cer  told  him,  if  he  would  tell  the  truth,  he 
would  endeavour  to  gee  him  pardoned  ;  the 
fe  low,  then,  without  hefitation,  defired  the 
officer  to  fcarch  an  arm-cheft  on  the  quirter- 


dee'e,  to  which  he  would  find  a  falfe  bottom 
and  there  wou  d  meet  wiih  papers  and  many 
letters,  which  would  give  him  great  fatis- 
faflion,  which  was  accordingly  done,  and  pa¬ 
pers  and  ma  -y  letters  were  found  from  Mr, 
Deane,  and  the  merch  mts,  to  the  congrefs  in 
America,  containing  an  account  of  the  bad 
fuccefs  Deane  bad  met  with  from  the  comt  of 
‘■'rnnee,  who  hud  declined  all  the  propofols  he 
had  made  for  embracing  the  .•  mericin  c,iufe, 
but  that  he  had  been  mere  fortunate  with  the 
"rincipal  me. eh  nts,  whodeclaied  they  would 
fupport  them  to  the  urmoft  of  their  power, 
and  that  they  had  then  fem  them  a  very  valu¬ 
able  cargo,  and,  in  the  courfe  of  a  few  months, 
would  fend  three  or  four  mote.  The  vcflcl 
was  immed  ately  felzed,  and  carried  into  Ja¬ 
maica  a  few  days  betore  the  licet  faded.-  »

Rtiftol,  Aug.  13.  nn  Sunday  and  Monday 
lall  arrived  in  King's  Road,  17  fail  „f  our  Ja¬ 
maica  fleer.  As  fo  n  as  they  cam  in,  (he  Tcn- 
dev  in  the  Road  difpatched  her  boats  to  prefs 
the  men.  when  fever-d  of  the  foilots  belonging 
to  the  fl.ct  got  into  their  boats,  and  were 
making  tiff  for  fliore,  who  were  accoidinglv 
purlutd  by  the  prefs-pang,  and  wantonly  fired 
upon,  by  which  the  boatfwain  of  the  Friend- 
Ihip  was  ki  led  on  the  fput,  and  fevcral  o:he  s 
wound,  d.  The  Tender  failed  the  next  day; 
but  as  the  fellow  is  known  who  (hot  the  boat- 
fwain,  it  is  hoped  he  will  be  brought  to  con- 

n  punifhment,  for  fo  grofs  a  vio’arion  of 
the  laws  cf  the  land.  We  hear  that  officers  art; 
Jifpatchcd  to  Plymouth  to  meet  the  Tender  on 
her  artival,  and  apprehifnd  the  delinquents. 

They  write  from  Falmouth,  that  a  frigate, 
a  (loop,  and  a  tender,  in  his  Majefly’s  fervice, 
faw  the  Carolina  fleet  (fourteen  in  numberl 
leave  the  port  ot  Charlcs-town,  and  immedi¬ 
ately  chafing  them,  took  ten,  and  have  brought 
them  fa  fe  home. 

The  L(t  letters  from  Newfoundland  men¬ 
tion,  that  Admiral  Montague  had  fitted  out 
feveral  armed  veflels  there,  and  fent  them  to 
ciuize  againfl  the  American  privateers,  by 
which  means  he  had  kept  that  court  pretty 
clear,  fo  that  veflels  may  now  fail  without 
danger  of  being  taken. 

This  day  an  exprefs  was  received  from  the 
Ifle  of  Wight,  w  th  an  account  of  the  fafe  ar¬ 
rival  of  all  tire  Jamaica  fleet,  bound  to  London, 
ofF  that  ifland,  all  well,  and  were  gone  off  for 
the  Downs. 

,•4.  The  number  of  U;e  of  battle  fhips  in 
commiffion,  and  now  on  cruizes  round  Eng¬ 
land,  and  lying  in  the  fever  I  ports  of  l’ortf- 
mouth,  Plymouth,  and  Chatham,  amount  to 
thirty-two,  from  90  guns  to  60. 
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into  his  majefty’s  fervice,  »nd  when  they  have 
pafied  two  mutters  on  board  their  refpeftive 
flii ps,  they  will  receive  the  king’s  bounty 
purfuant  to  proclamation. 

The  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  have  given  or¬ 
ders  to  the  officers  of  fmall  cruizers  to  ex¬ 
amine  all  the  billing  boats  on  the  French 
coaft,  and  to  make  reprifals  of  all  fuch  as 
(hall  be  found  to  hive  any  extra  number  of 
men  or  arms,  or  any  gunpowder  or  warlike 
(lores  on  board;  it  being  known  that  thofe 
fifliing  ve/Tels  fupply  the  American  privateers, 
without  the  latter  putting  into  port.

20.  An  enquiry  is  ordered  to  be  made  into 
the  date  of  the  royal  timber  in  Ireland, 
and  a  circumftantial  account  to  be  fent  to 
■London. 

20.  Late  laft  night  a  riot  happened  in  New 
gate.  For  feveral  days  pad  a  plan  had  been 
formed  among!!  the  prifoners  to  make  a  ge¬ 
neral  infurreftion  on  the  keepers.- -  It 

.  was  fuggefted,  it  feems,  by  a  woman,  and  the 
chief  conduft  in  the  execution  was  given  to 
Patrick  Madan,  principally  affided  by  an  in 
famous  gang,  who  have  been  fentenced  to 
a  very  long  imprifonnrent  in  that  gaol,  for 
the  riot  in  Moorfield',  and  who,  from  the 
nafure  of  the  crime  of  wh'ch  they  weie  con- 
vifted,  cannot  legally  be  held  in  irons.  For 
feveral  days  pad  they  had  been  collecting 
together  a  quantity  of  bricks,  which  they 
took  an  opportunity  of  p'cking  out  of  the 
walls  in  different  parts  of  (he  p  ifon.  They 

had  got  above  a  cart-lo-td  in  all. - About 

half  after  nine  o’clock,  when  the  keepers 
were  locking  up,  they  were  affiulted  by  a 
(bower  of  bricks.  Jt  f  erns  it  was  the  in¬ 
tention  of  the  prifoners  to  make  their  efcape 
by  that  part  of  the  gaol  which  is  next  to  the 
debtors  fide.  Mr.  Akerman  and  his  people 

immed’ately  attacked  them. - The  whole 

prifon  joined  in  the  rirt. - The  watchmen 

of  the  neighbourhood  were  called  to  aid  the 
keepers,  and  the  butchers  from  Fleemsrke: 
(hewed  great  alacrity  in  affifting  Mr.  Aker¬ 
man,  who,  at  the  hazard  of  h;s  life,  wen:  in 
amongft  them,  and  feiz^d  on  Madan  ;  after 
which  the  reft  foon  retreated  to  (heir  wa-ds 
In  tl.e  feuffle,  it  feems,  Madan  received  a 
flight  wound,  but  there  was,  upon  the  whole, 

very  little  mifehief  done. - Immediately 

on  the  rioters  being  (ecured,  Mr.  Akerman 
gave  them  every  affiftmee  in  h  s  power,  and 
lent  for  M  firs.  Glover  and  Yates,  two  fur- 
geons  in  the  neighbourhood,  by  whom  thofe 
who  were  wounded  are  now  attended,  and  it  is 
laid,  are  all  in  a  fair  way  of  recovery. 

Several  of  the  feamen  that  came  home  in 
the  Eaft  India  (hips,  the  Leeward  Ifland  and 
and  Jamaica  fleet,  have  entered  volunteers 
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Whitehall,  Anguft  22,  T777. 

Copy  of  a  letter  from  the  honourable  genera! 
oir  William  Howe  to  Lord  George  Ger¬ 
main. 

New-York,  July  5,  1777. 

My  Lord, 

HAVING  ettablifhed  a  corps  fufficient  for 
the  defence  of  Amboy,  the  army  affembled 
at  Brunfwickon  the  tzth  of  June. 

The  enemy’s  principal  force  being  encamped 
upon  die  mountain  above  Quibble-  s  own,  with 
a  corps  of  t*o  thoufand  men  at  Prince-Town, 
it  was  thought  advifable  to  make  a  movement 
in  two  columns  from  Brunfwfck  on  the  14th 
in  the  morning,  leaving  Brigadier-genera! 
Mathew  with  zooo  men  to  guard  that  poft. 

I  he  (li  ft  divifion  under  the  command  of  Lord 
Cornwallis  advanced  to  Hillfborough,  and  the 
(icond  to  Middle-Buffi  under  the  command  of 
Lieutenant-general  Dd  Heifter,  with  a  view 
ol  drawing  on  an  aftion,  if  the  enemy  (hould 
remove  from  the  mountain  towards  the  De¬ 
laware  ;  but  on  finding  their  intention  to 
keep  a  pofition  which  it  would  not  have  been 
prudent  to  attack,  I  determined  without  lofs 
of  time  to  purfue  the  principal  objefts  of  the 
campaign  by  withdrawing  ..the  army  from 
Jerky  ;  and  in  confequence  of  this  determi¬ 
nation  returned  to  the  camp  at  Brunfvvick  on 
the  jqth,  and  marched  from  thence  to  Am¬ 
boy  the  iid,  intending  to  crofs  to  Stnten- 
Ifland,  from  whence  the  embarkation  was  to 
take  p!ace. 

Upon  quitting  the  camp  at  Brunfwick,  the 
enemy  brought  a  few- troops  forwards  with  two 
or  three  pieces  of  cannon,  which  they  fired 
at  the  utmoft  range  with. ut  the  lead  execu¬ 
tion 
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tion  or  any  return  from  us  :  they  alfo  pufhcd 
fome  battalions  into  the  woods  to  harrafs  the 
rear  where  Lord  Cornwallis  commanded,  wmo 
fo on  difperfed  them,  with  the  lofs  of  only 
two  men  tiled  and  thirteen  wounded;  the 
enemy  having  nine  killed  and  about  thirty 
wounded. 

The  neceflary  preparations  being  finifhed  for 
eroding  the  troops  to  Staten-illand,  intelli¬ 
gence  was  received  that  the  enemy  had  moved 
down  from  the  mountain,  and  taken  pod  at 
Quibble-Town,  intending,  as  it  was  given 
out,  to  attack  the  rear  of  the  army  removing 
from  Amboy  ;  that  two  corps  had  al'o  ad 
vanced  to  their  left ;  one  of  3000  men  and 
eight  pieces  of  cannon,  under  the  command 
of  Lord  Stirling,  Generals  Maxwell  and  Con- 
avay,  the  lad  (aid  to  be  a  captain  in  the 
French  fervice  ;  the  other  corps  confided  of 
about  700  men,  with  only  one  piece  of  can¬ 
non. 

In  this  fituation  of  the  enemy,  it  was 
judged  advisable  to  make  a  movement  that 
might  lead  on  to  an  attack,  which  was  done 
the  zfith  in  the  morning  in  two  columns : 
the  right,  under  the  command  of  Lord  Corn¬ 
wallis,  with  Major  general  Grant,  Brigadiers 
Mathew  and  Leilic,  and  Cclonii  Donop,  took 
the  route  by  Woodbridgc  towards  Scotch- 
Plains  :  the  left  column  where  I  was,  with 
IVIojor-generals  Sterne,  Vaughan  and  Crey, 
Brigadiers  Cleaveland  and  Agnew,  marched 
by  Metuchin  mecting-houfe  to  join  the  rear 
of  the  right  column  in  the  road  from  thence 
to  Scotch  Plains,  intending  to  have  taken  fe- 
parate  routes  about  two  miles  after  the 
junffion,  in  order  to  have  attacked  the  ene¬ 
my’s  left  flank  at  Quibble-Town.  Four  bat¬ 
talions  were  detached  in  the  morning,  with 
fix  pieces  of  cannon,  to  take  poit  at  Bonham- 
Town. 

The  rigty  colomn, -having  fallen  in  with  the 
aforementioned  corps  of  700  men  loon  a' ter 
palling  Woodbridgc,  gave  the  alarm,  by  the 
tiring  that  enfued,  to  their  main  army  at 
Quibble-Tbwn,  which  retired  to  the  :.,oun- 
tain  with  the  utmoff  precipitation.  The 
fmall  corps'  was  clofely  pulhed-by  the  light 
troops,  and  with  difficulty  got  olT  their  piece 
of  cannon. 

Lord  Cornwallis,  fonn  after  he  was  upon 
the  road  leading  to  Scotch-Plains  from  Metu¬ 
chin  Meeting-Houfc,  came  up  with  the  corps 
commanded  by  Lord  Stirling,  who  he  found 
advantageoufly  ported  in  a  country  much  co¬ 
vered  with  wood,  and  his  artillery  well  dil- 
pofed.  The  king's  troops,  vying  with  each 
other  upon  this  occafion,  prefled  forward  to 
fuch  clofe  affion,  that  the  enemy,  though  in¬ 
clined  to  refift,  could  not  long  maintain  their 
ground  againft  fo  great  impetu  jftty,  but  were 
difperfed  on  all  fides,  leaving  behind  three 
pieces  of  brafs  ordnance  ;  three  captains  and 
fixty  men  killed,  and  upwards  of  two  hun¬ 
dred  officers  and  men  wounded  and  taken. 

ILs  lordfhip  had  five  men  killed,  and  thirty 


wounded.  Captain  Finch  of  the  light  com'- 
pany  of  the  guards,  was  the  only  officer  who 
I  offered,  and  to  my  great  concern  the  wound 
he  received  proving  mortal,  he  died  the  20th 
of  June  at  Amboy. 

The  troops  engaged  in  this  aflion  were  the 
fitft  light  infantry,  firft  Pritifli  grenadiers,  firft, 
fecond,  and  third  Heffian  grenadiers,  firft  bat¬ 
talion  of  guards,  Heffian  chafTeurs,  and  the 
queen’s  ranges.  1  take  the  liberty  of  parti¬ 
cularizing  thefe  corps,  as  lord  Cornwallis,  in 
his  report  to  me,  fo  highly  extols  their  merit 
and  ardour  upon  this  attack.  One  pi  ce  of 
cannon  was  taken  by  the  guard?,  the  other 
two  by  colonel  Mingerode’s  ba-aliion  of  Hef- 
lian  grenadiers 

The  enemy  was  porfued  as  far  as  Wcflfield, 
with  little  effeft,  the  day  proving  fo  intenfely 
h -  t,  that  the  foldtets  could  with  difficulry  con¬ 
tinue  their  march  thither;  in  the  mean  time 
it  gave  opportunity  for  thole  filing  to  efcape, 
hy  fculktng  in  the  thick  woods,  until  night 
favoured  their  retreat  to  the  motnratn. 

The  army  hy  that  night  at  Weftfield,  re¬ 
turned  the  next  day  to  Rriway,  and  the  day 
to, lowing  to  Amboy.  On  the  30th,  at  ten 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  the  troops  began  to 
crofs  over  to  Staten  Mhnd,  and  the  rear  guard, 
under  the  command  of  lord  Cornwallis,  palled 
at  two  in  the  afternoon,  without  the  leaff  ap¬ 
pearance  of  an  enemy. 

7  he  embarkation  of  the  troops  is  proceed¬ 
ing  with  the  utmoft  difpatch,  and  1  {hall  have 
the  honour  of  fending  your  lordfhip  further  in¬ 
form  tion  as  foon  as  the  troops  are  landed  at 
the  place  of  their  dertination,

Ex  raft  of  a  letter  from  lieutenant-general 
Burgoyne  to  the  honourable  Sir' William 
Ilowe,  dated  Camp  before  Ticonccroea, 
July  2,  r777- 

I  watt  only  fome  neccflarles  of  the  heavy 
artillery,  which  have  been  retarded  by  contrary 
winds  upon  Lake  Champlain,  to  open  bat¬ 
teries  upon  Ticonderooa. 

The  army  is  in  the  fullert  powers  of  health 
and  fpitit.  I  have  a  large  body  of  favage6,  and 
(hall  be  joined  by4a  larger  in  a  few  days.  Ti- 
conderoga  reduced,  I  Hull  leave  behind  me 
proper  engineers  to  put  it  in  an  impregnable 
(late;  and  it  will  be  garrifined  from  Canada, 
where  all  the  deftineu  fupplies  are  fafely  ar¬ 
rived.  My  force  tberefiJrc  will  be  left  complete 
for  future  operations.” 

Sir  George  Collier,  commander  of  the  Rain¬ 
bow,  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Stephens,  dated  Hali¬ 
fax,  July  n.  1777,  gives  an  account  of  taking 
the  Hancock  t'riga  e,  commanded  by  Mr. 
M  nicy,  after  a  efface  of  39  hours. 

“  1  fern  my  firft  1. eutena.it,  Mr.  Haynes,  to 
t-’ke  pofleffion  She  proved  to  be  a  rebel  fri¬ 
gate,  fitted  out  by  the  Congrefs,  called  the 
Hancock,  of  32  guns,  ntollly  jz  pounders, 

,  and 
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snd  had  about  429  men  on  board  :  her  com¬ 
plement  is  290  men  ;  the  remainder  were  in 
the  Fox.  She  is  a  very  large  frigate,  quite 
new  off  the  Hocks;  and  1  arn  informed,  that, 
though  from  her  foolnefs  and  their  mifma- 
nagement  we  came  up  with  her,  yet  that  (he  is 
one  of  the  faftelt  failing  fhips  ever  built. 

Mr.  Manley  informed  me,  that  the  (hip  the 
Flora  was  in  chace  of,  was  his  m:-jefty’s  (hip 
the  Fox  of  28  guns,  which  he  had  laiely  taken 
on  the  banks  of  Newfoundland;  and  that  the 
oilier  frigate  was  the  Boftonof  30  guns,  com¬ 
manded  by  M'Neal.  I  found  Capt.  Fother- 
ingham,  late  commander  of  the  Fox,  and  40 
of  his  people,  on  board  the  Hancock  ;  but  his 
officers  and  fome  of  his  men  were  put  on  board 
the  Bofton  frigate,  and  the  remainder  fent  iri 
a  filhing  veflel  to  Newfoundland. 

After  taking  out  the  prifoners,  I  found  it 
neceffary,  from  their  numbers  being  very  near 
as  many  as  my  own  fhip’s  company,  to  return 
to  Halifax,  where  I  arrived  with  my  prize  on 
the  nth  inftant. 

I  had  the  great  fatisfaftion  on  my  a' rival  10 
find  the  Flora  and  the  Fox  both  here;  (lie  had 
retaken  the  1  trer  (hort'y  afier  I  pafied  her.” 

Sir  GeorgiCollier,  in  the  above  letter,  aLfo 
gives  an  account. 

That  advice  being  received  on  the  i<Sih  of 
June,  of  a  party  of  the  rebels,  fuppoled  to 
confift  of  aboiu  200  nun,  having  landed  in  the 
river  St.  John’s,  he  ordered  captain  Hawker 
of  the  Mermaid,  with  the  Gage  armed  (loop 
and  Nova  Scotia  armeJ  fchocner,  to  proceed 
with  the  utmoll  expedition  into  that  river; 
that  major-general  Madly  ordered  feme  of  the 
highland  regiment  to  embark  on  board  the 
Mermaid;  that  he  alfo  ordered  the  Vulture 
(loop,  and  the  Hope  fchooner,  from  the  bafon 
of  Minas  and  Annapolis,  to  join  captain  haw¬ 
ker;  and  that  a  detachment  was  likewife  fent 
from  foit  Cumberland  under  brigade  major 
Stedholm,  who  was  to  command  all  the  troops 
on  this  fervice.  Th.t  captain  Hawker  arriv- 
ing  off  Sr.  John’s  road  on  the  27th,  found  the 
Vulture  in  that  river,  and  was  informed  by 
captain  Feattus,  that  .the  rebels  had  taken  pof- 
fejfion  of  the  town,  and  had  fired  on  his  b  ats, 
and  wounded  fix  of  his  men  on  attempting  to 
land.  That  when  the  Mermsid  anchored  in 
the  road,  the  rebels  qu  tied  the  town,  and 
pofied  themfelves  in  the  woods,  round  the 
harbour;  that  neither  the  Hope,  nor  any  of  the 
armed  velfids  wi  h  the  troops  f  om  fort  Cumber¬ 
land,  were  arrived  ;  but  that  captain  Hawker 
neverthelefs,  thinking  he  had  a  fufficient  foice 
to  attack  the  rebels,  made  a  difpofition  accor¬ 
dingly;  that  major  Stedholm  cii'ically  arriv¬ 
ing,  look  the  command  of  the  detachment 
upon  their  landing,  and  marched  them  into 
the  woods,  riividrng  his  party  fo  well,  and  giv¬ 
ing  fobri/k  a  fire,  that  the  rebels  were  foon  put 
to  flight ;  and  being  better  acquainted  with  the 
country  than  the  king’s  troop*,  made  their 
efcape  by  gaining  the  whale  boats,  and  pu(hed 
up  the  river  above  the  falls.  The  lofs  on 
either  fide  was  very  inconfiderafale.

Fhave  the  honour  to  acquaint  your  lordfhip, 
that  the  enemy  was  diflodged  from  Ticonde- 
roga  and  Mount-Ind'pendcnceon  the  6th  inft. 
and  were  driven  on  the  fame  day  beyond  Ske- 
nelborough  on  the  right,  and  to  Huberton  on 
the  left,  wiih  the  lofs  of  128  pieces  of  can¬ 
non,  all  their  armed  vefiels  and  batteaux,  the 
vreatelt  part  of  their  baggage,  ammunition, 
prov.fion  and  military  (toics  to  a  very  large 
amount. 

Th's  fuccefs  has  been  followed  by  events 
equally  for  innate  and  1  apid.  I  fubjoin  fucb  a 
detail  of  circumftances  as  the  time  will  permit; 
and,  for  his  majefty’s  futher  information,  I 
beg  leave  to  sefer  ycur  iordlhip  to  Capt.  Gard¬ 
ner,  my  aid  decamp,  whom  I  have  thought  it 
neceflary  to  difpaich  with  news  fo  important

feJf,cn  °f  pnrliamcnt  has  been  opened  wi'h 
a  fpteeb  from  the  throne,  from  which  we  have 
reafon  to  expefi  that  the  great  powers  op  Europe 
are  well  difpofed  towards  a  Jlatt  of  pacification, 
and  that  we  have  grounds  to  believe  that  our  arms 
in  America  have  been  fuccefftl.  Nevcrthelefs, 
lord  North,  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  upon  the 
motion  fot  the  addrefs,  acknowledged  he  was  to 
tally  in  the  dark  with  regard  to  the  late  operations 
in  America,  Hence  we  may  conclude  that  no  dif- 
pntebes  have  bten  received  officially  f  om  general 
Howe  or  general  Burgoyne  ;  though,  from  repented 
accounts  from  various  parts  of  America,  it  is  gene¬ 
rally  believed  that  Sir  William  Howe  has  obtained 
a  viElory  over  Mr  Washington ,  and  is  aflually  in 
pojfeffon  of  Philadelphia,  A  very  fbort  fpacc  of 
time  muff  determine  tbfe  penis ,  and  fet  us  right 
with  regard  to  the  real  Jituaticn  of  general  Bur¬ 
goyne.  The  oppofition  have,  as  might  be  expe Bed, 
availed  tbemfelves  of  the  ignorance  of  the  min  ft  .y 
in  this  refpetl,  and  a' tacked  lord  Germaine  and  lord 
North  with  uncommon  feverity  in  the  debates  that 
have  occurred  upon  the  fubjefi.  Lord 1  Chatham 
took  the  lead  in  the  upper  houfe,  ar.d  in  a  long 
winded  Jpeecb,  pompous  and  f.owery,  abufed  admi- 
niftration  for  adopting  meafures,  which  he  himfclf 
when  in  power,  thought  eligible.

Camp  at  the  Head  of  Elk,  Auguft  30,  1777. 

My  Lord, 

The  duplica*et  of  ycur  brdlhip’s  difpatches. 
No.  10,  it,  and  12,  with  an  original.  No.  13, 
I  had  the  honour  to  receive  on  the  1 6th  inti, 
by  th-  Eagle  packet. 

My  la(i  difpatches  advifed  your  lord fb ip  of 
the  embarkation  of  the  army  at  Staten  ifland, 
from  whence  the  fleet  failed  on  the  23a  of  July, 
and  arrived  off  the  Capes  of  Delaware  on  the 
30th  following;  when,  from  information,  I 
judged  it  mold  advifable  to  proceed  to  Chefa- 
pe  k-bay:  bur,  meeting  with  conftanc  unfa¬ 
vourable  winds,  we  did  notenter  the-bav  un¬ 
til  the  i6lh  inft.  from  which  tioie  the  w;nds 
proving  fair,  the  fleet  arrived  at  the  mouth  ,.f 
Elk  river  on  the  2’d,  through  a  very  difficult 
navigation  ;  and  the  army  landed  on  the  25’h 
at  Elk  ferry,  the  enemy’s  army  being  then  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Philadelphia. 

On  the  28th  a  corps  of  the  army  marched 
from  the  ferry  to  this  place,  by  the  weft  fide  of 
the  river,  leaving  lieutenant  general  Knyp- 
haufen  with  three  brigades  in  that  camp,  and 
one  brigade  on  the  communcation. 

The  corps  commanded  by  general  Knvp- 
hanfen  will  crofs  the  ferry  to  Cecil  Co.rt 
houfe  to-morrow,  and  is  t„  fordn  a  juli&ion 
with  this  on  the  3d  next  enfumg,  about  eight 
nvles  on  this  fde  of  Chriftian-  bridge. 

The  enemy’s  army  is  at  this  time  encamp¬ 
ed  behind  Brandy-wine  Creek,  with  an  ad¬ 
vanced  corps  on  White-clay  Creek  :  Their 
force  confilts  of  about  fif'ecn  thuufand  men, 
including  militia  ;  neverthelefs  I  am  of  opi¬ 
nion  it  will  be  a  difficult  matter  to  bring  them 
to  a  general  aftion,  even  though  it  fllould  be 
in  the  defence  0/  Philadelphia.

SIR, 

I  informed  you  in  my  bft  letter,  of  the  qth 
of  july,  that  the  part  of  the  army  in'-nded  by 
the  general  for  a  particular  ferviee  was  em¬ 
barked. 

I  put  to  fca  ftom  Sandy  Bock  with  the  fleet, 
confiding  in  the  whole  of  267  fail,  rbe  23d  of 
the  fame  month,  being  the  ea  licff  opportuni¬ 
ty  the  weather  would  admit  ;  but  having  fre¬ 
quent  calms,  and  other-wife  conllant  fouth- 
wsft  and  foatherly  w  nds  in  the  mean  time, 
4  1  2  the 
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the  progrefs  of  the  armament  was  fo  much  re¬ 
tarded,  that  we  were  not  advanced  along  the 
coaft  fo  far  as  the  Delaware  bebv  e  the  19'!), 
nor  off  the  Ca.  es  o'-  Virginia,  the  deflinaion 
of  the  He  t,  until  the  1  4th  inflai 

The  wind  then  changing  to  the  eaflward, 
the  fleet  proceeded  on,  and  anchored  next  day 
within  the  entrance  of  Clv-fapcak  hay.  By 
the  attention  of  capratn  Griffith,  command-tig 
in  the  re-r.  3nd  the  general  good  difpofbioii 
of  the  mailers  of  the  tranipoits,  the  paliage 
was  effedf-d  without  reparation 

Capt.  H  mmo  id,  who  had  acquired  a  very 
CTrefl  knowledge  of  the  naviga  ion,  was  with¬ 
drawn  from  the  Del ‘ware,  the  Roebuck  being 
replaced  by  the  Liverpool,  aud  charged  with 
the  care  of  flattening  pit. per  pilot  vefTels  to 
mark  out  the  channel  up  the  Chcfapeak  bay. 
The  ft  .-t,  with  that,  and  the  lui titer  affift- 
ance  oc  good  pints,  being  fate  conduced  up 
to  the  head  ol  the  bay,  anrhored  between  the 
Saf.frar  and  elk  rivers  the  2ad. 

H  viog  attended  the  general  to  reconnoitre 
the  adjacent  Ihores  next  day,  the  defeent  was 
fixed  to  be  made  on  the  25th  in  the  Elk. 

The  debirkation  of  the  armv  was  to  he 
made  on  this  occafion  in  five  divifton«,  cor- 
refpondent  to  the  number  of  men  which  could 
be  regularly  landed  from  the  flat  boats  at  the 
fame  time. 

The  covering  fhipj,  confiding  of  the  Roe¬ 
buck,  with  the  Apollo,  Sphynx,  Vigilant, 
Senegal,  and  Swift,  moving  up  the  liver  in 
the  morning  of  the  25th,  the  flat  boats  under 
the  chief  command  of  captain  Duncan,  with 
the  infantry  of  the  fitft  dividon,  advanced,  and 
were  fo  lowed  in  fuectffion  by  the  tranfports  of 
the  fecond  and  tltiid  div  lions. 

No  preparation  being  made  to  oppnfe  the 
defeent,  the  tranfports  of  the  other  diviftons 
were  alfo  o-dered  forward  t  and  the  wholear- 
my,  with  the  nccefhry  proportion  of  artillery 
and  (lores,  were  landed  the  fame  day  on  the 
norther  Ibore,  oppoftte  to  Cecil  Court  Hotife, 
about  fix  ntijes  from  Turkey  Point.

The  'ollowing  letter  from  lieutenant-general 
Burgoyne  to  lord  George  Germain,  was  yefter- 
day  received  by  an  armed  tranfport  that  failed 
from  CJoebec  the  7th  of  Oftober.

My  lord, 

Tn  my  lafl  difpatch  (a  duplicate  of  which 
wll  r'e  iuctofed  herewith)  I  had  the  honour 
to’  f  rrn  your  lordlh'p  of  the  nroctedings  of 
ft-r  army  under  my  command  to  the  30th  of 

J»'y. 

From  ’hat  period  to  the  15I1  of  Augufl 
every  pniTible  meafu.-e  was  employed  to  bring 
forward  batteaux,  provifron  and  ammunition, 
from  Fort  George  to  the  firfl  navigable  part  of 
Hudfon’s  river;  a  d  fiance  of  eighteen  miles, 
the  roads  In  fome  parts  deep,  and  in  others 
W'nring  gre't  repiir.  Of  the  horfes  furnifh- 
»d  by  cofitwvt  to  Canada  not  more  ihan  a  third 
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part  was  yet  arrived.  The  delay  was  not  im¬ 
putable  to  neglefl,  hut  to  the  natural  accidents 
attending  fo  long  and  intricate  a  embinatio* 
ot  land  and  water  carriage.  Fifty  team  of  oxen, 
which  had  been  collefled  in  the  c  oniry  rhro' 
which  I  had  maiched,  were  added  to  aflift  the 
tranfpo  t  ;  but  thefe  tefources  together  weie 
found  far  inadequate  to  the  purpofes  of  feed¬ 
ing  the  army  and  forming  a  magazine  at  the 
fame  time.  Exceed  ng  heavy  rains  augmented 
the  impediments,  it  was  often' nectifoy  to 
employ  ten  or  twelve  oxen  upon  a  Angle  bat- 
teau  :  and  arter  the  tit  mod  exertions  for  the 
fifteen  day*  above  dated,  there  were  not  above 
four  days  provifimi  beforehand,  nor  above  ten 
batteaux  in  the  Hudfon’s  river. 

Intelligence  had  icached  me,  that  lieutenant 
colonel  St.  Leger  was  before  fort  Stanwix, 
which  was  defended.  The  main  army  of  the 
enemy  oppofed  to  me  was  at  Still  Water,  a 
place  between  Saratogha  and  the  mouth  of  the 
Mohawk. 

A  r  pid  movement  forward  appeared  to  he 
of  the  utmofl  coafegucnce  at  this  period.  The 
enemy  could  not  have  proceeded  up  the 
Mohawk  without  putting  themfelves  between 
two  fires,  in  cafe  lieutenant-colonel  St.  Leger 
Ihould  have  fuceeeded,  and  at  heft  being  cut  off 
by  my  army  from  Albany;  they  muff  either 
therefore  have  flood  an  aftion,  have  fallen  back 
towards  Albany,  or  have  paffed  (he  Hudfon’s 
river,  in  order  to  fecure  a  retreat  to  New-Eng- 
land  ffgher  up.  Which  ever  of  thefe  meafurcs 
they  had  t-ken,  fo  that  the  king’s  army  had 
been  enabled  to  advance,  colonel  Sr.  Leper’s 
operations  would  have  been  affifled,  a  junction 
with  him  probably  feettred,  and  the  whole 
country  of  the  Mohawk  opened. 

To  maintain  the  communication  wiih  Fort 
George  during  fttch  a  movement,  fo  as  to  be 
fttppl  ed  by  daily  degrees  at  a  diftance  conti¬ 
nually  increaftng,  was  an  obvious  impoffibi- 
lity.  The  army  was  much  too  weak  to  have 
afforded  a  chain  of  polls  t  efcorts  for  every 
feparate  tranfport  would  have  been  a  flifl 
greater  drain  :  nor  could  any  have  been  made  fo 
flrong  as  to  force  their  way  through  fuch  po- 
fi t ions  as  the  enemy  might  take  in  one  night’s 
march  from  the  White  Creek,  where  they  had 
a  numerous  militia.  Had  the  enemy  remained 
fupinc  through  fear  or  want,  or  want  of  com¬ 
prehending  fo  palpable  an  advantage,  the  phy¬ 
tic. I  impo Hlhility  of  being  fupplled  hy  deg  ees 
from  Fort  George  was  flill  in  force,  bocaufe  a 
new  neceflity  of  land  carriage  for  nine  miles 
a’iles  at  Still  Water;  and  in  pro:  orrion  'bat 
carriages  had  been  brought  forward  to  that 
place,  the  tranfpcri  mull  have  ceafed  behind. 

The  alternative  therefore  was  fnort  ;  either 
fo  telinquifh  the  Lvouiable  opportunity  ol  ad¬ 
vancing  upon  the  enemy,  or  to  attempt  other 
refourcesof  fupply. 

It  was  well  known  that  the  enemy’s  fupplies 
in  live  cattle  from  a  large  traft  of  country 
paired  by  the  route  of  Manchcller,  Arlington, 
and  other  parrs  of  the  Hamplbire  grants  to 
Bennington,  in  otder  to  be  occaftonally  con¬ 
veyed 
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vry*&  from  thence  to  the  main  army.  A  large 
dt  pot  or  corn  and  of  wheel  carriages  was  a  IT  > 
io;  njes!  it  the  fame  place,  and  the  ufual  guard 
■was  militia,  though  it  varied  in  numb'T  from 
c.i,  t  day.  A  fcheme  was  formed  to  furprlze 
B  nnington.  The  y  >f!efTioB  of  the  cattle  and 
car  :a  >es  would  certainly  have  enabled  the  armv 
to  leave  their  diftant  magazines,  and  to  have 
added  with  energy  and  difpatch.  Succefs  would 
alfo  have  anfwcred  many  fecondary  purpofes. 

hicutenant-colonel  Baum,  an  officer  well 
qualified  for  the  undet taking,  was  fixed  upon 
to  command.  He  had  under  him  two  hun¬ 
dred  difmounted  diag'ons  of  the  regiment  of 
Riefdefel,  captain  Frafer’s  markfman,  which 
were  the  only  Biirifh,  al!  the  Canadian  volun¬ 
teers,  a  party  of  the  Provincials  who  perfeftlv 
knew  the  country,  an  hundred  Indians,  and 
two  light  pieces  of  cannnn.  The  whole  de¬ 
tachment  amounted  to  above  five  hundred 
mrn.  The  inftruOlons  were  pofitive  to  keep 
the  regular  corps  ported  while  the  light  troops 
felt  their  way,  and  not  to  incur  the  danger 
of  being  furtounded,  or  having  a  retreat  cut 

•ff. 

Tn  order  to  facilitate  this  operation,  and  to 
be  ready  to  take  advantage  of  its  fuccefs.  the 
army  moved  up  'he  eart  (here  of  Hudfon’s 
river  on  the  14th,  a  bridge  was  formed  of 
rafts,  over  which  the  advanced  corps  parted, 
and  encamped  at  Sita'oeha  ;  lieutenant  C’- 
lone!  Breyman’s  corps  were  ported  near  Bat¬ 
ten-kiln,  and  upon  intelligence  from  lieute¬ 
nant  colonel  Baum  the  enemy  was  flro-’ger  at 
Bennington  thin  expefhd,  and  were  aware  of 
his  attack,  that  coips,  confiding  of  the 
Brunfwick  g-enadter?,  light  infantry,  and 
charteurs,  were  fent  forward  to  fnrtain  him. 

It  (ince  appears  that  lieutenant  colonel 
Baum,  not  having  been  able  to  complete  his 
march  undifeovered,  was  joined  at  a  place 
called  Ssnrcoick  Mills,  about  four  miles  ffiort 
of  B-nnington,  by  many  people  profefling 
themfelves  to  he  loyal  fts.  A  provmciai  gen 
tleman  of  confidence,  who  had  been  fent  with 
the  detachment,  a«  knowing  the  country,  and 
the  cha’arters  cf  the  inhabitants,  was  fo 
incau  ious  as  to  leave  ar  liberty  fuch  asfook  the 
oa'hs  of  allegiance.  His  credulity  and  their 
profligacy  caufed  the  firft  misfortune.  Colonel 
Baum  was  induced  to  proceed  without  fnffi 
cient  knowledge  of  the  ground  ;  his  defign 
was  betrayed  ;  the  men  who  bad  taken  the 
oaths  were  the  firft  to  fire  upon  him  ;  he  was 
attacked  on  all  Tides  ;  he  (hewed  great  per- 
fonal  courage,  but  was  overpoweted  by  num¬ 
bers.  n 

During  this  time  Lientenant-colonel  Brey- 
man  was  upon  the  march  through  a  heavy  rain. 
And  fuch  woe  the  other  impediments  flared  in 
that  offr  er's  report,  of  had  roads,  tired  horfes, 
&c.  difficulties  in  parting  artillery  cartiages, 
that  he  was  f.om  eight  in  the  morning  of  the 
15th  to  four  in  the  afternoon  he  following  day 
making  about  twenty  four  Miles.  He  enga¬ 
ged,  fought  gallantly,  and  drove  the  enemy 
from  three  feveral  he  ghts,  but  was  too  late  to 
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fuccour  colonel  Baum,  who  was  made  prifoner, 
and  a  confiderab'e  part  of  bis  dragoons  were 
killed  or  taken.  The  failure  of  ammunition, 
from  an  accideniial  break  ng  to  pieces  of  a 
tumbril,  unfortunately  obliged  lieutenant  co¬ 
lonel  Bteyman  to  retire  with  his  conquering 
troops,  and  to  leave  behind  two  pieces  of  can¬ 
non,  befides  two  which  had  been  loft  by  lieu¬ 
tenant-colonel  Baum.  The  Indians  made 
good  their  retreat  from  the  firft  affair,  as  did 
captain  Frafer  with  part  of  his  company,  and 
many  of  Provincials  and  Canadians. 

The  lofs,  as  it  at  prefent  appears,  amouo's 
to  abrir  four  hundred  men  killed  and  taken  in 
both  atrtions,  and  twenty-fix  officers,  moftly 
prifoners;  bnt  itien  who  were  difperfed  in  the 
woods  drop  in  daily.  A  corredl  return  fnail 
be  transmitted  to  your  Lordfhip  the  firft  op¬ 
portunity. 

This,  my  lord,  is  the  true  ftate  of  the  e- 
vent.  I  have  not  dwelt  upon  errors,  breaufie 
in  many  inftances  they  were  counterbalanced 
by  fpirit.  The  enemy  will  of  courfe  find 
matter  of  parade  in  the  acquifition  of  four 
pieces  of  cannon,  but  thst  apart,  they  have 
fmall  caufe  for  exultation  $  their  lofs  in  killed 
and  wounded  being  more  than  double  to  ours, 
by  the  confertion  of  their  prifoners  and  defer- 
ter',  and  of  many  inhabitants  who  were  wit- 
nertes  to  the  burial  of  the  dead. 

The  chief  fubjeft  of  regret  on  our  fide,  after 
that  which  any  lofs  of  gallant  men  naturally 
occafions,  is  tfhe  difappointment  of  not  ob¬ 
taining  live  cattle,  and  the  lapfe  of  time  ia 
bringing  forward  the  magazines. 

The  heavy  work  is  now  nearly  completed, 
apd  a  new  bridge  of  boats  is  thrown  over  the 
Hudfon’s  river,  oppofite  to  Saratogha,  the  for¬ 
mer  one  of  rafts  having  been  carried  away  by 
the  fwell  of  water  after  the  late  continual  rains. 
When  enabled  to  move  nothing  within  my 
fcale  of  talent  (hall  be  left  unattempted  to  ful¬ 
fil  his  majefty’s  orders  ;  and  I  hope  circum- 
ftances  will  be  fuch  that  my  endeavours  may 
be  in  fome  degree  artirted  by  a  co  operation  of 
the  army  under  Sir  William  Howe.

Extra  of  a  letter  from  lieutenant-colonel  St.  Le¬ 
ge'  to  lieutenant-general  Burgoyne ,  brought  thro' 
the  •woods  by  an  Indian ,  dated  before  Fort  Stan - 
•wix,  aduguft  II,  1777. 

After  combating  the  natural  difficulties  of 
the  river  St.  Lawrence,  and  the  artificial  ones 
the  enemy  threw  into  my  way  at  Wood  Cfeek, 

I  Inverted  Fort  Stanwlx  the  3d  inftant.  On  the 
yth  I  learnt  from  difeovering  parties  00  the 
Mohawk  river,  that  a  body  of  one  thottfand 
militia  were  on  their  march  to  raife  the  fiege. 
On  the  confirmation  of  this  news  I  moved  a 
large  body  of  Indians,  with  fome  troops,  the 
fame  night,  to  lay  in  ambufeade  for  them  on 
their  march.  They  fell  into  it  :  the  com¬ 
pleted  viftoiy  was  obtained,  above  400  lay 
dead  on  the  field,  amongft  the  number  of  whom 
were  almoft  all  the  principal  movers  of  rebel¬ 
lion  in  that  country.  There  are  fix  0:  (even 

hun- 
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hundred  men  in  the  fort.  The  militia  will 
never  rally  ;  all  that  I  am  to  appiehend  there¬ 
fore  tha'  will  retard  mv  progrefs  in  joining  y  iu, 
is  a  te-inforcemeRt  of  what  they  call  their  re¬ 
gular  troops,  by  the  way  of  Half-Moon,  up 
the  Mohaw  k  river.  A  d  verfion  therefore  froth 
your  army  by  that  quarter, will  greatly  expedite 
my  junfticn  with  either  of  the  grand  armies. 

Letters  have  been  alfa  received  from  general 
fir  Guy  Catleton,  giving  an  account  of  an  at: 
tempt  made  by  a  large  body  of  the  rebels  on 
Ticondrroga,  and  Fort  Independ  nice,  on  the 
3  6th  of  September,  That  they  furprifed  and 
made  prifoners  part  of  four  compan  es  of  the 
53d  regiment  that  were  ftationed  at  the  Carry¬ 
ing  Place  and  Sugar  Loaf  Hill,  and  had  de- 
flroyed  fome  waggons,  boats,  &c.  but  had  been 
beaten  off  from  the  forts  by  the  garr.fons,  and 
upon  the  approach  of  a  reinforcement  from 
Crown  Point  had  withdrawn  entirely.  That 
colonel  St.  L'ger,  finding  Fort  Stanwix  too 
ffrongly  fortified,  and  the  garrifon  too  nume¬ 
rous  to  be  taken  by  afftult,  and  the  Indians 
being  alarmed  by  a  falfe  report  of  the  approach 
of  a  large  body  of  the  rebel  continental  troops, 
he  had  given  over  the  attempt  of  forcing  a 
paflage  down  the  Mohawk  river,  and  returned 
to  Montreal,  from  whence  he  had  proceeded 
to  Ticonderoga,  intending  to  join  lieutenant- 
general  Burgoyne  by  that  route. 

The  Queen's  Palace,  St.  James's  Park,  Nov.  4.

different  companies  in  their  barges,  to  Wed- 
minfter-hall,  and  took  the  oaths  appointed  for 
the  office,  at  the  Exchequer  bar ;  alter  which 
they  returned  In  the  fame  manner  by  water  to 
Black-friars-bridge.  and  proceeded  to  Guild¬ 
hall,  wher6  an  elegant  entertainment  was  pro- 
v;ded,  at  which  a  gteat  number  of  the  nobili¬ 
ty,  &c.  &c.  were  prefent.

To  which  his  majedy  was  pleafed  <®  return 
the  following  mod  gracious  anfwer  : 

I  thank  you  for  this  dutiful  addrefs,  and 
your  loyal  ecngratulationson  the  happy  delivery 
of  the  queen,  and  the  birth  of  another  princed. 

“  Jt. IS  my  invariable  objcid  to  prefeive,  and 
tranfmit  encire,  the  con'dlutional  liberties  of 
my  people,  which  J  fliill  ever  confider  as 
forming  the  bafis  of  my  government.”

Nov.  14.  The  Bienfaifant  man  of  war 
which  arrived  at  Plymouth,  Nov.  .4,  from 
Halifax,  (frem  whence  (he  failed  Oct.  16  ) 
at  the  mouth  of  Halifax  harbour  met  the 
Greyhound  frigate,  the  Captain  of  winch  dne 
on  board  the  liienfaifant  a  Newport  Gazette 
Extraordinary ,  of  Sunday  Otfober  5,  anJ  ano¬ 
ther  from  New  York  of  the  fame  dale,  con¬ 
taining  a  letter  from  General  Howe,  bn.iidht 
by  a  (loop  of  war  from  Chefapeak  Bay  to  Ge¬ 
neral  Chnton,  and  alfo  a  letter  from  Loid 
Howe  to  Sir  Peter  Parker  at  Rhode-Ifland, 
giving  an  account  of  what  had  happened  ftnee 
the  difembarkation  of  the  troops,  viz.  that 
General  Howe  came  up  with  the  Rebels  at 
Brandywine,  on  the  nth  of  September,  a- 
bout  five  o  clock  in  the  afternoon,  having  had 
feveral  fkirmtfhes  with  the  enemy’s  out  polls 
in  the  courfe  of  the  day,  and  the  Rebels  were 
at  lad  brought  to  a  general  aftion,  which  lad¬ 
ed  nil  dark,  when  Wafiiington,  t  king  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  night,  madca  precipitate  re¬ 
treat,  leaving  behind  a!)  hi«  cannon,  luggage, 
and  1800  of  their  dead  on  the  field.  That  on 
the  17th  another  adlion  had  happened  near 
the  Schuylkill,  where  Wafhing'on  was  again 
defeated  with  great  lofs.  Thai  General  Howe 
took  poffefljon  of  Philadelphia  the  24th,  wh’ch 
the  Rebels  ind  ntly  abandoned,  fetting  it  sn 
fire  in  three  places,  but,  from  the  vigilance  of 
the  troops,  and  the  affidance  affo.ded  by  the 
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inhabitants,  it  was  fioon  got  under,  with  very 
little  iofs.  The  Rebels  likewise  fet  fire  to  three 
frigates  in  the  harbour,  and  feveral  floating 
batteries.  Gen.  Howe  left  three  regiments  to 
g.rrifon  the  town,  and  fet  off,  full  fpeed,  with 
the  grenadiers,  light  infantry,  &c.  into  the 
Jerieys,  after  Walhiigtcn.  Provifions  of  all 
Jorcs  have  been  fent  into  Philadelphia  from 
the  country  around,  and  the  inhabitants  have 
promi.ed  to  ftirtiilh  the  a  my  with  every  ne- 
cUla.y,  in  abundance.  And  the  counties  of 
Newc.ftle,  Kent,  and  Sufiex,  had  alfo  fent 
Delegates  to  the  General,  offering  to  fupply 
him.  with  provilions,  if  they  could  be  proteff- 
ed,  and  that  he  had  left  a  brigade  there  for 
that  purpofe. —  1  lie  Dilpatch  floop  of  war  had 
arrived  a  New  York  from  Chefapeak  Bay, 
and  the  Hrilto!  and  Experiment,  with  their 
convoys  from  England. 

Admiralty  Office,  Nov.  18.  By  letters  from 
Sir.  George  Collier,  captain  ot  his  majefty’s 
fhip  the  Rainbow,  to  Mr.  Stephens,  it  ap¬ 
pears,  that,  in  order  to  defeat  an  invafion  de- 
ftgned  to  be  made  from  the  eaftern  parts  of 
New-England  on  the  province  of  Nova  Scotia, 
he  hid  proceeded  from  Halifax  in  the  (hip 
afoiementioned,  with  the  Blonde,  Mermaid, 
ar.d  Hope  floop,  under  his  command,  to  Ma- 
clius,  where  he  arrived  the  13th  of  Aitguft  ; 
that  having  landed  the  Marines  from  the  /hips 
the  following  morning,  notwithftsnding  the 
rebels  ke;t  a  btifk  fire  of  mufketry  from  each 
tiae  the  river,  and  from  the  fort,  they  ad¬ 
vanced,  and,  with  very  little  refinance,  took 
and  deftroyed  the  f.  rt,  three  magazines,  con¬ 
fiding  of  flour,  r.ce,  tanned  leather,  hides, 
(hoes,  ammunition,  & c.  feveral  fmall  vtfTels, 
and  a  corn  mill,  with  a  large  quantity  of  cor*t  : 
he  a  fo  ttsok  a  floop  of  eighty  tons,  ladtn  with 
lumber.  That,  leaving  the  Blonde  at  Ma¬ 
ch  as,  to  intercept  fome  vcfTels  expefled  from 
Bollen  with  (lores  and  provifions,  he  then 
proceeded  to  cruize  along  the  coafls  of  New 
England,  and  New  Hampfhire,  and  there 
took  and  deftroyed  a  fliip  ready  to  fail  from 
Shecpfcut  river,  with  a  cargo  of  large  m?fts 
tor  Fiance,  alfo  three  brigs,  eleven  lloops, 
and  fifteen  fcooners.

Mr.  Horn?  replied,  and  fpoke 
for  about  three  quarters  of  an  hour  refpefling 
two  circumfianccs  by  him  averred  to  be  omit¬ 
ted  in  the  information  againft  him,  viz.  that 
the  Ame-icans  were  in  rebellion,  and  that  the 
King  had  (enr  troops  to  America  to  fupprefs 
it,  and  to  excu'pate  himfelf  from  the  charge  ; 
after  which  the  court  paffed  the  following  fen¬ 
tence  on  him,  viz.  That  he  fliould  be  impri- 
foned  for  one  year,  pay  a  fine  of  two  hundred 
pounds,  and  find  fecurity  for  his  good  beha¬ 
viour  for  th-ee  years,  himfelf  in  400I'.  and 
two  fecurities  in  2col.  each.  The  court  was 
very  full,  and  the  above  bufinefs  took  up  about 
an  hour  and  a  half. 

AMERICA. 

New- York,  Aug.  29.  A  trade  is  opened, 
or  rather  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  open 
one  between  this  city’and  the  Weft  India 
illands.  Twelve  (hips  are  already  employed 
in  it.  Thus  is  this  once  flouiifhing  city  a- 
gain  in  the  infancy  of  its  commerce. 

Ntw-York ,  Sept,  4.  The  Milford  frigate 
has  fent  a  French  fhip,  of  thirty  guns,  into 
this  port,  which  Ihe  took,  without  oppofition, 
near  Boflon.  She  was  firft  feen  under  Pro¬ 
vincial  colours,  then  Engdifh,  and,  when  the 
Milford  came  near  her  f.lhe  hoifted  French. 
Capt.  Burnaby  fent  one  of  his  lieutenants  on 
board.  The  Frenchman  made  fome  frivolous 
pretences  for  being  there.  The  lieutenant  told 
him,  that  he  had  orders  to  make  a  prize  of  his 
fhip.  He  hefitared  a  few  minutes,  and  then 
faid,  had  he  had  a  little  more  time  he  would 
not  have  yielded  j  the  officer  anfwered,  his 
captain  would  have  tried  for  it  :  Upon  exami¬ 
ning,  it  was  found  that  (he  had  in  her  hold  50 
guns,  350  barrels  cf  gunpowder,  and  a  great 
quantity  of  other  ftores. 

New  -  York,  Sept.  22.  Yefterday  the  fol¬ 
lowing  account  of  the  aftion  of  the  nth  inft. 
between  the  King’s  troops  under  the  command 
of  his  Excellency  Sir  William  Howe,  and  the 
rebel  army  under  Mr  Walhingtop,  near  Bran¬ 
dywine,  came  to  hand,  as  the  fame  was  pub- 
lifhed  by  order  of  the  Congrefs.

Sir, 

WHEN  I  had  the  honour  of  aivifing  you 
this  morning,  I  mentioned  that  the  enemy

were  advancing :  I  had  begun  a  cannonade. 

I  wou'd  now  beg  leave  to  inform  you,  that 
they  have  kept  up  a  britk  fire  from  (heir  ar¬ 
tillery  ever  fince  their  advanced  party  were 
a’t  eked  by  our  light  troops  under  General 
Maxwell,  who  hemmed  the  Brandywine  for 
that  purpofe,  and  had  polled  h's  men  on  fom 
high  ground  on  each  ti  e  the  road.  Tide  fire 
from  our  people  was  not  of  long  duration,  (as 
the  enemy  puthed  on  fall)  but  was  very  fevere. 
What  lofs  the  enemy  luftained  cannot  be  a f- 
eeruined  with  precifion,  but  from  our  fitua- 
Uon,  and  btifknefs  of  rhe  attack,  it  is  the  ge¬ 
neral  opinion,  (particularly  thofe  that  were 
engaged)  that  they  had  at  the  leaft  joo  killed 
and  wounded.  Our  damage  is  not  exadfly 
known,  but  from  the  bed  account  we  have 
been  able  to  obtain,  it  does  not  exceed  fifty  in 
the  whole.  Afier  this  affaii,  the  enemy  halted 
upon  the  heigh'S,  where  they  have  remained 
ever  fince,  except  a  detachment  of  them, 
which  filed  o %  about  eleven  o'clock  from  <  heir 
lett,  and  have  fince  palled  Biandywine  at 
John's  Ford,  between  five  and  fix  miles  a- 
hove Chad's  j  rhe  amount  of  it  is  not  known, 
accounts  refpeflingit  being  various,  feme  mak¬ 
ing  it  to  be  two  or  three  thoufand  filing,  and 
ohers  mere.  Generals  Sullivan,  Soring, and 
Stephens,  with  their  divifions  are  gone  in  pur- 
fuk  of  them,  and  to  attack  It  if  they  can 
with  arty  profpedt  of  fuccefs.  There  has  been 
»  fcatteiing  fire  between  cur  parries  on  each 
fide  the  brook  fince  dje  aflion  in  the  mor  ing, 
which  juft  now  becomes  warm,  when  Gen. 
Maxwell  pulhed  over  with  his  coips.  and 
dr  .ve  them  from  their  ground,  with  the  lofs 
©t  thirty  raw  left  dead  on  the  fpot,  amongff 
them  a  captain  of  the  49th,  and  a  number  of 
intrenching  tools,  with  which  they  were 
turning  up  a  battery.  At  half  after  four 
©’clock  the  enemy  attacked  General  Sullivan 
at  the  Ford,  and  above  this,  and  the  adlion 
has  been  violent  ever  fince ;  it  ftilt  continues  ; 
a  very  fevere  cannonade  has  be^un  here,  and 
I  fuppofe  we  (hall  have  a  very  hot  evening.  I 
hope  It  will  be  a  happy  one.

Th  s  in- 
trenchmeut  was  lined  with  heavy  artilery, 
pointing  down  the  lake,  flanking  the  wa'er- 
baf  ery  above  delcribcd,  and  fuftained  by  ano¬ 
ther  liattery  about  half-way  up  the  mount. 
On  the  welt  fide  of  the  mount  runs  the  main 
riser,  ardin  ifs  pafiage  round  is  joined  by  the 
water  which  comes  down  from  I.ake  George. 
On  the  eaft  life  of  the  mount  the  water  forms 
a  fmall  bay  in-o  whi-h  fafts  a  rivulet,  after 
having  encircled  in  its  courfe  part  of  the 
mount  to  the  Couth  eaft.  The  fide  to  the 
fouth  could  not  be  feen  but  was  deferibed  as 
inacceffible.  There  was  a  bridge  between  the 
3  E  z  mount 
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mount  and  Tifonderoga,  which  alfo  was  un- 
feen. 

July  a.  About  nine  in  the  morning  a  fmoke 
was  obferved  towards  Lake  George,  and  the 
Indians  brought  in  a  report  that  the  enemy 
had  fet  fire  to  their  fuithir  biockhoufe  and 
had  abandoned  the  faw  mills,  anJ  that  a  con- 
ftdtrahle  body  were  advancing  from  the  lints 
towards  a  bridge  upon  the  road  which  led  to 
the  right  of  the  Britilh  camp.  A  detachment 
of  the  advanced  corps  was  immediately  put  in 
rrtarth  under  brigadier  Frazer,  fuppoited  by  a 
brigade  of  the  line  and  fome  artillery,  under 
the  comm  -nd  of  jnajor  general  Phillips,  with 
orders’to  proceed  towards  Mount  Hope,  which 
is  to  the  north  of  the  lines,  to  reconnoitre  the 
enemy’s  pofiiion  and  to  take  advantage  of  any 
port  they  might  abandon  or  be  driven  from. 

T  he  Indians  under  captain  Frazer,  fupport- 
ed  by  his  company  1, f  markfmen,  were  direct¬ 
ed  to  make  a  circuit  to  the  left  of  brigadier 
Frazci’s  line  of  march,  add  indcarour  to  cut 
ofT  the  retreat  of  the  enemy  to  their  lines; 
but  this  di  fign  mifear  icd  through  the  impe- 
tu  (ity  of  the  Indians,  wl  o  atrsektd  too  foon, 
and  in  Front,  and  the  enemy  were  thereby 
able  to  retire  with  the  lofs  of  one  officer  and  a 
few  mm  kil  cd,  and  one  officer  wounded. 
Major  General  Phillips  took  poffcffi  n  of  the 
very  advantageous  poli  of  Mount  H  pe  this 
night,  and  tnc  enemy  were  thereby  entirely 
cut  off  fiom  a  communication  with  Lake 
George. 

July  3.  Mount  Hope  was  occupied  in  force 
by  brigadier  Frazer’s  whole  brigade,  the  firft 
brigade  Biitifh,  and  two  entire  brigades  of  ar 
tillery.  The  lecbnd  brigade  Bri'ilh,  (-"camped 
upon  the  left  bf  the  fird,  and  the  brigade  of 
Gall  having  been  drawn  from  the  raft  Ihore, 
to  occupy  the  ground  where  Fraz-r’s  corps 
bad  been  on  Three*  Mile  Point,  the  line  be¬ 
came  cbmpleat,  extending  fiotn  the  (bore  to 
the  w/edernmod  part  of  Mount  Hope.  On  the 
fame  day  major  general  Reidefel  encamped  on 
the  eall  dlore  in  a  parallel  ine  with  fhree 
Mile  Poiht,  having  pufhsd  the  redrve  forward 
near  the  rivuldt  which  is  on  the  caff  of  Mount 
Independence.  The  enemy  cannodaded  the 
camps  of  Mount  Hope,  and  of  rhe  German  re- 
ferve,  mod  part  of  the  day,  but  without  cf- 
feft.  v 

July  4.  The  army  worked  hard  at  their 
eommuniratio'lrs,  and  got  up  the  artillery, 
tents,  baggage,  and  provifions.  I  he  enemy, 
at  intervals,  continued  the  cannonade  upon 
the  camps,  which  was  not  in  any  inllance  re¬ 
turned. 

The  Thunderer  radeau.  carrying  the  battl¬ 
ing  tra-n  and  (lores,  having  been  warped  up 
from  Crown  Po  nt,  arrived  tiiis  day,  and  ini- 
mediate’y  began  to  land  the  artillery. 

July  5.  Lieutenant  Twifs,  the  commanding 
engineer,  was  ordtred  to  reconnoitre  Sugar 
Hill  "ft  the  font  It  Veft  fide  of  the  communica- 
tibn  from  Lake  George  into  Lake  Champlain. 
It  had  appeared  from  the  firft  to  be  a  very  ad¬ 


vantageous  port;  and  it  is  now  known  that 
the  enemy  had  a  co-ncil  fome  time  ago  upon 
the  expediency  of  podeffmg  it  ;  but  the  idea 
was  rejefted  upon  the  fuppofition  that  it  was 
impoliible  for  a  corps  to  be  eftablifhed  there 
in  force.  Lieut.  Twifs  reported  this  hill  to 
have  the  entire  command  of  the  works  and 
buildings  both  of  T  iconderoga  and  Mount  ln- 
depenence  ;  rhtp  ihr  ground  might  be  levelled 
fo  as  to  receive  cannon  ,  and  that  a  road  to 
convey  them,  though  difficult,  might  be  made 
piadlicable  in  twenty-four  hours.  This  hijf 
aKo  entirely  commanded  in  reverfe,  the  bridge 
of  communication,  faw  the  exatd  fituution  Of 
th  e  vcfflls,  nor  could  the  enemy,  during  th*e 
day,  make  any  mateiial  movement  or  prepa¬ 
ration  without  being  difeovered,  and  even 
having  their  numbers  counted. 

It  was  immediately  determined  that  a  bat¬ 
tery  Ihould  be  railed  upon  Sugar  Hill  for  light 
twenty-four  pounders,  medium  tw-clves,  and 
eight  inch  howitzers.  This  very  arduous 
w-oik  was  carried  on  fo  rapidly,  that  the  bat¬ 
tery  would  have  been  ready  the  next  day 

It  is  a  duty  iij  this  place  to  do  feme  ju (lice 
to  tlie  zeal  and  activity  of  major  gene al  Phil-, 
lips,  who  had  the  diredtion  of  the  operation  ; 
and  having  mentioned  that  mod  valuable  of: 
fiver,  1  trufl  it  cannot  be  thought  a  d  greffion 
to  add.  that  it  is  to  his  judicious  arrangements 
and  indefatigable  pains,  eluting  tin  genetal 
fuperi  tendency  of  preparations  w  hich  Sir  Guy 
Carleton  entrullcd  to  him  in  the  wiinter  and 
fpring,  that  the  ferviee  is  indebted  lor  its  pre- 
fenc  forwardnefs  ;  the  prevalence  of  contrary 
winds  and  other  accidents,  having  rendered  it 
impoflihh-  for  any  neceffaries  prepared  in  Eng¬ 
land  for  the  opening  qf  the  campaign,  yet  to 
reacli  the  army. 

7uy  6-  Soon  after  day-l:ght  an  officer  ar¬ 
rival  exprefs  on  board  the  Royal  George, 
where  in  the  night  I  -ook  mv  quarters,  as  the 
mofl  centrical  (dilation,  with  imoi  oration  from 
brigadier  1-iaztr,  that  theenemy  were  retiring, 
and  that  he  was  advancing  with  his  piquets^ 
leaving  orders  for  the  brigade  to  follow  as  (bon 
as  they  cou  d  accoutre,  wiili  intention  to  pur— 
fue  by  land  This  movement  was  Vety  foon 
dilcornablr,  as  Wireihe  Britilh  colouts,  WhicH 
the  L-rigadi.r  Lad  fixed  upon  the  tort  of  Ti- 
conder-  ga.  Knowing  how  fafely  1  could  truft 
to  that  officer  s  condtnd,  I  turned  my  chief  at: 
tention  to  the  purluic  by  water,  by  which 
route  I  bad  intelligence  one  column  were  re: 
tiring  in  twohundrtd  and  twenty  batteaux, 
covt  red  by  five  armt  d  1  al  ics 

I  he  great  bridge  of  communication,  thro’ 
which  a  way  was  to  be  opened,  was  (upportecl 
by  twenty-two  funkep  piers  of  large  timber  at 
neatly  equal  djllances  :  the  fpacis  he. ween 
were  filled  by  feparate  (loais,  each  about  fif¬ 
ty  ftet  long  and  twelve  leet  wide,  drongly 
tadened  together  by  cliaitis  and  rivets,  and  al¬ 
fo  fadened  to  the  iunkcti  piers.  Before  this 
bridge  was  a  boom  made  of  very  large  pieces 
of  round  timber,  fadentd  together  by  rivetied 
’  ’•  •  bolts 
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ho'ts  and  double  chains,  made  of  iron  an  inch 
and  half  fqiiare. 

The  gun  boats  were  immediately  moved  for¬ 
ward,  and  the  boom  and  one  of  the  interme¬ 
diate  floats  were  cut  with  great  dexterity  and 
difpatch  •  and  commodore  Lulwidge,  with  the 
officers  and  feamen  in  his  department,  partak¬ 
ing  tile  general  animation,  a  pallage  was  tound 
in  half  an  hour  for  the  frigates  alfo,  through 
impediments,  which  the  enemy  had  been  la¬ 
bouring  ten  months  together  to  make  impe¬ 
netrable.  During  thefe  operations,  major  ge¬ 
neral  Reidefel  had  palled  to  Mount  Independ¬ 
ence,  with  the  corps  of  Breymen,  and  part  of 
the  left  wing.  He  was  direfted  to  proceed  by 
land  to  fuftain  brigadier  Frazer,  or  to  aft  more 
to  the  lefr,  if  he  law  it  expedient  fo  to  do. 
The  6 2d  regiment  Britifb,  and  the  Brunfwick 
regiment  of  Prince  Frederick,  were  left  at  f  i- 
conderoga  and  Mount  Independence,  in  the 
place  of  the  parties  of  Frazer’s  brigade,  which 
had  remained  in  pofleffiun  oi  the  flores,  and 
the  reit  of  the  army  were  ordered  to  follow  up 
the  river  as  they  could  be  colltfted,  without 
regard  to  the  place  of  corps  in  the  line.  About 
three  in  the  afternoon  1  ai rived  with  the 
Royal  George  and  Inflexible,  and  the  belt  fail- 
jirg  gun  boats  and  batteaux,  at  South  Bay, 
within  three  miles  of  Skenefborough,  at  which 
latter  place  I  learned  the  enemy  were  ported 
in  a  ftockaded  foit,  and  their  armed  gallics  at 
the  falls  below. 

Thp  foremoft  regiments,  viz.  thepth,  zoth, 
and  z  1 11,  were  inftantly  difembarked,  and 
afe  nded  the  mountain,  with  intention  of 
burning  the  fort  and  cutting  off  the  retreat  of 
the  enemy,  but  their  precipitate  flight  render¬ 
ed  this  manoeuvre  ineffectual.  The  gun  boats 
and  frigates  continued  their  courfe  to  Skenef¬ 
borough  Falls.  Captain  Carter,  with  part  of 
his  biieadeof  gun  boats  immediately  attacked 
the  gal  lies,  and  with  fo  much  fpirit  that  two 
of  them  very  form  flruck,  the  other  three  were 
blown  up;  and  the  enemy  having  previoufly 
prepared  combuftible  materials,  fet  fire  to  the 
fort,  mills,  ftorehoufes,  batteaux,  &c.  and  re¬ 
tired  with  the  detachment  left  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  the  main  body  having  gone  eff,  when 
the  troops  were  afeending  the  mountain.  A 
great  quantity  of  provifion  and  fome  arms  were 
here  confumed,  and  moll  part  of  their  officer’s 
baggage  was  burned,  funk,  or  taken.  Their 
lots  in  the  attack  is  not  known;  about  thirty 
prifoners  were  made,  among  which  were  two 
wounded  officers.  During  thefe  operations  upon 
the  right,  brigadier  Frazer  bad  continued  his 
purfuit  on  the  road  to  Calllctown  ’till  one 
o’clock,  having  marched  in  a  very  hot  day 
from  four  in  the  morning.  Some  rtragglers 
of  the  enemy  had  been  picked  up,  from  whom 
the  brigadier  learnt  that  their  rear  guarJ  \vas 
c  'inpofcd  of  chofen  men,  and  commanded  by 
colonel  Francis,  one  of  their  bell  officers 
While  the  men  were  refrefbing,  major  gen.  Rei- 
deftl  came  up;  and  arrangements  having  been  - 
fqcccrled  for  continuing  the  purfuit,  brigadier 


Frazer  moved  forward  again,  and  during  the 
night  lay  upon  his  arms  in  an  advantageous  ft- 
tuation. 

July  7.  At  three  in  the  morning  be  renewed 
his  march,  and  about  five  his  advanced  fcouts 
difeovered  the  enemies  fentries,  who  fired  their 
pieces  and  joined  their  main  body.  The  bri¬ 
gadier  obferving  a  commanding  ground  on  the 
left  of  his  light  infantry,  immediately  ordered 
it  to  be  pofltlTed  by  that  o  rps  ;  and  a  confi- 
derable  body  of  the  enemy  attempting  the 
fame,  they  met.  'I  he  enemy  were  driven 
back  to  their  original  port.  The  advaneed 
guard  under  major  Grant,  were  by  this  time 
engaged,  and  the  grenadiers  were  advanced 
to  furtain  them,  and  to  prevent  the  right 
flank  from  being  turned. 

The  brigadier  remained  on  the  left,  where 
the  enemy,  aided  by  logs  and  trees,  defended 
thcmfelves  long.  After  being  difloged,  and 
prevented  getting  to  the  Caltletown  road  by 
the  grenadiers,  they  rail  led  and  renewed  the 
aftion.  They  were  again  driven,  and  at¬ 
tempted  to  retreat  by  Pittsford  Mountains 
but  the  grenadiers  fcrambled  up  what  had  „p- 
prared  an  inaccdlible  part  of  the  afeent,  and 
gaintd  the  fummit  before  them.  This  threw 
them  into  confufion.  They  were  Hill  never- 
thelefs,  gieatly  fuperior  in  number,  and  con- 
fcquently  in  extent,  and  the  brigadier,  in  mo¬ 
mentary  expeftarion  of  the  arrival  of  theCer- 
mans,  had  latterly  weakened  his  left  to  fup- 
port  his  right.  At  this  critical  moment  ma¬ 
jor  general  Reid»fel  arrived  with  the  foremoft 
of  his  column,  viz.  the  chafleur  company  and 
eighty  grenadiers  and  light  infantry.  His 
judgment  inllantly  pointed  to  him  the  courfe 
to  take.  He  extended  upon  brigadier  Fra» 
zer’s  left  flank.  Major  fk-rner  led  the  chaf- 
feurs  into  aftion  with  great  gallantry,  and 
they  were  equally  well  fuftained.  The  enemy 
fled  on  all  fldes,  leaving  dead  upon  the  field 
colonel  Francis  and  many  other  officers,  and 
upwards  of  two  hundred  private  men.  Above 
fix  hundred  w-re  wounded,  many  of  whom 
perilhed  in  the  woods  attempting  to  get  off; 
and  one  cdonel,  feven  captains,  ten  lubal- 
teins,  and  two  hundred  and  ten  men,  were 
made  prifoners.  i  he  number  of  the  enemy 
before  the  auftion  amounted,  by  the  report  of 
the  prifoners,  to  two  thoufand  men,  and  they 
were  llrongly  polled.  The  Britifh  detachment 
under  brigadier  Frazer,  (the  parties  left  at  Ti¬ 
conderoga  the  day  before  not  having  been  able 
to  rejoin)  confifted  only  of  eight  hundred  and 
fifty  fighting  men.  The  hare  relation  of  lb 
fignal  an  auftion  is  fufficient  for  its  praife. 
Should  the  attack  againlt  fuch  inequality  of 
numbers  before  the  Germans  came  up  feem  to 
require  explanation,  it  is  to  be  coniidered, 
that  the  enemy  might  have  efcaped  by  delay  ; 
that  the  advanced  guard  found  themfelves  on 
a  iudden  too  near  the  enemy  to  avoid  aftion 
without  retreating;  and  that  the  brigadier  had 
fuppofed  the  German  troops  to  be  very  near. 
[  The  diffeience  of  time  in  their  arrival  was 

merelj 
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merely  accidental,  Major-general  Rcidefel  and 
Ihofe  he  commanded  prefled  for  a  (hare  of 
glory,  and  they  arrved  m  time  to  obtain  it. 
1  have  only  to  add  upon  this  event,  tlYst  the 
exertions  of  Brgadier  Frazer  were  but  a  con¬ 
tinuance  of  that  uniform  intelligence.,  activi¬ 
ty,  and  bravery,  which  diflinfctiilh  his  cha 
rafter  upon  ali  occafions,  and  entitle  him  to  be 
recommended  in  the  tnoft  particular  manner 
to  his  majefly’s  notice.  The  other  officers 
and  foldicrs  of  this  corps  have  prevented  any 
diftinfrions  of  individuals  by  a  mneral  and 
equal  dilplay  of  fpint. 

On  he  fame  day,  July  7,  the  country 
people  about  .'k-nefborough  having  reported 
that  jpart  of  the  cnenjy  were  tlill  retreating 
upon  Wood-Creek,  the  9th  regiment  was  de 
tached  to  rake  poft  near  Fort  Ann,  T  ob¬ 
serve  their  mo-ions.  This  was  effected’  though 
with  much  difficuty,  the  roads  being  extreme¬ 
ly  bad,  and  tire  b  idges  b-oken.  The  other 
troops  were  employed  all  that  day  and  nioht 
in  dragging  fifty  barteaux  over  the  falls  to  fa 
cilitate  the  movement  of  th  - reft  of  the  fitft 
brigade  to  Fort- Anne,  to  diflodge  the  enemy 
thc-e. 

July  8.  A  report  was  received  from  Lieut. 
Colonel  Hill  commanding  the  9th  regiment, 
that  the  enemy  had  bee  n  reinforced  ’ n  the 
eight  by  a  confidcrable  body  of  frclh  troops ; 
that  he  could  n-  t  retire  before  t hem  with  his  re- 

jpm.nt  but  would  maintain  his  ground.  The 
r.vo>  mainlng  r  gim  nts  of  the  fitfl  h  igadc 
tin  r  -  -  dicr  'o-eell  w  reordered  roqti  ck  n 
t  te'.r  "ii-  h.and,  up-n  the  fecond  intelligence 
fot-cr  of  rl  e  nemy.  and  firing  being 
h»urd  aoth  rrgim .nr  was  ordered  forward, 
and  M.;j  :  general  Philip  wi  hfom  pice  < 
<>t  arm  r  ,  wa  i.nt  to  tak-  he  command. 

A  violent  fl.j-m  of  rain,  which  Jaft  d  the" 
whol-  d  y,  pr  ve  tted  'liefe  tioops  from  get- 
ring  to  Fort-  Anne  (o  foon  as  was  int  nre  j 
bm  the  delay  gave  the  p-li  regiment  an  oppor’ 
tunity  of  dhtinguifli  ng  rhtmlclv.s  by  (landing 
and  repulling  an  attack  of  fix  times  their 
numbers.  The  enemy  finding  the  petition  not 
to  be  forced  in  front,  endeavoured  to  fiirround 
it;  and,  fropi  the  fuperiority  of  their  num¬ 
bers,  that  inconvenienc  ■  was  to  be  apprehend¬ 
ed,  and  Lieut.  Col.  Hill  therefore  found  it 
ncc.flaiy  to  change  his  ground  in  .he  heat  of 
aedion.  So  critical  an  order  was  executed  by 
the  regiment  with  the  greatefl  fle-dinefs  and 
bravery.  The  enemy,  after  an  attack  of  three 
hours  were  to  ally  repulfed  with  gr,  at  lots. 
They  fled  towards  F  ut-Fdward  fitting  fie 
to  i  ort-Annc,  but  leaving  a  faw  mill  and 
block  houfe  in  pood  repair  wh  ch  latter  was 
af  erwardt  pofll  (Td  by  the  king’s  troops,  f  he 
Oth  regiment  acquired,  during  th  ir  expe¬ 
dition,  about  thirty  prifimers,  fome  ftorcs 
and  baggage,  and  tile  colours  of  the  fecond 
Hampihire  regiment.  The  accidents  to  coun¬ 
terbalance  ihefe  fi  vera1  fucceflesare  few.,  Lin- 
fe  ve-  has  lofl  an  officer  of  great  gallantry  an<i 
cxj.'.  ritnee  in  Maj.  Giant.  I  tic  other  officers  jul- 


<ed  are  alfo  to  he  much  regretted.  Capt.  Mont¬ 
gomery  of  the  9*h  regiment,  an  officer  of 
much  merit,  was  wounded  in  the  leg  early  in 
the  atfion,  and  was  in  the  aid  of  being  diefTed 
by  the  furgeon,  wh.n  the  regiment*  changed 
ground;  being  unable  to  help  himfelf,  he  and 
the  lurgeon  were  taken' pnfoners.  I  hear  he 
has  been  well  treated,  a-d  is  in  a  fan-  way  of 
recovering  at  Albany.  The  wounded  officers 
and  men  in  general  here  a  e  alfo  likely  to  do 

well. 

July  9  and  10.  The  army  much  fatigued, 
many  parts  of  it  hav  ng  wanted  ,-hvir  provi? 
li-ns  or  two  days,  almofl  tlie  whole  of  their 
Xcn;s  snd  baggage  atf!  wbieJ  in  iheir  prefent 
polit  on.  The  right  wing  occupies  the  height 
°.f  stienerborough  in  twolin  ,~s,  •  overed  on  the 
right  Hank  by  Rcidcfel's  dragoons,  enpourcc- 
ti  e  left  flank  to  Wood-Creek  The  Brim. f- 
wic  troops,  under  Major-gem ral  Reidcfel, 
aic  upon  Cafileton  River  with  Brcymen’s 
corps,  upon  the  communication  of  roads  to¬ 
wards  l’ultescy  and  Rutland.  The  regiment 
O/.

I  HAVE  thepleafure  to  acquaint  you  that, 
very  early  this  morning,  the  r-bels  abandoned 
Ticonderoga  and  Mount- Independent  leaving 
behind  all  their  artillery,  (fort-,  and  a  quan¬ 
tity  of  provifions  A  part  of  them  moved 
off  by  land  (by  No.  4)  towards  '  ew-England, 
and  the  remainder  iu  bi’teaux,  with  their 
armed  vefT,  Is,  up  to  Skenelborough. 
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Three  Britifh  yegiments,  wjth  the  Hefle 
Hanau  regiment,  and  fome  gun  batteaux, 
moved  up  the  river  in  purfuit  of  them.  At 
nine  A.  M.  the  Royal-George  and  Inflexible 
f  iled  up,  through  the  bridg.  at  Ticonderoga, 
and,  with  a  favourable  wind,  got  up  within 
half  a  mile  of  Skcnefborough,  where  I  found 
the  gun  ba  teaux  engaged  with  the  enemy’s 
veflels.  The  (hips  were  not  able  to  get  near 
enough  to  be  of  any  ofe  except  from  th  .ir  ap¬ 
pearance  ;  and  foon  after  the  filing  from  the 
enemy  s  veflels  ceall’ed.  The  crews  of  two  of 
thole  veflels  were  obliged  to  quit  them,  from 
the  fire  of  ihe  gun  boats  people,  who  a&ed 
with  great  fp  rit  on  the  occafion  ;  and  the 
other  three  were  burnt  and  blown  up.  Gen. 
Butgoyne,  who  was  on  board  thy  Royal- 
George,  went  round  and  landed,  with  a  part 
of  the  army  in  South-Bay,  and  came  to  Ske¬ 
nelborough  in  the  evening. 

A  great  quantity  of  arms,  /tores,  officers, 
baggage,  & c.  were  deft royed  in  the  batteauxof 
the  rebels,  which  were  burnt  with  the  veflels. 
From  the  heft  intelligence  we  have  the  rebel 
army  is  entirely  difperfed,  and  no  probability 
of  their  joining  again  to  interrupt  the  pro- 
grefs  of  our  army  fouthward.

SIR, 

•  I  beg  you  will  pleafe  to  acquaint  the  right 
honourable  the  lords  Commiffioners  of  the 
admiralty,  I  arrived  at  this  place  at  nine 
o’clock  this  morning,  with  his  majeffy’s  Do  >p 
Druid  under  my  command,  under  the  direc¬ 
tions  of  the  honourable  captain  William  Cle¬ 
ment  Finch,  of  his  majefly’s  (hip  Came!, 
and  to  inform  their  Lordlhips,  the  4th  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  in  latitude  40.

W.  a'  half  pad  four  o'clock  in 
the  evening,  we  difeovered  a  (Irange  fail  on 
our  larboard  quarter  bearing  weft,  and  (leer¬ 
ing  for  i  s.

I  attempt¬ 
ed  to  wear  (hip  and  rake  her,  but  the  rigging 
being  entirely  (hot  to  pieces,  could  not  bring 
her  round.  I  then  tried  to  make  what  fail  I 
could,  and  purfue  the  enemy,  but  found  mod 
of  the  mads  and  yards  wounded,  and  the  rig¬ 
ging,  &c.  as  in  the  inclofed  defefls  of  the 
(hip,  with  four  feet  ten  inches  water  in  the 
hold. 

‘  At  half  pad  feven  we  brought  too  with 
our  forefail  and  mizen  on  our  larboard  tack, 
to  p'ug  the  (hot  holes  between  wind  and 
water,  clear  the  wreck,  and  pump  the  (hip 
out. 

‘  X  then  perceived  another  rebel  privateer 
laying  to,  bearing  S.  S.  W.  fix  or  feven  miles 
off;  and  by  her  appearance  I  fuppofe  (he 
mounted  about  twenty  guns.  The  Camel 
was  then  in  chace  about  two  or  three  miles 
diftant;  foon  after  the  Weazle  (poke  us,  and 
gave  chace  alfo. 

*  I  am  forry  to  inform  their  Lordlhips,  that 
the  firft  broadfide  which  was  fired  killed  the 
mailer,  and  wounded  captain  Carteret  in  the 
left  thigh,  of  which  he  died  the  next  morn¬ 
ing,  after  undergoing  an  amputation.  Khould 
do  the  greateft  injudice  was  I  to  omit  acquaint¬ 
ing  their  Lordlhips,  that  although  capt.  Car¬ 
teret  was  fo  dangeroufly  wounded,  it  was  with 
great  difficulty  he  could  be  perfuaded  to  quit 
the  deck;  his  fortitude  and  intrepidity  was 
fuch,  that  he  wilhed  to  have  remained  on 
deck  to  have  fee n  the  fervice  performed,  but 
he  lofs  of  blood  was  fo  great,  it  was  abfolnte- 
ly  necefiary  to  carry  him  to  the  furgeon.  And  l 
ibould  be  wanting  in  gratitude  and  juflice  if  I 
omitted  to  mention  the  remarkable  bravery  of 
ihe  officers,  feamen,  and  marines,  during  the 
_  aflion,  and  the  alertnefs  they  (hewed  with  the 
fatigue  they  went  through  to  put  the  Ihip  in 
the  flateof  of  fervice  when  afti.n  was  hourly 
expefted  ;  for  three  days  and  nights  the  rebels 
were  in  fight.  Inclofed  you  have  a  lift  of  the 
killed  and  wounded.

P ortfmoutb,  OSl.  8.  Arrived  the  Belleifle 
man  ot  war,  capt.  Brookea,  lrom  convoying 
out  the  Laft  Indiamen.  She  faw  them  ail 
lafe  as  far  as  latitude  12,  and  has  been  fince 
cruiz  ng  off  the  Wcftcrn  illands,  but  faw  no 
American  privateers.  She  has  been  out  th.r- 
tcen  weeks 

The  Belleifle  touched  at  tke  Cape  de  Verd 
iflands,  the  inhabitants  of  w  hich  had  fuffeted 
greatly  by  famine,  in  conlequence  of  a  drought, 
having  had  no  rain  on  any  of  them  for  two 
years.  The  lfle  of  May  has  loll  upward  of 
5000  of  i  s  inhabitants.  Not  more  than  fifty 
tamilies  are  remaining  on  the  ifland  of  St. 
Jago,  and  the  other  illands  have  foffered  in 
proportion.  Before  the  Bel'cifle  came  aw.iy, 
ic  began  to  rain  very  plentifully,  though  but 
juft  in  time  to  fave  the  remainder  of  the  inha¬ 
bitants  from  peiilhing. 

9.  The  aldermen  Pcckham  and  Clarke 
were  fworn  in  Iheriffs  at  Guildhall  for  this 
city,  and  county  of  MidJlefex.  After  the 
ceremony  was  over,  the  lord  mayor,  alder¬ 
men,  &c.  were  elegantly  entertained  by  the

Fiidsy  laft  Mr.  O’Cctir.cr, 
a  native  ot  Ireland,  w  hom  the  Cengrefs  had 
appointed  a  commodore,  hoifted  h!s  broad  pen¬ 
nant  on  board  the  Renown,  a  fliip  of  war  of 
56  guns,  built  by  the  Genoefe  ;  and  yefterday 
morning,  with  four  other  velfels,  well  man¬ 
ned  md  rquipped  for  w^r,  failed  with  a  fair 
wind  for  the  Weft-lndics. 

New  York ,  Aug.  4.  Advices  have  been  re¬ 
ceived  from  Albany,  that  the  Cong'efs  had  or¬ 
dered  gen.  Sinclair  to  be  put  under  arteft;  and 
that  he  was  to  be  tried  for  evacuating  Ticon- 
deroga  upon  the  approach  of  general  Burgoyne, 
—  The  lame  letter  adds,  that  one  Elliot,  for¬ 
merly  a  private  man  in  the  train  of  artillery,  at 
Woolwich,  but  of  late  advanced  to  the  rank  of 
an  engineer  in  the  Provincial  feivice,  had  been 
broke,  wiih  every  mark  of  difgrace,  for  de- 
ferting  a  battery  (which  commanded  a  pafs 
near  I*ort  Independence)  on  the  a; rival  of  the 
Briiifh  troops. 

Hew  York,  Aug.  iS.  From  North  Caro¬ 
lina  we  learn  that  the  ufurptd  authority  of 
that  province  have  made  a  law  obliging  all 
perfons  to  take  an  oath  of  obedience  to  them 
and  their  rebellious  caufe,  or  to  depart  the 
colony  within  a  limited  time  alter  refuting  to 
take  fuch  oath.

Stockholm,  Oft.  18.  The  Americ  n  £hip, 
lately  arrived  at  Mpeftrand,  hath  brought 
thither  a  cargo  contorting  of  36,000  lb.  of  rice, 
2.5,000  lb.  of  tobacco,  tj.ooolb.  of  indigo, 
five  chefts  of  fpermaceti  candles,  24  bales  of 
cacao,  and  700  or  800  lb.' of  pepper.  As  the 
day  of  fate  of  this  cargo,  which  was  on  the 
Sth  inft.  had  been  fixed  vp  only  at  Gotten- 
burgh,  all  the  above  merchandizes  were  fold 
there  at  a  very  moderate  price,  and  the 
ynerchants  of  the  laft  mentioned  place,  pur- 
chafed  the  whole.  The  Americans,  notwith- 
ftanding  (he  fmall  profit  of  the  fate,  appeared 
quite  content  with  what  they  received. 

Vienna ,  Nov.  1.  We  are  affined  that  the 
court  of  Peterlburgh  has  declared  to  th.e  Porte, 
in  the  ftrongeft  terms,  that  they  wllj  never 
defiff  from  the  pretenfions  they  have  made, 
which  are  fhiftly  conformable  to  the  treaty  of 
peace,  and  that  they  leave  the  Porte  to  chufe 
yrhether  they  will  cxaflly  fulfil  the  treaty,  or 
accept  of  war.

Utrecht,  Dec-  3.  Some  time  ago  the  Hefle, 
Hanau,  and  Anfpach  troops  had  met  with 
fotrfe  difficulties  in  defeending  the  Rhine,  which 
account  is  confirmed  from  all  parts  :  the  let-, 
ters  from  Cleves  and  the  Wefel  mention,  that 
the  regency  of  Hanover  having  fome  time 
ago  notified  to  that  of  Cleves,  that  feveral 
tranfports  of  German  troops,  deftined  for 
America,  were  on  their  way,  and  having  at 
the  fame  time  alkcd  a  free  paflage  for  thefe 
troops  thro’  the  Pruflian  dominions,  the  re¬ 
gency  of  Cleves  had  expedited  the  necdlary 
orders,  but  general  Salomon,  commandant  of 
Wefel,  had  fince  received  frrlh  orders  from 
his  fovereign,  pofitively  forbidding  the  aux¬ 
iliary  German  troops,  deftined  for  America, 
from  palling  thro’  his  dominions  ;  in  confe-. 
quence  of  wh'cb,  an  expiefs  was  fent  to  the 
Heffian  and  Anfpach  troops  then  on  their 
march,  to  communicate  to  them  thefe  frelh 
orders  ;  and  we  hear  from  F.mbden,  that  the 
commandant  of  that  place  had  by  order  of  his 
P.uffian  majefty  Uopt  a  traofport  of  troops 
from  Anfpach  llareuih,  which  were  going  to 
Holland,  and  from  thence  fo  America. 

Although  we  are  igoorant  of  the  real  mo¬ 
tives  which  induced  the  king  of  Piuffia  to 
make  this  refufal,  it  is  reported  that  he  did  it 
at  the  requeft  of  the  emperor.  It  has  long 
been  a  complaint  that  North  America  depo¬ 
pulates  Germany  very  confiderably.  The 
diet  of  Ratifbon,  fcnfihle  of  this,  did  all  they 
could  to  put  a  flop  to  thefe  emigrations ;  notr 
withftandmg  which,  many  German  princes 
bqye  granted  their  lubjefts  to  ferve  in  Ame¬ 
rica  againft  thofe  colonies.  This  leads  many 
people  to  tnint,  that  the  emperor,  i  1  order  to 
prevent  any  further  depopulation,  has  fequeft- 
ed  the  king  of  Pruffia  to  refufe  the  troops  4 
palfige  thro’  his  dominions  ;  and  what  toip- 
ports  this  opinion  is,  that  ihe  letters  from 
HefTe  mention,  that  the  dates  of  that  prin¬ 
cipality  violcnry  oppofe  the  defign  of  the  land¬ 
grave  to  grant  4000  more  of  hit  troops  to  the 
court  of  Great  Britain,  and  that  they  have 
even  refolved  to  addtels  the  emperor  on  this 
fubjeft, 
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Cj’H  E  f.tuafion  of  affairs  in  Europe  has  un- 
■*  dergone  but  Unit  change  fince  our  Lift,  ex¬ 
cept  that  a-rupture- between  Ruffin  and  the  Porte 
feems  now  inevitable  ;  and  the  difpof lions  of  the 
king  of  Pruffia,  to  prevent  the  ma-ch  of  our  Cer . 
man  auxiliaries,  for  Am.rica,  through  his  terri¬ 
tories,  appear  to  indicate  his  being  a  well-wifiocr 
to  the  American  caufe ;  but  we  /hall  not  pro 
tend  to  fay  bow  far  his  reafons  are  well 
grounded,  or  difc/ofe  his  real  defigns.  Matters  of 
far  more  immediate  confequenct  are  entitled  to  en¬ 
gage  our  attention.  The  fuccefs  of  General  Howe 
ogainjl  IVofbirgton,  and  his  taking  Philadelphia, 
We  are  forry  to  fay,  were  but  preludes  to  news  of 
a  very  dr /agreeable  nature  ;  this  muft  neeeffarily 
f.rike  the  reader,  to  be  the  capitulation  of  General 
Hurgoync  with  General  G ates,  which  however  ho¬ 
nourable  on  lie  part  of  the  former,  mufi  naturally  be 
highly  mortifying  to  a  man  of  his  fpirit  and  cou¬ 
rage,  as  well  as  to  many  officers  under  his  Com¬ 
mand,  whoft  uncommon  bravery  Le  has  particu¬ 
larly  noticed  in  his  letter  to  Lord  Gtorge  Gcmoine. 
*lbe  length  of  tbtfe  difpatches,  which  we  have 
frejentcd  to  cur  reader,  has  prevented  us  being 
snore  particular  in  cur  remarks  in  this  part  :  we 
hive  beta  obliged,  in  confluence,  to  curtail  the  f  - 
reign  and  dura  file  news  of  the  m:nrb.  'The  re¬ 
mainder  of  what  is  important,  we  are  compelled  to 
ytjtrve  for  the  Supplement,  which  will  be  pub- 
hjhni  about  the  ufual  time.

Before  I  enter  upon  the  detail  of  rhefc  events, 
I  think  it  a  duly  of  juflice,  my  lord,  to  takq 
upon  myfelf  the  meafurc  of  having  palTed  the 
Hudfon’s-River,  in  order  to'force  a  paHage  to 
Albany.  I  did  not  think  myfelf  authorifed  to 
call  any  men  into  council,  when  the  perempv 
tory  tenor  of  my  orders,  and  the  feafon  of  the 
year,  admitted  no  alternative. 

Provifions  for  about  30  days  having  been 
brought  forward,  the  other  necellary  (lores  pie- 
parirl,  and  the  bridge  of  boats  completed,  the 
army  palTed  the  Hudfon’s-Rtver  nn  the  13th 
and  14th  of  Sept,  and  encamped  on  the 
heights  and  in  the  plain  of  Saratoga,  the  enea 
my  being  then  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Still- 
Water.  .  . 

i£tU.  The  whole  army  made  a  movement 
forward,  and  encamped  in  a  good  polition  ill 
a  place  railed  Dovhgot. 

16th  It  being  found  that  there  were  feveral 
bridges  to  repair,  that  work  was  begun  under 
cover  of  llrong  detachments,  and  the  fame 
opportunity  w a  taken  to  reconnoitre  the  coun¬ 
ty- 

J 7th .  The  army  renewed  their  march,  re¬ 
paired  other  bridge*,  and  encamped  upon  ad¬ 
vantageous  ground,  about  four  mi  cs  from  the 
enemy. 

i'e.b'.  the  enemy  appeared  in  confidrnbie 
force  roobflruCt  the  furjhcr  repair  of  bridges, 
and  with  a  view,  as  it  was  conceived,  to  draw 
on  ait  afbion  where  artillery  c<Hi)d  not  be  em¬ 
ployed  ;  a  fmill  lofs  was  ftaftained  in  flti'r- 
milhing,  but  the  work  of  the  bridges  was  ef¬ 
fected.  . 

79th.  Tlie  palUges  of  a  great  ravin,  and 
other  roads  towards  the  enemy,  havng  been4 
recount  itted,  the  army  advanced  in  the  to-low¬ 
ing  order., 

Brigadier-general  Frafir’s  corps  fuflamed  by 
li*u‘enanr-c'olonel  B'eyman’s  corps,  made  4 
circuit  in  order  to  pala  tbe  ravin  cpmrrodiouny, 
wiihcut  quitting  the  I, rights,  and  afterwards  to 
cover  the  march  of  the  line  to  the  right  j  thefp 
corpt  moved  ir.  three  coVym ni,  and  had  the  In'- 
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d'ana,  Canadians,  and  Provincial's  upon  th*ir 
fronts  and  flanks.  The  Britifli  line,  led  by  me 
in  pcrfon,  pafled  the  ravin  in  a  direfl  line  fouth, 
and  formed  in  order  of  battle  as  fa/l  as  they 
gained  the  fumtnft,  where  they  wailed  to  give 
time  to  Frazer’s  corps  to  make  the  circuit,  and 
to  enable  the  Jeft  wing  and  artillery,  which, 
tinder  the  command  of-major-general  Philips 
and  major-general  Jteidefel.kept  the  great  road 
and  meadows  near  the  river,  in  two  columns, 
and  had  bridges  to  repair,  to  be  equally  ready 
to  proceed.  The  47th  regiment  guarded  the 
Wxsaur.  -1 

The  fignal  gups,  which  had  been  prcvioufly 
fettled  to  give  notice  of  all  the  columns  being 
ready  to  advance,  having  been  fi;ed  between 
one  and  two  o’clock,  the  march  continued, 
the  fcouts  and  flankers  of  the  column  of  the 
Bri  i(h  line  were  foon  fired  upon  from  fmali 
parties,  but  with  no  effeft  ;  after  about  an 
ji.ui’s  march,  the  piques,  wh  ch  mad*  the 
advanced  guard  of  that  column,  were  attacked 
in  force,  and  obliged  to  give  ground,  but 
they  foon  rallied  and  were  fullalned. 

On  the  fiift  opening  of  the  wood,  I  formed 
the  troops  ;  a  few  cannon  l)iot  diflodged  the 
ttnemy  at  a  houfe  from  whence  thepicquets  had 
been  attacked  ;  and  brigadier  general  Frafer’s 
corps  had  arrived  with  fuch  preciflon  in  po-nt 
of  time,  as  to  be  found  on  a  very  advantage¬ 
ous  height  OB  thi  right  of  the  Britilh. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  enemy  not  acquainted 
with  the  combination  of  the  march,  had  moved 
in  great  force  out  of  tbeir  intrenchments, 
with  a  view  of  turning  ihe  line  upon  the  right: 
and  being  checked  by  the  pofition  of  brigadier 
general  Frafer,  countermarched  in  order  to  di¬ 
rect  their  great  elfyrt  to  the  left  of  the  Bri. 
tilh. 

.  From  the  nature  of  the  country,  move¬ 
ments  of  this  nature,  however  near,  may  he 
effedUd  without  a  poflibility  of  their  being 
difcovered. 

About  three  o’clock  the  adlion  began  by'a  ve¬ 
ry  vigorous  attack  on  the  Biitifhline,  and  con¬ 
tinued  -w  th  gieatobflinaey  till  after  funfet.The 
enemy  being  continually  fupplied  with  freth 
troops  the  ftrefs  lay  upon  the  20th,  21ft,  and 
6 2d  regiments,  mod  parts  of  which  were  en¬ 
gaged  near  four  hours  without  intermiflion  : 
The  gth  had  been  ordered  early  in  the  day  to 
fo.m  in  referve.  Tbegrenadiers  and  24th  re¬ 
giment  were  Ifome  p„rt  of  tjie  lime  brought 
into  adlion,  as  were  part  of  the  light  infan¬ 
try  ;  and  all  thefe  corps  charged  with  their 
iifual  fptrit.  1  ••• 

The  riflemen,  and  other  parte  of  Breyman’s 
corps,  were  alfo  of  fervice ;  but  it  was  not 
thought  advifable  to  evacuate  the  height  where 
brigadier-general  Fiafer  was  po(te>'.  oihptwife 
than  partially  at>d  occafionally. 

M.jor-general  Philips,  upon  fi'ft  hearing  the 
firing,  found  his  way  thro’ a  difficult  part  of 
the  wood  to  the  feene  of  adlion,  and  brought  up 
with  him  major  Williams  and  four  pp-ces  of  ar¬ 
tillery,  and  from  that  moment  Iftood  indebted 


teljlige>ce.  /t>&9 

to  that  gallant  and  judicious  feeond  for  incef- 
fant  and  moft  material  fervlces;  particularly 
for  reftoring  the  aftion  in  a  point  which  wa* 
critically  prefled  by  a  great  fnperiority  of  firej 
and  10  which  he  led  up  the  zoth  regiment  at 
the  ntmoff  yeifona.l  hazard. 

Major-general  Reidefcl  exerted  himfclf  to 
bring  up  a  part  of  the  left  wing,  and  arrived 
in  time  to  charge  the  enemy  with  regularity 
and  bravery. 

Juft  as  the  light  clofed,  the  enemy  gave 
ground  on  all  fides,  and  left  us  completely 
maftprs  of  the  field  of  battle,  with  the  lofs  of 
about  500  men  on  their  fide,  and  as  fuppofed, 
thrice  that  number  wounded. 

The  daiknefs  prevepting  a  purluit,  the  pri- 
foners  were  few. 

The  behaviour  of  the  officers  and  men  In 
general  was  exemplary.  B  igadier-gene  al  Fra¬ 
fer  took  his  pofition  in  the  beginning  of  the  d/y 
wiih  great  judgment,  and  fuftained  the  aftion 
with  conftant  prefence  of  mind  and  vigour.  Bri¬ 
gadier-general  Hamilton  was  the  whole  timq 
engaged,  and  acquitted  himfelf  with  great  ho¬ 
nour,  activity,  and  good  conduft.  The  artil¬ 
lery  in  general  was  difiinguifhcd,  and  the  bri¬ 
gade  under  captain  J  >nes,  who  was  killed  in 
the  iflion,  was  confpicaoufly  fo. 

The  aimy  1-y  upon  their  arms  the  night  of 
the  19th,  and  the  next  day  took  a  pofition 
nearly  within  cannon  Ihot  of  the  enemy,  fury 
tifying  their  right,  and  extending  their  left  fo 
as  to  cover  the  meadows  thiough  which  the 
great  liver  runs,  and  where  the  batteaux  and 
hofpitals  were  placed.  The  47th  regiment,  and 
the  reg'ment  of  Hefle  Hanso,  with  a  corps  of 
Provincials,  encamped  in  the  meadows  as  a 
further  fecurity. 

It  was  foon  found  th>t  no. fruits,  honour  ex¬ 
cepted,  were  attained  by  the  preceding  vic¬ 
tory  ;  the  enemy  working  with  redoubled  ar¬ 
dor  to  flrengthen  their  left;  their  right  was 
unattackable  already. 

On  our  (ide  it  became  expedite*,  to  ereft 
ftrong  redoubts  for  the  protection  of  the  maga¬ 
zines  and  hofpital,  not  only  againft  a  fuddeq 
attack,  but  alfo  for  their  fecurity  In  calc  of  a 
march  to  turn  the  enemy's  flank. 

ztft.  A  meflenger  arrived  from  Sir  Harry 
Clin'on,  with  a  letter  in  cyphers,  informing  me 
of  his  intention  to  attack  Fort  Montgomery  in 
about  ten  days  from  thedate  of  his  letter,  which 
was  the  io'h  of  September.  This  was  the  only 
meiftnger  of  many  that  I  apprehend  were  dif- 
patched  by  Sir  Wm.  Howe  and  him,  thst  had 
reached  my  camp  fince  the  beginning  nf  Aug! 
He  was  feint  back  the  fame  night  to  inform  Sir 
Harry  of  my  fituation,  and  of  the  neceflity  of 
a  diverfion  to  obl'ge  general  Gates  to  detach 
from  his  army  ;  and  my  intention  to  wait  fa- 
vou  able  events  in  that  pofition,  if  poffible,  to 
the.  izth  of  Oflober. 

In  the  cr.urfe  of  the  two  following  days,  two 
officers  in  difguife,  and  other  cofidential  per- 
fons,-  were  d  fpatched  by  different  mules  wth 
vetbal  meflages  to'  the  fame  effect  j  and  I  con- 
’  umigi 
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tlnued  fortifying  my  camp,  and  watching  the 
enemy,  whofe  numbers  encreafed  every  day. 

■jd  Oflober.  I  thought  it  advifeable  to  dimi- 
»>fU  the  foldleis  ration,  in  order  to  lengthen  out 
the  provifions,  to  which'meaf  re  the  a-my  Aib 
mitted  with  th-  u’.moft  ebe-rfulncft.  The  dif 
ficulties  of  9  retreat  to  Canada  were  clcarl 
forefiesn,  as  was  the  di'emma,  (bould  the  re¬ 
treat  be  elfeflcd  of  leaving  at  liber'y  fuch  an 
army  as  general  Gates's  to  iflagainft  Sir  Win. 
Jiowe. 

This  eonfiderarion  operated  forcibly  to  deter¬ 
mine  me  to  abide  events  as  long  aspoltible.  and 
I  reafoned  thus  :  the  expedition  I  commanded 
was  evidently  meant  at  firft  to  be  hazarded. 
Circumft'nces  might  require  it  fhould  be  devot¬ 
ed;*  critical  junflion  of  M  \  Gates’s  fotcewith 
I»Xr.  Walbington  might  poflibly  decide  the  fate 
of  the  war;  the  failure  of  my  junflion  with 
Sir  Marry  Clinton,  or  the  lola  of  my  retreat 
to  Canada,  could  only  be  a  paitial  mistor- 
tuae. 

yth.In  this  fituation  things  continued  till  the 
^tb,  when  no  intelligence  having  been  rcce  ved 
•f  the  expefted  co-operation,  and  four  or  five 
days  for  our  limited  (lay  in  the  camp  only  re¬ 
mained,  it  was  judged  advifablr  to  make  a 
movement  to  the  enemy's  left,  hot  only  to  dif- 
cover  whether  rhere  were  any  pofiiblc  means  of 
leering  a  paflager  fhould  it  he  nccelTary  to  ad¬ 
vance,  or  of  diflodging  him  for  the  con¬ 
venience  of  retreat,  but  alfo  to  cover  a  forage 
of  the  atmy,  which  was  in  the  greateft  d ifltt-fs 
«n  account  of  the  fcarcity. 

A  detachment  of  1500  regular  troops,  w'th  ? 
pounders,  a  howitzers,  and  6  fix-pounders, 
were  ordered  to  move,  and  was  commanded  by 
myfrtf,  hiving  with  me  major-general  Philips, 
major-general  Reidcfe),  a«d  brigadier-general 
Jiafer.  The  guard  of  the  camp  upon  the 
liciqhtl  was  left  to  brigadier*- general  Hamilton 
and  Sptklit;  the  redoubts  and  the  plain  to  bri¬ 
gadier-general  Goll ;  and  as  the  force  of  (he 
«txmy  immediately  in  their  f<ont  cor  filled  of 
more  than  double  their  numbers,  it  w.s  not 
poffible  to  augment  the  coups  that  marched  be¬ 
yond  the  numbers  above  (ia'ed. 

■  I  formed  the  troops  within  three  quarters  of 
9  mile  of  the  enemyfs  left,  end  captain  Fi  afer’s 
lungers,  with  Indians  and  Provinci.-ls,  had  or¬ 
ders  to  go  by  fecret  paths  in  the  woods  to  gain 
eher.tyV  rear,  and  by  (hewing  tliemfclvts 
there  to  keep  them  in  check . 

The  further  operations  intended  were  pre¬ 
vented  by  every  fuddsn  and  rapid  altar  k  ot  the 
asemy  on  our  letc,  where  the  Bii  i(b  grenadiers 
were  port'd  to  fupporc  llie  left  ving  of  the  li«e 
Major  Ackiaed  at  the  head  of  them  fuilamed 
the  attack  with  great  refolupon  :  but  the  ene¬ 
my's  g' eat  numbers  enabling  them  in  a  few 
m'nu  es  to  ex'e  d  rhe  attack  along  the  front  of 
the  Germ*  ns,  which  were  immediately  on  the 
ligh’  of  the  grenadiers,  no  parr  of  that  body 
could  be  temoved  t"  make  a  fecond  line  to  the 
(lank  where  the  ftrefs  of  the  fire  lay.  The  right 
was  a:  that  rime  unengaged  ;  but  it  was  icon  . 
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obferved  that  the  enemy  were  marching  a  large 
corps  round  their  flank  to  endeavour  gutting  off 
their  retreat.  The  light  infantry  and  part  of 
the  24th  regimen r,  which  were  at  that  port, 
were  therefore  ordered  to  form  a  fecond  line, 
and  to  fecure  the  return  of  the  troops  into 
cam.p. 

While  this  movement  was  proceeding,  the 
enemy  pufbed  a  frelh  and  rtrong  reinforcement 
'o  renew  the  aftion  upon  the  left,  which  over¬ 
powered  by  fo  great  a  fuperority,  gave  way, 
and  the  light  infantry  and  24th  regiment  were 
obliged  to  make  a  quick  movement  to  fave 
that  point  from  being  entirely  carried,  in  do, 
me  which  hrigadier  general  Frafer  was  mor¬ 
tally  wounded. 

The  dancer  to  which  the  lines  wereexpofed 
becoming  at  this  moment  of  the  troll  feriouy 
nature,  orders  were  given  to  majors  general 
Hnli  s  and  Riedefe*  fo  cover  the  retreat,  while 
fuch  troops  as  wore  mod  ready  for  the  purpofe 
returned  for  the  defence  of  them.  The  troops 
retreated  hard  preflid,  but  in  good  order.  They 
were  obliged  to  leave  fix  pieces  of  cannon,  all 
the  liorfes  having  been  killed;  and  rooft  of 
the  artillrry  men,  who  had  behaved  as  ufual 
wi  ll  the  u*moftv  bravery,  uhder  the  command 
of  major  Williams,  beinj;  either  killed  of 
wounded. 

The  troops  had  fcarcely  pnterecj  the  camp, 
when  it  was  ftormed  with  great  fury,  the  enemy 
tulhing  to  the  lines  under  a  fevere  fire  of  grape 
(hot  and  fmall  arms.  The  port  of  the  light  in¬ 
fantry  under  lord  Balcarras,  aflifted  by  fom«  of 
the  line,  who  threw  themfelves  by  order  into 
thofe  entrenchments,  was  defended  with  greaj 
fpirit ;  and  the  enemy,  led  on  by  general  Ar¬ 
nold,  was  finally  reported,  and  (he  general 
wounded  ;  but  unhappily  the  entrenchments  of 
the  German  referve,  commanded  by  lieutenant 
colonel  Breymen,  who  was  k'llcd,  were  car¬ 
ried,  and  although  ordered  to  be  recovered, 
they  never  were  fo  ;  and  the  enemy  by  that 
misfortune  gained  an  opening  on  our  right  and 
rear.  The  night  put  an  end  to  the  adlien. 
Under  the  diladvantages  thus  apparent  in  out 
fituation,  the  army  was  ordered  to  quit  the  pie- 
fent  polition  during  the  night,  and  take  port 
upon  the  height  above  the  hofpiial  ;  thus,  by 
an  entire  change  of  front,  to  reduce  the  enemy 
to  form  a  new  difpofition.  This  movement 
was  tffedled  with  great  Older  and  without  lofs, 
though  all  the  artillery  and  campwere  removed! 
at  the  fame  time.  The  army  continued  offering 
battle  to  the  enemy  in  theii  hew  pofition  ch< 
whole  day  of  {he  8th. 

8th.  Intelligence  was  now  received  that  the 
enemy  were  marching  to  turn  the  right,  and  no 
means  could  prevent- this  meafure  hut  retiring 
toward  Saratoga.  The  army  began  to  move  at 
nine-o'clock  at  night  ;  majai-grurial  Rcliefel 
commanding  the  van  guard,  and  major  general 
FhiltpS  the  rear. 

This  retreat,  though  within  a  mnfquet  lhot 
of  the  enemy,  and  encumbered  with  all  the 
baggage  cf  the  army,  was  made  without  lofs  ; 

but 
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a  very  heavy  lain,  and  tbe  difficulties  of 
guarding  the  batteaux  which  contained  all  the 
provifions,  occafioned  delays,  which  prevented 
the  army  reaching  Saratoga  till  the  night  of 
the  ninth  ;  and  the  artillery  could  not  pafs  the 
ferds  of  the  Filh-Kill  till  the  morning  of  the 
loth. 

At  our  arrival  near  Saratoga,  a  corps  of  the 
enemy,  of  between  j  and  600  were  dlfcovered 
throwing  up  entrechments  on  the  heights,  but 
retired  over  a  ford  of  the  Hudfon’s- River  at 
our  apprcia'ch,'  and  joined  a  body  polled  to  op- 
pofe  our  paflage  there. 

It  was  judged  proper  to  fend  a  detachment  of 
atificers,  under  a  ftrong  efcort,  to  repair  the 
bridges,  and  open  a  road  to  Fort  Edward.  The 
47th  regiment,  captain  Frafer’i  tnarklmen,  and 
Mackoy’s  Provincials  were  ordered  for  that  fer- 
vioe  but  the  enemy  appearing  on  the  he'ghts  of 
the  Filh-Kill  in  great  force,  and  making  a  dif- 
pofttion  to  pafs  and  give  os  battle,  the  47(h  re¬ 
giment  and  Frafer’s  tnarkfmen  were  recalled  : 
the  -Provincial*,  left  to  cover  the  workmen  at 
the  firft  bridge,  ran  away  upon  a  very  flight 
attack  of  a  fmall  party  of  the  enemy,  and  left 
the  artificers  to  efcape  as  they  could,  Without 
a  polTibilify  of  their  performing  any  work. 

During  thefe  different  movements,  the  bat- 
teaux  with  provifions  were  frequently  fired 
upon  from  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  river  ;  fdme 
df  them  were  loft,  and  feveral  men  were  killed 
and  wounded  in  thofe  which  remained. 

nth.  Attacks  upon  the  ba'teaux  were  con¬ 
tinued  ;  feveral  were  taken  and  retaken  ;  but 
their  fiiuation  being  much  nearer  to  tfte'ttAin 
force  of  the  enemy  than  to  ours,  it  was  found 
itnpoffiMe  to  fecore  the  provifions  any  other- 
wife  than  by  landing  them  and  carrying  them 
Upon  the  hill  :  this  was  efTedled  under  fire, 
and  with  great  difficulty. 

The  pollrble  means  of  farther  retreat  were 
now  confidered  in  councils  of  war  compofed  of 
the  general  officers,  minutes  of  which  will  be 
tranfmitted  to  your  lordfhlp. 

The  only  one  that  feeraed  at  all  practicable, 
was  by  a  night-march  to  ga  n  Fort  EdWa-d, 
With  the  troops  carrying  their  provifion  upon 
their  backs  1  the  import! biliry  of  repairing 
bridges,  putting  a  conveyance  of  artillery  and 
Uarri.ges  out  of  the  qneftion  ;  and  it  was  pro- 
pofed  to  force  tbe  ford  at  Fori-Edward,  or  the 
ford  above  it. 

Before  this  attempt  could  be  made,  fcottts  re¬ 
turned  with  Intelligence  that  the  enemy  were 
witrenchedoppofite  thofe  fords,  and  portefied  a 
camp  in  force  on  the  high  ground  between  Fort 
Edward  and  Fort  George  with  c.nrtOn  ;  they 
had  alfo  parties  down  ihe  whole  ftiore  to  watch 
our  motions  ;  and  pods  fo  near  to  us  upon  our 
own  fide  of  the  water,  as  muff  prevent  the 
arriry  moving  a.finglemile  undifeovered. 

The  bulk  of  the-ertemy’s  army  was  hourly 
joined  by  new  corps  of  militia  andvotutxoere, 
and  theirnumbers  together  amounted  to  16000 

men.  . 

Their  portion,  which  extended  three  parts 
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in  four  of  a  circle -round  us,  was,  froth  the  na¬ 
ture  of  the  ground,  ina'tackable  in  all  parts. 

In  this  fitua.ion  the  army  took  the  beft  pa- 
fi'ion  portible  and  fortified;  waiting  till  the 
1.3th  at  night,  in  the  anxiou-  hope  of  fuccoiits 
from  our  friends,  of  the  nejtt  definable  expec¬ 
tation,  an  autack  from  our  enemy. 

During  this  time  the  men  lay  cotitihuaiTyr 
upon  thetrarms,  and  were  cannonaded  ih  evety 
part ;  even  rifle  fhot  and  grape  fhot  came  into 
all  parts  of  the  line,  though  without  any  con- 
flderable  effefb. 

At  this  period  an  exafl  account  of  the  pfo- 
vifions  was  taken,  and  the  circumftances  ftat- 
ed  in  the  opening  of  this  letter  became  com- 
pleat. 

The  council  of  war  was  extended  to  all  the 
field  officersand  captains  commanding  corps  of 
the  army,  and  the  convention  inclofe.d  herewith 
enfued  )  a  tranfaftion  which  I  am  fure  was  un¬ 
avoidable,  and  which  I  truft,  in  that  fituation, 
will  be  efteefned  honourable. 

After  the  execution  of  the  treaty.  General 
Gates  diew  together  the  fotcethat  fufrounded 
my  poiitibn,  and  1  had  the  confolarion  to  have 
as  many  witr.efhs  as  I  have  men  under  nfly 
command,  of  itsjamouniing  to  the  numbers 
mentioned  above. 

During  the  events  dated  above,  an  attempt 
was  made  againft  Ticonderoga  by  an  army  af-- 
fembled  under  major  gen.  Lincoln,  whofotand 
means  to  march  with  a  confiderable  corps 
from  Hubberton  undifeovered,  while  another 
column  of  his  force  parted  the  mountains  be¬ 
tween  Skenefborcugh  and  Lake  George  3  and 
on  the  morning  of  the  18th  of  Sept,  a  fuddetr 
and  general  attack  was  mad'e  upon  the  Carrying 
Place  at  Lake  George,  Sugar-hill,  Ticonderoga^ 
and  Mount  Jndepeiidance.  The  fea  tfScw 
Commanding  the  armed  floop  Rationed' to  de¬ 
fend  the  Carrying  place,  as  alfo  feme  of  the 
officers  commanding  at  She  poits  at  the  Sugar- 
hill  ana  at  the  Portage  were  fmprifed.  and  a 
confiderable  part  of  fourcompiiiies  of  the  53d 
regiment  were  made  prifoners  3  a  blcCk-boufe 
commanded  by  lieutenant  Lord  of  the  53d  reg. 
was  the  only  pod  on  that  fide  that  had  time  to 
make  life  ot  their  arms,  and  they  made  a  brave 
defence  till  carinoh.  taken  from  ihe  furprifed 
veflel  was  brought  againft  them. 

After  ftatineand  lamenting  fa  fatal  a  want 
of  vigilance,  I  haVe  to  inform  your  lordfhiy  <£ 
the  fa-.isfafWy  events  which  followed. 

Theenemy  having  twice  fummoned  brigad. 
gen.  Powell,  and  received  fuch  arlfyrers  as  be¬ 
came  a  gallant  officer  entrufted  with  fo  impor¬ 
tant  a  poft  ;  and  having  tried  dining  tbe  courle 
of  four  days  feveral  attacks,  and  being  rc puff¬ 
ed  in  all,  retreated  wit  host  having  done  any 
confiderable  damage. 

Brig»dier^general  Powell,  from  whofe  report 
to  me  I  extract  this  relatien,  gives  great  com- 
•  mentations  to  tbe  regiment  of  i’r  nee  Frederick 
and  rbe  Other  troops  Unioned  at  Jiicunt  Inde- 
pend mee.  The  brigadwaifo  mentions  with 
year  rpplaufs  the  bshawicur  of  0c?p’aln  Taylor 
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of  the  *ifl  regimsnt,  who  wat  accidentally 
there  on  his  road  to  the  army  £rem  the  hot- 
pital,  and  lieutenant  Beecroft  of  the  141(1  re¬ 
giment,  who,  with  the  artificers  in  arms,  de¬ 
fended  an  important  battery. 

On  the  24th  of  Sept,  the  enemy,  enabled  by 
the  capture  of  the  gunboa's  and  batte,ux 
which  they  had  made  after  the  furpiize  of  the 
(Joop  to  embark  upon  Lake  George,  attacked 
Diamond  Ifland  in  two  divifions. 

Capt.  Aubrey  and  two  companies  of  the  47th 
fegiment  had  been  polled  at  that  ifland  from 
the  time  the  army  pafll-d  the  H^dfon’s  river, 
at  a  better  fituation  for  the  fecurity  of  the  ft 'res 
at  the  fouth  end  of  Lake  George,  than  Fort 
George,  which  is  oil  the  cootinent,  and  not 
tenable  againft  artillery  and  numbers.  The 
enemy  were  repulfed  hy  captain  Aubrey  with 
great  lofs.and  pOi  Sued  by  the  gun  boats  under  his 
command  to  the  eaft  ihore,  whetc  two  of  their 
principal  veflcls  were  retaken,  together  with 
al1  the  cannon  ;  they  had  juft  time  to  fet  fire 
to  the  other  battcaux,  and  retreated  over  the 
mountains. 

I  beg  leave  to  refer  your  lordfb'p  for  further 
particulars  to  my  aid-de-camp,  lord  Peterfham  ; 
and  1  humbly  lake  cccalion  to  recommend  to 
bis  majefly's  notice  that  nobleman,  as  one  en¬ 
dued  with  (jualities  to  do  important  ferviers  to 
bis  country  io  every  ftacion  to  which  his  birth 
may  lead.  In  this  late  campaign,  in  particular, 
his  behaviour  has  been  foch  as  to  entitle  him 
to  the  fulled  appLufe.  and  I  am  confident  his 
merit  will  be  thought  a  fufficient  ground  far 
preferment,  though  deprived  of  the  eclat  and 
fort  of  claim  which  generally  attends  the  deli¬ 
very  of  fortunate  difpatchts. 

I  have  only  to  add,  my  lord,  a  general  re 
port  of  the  killed  and  wounded.  1  do  not  give 
itascorrtft;  the  hurry  of  the  time  and  the 
reparation  of  the  corps,  having  rendered  it 
impoflible  to  make  it  fo.  The  Rritifh  officers 
h-ave  bled  profufely  and  moft  honour,b'y  ;  all 
who  have  fallen  were  valuable,  but  the  extfcn- 
five  merits  which  marked  the  public  and  pri¬ 
vate  charadler  of  brigadier  general  Frafer  will 
long  remain  upon  the  memory  of  this  army, 
and  make  h  s  lofs  a  fubjcdl  of  particular  re¬ 
gret,  Thofe  who  remain  unwounded  have 
been  equally  forward  ;  and  the  general  officers, 
from  the  mode  of  fighting,  have  been  more 
expofed  [than  in  other  fervices.  Among  the 
reft  I  have  h  d  my  e'eape*.  It  depends  upon 
the  fentence  bis  majef'y  (ball  paf,  upcn  my 
condndf  ;  upon  lh>  judgmentef  my  proftftion, 
and  of  the  impartial  and  refpedlable  parts  of  my 
country,  whether  I  am  to  efteem  them  blcfl- 
iugs  or  misfortunes,

Dutch  West-India  Islands. 

St.  Eustatia, 

C  ITU ATE  three  leagues  north-weft  of 
St.  Chnftopher's,  is  a  very  well  culti¬ 
vated  illand,  about  three  legues  in  com- 
pals.  Befides  tobacco,  the  inhabitants 
raile  and  export  great  quantities  of  fugar. 
They  alfo  breed  hogs,  rabbits,  goats,  and 
all  forts  of  poultry.  The  air  is  whole- 
fftmt,  but  it  is  fubjcfl  to  terrible  thunder¬ 
claps,  earthquakes  and  hurricanes  ;  and 
there  is  a  fear  city  of  fitlh- water.  Before 


a  hurricane  the  rain  is  always  fait  and 
bitter. 

This  illand  is  the  ftrongeft  of  all  the 
Caiibbee  Iflands,  there  being  but  -®r,e 
landing  place,  which  is  commanded-by  a 
fort,  and  may  be  eafily  defended  by  a  few 
men.  The  Dutch  firft  took  pofieflion  of 
it  in  1635. 

Saba,  alfo  one  of  the  Caribhea  iflands, 
is  a  fmall  pleafant  illand,  thirteen  miles 
north-weft  of  Euftatia.  The  lea  is  fo 
fhallow  about  it,  that  none  but  Hoops  can 
come  near  it ;  nor.  even  they,  but  at  a 
fmall  creek  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  ifland. 
Moll  of  the  inhabitants  are  faid  to  be- 
Ihoe-makers,  or  dealers  in  fhoes.  There 
is  a  delightful  valley  in  the  ifland,  which 
produces  neceflaries  for  the  inhabitants, 
with  fome  indigo  and  cotton. 

Cnrafiao,  or  Curacoa,  is  abouj  nine  or 
ten  leagues  in  length,  and  five  in  breadth  ; 
lying  in  n°,  14/.  north  latitude ;  nine  or 
ten  leagues  from  the  coaft  of  Tetrar 
Firma. 

The  climate  is  unwliolfome  and  diT- 
agreeable,  and  the  foil  unfruitful  ;  yet 
the  ifland  is  populous,  and  the  induftry 
of  the  inhabitants  fuch,  that  it  produces 
a  great  deal  of  fugar  and  tobacco.  It  is 
well  fupplied  with  provifions  and  commo¬ 
dities  from  Europe,  and  the  other  Dutch 
fettlements,  in  which  it  carries  on  a  very 
lucrative  and  extepfive  contraband  trade 
with  the  Spaniards  in  Terra-Fit ma.  The 
chief  t.-\vn  and  harbour  is  about  three 
leagues  from  the  fouth -eaft  e  d  of  the 
ifland.  The  town,  for  i.ts  isoneof 

the  faireft  and  find!  in  /  ir.. 'tries .  and  con ■ 
tains  every  thing  necefiary  te>  render  it 
commodious  and  agreeable,,  aa  far  as  tire 
climate  and  foil  will  permit.  Tijfi  iflands 
of  Bonacie  and  Aruba  are  llkcwife  con- 
fiderabie  for  their  fituation- near  the  coaft 
of  Terra-Firma,  which  gives  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  sn  opportunity  of  carrying  on  a 
clandelline  trade  with  the  Spanifh  fettle¬ 
ments  in  Terra  Firma.  On  the  fouth 
fide  of  Bonacie  is  a  good  fait  pond,  whi¬ 
ther  the  Dutch  (loops  come  for  lalt,  which 
is  now  become  a  very  profitable  com¬ 
modity. 

DANISH  ISLANDS. 

St.  Thomas, 

The  chief  of  the  Virgin  Iflands,  which 
lie  to  the  eaft  of  Porto-Rico,  has  a 
l'afe,  jtrong,  and  commodious  harbour, 
which,  by  being  open  to  traders  of  all 
nations,  enriches  the  inhabitants.  The 
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ifland  alfo  naturally  produces  mod  of  the 
Wed  Indian  commodities  ;  but  is  much 
infeded  with  mufkettoes. 

St.  Croix,  or  Santa  Cruz,  a  fmall  idand, 
about  twenty  leagues  wed  of  St.  Chrif- 
.topher's,  is  under  the  protection  of  the 
king  of  Denmark  ;  but  modly  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  fome  Iridi  gentlemen.  The  foil 
is  faid  to  be  rich,  producing  many  ex¬ 
cellent  dying  and  other  woods,  proper  for 
houfe  and  (hip-building,  together  with 
oranges,  citrons,  gr^nates,  lemons,  the 
mandioca  root,  and  the  papau-tree,  the 
fruit  of  which  makes  a  mod  excellent 
fwcet-meat. 

Among  the  many  iflands  in  thefe  feas 
are,  Anigada,  fifty  miles  north-wed  of 
Anguilla,  and  Sombrero  thirty.  They 
both  abound  with  birds,  particularly  the 
colubri-or  humming-bird,  of  great  beauty, 
but  which  has  been  varioufly  deferihed  by 
different  writers.  They  live  on  the  juice 
of  dowers,  efpecially  thofe  of  the  cotton 
tree,  fmell  like  amber,  and  build  their 
neds,  which  are  curioufl'y  lined  with  cot¬ 
ton,  down,  and  (ilk,  among  the  thick 
leaves  of  the  boughs. 

Here  are  alfo  painted  crabs,  which  are 
faid  to  be  very  good  meat.  Some  of  them 
have  violet-coloured  (hells  ;  others  yel¬ 
low,  full  of  purple-fpecks  j  and  others 
tawny,  with  red  dreaks.  They  creep 
down  the  hills  in  May,  cocfuming  all 
the  herbage  in  their  way,  and  after  going 
four  times  to  the  waterto  wadi  themfelves, 
retire  to  the  woods  ;  but  at  a  certain  fea- 
fon,  the  females  take  to  the  fez,  and  there 
lay  their  eggs,  which  being  afterwards 
cad  afhore,  and  warmed  by  the  fun,  pro 
duce  young  ones,  that  creep  to  the  woods, 
and  as  they  grow  bigger  climb  up  the 
rocks,  where  the  old  ones  keep  together 
in  vad  multitudes,  and  fo  dop  up  the 
holes  that  they  cannot  be  found  out.--- 
They  creep  out  of  their  (hells  through  an 
opening  at  the  tail,  which  is  fcarcepei- 
ceptible,  and  thus  lie  bare  and  dripped 
of  their  (hells,  being  only  covered  with  a 
thin  (kin,  which  at  lad  grows  as  firm  as 
that  they  left. 

Salt  Tortuga  is  a  barren,  rugged  idand, 
fituated  north  wed  from  Margarita,  in 
the  latitude  of  10®.  35'  north,  and  fo 
named  to  didinguifli  it  from  the  other 
turtle-ifiands  on  the  coalt  of  America,  on 
account  of  a  large  falt-pond  at  the  eaft 
end  of  it,  within  two  hundred  paces  of 
the  fea,  where  merchant- (hips  take  in 
ladings  of  fait.  There  is  a  linall  harbour 
ia  the  idand. 


The  idand  of  Blanco  lies  north  of 
Margarita,  in  io°.  15'  north  latitude; 
but  is  on  !y  remarkable  for  its  turtle  fidiery. 

Th,e  Virgin  Iflands,  including  St.  Tho¬ 
mas,  are  twelve  in  number.  They  are 
faid  to  be  in  general  fmall,  barren,  and 
inhofpitable  ;  but  whether  any  of  them, 
befides  St.  Thomas,  are  inhabited,  and 
by  whom,  we  are  not  told. 

'The  BAHAMA  ISLANDS. 

Thefe  belong  to  Great-Britain,  are  fittt- 
ated  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  to  the  north 
of  the  ifland  of  Cuba,  and  not  far  from 
the  coafl  of  Florida,  Aretching  from  the 
norih-wed  to  the  fouth-ead,  between  21 
and  27®.  of  north  latitude.  They  are 
very  numerous,  and  twelve  of  them  pretty 
large. 

Bahama,  which  is  the  larged,  being 
about  fifty  miles  in  length,  though  very- 
narrow,  and  gives  name  to  the  red,  lies 
twenty-five  leagues  from  the  continent  of 
Florida,  It  enjoys  a  ferene  temperate 
air,  with  a  fruitful  foil,  we'l  watered 
every  wherewith  fprings  and  rivulets. 

Though  thefe  were  the  fird  lands  dif- 
covered  in  America  by  Columbus,  the 
Spaniards  never  thought  of  fettling  in 
them.  The  Engliih  knew  nothing  of 
them  till  i66->,  when  Captain  William 
Sayle,  being  bsund  to  Carolina,  was 
forced  among  them  by  a  ltorra,  which 
gave  him  an  opportunity  of  examining 
them  carefully,  particularly  that  which 
at  prefent  is  known  hy  the  name  of  Pro¬ 
vidence.  At  his  return,  he  repoited  the 
benefit  they  might  be  of  to  the  date  j 
upon  which,  grants  of  them  were  made 
out  to  proprietor's  ;  but  the  government 
was  referred  in  the  hands  of  the  crown. 
None  of  them,  however,  are  yet  fettled, 
except  Providence,  LucayS,  and  Harbour 
Ifland. 

The  Straits  of  Bahama  are  well  known  to 
navigators  for  their  difficult  paflage  j  yet 
thefe  iflanJs,  intime  of  peace  are  capable  of 
great  improvement  in  point  of  trade,  and 
havejalways  been  a  good  retreat  fordifabled 
(hips,  blown  from  the  different  parts  of 
the  continent  of  America.  In  time  of 
war  the  Britiffi  cruizers  and  privateers 
dationed  at  the  Bahama  Iflands,  are  more 
capable  to  cbflrufl  and  annoy  the  Spanilh 
trade,  homeward  bound,  than  any  that 
are  dationed  at  the  red  of  the  Briti(h  co¬ 
lonies  in  America.  Accordingly,  New 
Providence,  which  is  a  very  t  iriving  co¬ 
lony,  was  of  great  benefit  to  the  Iritifh 
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trarfe  in  the  !ate  war.  The  chief  town  of 
the  ifland  is  called  Naffau. 

Many  of  thefe  iflands,  through  the 
dangers  attending  the  navigation  to  them, 
ai  e  but  little  known.  They  are  i'uppoied 
to  amount  altogether  to  near  five  hundred  ; 
l>ut  many  of  them  are  only  barren  rocks. 

Of  the  filhes  found  on  the  coalf,  not  a 
few  are  faid  to  be  poifonous,  or  at  lead 
unwhoifome. 


The  Be  RMUDAS,  orSuMMER  ISLANDS, 

Are  a  duller  of  iflands  lying  in  the 
Atlantic  Ocean,  in  310.  20'.  north  lati¬ 
tude,  about  feven  or  eight  hundred  miles 
•alt  from  Cape  Hatorns,  in  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  which  is  the  neared  land  to  them. 
They  are  faid  to  be  about  four  hundred 
in  number,  but  moftof  them  fo  (mail  and 
barren  as  not  to  be  habitable.  How  they 
got  the  name  of  Bermudas  is  uncertain ; 
but  the  other  is  a  corruption  of  Sommers, 
from  Sir  George  Sommers,  who  was  Ihip- 
wrecked  on  them  in  1609.  We  are  in- 
t  >rmed  by  fome  voyage-writers,  that  both 
the  air  and  foil  of  thefe  iflands  have  un¬ 
dergone  a  mod  furprizing  alteration  for 
the  worfe,  fince  they  were 'fi  rit  di  (covered. 

The  Bermudas  have  dill  confiderable 
remains  of  fine  cedars  that  ferve  for  build¬ 
ing  of  (loops,  with  the  affiftance  of  the 
New  England  white  pine.  Ambergreafe 
is  often  found,  and  whales  caught  on  this 
coad  ;  and  the  turtle  fiflnng  trade  greatly 
ferves  to  fubfilt  the  inhabitants.  The  go¬ 
vernor,  it  is  faid,  has  ten  pounds  for 
every  whale  that  is  caught.  There  is  a 
bl  eed  of  black  hogs  here,  that  are  thought  l 
to  have  been  Jeft'by  the  Spaniards  j  and  I 
a  white  chalk-done,  which  is  ealily  chif- 
fe'led,  and  exported  for  building  gentle¬ 
men's  houfes  in  the  Wed-Indies.  Some 
tobacco  is  raifed  in  thefe  idands,  and  they 
abound  in  excellent  oranges  and  palmetto 
trees  ;  but  the  water,  except  what  falls 
from  the  clouds,  and  is  preferved  in  cil'- 
terns,  is  bracki/h. 

The  chief  ifland  is  St.  George,  which 
is  not  above  fixteen  miles  in  length,  and 
three,  at  mod,  in  breadth.  There  are  three 
clergymen  in  the  ifland,  who  have  a  hand- 
foma  provifion.  The  iflind  takes  its 
name  from  the  chief  town. 

Newfoundland. 

Newfoundland  is  of  a  triangular  form, 
arul  about  as  big  as  Ireland,  being  two 
hundred  and  eighty  miles  in  length  from 
north  to  fcttth,  and  Bine  Jiundred  and 


thirty  in  circumference.  There  is  nt» 
coad  in  the  world  better  accommodated 
with  harbours  all  round.  Thofe  on  the 
ealt  and  fouth  coads  are  bed  known,  name¬ 
ly  Bonavida,  Trinity,  Capelin,  and  Con¬ 
ception  bays,  Torbay,  St.  John’s  Har¬ 
bour,  the  Bay  of  Bulls,  Frefli  Water 
Bay,  thole  of  Bifcay,  St.  Mary,  Pla¬ 
centia,  Bay  of  Fortune,  or  St.  Peter’s, 
and  the  Bay  of  Defpair;  but  the  mod  fa¬ 
mous  and  confiderable  is  the  bay  of  Pla¬ 
centia.  On  the  north  the  ifland  is  fepa- 
rated  from  Terra  de  Labrador,  or  New 
Britain,  by  the  Strait  of  Belleifle,  which 
runs  N.  L.  and  is  about  twenty-eight 
miles  over  in  its  narrowed  part  j  on  the 
wed  it  has  the  Gulph  of  St.  Lawrence, 
and  on  the  fouth  and  ead  the  Atlantic 
Ocean.  The  mod  wedern  point  is  called 
Cape  Rye,  and  the  mod  foutherly  Cape 
Race,  or  Raz. 

The  climate  of  Newfoundland  is  in- 
tenfely  hot  in  fummer,  and  infupportably 
cold  in  winter,  from  a  variety  of  natural 
caufes.  Four  or  five  months  in  the  win-, 
ter  the  ground  is  covereJ  with  fnow, 
frozen  as  hard  as  cryltal.  The  fouthern 
and  eadern  coads  feldom  enjoy  a  very  fe- 
rene  Iky,  from  their  neighbourhood  to 
the  Great  Bank,  which  is  almod  condant- 
ly  covered  with  a  thick  fog  ;  but  in  the 
northern  and  wedern  parts  the  fley  is  very 
clear,  both  in  dimmer  and  winter. 

The  foil  is  in  general  very  barren,  and 
the  country  full  of  bleak  mountains  and 
naked  rocks.  The  meadows  and  vales 
for  the  mod  part  produce  only  a  kind  of 
mofs.  Many  fpeciesof  timber,  however, 
grow  here  in  the  utmod  person,  and 
the  firs  are  as  fit  for  mads  as  thofe  of 
Norway.  Some  fruitful  fpots,  neverthe¬ 
less,  are  faid  to  be  met  with  in  it,  and  a 
kind  of  rye  which  grows  naturally  with¬ 
out  culture,  and  is  very  nourifhing,  with 
wild  drawberries  and  rafpberries.  The 
ifland  abounds  with  wild  fowl,  and  with 
deer,  hares,  rabbits,  foxes,  fquirrels, 
bears,  beavers,  wolves, otters,  and  other 
quadrupeds  ;  and  the  fea  is  plentifully 
ftocked  with  different  kinds  of  delicious 
filh,  befides  ccd,  the  daple  commodity. 
The  inhabitants  depend  mod  for  bread, 
and  other  neceffaries,  upon  the  exports 
thither  from  the  mother-country,  or  (till 
lately)  from  the  continentof  America. 

The  chief  and  almod  only  trade  here  is 
in  fifli ;  of  which  there  is  luch  plenty  on 
the  coads  of  the  ifland,  that  the  whole 
world  almod  might  be  fiupplied  from  it  : 
all  fons  being  taken  here  in  immenfe 
quantities  ;  but  the  principal  filhery  is  cf 
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are  laid  alfo  to  be  ingredients  tn  the  cha 


cod,  wherewith  at  lead  five  hundred  fail 
of  Ihips  have  been  ufually  laden  every 
year,  for  France,  Spain,  Portugal,  Italy, 
England,  and  other  paits.  The  main 
fifiiery  is  on  the  great  bank,  and  the  other 
banks  about  this  illand,  as  alfo  along  the 
coalt.  The  great  bank  is  a  vaft  mountain 
under  water,  extending  in  length  accord- 
1  ing  to  the  molt  accurate  lea-charts,  from 
the  forty-firft  degree  of  north  latitude  to 
25'.  and  in  breadth  from  41®.  jo', 
to  51®.  30'.  of  longitude  welt  from  Lon¬ 
don. 

The  depth  o^  water  on  it  is  from  five 
to  fixty  fathom.  But  whatever  be  the 
figure  or  dimeofion  of  this  bank,  it  is 
covered  with  a  valt  quantity  of  Ihells, 
and  feveral  kinds  of  filh  of  all  lizes,  molt 
of  which  ferve  for  food  to  the  cod -Hilt, 
whole  number  here  leem6  to  equal  the 
grains  of  fand  on  the  bank  itlelf.  Be¬ 
tween  t  wo  atid  three  hundred  vellels  have 
goaded  here  annually,  for  two  centuries 
without  apparently  lelfening  the  number’ 
of  the  finny  inhabitants. 

The  next  hank  is  called  the  Green  - 
Bmk  The  charts  makeit  about  a  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty  miles  long,  and  about 
fifty  over  where  broadell  :  it  lies  eft  the 
fouth  coalt  of  Newfoundland.  There 
are  feveral  other  banks,  but  not  fo  con- 
fulerable. 

The  Great  Strand,  or  drying  place  tor 
filli,  is  about  a  league  in  extent,  and  lies 
between  two  lteep  hills,  one  ot  winch 
is  feparated  from. rite  Strand  by  a  limll 
rivulet,  winch  forms  a  kind  of  lake  called 
the  little  bay,  abounding  with  ialmun. 
The  Great  Strand  mav  contain  at  once  a 
fufficiency  to  load  threelcore  Ihips.  There 
is  another  Idler  Strand  tor  the  ufe  ot  the 
inhabitants,  who  filli  all  along  the  coalt. 
The  fishing  leaibri  is  from  l’pring  to  Sep¬ 
tember.  All  the  train  oil  that -comes 
from  Newfoui'td+and'is  drawn  chiefly  from 
the  livers  of  the  cod.  The  principal 
towns  are  Placentia,  Bonaviita,  and  St. 
John. 

The  Indians  of  this  illand  areagetitie, 
tra&able  people,  and  eafily  gained  by 
good  ulage.  They  paint  their  bodies, 
and  in  winter  are  coveted  with  Ikins  and 
furs,  efpecially  round  the  wailt.  Their 
ltaiure  is  fniall,  but  mufcular  and  robult, 
their  chelts  full,  and  their  faces  brord  to 
a  degree  of  deformity.  Tire  favages  of 
this  illand  are  never  fcur.d  with  a  beard, 
which  is  rnoltly  alcribed  to  a  cultora  a- 
mong  them  of  plucking  the  hairs  up  by 
the  roots,  the  moment  they  begin  to  ap¬ 
pear.  Pilfering,  cunning,  and  duplicity 
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racier  of  thole  people  ;  nor  are  they 
aflutmcd  when  detected  ;  or  provoked, 
when  obliged  to  make  reftitutien.  They 
are  accounted  more  rational  in  their  re¬ 
ligious  opinions  than  the  Indians  on  the 
continent  ;  to  have  carried  fome  arts, 
particularly  pottery,  to  much  perfeflion  ; 
and  to  dil’cover  fome  feeds  of  genius  for 
greater  matters. 

The  fit  ft  fettlements  were  made  by  ibe 
Eriglifli,  in  the  year  1610.  By  the  fifth 
article  of  the  tail  definitive  treaty  of 
peace,  the  lubjefls  of  France  have  a  li¬ 
berty  cf  fifhing  and  drying  on  a  part  of 
the  coaft  of  the  illand  pf  Newfoundland, 
fuel)  as  is  fpecified  in  the  fifteenth  article 
of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht.;  alfo  the  liberty 
of  fifhing  in  the  Gitlph  of  St.  Laurence, 
at  the  diltance  of  three  leagues  from  all 
the  coalts  belonging  to  Great-Britain, 
and  at  the  diltance  of  fifteen  leagues  from 
the  coalts  of  the  illand  of  Cape  Breton. 
Theillandsof  St.  Pierre  and  Miopielon 
were  alfo  ceded  to  them  by'  the  fixth  arti¬ 
cle,  to  ferve  as  a  (belter  for  their  fiflier- 
men  ;  but  they  are  not  to  fortify  thefe 
illauds.  By  the  eighteenth  article  of  the 
laid  peace,  his  catholic  majeliy  delilts 
from  any  pretenfions  in  favour  of  his  iub- 
jeiSis.  to  the  right  of  billing  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  of  the  illand  ot  Newfoundland. 

Cafe-Breto\. 

This  illand,  which,  from  the  nature  of 
its  lunation,  is  of  the  irtmoft  confeqYience 
to  the  Britifli  colonies  and  filheries  in, 
America,  lies  between  45  and  47°.  of 
north  latitude,  and  between  61  and  6z‘L 
of  weft  longitude,  being  about  one  hun¬ 
dred  miles  in  length,  and  fitly  in  breadth. 
It  is  feparated  from  Nova  Scotia  by  the 
narrow  Strait  ot  Canlo,  orFronlac;  and 
>s  about  twenty  leagues  from  Newfound¬ 
land. 

The  northern  coaft  is  all  very  high,  and 
almolt  maccefiible  ;  nor  is  it  much  ealiei  to 
land  any  whereon  the  weft  coalt,  till  you 
come  to  the  Strait  of  Fronktc  ;  but  on  the 
fouth  ealt  there  are  many  good  harbours, 
bays,  and  creeks,  particularly  that  of 
Louilbourg,  one  cf  the  fineit  in  America, 
being  alniolt  four  leagues  round,  with 
every  where  lix  or  feven  fathom  water. 

The  climate  is  very  fimilnr  to  that  of 
Quebec,  only  more  fubjeft  to  fogs  ;  the 
air,  however,  teems  to  be  pietty  vvliol- 
forne. 

The  illand  abounds  with  lakes  and  li¬ 
vers,  coals,  and  linieitw.e  3  and  though  a 
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great  part  of  it  is  barren,  apples,  pulfe, 
wheat,  and  other  corn,  flax,  and  hemp, 
are  or  may  be  raifed  in  it.  The  chief 
timber-trees  are  oaks  of  a  prodigious 
bignefs,  pines  fit  for  malls,  a(h,  maple, 
plane,  and  afpin  trees.  There  is  no  oc- 
eafion  for  digging  deep,  or  draining  the 
waters  to  come  at  the  coals  here,  as  in 
other  countries. 

There  are  horfes,  hogs,  oxen,  fiieep, 
goats,  and  poultry  on  the  Ifland,  but 
game  is  fcarce.  The  partridges  are  atmoli 
as  big  as  plieafants,  and  not  unlike  them 

in  the  colour  of  their  feathers. - The 

quantities  of  cod  and  other  fifh  on  the 
coaft  is  aimoft  incredible  ;  and  there  is  no 
fcarcity  of  whales,  fea-wolves,  porpoifes, 
and  feals. 

This  ifland  was  one  of  our  conquefh 
in  the  beginning  of  the  late  war  ;  Louil- 
bourg,  its  fortrefs,  with  the  ifland  of  St. 
John,  and  its  other  appui tenances,  hav¬ 
ing  been  furrendered,  by  capitulation,  on 
the  26th  of  July,  1758  ;  but  to  avoid 
expense,  and  prevent  the  French  from 
fettling  on  it  again,  all  the  fortifications 
at  Lcuilbourg  have  been  demolifhed. 

There  are  fevcral  iflands  lying  round 
Cape  Breton,  among  which  are  thole  of 
St.  Peter,  and  Madame,  or  Mauiepas  ; 
but  the  ctiief  is  St.  John’s,  the  produce 
of  which  is  nearly  the  fame  as  that  of 
Cape  Bieton,  but  the  foil  is  faid  to  be 
much  better.  This  lalf  hath  lately  been 
made  a  leparate  government ;  and  a  town, 
it  is  faid,  hath  been  laid  out  in  it,  to  be 
■called  Charlotte  Town.

Copy  of  a  Litter  from  Vice  Admiral  Lord  Vifeount 
Honve  to  Mr.  Stephens.  Dared  on  board  his 
M-jefiy's  fhip  Eagle,  in  cb;  River  Delaware 
Ochber  25,  17^7- 

THE  Lords  Commiffioners  of  the  Admi¬ 
ralty  wil !  be  informed  by  my  lafl  letter 
of  the  28th  of  Angud  of  the  arrival  of  the  fleet 
at  the  head  of  Chefepeak  Bay,  and  the  de¬ 
barkation  or  the  aimy  the  2jth  in  the  River 
Elk. 

The  provifious,  military  Cores,  and  bag¬ 
gage  required  having  been  landed  under  the 
direflion  of  Captain  Duncan,  by  the  7th  of 
the  next  month  the  ar  my  advanced  towards 
the  rebel  forces  aflembled  near  Wilmington 
pn  the  fide  of  the  Delaware. 

The  enemy  confiding  in  the  drength  of 
their  (ituation,  and  waiting  the  approach  of 
the  army,  were  charged  the  1  ith  in  the  even¬ 
ing  with  fo  much  fpirit,  that  notwithdan- 
ding  the  advantages  of  their  port,  they  were 
quickly  forced  on  every  pint,  and  retreated 
in  great  confufion  towards  the  town  of  Phi- 
ladel  plria. 

When  this  account  was  forwarded,  the  lefs 
in  either  army  was  not  afcert3ined.  Ent 
twelve  pieces  of  cannon  had  been  taken  in 
the  field  ;  and  the  viflory  would  have  pro- 
bably  been  compleat,  but  for  the  great  fatigue 
of  the  King's  forces  in  a  long  and  difficult 
march  round  by  the  Forks cf  the  Brandywine. 
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to  arrive  in  the  deflined  pofition  for  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  attack. 

Upon  intelligence  of  this  event  received 
the  13th  preparation  was  made  for  taking 
the  firlfc  favourable  opportunity  to  move  the 
fleet  round  to  a  proper  anchorage  for  prefer- 
ving  a  free  communication  with  the  army  m 
this  river. 

The  progrefs  down  the  Bay  was  confider- 
ably  retarded  by  the  (late  of  the  weather  and 
intricacy'  of  the  navigation,  which  did  not  ad¬ 
mit  continuing  under  fail  during  the  night  2 
wherefore,  though  quitting  the  Elk  the  i°4tb, 
the  fleet  could  not  put  to  fea  from  the  Capes 
of  Virginia  until  the  23d  of  the  fame  month, 
^  then  proceeded  forward  in  the  Eagle  with 
tue  Vigilant  and  the  Ifis,  and  a  fmall  divifioa 
of  the  tranfports,  in  which  fome  articles  of  pro- 
vifions  and  military  fiores,  likeiy  to  be  foon- 
efl  wanted  for  the  army,  had  been  for  that 
purpofe  embarked,  and  left  the  body  of  the 
fleet  to  be  conduced  by  captain  Griffith,  with 
the  reft  of  the  Ihips  of  war. 

Having  had  very  tempeduous  weather  of 
fome  duration  to  the  Northward,  in  the  paf- 
fage  down  the  Chcfepeak  Bay,  the  profpedl 
was  favourable  for  the  fpeedy  arrival  of  the 
fleet  in  the  Delaware 


But  when  the  two.divifions  f little  fecarated) 
were  advanced  within  a  few  leagues  of  the 
entrance  of  the  river,  the  wind  changed  in  a 
fudden  fquall  from  the  fou'.hward  in  the  even¬ 
ing  of  the  25th  ;  and  having  continued  be¬ 
tween  the  North-Weft  and  the  North-Ea! 
with  a  degree  of  force  much  too  great  for  the 
tranfports  to  make  any  way  againft  it,  I  was 
unable  to  get  into  the  river  (followed  a  few 
days  alter  by  the  fir fl  convoy,  which  I  had  left 
in  the  care  of  capt.  Cornwallis  when  the  wea¬ 
ther  became  more  fettled)  until  the  evening 
of  the  4th  inflant. 

The  larger  convoy  with  captain  Griffith  j 
though  much  more  defperfed,  arrived  be¬ 
tween  the  6th  and  8th  of  the  month,  with 
1  no  other  material  accident  except  the  lots  of 
1  the  tranfport  named  the  Father’s  Good  Will, 
|  which  laving  fprunga  leak  when  no  afli  lance 
could  be  given  during  the  bad  weather,  funk, 
at  fea,  but  the  crew  werefaved. 

1  Ihe  flups  of  war  and  tranfports  were 
;  anchored  in  the  mod  convenient  fit  us,  ic ns  is, 
the  wefiern  (bore  from  NcwcaftL;  down  tod 
wards  Reedy  Ifland. 

On  my  arrival  off  Chcfier  on  the  6th  in¬ 
flant,  I  learnt  that  the  rebel  army,  ficne  the 
1  ith  of  lad  month,  had  always  been  retire- 
1  ing  with  precipitation  to  avoid  ageneral  a£fion„ 
fometimes  attemptingadvantages  by  furprize, 
but  the  King’s  forces  maintaining  their  ufual 
afcendcncy  on  every  occafion. 

The  General  was  in  polleffion  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  and  a  frigate  of  32  gras  named  the 
Delaware,  attempted  to  be  palled  above  the 
town,  had  been  taken  by  the  trdops  which 
were  fird  pofied  there. 

|  Captain  Hammond  (who  was  returned  here 
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In  the  Roebuck)  had  moved  up  the  river 
•with  the  Pearl,  £amilla,  and  Liverpool,  as 
the  army  advanced. 

When  I  came  to  this  ftation,  he  was  lying 
•with  thole  frigates  ofTof  Billingport, where  the 
rebels  had  nearly  compleated  a  very  extenfive 
work  for  defending  ihe  approach  to  the  firft 
double  line  of  funk  frames  or  chevaux  de 
frize,  which  crofted  the  navigable  channel 
in  that  part  of  the  river. 

The  general  having  a  few  days  before  ap¬ 
pointed  a  Prong  corps  of  infantry  to  be  lan¬ 
ded  on  the  Jerfcy  Ihore,  to  diflodge  the  en*- 
my  from  that  poll,  they  abandoned  it  at  his 
approach.  The  front  to  the  river  had  there¬ 
upon  been  deftroyed,  and  the  troops  that  even¬ 
ing  withdrawn.  1  Cl-  —  c%s 

A  trial  had  in  the-mean  time  been  begun  for 
opening  a  paftage  thro’  that  firft  obftruftion 
which  the  enemy,  with  their  fire  rafts,  gal- 
lies,  and  other  armed  craft,  repeatedly  en¬ 
deavoured  to  prevent  under  covrrof  the  night  ; 
but  without  any  material  injury  to  the  fri¬ 
gates:  and  a  fufficiciit  channel  was  at  length 
(though  not  without  much  difficulty)  made 
fot  the  larger  (hips,  by  the  advanced  fqua- 
dron  j  the  co'ndnft  of  which  was  on  every 
vccafion  to  he  much  approved. 

The  remaining  obftruflions  to  an  uninter¬ 
rupted  communication  with  the  town  of  Phi¬ 
ladelphia,  confided  of  an  inclofcd  work  erefb- 
ed  on  a  flat  muddy  ifland,  named  Fort  Ifland, 
a  little  diflauee  below  the  entrance  of  the 
Schuylkill,  (Lengthened  by  four  blockhoufes; 
with  two  floating  batteries  of  nine  guns 
each,  and  twelve  or  fourteen  gallies  mount¬ 
ing  heavy  cannon,  befides  many  other  armed 
craft  of  lefler  force,  and  fcveral  fire  (hips. 
Oppofitc  thereto,  on  the  eafltrn  Ihore  at  Red 
Rank,  above  Manto  Creek,  a  redoubt  was 
eonfirufteJ,  under  which  their  moveable 
water  force  could  find  pioteflion  oceafion- 
ally- 

In  the  front  of  thefe  defences,  to  the  ex- 
lent  of  half  a  mile  or  more  below  the  ifland, 
(bfing  the  part  of  the  channel  where  the  na¬ 
vigation  was  contraited  in  the  width  to  about 
100  fathoms)  fcveral  row-s  of  the  chevaux  de 
frize  were  funk  fo  as  to  render  the  nearer  ap¬ 
proach  of  the  (hips  impracticable  ;  and  no  at¬ 
tempt  cool  J  be  made  for  moving  the  funk 
frames,  or  otherw'ife  clearing  the  channel 
till  the  command  1  f  the  (bores  on  each _Jrde  *f 
the  river  could  be  obtained 

For  thofe  perpoksrhe  genera!  ordered  fome 
batteries  to  be  ercCVed  on  the  weflern  (hore 
ro  diflodge  the  enemy  from  the  ifland;  and  a 
body  of  troops  to  he  landed,  for  forcing  the 
redoubt  on  the  Red  Bank. 

Tt  was  intended  that  the  Vigilant  fhould 
pads  thro’  a.  thal'ow  and  very  confined  chan¬ 
nel  be:  '  r  Hog- iiknd  (next  before  Fort- 
■  (land)  and  ;  h-e  Penftlvar.ia  (hore;  to  arrive 
and  aCt  upon  tlw  tear  and  lefsdcfenfibk  part 
«f  the  work  ;  ai  d  the  ebcamftances  of  the 


navigation  not  admitting  of  a  more  fciious  at¬ 
tack,  for  the  reafons  before  mentioned,  a  di- 
verfion  w’as  propofed  to  be  made  at  the  fame 
rims  by  the  advanced  frigates,  together  with 
the  Ifis  and  Augufta  in  the  eaftern  or  main 
channel  of  the  river,  as  well  for  engaging  the 
attention  of  the  enemy  at  Fort-ifland  and  the 
redoubt,  as  to  reftrain  the  motions  of  the  gal¬ 
lies  and  other  armed  craft  w  hich  had  retired 
under  the  works  at  Red-bank,  when  they 
difeovered  the  danger  they  would  be  expofed 
to  in  their  former  Rations  m  arFort-ifland  from 
ouft  batteries  on  the  weflern  (hore. 

The  wind  continuing  from  the  northward 
feveral  fucccflive  days,  the  Vigilant  could  not 
proceed  according  to  her  deftination  at  the 
time  intended.  The  Augufta,  Roebuck,  Liver¬ 
pool,  and  Pearl  were  neverthelefs  ordered  a- 
bove  the  fit  ft  line  »f  chevaux  de  frize  the 
2?d  inft.  to  be  in  readinefs  for  fuch  fervice  as 
they  (hould  be  able  to  render  when  the  redoubt 
(hould  be  attacked  ;  and  captain  Reynolds, 
being  the  fenior  officer,  fuccetded  to  the  com¬ 
mand  of  the  advanced  fquadron. 

The  detachment  of  the  army,  confiding  of 
Htflian  troops  under  colonel  Donop,  appoint¬ 
ed  to  attack  the  redoubt,  crofted  the  Bela- 
ware  oppofitc  to  Philadelphia  the  21ft  inft.  in 
a  divilicn  of  flat  boats,  which  Captain  Clay¬ 
ton  conduced  in  the  night,  by  Fort  Ifland 
along  the  weflern  (hore  for  that  purpofe. 

The  attack  of  the  redoubt  being obferved  t® 
take  place  the  evening  of  the  i2d,  juft  upon 
the  clofe  of  day,  Captain  Reynolds  immedi¬ 
ately  (lipped,  and  advanced  with  the  fqnadron 
(to  which  the  Merlin  had  been  joined)  as  far 
as  he  ws  able  with  the  flood,  to  fecond  the 
attempt  of  the  troops,  which  were  feen  to  be 
very  warmly  engaged  ;  but  the  change  in  the 
natural  courfe  of  the  river,  caufed  by  the  ob- 
ftruiftions  appearing  to  have  altered  the  chan¬ 
nel,  the  Augufla  and  Merlin  unfortunately 
grounded  fome  diftance  below  the  fecond  line 
of  the  chevaux  de  frize  :  and  the  frefh  north¬ 
erly  wind,  which  then  prevailed,  greatly 
checking  the  rifing  of  the  tide,  they  could  not 
be  got  afloat  on  the  fubfequent  flood. 

The  divernon  was  endeavoured  to  be  conti¬ 
nued  by  the  frigate,  at  which  the  fire  from  the 
enemy's  gallics  was  chiefly  pointed  for  fome 
time.  But  as  the  night  advanced,  the  fleffiat* 
detachment  having  been  repulfed,  the  firing 
ceafed.  '  ? 

The  rebels  difeovering  the  ftatc  of  the  Au¬ 
gufta  and  Merlin  in  the  morning  of  the  23d, 
renewed  the  fire  from  their  gallies,  works, 
and  floating  batteries.  But  their  moveable 
force  approaching  little  nearer  than  a  random 
(hot,  the  injury  was  inconfiderable  to  the 
(hips  :  and  by  the  alertnefs  and  fpirit  of  the 
officers  and  fepmen  (of  the  tranfports  as  welt 
as  (hips  of  war)  attending  in  the  boats  of  the 
fleet  on  this  cccafion,  four  fire  verTels  direff- 
ed  againft  the  Augufta,  were  Cent!' without 
efteft,  ' 
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The  Ifis  was  at  this  time  warping  through 
fcttweeh  the  lower  chevaux  de  frize.  Empty 
tranfports  had  been  ordered  up  from  the  fleet, 
and  other  preparations  made  for  lightening 
the  Augufta  ;  when  by  fome  accident,  no 
otherwise  connefted  with  the  circumftances  of 
the  aflion,  but  as  it  was  probably  caufed  by 
the  wads  from  her  guns,  the  fhip  took  fire 
abaft,  and  it  fpread  with  fuch  rapidity  that  all 
endeavours  to  extinguifh  it  were  ufed  in  vain. 
The  men  were  thereupon  taken  out,  except  a 
very  fmall  number,  not  yet  afeertained.  The 
fecond  lieutenant,  Baldock,  the  chaplain,  and 
gunner,  appear  to  be  of  that  number. 

In  this  ftate  of  the  proceeding  it  was  ne- 
ccflary  to  withdraw  the  frigates,  for  fectlring 
them  from  the  effadt  of  the  blah.  And  as 
the  Merlin  could  not  be  protefted  from  the 
fame  injury,  1  judged  it  requifite  to  give  orders 
for  the  (loop  to  be  evacuated  and  defhoyed.— 
The  other  (hip  dropped  down  nearer  to  Bil- 
Ungport. 

Much  commendation  is  due  to  the  feveral 
captains,  inferior  officers,  and  Teamen  con¬ 
cerned  in  this  fervice  ;  and  particularly  in  their 
refolute  exertions  to  afG It  in  laving  the  crew 
of  the  Augufla.

Copy  of  a  Letter  from  Commodore  Hotbam  to  Vice- 
Admiral  Lord  Vifcount  Howe,  and  by  bis 
Lordfhip  tranfmitted  to  IHr .  Stephens,  dated  on 
board  bis  Majejly' s  Ship  the  Prejion,  off  Peak's- 
kill-Creek,  the  gtb  of  Oftober. 

SIR  Henry  Chnton  having  thought  it  ad- 
vifkble  to  make  a  diverfion  up  the  North- 
River,  and  the  neceflary  arrangements  being 
made  in  confequence,  the  flat- boats  and  bat- 
tea*  on  the  qd  inft.  proceeded  to  Spikendevil- 
creck  in  three  divifions,  under  the  captains 
Pownall,  Jordan,  and  Stanhope:  Captain 
Pownall  having  the  dire&ion  of  the  whole. 

A  body  of  about  noo  troops  were  em¬ 
barked  in  them  that  evening,  and  the  fame 
night  proceeded  to  Tarry-town,  where  they 
.landed  at  day- break,  and  occupied  the  heights 
adjoining.  A  fecond  divifion,  nearly  of  that 
number,  marched  out  at  the  fame  time  from 
Kinglbridge,  and  formed  a  jundlion  by  land 
with  thofe  who  pafled  by  water.  Thefqua- 
dron  under  Capt.  Ommanney  had  moved  up 
the  day  before  to  receive  them,  the  fmaller 
part  of  it,  namely,  the  gallics  and  armed 
veff-ls,  (as  they  might  be  to  act  feparatcly)  1 
thought  it  advisable  on  this  occafion  to  make 
a  diltinff  command,  and  could  not  place  them 
better  than  under  the  direflion  of  Sir  James 
Wallace,  whofc  knowledge  of  the  river,  as 
well  as  apt.

till  night,  when,  by  a  mod  fpirited  exertion. 

!  a  genera!  and  vigorous  aflault  was  made,  and 
j  the  two  important  forts  of  Clinton  and  Mont-r 
I  gomery  fell  by  (form  to  his  majefly’s  arms, 
j  on  which  I  have  the  honour  to  congratulate

The  lofs  on  the  enemy's  fide  is  not  yet  c«- 
a-dly  known,  but  they  are  fuppofed  to  have 
had  abjut  100  killed,  and  250  take®  pei&n- 
ers.  The  greateft  lofs  on  the  fide  of  the  king's 
troops  are  about  40  killed,  among  whom  arc

A  fummons  figned  by  Sir  Henry  Clinton 
and  myfelf  was  the  next  day  fait  up  to  Fort 
Confiitution  by  a  flag  of  truce,  which  being 
fired  at,  returned,  and  determined  the  general 
immediately  to  corretd  the  ir.fult  by  an  attack. 
An  embarkation  was  according‘y  made  on  the 
morning  of  the  8th,  and  proceeded  up  the 
river  for  that  purpefe,  under  cover  of  the 
galleys.

dullry,  and  (kill. 

Sir  James  \\  allace,  with  his  flying  fquadron, 
is  gone  fl  11  higher  up  the  river,  and  if  he 
paftes  (he  chevaux  de  frize  at  Pellipus-idand, 
lie  may  do  clTcntial  fervice,  as  there  can  be 
nothing  to  give  him  any  interruption. 

When  it  is  conlidercd  that  this  attack  was 
made  after  a  mod  fatiguing  march  over  preci¬ 
pices,  and  through  roads  almort  impenetrable, 
which  made  it  impoflrble  for  the  troops  to 
avail  th.mfelvis  of  the  ule  of  citim  n  fo 
necefiary  for  fuch  a  purpofe,  and  the  little  af- 
h  dance  they  c  >uld  therein  piomifc  themfelvts 
from  the  (hips  ;  the  accefs  through  the  high¬ 
lands  to  tile  forts,  rendering  the  approach  to 
them  fo  precarious,  it  redounds  the  more  to 
the  credit  of  an  enrerprize,  wbieh  w  as  formed 
and  executed  with  equal  judgment,  valour, 
and  fuccefs. 

The  captains,  officers,  and  men  under  my 
command  have  been  io  llrenuoully  zealous  in 
their  exertions  upon  this  occafion,  that  every 
tcdiinony  is  due  from  me  in  approbation  of 
their  conduit  during  this  fervicc  of  fatigue,  o‘ 
which  Captain  Pownall  has  had  his  (hare,  and 
is  well  able  to  inform  your  lordfliip  of  every 
particular.

WE  proceeded  up  the  river,  deflroying  a 
number  of  vcfTels  as  we  failed  along,  vvi  bont

»e  found  two  batteiies;  one  of  two  guns,  the 
other  of  three  guns  erefted,  and  an  armed 
galley  at  the  mouth  of  the  creek,  who  endea¬ 
voured  to  prevent  our  palling  by  their  can¬ 
nonades-  Gen.  Vaughan  was  of  opinion  fuch 
a  force  (hould  not  be  left  behind.  It  was  de¬ 
termined  to  land  and  deflroy  them,  and  im¬ 
mediately  executed,  without  retarding  our 
proceeding  up  the  river.  The  General  march¬ 
ed  for  the  town  and  fired  it.

The  general  advifing  me  of  his  intention  to 
fend  a  packet  immediately  to  England,  l 
avail  myfelf  of  the  opportunity  to  acquaint 
you,  for  the  information  of  ihclords  commiffi- 
oners  of  the  admiralty,  refpedting  the  pro- 
grefsof  the  militaiy  fervicesin  which  the  (hips 
ot  war  have  been  concerned,  fince  the  date  of 
my  lad  letter  of  the  25th  of  Oifober. 

I  mentioned  in  that  letter  the  preparations 
making  for  the  attack  meditated  on  the  works 
the  rebi  Is  had  condrufted  on  either  fnore,  for 
preventing  an  open  communication  by  water 
with  the  army  at  Philadelphia,  on  which  it 
was  obvious  to  them  that  the  farther  opera¬ 
tions  of  the  campaign  would  greatly  depend. 

'Che  wind  dill  continuing  to  prevent  thfc

IN  my  lift  difpa'ch  of  the  30th  of  Atiguft, 

J  had  the  honour  to  advife  your  lordfhip  of 
the  army  having  landed  on  the  weft  fide  of 
Ilk  river,  and  of  its  being  afterwards  divided 
into  iwo  columns,  one  under  the  command  of 
Lord  Cornwallis  at  the  head  of  Elk,  and  the 
®ther  commanded  by  lieutenant-general  Knyp 
haiften  at  Cecil  court- Honfe  :  I  am  therefore 
to  give  your  lordfhip  an  account  of  the  opera¬ 
tions  Horn  that  period,  wherein  will  be  includ¬ 
ed  two  general  actions,  in  both  of  which  I 
have  the  fatisfaflion  to  premife  that  fucccfs 
has  attended  his  majefty’s  arms. 

One  the  3d  of  September  major-general 
Grant  with  fix  batialions  remaining  at  the 
head  of  Klk,  to  preferve  the  communication 
wiih  the  fleet,  the  two  columns  joined  at  Pcn- 
cadder,  laying  four  miles  to  the  eaftward  of 
Elk  on  the  road  to  Chriftian  bridge.  In  this 
day’s  march  the  Hcflian  and  A nfparji  chal- 
feurs,  and  the  id  battalion  of  light  infantry, 
who  w’crc  at  the  head  of  Lord  Cornwallis’s 
column,  fell  in  with  a  chofeti  corps  of  one 
thousand  men  from  the  enemy’s  army',  ad-v3n- 
rageouily  ported  in  the  woods,  which  they  de¬ 
feated  with  the  lots  of  only  two  officers  Wound¬ 
ed,  three  nun  killed,  and  nimteen  wounded, 
whm  that  of  the  enemy  was  not  lei's  than  fifty 
killed,  and  many  more  woundrd. 

On  the  6th  major-general  Grant,  after 
captain  Duncan,  wlvo  fuoerintcnded  the  naval 
department,  had  drftrcyed  fuch  veffcls  and 
/lores  a?  could  not  be  removed  trom  the  head 
of  Elk ,  joined  the  army. 

The  whole  marched  on  the  2th  by  Newark, 
and  encamped  tha-  evening  in  the  townffiipof 
Hdkcflcn,  upon  the  road  leading  from  New¬ 
port,  to  Lancafler,  at  wli  ch  firft  place  Gene 
fa\  Wafliington  had  taXen  port,  having  his 
lift  to  Chriftian  Creek,  and  his  iront  covered 
by  Red  Clay  Creek. 

The  two  armies  in  this  fituation  being  only 
four  miles  apart,  the  enemv  moved  early  in 
the  night  of  the  8th  by  the  Lancafttr  road 
from  Wilmington,  end  about  ten  o'clock  next 
morning  crofted  prandy.vine  ‘  re<  k  at  Chads 
ford,  taking  pert  on  the  heights  on  the  eaft- 
ern  fide  of  it. 

On  'he  9th  in  th*  afternoon  licutenant-ge- 
n  r.il  KnyphjiUer  marched  with  the -left  of 
the  army  to  R*  Ga.uei)  and  Kc»neCs  Square, 


while  Lord  Cornwallis  with  the  right  moved 
to  Hokeflcn’s  meiting  I10 11  ft,  and  both  joined 
the  next  morning  at  Rennet's  Square. 

On  the  nth  at  day  break  the  aimy  ad¬ 
vanced  in  two  columns  ;  the -right  command¬ 
ed  by  lieutenant-general  Knyphaufen,  confift- 
ihg  of  four  Heflian  batralions  under  major-ge¬ 
neral  Stern,  the  ift  ^jd  id  brigades  of  Britilh, 
three  battalions  of  the  71ft  regiment,  the 
Queen's  Etrnerttdn  Rangers,  and  one  fqua- 
dron  of  the  1 61I1  dtagoons  under  major  gene¬ 
ral  Grant,  having  with  them  fix  medium 
twelve  pounders,  four  howitzers,  anil  the 
light  artillery  belonging  to  the  brigades. 
This  column  took  the  direft  toad  to  Chad  s 
lord,  ficvih  miles  diftant  from  Rennet's 
Square,  and  arrived  in  front  of  the  enemy 
about  ten  o’clock,  fkirmilhing  mod  part  of 
the  march  with  their  advanced  troops,  in 
wh'ch  the  Queen’s  Rangi rs,  commanded  by 
Captain  Wcmyfsof  the  40th  reg  mtnt,  dil- 
linguiffied  thcmfelves  in  a  particular  mannei. 

The  other  column  under  1  he  command  of 
Lord  Cornwallis,  major  general  Grey,  briga¬ 
dier-generals  Mathew  and  Agnew,  confiding 
of  the  mounted  and  dil'mounted  chafteurs,  two 
fqadrons  of  the  x  6th  Dragoons,  two  battalions 
of  light  infantry,  two  batralions  of  Britilh, 
and  three  of  Hcffian  grenadiers,  two  battalions 
of  guards,  the  3d  and  4th  brigades,  with  tour 
light  twelve  pounders,  and  the  artillery  of  the 
brigades,  marched  about  twelve  miles  to  the 
Folks  of  the  Brandywine,  crofted  the  firft 
branch  at  Trimbles  Ford,  and  the  fecond  at 
JitT  ry’s  Ford,  about  two  o’clock  in  the  after¬ 
noon,  taking  from  thence  the  road  to  Bii- 
worth,  in  order  to  turn  the  enemy’s  right  at 
Chad’s  Ford. 

General  Wafliington  having  intelligence  of 
this  movement  about  nwn,  detached  Gen. 
Sullivan  to  his  right  with  near  ten  thoufand 
men,  who  took  a  rtiong  pofitkm  on  the  com¬ 
manding  ground  ab.  ve  Birmingham  church, 
with  his  left  near  10  the  Brandywine,  both 
flanks  being  covered  by  very  thick  woods,  and 
his  artdlery  advantageoufly  dftpofed. 

As  feon  as  this  was  obferved,  which  was 
about  four  o’clock,  the  king's  troops  advanced 
in  three  columns,  and  upon  aproaching  the 
enemy,  formed  the  line  with  ihe  right  to¬ 
wards  the  Brandywine  ;  the  guards  being  up¬ 
on  the  right,  and  the  Britilh  granadiers  upon 
their  left,  fupported  by  the  hirfllan  Grena¬ 
diers  in  a  fecond  line  :  to  the  left  of  the  ccn-  ’ 
ter  were  the  two  battalions  of  light  infantry, 
with  the  HefOan  and  Anfpach  chafteurs,  fup¬ 
ported  by  the  4th  brigade — The  third  briga4c 
formed  the  referee 

Lord  Cornwallis  having  formed  the  line,  the 
light  infantry  and  chafteurs  began  the  attack  ; 
the  guards  and  grenadl  :s  inftanlly  advanced 
from  the  light,  the  whole  under  a  heavy  fiiq 
of  art!  lery  and  mufquetry  ;  but  iluy  pufbed 
on  with  an  impeWtoflty  not  to  be  fnliained  by 
lhe.fnemy,  who  falling  back  into  tilth  woois 
n  tbvfr  uar,  tiie  F-ing's  u  ops  entered  wjtl) 


A^ion  at  Brandywine, 
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them,  and  pnrfucd  c'-ofdy  for  near  two  miles. 

After  this  fuc»efs  a  part  of  the  enemy’s 
right  took  a  fecond  pofition  in  a  wood  about 
half  a  mile  from  Dilworrh,  from  whence  the 
2d  light  infantry  and  chafieurs  foon  cliflodged 
them  ;  and  from  this  time  they  did  not  rally 
again  in  force. 

The  lit  Britifh  grenadiers,  the  Heflian  gre¬ 
nadiers  and  guards  having  in  the  purfuit  got 
entangled  in  very  thick  woods,  were  no 
further  engaged  during  the  day. 

Th?  2d  light  infantry,  ad  grenadiers,  and 
4th  brigade,  moved  forward  a  mile  beyond 
Dilworth,  where  they  attacked  a  corps  of  the 
enemy  that  had  not  been  before  engaged,  and 
were  ftrongly  ported  to  cover  the  retreat  of 
their  army  by  the  roads  from  Chad’s  Ford  to 
Cherter  and  Wilmington  ;  wh'ch  corps  not 
being  forced  until  after  it  was  dark,  when  the 
troops  had  undergone  much  fatigue,  in  a 
march  of  feventccn  miles,  befides  what  they 
fupported  Once  the  commencement  of  the  at¬ 
tack,  the  enemy’s  army  efcaped  a  total  over¬ 
throw,  that  mull  have  been  the  confequence 
of  an  hour’s  more  day-light. 

The  3d  brigade  was  not  brought  into  affion, 
bur  kept  in  referve  in  the  rear  of  the  4th  bri¬ 
gade,  it  not  being  known  before  it  was  dark 
how  far  lieutenant-general  Knyphaulcn’s  at¬ 
tack  had  fucceeded  :  nor  was  there  anopportu- 
nity  (if  employing  the  cavalry. 

jLieutenent-gencral  Knyphaufen,  as  had 
been  previoufly  concerted,  kept  the  enemy 
amnfed  in  the  courfe  of  lhe  day,  with  cannon, 
and  the  appearance  of  forcing  the  ford,  with¬ 
out  intending  to  pafs  it,-  until  the  attack  up¬ 
on  the  enemy’s  right  (hould  take  place  :  ac¬ 
cordingly  when  it  began,  major  general  Grant 
crofted  the  ford  with  the  4th  and  5th  regi¬ 
ments  ;  and  the  4th  regiment  parting  fit'll, 
fore  d  the  enemy  from  an  intrenchment  and 
battery,  where  three  brafs  field  pieces  and  a 
5  and  half  inch  howitzer  w-ere  taken,  that  had 
been  placed  there  to  command  the  ford. 
The  enemy  made  little  ftand  on  that  fide  af¬ 
ter  the  work  was  carried,  when  the  guards 
appearing  on  their  tight  flank,  the  retreat  be¬ 
came  general ;  but  darknefs  coming  on  before 
luutenant-general  Knyphaulen’s  corps  could 
reach  the  heights,  there  was  no  further  aflion 
on  that  fide. 

From  the  moft  correO  accounts,  I  conclude 
the  rtrength  of  the  enemy’s  army  oppofed  to 
lieutenant-general  Knyphaufen  and  Lord 
Cornwallis,  was  not  lefs  than  fifteen  thoufand 
men,  a  part  of  which  retired  to  Cherter,  and 
remained  there  that  night  :  but  lhe  greater 
body  did  not  flop  until  thev  reached  Philadel¬ 
phia.  Their  lots  was  confideraide  in  offictrs 
killed  and  wounded  :  and  they  had  about 
thiec  hundred  men  killed,  fix  hundred  wound¬ 
ed,  and  near  four  hundred  made  prifoners. 

The  lofs  on  the  fide  of  his  majefiy’s  troops, 
and  the  ordnance,  ammunition,  and  flores 
taken  from  the  enemy  will  appear  ill  the  in- 
clofed  returns,  Nj.  1.  and  a. 


655. 

The  army  laid  this  night  on  the  field  of 
battle,  and  on  the  izih  major  general  Grant, 
with  the  1  ft  and  id  brigades  marched  to  Con¬ 
cord.  Lord  Cornwallis  with  the  light  inlantry 
and  Bri •  ilh  grenadiers,  joined  him  next  day, 
and  proceeded  to  Afh  Town  within  five  miles 
of  Cherter. 

On  the  fame  day  (the  13th)  the  71ft  regi¬ 
ment  was  detached  to  Wilmington,  wh<i£e 
the  enemy  had  thrown  up  works,  both  to  the 
land  and  to  the  river,  with  feven  pieces  of 
cannon  in  the  latter  ;  hut  thefe  works  being 
evacuated,  Major  M’Donell  took  pofteftlon  of 
the  place  without  oppofition,  and  made  Mr. 
M’Kinley,  the  new  appointed  prefident  of  the 
Lower  Counties  on  the  Delaware,  hi;  prifoner. 

On  the  14th,  lieutenant  colonel  Loos,  with 
the  combined  battalion  of  k  hall’s  hrigade,  ef- 
cortc'3  the  wounded  and  fick  to  Wilmington, 
whither  the  battalion  of  Mirbach  was  fent  two 
days  afterwards  to  join  him. 

The  army  moved  in  two  columns  towards 
Golhen  on  the  iGth  ;  and  intelligence  being 
received  upon  the  march,  that  the  enemy  was 
advancing  upon  the  Laocarter  Road,  and  were 
within  five  miles  of  Gofhen,  it  w  as  immediate¬ 
ly  determined  to  pu!h  forward  the  two  columns 
and  attack  them .  Lord  Cornwa  lis  to  take 
his  route  by  Gofnen  Meeting-houfe,  and 
lieutenant-  general  Knyphaufen  by  the  road 
to  Downing-Town. 

The  two  divifions  proceeded  on  their  march, 
but  a  moft  violent  fall  of  rain  fetting  in,  and 
continuing  the  whole  day  and  night  without 
intermiflion,  made  the  intended  attack  im- 
praflicable. 

The  1  ft  light  infantry,  at  the  head  of 
Lord  Cornwallis’s  column,  meeting  with  a 
part  of  the  enemy’s advaoted  guard,  about  a 
Viile  beyond  Gortien,  defeated  them,  kil  im> 
twelve  and  wounded  more,  without  the  Jofs 
of  a  man. 

Nearly  at  the  fame  time  the  chafieurs  in 
front  of  lieutenant-general  Knyphaufen’s 
column  fell  in  with  another  party,  of  which 
they  killed  an  officer  and  five  men,  and  took 
four  officers  prifoners,  with  the  lofs  of  three 
men  wounded. 

The  enemy  being  thus  apprized  of  the  ap¬ 
proach  of  the  army,  marched  with  the  utmoft 
precipitation  the  whole  night  of  thei6th,  and 
got  in  the  morning  to  the  yellow  Springs, 
having,  as  is  fince  known,  all  their  fmall  am¬ 
munition  damaged  by  the  exceflivc  rain. 

In  the  evening  of  the  17th  Lord  Cornwahit 
advanced  to  the  Lancafter  Road,  and  toojc 
port  about  two  miles  diftant  from  lieutenant- 
general  Knyphaufen. 

The  army  joined  in  the  Lancafter  road  at  the 
Whire-Horfe  on  the  18th,  and  marched  to 
Truduffrin,  from  whence  a  detachment  of 
light  infantry  was  immediately  fent  to  the 
Valley  Forge  upon  Schuylkill,  where  the  ene¬ 
my  had  a  variety  of  ftores,  and  a  csnfiderable 
magazine  of  flour.  The  ift  Battalion  of  light

there  next  day,  a'd  were  joined  on  the  20th 
by  the  guards. 

The  enemy  croffed  the  Schuylkill  on  the 
18th,  above  Trench  Creek.  and  encamped  up 
on  the  river,  on  each  fide  of  Pcrkyomy  Creek 
having  detached  troops  to  all  the  Fords  of 
Schut  ikill,  with  caanon  at  Swedes  Ford  and 
|the  Fords  below'  it. 

Upon  intelligence  that  general  Wayne  was 
lying  in  the  woods  with  a  corps  of  fifteen 
hundred  men,  and  four  pieces  of  cannon, 
about  three  miles  diOani,  and  in  the  rear  of 
the  left  wing  of  ihe  aimy,  major-genera! 
Grey  was  detached  on  the  2oih  late  at  night, 
with  the  id  light  infantry,  the  41-d  and  44th

The  enemy  having  received  a  reinforcement 
of  fifteen  hundred  men  from  Peek’s  Kill,  one 
thoufand  from  Virginia,  and  prefuming  upon 
the  army  being  much  weakened  by  the  de'ach  - 
merits  to  Philadelphia  and  Jerfey,  thought  it 
a  favourable  time  for  them  to  rifk  an  aftion. 
They  accordingly  marched  at  fix  o’clock  in  the 
evening  of  the  3d,  from  their  camp  near  Skip- 
pacli  Creek,  about  hxtceli  miles  from  Ger¬ 
man  Town.

Mathew',  with  the  corps  of  guards,  fix  bat¬ 
talions  of  Brilifh  and  two  iquad  ons  of  dra¬ 
goons,  were  upon  the  rig!  1 1;  the  iff  battalion  of 
light  infantry  and  the  Queen’s"  American  Ban¬ 
gers,  were  advanced  in  the  front  of  this  wing. 

At  three  o’clock  in  the  morning  of  the  4th 
the  patrols  difeovefed  the  enemy’s  approach, 
and  upon  the  communication  of  this  intelli¬ 
gence  the  army  was  immediately  ordered  un¬ 
der  arms. 

Soon  after  the  break  of  day  the  enemy  be¬ 
gan  their  attack  upon  the  id  light  infantry, 
which  they  fuftained  for  a  confiderabe  time, 
fupported  by  the  40th  regiment ;  jjQt  at  leng  h 
being  overpowered  by  increafing  numbers,  the 
light  infantry  and  a  part  of  the  40th  retired 
into  the  village,  when  Lieutenanr-co'onel 
Mufgtave,  with  fix  companies  of  file  latter 
corpS,  threw  himfclf  into  a  large  done  houfe 
in  the  face  of  the  enemy,  which  though  fur- 
rounded  by  a  brigade,  and  attacked  by  four 
pieces  of  cannon,  he  mod  gallantly  defended, 
until  Major  general  Grey,  at  the  head  of 
three  battalions  of  the  3d  brigade,  turning  his 
front  to  the  village,  and  Brigadier- general 
Agnew,  who  covered  Major  general  Grey  s 
left  with  the  4th  brigade,  by  a  vigorous  attack 
repulfed  the  enemy  that  had  penetrated  into 
the  upper  part  of  the  village,  which  was  done 
with  great  daughter  :  the  5 tin  and  ^rh  regi¬ 
ments,  from  tiie  right,  engaging  them  at  the 
fame  time  on  the  other  fide  of  the  village, 
completed  the  defeat  of  the  enemy  in  this 
quarter. 

The  regiments  of  Du  Corps  and  Donop  be¬ 
ing  formed  to  fupport  the  left  of  the  4th  bri¬ 
gade,  and  one  battallion  of  Hcdian  grenadiers 
in  the  rear  of  the  chadeurs,  were  not  engaged; 
the  precipitate  flight  of  the  enemy  preventing 
the  two  firll  corps  from  enteiing  into  aftion, 
Dec.  1777. 


and  the  fnccefs  of  the  chadeurs,  in  repelling 
all  efforts  again1*  them  on  that  fide,  did  not 
call  for  the  mpport  of  the  latter. 

The  id  light  infantry,  and  pickets  of  the; 
line  in  front  of  the  right  wing,  were  engaged 
foon  after  the  attack  began  upon  the  head  of 
the  village  ;  the  pickets  were  obliged  to  fall 
hack,  but  the  light  infantry,  bung  well  fufu*-' 
ported  by  the  4th  repiment,  fuflained  the 
enemy’s  attack  with  luch  determined  bravery, 
that  they  couid  not  make  tile  lead  impreffion 
on  them. 

Two  columns  of  the  enemy  were  qppofite 
to  the  guards,  27th  and  i8  li  regiments,  who 
formed  the  right  of  the  fine. 

Major  general  Grant,  who  was  upon  the 
right,  moved  up  the  40  b  regiment  with  four 
pieces  of  cannon  to  t h.  left  of  the  4th  re.gL 
ment,  about  the  time  Major  general  Grey  had 
forced  the  enemy  in  the  village,  and  then  ad¬ 
vancing  with  the  right  wjng,  the  enemy’s  left 
gave  way,  and  was  purfued  through  a  ftrong 
country  between  four  and  five  miles. 

Lord  Cornwallis,  being  early  apprised  at 
Philadelphia"  of  the  enemy’s  approach,  put  in 
motion  the  two  battalions  of  Britifh  and  one 
of  the  Hcffian  grenadiers,  with  a  fquadron  of 
dragoons  ;  and  his  lordlhip  getting  toGermaii 
town  juft  as  ihe  enemy  had  been  forced  out  of 
of  the  village,  he  joined  Major-general  Grey, 
when  p  acing  himfelf  at  the  head  of  tire 
troops  he  followed  the  enemy  eight  miles  on 
the  Sk  ppach  road,  but  fuch  was  the  expedi¬ 
tion  with  which  they  fled,  he  was  not  able  to 
overtake  them. 

T  he  grenadiers  from  Philadelphia,  who, 
full  of  ardor,  had  run  molt  of  the  way  to 
German  Town,  could  not  arrive  in  time  to 
join  in  the  aflion. 

The  country  in  general  was  fo  (irongly  en- 
clofed  and  covered  with  wood,  that  the  dra- 
goons  had  not  any  opening  to  charge,  ex¬ 
cepting  a  fmall  party  On  the  right,  which  be¬ 
haved  mod  gallantly. 

The  enemy  retired  near  twenty  miles  by  fe<»- 
veral  roads  to  Pcrkiomy  Creek,  and  are  new 
encamped  upon  Skippacn  Creek,  about  eigh¬ 
teen  tisiles  diftant  from  hence. 

They  faved  all  their  cannon  by  withdraw¬ 
ing  them  eariy  in  the  day. 

By  the  beft  accounts,  their  lofs  was  between." 
two  and  three  hundred  killed,  about  fix  hun¬ 
dred  wounded,  andupwaids  of  four  hundred 
taken.  Among  the  killed  was  General  Nafh, 
with  many  other  officers  of  all  ranks,  and 
fifty-four  officers  among  the  prifoners 

Since  the  ba' tie  of  Brandy- Wine  feventy- 
two  of  their  officers  have  been  taken,  exclu- 
five  of  ten  belonging' to  the  Delaware  frigate.

nient  fituation  for  the  reduction  of  Fort  I (land, 
which  at  prefent  is  an  obllruftion  to  the  paf 
fage  of  the  river,  as  the  upper  chevaux  de' 
frize  cannot  be  removed  until  we  have  pof- 
fe(7ion  of  tit  at  port.  The  difficulty  of  accefs 
has  rendered  the  reduftion  of  it  a  much  more 
tedious  operation  than  was  conceived  upon 
our  arrival  here. 

I  am  to  requert  that  additional  cloathing 
may  befentover  for  5000  Provincials,  which, 
by  including  the  new  levies  expcfted  to  be 
raifed  in  this  and  the  neighbouring  countries 
will  certainly  be  wanting. 

ExtraCf  of  a  letter  from  Lieutenant  general  Sir 
,  Henry  Clinton  to  General  Sir  William  Htnve, 

dated  Kingibridge ,  2 3 d  September,  17  77' 

IN  the  Jaft  letter  which  I  had  the  honour  of 
writing  to  your  excellency  of  the  6th  of  this 
month,  t  mentioned  my  intention  of  making 
an  incurfion  into  Jerfey  ;  the  objeft  of  which 
was  to  make  a  fmall  diverfion  in  favour  of 
both  armies,  at  what,  1  fuppofed,  a  critical 
time;  having  learnt  by  rebel  accounts  that 
you  had  landed  on  Elk  River. 

My  principal  motive  was,  if  poffihle,  to 
attempt  a  ftroke  aga'nfi  any  detached  corps 
of  the  enemy,  if  one  offered,  or,  if  not,  to 
eolleft  a  coniiderable  number  of  cattle,  which 
would  at  the  fame  time  prove  a  feafonable  re- 
frefhment  to  the  troops,  and  deprive  the  ene¬ 
my  of  refources  which  I  underftood  they 
much  depended  upon  ;  and  finally  to  retire, 
with  our  body,  by  the  only  road  practicable 
with  thofe embarraffments,  to  re-embark,  re¬ 
turn  to  our  camp,  or  proceed  to  fo-me  other 
expedition  if  any  thing  prefented  itfelf. 

All  arrangements  being  fettled,  the  landing 
was  made  at  the  four  following  places,  viz.  at 
Elizabeth-Town-Point  by  Brigadier-general 
Campbell,  with  the  7th.  2fith,  and  sad  regi¬ 
ments,  Anfpach  and  Waldeck  grenadiers,  and 
300  Provincials. 

At  Schuy’er’s  Ferry  by  Captain  Drum¬ 
mond,  with  two  pieces  of  cannon,  250  re- 
eruits  of  the  71ft  regiment,  and  fome  con- 
valefcen's. 

At  Fort  Lee  by  Major-genersl  Vaughan, 
with  Captain  Emmerick’s  chaiJeurs,  five  com¬ 
panies  of  grenadiers  and  light  infantry,  the 
37th,  63d,  and  Prince  Charl-s's  regiment, 
and  5  pieces  of  very  light  artillery. 

And  at  Tapa,n  by  Lieutenant-colonel 
Campbell,  with  100  Provincials,  and  40  ma¬ 
rines. 

The  corps  which  landed  atElizabeth-Town- 
Point  to  proceed  to  Newark,  driving  cattle, 
difarming  the  inhabitants,  and  if  it  met  with 
the  enemy  in  any  force,  fo  as  to  prevent  its 
proceeding  to  Aquakinack,  its  retreat  over  the 
Pafaick  River  was  fecured  by  a  fmall  corps 
with  cannon  on  the  heights  of  Schuyler,  who 
had  landed  at  Schuyler’s  Ferry,  and  were  apor 
tee  to  take  pofTcrtion  of  the  high  grounds 
yrhich  command  the  environs  of  Newark,  &c. 


If  the  Elizabcth-Town  corps  continued  i  s 
match  to  Aquakinack,  it  was  there  rrc  i-  cd 
by  the  corps  which  had  landed  at  Fort  I,cc, 
and  ma  ched  by  Newbridge,  Harkinfack  ar-J 
slatterdam,  where  it  was  in  fituation  to  fulfil 
that  objeft.  A  port  was  left  at  Hackinfrck.  and 
I  ord-red  General  V.ughan  to  leave  one  bat¬ 
talion  and  two  pieces  cf  cannon  at  Newbridge 
to  cover  that  very  important  pnfs.  Lieute¬ 
nant-colonel  Campbell,  who  had  landed  at 
Tapan,  to  remain  there,  and  if  prelfid  to 
fall  back  on  Newbridge  ;  this  however  (ubj  ft 
to  any  arterations  lh-t  Vaughan  (liould  think 
neceflary  to  make.  Finding  that  Br%adier- 
General  Campbell  had  landed  on  Friday  the 
nth,  about  four  o’clock  in  the  morning,  with¬ 
out  oppofttion,  1  then  went  by  Newark  Bay 
to  Schuyler’s  lafiding  on  Hackinfack  River. 
The  cannon  were  that  inrtaut  laud'd.  and  1 
ordered  them  to  proceed  through  the  Cedar 
Swamp,  lo  the  high  grounds  near  Schuyler’s 
Hotife,  where  Captain  Sutherland,  with  250 
men  had  been  for  fome  time.  Finding  it  ne¬ 
cefiary  to  amufe  the  enemy,  who  being  in¬ 
formed  of  the  landing  at  Llizabeth-Tou  n 
Pont,  Wire  retiring  with  their  cattle, 
the  troops  were  ordered  to  fhew  themfclves, 
and  about  noon  the  enemy  were  much  tn- 
creafed  in  number,  and  bad  got  one  piece  of 
i  cannon.  They  had  all  the  boats  on  their  fide 
of  the  river.  Firing  ol  mufquetry  and  cannon 
continued  the  whole  day  with  little  or  no  lofs 
on  either  fide.  Much  loofe  firing  was  heard 
beyond  Newark,  and  at  night  we  haJ  a  pri¬ 
vate  n  port  that  General  Canipb  II  had  aken 
pofieffion  of  that  town  1  fent  imrmdiately 
to  tell  him  our  fituatLon,  but  foon  afterwards, 
by  the  noife  of  cattle  driving  and  march  of 
troops,  found  he  had  continued  his  route,  w  as 
oppofite  to  us.  and  on  his  w  ay  to  Aquakinack. 

I  judged  it  beft  to  order  him  to  halt  till  morn¬ 
ing.  At  day-break  the  rebels  appeared  in 
feme  force  and  about  noon  they  bad  three 
pieces  of  cannon  in  battery  on  their  fide  of 
the  r.vine.  I  went  over  lo  obferve  them,  and 
had  every  reaffn  to  fuppofe,  from  their 
cloaching  and  artillery,  that  they  were  rein¬ 
forced  by  what  is  cailtd  continental  troops. 
To  try  their  countenance,  and  give  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  the  Provincials,  I  ordered  Buik’rk’s 
battalion  to  march  through  a  corn  field,  wi  h 
an  intention  of  taking  in  flank  a  body  of  the 
rebels  ported  behind  a  fione  wall,  and  which 
it  wouid  have  been  difficult  to  have  removed 
by  a  front  attack.  The  regiment  marched  with 
great  fpirit,  and  their  march,  with  fome  little 
movement  to  favour  it.  obliged  the  rebels  to 
quit  without  a  (hot.  I  th’n  reparted  the  river, 
defiring  General  Campbell  to  lofe  no  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  giving  them  a  brurti,  and,  if  pof- 
fible,  of  taking  their  cannon. 

In  the  evening  the  rebels  retired,  a;  we  fttp- 
pofed,  to  the  neighbouring  wood.,  and  1 
waited  only  to  hear  of  the  arr  val  of  a  fqua- 
dren  of  cavalry,  which  I  had  ordered  to  join 
Gen.  Vauthanfrom  I’aulus  Hock,  to  fettle 
4  P  i 
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Kepyijt  at  Staten  liland. 


plan  in  which  part  of  Gen.  Vaughan’  corps 
anight  co-operate  with  General  Cambell's,  in 
endeavouring  to  furroupd  them.  In  the  mean 
time  I  received  a  letter  from  Gen.  Vaughan, 
acquainting  me,  that,  by  information'  from 
his  patrols,  the  rebels  were  affernbling  in 
great  f  ^rce  ar  rhe  Clove.  This  intelligence, 
and  their  leaving  us  fo  fuddcnly  gave  me 
lofne  fufpicion  of  their  intcMtbn,  and  made  it 
ueceflary  for  me  to  afiembh-  our  little  army  as 
fooo  as  poffible,  occqpy  kfewbridge  Kt  fome 
fore  ,  and  fend  Lic.utc nanr-colonel  Campbell 
from  Ncwbr  dge  towards  Tapah,  to  obferve 
their  motions  in  that  quarter. 

General  Campbell  began  his  inarch  at  day¬ 
break,  and  was  no t  followed.  I  ordered  the 
frnall  c<  rps  tn  rhe  heights  of  Schuyler,  rein¬ 
forced  with  two  companies  of  grenadiers,  to 
fall  back  and  cover  the  entry  of  rhe  defile  ; 
and  when  the  cattle  we  had  got  on  that  fide’ 
had  pafT  d  the  river,  they  were  to  pafs  alfo, 
end  remain  with  their  gannon,  on  the  other 
fide. 

I  then  went  to  General  Vaughan  at  Slatter- 
dam,  apd  having  affembled  the  little  army 
and  the  cattle.  I  ordeted  him  to  march  to  New- 
bridge,  and  oencral  C«mpbejl  towards  Hack- 
ttjfacK.  ' 

The  whole  afieittbl'd  at  Newbridge  on  the 
1 5th.  and  then  hearing  nothing  of  the  enemy, 
having  colIctfKd  our  cattle,  the  foldiers  with¬ 
out  tents  or  b  ankets,  and  the  weather 
threatening,  i  thought  it  adviftable  to  fall 
back.  I  accordingly  ordeted  General  Camp¬ 
bell  to  continue  his  march  to  Englilh  Neigh¬ 
borhood,  raking  with  him  the  cattle,' amount¬ 
ing'  in  too  head,  inclu  ing  20  milch  caws 
for  the  ufe  or  ihe  bofpi.al,  (which  was  all  I 
would  fufllr  to  bs  taken  from  the  inhabitaots) 
400  (beep,  and  a  few  horfes 

On  the  i5rh  General  Campbell  marched 
to  Bergen  Pomt,  where  he  embarked  for  Sta¬ 
ten  Jlland,  and  General  Vaughan  to  Fort  Lee, 
not  followed  by  a  finglc  man,  where  he  re- 
palTd  the  North  River,  and  the  whole  re¬ 
turned  to  their  former  fla  ions  by  tw  •  o’clock. 

I  wi(b  upon  thisoccafion  to  exprefs  the  very 
grrat  afij  fiance  I  have  received  from  the  navy; 
indeed  I  have  experienced  it  in  every  inftance ; 
feut  the  excellent  arrangement  of  the  boats  in 
this  affair,  and  the  fee rccy  with  which  every 
thing  was  conducted,  demand  my  particular 
acknowh  dgment. 

Your  excilency  wdl  permit  me  to  give  the 
higheft  commendation  to  the  regularity  of  the 
tco  ps,  both  Bii  ilh,  fore  gn,  and  Provincials, 
during  this  cxcurfion  Their  (tr  df  attention 
to  difeiplinc  d  d  them  and  their  officers  great 
credit.

to  Sir  Henry  Clinton,  dated  Head  Shutters, 

Staten  Ifland,  Augujl  23,  1777. 

SIR, 

I  had  the  honour  of  informing  you  yefter- 
day  morning  of  a  defeent  made  by  the  rebels 
on  this  ifland,  and  of  my  being  on  my  march 
with  the  52d  regiment  of  Bri  ifh  and  3d  regi¬ 
ment  of  Waldtck,  with  two  field  pieces  to  each 
battalion  to  rec  'tuioitre,  and  if  poffible  to  at¬ 
tack  them.  I  am  firry  now  to  add  that  the 
enemy  effefted  almofl  a  total  furprizc  of  two 
battalions  of  the  Jtrfey  Provincial,  which 
oceafioned  nearly  the  whole  lofs  fudained  by 
his  majefly  s  troops,  as  will  appear  by  the  in- 
clofcd  Return. 

Soon  after  I  wrote,  I  had  intelligence  that 
the  enemy  was  moving  towards  Richmond, 
with  an  intention  (as  I  conje3ured)  of  occu- 
I  Pyink  the  adjacent  heights,  and  thereby  be 
j  enabled  to  cut  <  fl  the  retreat  of  three  provin¬ 
cial  regiments  ((aliened  beyond  that  village, 
which  determined  me  to  move  forward  to  pre- 
;  vent  the  facrificc  of  that  corps  ;  but  a  melTcn- 
ger  (oon  after  ar  ivid  from  lieutenant-colonel 
1  Dongan,  witli  information,  that  an  attack 
had  likewif.  been  made  on  the  VVcfl  pa  t  of 
the  ifland  ;  that  lieutt  runt*  colonel  Lawrence 
and  a  good  raanv  of  his  corps  had  been  made 
prifopers  ;  but  that  he  and  lirutenant  coIonel 
Allan,  and  r heir  battalions,  with,  a  few  of 
Lawrence’s  that  had  joined  them,  had  taken 
pofF  flion  of  fome  works  formerly  thrown  up 
by  tbe  rebels  mar  Princes  bay,  where  they 
fhould  be  <b|e  to  defend  themfclves  until  fpp. 
ported,  or  that  boats  fhpuld  arrive  tocarry  tlnm 
olf.  .  This  ffri-ngt  hct.ing  me  in  my  former  re- 

folutlon,  I  advancedontltefootflepsof  the  ene¬ 
my  and  nropeeded  without  the  leaf!  interrupt i- 
to  1  he  village  id  Richmond,  where  I  was  obli¬ 
ged  to  halt  to  bring  up  the  rear,  and  to  refreft 
the  ttoops  who  were  even  at  this  time  very 
much  fatigu  d  from  cxreflive  heat.  From  this 
place brigadi  r-g  nerd  Skinner  was  diretted  to 
fend  rep-  ated  exprefles  to  inform  colonel  Don- 
gan  of  my  approach,  -and  defiring  him  to  en¬ 
deavour  j  junction.  I  had  proceeded  but  a 
fliort  way  beyond  Richmond,  when  I  was 
informed  rha'  the  rebel?  had  r<  ached  the 
0:d  Blazing’ star,  and  were  ufing  the  grealeft 
dilig  nee  in  tranfport  ng  their  troops  to  the 
Jerfey  fhore.  At  this  very  inftant  an  officer 
arrived  from  colonel  Dongan,  that  he  was  lit¬ 
tle  more  than  at  a  mile’s. difiance  on  his  way 
to  join  me;  wheuupon  f  tent  him  orders  to 
turn  towards  the  cnemy,  and  to  attack  what¬ 
ever  body  he  could  come  up  with,  and  I  was 
following  with  all  expedition,  and  would  im. 
mediately  fupport  him.  He  obeved  my  or¬ 
ders  with  fp  rit,  bravery,  and  refolution,  and. 

engaged 
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engaged  their  rear  for  pear  half  an  hour,  when 
the  J2d  regiment  coming  up,  exchanging  fome 
(hots,  and  moving  to  take  :hem  in  flank,  and 
the  cannon  having  by  this  time  began  to  play 
upon  their  boats,  about  1 50  furrendered  them- 
(elves  prifoBers  to  Lieutenant-colonel  Camp¬ 
bell,  of  the  jid  regiment,  and  the  remainder 
of  nearly  the  fame  number  retreated  towards 
the  extremity  of  the  lfland  oppofite  Amboy, 
of  which  lad  number  I  have  fince  learned  was 
Brigadier-general  De  Bore  ;  and  reports  render 
it  (fill  doubtful  whether  he  has  as  yet  made 
his  efcape  from  off  the  ifland  :  however,  the 
troops  were  by  this  time  fo  much  fatigued  that 
I  found  it  altogether  impoffihle  to  pnrfue 
them  ;  and  I  fear  the  greater  part,  if  not  the 
whole,  found  means  to  crofs  over  near  Araboy. 

The  troops  lay  for  that  night  under  arms, 
$nd  this  morning  I  detached  the  greater  part 
of  General  Skinner’s  brigade  toward- Amboy, 
and  proceeded  with  the  regular  troops  on  my 
return.  A  party  was  this  day  alio  ordered 
to  bring  off  the  enemy’s  boats  under  the  cover 
of  a  piece  of  cannon,  which  was  effedied 
without  any  lofs. 

I  mull  not  forgrt  to  mention  that  Colonel 
Buikuk’s  battalion  was  early  in  the  day  or¬ 
dered  to  attack  a  party  left  to  cover  the  ene¬ 
my's  boats,  \Vhicfi  they  did  w.th  charge  of 
bayonet,  and  obliged  them  to  retreat  to  the 
Jcrfiy  fhore. 

By  prifoners  reports,  and  from  an  inclofed 
order  found  in  General  Smallwood's,  major 
of  brigade’s  pocket,  who  was  killed,  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  this  attack  was  carried  on  by  felecft 
and  chofcn  troops,  and  formed  from  three 
brigades —Sullivan's,  Smallwood’s,  and  De 
Bore’s,  and  headed  hy  their  refpeftive  gener¬ 
als,  befides  Drayton’s  and  Ogden’s  batta.ions. 
We  have  taken  in  all  159  prifoners,  among 
whom  are  1  lieutenant-colonel,  3  majors,  2 
captains,  and  rj  inferior  officers.  Their  lofs 
In  fulled  cannot  be  afeertained,  but  mud  have 
been  confiderable* 

I  cannot  do  too  much  juflice  to  the  bravery 
and  fpirit  of  the  troops-  Both  otficers  and 
men  feemed  only  anxious  to  engage,  and  emu¬ 
lous  who  fhould  be  foremoft  in  the  race  of 
glory.  And  I  mull  add,  that  the  feveral  com  • 
manding  officers  did  jtiflice  to  the  ardour  of 
their  troops  which  they  knew  to  temper  with 
judgment  and  conduit.  For  further  particu¬ 
lars  I  refer  you  to  Brigade  Major  Campbell, 
who  was  prefent  at  the  whole  atiair,  and  char¬ 
ed  with  the  delivery  of  this,

Copy  of  a  letter  from  Leutenant-Gcneral  Sir 

Henry  Clinton  to  General  Sir  William  Honor, 

dated  Fort  Montgomery ,  OEfober  9 ,  1777. 

SI  R, 

IN  the  lad  letter  which  I  had  the  honour 
to,"  rite  to  your  excellency,  I  mentioned  my 
intention,  with  the  fmall  force  that  could  be 
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(pared  from  the  important  pod  vou  had  left 
under  my  command,  to  make  an  attack  upon 
Forts  Clinton,  Montgomery,  &c.  Your  ex¬ 
cellency  recollects  the  lituation  of  thefe  forts, 
that  they  arefeparated  by  a  creek  which  comes 
from  the  mountains,  and  communicate  with 
each  other  by  a  bridge. 

In  my  opinion,  the  only  way  of  effefting  it 
was  by  a  coup  de  main  in  the  unguarded  (late 
they  then  were.  The  Commodore  and!  hav¬ 
ing  made  our  arrangements,  and  every  proper 
jealoufy  having  been  given  for  every  objedl 
but  therea1  one,  the  little  army,  confiding  of 
about  3000  men,  arrived  off  Verplancks  Point, 
preceded  by  the  gallies  under  the  command  of 
Sir  Janies  Wallace.  On  our  appearance  the 
enemy  retired  without  firing  a  fhot,  leaving  a 
twelve  pounder  behind  them  ;  and  Sir  James 
moved  up  to  Peaks  Kill  Neck  to  malk  the 
only  communicati  n  they  had  acrofs  the  river 
on  this  fide  of  the  Highlands. 

At  day-break  on  the  6th  the  troops  *  dif- 
em-barked  at  Stoney  Point.  The  avant  garde 
of  yoo  regulars,  and  4  o  Provincials  com¬ 
manded  by  Lieutenant-colonel  Campbell, 
with  Colonel  Robinfon  of  the  Provincials  un¬ 
der  him,  began  its  march  to  occupy  .the  pa's  of 
Thunder  Hill.  This  avant  garde,  after  4  had 
pafled  that  mountain,  was  to  proceed  by  a  de¬ 
tour  of  feven  miles  round  the  hill,  and  de- 
bouchee  in  the  rear  of  Fort  Montgomery, 
while  Gen.  Vanghan  with  1200  f  men,  was 
to  continue  his  march  towards  Fort  Clinton, 
covering  the  corps  under  Lieutenant -cole  ntl 
Campbell,  and  aportee  to  co-operate,  by  at¬ 
tacking  Fort  Clinton,  or  in  cafe  of  misfor¬ 
tune  to  favour  the  retreat.  Major-general 
Tryon  with  the  remainder  being  the  rear  J 
guard,  to  leave  a  battalion  at  the  pafs  of 
Thunder  Hill,  to  open  our  communication 
with  the  fleet. 

Your  excellency  recollecting  the  many,  and, 

I  may  fay,  extraordinary  difficulties  of  thi* 
march  over  the  mountains,  every  natural  c  b- 
ftrudion,  and  all  that  art  could  invent  to  add 
to  them,  will  not  be  furprized  that  the  corps, 
intended  to  attack  Fort  Montgomery  in  the 
rear,  could  not  get  to  its  ground  before  five 
o'clock  ;  about  which  time  I  ordered  Gen. 
Vaughan’s  corps,  aportee,  to  begin  the  attack 
on  Fort  Clinton,  to  pulh,  if  poffible,  and  dif- 
lodge  the  enemy  from  their  advanced  ft  at  ton 
behind  a  ftone  bread  work,  having  in  froms 
e£  r  half  a  mile,  a  mod  impenetrable  abbatie. 
l'his  the  General,  by  his  good  difpofxtion,  ob-

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figtcj  the  enemy  to  e|uTr,  though  (upported  hy 
a&rfrton,  got  poffefiion  of  the  wall,  and  there 
■stated  the  motion  of  the  co-operating  troops, 
fcrhen  I  joined  him,  amd  foon  afterwards  heard 
Lientcrranr-cofonel  Campbell  begin  his  attack. 
?  cfoofe  to  wait  a  favourable  moment  before  I 
ordered  the  attack  on  the  fide  of  Fort  Clinton ; 
%?rieh  was  a  circular  height,  defended  by  a 
Bire  for  mufquetry,  with  a  barbet-battery  in 
the  centre  of  three  gun*,  and  flanked  by  two 
redoubts.  The  approaches  to  it,  through  a 
continued  abbatis  ot  400  yards,  defenfive  every 
inch,  and  expofed  to  the  fire  of  ten  pieces  of 
cannon.  As  the  night  was  approaching,  I  de- 
ffer mined  to  fefee  the  firft  favourable  indant. 
A  bride  attack  on  the  Montgomery  fide  ;  the 
pities  with  their  oars  approaching,  firing, 
and  even  linking  the  fort  :  the  men  of  war 
that  moment  appearing,  crouding  all  fail  to 
fipport  us  ;  the  extreme  ardour  of  the  troops, 
fr  fliort,  all  de'ermined  me  to  order  the  at¬ 
tack  ;  Geheral  Vaughan's  fpirited  behaviour 
Sod  good  conduit  did  the  reft.  Having  no 
lime  to  lofe,  1  pa  ticularly  o-dered  that  not 
a  firot  (hould  be  fired  ;  in  this  f  was  driftly 
obeyed  and  both  redoubts  See.  were  (formed. 
General  Tryon  advanced  with  one  battalion  to 
ftpporr  General  Vaughan,  in  cafe  it  might  be 
neceflary,  and  he  arrived  in  time  to  join  In  the 
cry  of  victory. 

Trnmbach’s  regiment  was  polled  at  the 
Hone  wall  to  cover  our  retreat  in  cafe  of  mis¬ 
fortune.  The  night  being  dark,  it  uas  near 
eight  o'clock  before  we  could  be  certain  of  the 
ftrccefs  of  the  attack  agairtft  Fort  Mon'go- 
mcry,  which  we  found  afterwards  had  fuc- 
eeeded  at  the  fame  time  that  of  Fort  Clinton 
Jid,  and  that  by  the  excellent  difpofition  of 
Lieutenant-colonel  Campbell,  who  was  un¬ 
fortunately  killed  on  the  ftrft  attack,  but  fe- 
aonded  by  Colonel  Robinfon  of  the  Loyal 
American  regiment,  by  wbofe  knowledge  of 
the  country  i  was  much  aided  in  forming  my 
plan,  and  to  whofe  fpirited  condufl  in  the 
execution  of  it  I  impure  in  a  great  meafure 
the  fnccefs  of  the  enterprise. 

CAir  lofs  was  not  very  confiderable  excep*- 
k)g  in  lome  rcfpedlable  officers  who  were  kil¬ 
led  in  the  attack. 

A  boor  ten  o’clock  at  night  the  rebels  fet 
fire  to  (heirtwo  thips,  Montgomery  and  Con- 
grefs,  fome  gallics,  and  other  armed  vellcls, 
with  th'eir  cannon,  (lores,  & c.  in  them. 

I  have  the  honour  to  fend  your  excellency  a 
fernrn  of  the  cannon,  (lores,  &c.  taken.  That 
of  (lores  is  very  confiderable,  this  being,  J 
believe,  their  principal  magazine. 

The  Commodore  has  affift-d  me  with  his 
Advice,  and  every  effort.  v*e  fent  a  joint  Aim 
jnons  to  FortConflitution,  but  our  flag  meeting 
with  an  infolent  reception,  unknown  in  any 
war,  we  determined  to  challizc,  and  tlier. - 
fore  an  embarkation  under  Major-general 
Tryon,  and  Sir  James  Wallace,  with  the  gal¬ 
lics,  was  ordered.  They  found  the  fort  eva¬ 
luated  in  the  greateft  contufion,  their  tlorc- 
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houfes  burnt,  but  their  cannon  were  left  un- 
fpiked.  The  Conjmodore  immediately  or¬ 
dered  Sir  James  Wallace  up  th?  river,  and  if 
it  (hould  hf  pofTible  to  find  a  paflage  through 
the  chevaux  de  frize,  between  Polypus  Iflanrf 
and  the  main,  he  may  probably  do  moil  ef- 
fcntial  fervice. 

In  judice  to  Captain  Pownal,  who  com¬ 
manded  the  Flat  Boats,  and  the  officers  under 
him,  I  mud  ipention  to  your  excellency  that 
that  fervice  could  nqf  have  been  more  zeaT- 
oofiy  or  punctually  attended  to.

So  yagers,  the  royal  fuzileers,  and  regiment 
of  Trumbach,  with  two  three  pounders,  to 
dertrpy  the  rebel  fettlement  called  the  Conti¬ 
nental  Village,  has  jud  returned,  and  reported 
to  me  that  he  has  burned  barracks  for  1500 
men,  fevcral  dorehoufeS,  and  loaded  waggons. 
The  extreme  badnefs  of  the  weather  making 
It  necefiary  to  be  as  expeditious  as  poffible, 
no  account  could  be  taken  of  the  (lores,  but

need  not  point  out  to  your  excellency  the  con- 
fequence  of  dedroying  this  pod,  as  it  was  the 
only  edablilhment  of  the  rebels  in  that  part  of 
the  Highlands,  and  the  place  from  whence 
any  neighbouring  body  of  ttoops  drew  their 
(Applies.  Fanning’s  and  Bayard’s  corps 
marched  from  Verplancks  Point  to  co-operate 
with  General  Tryon,  but  finding  he  met  with 
no  oppofition,  tfley  were  ordered  back  to  their

Copy  of  a  Utter  from  General  Sir  William  Howe  to 
Lord  George  Germaine ,  dated  Philadelphia , 
OBobcrtS,  17  77- 
My  Lord, 

THE  enemy  having  Intrenched  about  eight 
hundred  men  at  Red  Bank,  upon  the  Jetfey 
ffeore,  fome  little  didance  above  Fort  lfland, 
Colonel  Donop,  with  thtee  battalions  of  Hcf- 
fian  grenadt-rs,  the  regiment  ofMirback,  and 
the  infantry,  chalfeurs,  crofTed  the  Delaware 
on  the  aid  indant  to  Cooper’s  Ferry,  oppofite 
to  this  town,  with  direftions  to  proceed  to  the 
attack  of  that  pod.  The  detachment  marched 
a  part  of  the  way  on  the  fame  day,  and  on  the 
22d  in  the  afternoon  was  before  Red  Bank  : 
Colonel  Donop  immediately  made  the  bed  aif- 
psfttion,  and  led  on  the  troops  in  the  mod 
gallant  manner  to  the  affault,  They  carried 
an  estenfive  ontwork,  ftom  whence  the  enemy 
were  .driven  into  an  interior  intrenchment, 
which  could  not  be  forced  without  ladders,  be¬ 
ing  eight  or  nine  feet  high,  with  a  parapet 
boaided  and  fraiicd.  The  detachment  in 
moving  up  and  returning  from  the  attack  was 
much  galled  by  the  enemy’s  gallics  and  floating 
batteries. 

Colonel  Donop  and  Lieutenant-.colonel  Min- 
ingerode  being  b®ih  wounded,  the  command 
devolved  upon  Lieutenant-colonel  l.iafing, 
who  after  collecting  all  the  wounded  that 
could  be  brought  off,  marched  that  night  a- 
bout  five  miles  towards  Cooper’s  Ferty,  and 
on  the  following  morning  returned  with  the 
detachment  to  Camp. 

Colonel  Donop  unfortunately  had  la's  thigh 
lip  much  fiaftused  by  a  mufquet  ball,  that  he 
} 


could  not  be  removed,  but  I  fince  uuderflaofi 
there  ate  fome  hopes  of  his  recovery.  There 
were  feveral  brave  officers  loft  upon  this  oc s&- 
fion,  in  which  the  utnjt.fl  ardour  and  .cowagfe 
wete  difplayed  by  both  officers  and  foldiers. 

On  the  23d  the  Augufta  in  coming  up  ti*e 
river  with  fome  other  Clips  of  war,  to  engage 
the  enemy’s  gallies  near  the  fort,  got  aground, 
and  by  fome  accident  taking  fire  in  the  a&ioji, 
was  unavoidably  confirmed  ;  but  1  do  not  heat 
there  were  any  lives  loft.  The  Merlin  floop 
alfo  grounded,  and  the  other  <hips  being  oh 
liged  to  remove  to  a  didance  from  the  explofictc 
of  the  AUgufta,  it  became  expedient  to  eva¬ 
cuate  and  burn  her  alfo. 

Thefe  difappomtments,  however,  will  not 
prevent  the  moll  vigorous  meafures  being  pm- 
fued  for  the  reduffion  of  the  fort,  which  will 
give  us  the  paflage  of  the  river,

the  Hudfon’s  River. 

Copy  of  Major-General  Vaughan  s  Report- 

On  board  the  FriendOoip  of  Efopus,  Friday  Oct, 
X-J,  JO  o'clock,  morning, 

SIR, 

1  have  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  -or* 
the  evening  of  the  15th  inftant  1  arrived  of 
Efopus  ;  finding  that  the  rebels  bad  th-own  jjp 
wotks,  and  had  made  eve:y  difpofition  to  annotg 
us,  and  cOt  off  our  communication,  I  judged 
it  neceffary  to  attack  them,  the  wind  being  at 
that  time  fo  much  again!!  us,  that  we  cp,uli 
make  no  way.  I  accordingly  landed  the  troops, 
attacked  their  batteries,  drove  them  from  their 
works,  fpiked  and  deflroyed  their  guns.  Efo¬ 
pus  being  a  nurfery  for  almoft  every  viliainAts 
the  country,  I  judged  it  neceffary  to  proceed  to 
that  town.  On  our  approach  they  wete  drawn 
up  with  cannon,  which  we  took,  and  drove 
them  out  of  the  place.  On  our  entering  the 
town,  they  fired  from  their  houies,  which  in¬ 
duced  me  to  reduce  the  place  to  afties,  which 
I  accordingly  . did,  not  leaving  a  honfe.  We 
found  a  confiderab'e  quantity  of  ilores  of 
all  kind',  which  ff  ared  the  fame  fate.

pitulation  had  been  in  the  contemplation  of  j 
fome,  perhaps  of  all,  who  knew  the  real  fim-  j 
arion  of  things ;  that  upon  a  circumftance  of  i 
fueh  confctpience  to  national  and  perfonal 
honour,  he  thought  it  a  diry  to  his  country,  , 
and  to  himfelf,  to  extend  his  council  beyond 
the  ufual  limits  ;  that  the  alTembly  prefent 
mighr  jurtly  be  eltecmed  a  full  reprefentation 
of  the  army;  and  iha:  he  fhould  think  him 
felt  unjuHifiable  in  rak  ng  any  tiepin  lo  ferious 
a  matter,  without  inch  a  concurrence  of  fen- 
timi  nts  as  fn  uhl  make  a  treaty  the  aft  of  the 
army,  as  well  as  that  of  the  general.

It  was  unanimoufly  approved,  and 
upon  that  foundation  the  treaty  opened. 

October  14.  Major  Kingftori  having  deli

I  Have  the  honour  to  inclofe  the  cop  ,  of  a 
letter  from  Lieutenant  Colonel  Stewart  to  Earl 
Cornwallis,  with  its  indofures,  dated  Sep  em¬ 
ber  the  9th,  the  day  after  the  adtion  at  Eutaw 
Spring. 

Extradt  of  a  letter  from  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Stewart  to  Earl  Cornwallis,  dated  Eutaw, 


Sep  .  9,  1781. 
My  Lord, 


— 

WITH  particular  fatisfaftio.n  I  have  the 
honour  to  inform  your  Lordfhip,  that  on  the. 
8th  ioftant  I  was  attacked  by  the  rebel  Ge¬ 
neral  Greene  with  all  the  force  he  could  col- 
ledt  in  this  province  and  North  Carolina ;  and, 
after  an  obtlinatc  engagement,  which  laded 
near  two  hours,  I  totally  defeated  hits,  and 
took  2  lix-pounders. 

Soon  aft  r  I  had  the  honour  of  writing  your 
Lord  (hip  f  on  Thomfon’s,  I  received  informa¬ 
tion  of  Greene’s  having  movejl  with  the  rebel 
army  towards  Camden,  and  eroded  the  Wa- 
teree  near  that  place,  and,  from  the  be  t  intel¬ 
ligence  1  could  colledl,  was  on  his  march  to 
Friday’s  Ferry  on  the  Congarees. 

The  army  undor  my  command  being  much 
in  want  of  neccfiaries,  and  there  being  at  the 
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fame  rime  a  convoy  with  provisions  on  the 
inarch  from  Charles  Towq,  which  would  have 
neceflarily  obliged  me  to  make  a  detachment 
of  at  lead  400  men  (which  at  that  time  I 
could  ill  afrhrd,  the  army  being  much  weak¬ 
ened  by  iicknefc)  to  mec:  che  convoy  at  Mar¬ 
tin’: ,  56  miles  from  my  camp  ;  the  distance 
being  fo  great,  a  fmaller  effort  was  liable  to 
fall  by  the  enemy’s  cavalry,  which  are  very  nu¬ 
merous. 

1  therefore  thought  it  advifeable  to  retire  by 
flow  marches  to  the  Eutaws,  wheie  I  might 
have  an  opportunity  of  receiving  my  fupplies, 
and  difencumber  myfelf  of  the  lick,  without 
sulking  my  efcorts,  or  fuffer  myfelf  to  b»  at¬ 
tacked  at  a  dliadvantage,  flrsuld  the  enemy 
have  crofl’ed  die  Congarees. 

Notwithftanding  every  exertion  being  made 
to  gain  intelligence  of  the  enemy’s  filiation, 
they  rendered  it  impoffible,  byway-laying  the 
bv-paths  and  pafies  through  the  different 
fwamps  ;  and  even  detained  different  flags  of 
truce  which  1  had  fent  on  public  buflnels  on 
both  tides. 

About  fix  o’clock  in  the  morning  I  received 
intelligence  by  two  deferters,  who  left  General 
Greene's  camp  the  preceding  evening  about 
feven  m  les  fruit}  this  place:  and,  from  their 
report,  the  rebel  army  confuted  of  near  4000 
men,  with  a  numerous  body  of  .cavalry,  and 
four  pieces  of  cannon. 

In  the  mean  time  I  received  information  by 
Tvjajor  Coffin,  whom  I  had  prcviiufly  detached 
with  140  infantry,  an  i  50  caval  y,  in  order  to 
gain  intelligence  of  the  enemy,  that  they  ap¬ 
peared  in  force  n  his  front,  t.uen  about  four 
miles  from  my  ermp. 

Finding  the  ei.cmy  in  force  fo  near  me,  I 
determined  to  fight  them,  as  t  orn  their  numc- 
•rous  cavalry  a  retreat  feemed  to  me  to  be  at- 
tended  wit  a  dangerous  cor.fequenccs ;  I  im¬ 
mediately  formed  the  line  of  battle,  with  the 
right  of  the  army  to  the  Eutaw  branch,  and 
it;  left  crofting  the  road  leading  to  Roache’s 
plantation,  leaving  a  corps  on  a  commanding 
Situation  to  cover  the  Charles  ToWn  road,  and 
to  a£t  occafionally  as  a  r  ferve. 

About  nine  o’clock  the  aftim  began  on  the 
right,  and  foon  after  became  general. 

Knowing  that  the  enemy  were  much  fupe- 
rior  in  numbers,  and  at  the  fame  time  finding 
that  they  attacked  with  their  militia  in  front, 
indued  me  not  to  alter  my  pofition  unlefs  I 
faw  a  certain  advantge  to  be  gained  by  it  :  for 
by  moving  forwards  I  expoled  both  flanks  of 
the  army  to  the  enemy’s  cavalry,  which  I  faw 
ready  formed  to  trie  that  advantage,  particu¬ 
larly  on  the  left,  which  obliged  me  to  move  the 
referee  to  f-ppart  it. 

By  florae  unknown  miftake  the  left  of  the 
line  advanced,  and  drove  their  militia  and 
hJorta  Gw  1: mans  before  them;  but  unex¬ 
pected;/  finding  the  Virginian  apd  Maryland 
lines  ready  formed,  and  at  the  fame  time  re- 
rcivi.  g  a  heavy  fire,  orcafioned  feme  confulion. 
It  was  therefore  r.eccflary  to  retire  a  little 
■ii  to  an  open  field,  in  order  to  form, 
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which  was  inftantly  done,  under  cover  of  a 
heavy  and  well-direfled  fire,  from  a  detach¬ 
ment  of  New  York  volunteers  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  Major  Sheridan,  whom  I  had  pre- 
vioufly  ordered  to  take  poft  in  the  houfe,  to 
check  the  enemy  fhould  they  attempt  to  pafs  it. 

The  aftion  was  renewed  with  great  fpirit ; 
but  I  was  lorry  to  find  that  a  three-pounder, 
polled  on  the  road  leading  to  Roache’s,  had 
been  difabled,  and  could  not  be  brought  off 
when  the  lefsof  the  line  retired. 

The  right  wing  of  the  army  being  compofed 
of  the  flank  battalion,  under  the  command  of 
Major  Marjoribanks,  having  repuifed  and 
drove  every  thing  that  attacked  them,  made  a 
rapid  move  to  their  left,  and  attacked  the  ene¬ 
my  in  flank;  upon  which  they  gave  way  in  all 
quarters,  leaving  bei.ind  them  two  brafs  fix- 
pounders,  and  upwards  of  200  killed  on  the 
field  of  aflion,  and  fixty  taken  prifoners, 
amongft  which  is  Colonel  Wafhington  ;  and, 
from  every  informition,  about  Sop  wounded, 
altho’  they  contrived  to  carry  them  oft'  during 
the  adlion.  The  enemy  retired  with  great 
precipitation  to  a  ftrong  fituation,  about  feven 
miles  from  the  field  of  adtion,  leaving  their  ca¬ 
valry  to  cover  their  retreat.  The  glory  of  the 
day  would  have  been  more  compleat  had  not 
the  want  of  cavalry  prevented  me  from  taking 
the  advantage, .which  the  gallantry  of  my  in¬ 
fantry  threw  in  my  way. 

I  omitted  to  inform  your  Lord/hip,  in  its 
proper  place,  of  the  army’s  having  for  fome 
time  been  much  in  want  of  bread,  there  being 
no  old  corn  or  mills  near  me.  I  was  therefore 
under  the  neceflity  of  fending  out  rooring  par¬ 
ties  from  each  corps,  under  an  officer,  to  collefl 
potatoes  every  morning  at  day-break  ;  and  un¬ 
fortunately  that  of  the  flank  battalion  and 
buffs,  having  gone  too  far  in  front,  fell  into  the 
enemy's  hands  before  the  adlion  began,  which 
not  only  weakened  my  line,  but  increafed  their 
number  or"  prifoners. 

Since  the  action  our  time  has  been  em¬ 
ployed  in  taking  care  of  the  wounded  ;  and 
finding  that  the  enemy  have  no  intention  to 
make  a  fecor.d  attack,  I  have  determined  to 
cover  the  wounded  as  far  as  Monk’s-corner 
with  the  army. 

My  particular  thinks  are'  due  to  Lieute¬ 
nant-colonel  Cruger,  who  commanded  the 
front  line,  for  his  condudl  and  gallantly  during 
the  action  ;  and  to  Lieutenant-colonel  Allen, 
Majors  Dawfon,  Stewart,  Sheridan,  and  Coffin, 
and  to  Captains  Kelly  and  Campbell,  com¬ 
manding  the  different  corps  and  detachments  ; 
and  every  other  officer  and  foldier  fulfilled  the 
feparate  duties  of  their  ftarions  with  great  gal¬ 
lantry  :  but  to  Major  Marjoribanks,  and  the 
flar.k  battalion^ under  his  command,  1  think 
the  honour  of  the  day  is  greatly  due.  My 
warmelt  praile  is  due  to  Capt.  Barry,  Deputy 
Adjutant  General,  Major  Brigade  Coxon, 
Lieutenant  Ranken,  Afiiftant  Quarter-Mafter- 
Gencral,  and  to  Acting  Major  of  Brigade 
Roolhack,  for  the  great  afiiftance  they  ren¬ 
dered  roc  during  the  dav.

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I  hope,  my  Lord,  when  it  is  confidercd  fuch 

*  a  handful  •■of  men,  attacked  by  the  united 
force  of  Generals  Greene,  Sumpter,  Marion,

from  the  field  of  battle,  and  taking  the  only 
two  fix- pounders  they  had,  deferve  fome 
merit. 

Inclofed  is  the  return  of  the  killed,  wound¬ 
ed,  and  miffing,  of  his  Majefty’s  troops.  * 
From  the  number  of  corps  and  detachments 
which  appears  to  have  been  engaged,  it  may 
be  fuppofed  our  force  great ;  but  your  Lordfhip 
will  pleafe  to  cllerve,  that  the  army  was  much 
reduced  by  fick.icfs,  and  otherwife.  I  hope 
your  Lordlhip  will  excufe  any  inaccuracy  that 
may  be  in  this  letter,  as  I  have  been  a  good 
deal  indifpofed  by  a  wound  which  I  received  in 
my  1  ft  elbow,  which,  though  flight,  from  its 
fituation,  is  troublefome.  It  will  give  me  moll 
lingular  plealure  if  my  conduct  meet:  with  the 
approbation  of  his  Majclly,  that  of  your 
Lordlhip,  and  my  country.

March  27.  By  advices  juft  received  from 
Virginia  we  learn,  that  the  French  troop,  hare 
left  the  garrifons  of  York  and  Hampton,  and 
marched  from  South  Carolina  ;  in  conference 
of  which  the  militia  from  the  interior  parts  of 
that  province  were  called  down  togarrifon  thofc 
places  :  That  Congrefs  have  demanded  ig.oco 
men  from  Virginia,  which  the  Aflembly  have 
agreed  to  furniih  by  draught ;  this  has  fo  ft  ruck 
the  inhabitants,  that  thofc  who  have  no  famis 
lies  are  endeavouring  to  get  to  fea,  fome  as 
pallengcrs,  others  as  common  failors,  &c. 
Account  of  the  expedition  agninll  the  Rebel 
Foil  on  Tom’s  River,  New-Jcrfey,  under 
the  or  ers  of  the  Honourable  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  of  Al’ociatcd  Loyalifts. 

“'On  Wednefday,  the  20th  inftanf,  Lieut. 
Blanchard,  of  the  armed  Whale-boats,  and 
about  80  men  belonging  to  them,  with  Capt. 
Thomas,  and  Lieutenant  Roberts,  both  of 
the  late  Buck’s  County  Volunteers,  and  be¬ 
tween  30  and  40  other  Refugee  Loyalifts,  the 
whole  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Blanchard, 
proceeded  to  Sandy-Hook,  under  convoy  of 
Capt.  Stewart  Rofs,  in  the  armed  brig  Arro¬ 
gant,  where  they  were  detained  by  unfavoura¬ 
ble  winds  until  the  23d  5  about  twelve  o’clock 
on  that  night  the  party  landed  near  the  raouth 
of  Tom’s  River,  and  marched  to  the  Block- 
ho  ,fe  at  the  town  of  Dover,  and  reached  it 
juft  at  diy-light.  On  the  way  they  were 
challenged  and  fired  upon,  and  when  th:y 
came  to  the  works  they  found  the  Rebels,  con¬ 
fiding  of  23  or  26  twelve-months  rr.en  and 
militia,  apprilcd  of  their  conning,  and  prepared 
for  defence. 

“  The  poft  into  which  th’v  had  thrown 
themfehes  was  about  fix  or  feven  feet  high, 
made  of  large  logs,  with  loopholes  between, 
and  a  number  of  brafs  fwivels  on  the  top, 
which  was  entirely  open,  nor  was  there  any 

way 
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way  of  entering  but  by  climbing  over.'  They 
had,  befides  fwivels,  mulkets  with  bayonets, 
and  long  pikes  for  their  defence.  Lieutenant 
Blanchard  fummoned  them  to  furrender,  which 
they  not  only  refufed,  but  bid  the  party  defi¬ 
ance  ;  on  which  he  immediately  ordered  the 
place  to  be  ltormad,  w'hich  was  accordingly 
done,  and  though  defended  with  obdinacy  it 
was  foon  carried.  The  Rebels  had  nine  men 
killed  in  the  affaulr,  and  12  made  prifoners, 
two  of  whom  are  wound  „d,  the  reft  made  their 
efcape  in  the  conf  .fion.  Among  the  killed 
was  a  Major  of  militia,  two  Captains,  undone 
Lieutenant.  The  Captain  of  the  twelvemonth’s 
men,  ttationed  there,  is  amongft  the  prifoners, 
■who  are  all  btought  i'afe  to  town.  On  our 
fide  two  were  killed,  Lieutenant  Irdell  of  the 
armed  Boatmen,  and  Lieut.  In  flee  of  the  Loy- 
alilts,  both  very  brave  officers,  whp  didinguiih- 
ed  thcmfelves  on  the  attack,  and  whofe  lofs  is 
much  lamented.  Lieutenant  Roberts  and  five 
others  are  wounded,  but  it  is  thought  none  of 
them  are  in  a  dangerous  way. 

“  The  town,  a;  it  is  called,  confiding  of 
about  a  dozen  honfe  ,  in  rhich  none  but  a  pi¬ 
ratical  fet  of  banditti  refided,  together  with  a 
grilt  and  faw  mill,  were,  with  the  Block-houfe, 
hurned  to  the  ground,  and  an  iron  cannon 
fpiked  and  thrown  into  the  river.  A  fine 
large  barge,  c  lied  Hyler’s  barge,  and  another 
boat,  in  which  the  Rebels  uled  to  nuke  their 
excurfun;  on  the  coad,  were  brought  off.  Seme 
other  attempts  were  intended  to  have  been 
made,  but  the  appearance  of  bad  weather,  and 
the  fitu  tion  of  the  wounded,  being  without 
either  furge  n  or  medicines,  induced  the  party 
to  return  to  New- York,  where  they  arrived 
on  the  25  th.” 

CharleS-Towr),  April  30.  We  have  jull 
learned  that  a  fchoiner  has  arrived  from  Noith 
Carolina  with  difpatches,  the  purport  or  which 
are,  that  the  armed  vcfiels  under  the  command 
of  Capt.  M‘Lcan,  which  failed  from  ljcnce 
about  three  weeks  ago,  arrived  at  Beaufort, 
and  that  the  land-forces  on  board,  under  the 
command  of  Capt.  lfaac  Stewart,  very  gal¬ 
lantly  effected  a  landing  on  the  4th  indant, 
and  after  f  me  oppclition  took  podefii  sn  of  the 
fort  and  <he  town,  with  all  the  veffels  in  the 
harbour,  and  a  considerable  value  in  mer¬ 
chandize  and  produce  of  the  country  ;  they 
have  alio  taken  the  principal  inhabitants  of 
the  town  prifoners.  Further  particulars  are 
hrftirly  expetted. 

Chailes-Town,  April  13.  We  are  informed 
by  a  perlon  of  credit  from  the  enuntrv,  of  a 
mod  cruel  murder  committed  on  the  3d  of 
this  m  mtii  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Camden  : 
A  party  of  rebels,  confiding  of  the  following 
perfons,  Willis  Whitaker,  John  M‘Kinnie, 
Charles  Lewis,  Wm.  Whitaker,  jun.  Samuel 
Dinkins,  John  Dink  ns,  Arthur  Brown  Rofs, 
Roger  Cibfon,  John  King,  and  Narbeth 
Carter,  w  nr  to  the  houfj  of  Francis  Tid¬ 
well,  who  had  formerly  been  a  Captain  in 
■the  Royal  Militia,  but  who  had  remained  in 
the  country  wheij  the  troops  moved  down,  ip 
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hopes  of  eluding  the  fcarch  he  expeeded  would 
be  made  after  him,  by  lying  out  in  the 
fwamps.  He  was  unluckily  at  home  when 
the  party  above-mentioned  came  fuddenly  to 
his  houfe.  John  Dinkins  immediately  fired 
at  him,  and  the  bullet  went  through  his 
ffioulder.  He  was  then  carried  to  a  place 
fome  miles  didant,  and  was  there  hangej, 
without  undergoing  the  lead  appearance  of  a 
trial.  CircumlTnces  amended  the  execution, 
which  rendered  even  the  deed  more  execrable 
than  the  merely  putting  an  innocent  man  to 
death.  As  his  murderers  never  took  the 
trouble  of  pinioning  his  arms,  in  his  druggies, 
while  dying,  he  attempted  fereral  times  to 
take  hold  of  the  limbs  of  the  tree  on  which 
he  was  hanged  ;  and  it  afforded  them  high 
amufement  to  beat  down  his  hands  with  their 
whips  and  dicks.  His  body  remained  hang¬ 
ing  for  three  days.  Nai\,eth  Carter  was  the 
perfon  who  performed  the  part  of  executioner, 
and  fo  much  to  the  fatis:a£lion  of  his  friends* 
that  they  fay  they  will  find  him  in  full  em¬ 
ployment  while  there  are  any  tofies  in  the 
date. 

We  are  informed  by  Capt.  Thobourn,  of 
the  ffiip  Lord  George  Germain,  arrived  here 
from  Jamaica,  that  upwards  of  40  dores  have 
been  lately  confumed  by  fire  in  the  Town  of 
Kfingdon,  tlie  lufs  occafioned  by  which  is  edi- 
mated  at  zco,oool.

The  following  is  a 
copy  of  a  Setter  from  Sir  Guy  Carleton  and 
Rear-Admiral  Digby,  to  General  Walhington, 
dated  New-York,  Aug.  2,  1782,  written  in 
confequence  of  direftiorfs  from  England,  and 
pubiilhed  at  the  requeft  of  the  inhabitants  of 
New- York  : 

“  Sir,  ;  New-York,  Aug.  2,  1782. 

“  The  pacific  difpofition  of  the  Parliament 
and  ’people  of  England  towards  the  Thirteen 
Provinces,  has  already  been  communicated  to 
.you,  and  the  refolution  of  the  Ho  Ac  of  Com¬ 
mons  of  the  27th  of  .Februa  y  laft,  has  been 
placed  in  your  Excellency’s  hands,  and  intima¬ 
tions  giver;  at  the  fame  time  that  furtherpacific 
tneal'ures  v.ere  likely  to  follow.  Since  which, 
until  the  prefent  time,  we  had  no  di reft  com¬ 
munications  from  England,  but  a  mail  is  now 
arrived,  wh.fh  brings  us  very  important  infor¬ 
mation. 

“  We  are  acquainted,  Sir,  by  authority,  that 
negotiations  for  a  general  peace  have  already 
commenced  at  Paris ;  and  that  Mr.  Grenville  is 
inverted  with  lull  powers  to  treat  with  all  par¬ 
ties  at  war  ;  and  is  now  at  Paris  in  the  exe¬ 
cution  of  hi.  ccramiftion. 

“  And  wc  arc  fu.ther,  Sir,  made  acquainted, 
that  his  Majefty,  in  order  to  remove  all  ob¬ 
stacles  to  that  peace  which  he  fo  ardently  wilhed 
to  reftore,  has  commanded  his  Minifters  to  di¬ 
rect  Mr.  Grenville,  that  the  Independent  of 
the  Thirteen  Provinces  fhsuld  be  propofed  by 
him,  in  the  firft  infta.  ee,  inftead  of  making  it 
r.  condition  of  a  general  treaty;  however,  not 
without  the  higheft  confidence,  that  tire  Loyal- 
ifts  that  be  reitored  to  their  pofieffions,  or  a  full 
compenfation  made  them  for  whatever  confifca- 
tions  may  have  taken  ulace. 

*'  With  rclpeft  to  Mr.  Laurens,  wc  are  to 
acquaint  you,  that  he  has  been  enlarged,  and 
dilcharged  trom  all  engagements  without  any 
condition  white-  er  ;  after  which,  he  declared 
of  his  own  accord,  'rat  he  contidsrcd  Lord 
Cornwallis  as  freed  from  his  parole.  Upon  this 
point  we  are  to  defire  your  Excellency’s  fcnti- 
ment  ,  orthofoof  Congrefs.  'V 

“  Wc  are  further  acquainted,  that  trans¬ 
ports  have  been  prepared  in  England  for  con¬ 
veying  all  the  American  prifoners  to  this  coun¬ 
try,  to  be  exchanged  here  ;  and  we  are  direft- 
e  !  to  ur_.c,  by  every  confidcration  of  humanity, 
the  mod  fpeedv  exchange  ;  a  meafurerin  which 
not  only  the  comforts,  but  the  rights  of  indivi- 
du.;li,  are  concerned.  A  propofition  has  al¬ 
ready  bee  1  made,  that  (all  exchanges  of  men 
of  the  fame  defeription  being  exhaufted)  failor 
and  foldier  fn.ll  be  immediately  exchanged, 
man  for  man,  againft  each  other,  with  this 
condition  annexed,  that  your  failors  lhall  be  at 
liberty  to  fo-rve  the  moment  they  are  exchanged, 
and  the  foldiers  fo  received  by  us  fhall  not  ferve 
in  or  againft  the  Thirteen  Provinces  for  one 
year;  and  from  this  propofition  we  do  not 
vvifh  to'  recede.

til  terms  of  a  p-ace  fnall  be  agreed  upon  be¬ 
tween  Grenr-Britain  and  France,  and  his 
Britannic  Majefty  fhall  be  :eady  to  conclude

Art.  1.  His  Britannic  Majefty  acknow¬ 
ledges  the  fail  United  States,  viz.  New  Hamp-

men  (hall  ufe  (but  not  to  dry  or  cure  the  fame 
On  that  ifiand) ;  and  aifo  on  the  coafts,  bays, 
and  creeks,  of  all  other  of  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jetty’s  dominions  in  America  ;  and  that  the 
American  filhermen  fhal!  have  liberty  to  dry 
and  cure  filh  in  any  of  the  unfettled  bays,  har¬ 
bours  and  creeks,  of  Nova  Scotia,  Magdalen 
illands,  and  Labrador,  fo  long  as  the  fame  fhall 
remain  unfettled;  but  fo  foon  as  the  fame,  or 
either  of  them,  fhall  be  fettled,  it  fhall  not  be 
lawful  for  the  faid  filhermen  to  dry  or  cure  fifh 
at  fuch  fettlement,  without  a  previous  agree¬ 
ment  for  that  purpofe  with  the  inhabitants, 
proprietors,  or  pofi'eflbrs  of  the  ground. 

Art.  4.  It  is  agreed,  That  creditors  on  ei¬ 
ther  fide  fhall  meet  with  no  lawful  impediment 
to  the  recovery  of  the  full  value,  in  fterling 
money,  of  all  bona  fide  debts  heretofore  con¬ 
tracted.  _  £ 

Art.  5.  It  is  agreed,  That  the  Congrefs 
fhall  earneftly  recommend  it  to  the  legifutures 
of  the  refpedtive  States,  to  provide  for  the  re- 
ftitution  of  all  eftates,  rights  and  properties, 
which  have  been  confifcated,  belonging  to  real 
Britilh  fubjedts,  and  alfo  of  the  eftates,  rights, 
and  properties,  of  perfons  refident  in  diftridb  in 
the  pofteffion  of  his  Majefty’s  arms,  and  who 
have  not  borne  arms  againft  the  faid  United 
States  ;  and  that  perfons  of  any  other  deferip- 
tion  fhall  have  free  liberty  to  go  to  any  part  or 
parts  of  any  of  the  Thirteen  United  States,  and 
therein  to  remain  twelve  months  unmoleftedin 
their  endeavours  to  obtain  the  reftitution  of 
fuch  of  their  eltatcs,  rights,  and  properties,  as 
may  have  been  confifcated ;  and  that  Congrefs 
lhail  alfo  earneftly  recommend  to  the  feveral 
States,  a  reconftderation  and  revifion  of  all  ails 
or  laws  regarding  the  premifes,  fo  as  to  render 
the  faid  laws  or  adts  perfectly  confiftent,  not 
Only  with  juftice  and  equity,  but  with  that  fpiric 
of  conciliation,  which  on  the  return  of  the  blef- 
fings  of  peace  fhould  univerfally  p  evuit  ;  and 
that  Congrefs  fhall  alfo  earneftly  recommend  to 
the  feveral  States,  that  the  eftates,  rights,  and 
properties  of  luch  laft  mentioned  perfons  fhall 
be  reftored  to  them,  they  refunuing  to  any 
perfons  who  may  be  now  in  p  .lTelTioti  the  bona 
fide  price  (where  any  ha:  been  given)  which 
fuch  perfons  may  have  paid  on  purchafing  any 
of  the  laid  lands  or  properties  fince  the  con- 
fifeation. 

Arid  iris  agreed,  That  all  perfons  who  have 
any  intereft  in  confifcated  lands,  either  by  debts, 
marriage  fettlements,  or  otherwife,  fhall  meet 
with  no  lawful  impediment  in  the  profecution 
of  their  juft  rights. 

Ait.  6.  That  there  fhall  be  no  future  con- 
frfcatiQns  ma ‘e,  nor  any  profecut  ons  com¬ 
menced  againlt  any  perfen  or  perfons,  for  or  by 
rcafotj  of  the  part  which  he  or  they  may  have 


meat  on  fuch  charges,  at  the  time  of  the  ratifi¬ 
cation  of  the  treaty  in  America,  fhall  be  im¬ 
mediately  fet  at  liberty,  and  the  profecutions  fo 
commenced  be  difeontinued. 

Art.  7.  There  fhall  be  a  firm  and  perpetoal 
peace  between  his  Britannic  Majelty  and  the 
faid  States,  and  between  the  fubjedls  of  the 
one  and  the  citizens  of  the  other;  wherefore, 
all  hoftilities,  both  by  fea  and  land,  fhall  then 
immediately  ceafe  :  all  prifoners  on  both  fide* 
fhall  be  fet  at  liberty,  and  his  Britannic  Majefty 
fhall,  with  all  convenient  fpeed,  and  without 
caufing  any  deftrudtion,  or  carrying  away  any 
negroes,  or  other  property  of  the  American  in¬ 
habitants,  withdraw  all  his  armies,  garrifons, 
and  fleets,  from  the  faid  United  States,  and 
from  every  port,  place,  and  harbour  within  the 
fame,  leaving  in  all  fortifications  the  American 
artillery  that  may  be  therein  ;  and  fhall  alfo 
order  and  ciufe  all  archives,  records,  deeds,  and. 
papers,  belonging  to  any  of  the  faid  States,  or 
their  citizens,  which,  in  the  courfe  of  the  war, 
may  have  fallen  into  the  hands  of  his  officers, 
to  be  forth '.ith  reftored  and  delivered  to  the 
proper  States  and  perfons  to  whom  they  belong. 

Art.  8.  The  navigation  of  the  Miffifiippi, 
from  its  fource  to  the  ocean,  fhall  for  ever  re¬ 
main  free  and  open  to  the  fubjedls  of  Great- 
Britain,  and  the  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

Art.  9.  In  cafe  it  fhould  fo  happen,  that 
any  place  or  territory  belonging  to  Great-Brit- 
ain,  or  to  the  United  States,  fhould  be  conquer¬ 
ed  by  the  arms  of  either,  from  the  other,  before 
the  arrival  of  thefe  articles  in  America,  ft  is 
agreed,  that  the  fame  fhall  be  reftored  without 
difficulty,  and  without  requiring  any  compe.n- 
fatiqn. 

Done  at  Paris,,  the  thirtieth  day  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
eighty-two.

f  i  'HE  importance  of  the  ifiand  was 
X  acknowledged  by  the  moll  indiffer¬ 
ent  member  of  the  community  when  it 
was  lately  attacked,  and  in  danger  of  be¬ 
ing  rto.’i tiled  from  our  hands-  The  very 
ft o Vial  fcrvice  performed  to  their  country 
bv  the  fleet  under  the  command  of  Sir  Sa¬ 
muel  Hood,  in  relating  this  illand  from 
the  invading  enemy,  has  induced  us  at  the 
rcqucll  of  many  of  our  friends,  to  infert 
the  annexed  map  of  the  iflaud,  which  will 
conful'.Tubly  tend  to  llluftrate  the  Gazette 
account  of  the  operations  of  the  Engiifit 
and  French  Iquadrons,  which  our  readers 
will  find  in  the  chronicle  of  the  prefent 
month. 


St.  Chriftophers  or  St.  Kitts,  is  the 
principal  of  the  Caribbees, which  gave  birth 
to  ail  the  Englifh  and  French  colonies  in 
America.  Both  nations  arrived  there  on 
the  fame  day  in  1625.  They  fhared  the 
ifiand  between  them,  figned  a  perpetual 
neutrality,  and  entered  into  a  mutual  en¬ 
gagement  to  aftift  each  other  againft  their 
common  enemy  the  Spaniards*  who  for  a 
century  pall  had  invaded  or  uifturbed  the 
two  hemifpheres.  But  jealoufy  foon  di¬ 
vided  thole  whom  intereft  had  united. 
The  French  grew  envious  of  the  profper- 
ous  labours  of  the  Englifh  ;  who,  on  iheir 
fide,  could  not  patiently' bear  that  an  idle 
neighbour,  whole  only  employment  was 
j  hunting 
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hunting  and  gallantry,  fhould  be  trying  to 
rob  them  of  their  wives.  This  reciprocal 
uneafmefs  foon  created  quarrels,  war,  and 
devadations,. though  neither  of  the  parties 
aimed  at  conquefl.  Thefe  were  only  do- 
meftic  animolilies,  in  which  government 
took  no  part.  Concerns  of  greater  im¬ 
portance  having  kindled  a  war  between 
the  two  mother-countries  in  1666,  St. 
Chriflopher’s  became  a  feene  of  carnage 
for  half  a  century.  The  weaker  being 
compelled  tp  evacuate  the  colony,  foon 
entered  it  again  with  a  reinforcement, 
both  to  revenge  their  defeat,  and  to  re¬ 
pair  their  lodes.  This  long  conted,  in 
which  both  parties  alternately  had  the  ad¬ 
vantage,  was  terminated  by  the  total  ex- 
pulfion  of  the  French  in  1702;  and  the 
peace  of  Utrecht  cut  otf  all  their  hopes  of 
ever  returning  thither. 

This  was  no  great  facrifice  at  that  time, 
for  a  people  who  had  never  exerted  them- 
felves  otkerwife  in  that  colony,  than  in 
hunting  and  carrying  on  war.  Their  po¬ 
pulation  amounted  but  to  667  white  peo¬ 
ple  of  all  ages  and  both  fexes ;  29  free 
blacks,  and  653  (laves.  All  their  herds 
confuted  only  of  263  head  of  horned  cat¬ 
tle,  and  137  horfes.  They  cultivated  no¬ 
thing  but  a  little  cotton  and  indigo,  and 
had  but  one  fingle  fugar  plantation. 

Though  the  Englifit  had  for  a  long  time 
made  a  greater  advantage  of  this  idand, 
yet  they  did  not  immediately  reap  all  the 
benefit  they  might  have  done  from  having 
the  foie  podedion  of  it. 

1  his  conqueft  was  for  a  long  time  a  prey 
to  rapacious  governors,  who  fold  the  lands 
for  their  own  profit,  or  gave  them  away 
to  their  creatures  ;  though  they  could 
warrant  the  duration  of  the  fale,  or  grant, 
only  during  the  ierin  of  their  adminiftra- 
tioa.  The  parliament  of  England  at 
length  remedied  this  ,  evil,  by  ordering, 
that  all  lands  dtould  be  pur  up  to  auftion, 
and  the  purchate-money  paid  into  the  pub¬ 
lic  cotters.  Atter  this  prudent  regula¬ 
tion,  the  new  plantations  were  as  well 
cultivated  as  the  old  ones. 

fl  he  whole  of  the  idand  may  be  about 
fourteen  leagues  in  circuit,  its  length 
being  about  five  and  the  breadth  one 
league  and  a  half,  except  towards  the 
ibuth,  where  it  is  narrowed  into  an  idh- 
mus,  which  joins  it  to  a  head  land  about 
•  me  league  long,  and  half  a  league  broad. 
It  contains  in  the  whole  about  fixty-eight 
fquare  mile-.  The  centre  of  the  idand 
is  taken  up  by  a  great  number  of  high  and 
barren  mountains,  interfefted  by  rocky 
p-fcipkfes  alnaott  impadable:  In  many 
places  of  which  iflue  hotfpnngs.  Mount 
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Mifery,  which  feems  to  be  a  decayed  Vol¬ 
cano,  whofe  head  is  in  the  clouds,  is  the 
highed  of  all  thefe  mountains  ;  its  perpen¬ 
dicular  height  being  3711  feet — At  a  lit¬ 
tle  diftance  it  bears  the  refemblance  of  a 
man  carrying  another  on  his  back.  The 
ademblage  of  thefe  mountains-  makes  St. 
Ikitts  appear  to  thofe  who  approach  by 
fea,  like  one  huge  mountain  covered  with 
wood,  but  they  find  as  they  come  near 
that  the  coad  grows  eafier.  Agreeable, 
neat,  and  commodious  habitations,  adorn¬ 
ed  with  avenues,  fountains,  and  groves, 
are  dtfperfe'd  over  the  plains.  The  tade 
for  rural  life,  which  the  Englifh  ha-,  e  re- 
tained  more  than  any  other  civilized  na¬ 
tion  in  Europe,  prevails  in  the  highed  de¬ 
gree  at  St.  Chridophers.  They  never 
had  the  lead  occafion  to  form  themfelves 
into  fmall  focieties  in  order  to  pafs  awav 
the  time ;  and  if  the  French  had  not  left 
there  a  fmall  town,  where  their  manners 
are  prelerved,  they  would  dill  be  unac¬ 
quainted  with  that  kind  of  focial  life, 
which  is  produttive  of  more  altercations 
than  plealures  ;  which  is  kept  up  by  gal¬ 
lantry,  and  terminates  in  debauchery, 
which  begins  with  convivial  joys,  and  ends 
in  the  quarrels  of  gaming.  Indead  of  this 
image  of  union,  which  is  in  fafi,  only  a 
beginning  of  difeord,  the  Englifh  planters 
live  by  themfelves,  but  live  happy  ;  their 
foul  and  countenance  as  ferene  as  the  clear 
Iky,  under  which  they  breathe  a  pure  and 
wholefome  air  in  the  midd  of  their  plan¬ 
tations,  and  furiounded  with  their  flaves, 
whom  they  certainly  govern  with  paternal 
tendernefs,  dnee  they  infpirc  them  with 
generous,  and  fometimesheroic  fentiments. 

It  is  unluckily  fubjecl  to  hurricanes  as 
well  as  earthquakes.  In  Augud  1772  they 
experienced  a  mod  dreadful  dorm,  which 
did  tmmenfe  damage;  but  the  violence  of 
the  late  hurricane  did  not  extend  to  them. 

l  liey  have  two  confiderable  towns  in 
the  idand,  the  principal  of  which  is  Baf- 
feterre,  formerly  the  capital  of  the  French 
part.  The  other  is  called  Sandy  Point, 
and  always  belonged  to  the  Englifh. 

Calculators  differ  very  much  in  their  .ac¬ 
counts  ofthe  population  of  this  idand;  fon>e 
make  the  whole  number  of  its  inhabitants 
only  amount  to  7000  whites,  and  20,000 
blacks ;  others  make  them  10,000  whites, 
and  30,000  blacks ;  however  it  is  certain 
that  it  is  <<ne  of  the  lflands  belonging  to. 
the  Englilh,  where  there  is  the  lead  dif- 
proportion  between  the  maders  and  flaves. 
In  1770  the  exportations  of  this  idand 
amounted  to  above  419,000).  derling,  in 
lugar,  molaffes,  and  rum,  and  near  8000  1. 
for  cotton. 

THE 
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AGUE  AT  deal  of  light  13  thrown 
upon  the  conduit  of  the  American 
war,  by  this  publication.  It  is  fubfcrib- 
cd  and  authenticated  by  Sir  Henry  Clin¬ 
ton  ;  and  it  is  well  fupported  by  the 
public  papers,  and  vouchers  which  are 
given  in  the  appendix.  We  pretend  not, 
however,  to  pronounce,  that  it  ia  uni¬ 
formly  exait.  The  cenfures  its  implies 
upon  public  meafure*,  and  public  men 
will  necefiarily  draw  attention  ;  and  an- 
fwers  may  infallibly  be  expected.  With 
regard  to  literary  merit,  it  can  boaft  no¬ 


thing.  The  arrangement  of  the  matter 
is  without  art,  and  the  language  with¬ 
out  elegance. 

As  a  fpecimen  of  a  publication  which 
is  fo  interefting  from  its  fubjeit,  we  (ball 
lay  the  following  extrait  before  our 
readers. 

“  Being  confcions,  that  during  my 
command  in  North  America,  my  whole 
conduit  was  aihiated  by  the  mod  ardent 
zealforthe  King’s  fervice,  and  the  inter- 
efts  of  the  public,  I  was  exceedingly  mor- 
tiikd,  whe*i  l  r&ttyned  to  England,  after 

a  fer- 
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a  fervice  of  feven  years  in  that  country, 
to  find  that  erroneous  opinions  had  gone 
forth  reipefting  it  ;  and  that  many  per¬ 
sons  had,  in  confi-quence,  admitted  im- 
preflions  to  my  prejudice.  Anxious, 
therefore,  to  explain  what  had  been  mil- 
interpreted  or  nnlVepreleiited,  (as  indeed 
might  well  be  expe&td,  from  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  Lord  C’s  letter  of  the  20th 
of  October,  without  being  accompanied 
by  my  anfwer  to  it)  I  had  propofed  tak¬ 
ing  an  opportunity,  in  the  H  mfe  of  Com¬ 
mons,  of  laying  a  few  words  on  fuch 
parts  of  my  conduct  as  feemed  not  to  be 
lbfhciently  underftood  ;  and  I  flatter  my- 
l'elf  I  fliould  have  been  able  to  make 
it  appear,  that  I  afted  up  to  the  utrrioR 
of  my  powers,  from  the  beginning  to  the 
end  of  my  command  :  and  that  none  of 
the  misfortunes  of  the  very  unfortunate 
eampaign  of  1781  can,  with  the  fmall- 
eR  degree  of  julfice,  be  imputed  to 
me. 

“  But  I  arrived  here  fo  late  in  the 
feflion,  that  I  was  advifed  to  defer  it; 
and  it  was  judged  that  the  gracious  re¬ 
ception  I  had  juft  met  with  from  my  So¬ 
vereign  rendered  an  immediate  explana¬ 
tion  unneceflary.  I  was  not,  however, 
apprifed  to  what  degree  the  public  pre¬ 
judice  had  been  excited  againlf  me,  elfe, 
i  fliould  probably  have  been  induced  to 
have  taken  an  earlier  opportunity  of 
offering  to  parliament  what  I  have  to 
fay  on  the  fubjeCt.  But  the  late  change 
in  public  affairs,  furnifliing  fo  much  more 
important  matter  for  their  deliberation, 
deprived  me  of  the  opportunity  I  thought 
I  (hould  have  had  :  and,  as  by  the  pre- 
fent  recel's  it  is  probable  that  I  may  not 
be  able  to  execute  my  intentions  before 
a  late  period,  when  perhaps  peculiar  cir- 
cumlfances  might  force  me  through  deli¬ 
cacy  to  decline  it,  I  beg  leave  to  lay  before 
the  public  the  following  plain  narrative, 
which  will,  I  truft,  remove  prejudice 
and  error. 

“  I  have  much  to  regret  that,  when  this 
bufinefs  was  dilcufred  in  the  Houle  of 
Lords  halt  lcflion  of  parliament,  the  whole 
of  my  correfpondence,  with  the  late 
American  minifter,  Lieutenant  General 
Earl  Cornwallis,  and  the  admirals  com¬ 
manding  on  the  Welt-India  and  Ameri¬ 
can  Rations,  was  not  produced,  or  at 
lealt  fuch  parts  thereof  as,  being  necef- 
fary  to  explain  my  conduit,  might  have 
appeared  confidently  with  Rate  policy. 
Becaui’e  the  letters  which  compofe  that 
correfpondence,  being  written  to  the  mo¬ 
ment  as  events  happened,  are  certainly  the 
molt  faithful  records  of  my  actions  and 


intentions;  and  are  confequently  the 
eleareft,  fai reft,  and  moR  unexception¬ 
able  teltimonies  I  can  addu.ee  in  their 
fupport.  I  hope,  therefore,  I  fliall  Rand 
exculpated,  from  the  neceliity  of  the  cafe, 
for  any  impropriety  there  may  be  in  my 
annexing  to  this  letter  fuch  of  them  as  f 
may  judge  moll  rcquifite  for  that  purpofe. 
Three  of  them  will,  I  prefume,  be  found 
very  material,  (Appendix  No.  IX.)  as 
they  contain  my  anfwers  and  obfervations 
upon  Lord  Cornwallis’s  letters  of  the 
20th  of  Oilober  and  2d.  of  December  on 
the  fubjecl  of  the  unfortunate  conclufion 
of  the  laR  campaign  in  the  Chei'apeak ; 

- which  latter  I  am  forry  to  obferve, 

were  given  to  the  public,  while  mine  in 
anfwer  were  with-held  from  it  ; — I  hope 
without  defign. 

“  Although  I  never  dared  promife  my- 
felf  that  any  exertions  of  mine,  with  my 
very  reduced  force  (nearly  one-third  lefs 
than  that  of  my  predeceflor)  could  bring 
the  war  to  a  happy  conclufioh;  yet  I 
confefs  that  the  campaign  of  1781  termi¬ 
nated  very  differently  from  what  I  once 
flattered  mvfelf  it  would;  as  may  ap¬ 
pear,  by  the  fubjoined  extra&s  of  let¬ 
ters,  written  in  the  beginning  of  that 
year,  and  which  were  tranfmitted  to  the 
minifter.  I  was  led,  however  intothefe 
hopes,  more  by  the  apparent  diRreffes  of 
the  enemv  than  any  material  fuccelTes  vve 
had  met  with. 

“  The  plan  I  had  formed  for  the  cam¬ 
paign  of  1781,  (upon  the  expectation  of 
a  reinforcement  from  Europe — from  the 
WeR  Indies — and  from  the  fouthward 
(after  operation  fhould  ceafe  in  that 
quarter) — added  to  what  I  might  be  ablet® 
l'pare  at  the  time  from  the  fmall  force  un¬ 
der  my  immediate  command  at  New 
York)  was  calculated  to  make  a  fair  and 
folid  effort  in  favour  of  our  friends — in  a 
diftriCt  where  I  had  fome  reafon  to  be¬ 
lieve  they  were  numerous  and  hearty  ; 
and  where  I  judged  it  might  be  made 
with  little  danger,  even  from  a  tempo¬ 
rary  naval  fuperiority  of  the  enemy. 
This  plan  had  been  fuggeRed  to  the 
miniRer  in  the  year  1780;  and  more  par¬ 
ticularly  explained  to  him  in  1 7  8 1 ;  notwith  - 
Randing  which  a  preference  was  given  to 
another,(  Appendix,  No.  I.)which  feemed 
to  be  forced  (Appendix'  No.  II.)  upon 
me  by  Lord  Cornwallis’s  quitting  the  N 
Carolinas,  where  I  had  left  him  in  the 
command,  and  marching  into  Virginia  ; 
a  meafure  I  muR  fay,  determined  upon 
upon  without  my  approbation,  and  very 
contrary  to  my  wilhes  and  intentions. 
The  minifter  directed  me  t®  fupport 

Lord 
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lord  Cornwallis  and  foiid  operation  in 
\  iiginia  :  the  danger  of  which,  without 
a  covering- fleet,  I  had  conftantly  repie- 
fented  to  him.  He  repeatedly  and  pofi- 
tiveiy  promifed  me  a  covering  fleet ;  and 
when  the  Admiral  arrived  with  the  na¬ 
val  reinforcement  from  the  Weft-Indies, 
he  was  clearly  of  opinion  himfelf,  and  of 
courle  convinced  me,  that  he  had  brought 
that  covering  fleet.  (Appendix  No.  Ill) 
Theiefore,  as  Admiral  Graves’s lquadron 
was  acknowledged  to  be  l'uperior  to  that 
under  Monfier  de  Barras,  I  could  not 
hut  fuppofe  that  the  arrival  of  Admiral 
Digby  (hourly  expetted)  would  give 

us  a  moll  decided  naval  luperioiity. _ 

And  here,  pei  haps,  it  m3y  not  be  improper 
to  remark,  that  though  the  minifter  di- 
reas  me,  by  his  letters  of  the  id  of 
May,  and  6th  of  June,  to  adopt  foiid 
operation  in  Virginia,  he  lignifies  to  me 
his  Ma  jelly's  approbation  of  my  own 
plan,  in  a  fubfequent  letter  of  the  i+th 
of  July,  telling  me  at  the  fame  time, 
that  “he  has  not  the  lead  doubt  Lord 
“  Cornwallis  will  have  fully  feen  the 
**  reafonablenefs  of  it,  and  has  executed 
“  it  with  his  wonted  ardor,  intrepidity, 
**  and  fuccefs.” 

“  Under  tliefe  cirCumflances,  and  with 
tliefe  aflurances,  I  never  could  have  the 
mod  dillant  idea  that  Mr.  Walhington  had 
the  lealt  hopes  of  a  fuperior  French  fleet 
in  the  Chelapeak ;  and  I  confequentiy 
never  could  fuppofe  that  he  would  ven¬ 
ture  to  go  there.  But  if  he  fliould,  I 
was  fatisfied  from  the  reafons  already 
dated,  that  I  fliould  be  able  to  meet  him 
there  with  every  advantage  on  my  fide, 

by  having  the  command  of  that  bay _ 

without  which  he  could  not  poflibly  feed 
his  army.  This  opinion  has  been  alfo 
fince  confirmed  by  a  letter  from  him  to 
Count  De  Grafle,  dated  26th  of  Septem¬ 
ber  1781,  (No.  IV.  Appendix)  wherein 
he  tells  him,  if  he  quits  the  Chefapeak, 
the  enemy  will  certainly  get  pofleflion  of 
it,  and  he  mud  difband  his  ai  my. 

“  Had  my  correlpondence  been  pro¬ 
duced,  it  would  have  appeared  from  it, 
and  the  returns  accompanying  it,  that 
niftead  of  feventcen,  twenty,  nay  twenty- 
four  thoufand  men,  which  it  has  been 
reported  I  had  at  New  York  (after  the 
very  ample  reinforcements  as  the  mi¬ 
nifter  acknowledges  (No.  5.  Appendix) 
which  I  had  lent  to  the  fouthward)  I 
had  not  12,000  effettives,  and  of  thefe 
rot  above  9.300  fit  for  duty,  regulars 
and  provincials.  But  had  I  had  "twice 
that  number,  I  do  not  know  that,  after 
leaving  fuflicient  ganifons  in  the  Blands 


and  pods  depending  (which  it  is  admit-* 
ted  by  all  would  take  6000)  1  could,  as 
has  been  intinuated,  have  prevented  the 
junftion  between  Monf.  Rochambeau 
and  General  Walhington,  which  was 
made  m  the  highlands  at  lead  50  miles 
from  me ;  or  that  I  could  have  made 
any  duett  move  againft  their  army  when 
joined  (confiding  then  of  at  lead  11,000 
men,  cxclulive  of  militia,  afiembled  on 
each  fide  the  Hudloii)  with  any  pro¬ 
fit  of  foiid  advantage  front  it.  Or 
if  I  had  as  many  reafons  to  believe  that 
Mr.  Walhington  would  move  his  army 
into  Virginia  without  a  covering  French 
fleet,  as  I  had  to  think  he  would  not; 
I  could  not  have  prevented  his  paflin° 
the  Hutlfon  under  cover  of  his  forts  at 
Verplanks  and  Stoney  Points.  Nor  (fup- 
poling  I  had  boats  properly  manned) 
would  it  have  been  advifcable  to  have 
landed  at  Elizabeth  town,  in  the  face 
of  works,  which  he  might  eafily  have 
occupied  (as  they  were  only  feven  miles 
from  his  camp  at  Chatham)  without 
fubjettmg  my  army  to  be  beat,  en  detail. 
Nor  could  I,  when  informed  of  his  inarch 
towards  the  Delaware,  have  palled  an 
army  in  time  to  have  made  any  impreffion 
upon  him  before  he  eroded  that  river. 
But  with  my  reduced  force,  any  attempt 
of  the  fort  would  have  been  madnefs  and 
folly  in  the  extreme. 

With  what  might  poflibly  be  fpared 
from  fuch  a  force,  nothing  could  be  at¬ 
tempted  except  againft  detachments  from 
Mr.  Wafliington’s  army  (or  when  rein¬ 
forced  in  a  fmall  degree)  againft  fuch  of 
it’s  diftant  magazines  as  might  occafion- 
ally  happen  to  be  unguarded.  Two  of 
the  latter  offered,  one  againft  Philadel¬ 
phia,  which  I  certainly  fliould  have  at¬ 
tempted  in  July,  had  Lord  Cornwallis 
fpared  me  any  part  of  3000  men ;  but 
as  his  Lordfliip  feemed  to  think  he  could 
not  hold  the  ftations  we  both  thought 
eligible,  if  he  fpared  me  any  part  of  the 
force  with  him,  I  was  obliged  to  relinquifh 
this  defign.  The  other  much  more  im¬ 
portant,  was  againft  Rhode  Ifland.  I  had 
difeovered  by  intercepted  lettersjfioinall  the 
French  admirals  and  generals,  that  Count 
Rochambeau’s  army  had  marched  from 
Rhode  Ifland  to  join  Mr.  Wafhinglon  at 
the  \  /lute  Plains  ;that  then-  battering  train 
and  flares  for  fiege  were  left  at  Providence 
uneer  little  more  than  a  militia  guard  ; 
and  that  their  fleet  remained  in  Rhode 
Ifland  harbour  with  orders  as  foon  as 
lepaired,  to  retire  to  Bofton  for  fecurity. 
By  private  information,  which  I  had  at 
that  tune,  I  found  alfo  that  the  works  at 

Rhode 


Rhode  Ifland  were  in  a  great  meafure 
difmarrtled,  and  had  only  a  few  invalids 
and  militia  to  guard  them,  and  that  they 
•were  both  there  and  at  Providence  under 
great apprehenfionsofavifit  from  us.  From 
other  motives  as  well  as  my  own  .know¬ 
ledge  of  thefe  polls,  I*  had  the  ftrongeft 
reafon  to  expert  the  fullell  fuccefs  to  an 
attempt  againft  them,  and  I  therefore  im¬ 
mediately  propoled  to  Admiral  Graves  a 
joint  expedition  for  that  purpofe  ;  which 
he  readily  confented  to.  It  was  accord¬ 
ingly  agreed  between  us,  that  it  Ihould 
(be  undertaken  as  foon  as  he  could  aflem- 
fyble  his  fleet,  and  a  fmall  reinforcement 
Y)( hourly  expe&edj  ftiould  arrive  from  Eu¬ 
rope.  The  reinforcement  joined  me  on 
the  nth  of  Auguft,  and  the  admiral  (who 
had  filled  on  a  cruize)  having  returned  to 
the  coaft  on  the  1 6th,  I  immediately  re¬ 
newed  iny  propofal,  (Appendix,  No. 
VI.)  The  admiral  informed  me  in  an- 
fwer,  that  he  was  under  the  neceffity  of 
fending  the  Robufte  to  the  yard  to  be 
refitted,  and  that  he  Ihould  take  th© 
opportunity  while  that  was  doing  of  Ihift- 
ing  a  malt  or  two  in  the  Prudente  ;  and 
when  thofe  repairs  were  accomplilhed,  he 
would  give  me  timely  notice,  (Appendix, 
No.  VII.)  The  Ihips  were  not  ready  on 
the  28th  ;  Sir  Samuel  Hood,  however, 
arriving  on  that  day,  I  immediately  or¬ 
dered  the  troops  to  be  embarked  ;  and 
going  to  the  admirals  on  Long  Ifland,  I 
propofed  to  them  that  the  expedition 
ihould  inftantly  take  place  :  but  receiv¬ 
ing  intelligence  that  eveningthatMonfieur 
De  Barris  had  failed  on  the  25th,  it 
was  of  courfe  Hopped.  Thus,  to  th* 
admirals  great  mortification  and  my  own, 
was  loft  an  opportunity  of  making  the 
nioft  important  attempt  that  had  offered 
the  whole  war. 
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
